The  annual  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  for  1989  is  hereby 
submitted.  Included  in  this  report  is  a  summary  of  the  major  activities  that  trans¬ 
pired  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  during  fiscal  1989. 

TOWN  CLERK’S  REPORT 

The  following  represents  a  summary  of  some  of  the  significant  events  in  the 
Town  Clerk’s  facet  of  this  department  during  1989. 

Licenses  and  permits  issued: 

The  issuance  of  various  licenses  and  permits  through  this  office  resulted  in  a 
collection  of  $48,604  in  fees  to  be  used  to  offset  the  tax  levy  in  FY  1989. 

Elections: 

During  1989  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  presided  over  one  election.  Complete 
results  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Census  and  Voter  Registration: 

The  results  of  the  January  1989  census  conducted  by  this  office  revealed 
that  there  were  29,464  residents  in  Norwood.  The  number  of  registered  voters 
in  Norwood  in  1989  totaled  16,541.  The  following  analysis  of  the  population 
and  number  of  registered  voters  in  Norwood  in  the  last  five  years  reveals  a  con¬ 
tinued  condition  of  stability,  with  negligible  growth  or  decline  patterns  noted.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  governing 
elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were  fitted  up  as  polling 
places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in 
marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction 
and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different  parts  of 
each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  delivered  to  the 
ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  "Official  Ballots  September  15,  1988"  and  their 
receipts  thereof. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters  of  the 
Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were 
supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received  from  the  Town 
Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with 
instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and 
checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public 
meeting,  examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The 
registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close  of  the  polls  an  actual 
canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  sixty-five  hundred  and  one  (6501)  votes  were  cast 
in  the  Democratic  Party  and  five  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (559)  votes  were  cast  in  the 
Republican  Party. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  entrances  of 
each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total  number  of  names 
so  checked  equalled  the  same  as  above,  seven  thousand  and  sixty  (7060).

SUMMARY 

The  law  provides  a  salary  increase,  effective  January  7, 1987,  for  the  members  of 
the  legislature  and  certain  constitutional  officers  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Beginning  at  a  base  salary  of  $30,000,  each  member  of  the  legislature  will  receive 
a  salary  increase  under  the  law  equal  to  the  compounded  percentage  increase  in  the 
salaries  of  full  time  state  employees  who  are  subject  to  collective  bargaining 
agreements  between  the  Commonwealth  and  the  ALLIANCE,  AFSCME-SEIU, 
AFL-CIO  in  effect  between  January  5,  1983  and  January  7,  1987.  Thereafter  the 
salaries  of  each  member  of  the  legislature  will  be  increased  by  the  same  percentages 
as  the  salaries  of  full  time  state  employees  subject  to  the  collective  bargaining 
agreements. 

The  law  further  provides  that  members  of  the  legislature  holding  leadership 
positions  and  committee  chairmanships  will  receive  an  annual  sum  in  addition  to  their 
salary.  This  additional  amount  will  vary  from  $7,500  to  $35,000  depending  upon  the 
particular  position  the  member  holds. 

The  law  also  increases  the  salaries  of  certain  constitutional  officers.  Under  the 
law  the  salary  of  the  governor  is  set  at  $85,000;  the  salaries  of  the  lieutenant  governor, 
state  secretary,  state  treasurer  and  the  state  auditor  are  set  at  $70,000;  and  the  salary 
of  the  attorney  general  is  set  at  $75,000. 

Any  individual  may  waive  his  or  her  salary  increase  under  this  law.  Any  amount 
so  waived  shall  not  be  deemed  regular  compensation  for  the  purposes  of  computing 
any  such  person’s  benefits  and  shall  be  exempt  from  state  taxation.

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The  proposed  law  would  repeal  state  law  requiring  that  the  wages  including 
payments  to  health  and  welfare  plans,  paid  to  persons  employed  in  the  construction  of 
public  works  be  no  less  than  the  wages  paid  locally  under  existing  collective 
bargaining  agreements  and  understandings,  or  by  the  municipality,  for  the  same  kind 
of  work.  Under  the  proposed  law,  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industries  would 
no  longer  set  wage  rates  for  such  work  or  classify  jobs. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  remove  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and 
Industries’  authority  to  set  the  wage  rates  of  employees  of  contractors  who  move 
office  furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  state  or  a  county,  city,  town  or  district,  and 
remove  the  Commissioner’s  authority  to  set  the  wage  rates  of  operators  of  vehicles 
and  other  equipment  engaged  in  public  works. 

The  proposed  law  would  not  change  the  way  wages  are  set  for  laborers 
employed  by  the  state  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  require  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Food 
and  Agriculture  to  issue  regulations  to  ensure  that  farm  animals  are  maintained  in 
good  health  and  cruel  or  inhumane  practices  are  not  used  in  the  raising,  handling  or 
transportation  of  farm  animals. 

The  Commissioner  would  issue  regulations,  effective  within  four  years  after 
passage  of  the  proposed  law,  about  the  surgical  procedures  used  on  farm  animals,  the 
transportation  and  slaughter  of  farm  animals,  and  the  diet  and  housing  of  those 
animals.  The  Director  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Health  could  issue  exemption 
permits  for  a  period  of  time  up  to  one  year  and  one  half  to  any  farmer. 

Under  the  proposed  measure,  an  unpaid  Scientific  Advisory  Board  on  Farm 
Animal  Welfare  comprised  of  veterinarians  and  animal  scientists  would  also  be 
established  within  the  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture.  The  Board  would 
examine  animal  agriculture  practices,  issue  for  publication  certain  reports  on  farm 
practices,  and  make  non-binding  recommendations  to  the  Commissioner  about 
specific  regulations.  If  appropriated  by  the  legislature,  the  Board  may  allocate  an 
annual  sum  of  not  more  than  ten  cents  per  Massachusetts  citizen  to  assist  farmers  in 
adopting  methods  which  are  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  law. 
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The  Director  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Health  would  be  responsible  for 
enforcing  regulations  issued  as  a  result  of  this  proposed  law.  Persons  who  violate  the 
new  law  would  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  governing 
elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were  fitted  up  as  polling 
places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in 
marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction 
and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  (5)  different  parts 
of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  delivered  to 
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the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  "Official  Ballots  November  8,  1988"  and 
their  receipts  thereof. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters  of  the 
Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were 
supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received  from  the  Town 
Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with 
instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and 
checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public 
meeting,  examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The 
registers  were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close  of  the  polls  an  actual 
canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  fifteen  thousand,  one  hundred  and  forty-four 

(15.144)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  entrances  of

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(1)  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  the 
district  or  property  boundary  line  shall  be  used  for,  and  maintained  as,  a 
planting  area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs,  and  other  landscape  materials  to 
provide  a  park-line  area  of  separation. 

(2)  The  remaining  fifty  (50)  feet  of  space  may  be  used  for  off-street  parking 
or  other  permitted  open  uses,  but  shall  not  contain  any  permanent 
structures  (whether  or  not  used  for  limited  manufacturing  purposes). 

In  an  Office-Research  District  the  required  front  yard  area  (between  the 
building  and  the  line  of  the  street)  shall  be  used  only  for,  and  maintained  as,  a 
planting  area  for  lawns,  shrubs  or  other  landscape  materials  to  provide  a 
park-like  setting  for  the  building. 

B.  In  a  Manufacturing  District,  where  the  lot  abuts  any  Residential  District 
(including  any  Residential  District  in  an  adjacent  municipality)  or  any 
premise  used  residentially,  there  shall  be  provided  on  all  portions  of  said  lot 
adjoining  the  residentially  zoned  or  used  premises,  a  buffer  strip  seventy-five 
feet  wide,  as  follows: 

(1)  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  fifty  (50)  feet  from  the  district  or 
property  boundary  line  or  the  front  lot  line  (when  the  residential 
premises  is  located  across  the  street  from  the  manufacturing  lot)  shall 
be  used  for,  and  maintained  as,  a  planting  area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs, 
and  other  landscape  materials  to  provide  a  park-line  area  of  separation 
between  the  districts. 

(2)  The  remaining  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of  space  may  be  used  for  any 
accessary  use  other  than  buildings. 

C.  Landscaping. 

(1)  Street,  parking  area,  buffer  strips,  and  screening  shall  be  provided  as 
specified  below  when  any  new  building,  addition,  or  change  of  use 
requires  a  parking  increase  of  five  or  more  spaces. 

(2)  Plantings.  Required  plantings  shall  include  both  trees  and  evergreen 
shrubs,  and  preferably  will  include  one  existing  on  site.  To  be  credited 
towards  meeting  these  requirements,  trees  must  be  2  1/2"  caliper  four 
feet  above  grade,  be  of  a  species  common  to  the  area,  and  be  ones 
which  reach  an  ultimate  height  of  at  least  thirty  feet.  Shrubs  must  be  at 
least  48"  in  height,  reach  an  ultimate  height  of  at  least  six  feet,  and  be  of 
an  evergreen  species  common  in  the  area.  Plantings  shall  consist  of  at 
least  one  tree  per  forty  linear  feet  of  planting  area  length  and  at  least 
one  shrub  per  three  feet.  Plantings  preferably  will  be  grouped,  not 
evenly  spaced,  and  shall  be  located  or  trimmed  to  avoid  blocking  egress 
visibility.  The  planting  area  shall  be  unpaved  except  for  access  drives 
and  walks  essentially  perpendicular  to  the  area  and  shall  be  located 
wholly  within  the  lot. 
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(3)  Street  plantings  are  required  for  nonresidential  premises  when  a  setback 
from  the  street  or  a  buffer  zone  is  required.  Street  plantings  shall  be 
provided  within  fifteen  feet  of  the  street  property  line  along  the  entire 
street  frontage  except  at  drives. 

(4)  Parking  area  plantings.  A  minimum  of  2%  of  the  interior  area  of 
parking  lots  containing  30  or  more  spaces  must  be  planted.  A  minimum 
of  one  tree  and  four  shrubs  exclusive  of  any  required  perimeter 
plantings  must  be  planted  for  every  1,500  square  feet  of  parking  lot. 
Planting  areas  must  each  contain  not  less  than  thirty  square  feet  of 
unpaved  soil  area.  Trees  and  soil  plots  shall  be  so  located  as  to  provide 
visual  relief  and  wind  interruption  within  the  parking  area,  and  to  assure 
safe  patterns  of  internal  circulation. 

(5)  Buffer  strip  plantings  shall  be  provided  in  required  buffer  strips  and  for 
any  premises  along  the  full  length  of  any  boundary  abutting  or  extending 
into  a  residential  district.  Required  plantings  shall  be  located  within  ten 
feet  of  the  boundary  line. 

(6)  Screening  as  required  shall  consist  of  plantings  as  specified  at  paragraph 
(2)  above  which,  unless  sufficiently  dense  to  effectively  obscure  vision 
must  be  supplemented  by  an  opaque  fence  or  wall  at  least  six  feet  tall. 

(7)  Existing  vegetation.  Whenever  possible,  the  above  requirements  shall  be 
met  by  retention  of  existing  plants.  If  located  within  25  feet  of  a  street, 
no  existing  tree  of  6”  caliper  or  greater  (measured  four  feet  above 
grade),  dense  hedgerow  of  four  or  more  feet  in  both  depth  and  height, 
or  existing  earth  berm  providing  similar  visual  screening  shall  be 
removed  or  have  grade  changed  more  than  one  foot  unless  dictated  by 
plant  health,  access  safety,  or  identification  of  the  premises. 

(8)  Maintenance.  All  plant  materials  required  by  this  Bylaw  shall  be 
maintained  in  a  healthful  condition.  Dead  limbs  shall  be  promptly 
removed  and  dead  plants  shall  be  promptly  replaced  at  the  earliest 
appropriate  season.  Any  fences  required  for  screening  shall  be  properly 
maintained. 

(9)  Non-conforming  landscaping  and  screening. 

a.  Any  improvement  along  the  property  boundary,  including 
landscaping,  screening,  and  fencing,  legally  erected  and  conforming 
to  the  requirement  of  this  Bylaw  when  so  erected,  may  continue  to  be 
maintained,  even  though  as  a  result  of  changes  to  this  Bylaw  the 
boundary  improvements  no  longer  conform  to  its  requirements, 
provided  that  such  boundary  improvements  shall  not  be  enlarged, 
redesigned,  or  altered  except  so  as  to  make  them  conform  to  said 
requirements,  and  further  provided  that  any  such  boundary 
improvements  which  have  been  destroyed  or  damaged  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  cost  of  restoration  would  exceed  50%  of  the 
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replacement  value  of  the  boundary  improvements  at  the  time  of 
destruction  or  damage,  shall  not  be  repaired,  rebuilt,  or  altered, 
except  as  to  make  said  boundary  improvements  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  this  Bylaw. 

b.  The  exemption  for  nonconforming  landscaping  and  screening  herein 
granted  shall  terminate  with  respect  to  any  boundary  improvements 
which: 

(i)  shall  have  been  abandoned  or 

(ii)  shall  not  have  been  repaired  or  properly  maintained  for  at  least 
sixty  days  after  notice  to  that  effect  has  been  given  by  the 
Building  Inspector.

A.  In  an  Office-Research  District  and  in  a  Limited  Manufacturing  District, 
where  the  lot  abuts,  or  is  within  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  of  the  side  or 
rear  boundary  line  of  any  Residential  District  (including  any  Residential 
District  in  an  adjacent  municipality)  or  any  premise  used  residentially,  there 
shall  be  provided  on  all  portions  of  said  lot  within  one  hundred  fifty  (150) 
feet  of  said  boundary  line  a  buffer  strip  as  follows: 

(1)  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  the 
district  or  property  boundary  line  shall  be  used  for,  and  maintained  as,  a 
planting  area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs,  and  other  landscape  materials  to 
provide  a  park-line  area  of  separation. 

(2)  The  remaining  fifty  (50)  feet  of  space  may  be  used  for  off-street  parking 
or  other  permitted  open  uses,  but  shall  not  contain  any  permanent 
structures  (whether  or  not  used  for  limited  manufacturing  purposes). 

In  an  Office-Research  District  the  required  front  yard  area  (between  the 
building  and  the  line  of  the  street)  shall  be  used  only  for,  and  maintained  as,  a 
planting  area  for  lawns,  shrubs  or  other  landscape  materials  to  provide  a 
park-like  setting  for  the  building. 
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B.  In  a  Manufacturing  District,  where  the  lot  abuts  any  Residential  District 
(including  any  Residential  District  in  an  adjacent  municipality)  or  any 
premises  used  residentially,  there  shall  be  provided  on  all  portions  of  said  lot 
adjoining  the  residentially  zoned  or  used  premises,  a  buffer  strip  seventy-five 
feet  wide,  as  follows: 

(1)  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  fifty  feet  from  the  district  or  property 
boundary  line  or  the  front  lot  line  (when  the  residential  premises  is 
located  across  the  street  from  the  manufacturing  lot)  shall  be  used  for, 
and  maintained  as,  a  planting  area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs,  and  other 
landscape  materials  to  provide  a  park-line  area  of  separation  between 
the  districts. 

(2)  The  remaining  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of  space  may  be  used  for  any 
accessary  use  other  than  buildings. 

C.  Landscaping 

(1)  Street,  parking  area,  buffer  strips,  and  screening  shall  be  provided  as 
specified  below  when  any  new  building,  addition,  or  change  of  use 
requires  a  parking  increase  of  five  or  more  spaces. 

(2)  Plantings.  Required  plantings  shall  include  both  trees  and  evergreen 
shrubs,  and  preferably  will  include  one  existing  on  site.  To  be  credited 
towards  meeting  these  requirements,  trees  must  be  2  1/2"  caliper  four 
feet  above  grade,  be  of  a  species  common  to  the  area,  and  be  ones 
which  reach  an  ultimate  height  of  at  least  thirty  feet.  Shrubs  must  be  at 
least  48"  in  height,  reach  an  ultimate  height  of  at  least  six  feet,  and  be  of 
an  evergreen  species  common  in  the  area.  Plantings  shall  consist  of  at 
least  one  tree  per  forty  linear  feet  of  planting  area  length  and  at  least 
one  shrub  per  three  feet.  Plantings  preferably  will  be  grouped,  not 
evenly  spaced,  and  shall  be  located  or  trimmed  to  avoid  blocking  egress 
visibility.  The  planting  area  shall  be  unpaved  except  for  access  drives 
and  walks  essentially  perpendicular  to  the  area  and  shall  be  located 
wholly  within  the  lot. 

(3)  Street  plantings  are  required  for  nonresidential  premises  when  a  setback 
from  the  street  or  a  buffer  zone  is  required.  Street  plantings  shall  be 
provided  within  fifteen  feet  of  the  street  property  line  along  the  entire 
street  frontage  except  at  drives. 

(4)  Parking  area  plantings.  A  minimum  of  2%  of  the  interior  area  of 
parking  lots  containing  30  or  more  spaces  must  be  planted.  A  minimum 
of  one  tree  and  four  shrubs  exclusive  of  any  required  perimeter 
plantings  must  be  planted  for  every  1,500  square  feet  of  parking  lot. 
Planting  areas  must  each  contain  not  less  than  thirty  square  feet  of 
unpaved  soil  area.  Trees  and  soil  plots  shall  be  so  located  as  to  provide 
visual  relief  and  wind  interruption  within  the  parking  area,  and  to  assure 
safe  patterns  of  internal  circulation. 
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(5)  Buffer  strip  plantings  shall  be  provided  in  required  buffer  strips  and  for 
any  premises  along  the  full  length  of  any  boundary  abutting  or  extending 
into  a  residential  district.  Required  plantings  shall  be  located  within  ten 
feet  of  the  boundary  line. 

(6)  Screening  as  required  shall  consist  of  plantings  as  specified  at  paragraph 
(2)  above  which,  unless  sufficiently  dense  to  effectively  obscure  vision 
must  be  supplemented  by  an  opaque  fence  or  wall  at  least  six  feet  tall. 

(7)  Existing  vegetation.  Whenever  possible,  the  above  requirements  shall  be 
met  by  retention  of  existing  plants.  If  located  within  25  feet  of  a  street, 
no  existing  tree  of  6"  caliper  or  greater  (measured  four  feet  above 
grade),  dense  hedgerow  of  four  or  more  feet  in  both  depth  and  height, 
or  existing  earth  berm  providing  similar  visual  screening  shall  be 
removed  or  have  grade  changed  more  than  one  foot  unless  dictated  by 
plant  health,  access  safety,  or  identification  of  the  premises. 

(8)  Maintenance.  All  plant  materials  required  by  this  By-Law  shall  be 
maintained  in  a  healthful  condition.  Dead  limbs  shall  be  promptly 
removed  and  dead  plants  shall  be  replaced  at  the  earliest  appropriate 
season.  Any  fences  required  for  screening  shall  be  properly  maintained. 

(9)  Nonconforming  landscaping  and  screening. 

a.  Any  improvement  along  the  property  boundary,  including 
landscaping,  screening,  and  fencing,  legally  erected  and  conforming 
to  the  requirement  of  this  By-Law  when  so  erected,  may  continue  to 
be  maintained,  even  though  as  a  result  of  changes  to  this  By-Law  the 
boundary  improvements  no  longer  conform  to  its  requirements, 
provided  that  such  boundary  improvements  shall  not  be  enlarged, 
redesigned,  or  altered  except  so  as  to  make  them  conform  to  said 
requirements,  and  further  provided  that  any  such  boundary 
improvements  which  have  been  destroyed  or  damaged  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  cost  of  restoration  would  exceed  50%  of  the 
replacement  value  of  the  boundary  improvements  at  the  time  of 
destruction  or  damage,  shall  not  be  repaired,  rebuilt,  or  altered, 
except  as  to  make  said  boundary  improvements  conform  to  the 
requirement  of  this  By-Law. 

b.  The  exemption  for  nonconforming  landscaping  and  screening  herein 
granted  shall  terminate  with  respect  to  any  boundary  improvements 
which: 

(i)  shall  have  been  abandoned  or

5.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  right  to  request  a  deposit  of  funds  for 
all  costs  incurred  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  as  a  result  of  the  parade  such  as 
additional  police,  fire  and  public  works  personnel. 

6.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  right  to  require  the  posting  of  a  bond 
with  sureties  to  secure  the  payment  of  all  costs  and/or  damages  which  might 
reasonably  result  from  the  parade.

They  were 
supplied  with  official  ballots  taken  from  the  packages  received  from  the  Town  Clerk 
and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to 
deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting 
list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by 
the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  to 
zero.

(a)  No  person  or  entity,  corporate  or  otherwise,  as  owner  or  as 
one  in  control  of  premises,  shall  keep  in  the  open  in  any 
area  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  except  land  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  public  dumping  purposes,  any 
junk  automobile,  truck,  motor  vehicle,  contractor’s  equip¬ 
ment  or  similar  types  of  equipment  as  defined  in  Paragraph 
(b)  of  this  section. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law,  a  junk  automobile,  truck, 
motor  vehicle,  contractor’s  equipment  or  similar  types  of 
equipment  shall  be  one  which  is  worn  out,  cast  off,  or 
abandoned,  and  which  is  ready  for  dismantling  or  destruc¬ 
tion,  or  which  has  been  collected  or  stored  for  salvage  or 
for  stripping,  in  order  to  make  one  of  parts  thereof.  Any 
parts  from  such  vehicle  shall  be  considered  junk  automo¬ 
bile,  truck,  motor  vehicle,  contractor’s  equipment  or  simi¬ 
lar  types  of  equipment  under  this  by-law: 

or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Modera¬ 
tor  continue  the  services  of  the  District  Boundaries  Review  Commit¬ 
tee  appointed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  May  9, 1988,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  the  matter.

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Zoning  Bylaw  as  follows,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

1.  Insert  the  following  definitions  into  Section  22  at  their 
appropriate  alphabetic  locations,  redesignating  other  items  as 
necessary. 

Accessory  sign  —  Any  sign  whose  subject  matter  relates  exclu¬ 
sively  to  the  premises  on  which  it  is  located,  or  to  the  occupants  or 
activities  of  those  premises. 

Logo  —  A  salesmark,  trademark,  symbol,  word,  words,  or  other 
design  representing  a  product,  corporation,  company,  or  organization. 

Non-accessory  sign  —  Any  sign  that  advertises  or  designates  a 
product  or  service  not  on  the  premises  on  which  the  sign  is  located. 

Secondary  sign  —  A  wall  sign  places  on  a  wall  other  than  that 
designated  by  the  owner  as  the  “front  wall”  of  the  building,  located 
in  relation  to  a  separate  building,  entrance,  or  frontage  on  a  street  or 
parking  area. 

Sign  —  Any  letter,  word,  symbol,  drawing,  picture,  design,  de¬ 
vice,  article  or  object  designed  to  advertise,  inform,  or  attract  the 
attention  of  persons  not  on  the  premises  on  which  the  device  is  loca¬ 
ted,  including  devices  on  awnings.  The  following,  however,  shall  not 
be  considered  signs  within  the  context  of  this  Bylaw. 

a.  Historical  date  plaques  and  markers  approved  by  the 
Historical  Commission. 
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b.  Flags  and  insignia  of  governmental  jurisdictions,  ex¬ 
cept  when  displayed  for  the  purpose  of  commercial 
promotion. 

c.  Devices  limited  solely  to  directing  traffic  within  or 
setting  out  restrictions  on  the  use  of  parking  areas 
and  not  exceeding  three  square  feet  in  area  or  con¬ 
taining  any  commercial  advertisement. 

d.  The  standard  type  of  gasoline  pump  bearing  thereon 
in  the  usual  size  and  form,  the  name  and  type  of  gaso¬ 
line  and  price  thereof. 

e.  Devices  identifying  a  building,  as  distinct  from  one  or 
more  of  its  occupants,  such  device  being  without  illu¬ 
mination  or  letter  color  contrasting  with  background, 
not  exceeding  three  square  feet  in  area,  attached  in 
such  a  way  as  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  building. 

f.  Address  identification  through  numerals  and  letters. 

g.  Devices  made  of  paper,  posterboard,  cardboard,  cloth, 
canvas,  fabric,  or  other  light  material  placed  in  or  on 
display  windows,  or  markings  inremovable  paint  or 
marker  inscribed  directly  on  glass,  if  such  devices  and 
markings  cover  not  more  than  30%  of  window  area, 
are  not  permanently  mounted,  and  are  illuminated  by 
building  illumination  only. 

A  two-sided  sign  with  message  on  opposite  sides  (back-to-back) 
will  be  deemed  to  be  one  sign;  a  sign  with  faces  at  an  angle  to  each 
other  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of  several  signs,  one  for  each  direc¬ 
tion  faced. 

Sign  area  —  The  area  of  the  smallest  rectangle  or  circle  within 
which  the  entire  sign  can  fit,  including  any  portion  of  the  structural 
supports  which  contribute  through  shape,  color,  or  otherwise  to  the 
sign’s  message,  and  including  any  separate  surface,  board,  frame  or 
shape  on  or  within  which  the  sign  is  displayed.  For  signs  the  compo¬ 
nents  of  which  are  applied  directly  to  a  building  or  other  structure, 
the  sign  area  shall  include  any  background  of  a  different  color, 
material,  or  appearance  from  the  remainder  of  the  wall  or  structure, 
and  shall  in  any  event  enclose  all  letters,  figures,  or  representations 
related  to  the  sign. 
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Sign  height  —  Measured  to  the  highest  point  of  the  sign,  includ¬ 
ing  any  structural  or  ornamental  projections  above  the  sign  proper, 
from  the  grade  abutting  the  sign. 

Standing  sign  —  Any  and  every  sign  erected  on  or  affixed  to 
the  land  and  any  and  every  exterior  sign  that  is  not  attached  to  a 
building. 

Temporary  sign  —  Any  sign,  regardless  of  construction,  whose 
message  has  a  limited  period  of  usefulness,  such  as  signs  related  to 
sales  or  civic  events  or  real  estate  transactions. 

Wall  sign  —  Refers  to  any  and  every  sign  affixed  to  a  building. 

Window  sign  —  Any  sign  either  attached  to  a  window  or  door, 
or  partially  or  wholly  located  within  12”  of  the  glass  and  visible 
through  it. 

2.  Delete  Section  6  and  insert  the  following: 

SECTION  6.  SIGN  A  AND  ADVERTISING  DEVICES 

A.  Purpose 

The  following  sign  regulations  are  intended  to  serve  these 
objectives: 

Facilitate  efficient  communications  to  ensure  that  people  are 

able  to  receive  the  messages  they  need  or  want,  and 

Promote  good  relationships  between  signs  and  the  buildings  and 

environment  to  which  they  relate,  and 

Support  business  vitality  by  avoiding  burdensome  procedures 

and  restrictions. 

B.  General  Regulations 

1.  Permit  Procedures 

No  sign  shall  be  erected,  placed  or  improved  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  a  sign  permit  issued  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings,  except  as  exempted  herein.  Application 
for  a  sign  permit  shall  be  made  in  writing  on  a  form 
furnished  by  the  Building  Inspector  and  shall  include 
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plans  as  required  and  a  fee  as  established.  The  Build¬ 
ing  Inspector  shall  act  upon  the  application  within 
thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  completed  applica¬ 
tion.  If  the  proposed  sign  conforms  to  this  Bylaw,  the 
sign  permit  shall  be  issued.  If  the  sign  permit  is  not 
granted,  the  Building  Inspector  shall  notify  the  appli¬ 
cant  in  writing,  citing  the  reason(s)  for  denial.  The 
applicant  may  reapply,  complying  with  these  Bylaws 
or  appeal  the  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  to 
the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Any  sign  permit  duly  issued  shall  be  deemed  invalid 
unless  the  sign  authorized  by  it  has  been  commenced 
within  six  months  after  its  issuance.  The  Building 
Inspector  may  authorize  in  writing  a  single  six  month 
extension  upon  written  petition  of  the  applicant. 

2.  Location 

a.  Sign  Location.  No  sign  shall  extend  above  the 
wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  and  no  sign  shall  be 
located  on  the  roof  of  any  structure  in  any  dis¬ 
trict,  except  for  decorative  roof-like  structures 
(often  termed  “mansards”)  with  pitch  no  less 
than  10  verticle  in  12  horizontal. 

b.  Projection.  A  wall  sign  shall  not  project  from 
the  face  of  the  wall  to  which  it  attached  by 
more  than  six  feet.  Only  a  sign  whose  face  is 
parallel  with  the  wall  surface  to  which  it  is 
attached  may  extend  into,  on,  or  over  a  public 
sidewalk,  street,  or  way,  and  then  by  not  more 
than  six  inches  (6”). 

Any  sign  which  projects  into,  on,  or  over  a  public 
sidewalk,  street,  or  way  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  14  of  the  State  Building  Code  regulating  signs 
projecting  into,  on,  or  over  a  public  sidewalk,  street, 
or  way  (see  1403.2.3  and  1411.0)  and  shall  be  subject 
to  bonding  and/or  insurance  requirements  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (see  State  Building 
Code  Section  1406.1  and  Norwood  Town  By-Laws, 
Police  Regulations,  Article  XII,  Section  4). 


3.  Illumination 
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a.  Signs  shall  be  illuminated  only  by  steady,  sta¬ 
tionary  light  either  internal  to  the  sign  or  direc¬ 
ted  solely  at  it  by  light  sources  shielded  and 
directed  away  from  any  abutting  street  or  resi¬ 
dential  district. 

b.  Signs  on  buildings  or  lots  within  or  abutting  a 
residential  district  shall  not  be  lighted  between 
12  a.m.  and  5  a.m.  unless  indicating  premises 
open  to  the  public  during  hours  the  sign  is 
lighted. 

4.  Sign  Content 

a.  Standard  brand  names,  logos,  symbols  or  slogans 
of  advertised  products  or  services  shall  be  dis¬ 
played  only  if  that  brand  comprises  more  than 
twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  the  dollar  value  of 
sales  on  the  premises,  as  declared  by  affidavit 
by  the  business  owner  or  manager. 

b.  On  order  of  the  State  Attorney  General,  these 
Bylaws  may  not  be  enforced  against  the  display 
of  political  signs  in  violation  of  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment  to  the  United  States  Constitution. 

5.  Sign  type 

a.  Moving  signs.  No  sign,  any  part  of  which  moves, 
or  is  designed  to  move  or  to  be  moved  by  any 
means,  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in  any  dis¬ 
trict,  except  such  portions  of  a  sign  that  consist 
solely  of  indicators  of  time,  temperature  and/or 
measure,  gasoline  pumps,  “barber  poles”  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  two  feet  in  height,  and  excavating  and 
other  temporary  warning  signs  for  the  safety  of 
the  public. 

b.  No  sign  shall  be  painted  or  posted  directly  on 
the  exterior  surface  of  any  wall  but  must  be 
painted,  posted  or  otherwise  securely  affixed  to 
a  substantial  intermediary  removable  surface 
which  shall  be  securely  affixed  to  the  building. 
The  foregoing,  however,  shall  not  prevent  instal¬ 
lation  of  a  sign  consisting  of  individual  letters  or 
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devices  securely  affixed  to  the  exterior  wall  of 
the  building.  The  material  and  construction  of 
any  sign  and  intermediary  surface  and  the  man¬ 
ner  of  attachment  of  the  sign  to  the  intermediary 
surface  and  the  intermediary  surface  to  the  wall 
of  the  building  shall  be  in  accordance  with  appli¬ 
cable  provisions  of  the  State  Building  Code. 

6.  Temporary  signs 

a.  Unless  specified  to  the  contrary  in  this  Bylaw, 
temporary  signs  must  comply  with  all  applicable 
requirements  for  permanent  signs,  including  issu¬ 
ance  of  a  sign  permit. 

b.  Temporary  signs  not  meeting  the  requirements 
for  permanent  signs  may,  if  allowed  below,  ad¬ 
vertise  sales,  special  events,  or  changes  in  the 
nature  of  an  operation,  and  shall  not  otherwise 
be  used  to  advertise  a  continuing  or  recurrent 
activity,  and  shall  be  removed  within  seven  days 
after  the  information  they  display  is  out  of  date 
or  no  longer  relevant. 

c.  A  temporary  sign  may  be  erected  during  sale, 
lease,  rental,  or  construction  of  a  building  or 
subdivision,  provided  such  sign  shall  not  exceed 
four  (4)  square  feet  in  area  in  residential  districts 
and  ten  (10)  square  feet  in  area  in  non-residential 
districts.  Construction  signs*shall  not  be  erected 
prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit,  or 
prior  to  commencement  of  work  if  said  work 
does  not  require  a  building  permit. 

d.  Temporary  signs  which  indicate  garage  or  yard 
sales,  bazaars,  dinners,  or  other  non-profit  events 
and  similar  occasional  uses  shall  comply  with  the 
Town  Bylaws  (e.g.,  Article  XII,  Section  31  re¬ 
garding  signs  within  a  right-of-way),  and  any 
conditions  imposed  in  granting  of  licenses  for 
such  events  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

e.  A  temporary  banner  or  similar  sign  may  be 
placed  above  or  across  a  public  or  private  street 
or  way  with  the  prior  written  permission  of  the 
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Board  of  Selectmen  upon  such  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions  as  it  shall  determine  under  its  authority  to 
control  use  of  Town  ways  under  Norwood  Town 
Bylaws,  Article  XII,  Section  31. 

f.  A  truck,  trailer,  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  as  a  temporary  sign,  subject  to  the  re¬ 
quirements  applicable  to  permanent  signs,  if 
placed  at  a  location  especially  prepared  for  dis¬ 
lay  through  special  lighting  or  elevation,  or  in 
the  case  of  commercial  vehicles  having  lettering, 
logos,  or  similar  devices,  if  such  vehicles  are 
placed  at  a  location  more  prominent  that  a 
feasible  alternative  on  the  site  for  a  cumulative 
total  of  ten  or  more  days  following  written 
order  not  to  do  so  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

Appeal  of  actions  or  inactions  under  this  provision 
may  be  brought  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  under  Sec¬ 
tion  8  of  Chapter  40A,  MGL. 

7.  Construction  and  maintenance 

Signs  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe  and  legible  condi¬ 
tion  through  prompt  replacement  of  damaged,  deteri¬ 
orated,  or  missing  elements,  repainting,  and  structural 
replacement  as  necessary,  in  accordance  with  Sections 
1403.1  and  1405.0  of  the  State  Building  Code.  Any 
sign  that  is  not  properly  maintained  within  10  days 
following  notification  from  the  Building  Inspector  to 
do  so,  or  would  require  expenditures  for  improve¬ 
ment  exceeding  the  limits  of  Section  8c  below,  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  Building  Inspector  to  be  removed. 

8.  Non-conforming  signs 

Any  sign  made  non-conforming  as  a  result  of  adop¬ 
tion  of  regulations  following  its  legal  erection  may 
remain,  except  as  qualified  below. 

a.  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  to  pre¬ 
vent  keeping  in  good  repair  a  non-conforming 
sign,  including  sign  maintenance,  repainting 
(without  lettering  or  design  alteration),  and  re¬ 
placement  of  broken  or  deteriorated  parts  of  the 
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sign  or  its  supporting  structure,  if  within  the 
limits  prescribed  below. 

b.  No  non-conforming  sign  shall  have  its  lettering 
or  design  altered  unless  in  doing  so  the  sign  is 
brought  into  conformity. 

c.  Any  non-conforming  sign  which  has  deteriorated 
or  been  destroyed  or  damaged  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  cost  of  restoration  or  improvements  or 
maintenance  as  required  under  Section  7.  above 
would  exceed  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  replace¬ 
ment  cost  of  the  sign  at  the  time  of  the  destruc¬ 
tion  or  damage,  shall  be  brought  into  conformity 
through  being  repaired,  rebuilt,  or  altered  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Bylaw,  or  it 
shall  be  removed.  Compliance  is  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  the  owner  of  the  premises,  and  shall  be 
carried  out  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  order  by 
the  Building  Inspector  to  do  so. 

9.  Removal 

An  otherwise  conforming  sign  will  be  made  non-con¬ 
forming  if  a  change  or  termination  in  activities  on  the 
premises  causes  its  message  to  no  longer  relate  to  the 
premises  or  activities  thereon.  In  such  cases  the  sign 
shall  be  removed,  except  that  if  the  sign  is  otherwise 
conforming,  the  sign  structure  may  be  retained  with 
the  message  portion  covered  with  a  single  color  per¬ 
manent  material. 

10.  Non-accessory  signs 

No  non-accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained 
in  any  district  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

C.  District  Regulations 

1.  Signs  in  all  districts 

Churches,  schools,  and  municipal  buildings  may  erect 
a  single  sign  not  exceeding  twelve  square  feet  in  area. 
Such  sign  shall  either  be  a  wall  sign  or  a  standing  sign 
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set  back  a  minimum  of  five  feet  from  the  nearest  ex¬ 
terior  line  of  the  street. 

2.  Signs  in  a  General  Residence  (G),  Single  Residence 
(S),  Single  Residence  I  (SI),  Single  Residence  II  (S2), 
Rural  Residence  (R),  and  Multi-Family  (A)  Districts. 

Number,  size  and  type  —  There  may  be  one  sign  per 
lot,  set  back  a  minimum  of  five  feet  from  each  prop¬ 
erty  line,  indicating  only  the  name  or  occupant,  the 
street  name  and  number,  and  a  use  or  occupation  per¬ 
mitted  under  this  Bylaw.  Such  sign  may  be  a  standing 
sign  or  a  wall  sign,  but  it  shall  not  exceed  two  (2) 
square  feet  or,  where  it  indicates  a  permitted  use  or 
occupation,  four  (4)  square  feet  in  area. 

Temporary  signs  —  Temporary  signs  are  regulated 
under  B.6  above  may  be  used  but  shall  not  be  lighted. 

3.  Signs  in  all  non-residential  districts. 

Temporary  signs  —  May  be  used  only  as  regulated 
under  B.6  above. 

Directory  sign  —  In  addition  to  the  sign  or  signs  al¬ 
lowed  below,  one  directory  of  the  establishments 
occupying  a  building  may  be  affixed  to  the  exterior 
wall  at  each  public  entrance  to  the  building.  Such 
directory  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  for  each 
establishment  occupying  the  building  or  six  square 
feet,  whichever  is  less. 

Window  signs  —  In  addition  to  the  sign  or  signs  al¬ 
lowed  below,  a  window  sign  may  be  painted,  attached, 
or  placed.  The  area  of  such  sign  in  excess  of  two 
square  feet  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total  area  al¬ 
lowed  for  wall  signs  below. 

Sign  spaces  —  Where  an  existing  commercial  building 
has  a  wall  surface  integrally  designed  and  articulated 
for  the  location  of  a  wall  sign,  that  sign  may  fill  the 
entire  articulated  area  regardless  of  size,  provided  that 
the  area  enclosing  all  letters,  figures,  or  representa¬ 
tions  on  the  sign  is  restricted  to  the  sign  area  allowed 
below. 
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4.  Permanent  signs  in  all  non-residential  districts  for 
premises  having  frontage  on  Route  One  from  the 
Westwood  to  the  Walpole  line. 

Number  —  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  principal 
wall  sign  per  establishment  per  lot. 

Size  —  The  combined  area  of  principal  wall  signs  on 
the  premises  shall  not  exceed  fifty  (50)  square  feet 
or,  if  greater,  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  area  of  the 
building  facades  to  which  they  are  attached. 

Standing  Signs  —  A  standing  sign  is  permitted,  but 
shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  feet  in  height  or  width 
or  one  hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area,  and  shall 
not  be  located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  property 
boundary  line.  If  a  product  logo  is  used,  the  one  hun¬ 
dred  (100)  square  feet  in  area  may  be  increased  to 
one  hundred  twenty -five  (125)  square  feet. 

Secondary  Signs  — There  may  be  up  to  two  secondary 
wall  signs  on  a  lot,  each  relating  to  a  separate  build¬ 
ing,  entrance  or  frontage  on  a  street  or  parking  area. 
Each  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  for 
each  foot  of  length  of  the  facade  to  which  it  is  af¬ 
fixed,  or  thirty  (30)  square  feet,  whichever  is  less. 

5.  Permanent  signs  in  Business,  Local  Business,  and  Of¬ 
fice  Research  Districts  for  premises  not  having  front¬ 
age  on  Route  One  from  the  Westwood  to  the  Walpole 
line. 

Number  —  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  wall  sign 
per  establishment  per  lot. 

Size  —  The  sign  area  of  wall  signs  (one  sign  or  the 
sum  of  areas  for  two  or  more  signs)  shall  not  exceed 
two  (2)  square  feet  per  linear  foot  of  length  of  the 
building  facade  to  which  it  is  or  they  are  attached,  or 
thirty  (30)  square  feet,  if  less. 

Standing  Signs  —  In  addition  to  the  allowed  wall  sign, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  special  permit  for 
a  standing  sign  containing  only  the  name  or  other 
identification  of  the  premises,  upon  its  determination 
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that  such  sign  is  of  special  importance  for  the  prem¬ 
ises  because  of  visibility  limitations  for  attached  signs, 
such  as  on  sites  occupied  by  two  or  more  buildings, 
provided,  however,  that: 

a.  Any  such  standing  sign  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area  or  a  maximum 
of  twenty  (20)  feet  in  any  dimension ;  shall  not 
be  higher  at  any  point  than  twenty  (20)  feet 
above  grade,  and  shall  not  be  located  within  fif¬ 
teen  (15)  feet  of  any  property  boundary  line. 

b.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  impose  such  terms, 
restrictions,  and  conditions  as  it  may  deem  to  be 
appropriate  to  assure  consistency  with  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  Section. 

Secondary  Signs  are  not  permitted. 

6.  Permanent  signs  in  Limited  Manufacturing  and  Manu¬ 
facturing  Districts  not  having  frontage  on  Route  One 
from  the  Westwood  to  the  Walpole  line. 

Number  —  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  principal 
wall  sign  per  establishment  per  lot. 

Size  —  The  sign  area  of  wall  signs  (one  sign  or  the  sum 
of  areas  for  two  or  more  signs)  shall  not  exceed  one 
(1)  square  foot  per  linear  foot  of  length  of  the  build¬ 
ing  facade  to  which  it  is  or  they  are  attached,  or  fifty 
(50)  square  feet,  if  less. 

Standing  Signs  —  A  standing  sign  is  permitted,  but 
shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  feet  in  height  or  width  or 
fifty  (50)  square  feet  in  area,  and  shall  not  be  located 
within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  property  boundary 
line. 

Secondary  Signs  —  There  may  be  up  to  two  secondary 
wall  signs  on  a  lot,  each  relating  to  a  separate  build¬ 
ing,  entrance,  or  frontage  on  a  street  or  parking  area. 
Each  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  for 
each  foot  of  length  of  the  building  facade  to  which  it 
is  affixed,  or  thirty  (30)  square  feet,  whichever  is  less. 
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7.  Sign  Size  Incentive 

Any  sign  which  satisfies  at  least  five  of  the  following 
seven  criteria  may  have  25%  more  sign  area  than 
otherwise  allowed. 

a.  The  sign  area  enclosing  all  letters,  figures,  or 
representation  equals  not  more  than  50%  of  the 
total  sign  area. 

b.  All  display  lettering  is  of  the  same  color. 

c.  All  display  lettering  is  of  the  same  style. 

d.  The  entire  sign  background  is  uniform  in  color. 

e.  Not  more  than  four  words  or  sets  of  numbers 
are  displayed. 

f.  Sign  content  is  limited  to  identifications  of  the 
principal  use  of  the  premises,  exclusive  of  adver¬ 
tising  or  other  information. 

g.  Sign  size,  shape  and  placement  result  in  no  inter¬ 
ruption  to  any  building  column,  wall  corner,  sill 
line,  cornice,  roof  edge,  or  similar  architectural 
feature. 

Sign  Review  Board 

1.  A  Sign  Review  Board  shall  be  established  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  purposes: 

a.  To  periodically  review  the  existing  sign  bylaw 
and  advise  the  Planning  Board  as  to  desirable 
modifications. 

b.  To  bring  suspected  violations  of  the  sign  bylaw 
to  the  attention  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

2.  The  Sign  Review  Board  members  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  consist  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 
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One  Planning  Board  member 
One  person  from  the  industrial  community 
One  member  from  a  community  civic  group 
Two  businesspersons 

Two  citizens  from  the  Norwood  community. 

or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

(Petition  of  the  Planning  Board.) 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  and/or  transfer  from  taxation  and/or  surplus 
revenue  and/or  other  available  funds  for  the  purpose  of  Police  Inci¬ 
dentals,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  and/or  transfer  from  receipts  of  the  Electric 
Light  Department  and/or  surplus  revenue  and/or  other  available 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  Electric  Light  Department  Administrative 
Expenses,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  and/or  transfer  from  receipts  of  the  Electric 
Light  Department  and/or  surplus  revenue  and/or  other  available 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  Electric  Light  Department  Overtime,  or 
take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  and/or  transfer  from  taxation  and/or  surplus 
revenue  and/or  other  available  funds  for  the  purpose  of  Fire  Inciden¬ 
tals,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  attested 
copies  thereof  in  ten  public  places  in  this  Town  fourteen  days  at  least 
before  the  time  and  day  of  said  meeting.  Hereof  fail  not  and  make 
due  return  of  this  warrant  with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Selectmen 
on  or  before  the  day  and  time  of  said  meeting.

article  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  by  remov¬ 
ing  from  Truck  Highway  A  (THA)  and  Truck  Highway  B  (THB)  and 
establishing  the  same  as  Business  (B),  Manufacturing  (M),  Limited 
Manufacturing  (LM),  and  General  Residence  (G)  eighteen  parcels  of 
land  located  along  Providence  Highway.  Said  hearing  as  advertised 
was  duly  held  and  notice  mailed  in  compliance  with  Chapter  40A  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The  Planning  Board  herewith  sub¬ 
mits  its  final  report  and  recommendation. 


The  Board  recommends  (4-0-1)  “Favorable  action”  to  the  at¬ 
tached  Article  11  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  8,  1989,  for 
the  following  reasons: 

1.  These  areas  have  been  essentially  unzoned  for  twenty  six 
years,  resulting  in  numerous  problems  for  Town  officials, 
Boards,  and  residents.  These  THA  and  THB  districts  are 
not  restricted  in  any  way  in  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  —  no  use  restrictions,  no  dimensional  restrictions. 

2.  New  zoning  districts  were  carefully  chosen  to  minimize 
problems  for  existing  uses  and  based  on  lot  configuration 
and  size. 

3.  The  new  zoning  districts  will  drastically  decrease  the  num¬ 
ber  of  lots  split  between  several  zoning  districts.  Over 
12,000  feet  of  lot  frontage  of  the  over  17,000  feet  of 
frontage  of  THA  and  THB  zoned  land  along  Route  1  will 
be  the  same  as  the  zoning  designation  of  the  land  that  cur- 
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rently  is  separated  from  Route  1  by  the  THA  and  THB 
districts.

The  Norwood  Planning  through  the  Daily  Transcript  in  the 
issues  of  April  14,  1989  and  April  21,  1989  gave  notice  of  its  inten¬ 
tions  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  April  24,  1989  at  8 :30  p.m.  at  the 
Norwood  Town  Hall  on  the  proposed  article  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  by  striking  the  existing  Section  6 
“Signs  and  Advertising  Devices”  and  substituting  a  new  Section  6. 
Said  hearing  as  advertised  was  duly  held  and  notice  mailed  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  Chapter  40A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  herewith  submits  its  final  report  and  recommendation. 

The  Board  recommends  unanimously  (5-0)  “Favorable  action” 
to  the  attached  Article  12  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  8, 
1989,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Mr.  Herr,  the  Board’s  Master  Plan  consultant,  worked 
closely  with  the  Sign  Review  Board  and  other  Town  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  recodify  and  clarify  the  Sign  By-Law  so  that 
it’s  easier  to  understand  and  administer.  Mr.  Herr  responded 
to  extensive  written  comments  from  Mr.  Grover. 
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2.  This  third  version  of  the  Sign  By-Law  incorporates  change 
in  case  law  since  previous  versions  were  enacted,  most 
notably  the  cases  relating  to  billboards.

1.  Insert  the  following  definitions  into  Section  22  at  their 
appropriate  alphabetic  locations,  redesignating  other 
items  as  necessary. 

Accessory  sign  —  Any  sign  whose  subject  matter  relates  exclu¬ 
sively  to  the  premises  on  which  it  is  located,  or  to  the  occupants  or 
activities  of  those  premises. 

Logo  —  A  salesmark,  trademark,  symbol,  word,  words,  or  other 
design  representing  a  product,  corporation,  company,  or  organization. 

Non-accessory  sign  —  Any  sign  that  advertises  or  designates  a 
product  or  service  not  on  the  premises  on  which  the  sign  is  located. 

Secondary  sign  —  A  wall  sign  placed  on  a  wall  other  than  that 
designated  by  the  owner  as  the  “front  wall”  of  the  building,  located 
in  relation  to  a  separate  building,  entrance,  or  frontage  on  a  street  or 
parking  area.

Sign  —  Any  letter,  word,  symbol,  drawing,  picture,  design,  de¬ 
vice,  article  or  object  designed  to  advertise,  inform,  or  attract  the 
attention  of  persons  not  on  the  premises  on  which  the  device  is  lo¬ 
cated,  including  devices  on  awnings.  The  following,  however,  shall 
not  be  considered  signs  within  the  context  of  this  By-law. 

a.  Historical  date  plaques  and  markers  approved  by  the  His¬ 
torical  Commission. 

b.  Flags  and  insignia  of  governmental  jurisdictions,  except 
when  displayed  for  the  purpose  of  commercial  promotion. 

c.  Devices  limited  solely  to  directing  traffic  within  or  setting 
out  restrictions  on  the  use  of  parking  areas  and  not  exceed¬ 
ing  three  square  feet  in  area  or  containing  any  commercial 
advertisement. 

d.  The  standard  type  of  gasoline  pump  bearing  thereon  in  the 
usual  size  and  form,  the  name  and  type  of  gasoline  and  the 
price  thereof. 

e.  Devices  identifying  a  building,  as  distinct  from  one  or 
more  of  its  occupants,  such  device  being  without  illumina¬ 
tion  or  letter  color  contrasting  with  background,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  three  square  feet  in  area,  attached  in  such  a  way  as 
to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  building. 

f.  Address  identification  through  numerals  and  letters. 

g.  Devices  made  of  paper,  posterboard,  cardboard,  cloth, 
canvas,  fabric,  cardboard,  or  other  light  material  placed  in 
or  on  display  windows,  or  markings  inremovable  paint  or 
marker  inscribed  directly  on  glass,  if  such  devices  and 
markings  cover  not  more  than  30%  of  window  area,  are 
not  permanently  mounted,  and  are  illuminated  by  building 
illumination  only. 

A  two-sided  sign  with  message  on  opposite  sides  (back-to-back) 
will  be  deemed  to  be  one  sign;  a  sign  with  faces  at  an  angle  to  each 
other  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of  several  signs,  one  for  each  direc¬ 
tion  faced. 

Sign  area  —  the  area  of  the  smallest  rectangle  or  circle  within 
which  the  entire  sign  can  fit;  including  any  portion  of  the  structural 
supports  which  contribute  through  shape,  color,  or  otherwise  to  the 
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sign’s  message;  and  including  any  separate  surface,  board,  frame  or 
shape  on  or  within  which  the  sign  is  displayed.  For  signs  the  compo¬ 
nents  of  which  are  applied  directly  to  a  building  or  other  structure, 
the  sign  area  shall  include  any  background  of  a  different  color, 
material,  or  appearance  from  the  remainder  of  the  wall  or  structure, 
and  shall  in  any  event  enclose  all  letters,  figures,  or  representations 
related  to  the  sign. 

Sign  height  —  measured  to  the  highest  point  of  the  sign,  includ¬ 
ing  any  structural  or  ornamental  projections  above  the  sign  proper, 
from  the  grade  abutting  the  sign. 

Standing  sign  —  Any  and  every  sign  erected  on  or  affixed  to 
the  land  and  any  and  every  exterior  sign  that  is  not  attached  to  a 
building. 

Temporary  sign  —  Any  sign,  regardless  of  construction,  whose 
message  has  a  limited  period  of  usefulness,  such  as  signs  related  to 
sales  or  civic  events  or  real  estate  transactions. 

Wall  sign  —  Refers  to  any  and  every  sign  affixed  to  a  building. 

Window  sign  —  Any  sign  either  attached  to  a  window  or  door, 
or  partially  or  wholly  located  within  12”  of  the  glass  and  visible 
through  it. 

2.  Delete  Section  6  and  insert  the  following: 

SECTION  6.  SIGNS  AND  ADVERTISING  DEVICES 

A.  Purpose 

The  following  sign  regulations  are  intended  to  serve  these  objec¬ 
tives: 


Facilitate  efficient  communications  to  ensure  that  people 
are  able  to  receive  the  messages  they  need  or  want,  and 

Promote  good  relationships  between  signs  and  the  build¬ 
ings  and  environment  to  which  they  relate,  and 

Support  business  vitality  by  avoiding  burdensome  proce¬ 
dures  and  restrictions. 
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B.  General  Regulations 

1.  Permit  Procedures 

No  sign  shall  be  erected,  placed  or  improved  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  a  sign  permit  issued  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings,  except  as  exempted  herein.  Application 
for  a  sign  permit  shall  be  made  in  writing  on  a  form 
furnished  by  the  Building  Inspector  and  shall  include 
plans  as  required  and  a  fee  as  established.  The  Build¬ 
ing  Inspector  shall  notify  the  applicant  in  writing, 
citing  the  reason(s)  for  denial.  The  applicant  may 
reapply,  complying  with  these  By-laws  or  appeal  the 
decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals. 

Any  sign  permit  duly  issued  shall  be  deemed  invalid 
unless  the  sign  authorized  by  it  has  been  commenced 
within  six  months  after  its  issuance.  The  Building 
Inspector  may  authorize  in  writing  a  single  six  month 
extension  upon  written  petition  of  the  applicant. 

2.  Location 

a.  Sign  Location.  No  sign  shall  extend  above  the 
wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  and  no  sign  shall  be 
located  on  the  roof  of  any  structure  in  any  dis¬ 
trict,  except  for  decorative  roof-like  structures 
(often  termed  “mansards”)  with  pitch  no  less 
than  10  vertical  in  12  horizontal. 

b.  Projection.  A  wall  sign  shall  not  project  from 
the  face  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached  by 
more  than  six  feet.  Only  a  sign  whose  face  is 
parallel  with  the  wall  surface  to  which  it  is  at¬ 
tached  may  extend  into,  on,  or  over  a  public 
sidewalk,  street,  or  way,  and  then  by  not  more 
than  six  inches  (6”). 

Any  sign  which  projects  into,  on,  or  over  a  pub¬ 
lic  sidewalk,  street,  or  way  is  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Article  14  of  the  State  Building  Code 
regulating  signs  projecting  into,  on,  or  over  a 
public  sidewalk,  street,  or  way  (see  1403.2.3  and 
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1411.0)  and  shall  be  subject  to  bonding  and/or 
insurance  requirements  as  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  (see  State  Building  Code 
Section  1406.1  and  Norwood  Town  By-Laws, 
Police  Regulations,  Article  XII,  Section  4). 

3.  Illumination 

a.  Signs  shall  be  illuminated  only  by  steady,  sta¬ 
tionary  light  either  internal  to  the  sign  or  direc¬ 
ted  solely  at  it  by  light  sources  shielded  and 
directed  away  from  any  abutting  street  or  resi¬ 
dential  district. 

b.  Signs  on  buildings  or  lots  within  or  abutting  a 
residential  district  shall  not  be  lighted  between 
11  p.m.  and  5  a.m.  unless  indicating  premises 
is  open  to  the  public  during  hours  the  sign  is 
lighted. 

4.  Sign  Content 

a.  Standard  brand  names,  logos,  symbols,  or  slo¬ 
gans  of  advertised  products  or  services  shall  be 
displayed  only  if  that  brand  comprises  more 
than  twenty -five  (25)  percent  of  the  dollar  value 
of  sales  on  the  premises,  as  declared  by  affidavit 
by  the  business  owner  or  manager. 

b.  On  order  of  the  State  Attorney  General,  these 
By-laws  may  not  be  enforced  against  the  display 
of  political  signs  in  violation  of  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment  to  the  United  States  Constitution. 

5.  Sign  type 

a.  Moving  signs.  No  sign,  any  part  of  which  moves, 
or  is  designed  to  move  or  to  be  moved  by  any 
means,  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in  any  dis¬ 
trict,  except  such  portions  of  a  sign  that  consist 
solely  of  indicators  of  time,  temperature  and/or 
measure,  gasoline  pumps,  “barber  poles”  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  two  feet  in  height,  and  excavating  and 
other  temporary  warning  signs  for  the  safety  of 
the  public. 
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b.  No  sign  shall  be  painted  or  posted  directly  on 
the  exterior  surface  of  any  wall  but  must  be 
painted,  posted  or  otherwise  securely  affixed  to 
a  substantial  intermediary  removable  surface 
which  shall  be  securely  affixed  to  the  building. 
The  foregoing,  however,  shall  not  prevent  instal¬ 
lation  of  a  sign  consisting  of  individual  letters  or 
devices  securely  affixed  to  the  exterior  wall  of 
the  building.  The  material  and  construction  of 
any  sign  and  intermediary  surface  and  the  man¬ 
ner  of  attachment  of  the  sign  to  the  intermediary 
surface  to  the  wall  of  the  building  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  applicable  provisions  of  the 
State  Building  Code. 

6.  Temporary  signs 

a.  Unless  specified  to  the  contrary  in  this  By-law, 
temporary  signs  must  comply  with  all  applicable 
requirements  for  permanent  signs,  including  issu¬ 
ance  of  a  sign  permit. 

b.  Temporary  signs  not  meeting  the  requirements 
for  permanent  signs  may,  if  allowed  below, 
advertise  sales,  special  events,  or  changes  in  the 
nature  of  an  operation,  but  shall  not  otherwise 
be  used  to  advertise  a  continuing  or  recurrent 
activity,  and  shall  be  removed  within  seven  days 
after  the  information  they  display  is  out  of  date 
or  no  longer  relevant. 

c.  A  temporary  sign  may  be  erected  during  sale, 
lease,  rental,  or  construction  of  a  building  or 
subdivision,  provided  such  sign  shall  not  exceed 
four  (4)  square  feet  in  area  in  residential  districts 
and  ten  (10)  square  feet  in  area  in  non-residential 
districts.  Construction  signs  shall  not  be  erected 
prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit,  or 
prior  to  commencement  of  work  if  said  work 
does  not  require  a  building  permit. 

d.  Temporary  signs  which  indicate  garage  or  yard 
sales,  bazaars,  dinners,  or  other  non-profit  events 
and  similar  occasional  uses  shall  comply  with  the 
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Town  By-laws  (e.g.  Article  XII,  Section  31  re¬ 
garding  signs  within  a  right-of-way),  and  any 
conditions  imposed  in  granting  of  licenses  for 
such  events  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

e.  A  temporary  banner  or  similar  sign  may  be 
placed  above  or  across  a  public  or  private  street 
or  way  with  the  prior  written  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  upon  such  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions  as  it  shall  determine  under  its  authority  to 
control  use  of  Town  ways  under  Norwood  Town 
By-laws,  Article  XII,  Section  31. 

f.  A  truck,  trailer,  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  as  a  temporary  sign,  subject  to  the  require¬ 
ments  applicable  to  permanent  signs,  if  placed  at 
a  location  especially  prepared  for  display  through 
special  lighting  or  elevation,  or  in  the  case  of 
commercial  vehicles  having  lettering,  logos,  or 
similar  devices,  if  such  vehicles  are  placed  at  a 
location  more  prominent  than  a  feasible  alterna¬ 
tive  on  the  site  for  a  cumulative  total  of  ten  or 
more  days  following  written  order  not  to  do  so 
by  the  Building  Inspectors.  Appeal  of  actions  or 
inactions  under  this  provision  may  be  brought 
to  the  Board  of  Appeals  under  Section  8  of 
Chapter  40A,  MGL. 

7.  Construction  and  maintenance 

Signs  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe  and  legible  condi¬ 
tions  through  prompt  replacement  of  damaged,  dete¬ 
riorated,  or  missing  elements,  repainting,  and  struc¬ 
tural  replacement  as  necessary,  in  accordance  with 
Sections  1403.1  and  1405.0  of  the  State  Building 
Code.  Any  sign  that  is  not  properly  maintained  with¬ 
in  10  days  following  notification  from  the  Building 
Inspector  to  do  so,  or  would  require  expenditures  for 
improvement  exceeding  the  limits  of  Section  8c  be¬ 
low,  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Building  Inspector  to  be 
removed. 


8.  Non-conforming  signs 
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Any  sign  made  non-conforming  as  a  result  of  adop¬ 
tion  of  regulations  following  its  legal  erection  may  re¬ 
main,  except  as  qualified  below. 

a.  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  to  pre¬ 
vent  keeping  in  good  repair  a  non-conforming 
sign,  including  sign  maintenance,  repainting 
(without  lettering  or  design  alteration),  and  re¬ 
placement  of  broken  or  deteriorated  parts  of  the 
sign  or  its  supporting  structure,  if  within  the 
limits  prescribed  below. 

b.  Non  non-conforming  sign  shall  have  its  lettering 
or  design  altered  unless  in  doing  so  the  sign  is 
brought  into  conformity. 

c.  Any  non-conforming  sign  which  has  deteriorated 
or  been  destroyed  or  damaged  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  cost  of  restoration  or  improvements  or 
maintenance  as  required  under  Section  7,  above 
would  exceed  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  replace¬ 
ment  cost  of  the  sign  at  the  time  of  the  destruc¬ 
tion  or  damage,  shall  be  brought  into  conformity 
through  being  repaired,  rebuilt,  or  altered  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  By-law,  or 
it  shall  be  removed.  Compliance  is  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  owner  of  the  premises,  and  shall  be 
carried  out  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  order  by 
the  Building  Inspector  to  do  so. 

9.  Removal 

The  removal  of  all  signs  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
business  occupant.  When  the  business  ceases  opera¬ 
tion,  the  occupant  shall  remove  the  sign  within  twen¬ 
ty  days  of  the  cessation  of  business.  In  the  event  the 
business  occupant  operation  and  fails  to  remove  the 
sign  within  sixty  days,  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
find  the  sign  has  been  abandoned  and  shall  order  the 
property  owner  to  remove  the  sign. 

An  otherwise  conforming  sign  will  be  made  non-con- 
forming  if  a  change  or  termination  in  activities  on  the 
premises  causes  its  message  to  no  longer  relate  to  the 
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premises  or  activities  thereon.  In  such  cases  the  sign 
shall  be  removed,  except  that  if  the  sign  is  otherwise 
conforming,  the  sign  structure  may  be  retained  with 
the  message  portion  covered  with  a  single  color  per¬ 
manent  material. 

10.  Non-accessory  signs 

No  non-accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained 
in  any  district  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

District  Regulations 

1.  Signs  in  all  districts 

Churches,  schools,  and  municipal  buildings  may  erect 
a  single  sign  not  exceeding  twelve  square  feet  in  area. 
Such  sign  shall  either  be  a  wall  sign  or  a  standing  sign 
set  back  a  minimum  of  five  feet  from  the  nearest  ex¬ 
terior  line  of  the  street. 

2.  Signs  in  a  General  Residence  (G),  Single  Residence 
(S),  Single  Residence  I  (SI),  Single  Residence  II  (S2), 
Rural  Residence  (R),  and  Multi-Family  (A)  Districts. 

Number,  size  and  type  —  There  may  be  one  sign  per 
lot,  set  back  a  minimum  of  five  feet  from  each  prop¬ 
erty  line,  indicating  only  the  name  or  occupant,  the 
street  name  and  number,  and  a  use  or  occupation  per¬ 
mitted  under  this  By-law.  Such  sign  may  be  a  stand¬ 
ing  sign  or  a  wall  sign,  but  it  shall  not  exceed  two  (2) 
square  feet  or,  where  it  indicates  a  permitted  use  or 
occupation,  four  (4)  square  feet  in  area. 

Temporary  signs  —  Temporary  signs  as  required  under 
B.6  above  may  be  used  but  shall  not  be  lighted. 

3.  Signs  in  all  non-residential  districts. 

Temporary  signs  —  May  be  used  only  as  regulated 
under  B.6  above. 

Directory  sign  —  In  addition  to  the  sign  or  signs  al¬ 
lowed  below,  one  directory  of  the  establishments 
occupying  a  building  may  be  affixed  to  the  exterior 
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wall  at  each  public  entrance  to  the  building.  Such 
directory  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  for  each 
establishment  occupying  the  building  or  six  square 
feet,  whichever  is  less. 

Window  signs  —  In  addition  to  the  sign  or  signs  al¬ 
lowed  below,  a  window  sign  may  be  painted,  attached, 
or  placed.  The  area  of  such  sign  in  excess  of  two 
square  feet  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total  area  al¬ 
lowed  for  wall  signs  below. 

Sign  spaces  —  Where  an  existing  commercial  building 
has  a  wall  surface  integrally  designed  and  articulated 
for  the  location  of  a  wall  sign,  that  sign  may  fill  the 
entire  articulated  area  regardless  of  size,  provided  that 
the  area  enclosing  all  letters,  figures,  or  representa¬ 
tions  on  the  sign  is  restricted  to  the  sign  area  allowed 
below. 

4.  Permanent  signs  in  all  non-residential  districts  for 
premises  having  frontage  on  Route  One  from  the 
Westwood  to  the  Walpole  line. 

Number  —  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  principal 
wall  sign  per  establishment  per  lot. 

Size  —  The  combined  area  of  principal  wall  signs  on 
the  premises  shall  not  exceed  fifty  (50)  square  feet 
or,  if  greater,  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  area  of  the 
building  facades  to  which  they  are  attached. 

Standing  Signs  —  A  standing  sign  is  permitted,  but 
shall  not  exceed  twenty -five  feet  in  height  or  width  or 
one  hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area,  and  shall  not 
be  located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  property 
boundary  line.  If  a  product  logo  is  used,  the  one  hun¬ 
dred  (100)  square  feet  in  area  may  be  increased  to 
one  hundred  twenty -five  (125)  square  feet. 

Secondary  Signs  —  There  may  be  up  to  two  secondary 
wall  signs  on  a  lot,  each  relating  to  a  separate  build¬ 
ing,  entrance,  or  frontage  on  a  street  or  parking  area. 
Each  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  for 
each  foot  of  length  of  the  facade  to  which  it  is 
affixed,  or  thirty  (30)  square  feet,  whichever  is  less. 
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5.  Permanent  signs  in  Business,  Local  Business,  and 
Office  Research  Districts  for  premises  not  having 
frontage  on  Route  One  from  the  Westwood  to  the 
Walpole  line. 

Number  —  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  wall  sign 
per  establishment  per  lot. 

Size  —  The  sign  area  of  wall  signs  (one  sign  or  the 
sum  of  areas  for  two  or  more  signs)  shall  not  exceed 
two  (2)  square  feet  per  linear  foot  of  length  of  the 
building  facade  to  which  it  is  or  they  are  attached,  or 
thirty  (30)  square  feet,  if  less. 

Standing  Signs  —  In  addition  to  the  allowed  wall  sign, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  special  permit  for  a 
standing  sign  containing  only  the  name  or  other  iden¬ 
tification  of  the  premises,  upon  its  determination  that 
such  sign  is  of  special  importance  for  the  premises 
because  of  visibility  limitations  for  attached  signs, 
such  as  on  sites  occupied  by  two  or  more  buildings, 
provided,  however,  that: 

a.  Any  such  standing  sign  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area  or  a  maximum 
of  twenty  (20)  feet  in  any  dimension;  shall  not 
be  higher  at  any  point  than  twenty  (20)  feet 
above  grade,  and  shall  not  be  located  within  fif¬ 
teen  (15)  feet  of  any  property  boundary  line. 

b.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  impose  such  terms, 
restrictions,  and  conditions  as  it  may  deem  to  be 
appropriate  to  assure  consistency  with  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  Section. 

Secondary  signs  are  not  permitted. 

6.  Permanent  signs  in  Limited  Manufacturing  and  Manu¬ 
facturing  Districts  not  having  frontage  on  Route  One 
from  the  Westwood  to  the  Walpole  line. 

Number  —  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  principal 
wall  sign  per  establishment  per  lot. 
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Size  —  The  sign  area  of  wall  signs  (one  sign  or  the 
sum  of  areas  for  two  or  more  signs)  shall  not  exceed 
one  (1)  square  foot  per  linear  foot  of  length  of  the 
building  facade  to  which  it  is  or  they  are  attached,  or 
fifty  (50)  square  feet,  if  less. 

Standing  Signs  —  A  standing  sign  is  permitted,  but 
shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  feet  in  height  or  width  or 
fifty  (50)  square  feet  in  area,  and  shall  not  be  located 
within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  property  boundary 
line. 

Secondary  Signs  —  There  may  be  up  to  two  secondary 
wall  signs  on  a  lot,  each  relating  to  a  separate  build¬ 
ing,  entrance,  or  frontage  on  a  street  or  parking  area. 
Each  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  for 
each  foot  of  length  of  the  building  facade  to  which  it 
is  affixed,  or  thirty  (30)  square  feet,  whichever  is  less. 

7.  Sign  Size  Incentive 

Any  sign  which  satisfies  at  least  five  of  the  following 
seven  criteria  may  have  25%  more  sign  area  than 
otherwise  allowed. 

a.  The  sign  area  enclosing  all  letters,  figures,  or 
representation  equals  not  more  than  50%  of  the 
total  sign  area. 

b.  All  display  lettering  is  of  the  same  color. 

c.  All  display  lettering  is  of  the  same  style. 

d.  The  entire  sign  background  is  uniform  in  color. 

e.  Not  more  than  four  words  or  sets  of  numbers 
are  displayed. 

f.  Sign  content  is  limited  to  identification  of  the 
principal  use  of  the  premises,  exclusive  of  adver¬ 
tising  or  other  information. 

g.  Sign  size,  shape  and  placement  result  in  no  inter¬ 
ruption  to  any  building  column,  wall  corner,  sill 
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line,  cornice,  roof  edge,  or  similar  architectural 
feature. 

G.  Sign  Review  Board 

1.  A  Sign  Review  Board  shall  be  established  for  the 
following  purposes: 

a.  To  periodically  review  the  existing  sign  by-law 
and  advise  the  Planning  Board  as  to  desirable 
modifications. 

b.  To  bring  suspected  violations  of  the  sign  by-law 
to  the  attention  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

2.  The  Sign  Review  Board  members  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  consist  of  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

One  Planning  Board  member 
One  person  from  the  industrial  community 
One  member  from  a  community  civic  group 
Two  businesspersons 

Two  citizens  from  the  Norwood  community.

The  Board  of  Selectmen 

of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 

We  are  presenting,  for  your  consideration,  our  comments  and  recommendations 
regarding  internal  control  and  other  matters.  The  purpose  and  extent  of  our 
study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town’s  system  of  internal  control  is  described  in 
our  separate  report  issued  under  the  date  of  October  13,  1989,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984. 

The  comments  and  recommendations  presented  in  Exhibit  I  are  intended  to 
improve  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  or  result  in  other  operating 
efficiencies.  The  factual  accuracy  of  our  comments  has  been  discussed  with 
management  so  as  to  obtain  their  concurrence  prior  to  the  development  of  our 
recommendations  for  improvement.  Matters  commented  on  represent  findings 
during  the  audit  and  have  not  been  reviewed  subsequent  to  October  13,  1989. 

A  management  letter  is  critical  by  nature  because  its  purpose  is  to  identify 
areas  where  improvements  can  be  made.  Accordingly,  we  have  not  commented 
on  the  many  positive  attirbutes  of  the  Town’s  financial  management  systems.  It 
is  also  important  to  understand  that  it  is  generally  not  practical  to  achieve 
ideal  internal  control  in  the  complex  governmental  accounting  environment. 

We  would  like  to  commend  management  and  other  departmental  personnel  for 
their  progress  in  implementing  many  of  the  recommendations  on  findings  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  prior  year.

IMPROVING  MANAGEMENT  INFORMATION 
Cash  Reconciliations 

The  Town  has  segregated  its  cash  accounts  by  fund.  We  commend  the  Town  on 
its  continued  efforts  to  provide  the  most  meaningful  financial  information  and 
on  its  improved  communications  between  the  Treasurer’s  office  and  the  account¬ 
ing  department.  As  a  result  of  these  efforts,  only  one  large  reconciling  item  still 
remains  between  the  general  ledger  cash  balance  and  the  Treasurer’s  cash  balance. 

We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer’s  office  and  the  accounting  department  work 
together  to  reconcile  this  item  so  that  the  cash  balances  in  both  departments 
will  agree. 

Stale  Checks 

As  noted  in  the  prior  year’s  management  letter,  many  of  the  outstanding  checks 
on  the  Treasurer’s  reconciliations  are  more  than  one  year  old. 

These  checks  should  be  restored  to  cash  so  that  the  cash  balance  will  be  properly 
stated.  Also,  the  Town  should  review  its  bank  reconciliations  on  an  annual 
basis  to  ensure  that  any  outstanding  checks  over  one  year  old  are  treated  in  the 
same  manner. 

Pay  Rate  Changes 

Payroll  processing  is  performed  on  a  decentralized  basis.  We  noted  that  there 
are  several  payroll  clerks  responsible  for  entering  all  payroll  changes  via  payroll 
status  change  forms,  including  pay  rate  changes.  Since  payroll  is  a  major  expen¬ 
diture  for  the  Town,  we  believe  that  stronger  internal  accounting  controls  may 
be  needed. 

We  understand  that  due  to  the  significant  number  of  Town  employees,  centrali¬ 
zation  of  the  payroll  function  would  not  be  cost-effective  at  this  time.  To 
improve  the  integrity  of  payroll,  the  number  of  payroll  clerks  who  are  author¬ 
ized  to  input  pay  rate  changes  into  the  computer  system  should  be  limited  to 
two  payroll  clerks.  The  school  department  and  general  government  payroll  clerks 
handle  most  of  the  Town’s  payroll;  therefore,  they  should  be  responsible  for  in¬ 
putting  ail  pay  rate  changes  into  the  computer  system.  The  other  payroll  clerks 
would  still  be  responsible  for  inputting  other  types  of  payroll-related  changes 
(i.e.,  deductions).  This  will  strengthen  the  existing  internal  controls  over  process¬ 
ing  pay  rate  changes. 
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Outdated  School  Receivables 

The  Town  removed  $23,040  of  the  school  department  receivable  balances  from 
the  Town’s  records.  However,  balances  of  $66,934  which  accumulated  between 
1978  and  1986  are  still  outstanding.  Both  the  school  department  and  the  Trea¬ 
surer’s  office  agree  that  this  amount  does  not  represent  a  legitimate  asset  of  the 
Town. 

The  Town  should  repeat  procedures  to  remove  the  remaining  old  school  balances  . 
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INDEPENDENT  AUDITORS’  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statementsof  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood  Massachusetts,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1989  (except  for 
the  pension  trust  fund  which  is  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1988),  as  listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town’s  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  state¬ 
ments  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  stan¬ 
dards  and  the  standards  for  financial  audits  contained  in  the  Standards  for 
Audit  of  Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities,  and  Functions, 
issued  by  the  U.S.  General  Accounting  Office.  Those  standards  require  that  we 
plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An 
audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes 
assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation. 
We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  records  of  the  cost  of  its  general  fixed  assets 
and,  therefore,  a  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  presented  in  the 
accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

As  more  fully  described  in  note  6  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements, 
the  Town  does  not  provide  for  pension  costs  and  has  not  performed  a  biennial 
valuation  of  the  retirement  system  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  ac¬ 
counting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  the  omission  of  a  general  fixed  asset  group  of  ac¬ 
counts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  the  Town’s  retirement  system  has 
not  performed  a  biennial  actuarial  valuation  as  requried  by  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles,  and  except  for  the  effects  of  such  adjustment  that  would 
have  been  recorded  had  the  Town  provided  for  pension  costs  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  as  discussed  in  the  preceding  para¬ 
graphs,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly, 
in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  at  June  30,  1989  (except  for  the  pension  trust  fund  which  is  as  of  and 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1988),  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and 
cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  applicable  years  then  ended, 
in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

The  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  is  currently  a  defendant  in  a  lawsuit  as 
described  in  note  12.  The  ultimate  outcome  of  this  lawsuit  is  not  presently 
determinable  and  no  provision  has  been  made  in  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  for  the  effect,  if  any,  of  such  litigation. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  pur¬ 
pose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  schedules  of  historical  pen¬ 
sion  information  on  pages  23  and  24  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  pur¬ 
pose  fmancial  statements  but  are  supplementary  information  required  by  the 
Government  Accounting  Standards  Board.  We  have  applied  certain  limited  pro¬ 
cedures,  which  consisted  principally  of  inquiries  of  management  regarding  the 
methods  of  measurement  and  presentation  of  the  supplementary  information. 
However,  we  did  not  audit  the  information  and  express  no  opinion  on  it.

Notes  to  General  Purpose  Financial  Statements 
June  30,  1989 


(1)  Reporting  Entity 

The  Town’s  general  purpose  Financial  statements  include  the  operations  of 
all  organizations  for  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  exercises  oversight 
responsibility.  Oversight  responsibility  is  demonstrated  by  financial 
interdependency,  selection  of  governing  authority,  designation  of 
management,  ability  to  significantly  influence  operations,  and  account¬ 
ability  for  fiscal  matters. 

Based  on  the  aforementioned  oversight  criteria,  the  operations  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  entity  have  been  excluded  from  the  accompanying  general 
purpose  financial  statements: 

•  Norwood  Housing  Authority.  Four  Board  members  are  elected  at 
annual  town  elections  and  the  fifth  Board  member  is  appointed  by 
the  State.  The  Town  has  no  oversight  responsibility  for  the  Author¬ 
ity’s  operations  and  no  responsibility  for  the  Authority’s  deficits  or 
debt. 

(2)  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  Town’s  funds  are 
presented  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1989,  except  for  the 
Town’s  Retirement  System  which  is  presented  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1988.  The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  con¬ 
form  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  (“GAAP”),  except 
that  the  Town  does  not  maintain,  and  therefore  does  not  report,  a 
general  fixed  assets  account  group,  does  not  account  for  pension  costs 
on  an  actuarial  basis  and  has  not  performed  a  biennial  valuation  for  the 
retirement  system  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Such  departures  from  GAAP  are  permissible  under  the 
Massachusetts  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System.  Additionally, 
the  Town  has  adopted  Statement  No.  9  of  the  Governmental  Account¬ 
ing  Standards  Board  for  reporting  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust 
funds. 

(b)  Fund  Accounting 

The  operations  of  the  Town  are  recorded  in  the  following  fund  types  and 
account  group: 


Governmental  Fund  Types 
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Governmental  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  Town’s  expendable 
financial  resources  and  related  liabilities  (except  those  accounted  for 
as  pension  trust  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds).  The  measurement 
focus  is  upon  determination  of  changes  in  financial  position.  The 
following  are  the  Town’s  governmental  fund  types: 

General  Fund  -  The  general  fund  is  the  general  operating  fund 
of  the  Town.  It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources 
except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  —  Special  revenue  funds  are  used  to 
account  for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other 
than  expendable  tursts  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are 
legally  restricted  to  specified  purposes. 

Capital  Project  Funds  —  Capital  project  funds  are  used  to  ac¬ 
count  for  financial  resources  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or 
construction  of  major  capital  facilities  (other  than  those 
financed  by  trust  funds). 

•  Fiduciary  Fund  Types 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  —  Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for 
assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent.  Trust 
funds  include  expendable  trust  funds,  nonexpendable  trust  funds, 
and  pension  trust  funds.  Expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for 
similar  to  governmental  funds.  Nonexpendable  trust  funds  and 
pension  trust  funds  are  accounted  for  similar  to  proprietary  funds. 
Agency  funds  are  custodial  in  nature  and  do  not  involve  measure¬ 
ment  of  results  of  operations. 

•  Account  Group 

General  Long-term  Obligations  Account  Group  —  This  account 
group  is  used  to  account  for  all  long-term  obligations  of  the  Town. 

(c)  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  governmental 
funds,  expendable  trust  funds,  and  agency  funds.  Under  the  modified 
accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recorded  when  they  become 
measurable  and  available  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period.  Rev¬ 
enues  not  considered  available  are  recorded  as  deferred  revenues. 
Expenditures  are  recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred  except  for 
(1)  interest  on  general  long-term  obligations,  which  is  recorded  when 
due,  and  (2)  the  noncurrent  portion  of  sick  leave,  pension  costs,  and 
judgments  and  claims,  which  are  recorded  in  the  general  long-term 
obligations  account  group. 
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In  applying  the  susceptible  to  accrual  concept  to  intergovernmental  re¬ 
venues,  there  are  essentially  two  types  of  revenues.  In  one,  moneys 
must  be  expended  on  the  specific  purpose  or  project  before  any 
amounts  will  be  paid  to  the  Town;  therefore,  revenues  are  recognized 
based  upon  the  expenditures  incurred.  In  the  other,  moneys  are  vir¬ 
tually  unrestricted  and  are  usually  revocable  only  for  failure  to  comply 
with  prescribed  compliance  requirements.  These  resources  are  reflected 
as  revenues  at  the  time  of  receipt  or  earlier  if  the  susceptible  to  accrual 
criteria  are  met. 

Property  taxes  are  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  year  for  which  taxes  have 
been  levied,  provided  they  are  collected  within  60  days  after  year-end. 
Special  assessments  are  recorded  as  revenue  in  the  year  the  individual 
installments  are  due.  Licenses  and  permits,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and 
miscellaneous  revenues  are  recorded  as  revenues  when  received  in  cash 
because  they  are  generally  not  measurable  until  actually  received.  In¬ 
vestment  earnings  are  recorded  as  earned. 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  by  nonexpendable  trust  funds  and 
pension  trust  funds. 

(d)  Cash  Equivalents 

For  purposes  of  the  statement  of  cash  flows,  the  nonexpendable  trust 
funds  consider  amounts  due  from  other  funds  plus  investments  of  trust 
principal  as  cash  equivalents. 

(e)  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and 
other  commitments  for  the  expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  in  order 
to  reserve  that  portion  of  the  applicable  appropriation,  is  employed  in 
governmental  funds.  Open  encumbrances  at  year-end  are  reported  as 
reservations  of  fund  balances.  Encumbrances  do  not  constitute  expen¬ 
ditures  or  liabilities,  except  for  budgetary  purposes  (see  note  4). 

Certain  unexpended  and  unencumbered  appropriations  for  incompleted 
projects  are  carried  over  to  succeeding  years.  Such  continuing  appropria¬ 
tions  are  accounted  for  similar  to  encumbrances. 

(f)  Self-Insurance 

The  Town  has  established  a  self-insured  medical  program  which  is  accounted 
for  in  the  general  fund.  Both  employees  and  the  Town  contribute  to 
the  fund  based  upon  a  55%  (Town)  and  45%  (employee)  primary  care 
premium  formula. 

The  Town  carries  insurance  on  individual  medical  claims  in  excess  of 

$40,000  per  occurrence.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  pay  medical 
claims  of  the  Town’s  employees  and  their  covered  dependents.  The 
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Town  accrued  claims  submitted  for  medical  services  rendered  prior  to 
June  30,  1989. 

(g)  Accrued  Sick  and  Vacation 

Employee  vacation  leave  is  vested  annually  but  may  not  be  carried  forward 
to  succeeding  years.  Generally,  sick  leave  may  accumulate  to  a  maxi¬ 
mum  of  195  days.  Upon  retirement  or  termination,  employees  are  paid 
25%  of  a  day’s  pay  for  each  day  accrued  above  the  100  days  required  to 
be  accumulated  before  the  unused  sick  leave  benefit  takes  effect.  The 
Town’s  policy  is  to  recognize  vacation  costs  at  the  time  payments  are 
made. 

The  Town  recorded  as  a  liability  accumulated  unused  vested  sick  pay  in  the 
General  Long-term  Obligations  Account  Group.  The  amount  recorded 
is  the  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  at  termination  at  the  current  rate  of 
pay. 

(h)  Total  Columns 

Total  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  captioned 
“Memorandum  only”  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to  facili¬ 
tate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do  not  present  financial 
position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in  financial  position  in  confor¬ 
mity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Such  data  are  not 
comparable  to  a  consolidation  since  interfund  eliminations  have  not 
been  made. 

(3)  Property  Taxes 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each 
January  1  and  are  normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  1  and 
May  1.  By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the  Commonwealth  must  be 
assessed  at  100%  of  fair  cash  value.  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  after  the 
respective  due  dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town 
has  an  ultimate  right  to  foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have 
not  been  paid.  Property  taxes  levied  are  recorded  as  receivables  in  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  levy. 

A  statewide  tax  limitation  statue  known  as  “Proposition  2-1/2”  limits  the 
property  tax  levy  to  an  amount  equal  to  2-1/2%  of  the  value  of  all 
taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A  secondary  limitation  is  that  no  levy 
in  a  fiscal  year  may  exceed  the  preceding  year’s  allowable  tax  levy  by 
more  than  2-1/2%,  plus  taxes  levied  on  certain  property  newly  added 
to  the  tax  rolls.  Certain  Proposition  2-1/2  taxing  limitations  can  be 
overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum  vote. 
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(4)  Budgetary  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the  re¬ 
sulting  property  tax  levy  will  comply  with  the  limits  required  by 
Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which  will  equal 
the  sum  of  (a)  the  aggregate  of  all  annual  appropriations  for  expendi¬ 
tures  and  transfers,  plus  (b)  provision  for  the  prior  fiscal  year’s  defi¬ 
cits,  if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate  of  all  non-property  tax  revenue  and 
transfers  projected  to  be  received  by  the  Town,  including  available 
surplus  funds. 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town  are  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Original  and  supple¬ 
mental  appropriations  are  acted  upon  by  Town  meeting  vote. 

The  Town’s  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  gener¬ 
ally  accepted  accounting  principles  (“GAAP”).  The  “actual”  results 
column  of  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures  —  Budgetary 
Basis  is  presented  on  a  “budget  basis”  to  provide  a  meaningful  com¬ 
parison  with  the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget 
and  GAAP  bases  are  that: 

(a)  Budgeted  revenues  are  recorded  when  cash  is  received,  except  for  real 
estate  and  personal  property  taxes,  which  are  recorded  as  revenue  when 
levied  (budget),  as  opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (GAAP). 

(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the 
equivalent  of  expenditures  (budget),  as  opposed  to  a  reservation  of 
fund  balance  (GAAP). 

(c)  Certain  activities  and  transactions  are  presented  in  separate  funds 
(GAAP),  rather  than  as  a  component  of  the  General  Fund  (budget). 

In  addition,  there  are  certain  differences  in  classifications  between  revenues, 
expenditures  and  transfers.

(5)  Cash  and  Investments 

State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of  deposits 
and  investments  available  to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including  demand  deposits, 
term  deposits  and  certificates  of  deposit)  in  any  one  financial  institution 
may  not  exceed  certain  prescribed  levels  without  collateralization  by  the 
financial  institutions  involved.  Investments  can  also  be  made  in  securities 
issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies 
that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  re¬ 
purchase  agreements  guaranteed  by  such  securities  with  maturity  dates  of 
no  more  than  90  days  from  the  date  of  purchase,  and  units  in  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Municipal  Depository  Trust  (“MMDT”). 

In  addition,  the  Town’s  Pension  Trust  Fund  has  additional  investment 
powers,  most  notably  the  ability  to  invest  in  common  stocks,  corporate 
bonds  and  other  specified  investments.

The  following  summary  presents  the  amount  of  Town  deposits  which  are 
fully  insured  or  collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  Town  or  its 
agent  in  the  Town’s  name  (Category  1),  those  deposits  which  are 
collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  pledging  financial  institution’s 
trust  department  or  agent  in  the  Town’s  name  (Category  2),  and  those 
deposits  which  are  not  collateralized  (Category  3)  at  June  30,  1989.

Investments 

The  Town  categorizes  investments  according  to  the  level  of  risk  assumed 
by  the  Town.  Category  1  includes  investments  that  are  insured,  re¬ 
gistered  or  held  by  the  Town’s  agent  in  the  Town’s  name.  Category  2 
includes  uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  held  by  the  counter¬ 
party’s  trust  department  or  agent  in  the  Town’s  name.  Category  3 
includes  uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  held  by  the  counter¬ 
party,  its  trust  department  or  its  agent,  but  not  in  the  Town’s  name. 
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The  composition  of  the  Town’s  bank  recorded  deposits  and  investments  fluctuates  depending  primarily  on  the  timing  of  real  estate 
tax  receipts,  proceeds  from  borrowings,  collections  of  state  and  federal  aid,  and  capital  outlays  throughout  the  year. 
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(6)  Pension  Plan 

(a)  Plan  Description 

The  Town  contributes  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  Employees’  Retirement 
System  (“System”),  a  single-employer,  public  employee  retirement  sys¬ 
tem  that  acts  as  the  investment  and  administrative  agent  for  the  Town 
and  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority.  The  Town’s  payroll  for  em¬ 
ployees  covered  by  the  System  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1988, 
was  $9,840,318.  Public  school  teachers  are  covered  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  Teachers’  Retirement  System  (TRS)  to  which 
the  Town  of  Norwood  does  not  contribute.  The  Town’s  payroll  covered 
by  TRS  was  $9,742,807  in  calendar  1988.  Total  payroll  for  the  Town 
was  $23,157,955. 

The  System  and  the  TRS  are  contributory  defined  benefit  plans  covering  all 
Town  employees  and  teachers,  and  Norwood  Housing  Authority  em¬ 
ployees  deemed  eligible.  Certain  Town  employees  are  covered  by  the 
Town’s  noncontributory  pension  plan. 

Instituted  in  1937,  the  System  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Contribu¬ 
tory  System  and  is  governed  by  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws.  Membership  in  the  System  is  mandatory  immediately  upon 
the  commencement  of  employment  for  all  permanent,  full-time  em¬ 
ployees  other  than  school  teachers.  Current  membership  of  the  System 
consists  of  the  following:

Both  systems  provide  for  retirement  allowance  benefits  up  to  a  maximum  of 
80%  of  a  member’s  highest  three-year  average  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation.  Benefit  payments  are  based  upon  a  member’s  age,  length 
of  creditable  service,  level  of  compensation  and  group  classification. 
Members  joining  the  System  after  January  1,  1979,  are  subject  to  a 
cap  of  $30,000  on  the  level  of  compensation  upon  which  their  benefit 
is  calculated. 

Members  of  both  systems  become  vested  after  10  years  of  creditable  service. 
A  retirement  allowance  may  be  received  upon  reaching  age  65  or  upon 
attaining  20  years  of  service.  The  systems  also  provide  for  early  retire¬ 
ment  at  age  55  if  a  Participant  (1)  has  a  record  of  10  years  of  credit¬ 
able  service,  (2)  was  on  the  Town  payroll  on  January  1,  1978,  (3) 
voluntary  left  Town  employment  on  or  after  that  date,  and  (4)  left 
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accumulated  annuity  deductions  in  the  fund.  Active  members  con¬ 
tribute  either  5,  7  or  8%  of  their  gross  regular  compensation  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  date  upon  which  their  membership  began. 

The  systems  also  provide  death  and  disability  benefits. 

(b)  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  System  Assets 
The  accounting  records  of  the  System  are  maintained  on  a  calendar  year 
basis  in  accordance  with  the  standards  and  procedures  established  by 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration. 

The  investments  of  the  System  are  valued  as  follows: 

Bonds  are  valued  at  amortized  cost  which  is  the  original  cost  of  the 
investment  plus  or  minus  any  bond  discount  or  bond  premium  calcu¬ 
lated  ratably  to  maturity. 

Stocks  are  reflected  at  their  quoted  market  value. 

Gains  and  losses  from  all  exchanges  of  fixed  income  securities  are  amor¬ 
tized  over  the  average  time  to  maturity  for  such  exchanges  or  10 
years,  which  ever  is  less.

(c)  Funding  Status  and  Progress 

The  amount  shown  below  as  the  “Pension  Benefit  Obligation”  is  a  stan¬ 
dardized  disclosure  measure  of  the  present  value  of  pension  benefits, 
adjusted  for  the  effects  of  projected  salary  increases  and  step-rate 
benefits,  estimated  to  be  payable  in  the  future  as  a  result  of  employee 
service  to  date.  The  measure  is  intended  to  help  users  assess  the  funding 
status  of  the  System  on  a  going-concern  basis,  assess  progress  made  in 
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accumulating  sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due,  and  make 
comparisons  among  employers.  The  measure  is  the  actuarial  present 
value  of  credited  projected  benefits  and  is  independent  of  the  funding 
method  used  to  determine  contributions  to  the  System. 

GAAP  requires  the  System  to  perform  an  actuarial  valuation  to  determine 
the  pension  benefit  obligation  at  least  biennially  with  an  actuarial  up¬ 
date  to  the  date  12  months  after  that  biennial  valuation;  such  valua¬ 
tions  have  not  been  performed. 

The  pension  benefit  obligation  was  computed  as  part  of  an  actuarial  valua¬ 
tion  performed  as  of  January  1,  1987.  Significant  actuarial  assumptions 
used  in  the  valuation  include  (a)  a  rate  of  return  on  the  investment  of 
present  and  future  assets  of  8%  a  year  compounded  annually,  (b) 
projected  salary  increases  of  4.5%  a  year  compounded  annually,  attri¬ 
buted  to  inflation,  (c)  additional  projected  salary  increases  of  1.5%  a 
year,  attributable  to  seniority /merit,  (d)  no  post-retirement  benefit 
increases  and  (e)  $30,000  salary  cap  for  employees  hired  after  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1979.

(d)  Contribution  Requirements  and  Contribution  Made 
The  Town  is  required  to  contribute  each  fiscal  year  an  amount  approxi¬ 
mating  the  pension  benefits  (less  certain  interest  credits)  expected  to  be 
paid  during  the  year  (“pay-as-you-go”  method).  This  amount  is  deter¬ 
mined  in  advance  by  the  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration 
(PERA)  and  is  based  in  part  on  the  previous  year’s  benefit  payout. 
No  actuarial  information  is  used  in  determining  this  amount.  Generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  require  that  pension  costs  be  actuarially 
determined.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  currently  reimburses 
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the  System  on  a  quarterly  basis  for  the  portion  of  benefit  payments 
owing  to  cost-of-living  increases  granted  after  the  implementation  of 
Proposition  2-1/2. 

The  Town’s  contribution  to  the  System  for  1989  of  $3,687,374  was  made 
in  accordance  with  the  funding  policy  described  above  and  was  funded 
as  follows:  The  Town  contributed  $3,008,162  (30.6%  of  current  cover¬ 
ed  payroll);  employees  contributed  $679,212  (6.9%  of  current  covered 
payroll). 

(e)  Trend  Information 

Trend  information  gives  an  indication  of  the  progress  made  in  accumulating 
sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due.  Trend  information  may  be 
found  on  supplementary  schedules  I  and  II  of  the  Town’s  general 
purpose  financial  statements.  For  the  two  years  ended  December  31, 
1988  and  1987,  respectively,  available  assets  were  sufficient  to  fund 
$18,911,000  and  58.3%  of  the  pension  benefit  obligation  for  both 
years.  Unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  represented  137%  and 
151%,  of  the  annual  payroll  for  employees  covered  by  the  System  for 
1988  and  1987,  respectively. 

(f)  Advance  Funding 

In  addition  to  the  amount  determined  by  the  PERA,  the  Town  has  estab¬ 
lished  its  own  program  of  contributing  additional  funds  to  the  System 
to  meet  future  pension  obligations.

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  approved  school  construction 
assistance  to  the  Town.  The  assistance  program  which  is  administered 
by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  (SBAB)  provides  resources 
for  future  debt  service  of  general  obligation  school  bonds  outstanding. 
These  resources  are  subject  to  annual  appropriation  by  the  state  legis¬ 
lature  and  the  Town’s  compliance  with  certain  reporting  requirements. 
During  1989,  the  Town  received  $695,217  of  such  assistance.  Assuming 
satisfactory  audit  results  and  annual  appropriations  by  the  state  legis¬ 
lature,  $676,120  will  be  received  in  fiscal  year  1990. 

The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the  normal  debt 
limit  and  the  double  debt  limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  5%  and  10% 
respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  as  last 
equalized  by  the  Commonwealth’s  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may 
be  authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval. 
Authorizations  under  the  double  debt  limit,  however,  require  the 
approval  of  the  Commonwealth’s  Emergency  Finance  Board.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  which  are 
exempt  from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations. 

As  of  June  30,  1989,  the  Town  may  issue  approximately  $105,215,200 
additional  general  obligation  debt  under  the  normal  debt  limit.  The 
Town  has  approximately  $3,190,000  of  debt  exempt  from  the  debt 
limit. 

The  Town  pays  assessments  which  include  debt  service  payments  to  other 
local  governmental  units  providing  services  within  the  Town’s  bou- 
daries  (commonly  referred  to  as  overlapping  debt).  The  primary  over¬ 
lapping  debt  relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Author¬ 
ity  (MBTA),  Norfolk  County,  and  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources 
Authority  (MWRA).  The  following  summary  sets  forth  the  long-term 
debt  of  each  entity  at  June  30,  1989,  the  estimated  share  of  such  debt 
being  serviced  by  the  Town,  and  the  total  of  its  share  of  estimated 
indirect  debt  (in  thousands).

(12)  Contingencies 

The  Town  is  involved  in  an  action  contending  that  a  company  in  the  Town 
was  overbilled  for  its  water  and  sewer  charges  as  a  result  of  a  meter 
which  read  improperly  in  gallons  rather  than  cubic  feet.  The  company 
has  claimed  damages  of  $350,000.  The  Town  is  vigorously  contesting 
this  claim  in  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements 
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because  the  ultimate  amount  of  the  settlement  is  not  determinable  at 
this  time. 

During  fiscal  year  1989,  the  Town  favorably  settled  a  lawsuit  with  its  light 
department  and  power  supplier  and  has  recognized  non-recurring  re¬ 
venue  of  approximately  $1,400,000  as  department  revenue  in  the 
Special  Revenue  Funds. 

Numerous  other  lawsuits  are  pending  or  threatened  against  the  Town,  which 
arose  from  the  ordinary  course  of  operations,  including  actions  com¬ 
menced  and  claims  asserted  against  it  for  property  damage  and  personal 
injury,  breaches  of  contract,  condemnation  proceedings  and  other 
alleged  violations  of  law.  The  outcome  of  these  other  lawsuits  is  not 
expected  to  have  a  material  effect  on  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Town.

Non-cash  contributions  of  commodities  under  the  Food  Distribution  pro¬ 
gram  are  received  under  a  State  distribution  formula  and  are  valued  at 
federally  published  wholesale  prices  for  purposes  of  this  schedule.  Such 
commodities  are  not  recorded  in  the  financial  records  although  memo¬ 
randum  records  are  maintained.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  Massachusetts,  for  he  year  ended  June  30,  1989,  and  have  issued  our 
report  thereon  dated  October  13,  1989. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  stan¬ 
dards  and  Government  Auditing  Standards  issued  by  the  Comptroller  General  of 
the  United  States.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit 
to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

Compliance  with  laws,  regulations,  contracts,  and  grants  applicable  to  the 
Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Town’s  manage¬ 
ment.  As  part  of  obtaining  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement,  we  performed 
tests  of  the  Town’s  compliance  with  certain  privisions  of  laws,  regulations, 
contracts,  and  grants.  However,  our  objective  was  not  to  provide  an  opinion 
on  overall  compliance  with  such  provisions. 

The  results  of  our  tests  indicate  that,  with  respect  to  the  items  tested,  the  Town 
of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  complied,  in  all  material  respects,  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph.  With  respect  to  items  not  tested, 
nothing  came  to  our  attention  that  caused  us  to  believe  that  the  Town  had  not 
complied,  in  all  material  respects,  with  those  provisions.

applicable  to  certain  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1989. 

As  required  by  OMB  Circular  A-128,  we  have  performed  auditing  procedures  to 
test  compliance  with  the  requirements  governing  types  of  services  allowed  or 
unallowed;  and  earmarking  requirements  that  are  applicable  to  those  transac¬ 
tions.  Our  procedures  were  substantially  less  in  scope  than  an  audit,  the  objec¬ 
tive  of  which  is  the  expression  of  an  opinion  on  the  Town’s  compliance  with 
these  requirements.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

With  respect  to  the  items  tested,  the  results  of  those  procedures  disclosed  no 
material  isntances  of  noncompliance  with  the  requirements  listed  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  paragraph.  With  respect  to  items  not  tested,  nothing  came  to  our  atten¬ 
tion  that  caused  us  to  believe  that  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  had 
not  complied,  in  all  material  respects,  with  those  requirements.

Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  Massachusetts,  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1989,  and  have  issued  our 
report  thereon  dated  October  13,  1989.  As  part  of  our  audit,  we  made  a  study 
and  evaluation  of  the  internal  control  systems,  including  applicable  internal 
administrative  controls,  used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance  pro¬ 
grams  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required 
by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards;  Government  Auditing  Standards 
issued  by  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States;  the  Single  Audit  Act  of 
1984;  and  the  provisions  of  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  Circular  A-128. 
“Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governments.”  For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we 
have  classified  the  significant  internal  accounting  and  administrative  controls 
used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance  programs  in  the  following 
categories:

•  Purchases/disbursements 

•  Payroll 

Administrative  Controls 

General  Requirements:

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering 
federal  financial  assistance  programs.  In  fulfilling  that  responsibility,  estimates 
and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and 
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related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives  of  internal  control  systems 
used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance  programs  are  to  provide  man¬ 
agement  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that,  with  respect  to  fed¬ 
eral  financial  assistance  programs,  resource  use  is  consistent  with  laws,  regula¬ 
tions,  and  policies;  resources  are  safeguarded  against  waste, ^ loss,  and  misuse; 
and  reliable  data  are  obtained,  maintained,  and  fairly  disclosed  in  reports. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  and  admin¬ 
istrative  controls  used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance  programs, 
errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  pro¬ 
jection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  sytems  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk 
that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or 
that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  included  all  of  the  applicable  control  categories  listed  above.  During 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1989,  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  had  no 
major  federal  financial  assistance  programs  and  expended  59%  of  its  total  fed¬ 
eral  financial  assistance  under  the  following  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance 
programs:  E.C.I.A.  —  Chapter  l;and  Education  of  Handicapped  Children.  With 
respect  to  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering  these  nonmajor  federal 
financial  assistance  programs,  our  study  and  evaluation  included  considering  the 
types  of  errors  and  irregularities  that  could  occur,  determining  the  internal  con¬ 
trol  procedures  that  should  prevent  or  detect  such  errors  and  irregularities,  de¬ 
termining  whether  the  necessary  procedures  are  prescribed  and  are  being  follow¬ 
ed  satisfactorily,  and  evaluating  any  weaknesses. 

With  respect  to  the  internal  control  systems  used  solely  in  administering  the 
other  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
Massachusetts,  our  study  and  evaluation  was  limited  to  a  preliminary  review  of 
the  systems  to  obtain  an  understanding  of  the  control  environment  and  the  flow 
of  transactions  through  the  accounting  system.  Our  study  and  evaluation  of  the 
internal  control  systems  used  solely  in  administering  these  nonmajor  federal 
financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  did  not 
extend  beyond  this  preliminary  review  phase. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to  express 
an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering  the  federal 
financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  systems  used  in  ad¬ 
ministering  the  major  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood,  Massachusetts. 

Also,  our  audit,  made  in  accordance  with  the  standards  mentioned  above,  would 
not  necessarily  disclose  material  weaknesses  in  the  internal  control  systems 
for  which  our  study  and  evaluation  was  limited  to  a  preliminary  review  of  the 
systems,  as  discussed  in  the  fifth  paragraph  of  this  report. 
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However,  our  study  and  evaluation  and  our  audit  disclosed  no  condition  that  we 
believe  to  be  a  material  weakness  in  relation  to  a  federal  financial  assistance  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other 
management  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  This  restriction  is 
not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which,  upon  acceptance  by 
the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

The  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  1989  were  held 
primarily  in  the  Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers,  Room  34,  Norwood  Memorial  Muni¬ 
cipal  Building,  on  Tuesday  evenings,  or  on  Wednesday  evenings  following  a 
Monday  holiday,  with  some  meetings  being  conducted  in  other  locations  from 
time  to  time  as  required.  The  Annual  Municipal  Election  took  place  on  Monday, 
the  3rd  of  April,  1989. 

During  forty-four  regular  meetings  and  a  number  of  special  or  emergency 
meetings  in  calendar  year  1989,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  public  hear¬ 
ings  as  mandated  by  statute  or  policy,  as  well  as  innumerable  public  meetings 
and  conferences  on  specific  problems  and  subjects  of  interest  and  concern  to 
the  community,  and  acted  on  all  requests  and  subjects  presented  on  each  meet¬ 
ing’s  agenda  for  consideration. 

Meetings  were  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  with  certain  key  department 
heads  to  review  reports  of  activities  in  their  respective  departments  and  to 
discuss  problems,  policy  and  recommendations. 

Selectman  William  F.  Butters  continued  to  serve  as  the  Town  of  Norwood’s 
representative  on  the  Norfolk  County  Advisory  Board. 

Bernice  Staller  and  Bernard  S.  Cooper  were  reappointed  to  serve  as  Nor¬ 
wood’s  Designeee  and  Alternate,  respectively,  to  the  MBTA’s  Advisory  Board. 
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Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Joseph  Welch,  and  Alternate,  Gary  Schorer, 
were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  serve  as  Designees  to  the  Neponset 
River  Watershed  Association. 

The  Norwood  Interceptor  Relief  Sewer  which  would  eliminate  overflows 
and  serve  as  a  temporary  solution  until  the  MWRA  completes  plans  for  the 
New  Neponset  Valley  Sewer  Line  that  will  serve  Norwood  as  well  as  several 
other  towns,  is  well  on  the  way  to  completion.  One  snag  was  the  objection  of 
the  Westwood  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  attempted  to  bring  suit  to  stop  the  tie 
into  the  Westwood  Interceptor.  The  Westwood  Sewer  Commissioners  feared  that 
the  interceptor  would  diminish  future  capacity  for  the  Town  of  Westwood.  Both 
towns,  along  with  the  MWRA,  which  had  issued  the  Norwood  tie-in  permit, 
were  required  to  meet  and  resolve  any  issues.  The  Town  of  Norwood  now  has 
all  permits  necessary  from  the  DEP,  MWRA,  and  the  approval  of  the  Corps  of 
Engineers.  The  stage  has  been  reached  where  the  Selectmen  have  authorized  the 
taking  of  easements.  Hopefully  this  should  virtually  eliminate  overflows  during 
and  after  storms. 

Jane  Downing,  Site  Coordinator  for  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency, 
met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  several  occasions  to  outline  the  progress 
being  made  by  her  agency  at  the  Superfund  Site.  A  meeting  with  Senator 
Kennedy,  EPA  Officials,  Town  Manager  and  Board  representatives  was  arranged 
testing  of  residents  of  that  area  was  prioritized,  and  resumed  once  again  under 
the  Norwood  Board  of  Health.  In  her  meetings  with  the  Board,  Ms.  Downing 
explained  that  the  EPA  was  attempting  to  get  all  responsible  parties  involved, 
and  to  negotiate  for  a  settlement.  If  that  did  not  work,  then  Superfund  would 
step  in.  A  PCB  Citizen’s  Committee,  including  a  member  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  was  appointed.  Senator  Kennedy  explained  that  the  “push”  for  pro¬ 
gress  at  the  Grant  Gear  Site  would  do  much  better  if  it  came  through  such  a 
group. 

Originally  designated  and  designed  to  alleviate  flooding  problems  in  450 
acres,  most  particularly  the  downtown  area,  including  the  Police  and  Fire 
Station,  this  project  has  been  placed  on  hold  temporarily.  The  State  has  with¬ 
drawn  its  portion  of  funds  they  had  allocated  toward  construction  because  the 
portion  of  Meadowbrook,  below  Grant  Gear  PCB  site  was  itself  found  to  be 
contaminated.  Sediments  on  the  bottom  of  the  brook  were  found  to  contain 
PCB’s  and  inorganic  particles.  It  now  appears  construction  will  be  delayed  and 
completion  of  the  clean-up  of  the  EPA’s  Superfund  Site  at  Grant  Gear  will 
include  the  stream  bottom.  It  is  estimated  that  this  could  take  approximately 
three  to  five  years. 

On  March  14,  1989  the  Town  of  Norwood  signed  an  Advanced  Life  Support 
Affiliation  Agreement  between  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the  Norwood  Hospi¬ 
tal.  Under  this  agreement  the  hospital  and  the  Norwood  Fire  Department  would 
work  in  tandem  to  provide  the  services  of  staffed  duly  certified  emergency 
medical  technicians/paramedics  to  support  ambulance  service  with  life  saving 
capabiliities  in  addition  to  monitoring,  communications,  and  treatment  equip- 
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ment  necessary  to  perform  ALS  care.  Included  in  this  agreement  were  eight 
surrounding  towns. 

In  an  effort  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  increasing  numbers  of  commuters 
requiring  parking  spaces  daily  in  the  Town  Hall  Parking  Lots,  the  Selectmen 
issued  parking  stickers  to  employees,  and  designated  an  area  bf  the  upper  park¬ 
ing  lot  for  the  use  of  those  persons  doing  business  in  the  Municipal  Building. 
With  the  cooperation  of  the  Police  Department,  enforcement  of  this  controlled 
parking  has  made  a  remarkable  difference. 

As  Road  Commissioners,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  a  Federal  Aid 
Project  Agreement  (MOOS)  which  will  fund  the  construction  of  traffic  controls 
at  University  Avenue  and  Canton  Street. 

After  long  and  lengthy  litigation,  a  decision  was  reached  by  the  Courts 
in  favor  of  the  Town  of  Norwood;  however,  refunds  continue  to  be  delayed 
due  to  arguments  presented  by  officials  of  Cablevision.  The  Town’s  Attorney 
is  pressing  to  have  the  matter  settled  so  that  refunds  to  subscribers,  as  promised, 
can  become  a  reality. 

Aggressive  recycling  efforts  were  initiated  by  the  Recycling  Committee, 
under  the  very  able  Chairmanship  of  Francis  Hopcroft.  The  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  ratified  a  “Leaf  Bag  Program”,  and  biodegradable  bags  were  distributed  free 
of  charge  to  residents  for  disposal  of  leaves  in  the  fall.  Since  there  are  signifi¬ 
cant  savings  to  be  made  in  the  area  of  newspaper  collection,  separation  was  en¬ 
couraged  and  temporary  pick-up  arranged.  Disposal  bins  are  now  set  up  at  the 
Public  Works  Yard  for  the  convenience  of  residents.  At  a  future  date  plans  for 
glass  and  metal  depositories  are  being  discussed  by  the  Committee,  and  resi¬ 
dents  are  encouraged  to  become  seriously  concerned  about  their  environment 
and  participate  in  these  programs. 

Residents  concerns  regarding  off-premise  storage  of  automobiles  by  the  auto 
dealers,  especially  in  areas  abutting  residential  neighborhoods,  was  once  again 
addressed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  matter  was  legally  satisfied  under  the  new 
Master  Plan  and  accompanying  Zoning  By-Law  changes.  Automobile  dealers 
must  now  list  as  part  of  their  description  of  premises,  all  premises,  including 
lands  used  for  storage  of  automobiles,  and  changes  must  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Meetings  were  held  by  officials  of  United  Parcel  Service,  the  Norwood 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Westwood  Board  of  Selectmen,  regarding  traffic 
problems  generated  by  the  expansion  of  the  UPS  site,  and  employee  traffic 
onto  Everett  Street  and  Forbes  Road.  The  Westwood  Board  would  have  liked 
the  entrace  at  Everett  Street  designated  for  use  of  emergency  vehicles  only; 
however,  officials  of  UPS  informed  both  Board  that  one  of  the  main  reasons 
they  bought  the  land  in  1985  was  to  use  it  for  employee  parking.  They  do 
intend  to  restrict  all  commercial  traffic  to  University  Avenue,  with  some  em¬ 
ployee  parking  also.  They  cannot  dictate  to  their  employees  which  road  they 
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can  or  cannot  use  in  reaching  the  Everett  Street  lot.  Most  will  use  Everett  Street 
to  Route  1 .  Methods  of  relieving  the  burden  of  traffic  were  discussed  at  length, 
and  a  committee,  including  Representative  Sullivan,  was  formed  to  meet  and 
determine  if  traffic  solutions  could  be  resolved  to  mutual  satisfaction. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  became  involved  in  potential  litigation  with  Omega 
Associates  regarding  Omega’s  plans  to  develop  the  former  Bird  estate  on  Mylod 
Street,  to  allow  the  building  of  units,  clusters,  and  condominiums.  The  ultimate 
decision  was  based  on  the  vote  of  Town  Meeting  members  to  permit  rezoning, 
and  final  approval  by  the  Attorney  General.  After  many  weeks  of  discussions 
and  in-depth  negotiating  by  a  special  committee,  Town  Meeting  rejected 
Omega’s  plans  by  voting  against  rezoning  the  land. 

Through  the  fund-raising  efforts  initiated  by  the  Norwood  Lions  Club,  a 
Tot  Lot  was  officially  dedicated  on  Bond  Street.  Picture  taking  cermony  took 
place  on  November  16th.  On  May  18th,  a  dogwood  tree  was  planted  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Tot  Lot  to  honor  Bettina  Cottrell,  who  had  served  long  and  faith¬ 
fully  as  a  member  and  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Student  Government  Day  was  held  on  April  25th.  Selectman  Joseph  F. 
Curran,  and  Selectman  Gary  M.  Lee  were  present  to  welcome  the  enthusiastic 
students,  and  to  explain  the  inner  workings  of  the  Board.  Department  heads 
were  introducted,  and  a  student  assigned  to  each  for  some  hands-on  experience. 
The  morning  culminated  with  lunch.  It  is  hoped  that  in  years  to  come  these 
very  same  students  will  consider  serving  their  community  in  an  official  capacity. 

The  Norwood  Mustang  Marching  Band,  under  the  direction  of  Jeff 
Browne,  Band  Director,  and  Paul  Alberta,  Director  of  Music,  was  presented  with 
both  a  plaque  and  proclamation,  commending  them  for  music  excellence.  Stu¬ 
dents,  section  leaders,  and  members  of  the  Parents  Music  Association  were  pre¬ 
sent  for  this  awards  ceremony.  The  Board  especially  noted  the  band’s  dramatic 
performance  in  winning  the  Division  IV  New  England  Band  Title  when  pitted 
against  formidable  opponents,  and  the  week  of  December  4th  was  declared 
Norwood  Mustang  Marching  Band  week  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Through  money  appropriated  by  the  Town,  and  a  grant  received  from  the 
D.E.Q.E.,  work  proceeded  on  the  next  phase  of  the  Infiltration  and  Inflow 
Study,  dealing  with  the  repair  of  manholes  and  smoke  testing.  A  non-toxic 
smoke  was  injected  into  the  sewer  system  to  help  consultants  find  storm  drains, 
catch  basins,  gutter  drains  and  other  points  where  unwanted  rainwater  enters 
the  system.  It  also  pointed  out  illegal  connections  from  private  sump  pumps  and 
roof  drains.  The  test  was  done  predominantly  in  the  center  area  of  the  Town 
and  the  area  near  the  cemetery. 

Town  Manager  John  Carroll  met  with  residents  of  Crestwood  Circle  con¬ 
cerning  the  problem  of  rusty  water.  As  suggested  by  consultants  Fay,  Spofford 
and  Thorndike,  zincpoly phosphate  was  added  to  the  water,  and  hoses  were  used 
to  flush  the  water  continuously.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the  winter  the 
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problem  will  be  resolved. 

The  objections  of  residents,  coupled  with  concerns  for  safety  and  increasing 
traffic  problems  at  the  corner  of  Dean  Street  and  Route  1,  led  the  Board  to  vote 
against  granting  a  Common  Victualer  license  to  Taco  Bell  Restaurant,  whose 
applicants  were  hoping  to  locate  a  “premier”  eatery  at  the  location  of  the  for¬ 
mer  French  Shriner  Shoe  Store.  The  Selectmen  felt  they  had  no  recourse  con¬ 
sidering  the  configuration  of  the  land,  and  the  fact  that  this  corner  is  listed  as 
one  of  the  most  dangerous  in  the  State. 

With  the  support  of  Senator  Keating, and  Representative  Sullivan,  the 
Norwood  Handicapped  Commission  became  involved  in  demands  to  make 
MBTA  vehicles  more  accessible  to  the  physically  disabled.  House  Bill  1990  and 
Sentate  Bill  1448  would  establish  a  Board  to  oversee  public  transportation.  A 
meeting  was  arranged  with  Governor  Dukakis. 

Because  of  lack  of  rain/snow  the  previous  winter,  and  an  extremely  dry 
spring  and  summer,  a  Drought  Contingency  Plan  was  initiated  by  the  Town,  at 
the  request  of  State  Officials.  The  Police  Department  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  were  authorized  to  take  action  against  residents  who  refused  to 
cooperate  with  the  cut-backs. 

The  Fire  Protection  Commission,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  John  R.  Hall, 
Jr.,  was  reactivated  through  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Committee  will  work 
with  the  Board  to  identify  a  mode  of  operation  that  fits  their  preference,  and 
with  Chief  Thomas  J.  Barry,  Jr.  to  assemble  materials  on  the  Norwood  Fire  De¬ 
partment  and  on  the  fire  protection  characteristics  of  the  Town.  This  Commit¬ 
tee  could  be  an  invaluable  resource  to  the  Town  in  regard  to  insurance  rates, 
and  could  add  to  the  expertise  of  the  Fire  Department  by  providing  additional 
ideas  and  relevant  data,  including  recommendations.  At  the  present  time,  they 
are  discussing  hazardous  materials,  including  suggestions  for  transportation  of 
these  materials  through  the  Town,  adequacy  of  water  supply  and  the  box  alarm 
system. 

Responding  to  complaints  received  from  residents  of  Victoria  Circle  regard¬ 
ing  all-day  parking  of  students’  cars  in  the  Circle  and  surrounding  streets,  “NO 
PARKING”  from  8:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.  signs,  except  for  Saturdays,  Sundays, 
and  Holidays,  were  posted  on  the  following,  or  portions  of  the  following  streets: 
Avon  Road,  Victoria  Circle  to  Downing  Street,  Bonney  Lane,  and  Buckingham 
Road. 

Because  of  traffic  problems  at  the  corner  of  Dean  Street  and  Washington 
Streets,  consultants  reviewed  options,  and  the  Board  agreed  to  a  temporary 
traffic  signal  at  that  location.  Subsequent  meetings  were  held  with  residents 
of  South  Norwood  +o  ask  for  the  opinion  of  property  owners  and  residents. 

Because  of  rates  imposed  by  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority, 
the  Town  of  Norwood  has  found  it  necessary  to  raise  additional  revenue  in 
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order  to  offset  local  water  and  sewer  department  increases  and  charges.  On 
recommendation  of  the  reconvened  Water  and  Sewer  Rate  Study  Committee, 
the  Selectmen  voted  to  adopt  a  two-step  ascending-block  rate;  to  increase 
the  frequency  of  billing  from  four  to  six  times  a  year,  with  the  meter  read  every 
other  time,  and  the  adoption  of  a  12%  per  annum  interest  on  unpaid  water  and 
sewer  balances,  effective  August  1,  1989. 

A  gala  retirement  party  was  held  in  honor  of  Justin  C.  Barton,  Town  Coun¬ 
sel,  on  October  26th,  and  was  attended  by  colleagues,  friends  and  associates. 
Mr.  Barton  retired  after  17  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  pursue 
his  private  practice.  All  in  all,  it  was  Justin’s  night,  and  the  evening  was  a  tribute 
to  this  dedicated  man. 

Michael  C.  Lehane,  Esquire,  of  the  firm  Murphy,  Hesse,  Toomey  and 
Lehane,  assumed  the  position  of  Norwood’s  Town  Counsel  on  November  1, 
1989. 

The  traditional  Fourth  of  July  Parade  was  greeted  by  residents  of  the  Town 
with  enthusiasm.  Much  hard  work  goes  into  the  planning  of  this  yearly  event  to 
celebrate  the  Birthday  of  our  Country,  and  the  thanks  go  to  the  Norwood  Jay- 
cees. 

Special  recognition  was  given  to  Jim  Capaldo,  our  Plumbing  Inspector,  for 
his  outstanding  efforts  in  preventing  a  major  catastrophe  at  Scoops  Ice  Cream, 
on  Route  1,  on  July  4,  1989. 

The  Christmas  Season  was  highlighted  by  a  “Welcome  Santa”  procession 
using  the  Town  Fire  Truck  and  Norwood  High  School  Marching  Band.  The 
Neponset  Choral  Society  and  the  High  School  Madrigals  added  to  the  spirit  of 
the  season  with  beautiful  vocal  renditions  of  traditional  music.  All  this  was 
followed  by  the  annual  tree-lighting  ceremony,  and  sponsored  under  the  auspices 
of  Norwood  Community,  Inc.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

Early  in  1989,  former  Town  Counsel  Justin  Barton,  Esq.  gave  notice  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  that  he  would  leave  that  post  before  year’s  end,  concluding 
seventeen  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  In  mid-year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
established  a  Town  Counsel  Screening  Committee  consisting  of  Robert  Capasso, 
Roger  Ferris,,  Esq.,  James  Hilliard,  Esq.,  John  F.  Kinnaly,  and  Gary  Lee,  Esq. 
The  Screening  Committee  evaluated  the  numerous  attorneys  and  law  firms  who 
expressed  interest  in  succeeding  Mr.  Barton,  and  recommended  three  finalists 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Following  evaluations  and  interviews  by  the  Board, 
the  undersigned  was  privileged  to  be  appointed  Town  Counsel,  and  formally 
took  up  those  duties  on  November  1 ,  1 989. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  to  the  townspeople  that  in  my  view  the  transi¬ 
tion  has  been  a  very  smooth  and  effective  one,  during  which  I  have  had  out¬ 
standing  cooperation  from  Mr.  Barton,  the  Department  heads,  General  Manager 
and  staff,  and  the  various  Boards  and  Commissions. 

The  Town  has  a  fairly  substantial  case  load  of  litigation  matters  pending 
in  state  and  federal  courts  alike.  In  addition,  there  are  a  great  many  non-litigation 
matters  in  an  active  status  as  well.  Each  of  these  is  being  attended  to  in  due 
course,  with  an  eye  to  resolution,  if  possible,  or  a  timely  trial,  if  that  is  necessary. 

The  Special  Town  Meeting,  which  began  on  January  1 1,  1990,  was  the  first 
which  I  had  attended  in  Norwood  as  Town  Counsel.  Again,  I  was  pleased  and 
gratified  by  the  committment  and  professionalism  which  characterized  the  way 
that  the  meeting  was  run,  the  participation  of  Town  Meeting  members,  and  the 
support  and  information  provided  by  Boards,  Committees,  and  staff.  The 
business  of  the  Town  was  conducted  with  concern  and  intelligence,  although  the 
absence  of  a  quorum  at  several  adjourned  sessions  made  the  meeting  unnecessarily 
long. 


The  intense  financial  pressures  on  all  municipalities  of  the  Commonwealth 
make  it  certain  that  difficult  and  painful  decisions  will  have  to  be  made.  These 
are  decisions  upon  which  persons  of  good  will  can  have  markedly  differing  views. 
The  fashion  in  which  these  considerations  are  resolved  and  the  positions 
ultimately  taken  are  matters  for  the  give  and  take  of  public  debate  and  the 
dynamics  of  the  political  process.  I  pledge  to  the  people  of  Norwood  that  my 
tenure  as  Town  Counsel  will  be  one  in  which  politics  will  be  left  to  the  political 
process  and  in  which  Town  Counsel’s  duties  will  be  carried  out  in  a  fair  and  im¬ 
partial  manner.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Norwood  Conservation  Commission  has  the  responsibility  to  protect 
the  wetlands  of  the  town  by  controlling  activities  which  remove,  fill,  dredge, 
or  alter  the  wetlands  or  have  a  significant  effect  on  wetland  values  including  pro¬ 
tection  of  public  or  private  water  supply,  protection  of  ground  water,  flood 
control,  erosion  control,  storm  damage  prevention,  water  pollution,  recreation, 
protection  of  land  contianing  shellfish,  fisheries,  wildlife,  wildlife  habitat  and 
aesthetics.  Once  developed,  the  wetlands  are  lost  to  the  town,  its  citizens,  and 
the  environment. 

The  Commission  was  established  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40,  sec.  8C  (1957),  Chapter  131,  section  40,  (1972)  Wetlands  Regula¬ 
tions^  10CMR  10.00  (1974)  and  the  Norwood  By-Law  XXV.  The  Commission 
has  enforcement  powers  under  both  state  and  local  law  with  the  power  to  issue 
Cease  and  Desist  and  Enforcement  Orders  and  can  require  developers  to  file 
a  Notice  of  Intent  for  projects  to  be  built  in  areas  subject  to  protection  of  the 
Wetlands  Protection  Act.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  Orders  of  Conditions 
issued  by  the  Commission  can  result  in  both  civil  and  criminal  penalties  and 
fines  up  to  $  1 ,000.00  a  day  can  be  imposed  by  the  state. 

A  new  state  law  allows  the  Conservation  Commission,  for  the  first  time 
in  its  history,  to  retain  approximately  half  of  the  fees  set  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection.  The  fees  charged  are  commensurate 
with  the  work  in  or  adjacent  to  a  wetland,  as  described  in  a  “Notice  of  Intent.” 
Fees  range  from  $55.00  to  $725.00  depending  upon  the  scope  of  the  proposed 
development  activity.  These  fees  ensure  that  the  Conservation  Commission  has 
the  resources  to  provide  detailed  project  review  and  to  issue  regulatory  decisions 
within  required  time  frames. 

Meetings  of  the  Commission  include  formal  hearings,  numerous  discussions 
about  proposed  projects  and  the  laws  relating  to  those  projects,  and  listening 
to  the  concerns  of  the  town’s  citizens.  In  addition,  many  hours  are  spent  reading 
maps,  reviewing  complex  development  plans,  understanding  hydrologic  analyses 
and  performing  inspections  at  developments  and  other  sites,  as  well  as  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  state  and  local  laws.  The  Conservation  Commission  is  the  only 
local  agency  that  does  not  have  professional  staff  to  assist  it  with  its  volunteer 
activities  and  repsonsibilities. 

Wetlands  are  natural  wonderlands  and  a  vital  link  between  land  and  water; 
these  are  bogs,  marshes  and  swamps,  areas  that  develop  between  open  water  and 
dry  land  and  are  most  common  on  floodplains  along  rivers  and  streams,  in  iso¬ 
lated  depressions  surrounded  by  dry  land,  and  along  the  margins  of  lakes  and 
ponds.  An  increased  understanding  of  ecological  processes  have  proven  wetlands 
as  valuable  natural  resources  that  provide  important  benefits  to  people  and  their 
environment;  including  improved  water  quality,  reduced  flood  and  storm 
damage,  and  increased  fish  and  wildlife  habitat. 
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Because  Norwood  has  a  major  river  flowing  through  the  town  with  its 
many  tributaries,  streams  and  brooks,  the  town  has  many  wetlands  and  much 
bordering  land  subject  to  flooding.  Areas  subject  to  protection  under  the  act 
include  any  bank,  freshwater  wetland,  coastal  wetland,  any  beach,  dune,  flat, 
marsh  or  swamp  bordering  on  the  ocean,  an  estuary,  any  creek,  river,  stream, 
pond  or  lake,  land  under  any  of  the  water  bodies  listed,  land  subject  to  tidal 
action,  coastal  storm  flowage  and  land  subject  to  flooding. 

Conservation  Commission  members  invite  you  to  enjoy  the  natural 
resource  wonders  of  properties  located  throughout  Norwood.  We  urge  you  to 
bring  your  family  for  picnics,  nature  walks,  family  sports,  family  reunions, 
as  well  as  birding  and  fishing  activities.  This  year  visit  the  Commission  property 
located  on  University  Avenue  adjacent  to  the  Neponset  River.  This  eighteen 
acre  heavily-treed  and  profusely-vegetated  land  is  one  of  the  rare  natural 
wonders  of  this  densely-populated  town.  The  land  was  donated  to  the  Com¬ 
mission  and  is  a  particularly  valuable  natural  resource  because  of  its  vegetation, 
wildlife,  wildlife  habitat,  and  its  location  in  the  fly  way  for  geese  and  birds 
during  migration.  This  is  the  ideal  place  to  bring  your  budding  botanist,  devoted 
nature  lover,  or  avid  fishermen. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Commission  saw  two  valuable  members,  Rick 
Hucksam  and  Jim  Kaiser,  leave  to  pursue  other  goals  and  at  the  same  time 
three  new  members  were  welcomed.  The  Commission  meets  on  the  first  and 
third  Wednesdays  of  the  month  with  the  yearly  schedule  posted  in  the  Town 
Clerk’s  office.  Please  come  and  participate  in  our  meetings  and  if  you  have  an 
expertise  in  biology,  botany,  hydrology,  geology  or  law,  we  would  welcome 
your  contributions  both  to  the  Commission  and  the  town.

Blood  Pressure  Clinics,  Glaucoma  Screenings,  Hearing  Tests,  Exercise  classes, 
Health  Insurance  Counseling,  The  Library  Program,  The  Senior  Center  Women’s 
Group,  Seminars  on  timely  subjects. 

Social  and  Recreational  programs  offered  include:  Christmas  Bazaar, 
Holiday  Parties,  Oil  Painting,  Bingo  and  Cribbage,  Line  Dancing,  Day  Trips, 
Crafts,  Monthly  Luncheons,  Penny  Sales. 

Services  provided  include:  Income  Tax  Assistance  (February  to  April), 
MBTA  PASS  program,  Newsletter  issued  monthly  listing  activities  at  the  center, 
Self-Help  Surplus  Food  Distribution,  Legal  Services,  Senior  ID  Cards,  Resource 
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Booklets  listing  area  services,  Driver  for  hospital  appointments,  Telephone  Re¬ 
assurance,  Advocacy  on  important  issues,  Counseling  for  seniors  and  their 
families. 

Our  Mini-Bus  provided  transportation  to  the  Senior  Center,  Elderly  Hous¬ 
ing  Complexes,  the  Nahatan  and  Peabody  Meal  sites  and  doctor  and  hospital 
visits  within  Norwood.  The  bus  also  takes  the  Seniors  food  shopping  from  the 
various  housing  units  four  days  a  week  and  to  the  Walpole  Mall  once  a  month. 
Bus  use  has  increased  and  we  are  looking  for  ways  to  improve  and  increase  bus 
service  even  further. 

The  Outreach  Program  has  grown  considerably  with  referrals  to  and  from 
HESSCO,  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  in  Foxboro,  the  Library  Outreach,  friends 
and  family  of  the  Seniors.  Susan  also  assists  clients  with  Fuel  Assistance,  and 
makes  hospital  and  home  visits.  Along  with  Valerie  McKenney  of  Foxboro 
Human  Services,  she  has  been  working  on  an  Alzeheimer’s  Alert  program  to  be 
put  in  place  in  cooperation  with  the  Norwood  Police  Department. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  our  dedicated  volunteers  who  have  donated  approx¬ 
imately  9,233  hours  of  service  this  year.  They  are  extremely  dedicated  and  give 
unselfishly  of  their  time  and  talents  at  the  Center.  Our  continued  success  is 
dependent  upon  this  fine  group  of  people. 

As  Director,  I  will  continue  in  my  efforts  to  determine  and  meet  the  needs 
of  the  Senior  population  in  Norwood.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Norwood  Council 
on  Aging,  The  Department  of  Public  Works,  The  Norwood  Recreation  Depart¬ 
ment  and  all  those  who  have  extended  their  help  to  me  in  1989.

DENTAL  CLINIC 

Maria  Krivoslokoff,  DMD,  Clinic  Dentist 
Kathleen  Cahalane,  Dental  Assistant 

The  Clinic  Dentist  examines  all  children  in  grades  one  through  six  in  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  and  St.  Catherine’s  Parochial  School.  With  parental 
approval,  the  children  needing  dental  care  are  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic.  The 
treatments  include  cleanings,  plaque  control,  dental  hygiene  instruction,  fillings 
and  emergency  treatments  for  special  needs.  A  total  of  250  children  were  seen. 
The  Dental  Clinic  also  offers  a  sealant  program  for  children  in  grades  two  and 
six.  Sealants  are  a  plastic  resin  that  prevents  tooth  decay  when  applied  to  molars. 
One  hundred  fifty  sealants  were  placed  on  molars. 
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SCHOOL  NURSING  SERVICES  -  ST.  CATHERINES 

John  O’Day,  School  Physician 
Anna  Tobin,  R.N.,  School  Nurse 

In  accordance  with  the  school  immunization  laws,  booster  doses  of  neces¬ 
sary  vaccines  are  given.  Parents  are  notified  of  necessary  vaccines. 

All  children  are  given  the  Massachusetts  Visition  Test  every  year  to  screen 
them  for  visual  defects.  Children  that  fail  the  test  are  referred  to  an  ophthal¬ 
mologist  for  further  examination.  All  children  are  given  an  audiometer  test. 
Children  failing  this  test  are  referred  to  an  ear  specialist  for  further  treatment. 
A  scoliosis  screening  was  held  for  children  in  grades  5-9.  This  is  not  a  diagnostic 
service,  but  a  program  to  identify  young  people  who  should  have  further  medical 
evaluation.  If  any  unusual  findings  are  detected,  the  parent  is  asked  to  consult 
their  family  physician.

In  1989,  the  Board  continued  its  program  to  reduce  the  risk  of  cardio¬ 
vascular  disease  by  sponsoring  cholesterol  screening  in  conjunction  with  the 
Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks.  A  total  of  870  persons  were  screened  during  April  and 
September.  There  has  been  approximately  a  6%  decrease  in  elevated  cholesterol 
levels  among  participants  since  the  onset  of  this  program. 

A  Melanoma  and  Skin  Cancer  Screening  was  held  in  the  spring.  The  pro¬ 
gram  was  sponsored  by  the  American  Academy  of  Dermatology,  the  American 
Cancer  Society,  and  the  Board  of  Health.  Dr.  Allen  Berline  and  Dr.  Deborah 
Spitz  were  in  attendance  and  screened  48  people. 

A  Diabetic  Eye  Screening  Program  was  offered  to  persons  with  Diabetes 
who  did  not  have  an  eye  exam  in  the  past  year.  The  program  was  sponsored 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  Dr.  Couch  examined  23  people. 
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A  Cardiovascular  Risk  Screening  Program  was  held  at  the  Norwood  High 
School  for  senior  students.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  students  took  part 
in  the  program. 

PCB  Blood  Testing  was  held  for  residents  in  proximity  to  the  Grant  Gear 
Superfund  Site.  All  blood  levels  were  within  normal  range. 

A  swimming  pool  seminar  was  conducted  for  all  public  and  semi-public 
swimming  pool  operators. 

Radon  test  kits  were  again  offered  for  sale.  A  total  of  100  kits  were  pur¬ 
chased  and  13  elevated  levels  were  reported. 

The  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  neeted  715  gallons  of 
waste  oil,  8  tons  of  automotive  &  truck  tires,  and  34  drums  of  organic  liquids, 
pesticides,  paint,  chemicals  and  solvents.

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  is  a  private  non-profit  corporation 
governed  by  a  citizen  Board  of  Directors  who  represent  each  of  the  twelve  towns 
in  its  service  area:  Canton,  Dedham,  Foxboro,  Medfield,  Millis,  Norfolk, 
Norwood,  Plainville,  Sharon,  Walpole,  Westwood  and  Wrentham. 

The  major  programs  of  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  available 
to  Norwood  residents  are: 

CUTLER  COUNSELING  CENTER  has  a  fully  licensed  staff  of  social  workers, 
psychologists  and  psychiatrists  bringing  together  a  rich  variety  of  skills  and  ex¬ 
perience  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  services  to  children,  adolescents,  and  adults 
of  all  ages.  In  order  to  be  most  responsive  to  individual  needs  and  community 
concerns,  Cutler  Center  is  organized  into  specialized  programs  offering  services 
in  the  following  areas:  Intake  and  Emergency;  Family  and  Children;  Alcohol 
and  Substance  Abuse;  Chronic  Care;  Psychiatry;  Adult;  Senior  Care;  Psycho¬ 
logical  Testing;  Assertiveness  Training;  Separation  and  Divorce;  and  Families  of 
Substance  Abusers.  In  the  Alcohol  and  Substance  Abuse  Program,  a  significant 
affiliation  has  been  forged  with  the  NORCAP  Center  providing  a  most  compre¬ 
hensive  approach  to  the  treatment  of  substance  abuse.  Each  program  offers 
specialized  groups  and  services,  such  as  the  Parent-Toddler  Program,  an 
educational  and  supportive  experience  for  parents  and  their  children  from  birth 
to  age  3;  and  the  Gym  Program,  a  unique  blend  of  counseling  and  physical 
activity  for  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15. 

Other  programs  include  the  Widowed  Lifeline  offering  comfort,  under¬ 
standing,  and  friendship  to  men  and  women  at  any  stage  of  widowhood;  Project 
HIRE,  a  sheltered  vocational  rehabilitation  facility  for  people  with  emotional, 
developmental  or  physical  handicaps.  Programs  include  diagnostic  evaluations, 
electronic  skill  training,  work  adjustment  training  and  counseling,  sheltered 
long-term  employment,  and  transitional  employment  and  job  placement;  Parent- 
Aide  Program,  offering  trained  and  supervised  volunteer  aides  who  provide  one- 
to-one  help  to  clients  in  the  community,  families  and  individuals  in  crisis,  victims 
of  domestic  violence,  and  parents  at  risk  of  abusing  and  neglecting  their  children; 
Community  Education  Programs:  The  staff  of  Cutler  Center  is  available  to  pro¬ 
vide  talks,  workshops  and  consultation  on  a  wide  variety  of  mental  health 
related  topics.  These  services  are  available  to  community  agencies,  civic  organiza¬ 
tions,  business  and  industry,  schools  and  the  court  system.  In  addition,  com¬ 
munity  education  programs  on  such  topics  as  stress  management,  assertiveness 
training  and  clinical  issues  are  held  periodically  throughout  the  year. 

Cutler  Counseling  Center  currently  has  offices  in  Norwood  and  Wrentham 
with  the  Wrentham  office  providing  the  full  range  of  services  offered  by  the 
Norwood  office. 
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During  the  Fiscal  Year  1989,  Cutler  Counseling  Center  provided  direct 
services  to  approximately  674  people  from  Norwood.  The  total  value  of  these 
services  was  $368,152  of  which  the  Town  of  Norwood  allocated  $14,855. 

In  the  past  year,  people  from  Norwood  who  came  to  us  for  assistance 
were  often  referred  by  friends,  neighbors,  family,  clergy,  school,  physicians,  or 
community  agencies.  The  most  common  requests  for  help  concerned  such  prob¬ 
lems  as  depression  and  anxiety,  difficulties  in  marriage  or  family  relations, 
school  or  behavior-related  problems,  drugs  and  alcohol,  and  acute  or  chronic 
mental  illness.

The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a 
system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective,  and  economically 
feasible.

Director,  one  Rental  Assistance  Program  Coordinator,  one  Bookkeeper/ 
Computer  Operator,  one  Clerk/Typist,  One  Maintenance  Supervisor  and  seven 
Maintenance  Laborers. 


The  duties  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  the  objective  of  Public 
Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing  to  families 
and  elderly  persons  of  low  and  moderate  incomes  at  rents  they  can  afford.  The 
primary  function  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  to  administer  public 
housing  programs  within  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  to  recommend  and  apply 
for  financial  assistance  to  State  and  Federal  Agencies  for  new  developments, 
when  they  are  determined  to  be  needed. 

The  Authority  administers  a  662  housing  program  within  the  town.  Of 
this  total,  481  units  are  located  in  buildings  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Authority.  The  remaining  181  units  are  privately  owned  and  leased  under  either 
the  Federal  Section  8  or  State  707  Rental  Assistance  programs.  Within  its  owned 
units  the  Authority  has  389  units  of  elderly,  17  units  specifically  designed  for 
the  handicapped  and  75  units  for  families. 

During  the  past  year  the  Authority  completed  the  following  moderniza¬ 
tion  projects:  installation  of  a  fire  alarm  system,  repaired  roofs  and  gutters,  and 
made  extensive  repairs  to  sidewalks  at  our  state-aided  elderly  developments, 
installed  new  windows  at  the  Willow  Wood  Terrace  and  Washington  Height 
developments,  and  upgraded  the  electric  service  to  all  buildings  at  Washington 
Heights.  The  Authority  is  currently  working  to  replace  all  exterior  doors  at 
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Washington  Heights.  At  the  Frank  L.  Walsh  Housing  for  the  Elderly,  design  plans 
are  being  prepared  for  the  installation  of  an  elevator  and  some  exterior  repair 
work. 

For  the  7th  straight  year,  the  Authority’s  administrative  staff  has  received 
a  commendable  rating  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Develop¬ 
ment  under  its  Management  Incentive  program.  The  Authority  is  proud  of  the 
fine  job  being  done  by  its  Executive  Director  and  his  staff. 

At  this  time  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  its  sincere  thanks  to  the 
various  town  officials  and  others  who  have  contributed  time  and  effort  to 
assist  the  Authority  in  making  this  past  year  a  successful  one.

1989  was  an  exciting  year  at  The  Morrill  Memorial  Library.  While  continuing 
to  provide  the  basic  services  to  Norwood  residents,  the  library  began  preparation 
for  membership  in  the  Minuteman  Library  Network,  expanded  some  newer  pro¬ 
grams,  and  had  important  improvements  made  to  the  building  and  its  furnishings. 

The  Minuteman  Library  Network,  which  provides  automated  library 
services  to  24  public  and  college  libraries,  invited  Norwood  to  join.  The  library 
staff  and  trustees  thank  Town  Meeting  members  for  supporting  our  membership. 
Automation  will  provide  Norwood  residents  with  more  efficient  and  effective 
library  service  and  access  to  more  than  two  million  volumes.  Our  goal  is  to  have 
the  library  “on-line”  in  1991. 

The  library’s  basic  collection  of  books,  periodicals  and  recordings  was 
strengthened.  Videocassettes,  audio  cassettes  and  compact  discs  are  extremely 
popular.  A  grant,  valued  at  $3000,  from  the  MacArthur  Foundation  provided 
the  library  with  ten  series  of  programs  previously  shown  on  PBS.  The  Norwood 
Community  Cable  Corporation  has  begun  a  deposit  collection  of  local  program¬ 
ming  on  videos  which  is  available  at  the  library. 

Programs  for  children  and  adults  were  provided  throughout  the  year. 
A  full-house  enjoyed  The  Bards,  a  group  of  Irish  folk  singers,  last  spring.  During 
the  summer,  children  were  kept  busy  with  their  reading  club.  The  theme  this 
year,  “Hats  Off  to  Young  Readers,”  was  highlighted  by  the  presentation  of 
hats,  courtesy  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  to  children  who  had  read  ten  books. 
Summerfare  provided  adults  with  innovative  programs  on  crafts  and  collecti¬ 
bles.  This  fall,  a  program  featuring  local  poets  reading  from  their  works,  was 
sponsored  by  the  library  and  partially  funded  through  a  grant  from  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  as  administered  by  the  Norwood  Arts  Council. 

Story  hours  for  children  age  three  to  five  continue  to  be  popular  and  were 
offered  during  the  spring  and  fall.  The  children’s  librarian  works  closely  with 
the  public  schools  to  supplement  the  library  services  available  to  the  children. 
She  also  presents  programs  for  the  Latch  Key  Program  at  the  Cleveland  School. 

The  library  building  itself  received  its  First  major  repair  since  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  front  addition  in  1966.  The  tar  and  gravel  flat  roof  areas  were 
replaced  with  a  new  rubber  roof.  More  work  on  the  tile  roof  and  gutters  is 
planned.  New  easy  chairs  were  purchased  for  the  first  and  second  floor. 


Thanks  to  a  generous  donation,  renovation  was  begun  on  the  Reading 
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Room  which  included  repainting,  refinishing  the  old  tables,  and  purchase  of 
some  new  furniture.  More  changes  are  planned  for  1990. 

The  library’s  Outreach  program  provides  weekly  programs  and  bimonthly 
book  collection  deposits  to  local  nursing  homes,  the  Senior  Center  and  the 
Norfolk  Day  Activity  Center.  Twenty  shut-ins  receive  individual  delivery  of 
books.  The  library  is  proud  of  this  program  and  encourages  Norwood  residents 
to  contact  the  library  for  more  information. 

Another  innovative  service  is  the  Eleanor  H.  Monahan  Literacy  Volunteer 
program.  Confidential,  individual  instruction  either  in  basic  English  or  English 
as  a  second  language  is  provided  by  volunteer  tutors.  During  1989  the  library 
held  four  training  sessions,  training  102  tutors. 

In  addition,  two  grants  were  received  to  provide  a  computer  lab  for  use 
by  students  and  tutors.  A  grant,  federally  funded  with  LSCA  Title  I  funds 
through  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  enabled  the  library 
to  purchase  an  Apple  II  GS  computer  and  software.  An  additional  grant  from 
Analog  Devices  paid  for  the  renovation  of  an  attic  room  in  the  library  to  house 
the  computers.  The  library  welcomes  calls  from  people  who  would  like  to 
become  tutors  or  receive  tutoring. 

The  Friends  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  continues  to  flourish.  They 
sponsored  programs  for  adults  and  children,  donated  money  to  buy  training 
materials  for  the  Literacy  program,  put  on  the  popular  and  lucrative  annual 
book  sale  and  provided  help  at  Town  Meeting  time  and  throughout  the  year. 
Their  support,  both  tangible  and  intangible,  is  vital  to  the  library  and  we  thank 
them.  Also  among  our  friends,  we  number  the  Norwood  Women’s  Community 
Committee  members.  We  thank  them  for  their  support  through  purchase  of  the 
New  England  Aquarium  membership,  and  their  willingness  to  supplement  the 
library  budget  for  other  special  needs. 

The  library’s  goal  is  to  provide  the  best  library  services  to  meet  Norwood’s 
informational,  educational  and  recreational  needs.  We  are  pleased  that  the  town 
has  realized  the  economy  of  providing  residents  with  a  well-funded  library.  We 
are  also  happy  that  the  library’s  innovative  and  highly  visible  special  programs 
have  enabled  us  to  attract  private  and  corporate  donations  to  supplement  our 
appropriated  budget.  The  library  staff  and  trustees  would  like  to  encourage  all 
Norwood  residents  to  use  the  library.  If  you  have  not  been  in  the  library  during 
the  last  year,  we  extend  a  special  invitation  to  you  to  visit  us.

1990,  we  plan  to  complete  the  Winter  Street  feeder  and  Pleasant  Street  feeder  portions 
project,  as  well  as  the  cable  on  Neponset  Street.  The  department  is  also  continuing  it: 
lighting  conversion  program  by  replacing  incandescent  and  mercury  street  lights  witl 
efficient  high  pressure  sodium  lamps  to  increase  town  lighting  levels.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

1989  was  an  active  year  for  the  Planning  Board,  continuing  with  the 
Master  Plan  and  the  Route  1  Corridor  Study.  Elected  officers  of  the  Board  in 
April  were  Paul  J.  Donohue  as  Chairman,  E.  William  Bamber  as  Vice  Chairman, 
and  William  P.  O’Donnell  as  Clerk.  The  remaining  Board  members  are  Rudith 
Berkowitz  and  Anne  T.  Lydon. 

Work  on  the  Route  1  Corridor  Study  continued.  This  work  was  funded 
by  a  Strategic  Planning  Grant  from  the  Commonwealth  ($27,000)  and  $5,000 
from  the  Master  Plan  Consultant  Account.  Mr.  Philip  B.  Herr  of  P.B.  Herr  & 
Associates  of  Newton  was  the  Board’s  consultant  for  this  project.  One  major 
part  of  the  study  was  a  “build-out”  analysis  or  an  evaluation  of  the  total 
development  that  can  be  built  along  Rte.  1.  Under  current  zoning  constraints 
(lot  coverage  and  maximum  height),  64,000,000  square  feet  theoretically  could 
be  constructed  on  all  the  lots  having  frontage  on  Route  1.  Mr.  Herr’s  research 
found  the  realistic  maximum  “build-out”  (accounting  for  parking,  building  set¬ 
backs,  etc.)  was  8  million  square  feet  or  twice  the  development  presently  along 
the  road.  Even  twice  the  present  development  far  exceeds  the  number  of  cars 
that  Route  1  is  capable  of  carrying  safely.  Mr.  Herr  also  identified  “redevelop¬ 
ment”  or  (increasing  the  intensity  of  the  existing  use  on  a  lot)  rather  than  new 
development  in  the  few  unbuilt  areas  fronting  on  Rte.  1  as  a  major  issue  to  be 
considered.  Finally,  rezoning  petitions  for  all  the  land  zoned  THA  Truck 
Highway  A  and  THB  Truck  Highway  B  were  proposed. 

Work  on  the  Master  Plan  itself  —  the  overall  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
Town  —  continued.  These  activities  included  the  proposals  for  revising  the 
Town’s  Zoning  Bylaw,  the  first  such  overall  revision  since  the  early  sixties. 
Activities  also  including  a  series  of  Public  Workshops,  one  on  Rte.  1  issues  in 
February,  signs  in  March,  and  four  neighborhood  meetings  in  the  Fall.  Over 
150  citizens  attended  these  events  and  provided  comment  on  the  on-going 
Master  Plan  work.  Bruce  Campbell  and  Assoc.,  a  Boston  traffic  engineering 
firm,  worked  with  Mr.  Herr  to  perform  a  traffic  study  for  the  Town  as  a  whole, 
identifying  potential  problems  and  looking  at  the  Town  roadways  as  a  system. 

In  the  Spring  of  1989,  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  Citizen  Survey  was 
sent  to  all  residential  households  in  Town.  Survey  questions  were  developed  by 
the  Planning  Board  and  its  staff.  The  purpose  of  the  survey  was  to  ascertain  the 
concerns  of  the  Town’s  residents  and  to  provide  policy  direction  to  the  Planning 
Board  and  Master  Plan.  The  survey  questions  were  devised  to  ask  people  how 
they  perceive  development  around  the  Town,  both  in  general  (a  sense  of  how 
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much  development)  and  in  specific  areas.  In  addition,  the  Board  wanted  to  give 
the  respondents  the  ability  to  comment  on  any  issue  of  concern.  Nearly  three 
thousand  or  29%  of  the  surveys  were  returned,  giving  the  Board  a  statistically 
significant  picture  of  the  attitudes  of  the  Town  regarding  development  and 
zoning  issues.  In  November,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
a  similar  survey  was  distributed  to  the  business  community. 

Ongoing  Planning  Board  activities  included  a  review  of  the  Subdivision 
Rules  and  Regulations.  Fees  for  a  variety  of  Planning  Board  applications  were 
raised  for  the  first  time  in  thirteen  years.  Several  Public  Hearings  were  held  on 
the  merits  of  revised  sections  and  the  new  fee  schedule.  Much  effort  was  devoted 
to  the  problem  of  the  certification  of  roads  “used  and  maintained  as  public 
ways”  as  a  requirement  for  legal  frontage  for  buildable  lots  under  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Subdivision  approvals  continued,  with  Hazelwood 
Meadows  (a  twenty  lot  residential  subdivision  at  the  ends  of  Hazelwood  and 
Meadow  Streets)  and  University  Hill  (a  two  lot  subdivision  on  University 
Avenue)  approved.  Preliminary  plans  were  submitted  for  River  Ridge  II  and 
Norwood  Orchard  (the  former  Bird  property  on  Mylod  Street).  Much  effort  was 
spent  on  trying  to  get  long-approved  subdivisions  completed. 

Petitions  for  rezonings,  both  by  landowners  and  the  Board’s  own  initiative, 
continued.  These  included  several  petitions  along  Route  1,  including  the  Board’s 
proposals  for  the  eighteen  THA/THB  districts  that  have  been  essentially  unzoned 
since  1963,  and  a  petition  on  Vernon  Street.  There  were  several  Zoning  Bylaw 
change  petitions  —  parking  garage  clarification,  open  lot  storage,  and  five- 
member  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (all  petitioned  by  the  Selectmen)  and  clarifica¬ 
tion  of  the  Sign  Bylaw.  In  December,  the  Board  held  fourteen  Public  Hearings 
for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  1990. 

The  Board’s  staff  were  Sharon  Wason,  Town  Planner,  and  Helen  Farinacci, 
Secretary.  Michael  Hudson,  a  recent  graduate  of  the  Planning  School  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  assisted  the  Board  with  Master  Plan  projects,  including 
the  Citizen  Survey.  The  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  the  Town 
Engineer,  Walter  Ryan,  during  1989.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERMANENT  BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 

1989  CALENDAR  YEAR 

This  is  the  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Permanent  Building  Con¬ 
struction  Committee. 

The  Seven  members  of  this  Committee  are  appointed  for  three  year  terms 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  and  the  Town  Moderator  who  act  as  the  appointing  authority.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  meets  one  night  a  week  or  as  often  as  necessary  in  order  to  review  current 
Town  Projects  under  construction  or  to  study  plans  and  proposals  for  future 
projects.  This  past  year  the  Committee  started  the  renovation  of  the  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  Building  located  at  206  Central  Street  and  resolved 
the  arbitration  hearings  between  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the  contractor  for 
the  Senior  High  School  Renovation. 

The  status  of  the  Committee  changed  when  Paul  S.  Riccardi  submitted 
his  resignation  on  June  9,  1989.  Chairman  Theodore  J.  Callahan  accepted  the 
resignation  with  regret.  Mr.  John  J.  MacLeod,  our  newest  member,  was  appoint¬ 
ed  on  July  29,  1989. 


Summary  of  Projects 

1.  RENOVATION  OF  THE  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT  BUILDING  -  On 
April  27,  1989,  the  Committee  voted  to  award  the  renovation  of  the  Light 
Department  Building  to  Paul  A.  Demusz,  Inc.  for  the  sum  of  $425,960.00.  The 
contract  was  signed  on  May  4,  1989  and  construction  was  started  on  May  5th. 
The  project  was  undertaken  in  order  to  modernize  the  environmental  systems, 
improve  the  functionality  of  the  interior  floor  plan  and  to  make  the  building 
accessible  for  handicapped  persons.  Several  floor  plans  were  investigated  which 
included  placing  the  Billing  Department  on  the  first  floor  in  order  to  avoid 
placing  an  elevator  in  the  building.  However,  in  checking  with  the  State  Barrier 
Code,  the  Committee  concluded  that  access  to  the  Engineering  Department, 
scheduled  to  be  located  on  the  second  floor,  still  required  that  an  elevator  be 
installed  in  the  building.  This  being  the  case,  it  was  felt  that  costs  could  be  mini¬ 
mized  if  the  Billing  Department  remained  on  the  second  floor  and  the  Engineer¬ 
ing  Department  relocated  to  the  first  floor.  The  renovation  work  is  scheduled 
for  completion  in  the  Spring  of  1990. 

2.  RESOLUTION  OF  THE  ARBITRATION  HEARING  BETWEEN  THE 
GENERAL  CONTRACTOR  AND  THE  TOWN  INVOLVING  THE  SENIOR 
HIGH  SCHOOL  RENOVATION  —  After  three  years  of  discussions  and  the  start 
of  formal  arbitration  hearings  between  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  Anchor  Con¬ 
struction  Co.,  the  issues  were  resolved.  During  the  past  year,  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  have  been  working 
together  in  order  to  complete  some  of  the  unfinished  projects  at  the  High  School. 
Funding  for  the  completion  of  the  renovation  effort  is  coming  from  unspent 
mcney  remaining  from  the  original  contract.  Many  items  which  the  Committee 
felt  were  left  undone  by  the  contractor  have  now  been  successfully  completed. 
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The  effort  to  complete  the  High  School  renovation  is  ongoing,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  all  renovation  work  will  be  done  in  the  1990  calendar  year.

Center:”,  strong  opinions  were  received,  as  69.5%  responded  “No”  to 
“More  office  structures”;  59.4%  responded  “Yes”  to  “More  stores”; 
73.4%  responded  “No”  to  “fewer  stores”;  68.5%  responded  “No”  to 
“more  apartments  and  residential  uses”;  and  56.2%  responded  “No”  to 
“more  mixed  uses  (combined  residential  and  commercial  uses  in  one 
building)”. 

*  To  question  “What  best  describes  your  impression  of  Route  1  develop¬ 
ment”,  34.8%  responded  “It’s  damaging  to  the  Town”  while  the  combined 
responses  for  “It’s  beneficial  to  the  Town”  —  36.0%  and  “It’s  okay” 
-25.5%  totaled  61.5%. 

*  When  asked  to  rank  six  characteristics  of  Route  1  (three  that  may  be 
deemed  “positive”  and  three  “negative”),  “Property  tax  benefits  to  the 
Town”  was  the  predominate  first  choice. 

*  When  asked  “What  types  of  development  would  you  prefer  to  see  in  the 
*  undeveloped  areas  of  Route  1”,  “Office  buildings”  ranked  first,  and  “Auto 

dealers  and  auto  businesses”  ranked  last. 

*  Respondents  ranked  “No  additional  development  around  the  airport” 

first  when  asked  to  rank  various  types  of  development  for  the  undeveloped 
land  around  the  airport. 

*  When  asked  to  rank  six  “...possible  Town  actions”,  “Reserve  more  open 
space”  ranked  first,  while  “Widen  roads  and  change  intersections”  ranked 
last. 

*  58.8%  responded  “Yes”  to  “Do  you  think  that  resources  for  zoning 
enforcement  should  be  increased.” 

*  An  overwhelming  70.6%  responded  “No”  when  asked  “Do  you  think 
Norwood  currently  has  enough  conservation,  recreation,  and  open  space 
land:”,  and  67.7%  responded  “Yes”  when  asked  if  the  “...Town  should

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

Please  accept  my  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1989. 

Construction  projects  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  were  relatively  light  as 
compared  to  previous  years. 

As  a  result  of  a  liquid  asphalt  spill  on  the  easterly  side  of  Dean  Street  at 
Neponset  Street,  it  was  necessary  to  remove  and  replace  approximately  1,400 
feet  of  12”  and  15”  concrete  drain  lines  and  appurtenant  manholes  and  catch 
basins  on  Dean  Street  and  Richland  Road.  The  existing  drainage  systems  had 
become  obstructed  or  partially  obstructed  by  this  spill.  All  underground  work 
has  been  completed  and  this  area  will  be  resurfaced  from  curb  to  curb  in  the 
Spring  of  1990. 

In  order  to  deviate  the  drainage  problems  in  the  Lane  Drive  area,  the 
Town  awarded  the  Phase  I  of  the  Lane  Drive  Construction  Project  to  C.J.P.  and 
Sons  Contracting.  Under  supervision  of  the  Engineering  Department,  150  feet 
of  36”  RCP,  195  feet  of  24”  RCP,  210  feet  of  18”  RCP,  and  85  feet  of  RCP 
pipe  was  installed  in  the  Lane  Drive,  Wood  Drive  and  Bruce  Road  area.  We  will 
monitor  this  area  for  the  up  coming  year  and  hopefully  Phase  II  of  this  project 
will  not  be  necessary. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  Public  Works  as  one  of  their  Highway  Projects 
was  responsible  for  the  widening  of  Washington  Street  at  Everett  Street.  This 
eliminated  a  major  rush  hour  back  up  at  this  intersection  and  made  the  traffic 
flow  more  smoothly. 

Our  Street  and  Sidewalk  Programs  have  been  an  asset  to  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood.  Again  this  year  we  have  resurfaced  over  four  miles  of  roadway,  five  miles 
of  sidewalks  and  did  8,630  square  yeards  of  cold  planning.  We  have  also  installed 
over  3,000  feet  of  bituminous  concrete  berm. 

Some  of  the  other  projects  we  have  been  involved  with  an  should  be  out  to 
bid  in  1990  are  the  Walpole-Wilson  Street  Urban  System  Project,  Infiltration  and 
Inflow  Studies,  Dean  and  Washington  Street  traffic  signals  and  Landfill  Closure, 
as  well  as  the  Airport  Relief  Sewer.  We  have  also  had  monthly  meetings  on  the 
new  Neponset  Valley  Relief  Sewer. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  men  of  this  department  for  the  profes¬ 
sionalism  they  have  shown  in  the  past  year.  Some  of  the  projects  they  have  com¬ 
pleted  such  as  the  Valve  Replacement  Program,  the  installation  of  the  Chapel 
Street  fence,  and  out  Town  wide  Planting  Programs  help  to  show  the  character 
of  the  Department. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  you  Mr.  Carroll,  and  all 
the  other  Department  Heads  that  have  helped  make  my  job  a  little  easier  in  the 
past  year.

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The  Highway  Asphalt  Crew  used  a  total  of  492  tons  of  bituminous  con¬ 
crete  in  caring  for  all  roadway  hazzards,  service  tranches  and  citizen  complaints. 


The  Highway  Sign  Crew  made  up  and  installed  566  street  and  traffic  con¬ 
trol  signs.  They  have  also  been  responsible  for  removing  grafitti  from  our  bridges, 
walkways,  and  benches.  Benches  were  made  and  installed  at  Hartshorns  swale 
and  barrels  were  maintained  throughout  the  business  district.

A  total  of  3.9  miles  of  roadway  has  been  resurfaced  in  1989.  An  additional 
5  miles  of  bituminous  sidewalks  were  also  resurfaced. 


In  order  to  eliminate  congestion  and  increase  traffic  flow,  Washington 
Street  at  Everett  Street  has  been  widened  for  a  distance  of  435  feet.  A  total  of 
415  feetof  granite  curbing  had  to  be  removed  and  replaced  to  complete  this  pro¬ 
ject. 


FORESTRY  DIVISION 

The  Crews  have  planted  92  street  and  ornamental  trees  throughout  the 
community.  All  were  fertilized  and  pruned  as  needed. 

In  addition  to  tree  plantings,  62  trees  were  removed  by  Town  forces  or 
by  private  contractors  and  53  stumps  were  removed. 
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This  Crew  also  cut  a  line  for  the  installation  of  a  protective  fence  along  the 
Meadowbrook  area. 


PARK  DIVISION 


The  Parks  Crews  have  maintained  our  ballfields  in  a  professional  manner 
through  out  the  playing  season.  All  fields  were  limed  and  fertilized  on  a  regular 
schedule.  All  planters  and  flower  beds  were  cared  for  daily. 

The  Parks  Crew  planted  50  Arborvities.  Twenty-six  were  planted  along 
Nahatan  Street  and  24  were  planted  along  the  dump  road. 

This  Crew  also  dug  out  and  installed  new  playground  equipment  at  the 
Ellis  ballfield  as  well  as  assisting  the  Lion’s  Club  with  the  new  Tot  Lot  at  Bond 
Street. 


CEMETERY  DIVISION 


In  the  past  year,  the  Cemetery  Crew  prepared  and  conducted  249  inter¬ 
ments. 

Foundations  were  dug  and  poured  for  68  new  monuments. 

Fifty-five  Veteran’s  markers  have  been  installed  as  well  as  seven  private 
markers. 

At  the  request  of  lot  owners,  68  bushes  that  were  badly  overgrown,  have 
been  removed  and  all  areas  havebeen  reseeded. 

Old  Parish  Cemetery  has  been  mowed  and  trimmed  as  time  permits. 


WATER  DIVISION

Weekly  water  samples  are  taken  from  10  locations  and  delivered  to  the 
Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  laboratory  for  analysis.  In  addition, 
on  two  occasions  last  year,  water  samples  were  brought  to  state  laboratories  in 
Lawrence  for  more  detailed  testing. 

The  addition  of  zinc  potassium  polyphosphate,  to  inhibit  corrosion  in 
water  system,  continued  during,  1989.  The  pilot  program  has  been  extended  in 
1990  to  further  study  its  effectiveness  on  reducing  iron  levels  in  the  distribution 
system. 

Flushing  of  water  mains,  by  the  operation  of  hydrants  in  specific  locations, 
was  conducted  as  required. 

Prior  to  street  resurfacing  on  Railroad  Avenue,  Water  Department  person¬ 
nel  replaced  18  water  services  beneath  the  pavement. 

Hydrant  inspection  was  conducted  during  the  fall  and  early  winter  months. 
Hydrant  painting  was  performed  during  the  summer.

The  people  of  Norwood  participated  in  the  various  programs  of  the 
Recreation  Department  in  increasing  numbers  in  1989;  all  facilities  were  used  to 
a  maximum.  It  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Recreation  Department  staff  that  the 
success  was  enjoyed  during  the  year.  Their  enthusiastic  approach  to  their  work 
provided  the  motivation  so  necessary  to  stimulate  and  sustain  the  interest  of 
participants  in  programs  and  activities;  without  this,  the  finest  of  programs 
cannot  succeed. 

The  Civic  Center  again  was  the  focus  of  both  programs  and  meetings  for 
the  recreation  and  town  sponsored  groups.  Programs  and  activities  offered  at  th 
the  Center  are:  Senior  Exercise,  morning  and  evening  Aerobics,  Golf,  Knitting, 
Teen  Jazzercise,  Karate,  Tap,  Ballet,  Photography,  Yoga,  Volleyball,  Line  and 
Ballroom  Dancing,  Boxing,  and  Mother/Toddler  Play  Day.  Special  events  were 
also  offered  at  various  times  during  the  year  such  as  holiday  dances  for  junior 
high  age  students,  Halloween  party  for  elementary  age  children,  along  with  trips 
and  skiing  lessons  at  Blue  Hills. 

The  Civic  Center  assisted  various  community  groups  and  individuals  during 
the  year  in  matters  relating  to  recreation.  The  department  also  cooperated  with 
other  Civic  groups  with  their  programs  such  as  the  Elk’s  National  Free  Throw, 
Norwood  Basketball  Association,  etc.  Making  use  of  the  meeting  rooms  for 
organizational  meetings  were  many  athletic  groups  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth, 
youth  hockey  and  soccer,  men’s  softball  and  basketball  leagues.  Local  groups 
using  the  rooms  were  Norwood  Arts  Association,  Norfolk  Human  Services,  Up 
Town  Merchants,  Republican  Town  Committee  and  various  town  departments 
with  whom  this  department  has  contact  during  the  past  years. 

The  department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  many  varied  and 
interesting  programs.  The  list  of  activities  ranged  from  special  events  like  Wilder¬ 
ness  Camp,  Play  Camps,  Preschool  Summer  Camp,  Hershey  Track  and  Field, 
Arts  and  Crafts.  The  Play  Camps  opened  on  Monday,  June  26th  and  closed  on 
Friday,  August  18th.  The  Special  Needs  program  opened  on  Tuesday,  July  5th 
and  concluded  on  Friday,  August  12th  for  its  six  weeks  session.  Besides  their 
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daily  routine  and  swimming,  the  children  enjoyed  trips  once  a  week. 

In  addition  to  these  more  or  less  formal  programs,  the  Play  Camps  con¬ 
ducted  many  activities  on  an  individual  basis.  Flexibility  is  the  key  note  of  our 
general  program  rather  than  a  formal  rigid  program.  A  popular  activity  at  one 
area  may  not  be  popular  at  another,  so  the  day  activities  are  more  or  less  dic¬ 
tated  by  the  children  attending  Play  Camp. 

The  two  outdoor  swimming  pools,  Fr.  McAleer  and  Hawes  Brook  opened 
for  the  summer  season  on  Saturday,  June  24th.  The  hours  of  operation  once 
again  were  from  9  am  to  8  pm,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  noon  to  eight  on 
weekends.  Red  Cross  certified  swimming  lessons  were  held  every  morning  from 
9  am  to  12-noon  at  both  pools.  Five  two-week  sessions  of  lessons  began  on 
Monday,  June  26th  and  ran  through  Friday,  August  18th.  Approximately  900 
children  aged  five  through  twelve  participated  in  these  classes.  The  daily  at¬ 
tendance  at  each  pool  averaged  between  fifty  and  one  hundred  children  for  free 
swim. 


The  Norwood  Swim  Team  once  again  competed  in  the  Suburban  Swim 
League  with  over  70  youngsters  aged  7  to  18  competing.  Practices  were  held 
Monday  through  Friday  from  7  am  to  8  pm  and  from  12-noon  to  1  pm  at  Hawes 
Pool  with  Swim  Meets  held  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings.  Once  again  the 
Swim  Team  ended  a  successful  season  with  the  annual  field  trip  to  Canobie  Lake 
Park  in  New  Hampshire. 

Both  outdoor  pools  completed  a  busy  summer  on  Labor  Day,  September 
4th.  The  season  ended  without  serious  injury  or  accident  due  to  the  diligence 
and  competance  of  the  15  young  staff  members  and  they  deserve  a  lot  of  credit 
for  their  patience  and  dedication  to  the  children  of  Norwood. 

All  at  the  Recreation  Center  are  most  appreciative  of  the  help  rendered  by 
many  groups  and  individuals  during  the  past  year.  A  thank  you  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  Public  Works  Department,  Light 
Department,  School  Department  and  the  other  town  departments  with  whom 
this  department  has  contact  during  the  past  years. 

My  personal  thanks  go  to  the  seventy-five  individuals  who  were  employed 
by  the  department  during  1989  for  their  continuing  loyalty,  enthusiasm  and 
excellence  of  performance.  Without  their  superb  leadership,  our  success  during 
1989  could  not  have  been  realized. 

Finally,  and  perhaps  the  most  important,  I  extend  my  warmest  thanks  for 
all  those  participants  who  shared  in  our  programs  during  the  year.  The  Recrea¬ 
tion  Department  will  continue  to  move  ahead  in  its  quest  to  provide  interesting 
and  worthwhile  programs  for  the  citizenry  as  possible.  All  in  the  department 
look  forward  to  1990’s.

This  represents  inspections  of  all  commercial  scales,  balances,  taxi  meters, 
gasoline  computers  &  meters,  fuel  oil  and  gasoline  vehicles  and  school  scales. 


Reflecting  on  this  past  catastrophic  year  of  problems,  most  of  which  our 
town  has  thankfully  been  spared  from;  people  should  realize  how  frail  and  in¬ 
effectual  government  can  be  in  providing  adequate  services  at  minimum  costs, 
against  the  uncontrollable  elements  which  all  depts.  must  sometimes  contend 
with. 


This  year  our  Mass.  “DEQE”  had  problems  sponsoring  new  regulations  for 
“Gasoline  Vapor  Recovery”  for  certain  gasoline  stations.  Hopefully  trying  to 
prevent  the  spreading  of  those  dangerous  carcinogenic  fumes  from  contaminat¬ 
ing  the  air  we  breathe.  This  becomes  effective  next  year  for  stations  having  sales 
of  1  million  gals.,  then  the  following  year  for  1/2  million  and  in  1992  for  those 
selling  1/4  to  1/2  million,  others  exempted.  I’m  pleased  to  report  one  of  our 
larger  stations  has  already  voluntarily  installed  preliminary  new  equipment  and 
tanks  which  this  department  and  other  protective  service  departments  have  given 
approvable  inspections  without  any  fanfare.  Presumedly,  with  tax  increases 
as  well,  cost  increases  of  gasoline  will  be  noticeable  at  pumps  —  all  of  which 
usually  encourages  measurement  complaints  that  I  assuredly  will  oversee. 

\ 

Also,  new  regulations  will  become  effective  next  year  regarding  clarifica¬ 
tion  of  self-service  gasoline  price  marking  equipment.  This  correction  will  show 
customers  exactly  what  they  select  and  will  cost  at  time  of  sale  and  prevent 
possible  deceptions. 

An  occasional  complaint  of  frozen  poultry  being  sold  as  fresh  is  now 
usually  not  found  to  be  true.  Poultry  trade  custom  has  always  been  to  ice  fresh 
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poultry  at  dressing  time  if  shipping  conveyances  were  not  refrigerated.  The 
dealer  and  merchant  now  coordinate  the  markings  for  which  we  are  much  con¬ 
cerned,  but  refrigeration  is  an  important  necessity.  It  has  been  found  that 
poultry  may  weep  from  handling  and  refreeze  in  modern  store  cases  showing 
some  ice.  It  can  become  more  pronounced  with  a  preordered  pick-up  bird  which 
has  been  reserved  and  stored  overtime  in  a  refrigerated  room. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff,  the 
Selectmen,  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  local  industries  and  the  public  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance.

I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,1 989. 

Veterans’  Benefits  may  increase  as  a  result  of  prolonged  illness  cases,  rising 
fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the  customary  requests  for 
financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community. 

For  the  last  12  years,  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  has  taken 
applications  for  the  fuel  energy  program.  This  program  is  for  the  benefit  of  all 
Norwood  residents.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  last  year  over  300  families  were  aided 
by  this  program. 

Also,  we  administrate  a  Transfare  Program  for  the  elderly  and  disabled.  At 
the  end  of  1989,  we  had  1,151  applicants.  This  program  is  to  assist  people  with 
their  transportation  problems. 

The  Department  also  is  involved  in  parking  violations.  I  am  at  the  present 
time  hearing  officer  for  the  parking  tickets.  We  keep  a  file  of  all  parking  tickets 
issued  by  the  Police  Department  after  they  are  returned  from  the  computer 
company.  All  correspondence  is  handled  in  this  office.  Also  all  complaints, 
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inquiries  and  records  of  payments. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans’  Administration  to  Veterans 
and  their  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  fiscal  year  1988  was  close 
to  three  million  dollars.  These  benefits  are  for  compensation  to  dependents  of 
veterans  who  died  in  the  service  or  of  service  connected  disabilities,  disability 
pensions,  disability  compensations,  burial  awards  and  special  equipment  for 
automobiles  for  veterans  with  service  connected  disabilities,  vocational  rehabili¬ 
tation  training  for  the  disabled,  their  sons,  daughters,  wives,  or  widows,  educa¬ 
tion  readjustment  training,  veterans’  insurance  and  indemnities. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  composed  as  it  is  in  two  component 
parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  1 15  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the  purpose  of  administering 
Veterans’  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance  cases  were  investigated  and  pay¬ 
ments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter  1 15  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures 
the  Town  of  Norwood  seventy-five  (75%)  percent  reimbursement  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist  veterans 
and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance,  information  and  bene¬ 
fits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or  other  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities.  G.I.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care,  compensation,  pensions, 
on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training,  insurance,  burial  allowance,  grave 
markers,  photostats  and  other  benefits  granted  under  existing  State  and  Federal 
laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are  invariably 
granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best  service 
at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting  them  impartially, 
efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’  Administration  and 
the  various  local  civic  and  veteran’s  organizations  that  interest  themselves  in 
veterans’  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this  department  through¬ 
out  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans’  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Town  Counsel,  other  Town  Departments 
and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of  Veterans’  Services  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duties.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BLUE  HILLS  REGIONAL 
TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


To:  The  Chairman 

and  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  District  School  Committee  of  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School  is 
pleased  to  submit  our  23rd  Annual  Report  to  the  residents  of  Norwood. 

As  Blue  Hills  begins  its  24th  year,  the  school  continues  its  commitment  to 
providing  quality  vocational  technical  programs  to  secondary,  post  secondary, 
and  adult  students  in  our  nine  town  district.  The  demands  and  challenges  of  a 
rapidly  growing  labor  market  are  met  in  the  14  career  programs  that  Blue  Hills 
offers  students  to  prepare  for  the  future. 

The  total  secondary  enrollment  for  the  1988-89  academic  school  year 
was  815,  with  68  from  Norwood.  Twelve  Norwood  students  graduated  with 
diplomas  and  technical  certificates  from  the  1989  senior  class. 

Approximately  30%  of  the  1989  graduating  class  at  Blue  Hills  attend 
college  and  post  secondary  institutes,  98%  of  the  remaining  graduates  have  jobs 
in  trades  or  occupations  for  which  they  were  trained,  one  of  the  highest  place¬ 
ment  rates  in  the  state. 

Blue  Hills  will  be  introducing  a  cosmetology  program  during  the  1989-90 
school  year,  at  the  high  school  and  postgraduate  level,  which  will  train  young 
men  and  women  to  become  fully  licensed  cosmetologists.  A  Practical  Nursing 
Program  will  be  offered  to  prepare  postgraduate  students  for  the  state  licensing 
examination. 

Blue  Hills  students  renovated  a  section  of  the  Randolph  Police  Department, 
constructed  houses  in  Canton  and  Avon,  as  well  as  helped  the  citizens  of 
Dedham  build  a  playground.  The  total  savings  of  $  163,035.36  to  the  nine  town 
school  district  represents  all  municipal,  civic,  and  residential  work  performed  by 
Blue  Hills  at  no  labor  cost. 

Blue  Hills  faculty  members  were  recognized  by  national  and  state  organi¬ 
zations  for  their  excellence  and  contributions  to  vocational  education.  The 
automotive  department  was  chosen  as  the  best  in  the  state  by  the  Department 
of  Education  and  teacher  certification  is  now  offered  to  child  care  students  who 
graduate  from  Blue  Hills. 

Four  Blue  Hills  seniors  won  Massachusetts  Commonwealth  Scholar  Grants 
and  an  electronics  graduate  won  a  Navy  ROTC  full  scholarship  of  $50,000  to 
attend  Rensselear  Polytechnic  Institute. 

Blue  Hills  athletic  program  boasts  a  State  Championship  varsity  soccer 
team  in  the  Mixed  Gender  Division.  Strong  football,  track  and  field,  and  girls’ 
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basketball  and  volleyball  teams  are  also  represented  at  Blue  Hills. 

More  than  1,600  adults  enrolled  in  the  continuing  education  program  for 
the  1988-89  year.  Courses  for  the  homemaker,  hobbiest,  and  craftsperson  are 
developed  to  meet  students  needs  and  interests.

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REPORT  OF  YOUTH  COORDINATOR

Dear  Sir: 

If  you  are  a  teen  or  the  parent  of  a  teen  with  any  kind  of  emotional  or 
social  problem,  help  is  available  right  in  your  own  town.  Norwood  Youth  Com¬ 
mission  has  offered  a  variety  of  services  for  these  difficulties  since  1972.  The 
Youth  Coordinator’s  office  is  open  to  any  young  person  or  member  of  their 
family  who  needs  help  or  wishes  to  be  referre  to  another  type  of  agency  or  ser¬ 
vice.  All  inquiries  and  counseling  sessions  are  confidential  and  the  Youth  Coor¬ 
dinator  is  professionally  trained. 

Often,  the  most  difficult  step  to  take  in  reaching  out  for  help  is  the  first 
one.  It  is  hard  for  a  person  to  know  at  what  point  they  need  outside  help  and  to 
determine  which  services  best  meet  their  needs.  For  this  reason,  the  Youth  Coor¬ 
dinator  often  functions  as  a  clearinghouse  by  helping  people  to  determine  what 
services  they  need  and  leading  them  through  the  referral  process. 

They  may  decide  to  use  the  services  provided  directly  by  the  Youth  Coor¬ 
dinator.  Services  include  crisis  intervention,  for  example,  helping  a  teen  who  has 
run  away  from  home  and  helping  the  family  to  cope  with  the  situation.  We  also 
offer  counseling  on  a  regular  basis  and  do  casework,  for  example,  finding  an 
alternative  living  situation  or  a  job  or  additional  services  from  other  agencies. 

Parents  and  teens  who  seek  help  from  the  Youth  Commission  often  do  so 
because  there  are  problems  with  school  attendance,  with  alcohol  or  other  drug 
involvement,  or  trouble  with  the  law.  One  of  the  most  common  problems  how¬ 
ever,  is  that  of  family  members  not  getting  along,  having  severe  difficulties  in 
communicating  with  each  other  or  in  abiding  by  family  rules  and  limits.  Another 
is  teenagers  who  feel  badly  about  themselves  —  are  sad,  depressed  or  very  angry 
and  are  having  trouble  getting  on  with  every  day  living. 

In  addition  to  the  counseling  and  casework  services  provided  one  on  one 
to  adolescent  residents  and  their  families,  the  Youth  Coordinator  also  does  com¬ 
munity  outreach  through  a  number  of  organizations  and  activities.  Some  of 
these  are  listed  below: 

-  Conducted  needs  assessment  for  Junior  High  and  High  School  students. 

-  Acted  as  Chairperson  for  law  related  Education  Advisory  Board,  Norwood 
High  School. 

-  Was  a  member  of  the  Drug  and  Alcohol  Advisory  Committee 
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-  Currently  supervising  community  restitution  for  adult  and  juvenile  pro¬ 
bation  offices,  Dedham  District  Court  and  District  Attorney’s  Juvenile 
Diversion  Program. 

-  Currently  running  parent  group  entitled  Parenting  in  the  90’s:  Issues  for 
Survival. 

Any  Norwood  resident  may  call  the  Youth  Commission  office  and  get  a 
prompt,  informed  and  confidential  response  to  your  questions.  There  is  a  twenty- 
four  hour  a  day  answering  service. 

Many  issues  and  problems  are  dealt  with  in  resource/referral  calls.  Some 
of  these  are  information  regarding: 

-  Recreation  Alternatives. 

-  Shelter  and  counseling  for  battered  women 

-  Diagnosis  of  serious  mental  disorders,  i.e.,  psychosis,  referral  to  a  hospi¬ 
tal  or  psychiatrist. 

-  Books  and  courses  on  parenting. 

-  Emergency  shelter  for  adolescents. 

-  Finding  after  school  daycare  for  8  through  13  year  olds. 

-  Parenting  problems. 

My  thanks  to  all  town  departments  and  agencies  for  their  constant  coop¬ 
eration  and  support.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

(This  report  was  presented  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee  on  the  evening  of 
September  6,  1989,  at  a  regular  scheduled  meeting.) 

Dear  Mr.  Ferris: 

I  am  pleased  to  make  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  to  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  on  the  activities  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for  the  1988-1989 
academic  year. 

This  past  year  will  be  designated  a  memorable  one  in  the  historical  chronicles 
of  our  school  system.  We  seem  to  have  been  beset  by  an  ample  number  of  criti¬ 
cal,  emotional,  and  perplexing  issues  that  eventually  extended  into  the  commu¬ 
nity  as  well  as  the  floor  of  Town  Meting.  Issues  such  as  long  range  planning, 
senior  high  prom;  the  closing  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  Vocational  School; 
asbestos;  negotiations;  and  arduous  budget  deliberations  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting-all  contributing  to  an  exhausting,  difficult,  and  challenging  year. 

Our  elementary  enrollment  this  year  was  1796,  or  24  students  more  than 
October  1,  1987.  It  should  be  noted  that,  despite  this  modest  increase  in  stu¬ 
dents,  we  still  had  to  relieve  three  overcrowding  situations  at  the  elementary 
level  which  administration  resolved  by  adding  instructional  aides  at  grades  1, 
4,  and  5  at  the  Oldham  School. 

Our  enrollment  at  the  junior  high  school  was  455  students,  which  was  in  line 
with  our  projections. 

Surprisingly,  at  the  high  school,  our  student  enrollment  was  1042  on  October 
1,  which  was  46  students  above  our  projections.  This  is  unusual  and  difficult  to 
assess  within  the  context  of  any  future  projections. 

In  summary,  our  system-wide  enrollment,  as  of  October  1,  1988,  was 
3464,  or  1  student  below  what  we  projected  for  this  school  year.  With  respect  to 
next  year,  our  enrollment  for  our  schools  will  reflect  the  closing  of  the  Henry  O. 
Peabody  School.  Nevertheless,  the  dynamics  of  shifting  populations  and  housing 
has  made  it  increasingly  difficult  to  develop  reliable  projections  for  our  system. 
Consequently,  it  will  be  difficult  to  project  space,  staff,  and  enrollment  needs  in 
the  future. 

Our  five-year  plan  for  curriculum  development  (now  in  its  third  year)  has 
focused  this  year  upon  the  elementary  level.  Curriculum  guides  are  in  process  for 
reading,  math,  language  arts,  and  science  for  grades  K-5.  Social  studies  work  has 
been  deferred  until  we  can  analyze  assessment  information  from  the  Mass. 
Education  Assessment  Program.  At  this  time,  we  have  revised  our  schedule  on 
the  basis  of  what  we  have  accomplished  this  year  and  what  needs  to  be  finished 
during  the  upcoming  year.  Consequently,  during  the  upcoming  year,  we  hope  to: 
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1 .  Complete  work  begun  at  the  elementary  level  in  math,  science,  language 
arts,  and  reading. 

2.  Initiate  work  in  elementary  social  studies. 

3.  Initiate  some  modifications  and  enrichment  of  the  elementary  science 
guide  in  light  of  the  science  resource  center. 

4.  Provide  program  development  support  for  grade  6  transition  to  the  junior 
high  school. 

Within  the  curriculum  context,  I  do  want  to  highlight  the  committee’s 
courage  and  initiative  to  establish  a  Norwood  Elementary  Science  Resource 
Center.  We  feel  strongly  that  this  program  will  have  a  positive  impact  on  our  stu¬ 
dents’  thinking  and  problem-solving  skills.  In  addition,  we  feel  the  center  will 
provide  our  classroom  teachers  with  support  and  training  in  teaching  our  stu¬ 
dents  science  concepts.  It  is  our  hope  that  Norwood’s  ongoing  science  program 
development  will  link  state  and  national  science  education  centers  through  tele¬ 
communications  technology.  In  an  extension  of  our  science  effort,  we  also  have 
submitted  a  grant  to  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  for  $124,000  from 
the  fund  for  improvement  and  reform  of  schools  and  teaching  (first).  This  grant 
focuses  on  the  improvement  of  elementary  science  instruction  with  funds  that 
span  a  four-year  period. 

The  future  of  our  Early  Childhood  Program  is  in  serious  doubt.  This  program 
has  been  very  successful  in  meeting  the  needs  of  children  and  parents.  It  has 
responded  effectively  to  what  is  considered  current  thought,  philosophy,  and 
practice.  It  is  the  strong  opinion  of  our  professionals  that  this  educational  effort 
should  be  expanded  rather  than  curtailed.  However,  the  economic  realities  “of 
the  day”  force  us  to  the  realm  of  hope  that  the  state  will  continue  to  fund  this 
worthwhile  effort.  If  not,  the  educational  realities  will  result  in  a  serious  step 
back  in  our  efforts  of  ensuring  success  in  the  early  years  of  schooling  for  all 
children  .  .  .  and,  sad  to  say,  will  contribute  to  establishing  future  failure  cycles 
for  our  most  needy  students. 

Despite  the  current  negative  prognosis  concerning  such  programs,  we  have 
not  faltered  or  been  of  faint  heart.  We  have  boldly  submitted  a  request  to  the 
United  States  Office  of  Education  for  an  “even  start”  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$227,095  for  expanding  community  participation  in  the  early  childhood  class¬ 
room.  This  grant  was  designed  to  operate  in  conjunction  with  the  Massachusetts 
Dept,  of  Education  Early  Childhood  Program.  Dr.  Toran  and  our  staff  created 
this  project  that  will  significantly  improve  the  accessibility  of  childhood  educa¬ 
tion  for  families  with  3  and  4  year  olds  in  Norwood.  This  exciting  and  daring 
grant,  using  state-of-the-art  technology,  will  reach  out  to  homes,  day-care 
centers,  businesses,  community  agencies,  and  early  childhood  training  facilities 
at  selected  colleges  and  vocational  schools.  This  grant,  officially  entitled  “even 
start  for  families”,  will  utilize  the  media  of  telecommunications  for  enabling 
a  small  staff  of  professionals  to  TV  broadcast  early  childhood  class  activities 
accompanied  by  materials  that  will  contribute  to  the  development  of  children. 
This  “home  classroom”  approach  for  3  and  4  year  olds  creates  and  maintains 
communication  among  the  families,  teachers,  and  associated  community  ser¬ 
vice  agencies  by: 
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1 .  Letting  families  see  and  hear  our  actual  childhood  education  classroom 

2.  Participation  via  their  own  TV  set  at  home,  with  their  own  children, 
materials  and  kits  supplied  by  this  project. 

We  feel  that  our  “even  start  for  families  project”  is  going  to  make  a  substan¬ 
tial  impact  on  early  childhood  education.  It  is  our  vision  that  college  students 
and  paraprofessionals  training  to  work  with  pre-schoolers  will  have  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  interact  with  the  classroom  teacher  and  the  pre-school  class  from  receiver 
sites  at  their  university  or  vocational  school.  Dr.  Toran  and  Mrs.  Krasnow  feel 
confident  that  a  teleconferencing  classroom  is  going  to  provide  a  superior  inter¬ 
active  clinical  setting  for  those  who  wish  to  train  for  working  with  young  chil¬ 
dren.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  effort  will  receive  federal  approval  in  the  very  near 
future.  Consequently,  a  failure  to  receive  adequate  state  funds  could  have  a  dele¬ 
terious  effect  if  we  receive  the  federal  government  grant.  At  present,  our  only 
recourse  is  hope  and  prayer. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  you  have  adjusted  fees  for  a  stronger  adult 
education  program.  In  addition,  you  have  supported  our  programs  for  staff 
development  to  assure  that  our  teachers  have  the  resources  to  update  curriculum 
as  well  as  their  professional  knowledge  and  skills. 

In  an  extension  of  Dr.  Toran’s  efforts  in  staff  development,  he  has  been  work¬ 
ing  with  Bridgewater  State  College,  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  in  offering  an  intensive  science  training  workshop  for  teachers. 
Eight  of  our  teachers  participated  in  this  excellent  program. 

This  year,  we  also  had  21  elementary  teachers  involved  in  a  Lesley  College 
graduate  degree  program  in  curriculum  and  instruction.  This  program  was 
offered  on  weekends  at  Norwood  High  School.  At  the  end  of  the  1989-1990 
school  year,  each  of  the  teachers  successfully  completing  the  program  will 
receive  a  master’s  degree. 

This  year,  within  the  realm  of  computers,  we  were  fortunate  to  have  been 
selected  as  a  trial  site  for  a  new  IBM  PS/2  Networked  Educational  System.  IBM 
Corporation  installed  approximately  $20,000  worth  of  computers  into  the  lab 
at  the  senior  high  school  on  a  trial  basis.  In  addition  to  the  hardware,  there  were 
about  50  software  programs  installed  in  the  system.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
temporary  arrangement,  it  was  decided  to  terminate  the  program,  since  we  had 
insufficient  funds  to  purchase  any  IBM  equipment  in  the  foreseeable  future. 
Nevertheless,  this  was  a  successful  project  arid  our  teachers  gained  new  and  ex¬ 
tended  skills. 

Administratively,  our  computer  efforts  this  year  focused  on  developing  an 
inventory  system.  I  am  pleased  to  tell  you  that  we  have  completed  our  first 
phase  which  included  tagging  and  identifying  every  piece  of  furniture  and  equip¬ 
ment.  This  fall,  our  computer  printouts  will  be  sent  to  each  principal  for  editing 
and  verification.  Phase  II  will  be  undertaken  during  the  oncoming  year  and  will 
include  instuctional  supplies  and  textbooks. 
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Mr.  Buscone,  our  Director  of  Comptures,  has  been  very  excited  and  enthusias¬ 
tic  concerning  the  increased  use  of  computers  in  the  classroom.  In  our  English 
classes,  under  the  leadership  of  Anita  Hutchinson,  teachers  have  effectively  used 
computers  to  improve  the  writing  skills  of  their  students.  In  addition,  our 
science  and  mathematics  teachers  are  now  using  computers  in  their  classroom  to 
aid  in  their  classroom  presentations. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  our  S.A.T.  review  classes  are  using  several 
different  pieces  of  software  to  help  students  prepare  for  the  S.A.T.  exami¬ 
nations. 

Our  Elementary  Computer  Program  continues  to  become  a  stronger  element 
in  our  curriculum  and  instructional  efforts. 

M.E.C.C.  software  has  continued  substantially  in  integrating  software  into  the 
curriculum,  including  seven  programs  that  were  correlated  with  the  Silver 
Burdett  Math  Book  for  grades  1-5. 

Last  October,  Norwood,  in  conjunction  with  TEC,  received  a  Commonwealth 
In-Service  Grant,  enabling  teachers  in  specific  areas  to  come  to  Norwood  for 
seven  computer  workshops.  Teachers  participating  in  this  grant  were  instructed 
how  computers  could  be  used  in  language  arts,  reading,  early  language  develop¬ 
ment,  science,  utility  software  for  teachers,  and  research  papers  for  secondary 
students. 

In  addition,  our  computers  were  used  effectively  in  our  Gifted  and  Talented 
Program  as  well  as  our  Special  Education  classes. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  classroom  teachers  used  computers  much  more 
this  year  than  last  year  in  preparing  classroom  materials.  We  attribute  these 
efforts  to  the  professionalism  of  our  teachers  and  the  excellent  leadership  of 
Mr.  Buscone  and  Barbara  Lanzoni. 

On  January  4,  1989,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  approved  the  long  plan 
to  transfer  the  6th  grade  to  the  junior  high  school,  effective  September  1,  1989. 
This  second  phase  of  our  long  range  plans  received  your  approval  after  much  dis¬ 
cussion  and  public  forums.  As  you  recall,  Phase  I  was  the  successful  transfer  of 
the  ninth  grade  to  the  senior  high  school. 

Since  January,  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith,  and  Mr.  Cammarata  have  committed 
considerable  time  to  interviewing,  evaluating,  and  selecting  elementary  teachers 
who  have  volunteered  to  staff  the  6th  grade  classrooms  at  the  junior  high  school. 
During  the  last  months  of  school,  this  new  team  of  teachers  contributed  many 
hours  after  classes  reviewing  and  selecting  educational  materials  for  their  new 
challenge. 

It  is  with  confidence  and  excitement  that  I  can  report  to  you  that  this  is 
going  to  be  a  very  successful  undertaking.  Our  administrators  and  teachers  have 
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worked  hard  to  prepare  and  implement  this  6th  grade  transfer.  They  are  dedi¬ 
cated  and  committed  to  making  this  a  successful  opportunity  for  our  students. 

As  I  have  indicated  to  you  in  the  past,  we  will  be  working  closely  with  our 
parents,  teachers,  and  students  during  this  oncoming  year  to  determine  the  direc¬ 
tion  our  junior  high  should  be  charting  during  the  next  decade. 

This  year,  we  have  implemented  our  new  Silver  Burdett  Math  Series  for 
grades  4-6.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  very  successful  selection  with  its  strong  focus 
on  problem-solving.  We  are  hoping  now  that,  through  this  upgrading  of  our  math 
texts,  from  grades  1  through  6,  we  will  see  strong  improvements  in  our  mathe¬ 
matic  scores.  Concurrently,  we  have  implemented  our  new  economy  reading 
series  in  grade  5  which  completes  the  texts  in  all  our  elementary  grades.  This 
program  has  proven  to  be  well  received  by  our  teachers. 

Several  years  ago,  we  implemented  the  Rinehart  Writing  Program  to  improve 
penmanship.  This  was  a  successful  effort  as  a  result  of  teacher  commitment  and 
the  continuous  support  and  help  of  the  Rinehart  staff.  Regretfully,  we  have  dis¬ 
continued  our  contract  with  Rinehart  because  it  is  an  expensive  program.  It  is 
our  hope  that  our  teachers  will  reflect  the  training  they  have  received  in  the  past 
and  will  continue  this  program  on  their  own  and  with  the  support  of  our  prin¬ 
cipals.  It  is  our  intent,  when  budgets  are  less  restrained,  to  renew  our  contract 
with  Rinehart  in  the  future. 

During  the  last  two  years,  Mr.  Smith  has  been  providing  the  leadership  in  the 
pursuit  to  select  a  new  kindergarten  screening  program.  Following  extensive 
research  and  professional  consultations,  Mr.  Smith  and  his  staff  have  selected  the 
Battelle  Developmental  Inventory  Screening  Test.  This  instrument  offers  a 
screening  and  evaluation  capability.  Furthermore,  norms  are  available,  if  needed. 

In  the  fall  of  1989,  we  will  be  expanding  our  staff  training  of  kindergarten 
and  grade  1  teachers  in  (a)  administration  of  the  screening  instrument  as  well  as 
in  (b)  using  developmentally  appropriate  activities  for  individualizing  instruc¬ 
tions  in  the  early  school  years.  This  training  will  be  conducted  by  our  own  Early 
Childhood  and  Special  Education  staff. 

It  is  our  feeling  that  this  new  process  will  enhance  our  kindergarten  screening 
responsibilities. 

This  past  June  concluded  the  third  year  of  existence  for  our  alternative  class¬ 
room.  On  behalf  of  Mr.  Smith,  I  can  report  to  you  that  this  program  has  sur¬ 
passed  our  original  goals  (and  hopes)  that  were  established  prior  to  implementing 
this  concept. 

The  basic  philosophy  of  this  program  is  based  on  the  fundamental  principle 
that  individuals  are  important  and  capable  of  gaining  control  of  their  lives.  This 
is  accomplished  by  (1)  treating  each  student  with  respect  and  dignity,  (2)  requir¬ 
ing  each  student  to  be  responsible  for  his/her  own  behavior,  (3)  developing  a  per¬ 
vasive  unconditional  positive  regard  for  each  student,  (4)  creating  a  flexible,  but 
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controlled,  environment  for  students,  and  (5)  providing  constant  feedback  to 
each  student. 

I  do  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  continued  support, 
understanding,  and  sensitivity  for  this  most  critical  and  needy  program.  This  pro¬ 
ject  is  as  important,  and  as  vital,  to  the  welfare  and  future  of  the  involved  stu¬ 
dents  as  is  our  pre-school  program  for  needy  youngsters.  In  both  ends  of  this 
spectrum,  you  have  provided  the  only  viable  life  preserver  that  is  truly  going  to 
make  a  difference.  I  want  you  to  know  that  your  acts  of  courage  and  persistence 
will  be  more  than  rewarded  as  each  of  these  involved  youngsters  reaches  out  and 
succeeds. 

The  Guidance  Departments  at  both  of  our  secondary  schools  are  central 
energy  systems  that  contribute  significantly  not  only  to  the  function  of  each 
school,  but  also  to  the  welfare  of  staff  and  students.  Today,  we  are  pleased  at  the 
continuous  expanded  role  our  counselors  play  in  the  lives  of  our  students  and 
parents.  They  are  available  for  information  and  consultation  during  the  school 
year,  day  and  evening,  as  well  as  the  summer  months.  However,  as  we  look  to 
the  90’s,  and  to  the  21st  century,  we  are  becoming  apprehensive  as  it  appears 
that  our  students  will  continue  to  need  more  assistance  in  confronting  the 
myriad  of  challenges  and  conflicts  that  society  propels  before  them. 

It  is  time  to  reconsider  the  modernization  of  guidance  services  to  meet  the 
broad  and  expanded  student  needs  that  seem  to  be  surfacing  each  passing  year. 
Mr.  Smith  and  I  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  demands/needs  are  too  great  for 
a  handful  of  counselors  to  be  able  to  adequately  respond  effectively.  It  appears 
that  we  need  to  be  creative,  at  a  fiscal  inappropriate  time,  in  designing  a  system 
whereby  more  staff  has  to  become  related  to  “counseling”.  This  is  a  formidable 
task,  since  change  is  always  difficult,  but  nevertheless  the  process  should  be 
explored  for  the  future  welfare  of  students. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  offers  a  comprehensive  response  to  students 
with  special  needs.  Over  six  hundred  students  between  the  ages  of  three  through 
twenty-two  are  served  in  programs  in  Norwood,  or  in  out-of-town  collaboratives 
or  private  programs. 

Chapter  766  of  the  Mass.  General  Laws  and  Public  Law  94-142  (Federal) 
mandates  that  all  communities  provide  screening,  evaluation,  and  an  array  of 
direct  services  which  includes  special  education,  vision,  psychological,  counsel¬ 
ing,  speech  and  language  services,  occupational  and  physical  therapy,  and  adap¬ 
tive  physical  education.  It  is  a  “small  wonder”,  in  review  of  these  kind  of  ser¬ 
vices,  that  special  education  has  become  so  expensive  and  an  increasing  burden 
in  terms  of  funds  and  programs.  Despite  strict  monitoring  and  evaluation,  we  are 
subject  to  the  same  escalation  of  costs  that  are  affecting  most  communities  who 
are  attempting  to  provide  quality  services  to  needy  children.  The  solution  to  this 
economic  program  still  seems  to  be  obscure.  Certainly,  the  factors  are  intensified 
by  such  court  decisions  that  require  schools  to  service  comatose  individuals  and 
children  who  have  severe  medical  complications. 
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If  we  are  going  to  continue  to  provide  services  for  students  with  life-threaten¬ 
ing  medical  aspects,  it  is  going  to  be  necessary  that  schools  acquire  the  collabora¬ 
tion  of  appropriate  medical  personnel  as  part  of  our  staffing.  This  will  mandate 
expanded  funding  from  the  state  and  federal  level  if  we  are  going  to  continue  to 
be  expected  to  service  children-at-risk  with  quality  programs  in  the  future. 

During  the  past  two  years,  teachers,  administrators,  students,  and  community 
members  have  met  monthly  to  conduct  a  self-evaluation  of  all  of  the  high 
school’s  programs  in  preparation  for  this  year’s  visit  from  the  New  England  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  Small  groups  of  the  professional  staff  have  com¬ 
pleted  their  reports  which  consider  each  course  and  activity  offered  in  the  high 
school.  We  now  await  the  arrival  of  the  visiting  team  in  October,  1989.  This 
team  will  represent  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  and 
evaluate  the  staffs’  reports.  Based  on  the  results  of  the  visiting  committee’s  find¬ 
ings,  the  Commission  on  Public  Secondary  Schools  of  the  NEASC  will  decide 
whether  or  not  to  extend  accredication  to  our  high  school. 

Since  last  September,  our  time  and  attention  has  been  invested  in  system- 
wide  issues  that  required  singular  focus.  Lost  in  the  whirl  of  activities  has  been 
the  quiet  and  smooth  transfer  of  the  ninth  grade  to  the  senior  high  school.  I 
want  to  commend  Mr.  Cammarata,  Mr.  Piccirilli,  and  our  teachers  for  their 
efforts  in  implementing  this  grade  reorganization  minus  any  serious  problems.  It 
appears  our  students  and  professional  staff  have  enjoyed  the  change. 

As  you  are  aware,  we  are  completing  our  second  year  of  a  three-year  grant 
from  the  Commonwealth  Inservice  Institute  for  Teacher  Inservice.  Three  years 
ago,  Dr.  Toran  initiated  John  Saphier’s  “Observing  and  Analyzing  Teaching” 
course  for  our  administrators  and  department  heads.  This  year,  Dr.  Toran  was 
instrumental  in  developing  an  introductory  course  entitled  “Understanding 
Teaching”  which  highlights  new  and  improved  instructional  skills  and  tech¬ 
niques.  This  year,  36  teachers  completed  the  course  successfully.  It  is  our  hope 
that  eventually  every  teacher  will  have  the  benefits  of  this  excellent  course. 

Our  Staff  Development  Steering  Committee,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Daniel  Needham,  has  just  concluded  its  seventh  successful  year  of  presenting  in- 
service  programs  to  our  professional  staff.  We  are  very  pleased  to  report  to  you 
that  our  staff  is  still  enthusiastically  supporting  the  efforts  and  selections  of  the 
Steering  Committee.  This  year,  our  programs  included  the  following  topics:

I  have  reviewed  this  long  list  for  a  specific  purpose.  I  think,  as  you  examine 
each  program,  you  will  appreciate  the  scope  and  breadth  of  critical  subject  areas 
that  have  been  presented  to  our  teachers  for  their  edification.  Consequently,  we 
feel  strongly,  that  our  inservice  program  is  very  beneficial  to  the  welfare  of  our 
teachers  and  our  students. 

Annually,  one  of  our  primary  goals  is  to  develop  an  efficient,  organized,  and 
well-defined  operational  budget  for  the  oncoming  year. 

We  feel  we  have  measured  up  to  that  responsibility.  However,  due  to  the 
state’s  fiscal  problems  that  have  resulted  in  reduced  local  aid,  our  budget  process 
was  extended  and  complex.  It  should  be  noted  here  that  administration,  with 
the  strong  support  and  effort  of  Mr.  Hemman,  our  business  manager,  had 
developed  about  eight  different  budget  scenarios,  reflecting  the  fluctuations  in 
states  and  local  finance. 

On  February  15,  1989,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  voted  a  budget 
request  of  $17,633,372.  After  long  and  difficult  deliberations  with  the  Finance 
Commission  and  Town  Meeting,  a  budget  of  $16,666,502  was  appropriated  for 
the  schools.  In  a  final  analysis  of  our  original  budget  request,  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  did  reduce  our  budget  by  $966,870.  Under  Article  I,  $684,780  was 
appropriated  for  salary  increases  for  a  grand  total  request  of  $17,351,282. 

A  significant  change  in  our  budgetary  process  this  year  was  the  agreement 
between  the  School  Committee  and  the  Finance  Commission  to  reduce  our 
budget  accounts  from  27  “lines”  to  six.  This  was  a  major  focus  in  the  operation 
of  our  school  budget  and  brings  us  closer  to  what  is  standard  budget  procedure 
in  school  systems  across  the  state. 

It  is  our  hope  that  further  consideration  will  be  given  in  the  future  concerning 
modifying  this  agreement  so  it  will  conform  to  what  is  normal  state  budgetary 
practice. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  changed  its  health  insurance  policy  coverage  this  year 
to  include  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  Master  Health  Plus,  Pilgrim,  and  a  dental  plan. 
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The  business  office  is  now  responsible  for  the  administration  of  these  health 
insurance  coverage  plans  through  the  Town  Treasurer’s  office.  We  have  found 
it  creates  additional  work,  but  makes  the  implementation  operation  much 
smoother. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Hemman,  our  Business  Manager,  we  have  accom¬ 
plished  two  important  chores  this  year.  First,  the  successful  implementation  of 
direct  deposit  for  our  teachers;  and  second,  the  reformatting  of  all  our  contracts 
using  microsoft  word  processing. 

I  am  pleased  to  commend  Mr.  Hemman  and  our  business  office  staff,  for  their 
dedication,  commitment,  and  diligence  in  making  our  financial  operations  so 
successful  in  responding  to  a  variety  of  needs. 

As  I  have  indicated  to  you  in  the  past,  the  Federal  Government  passed  a  new 
asbestos  law  entitled  Asbestos  Hazardous  Emergency  Response  Act  (AHERA). 
Working  with  The  Education  Collaborative,  Mr.  Hemman  has  directed  our  bids 
for  inspections  and  writing  of  the  management  plans  as  required  by  AHERA. 
Universal  Engineering  Company  was  awarded  the  contract  and  has  fulfilled  all 
the  mandates  requested  of  the  School  Department  by  the  Federal  Government. 

The  inspections  and  management  plans  were  filed  with  the  State  Department 
in  April  of  1989  and  implementation  began  as  of  July  7,  1989. 

Mr.  John  Maleiko,  our  former  Director  of  Buildings  and  Grounds,  has  been 
selected  as  the  Asbestos  Coordinator  for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  He  is 
now  responsible  for  the  implementation  of  the  management  plans. 

After  two  years  of  discussions  and  planning,  we  have  finally  developed  and 
prepared  for  implementation  of  our  Latchkey  Program  for  Norwood’s  children. 
Starting  this  fall,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  Extended  Day  Program  will 
finally  begin  to  serve  parents  by  providing  opportunities  for  recreation,  social 
contact,  and  intellectual  and  cultural  enrichment  for  participating  K  through 
fifth  grade  students.  Our  program  will  start  at  the  Cleveland  School  from  the 
hours  of  3  p.m.  to  6  p.m.  It  is  our  hope  this  program  will  grow  and  eventually 
be  “housed”  in  each  of  our  elementary  schools. 

I  am  pleased  to  publicly  note  that  Raytheon  Corporation,  recognizing  the 
needs  of  working  parents,  has  contributed  $5,000  to  our  Extended  Day  Program 
to  help  defray  our  starting-up  costs.  In  addition,  the  Women’s  Community  Com¬ 
mittee  has  once  again  responded  to  a  community  and  school  need,  by  contribut¬ 
ing  $500  to  our  program.  On  behalf  of  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  these 
two  wonderful  organizations  as  well  as  our  school  P.T.A.’s  and  the  Norwood 
Teachers  Association.  We  are  most  gratified  for  their  support. 

In  addition,  I  want  to  commend  Mrs.  Barsha  Plumer  who  has  volunteered  her 
services  during  the  past  two  years  as  our  Executive  Director.  Our  program  is 
going  to  be  a  reality  because  of  Barsha’s  persistence,  commitment,  and  dedica¬ 
tion  to  serve  Norwood.  I  also  want  to  commend  the  following  citizens  who 
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volunteered  many  hours  of  service  to  this  effort.  Mr.  Gerry  Miller,  Mrs.  Carole 
Poirier,  Mrs.  Jan  Baker,  Mrs.  Joyce  Gleason,  Mrs.  Irma  Debruyn,  and  Miss 
Maureen  Kenny. 

Maintenance  has  been  a  center  of  interest  this  year.  At  a  November,  1988, 
special  Town  Meeting,  the  School  Department  request  was  approved  for  replac¬ 
ing  old  fuel  tanks  at  the  Balch,  Cleveland,  Prescott,  and  Oldham.  Also,  funds 
were  approved  to  replace  a  boiler  at  the  Oldham  School.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  these  tasks  are  near  successful  completion. 

After  35  years,  Mr.  John  Maleiko,  Director  of  Buildings,  Grounds  and  Custo¬ 
dians,  retired  this  year  from  service  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  He  leaves, 
as  a  monument  to  his  years  of  dedication,  buildings  that  represent  the  best  in 
care  and  maintenance. 

Mr.  Robert  Graham  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  Maleiko  and  has  been 
busy  overseeing  our  many  capital  projects  this  year.  We  feel  his  education  and 
background  of  experience  are  going  to  be  invaluable  assets  as  we  approach  the 
technology  for  the  next  century. 

After  47  years  of  operation,  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  closed  its  doors  as 
a  leading  vocational  institute.  In  the  words  of  Mr.  Maher,  Director  of  the  Henry 
0.  Peabody,  the  closing  is  a  “fact  that  brings  mixed  emotions  to  the  faculty, 
student  body,  alumni,  and  community”. 

The  decision  to  close  the  “Peabody”  was  a  most  difficult  and  emotional  deci¬ 
sion  for  our  School  Committee.  However,  the  reality  of  declining  enrollments, 
increased  course  costs,  and  the  competition  for  students  from  vocational  and 
community  colleges,  made  a  difficult  decision  necessary  in  terms  of  future  costs 
containment. 

It  is  our  hope  that  the  combined  efforts  of  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Maher,  and  the 
Henry  0.  Peabody  Sub-committee— Margery  McKenna,  Marilyn  Saltzberg, 
Thomas  DiFrancia,  Henry  Diggs,  John  McCarty— will  result  in  Norwood’s  con¬ 
tinuing  to  be  a  recipient  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  Trust  Fund. 

It  is  traditional  each  year  to  remember  the  efforts  and  contributions  our 
dedicated  staff  makes  on  behalf  of  our  students.  In  this  vein,  I  would  also  like 
to  bring  to  your  attention  the  special  recognition  three  members  of  our  profes¬ 
sional  staff  have  achieved  this  year.  It  is  with  pride  that  I  submit  the  following 
names  to  you:

•  One  hundred  and  fifteen  students  from  the  high  school  participated  in 
a  wide  variety  of  career  exploratory  programs.  This  opportunity  provided 
our  students  a  multitude  of  experiences  which  enhanced  their  school 
curricula,  wholly  demonstrating  the  relationship  between  classroom 
learning  and  the  world  of  work. 

•  This  year,  we  had  44  seniors  participating  in  our  Cooperative  Teaching 
Program.  These  students,  after  training  actually  teach  a  lesson  in  our 
elementary  classrooms. 

•  Eighth  grader  Olga  Donahue  competed  against  more  than  12,000  stu¬ 
dents  during  an  hour  long  National  French  exam  administered  nation- 
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wide.  Miss  Donahue  scored  highest  in  Eastern  Massachusetts,  Fourth  in 
New  England,  and  ranked  Seventh  on  the  national  level. 

The  aforementioned  only  highlights  a  few  of  the  many  activities  and  honors 
that  our  students  participated  in  during  the  year.  They  reflect  an  effective  high 
school  that  seriously  attempts  to  cater  to  a  wide  variety  of  student  needs. 

Last  year,  in  my  conclusion,  I  said  “school  reform,  budgets  and  governance 
will  be  issues  that  can  only  be  addressed  in  terms  of  patience,  intelligence,  and 
commitment  to  public  education.  You,  as  agent  of  the  state,  are  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  being  caretakers  for  the  future  of  our  children,  cannot, 
must  not,  allow  any  force  or  any  group  to  diminish  the  integrity  of  our  School 
Committee.  In  you,  we  trust  not  only  the  future  of  our  children,  but  also  the 
very  backbone  of  our  society— public  education.  This  is  certainly  an  awesome 
responsibility.  However,  we  are  confident  that  you  are  more  than  equal  to  that 
challenge.” 

When  I  wrote  the  aforementioned  words  to  you,  little  did  I  realize  how  much 
you  would  be  tested  during  the  oncoming  year.  Issues  such  as  opening  the 
Willett;  closing  the  Henry  0.  Peabody;  underground  tanks;  long  range  planning 
decisions;  asbestos;  negotiations;  and,  of  course,  our  proms-all  of  these  tested 
your  mettle,  and  I  am  proud  to  say— “you  were  not  wanting.” 

On  behalf  of  our  administrators  and  our  professional  staff,  I  want  to  com¬ 
mend  you,  our  School  Committee,  for  your  courage,  determination,  and  com¬ 
mitment  to  the  children  of  our  community  and  our  school  system.  I  feel  we  have 
been  successful  this  year  because  you  were  steadfast  and  supportive  to  the  needs 
of  our  schools.  Many  thanks! 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Hemman,  Mr.  Bus- 
cone,  and  Mr.  Graham  for  their  dedication,  commitment,  professionalism,  and 
contributions  on  behalf  of  our  teachers  and  students.  We  are  fortunate  to  have 
the  spirit  of  teamwork  that  prevails  among  our  central  administrators.  It  makes 
it  so  much  easier  to  face  and  overcome  our  daily  challenges.  I  also  want  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  our  principals,  directors,  coordinators,  department 
heads  and  our  professional  staff  for  their  many  contributions  that  collectively 
contributes  to  the  success  of  our  mission— to  serve  our  students.  Thank  you.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  for  the  year  1989.  During  the  past 
year  the  office  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  has  been  actively  involved  in 
long-range  planning,  budgeting,  and  program  development. 

The  fiscal  crisis  has  required  that  increasing  amounts  of  time  be  spent  in 
meetings,  discussing  the  upcoming  budget  and  how  we  can  cut  costs  while 
attempting  to  maintain  quality  educational  programs.  This  past  year  the  quality 
of  our  school  programs  definitely  was  compromised  by  the  elimination  of  money 
for  replacement  of  social  studies  texts;  the  elimination  ot  a  formal  penmanship 
program;  the  abandonment  of  our  classroom  computer  replacement  program; 
the  curtailment  of  the  early  childhood  program;  the  curtailment  of  funding  for 
the  School  Improvement  Council  at  each  school;  the  extensive  reduction  of 
appropriations  for  the  Horace  Mann  Teacher  Program;  and  the  discontinuance  of 
the  Henry  0.  Peabody  Programs  in  nursing,  business,  fashion  design,  cosmetol¬ 
ogy,  and  culinary  arts. 

Program  Development 

The  brightest  prospect  in  program  development  this  year  has  been  the  initiation 
of  the  Elementary  Science  Center.  The  Science  Center  was  strongly  supported 
by  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  and  Town  Meeting  members. 

The  Science  Center  was  created  to  provide  a  direct  and  immediate  source  of  sup¬ 
port  for  classroom  teachers  in  using  hands-on  laboratory  activities  with  students 
in  grade  one  through  grade  five.  After  having  reviewed  the  results  of  student 
achievement  in  Grade  Four  on  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Pro¬ 
gram;  on  the  California  Achievement  Tests;  as  well  as  the  need  for  training  and 
support  for  the  elementary  classroom  teacher  in  the  area  of  science,  the  Nor-  I 
wood  School  Committee  established  the  Elementary  Science  Center  and  ap¬ 
pointed  two  science  specialists  to  design  hands-on  laboratory  activities  appropri¬ 
ate  to  each  grade  level.  Each  specialist  teaches  in  the  regular  classroom  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  regular  teacher.  The  program  is  still  in  its  infancy.  However, 
reports  from  parents,  pupils,  professional  staff,  and  policy  makers  have  been 
very  positive. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  has  provided  support  ($56,000) 
again  this  year  for  the  Early  Childhood  classroom  at  the  Willett  School  designed 
to  ensure  a  successful  school  start-up  for  three  and  four  year  old  children  who 
otherwise  come  to  school  with  language  problems.  The  program  began  in  1987 
and  currently  serves  thirty  students  who  are  primarily  from  bilingual  homes. 
Students  who  have  participated  in  this  pre-school  program  have  done  well  on 
entering  kindergarten  which  is  the  ultimate  goal  of  the  program. 

The  Norwood  School  Department  also  received  $4,000  from  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Education  to  recognize  four  Horace  Mann  teachers.  Table 
I  briefly  describes  the  projects  and  programs  conducted  by  each  Horace  Mann

also  be  compiled  into  a  Resource  Manual. 

Develop  a  curriculum  guide  for  Grade  9  American 
Government  students. 

Have  a  Parent  Discussion  Group  for  parents  of 
children  having  difficulty  with  school.  There  would 
be  six  monthly  meetings. 

Establish  Teaching  for  Thinking  guidelines  and  goals 
for  Norwood  teachers  K-5. 

Teacher  who  received  the  awards  for  exemplary  teaching  and  for  their  out¬ 
standing  contributions  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Education  provided  $2,800  of  grant  money  to  Nor¬ 
wood  under  EESA  Title  II  for  teacher  training  in  science.  Over  the  past  year,  ele¬ 
mentary  teachers  received  training  in  the  “hands-on”  approach  to  science  in¬ 
struction  in  the  elementary  classroom. 

During  the  past  year,  twenty-five  Norwood  teachers  from  all  grade  levels  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  course  entitled,  “The  Skillful  Teacher.”  Dr.  Louise  Thompson  has 
taught  this  course  for  the  last  three  years  and  each  year  enrollments  have 
exceeded  available  seats.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  present  to  teachers  new 
techniques  and  stategies  which  they  can  use  in  their  own  teaching.  Participants 
in  the  course  have  the  opportunity  of  observing  their  peers  in  action  in  the  class¬ 
room  through  the  use  of  videotape.  Teachers  have  found  the  course  to  be  of 
great  value.  “The  Skillful  Teacher”  course  is  an  1 1-session  training  program  con¬ 
ducted  from  2:00  -  5:00  p.m.  during  the  fall  and  winter  months. 

Over  the  past  two  years,  Norwood  has  been  actively  involved  in  a  school/ 
business  partnership  with  Polaroid  Corporation.  The  joint  venture  is  entitled, 
“Project  Bridge.”  The  objective  of  “Project  Bridge”  is  for  teachers  to  gain  a 
better  understanding  of  industrial  organizations  and  of  the  academic  and  training 
needs  of  scientific  companies  so  that  teachers  may  ensure  that  their  program 
offerings  are  realistic  and  up-to-date  as  regards  available  employment  opportu¬ 
nities  and  careers.  Mr.  Grazado,  a  guidance  counselor  at  Norwood  Senior  High 
School,  is  a  Project  Bridge  participant  this  year.  Polaroid  has  provided  a  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $42,781  to  support  this  program  during  the  1989-1990  school 
year.

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Enrollment/Staffing 

System-wide  (pre-school  through  Grade  12  students)  enrollment  as  of  October  1, 
1989  was  3341.  Elementary  enrollment  decreased  to  1635  students  as  a  result  of 
the  sixth  grade  moving  to  Norwood  Junior  High  School.  Enrollment  in  the 
Junior  High  School  increased  to  736  students  as  a  result  of  the  addition  of  sixth 
grade,  and  970  students  were  enrolled  at  the  Senior  High  School.  The  closing  of 
the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  has  a  significant  impact  on  enrollments.  Historic¬ 
ally,  the  Peabody  School  enrolled  about  1470-190  students  each  year. 

Year-to-year  comparisons  regarding  enrollment  are  difficult  for  two  reasons. 
First,  because  of  a  re-structuring  of  grades  attending  different  schools  and 
secondly  as  a  result  of  the  closing  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School.  Table  II 
provides  detailed  enrollment  and  staffing  information  for  each  building  within 
the  system  and  Table  IIII  summarizes  system-wide  enrollment  for  boys  and  girls. 

The  Norwood  Public  School  system  employed  a  total  of  277  teachers  during 
the  1988-89  school  year.  Elementary  staffing  totaled  125.7  teachers  with  79 
classroom  positions  and  46.7  specialists  and  special  education  positions.  Second¬ 
ary  staffing  totaled  133.3  teachers  with  122  regular  education  positions  and  1 1 .3 
special  education  positions.  The  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  staffing  totaled  18 
positions  of  which  .2  of  a  full-time  position  was  dedicated  to  special  education. 

In  summary,  this  year  represents  the  closing  of  a  decade  which  has  seen 
school  enrollments  decrease;  school  building  halted;  and  investment  in  education 
loose  ground  relative  to  other  segmens  of  government  services.  We  look  forward 
to  the  1990’s  as  a  period  of  growth,  redevelopment  and  strengthening  of  our 
commitment  to  children  attending  the  public  schools. 

During  the  1990’s  in  Norwood,  we  expect  small  increases  in  enrollment; 
major  changes  in  staffing,  and  a  significant  broadening  of  program  offerings  in 
early  childhood  education,  adult  education,  and  school/business  partnerships. 

We  close  this  annual  report  in  a  spirit  of  optimism  and  wit  the  hope  that  the 
1990’s  will  see  new  developments  within  the  school  and  community  which  en¬ 
sure  each  citizen  the  best  opportunity  for  a  quality  education.

Staffing 


Responding  to  the  number  of  budgetary  constraints,  the  final  professional  staff 
complement  for  the  1989-90  school  year  will  be  267.8.  This  represents  9.2  pro¬ 
fessional  staff  positions  less  than  1988-89. 

The  closing  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  reduced  our  professional  staff 
by  17.8.  Although  this  represented  a  very  difficult  decision,  it  allowed  us  to 
focus  on  other  system-wide  needs  such  as: 

—  2.0  Elementary  Science  Center  Teachers 

—  3.0  Elementary  Regular  Teachers 

—  1.0  Junior  High  School  Guidance  Counselor 

—  1 .0  Junior  High  School  Foreign  Languate  Teacher 

—  1 .0  Special  Education  Teacher 

Alternative  Education 

The  third  year  of  the  alternative  classroom  has  just  concluded,  and  I  can  report 
that  the  program  has  surpassed  the  original  goals  that  were  established  prior  to 
implementing  the  concept. 

The  basic  philosophy  of  the  program  is  based  on  the  fundamental  principle 
that  individuals  are  important  and  capable  of  gaining  control  of  their  Eves.  This 
is  accomplished  by  (1)  treating  each  student  with  respect  and  dignity,  (2)  requir¬ 
ing  each  student  to  be  responsible  for  his/her  own  behavior,  (3)  developing  a  per¬ 
vasive  unconditional  positive  regard  for  each  student,  (4)  creating  a  flexible,  but 
controlled,  environment  for  students,  and  (5)  providing  constant  feedback  to 
each  student. 

Norwood  is  fortunate  to  have  a  gifted  staff  member  who  is  capable  of  integ¬ 
rating  all  of  the  above  on  a  consistent,  daily  basis  which  hs  had  enormous  impact 
on  our  students. 


Testing 


Our  testing  program  consisted  of  several  instruments  at  different  levels  of  our 
system :

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These  tests  are  administered  each  year  except  for  the  Massachusetts  Educa¬ 
tional  Assessment  Program  which  is  administered  every  other  year.  Major  areas 
to  address  as  we  face  the  new  school  year  are:

These  areas  have  been  discussed  with  principals  and  all  are  aware  of  the 
importance,  and  the  seriousness  of  testing  and  its  relationship  to  the  curri¬ 
culum. 

Early  Childhood 

The  early  childhood  programs  in  Norwood  are  superior,  and  I  express  my  praise 
to  Mr.  Krasnow  and  our  staff  for  a  wonderful  commitment  to  a  critical  area  of  a 
child’s  preparadness  for  school. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  closer  alignment  and  relationship  is  needed  between  our 
ungraded  primary  programs  (modified  kindergarten  and  transitional  1)  and  the 
early  childhood  programs.  Accomplishing  this  closer  relationship  would  develop 
a  sequential,  integrated,  developmental  approach  to  children  as  they  enter  the 
formal  learning  environment  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Guidance  Services 

The  Guidance  Departments  at  both  of  our  secondary  schools  are  central  energy 
systems  that  help  the  school  to  function. 

Looking  toward  the  90’s,  students  will  need  more  assistance  in  confronting 
the  myriad  of  challenges  and  conflicts  facing  them. 

It  is  time  to  reconsider  the  modernization  of  guidance  services  to  meet  the 
many  demands  ahead.  It  seems  to  me  that  these  demands  are  too  great  for  a 
handful  of  counselors  to  meet,  so  we  need  to  be  creative  in  designing  a  system 
whereby  more  staff  become  related  to  “counseling”.  This  is  a  formidable  task, 
since  change  is  always  difficult,  but  nevertheless,  the  process  should  be  explored. 

Special  Education 

Our  special  needs  program  continues  to  function  at  a  very  high  level  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Daniel  E.  Needham. 
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The  following  information  has  been  submitted  by  Mr.  Needham: 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  offers  a  comprehensive  response  to  students 
with  special  needs.  Over  six  hundred  students  betwen  the  ages  of  three  through 
twenty-two  are  served  in  programs  in  Norwood  or  in  out-of-town  Collaborative 
or  Private  Programs. 

Chapter  766  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  Public  Law  94-142 
(Federal)  mandates  that  all  communities  provide  screening,  evaluation  and  an 
array  of  direct  services  which  could  include  special  education,  vision,  psycholo¬ 
gical,  counseling  and  speech  language  services,  occupational  and  physical  therapy 
and  adaptive  physical  education.  Each  Norwood  school  has  an  Evaluation  Team 
which  responds  to  new  referrals  and  the  required  Annual  Reviews  and  Re-evalua¬ 
tion.  The  Team  consists  of  a  chairperson,  adjustment  counselor,  psychologist, 
speech  and  language  pathologist,  a  nurse,  a  special  educator  and  the  student’s 
parents.  Additional  Team  members  can  be  added,  such  as  a  physician  or  vision 
specialist. 

The  vocational  needs  of  special  needs  students  are  met  by  the  Bridges  Pro¬ 
gram.  This  program  operated  by  The  Education  Cooperative  provides  special 
curricula  and  a  sequence  of  fully  supervised  skill  development  job  placements. 

This  past  Spring,  a  new  Kindergarten  Screening  Instrument,  The  Battelle,  was 
successfully  introduced.  This  change  was  recommended  by  a  steering  committee 
chaired  by  Ms.  Sandra  Savage. 

Special  education  staff  participated  in  several  computer  workshops  on  soft¬ 
ware  and  word  processing.  Additionally,  several  of  our  staff  attended  both  local 
and  national  conferences,  such  as  the  Council  for  Exceptional  Children,  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  Education  of  Young  Children,  American  Speech,  Hearing,  Language 
Association  and  School  Psychology. 

School  systems  are  required  to  provide  for  all  children  of  school  age  regard¬ 
less  of  their  level  of  functioning.  Recent  court  decisions  have  clarified  this  re¬ 
quirement  to  include  even  “comatose”  individuals.  We  are  challenged  to  respond 
to  those  children  who  have  medical  complications.  Many  of  these  children  have 
survived  due  to  new  medical  technology.  For  students  with  “life-threatening” 
medical  aspects,  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  “break  new  ground”  and  provide 
appropriate  medical  response.  For  example,  we  are  currently  serving  two  stu¬ 
dents  with  permanent  tracheotomies. 

Using  an  independent  evaluator,  Norwood’s  Special  Education  programs  and 
services  are  regularly  monitored.  In  fact,  each  aspect  of  our  program  must  be 
evaluated  every  three  years.  Evaluation  reports  have  been  very  positive.  Specific 
recommendations  for  change  are  considered  for  implementation.  For  example, 
we  are  currently  planning  to  “pilot”  a  change  in  our  elementary  Learning  Center 
program  design. 

Each  school  system  is  required  to  have  a  special  education  parent  advisory 
council.  Norwood’s  “Chapter  766  Parent  Advisory  Group”  was  reorganized  in 
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1987-88.  Chairperson  Thomas  Tobin  guided  this  new  organization  through  its 
first  complete  year.  In  addition  to  consulting  on  special  education  matters,  the 
PAC  sponsored  three  successful  Parent  Information  Programs  with  speakers  and 
panelists  from  within  the  Norwood  Public  School  system.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
NORWOOD  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Norwood  High  School 
for  school  year  1988-1989.  Committee  comprised  of  teachers,  students  and  com¬ 
munity  members  met  monthly  to  conduct  a  self-evaluation  of  all  of  the  school’s 
programs.  A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  was  expended  by  many  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  members.  The  reports  were  completed  and  preparations  have  begun  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  Visiting  Committee  with  the  appopriate  data.  The  source  materials  were 
from  the  Evaluation  Criteria,  Sixth  Edition,  published  by  the  National  Study  of 
School  Evaluations.  October  25-28,  1989,  an  evaluation  committee  of  educators 
chosen  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  will  undertake 
the  evaluation  using  the  completed  materials  of  the  staffs  self-evaluation.  Based 
on  the  result  of  this  visiting  committee’s  finding,  the  Commission  on  Public 
Secondary  Schools  of  NEASC  will  decide  whether  or  not  to  extend  accreditation 
to  our  High  School. 

The  addition  of  the  ninth  grade  to  the  High  School  was  implemented  with 
positive  reaction  from  students  and  staff  alike.  Students  were  provided  with 
more  opportunities  to  take  the  elective  courses  available  in  the  Programs  of 
Studies.

During  this  school  year  121  new  students  enrolled,  31  students  transferred  to 
other  schools  and  21  students  withdrew  from  school. 


Guidance  Department 

Various  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  and  students.  To  assist  students 
and  parents  in  good  post-high  school  planning,  an  evening  meeting  was  held  in 
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January  for  grades  eightt  and  nine  parents.  Regionally  planned  Higher  Education 
Nights  were  held  at  Wayland  High  School  and  Waltham  High  School.  An  evening 
Financial  Aid  Information  night  was  held  at  Dedham  High  School  in  January.  A 
guidance  counselor  was  on  duty  twenty  nights  during  the  year  to  make  available 
the  resources  in  the  Department  for  all  citizens  in  the  community.  Any  inter¬ 
ested  person  could  call  the  counselor  center  for  an  appointment. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  available  numerous  references  describing  post- 
high  school  educational  opportunities  and  occupational  information.  A  terminal 
teletypewriter  is  located  in  the  counseling  center  and  students  are  able  to  instan¬ 
taneously  receive  computer-based  information  in  regard  to  the  following:  the 
relationship  of  individual  interests  and  goals  with  appropriate  careers,  descrip¬ 
tions  of  careers;  bibliographies;  required  preparation  from  some  three  hundred 
occupations;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  a  course  of  instruction  at  a  specific  level 
in  a  geographic  area,  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specified  support  facilities  for 
handicapped  students;  and  information  concerning  financial  aid  for  education 
or  training  which  might  match  an  individual’s  needs,  abilities,  and  preferences. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Guidance  Counselors  the  High  School  was  a 
Saturday  site  for  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  Tests.  These  nation¬ 
ally  administered  tests  were  offered  in  November,  December,  January,  May  and 
June.  In  addition  the  Department  administered  the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Apti¬ 
tude  Test/National  Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying  Test  in  October.  Ninety-three 
colleges  and  universities  visited  the  Guidance  Department  in  the  fall  and  inter¬ 
ested  senior  students  were  able  to  meet  with  the  admission  representatives  from 
these  schools. 

Many  employers  contacted  the  high  school  in  regard  to  part-time  and  full¬ 
time  employment  opportunities.  Such  information  was  available  to  students  and 
was  posted  on  the  Counseling  Center’s  bulletin  board. 

The  Guidance  Department  sponsored  for  the  seventh  year  a  special  career  in¬ 
formation  program  primarily  for  junior  and  senior  students  not  planning  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  formal  education  immediately  after  high  school.  There  were  three 
components  in  the  career  awareness  developmental  program:  field  trips,  job- 
seeking  skills,  and  interviews.  Throughout  the  school  year  there  were  thirteen 
field  trips  to  various  businesses  and  industries  to  acquaint  involved  students  with 
entry-level  career  opportunities.  In  March,  Stephen  Taranto,  Assistant  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  for  Human  Resources  Bay  Bank  Norfolk,  conducted  a  Job  Seeking  Skills 
Seminar  for  seniors  seeking  full-time  employment;  included  in  his  topics  were 
proper  completion  of  application  forms,  preparation  of  a  resume,  techniques  in 
conducting  a  job  search,  and  tips  on  interviewing.  Involved  students  also  parti¬ 
cipated  in  a  regional  Job  Bank  where  thirty  employers  interviewed  students  and 
accepted  applications.  Norwood  High  students  were  offered  a  minimum  of  three 
interviews  each.  There  were  a  total  of  thirty-nine  interviews  and  thirteen  stu¬ 
dents  were  invited  for  a  follow-up  interview  at  the  company  site.

English  Department 

Two  elective  courses  have  provided  some  very  positive  results.  In  January  the  TV 
Communication  classes  began  producing  a  morning  news  program.  Included  in 
this  process  is  writing  of  scripts,  taping  of  interviews,  presentation  of  live  news¬ 
casts,  and  all  technical  aspects  of  producing  a  TV  program.  Another  elective,  The 
Newspaper,  has  produced  a  bi-monthly  school  newspaper.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  the  writing  of  articles  was  mostly  done  by  members  of  the  class.  How¬ 
ever,  interest  in  submitting  articles  has  grown,  and  now  students  throughout  the 
school  contribute  articles  and  art  work  to  the  newspaper.  Both  of  these  courses 
have  been  well  received  by  the  entire  staff  and  student  body. 


In  addition  to  these  new  courses,  several  teachers  have  become  very  involved 
in  learning  about  the  use  of  computers  in  the  English  classroom.  Mrs.  Flemer, 
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Miss  Brady,  and  Mrs.  Tilley  have  attended  conferences  which  have  provided 
them  with  information  on  computer  programs  available  and  techniques  for  use 
in  the  classroom.  The  Department  looks  forward  to  expanding  its  use  of  the 
computers  next  year. 

Another  successful  program  has  been  the  publication  of  a  literary  magazine. 
Mr.  Lyons  and  a  group  of  students  have  worked  on  the  magazine  on  a  purely 
volunteer  basis.  Contributions  of  both  literary  and  art  work  have  come  from 
all  grades  and  levels.  The  magazine  was  published  three  times  this  year. 

The  addition  of  the  ninth  grade  to  the  high  school  has  also  been  interesting 
and  challenging.  Mr.  Kirker  and  Mrs.  Hemman  have  adjusted  well  to  the  new  en¬ 
vironment  and  are  a  great  asset  to  the  English  Department. 

Students  have  been  involved  in  many  writing  competitions.  Two  students 
received  honorable  mention  in  a  contest  sponsored  by  WCVB-TV.  A  senior  won 
fifth  place  in  the  Rodman  Ford  Essay  Contest.  Many  freshman,  sophomores,  and 
juniors  participated  in  the  essay  contest  sponsored  by  the  English  Department. 

The  Core  Composition  curriculum  was  assessed  at  mid-year.  The  process 
developed  last  year  was  used  again  with  some  minor  changes.  The  Department 
believes  this  is  an  excellent  method  of  evaluating  the  students’  progress  in  their 
writing.  It  now  is  important  that  a  ninth  grade  curriculum  be  developed  in  order 
to  provide  a  four-year  sequential  program.  A  summer  workshop  is  being  planned 
so  that  this  work  can  be  done. 

Mr.  Peterson  has  continued  the  interdisciplinary  class  in  English  and  social 
studies.  The  response  from  students  who  are  involved  is  very  positive. 

Members  of  the  Department  are  also  involved  in  extra-curricular  activities. 
Mrs.  Ingraham  and  Miss  Brady  are  class  advisors.  Mr.  Powell  and  Mr.  Lyons  both 
coach  athletic  teams.  Mr.  Powell  also  is  advisor  to  the  Student  Council.  Mrs. 
Tilley  assisted  the  coach  and  the  students  who  participated  in  the  Academic 
Decathlon. 

Several  teachers  attended  conferences  during  the  year.  In  the  fall  Miss 
Hutchison,  Miss  Brady,  and  Mrs.  Ingraham  attended  the  New  England  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Teachers  of  English  Conference  in  Nashua,  New  Hampshire.  Mr.  Phillips 
went  to  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Reading  Conference  in  Portland, 
Maine.  In  April,  Mr.  Lyons  and  four  students  from  the  journalism  class  attended 
a  journalism  conference  held  at  Northeastern  University.  The  students  received 
instructions  in  conducting  and  writing  interviews  and  then  had  the  opportunity 
to  interview  Natalie  Jacobsen  and  Chet  Curtis.  Miss  Hutchison  met  several  times 
this  year  with  English  Department  chairmen  in  the  area. 

Mathematics  Department 

Some  significant  steps  have  been  made  in  the  math  department  to  use  computer 
software  as  a  tool  for  teaching  and  learning.  Many  members  of  the  math  depart- 
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ment  have  used  “The  Geometric  Supposer”  and  “Mathgrapher”  software  rou¬ 
tinely  for  classroom  presentations.  Many  other  pieces  of  software  have  been  pre¬ 
viewed  and  will  become  part  of  the  teaching/learning  strategies  of  the  math  staff. 

Mr.  Carve,  Mrs.  DeCoste,  and  Mrs.  Tucker  of  the  math  department  attended 
the  regional  math  conference  in  Boston.  Many  other  teachers  attended  local  con¬ 
ferences  dealing  with  topics  ranging  from  dealing  with  low  ability  students  to  the 
new  standards  in  mathematics.  Among  teachers  attending  local  conferences  were 
Mr.  McKenna,  Mr.  Ranalli,  Mr.  Sanford,  and  Mr.  Fuccillo. 

Continued  strides  in  using  the  results  of  departmental  assessment  continues. 
Improvement  in  teaching  strategies  and  classroom  involvement  have  been  noted. 

IBM  computers  with  networking  capabilities  have  been  previewed.  Students 
have  been  able  to  try  many  programs.  Computer  students  were  also  taken  on  a 
field  trip  to  the  Computer  Museum. 

At  the  annual  awards  assembly,  the  following  students  were  presented  with 
awards  in  mathematics:  Sean  Smith  was  awarded  the  Renssalear  Medal  for  the 
best  combined  average  in  math/science;  Sean  Smith  and  Greg  Downing  were 
awarded  books  as  the  outstanding  juniors  in  math;  Fiona  Immonen  was  awarded 
a  book  as  the  outstanding  sophomore  in  math;  Jose  Gomes  was  awarded  a  book 
as  the  outstanding  freshman  in  math,  and  Dan  O’Toole  was  presented  an  award 
at  the  1989  graduation  exercises  as  the  outstanding  senior  in  math. 

Social  Studies  Department 

As  a  result  of  the  ninth  grade  curriculum  addition,  the  Social  Studies  department 
offers  two  additional  course  offerings.  They  are  American  Government  and 
Ancient  Civilization.  A  very  welcome  addition  to  the  Social  Studies  staff  is 
Mr.  Shinnick  and  Mr.  Smelstor.  After  a  short  period  of  adjustment,  such  as, 
room  assignments,  office  space,  and  the  problem  of  inventory;  the  year  prog¬ 
ressed  very  well. 

In  October  the  Spotlight  Program  begn  at  Bentley  College.  Mrs.  Reilley  was 
active  in  recruiting,  participating,  and  coordinating  the  transportation  for  Nor¬ 
wood  Senior  High  School  students  both  in  the  fall  and  spring  programs. 

The  Social  Studies  department  sponsored  a  political  forum  for  seniors. 
Hoping  that  this  will  become  a  tradition,  the  department  invited  representatives 
of  the  Democratic  and  Republican  parties  of  Norwood  to  present  their  views  on 
the  issues  of  the  election  of  1988.  Mr.  Michael  Bergeron,  Mr.  Thomas  Eddlem, 
and  Mr.  Scott  Frank,  represented  the  Republican  party  and  Representative 
Gregory  Sullivan  represented  the  Democratic  party.  From  discussions  with 
students,  teachers,  and  administrators,  the  consensus  seems  to  be  that  it  was  a 
rewarding  educational  experience  in  citizenship. 

In  November,  both  Mr.  MacDonough  and  Mrs.  Reilley  gave  slide  shows  during 
National  Educational  Week.  Mr.  MacDonough  gave  a  slide  show  on  his  recent 
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trip  to  Turkey  as  a  Fullbright  Scholar  during  the  summer  of  1988  to  study  the 
history  and  culture  of  Turkey.  Mrs.  Reilley  gave  a  slide  show  of  her  trip  to 
Kenya  in  the  summer  of  1988.  Mr.  MacDonough  made  a  presentation  to  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  TEC  Directors  of  Social  Studies  and  Foreign  Languages  describ¬ 
ing  his  experiences  as  a  Fullbright  Scholar  and  discussing  the  process  of  selec¬ 
tion  for  a  a  scholarship. 

The  Mid-Term  examinations  were  given  on  January  26,  1989.  This  began  the 
process  of  assessment  of  those  examinations  in  each  course  that  has  a  completed 
curriculum  guide  in  place.  The  staff  evaluated  the  results  of  the  exams  in  respect 
to  the  stated  goals  and  objectives  outlined  in  the  curriculum  guides. 

Again  this  year,  the  Department  in  its  efforts  to  encourage  students  to  take 
an  active  interest  in  government,  participated  in  a  Student  Town  Government 
Day.  Prior  to  the  April  vacation,  junior,  sophomore,  and  freshmen  students  held 
an  election  for  positions  in  town  government.  Students  who  were  elected  to 
office  or  who  had  an  appointed  position  spent  the  day  with  their  respective 
officials  getting  some  insight  about  town  government.  Members  of  the  Student 
Tour  Government  Day  Committee  who  were  responsible  for  the  success  of  this 
day  were  Mr.  Robert  Clifford,  Mr.  Giles  Parker,  and  Mr.  Stephen  Shinnick. 

A  very  successful  Advanced  Placement  European  History  program  was  begun 
this  year  with  two  classes  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough. 

In  April,  forty-four  European  History  students  from  Mr.  Thomas  Smelstor’s 
freshman  class  went  to  Williamsburg,  Virginia.  They  were  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Smelstor,  the  organizer  of  the  trip,  Mr.  Giles  Parker,  Ms.  Christine  Focht, 
and  Ms.  Denise  Duffy.  Reports  indicated  that  everyone  had  a  wonderful  time 
and  a  great  educational  experience. 

The  winner  of  the  1989  history  awards  were:  United  States  History  Medal  — 
Robert  Wilson,  American  History  Award  —  Sean  Smith,  Sophomore  History 
Award  —  Joseph  McCann,  and  Freshman  History  Award  —  Bridget  Canniff. 

This  year  Mrs.  Reilley  served  as  the  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  Bar 
Association’s  Committee  for  Law  Related  Education  and  served  as  chairperson 
for  the  meetings  of  the  Norwood  Law  Advisory  Board.  The  board  met  to  dis¬ 
cuss  issues  in  law  education. 

The  economics  classes  continued  their  participation  in  the  Junior  Achieve¬ 
ment  Program  under  Mr.  Parker’s  able  direction.  This  year’s  advisors  were: 
Mr.  Frank  Daley  —  Northrop  Corporation,  Mr.  Michael  Savelonni  —  Shawmut 
Bank,  Mr.  Chris  Foley  —  Shawmut  Bank,  and  Mr.  Harold  Renning  —  Westwood

In  May,  Mr.  Robert  Toll  and  Mr.  Robert  Clifford  attended  a  workshop  of  the 
teaching  of  Advanced  Placement  United  States  History  at  Regis  College.

This  year  Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough  honored  the  Social  Studies  Department 
again  by  being  awarded  a  scholarship.  He  was  selected  to  study  in  Germany 
during  the  summer  of  1989.  He  was  one  of  fourteen  teachers  chosen  nationally 
by  the  German  Marshall  Fund  of  the  United  States  Fellowship.  Mr.  MacDonough 
was  also  named  a  National  Fellow  for  Independent  Study  in  the  Humanities.  He 
is  one  of  185  fellows  selected  from  1900  applications.  In  addition  to  this,  Mr. 
MacDonough  for  the  fifth  year  was  chosen  a  reader  of  Advanced  Placement 
examinations  for  the  College  Board  Testing  Service. 

Foreign  Language  Department 

This  school  year  has  been  one  of  activity  and  growth  for  the  Foreign  Language 
Department.  In  September  two  staff  members  Mrs.  Sally  Peter  and  Ms.  Paula 
Pelaggi,  added  their  enthusiasm  and  professionalism  to  the  Language  Depart¬ 
ment.  Paul  Pelaggi  was  honored  this  spring  as  an  outstanding  educator  by  the 
Norfolk  County  Teachers’  Association.  Two  staff  members  attended  the  North¬ 
east  Conference  on  the  Teaching  of  Foreign  Languages  held  in  New  York  City  in 
April.  In  addition,  several  staff  members  attended  other  conferences  and  semi¬ 
nars  within  the  state.  The  department  head,  Cheryl  Brown,  made  a  presentation 
at  the  Massachusetts  Foreign  Language  Association  Meeting  in  October,  and  also 
to  an  inservice  at  Dover-Sherbom  High  School. 

Following  a  two-day  proficiency  training  workshop  in  June  of  1988  involving 
ten  staff  members,  Yvette  Parks  of  the  Junior  High  and  Cheryl  Brown  received  a 
Horace  Mann  Gratn  to  write  proficiency  objectives  for  levels  1-5  in  French  and 
Spanish,  and  1-4  in  German.  Then,  through  a  Commonwealth  Inservice  Institute 
Grant,  they  began  monthly  meetings  to  train  staff  in  proficiency-based  teaching 
techniques.  Speakers  included:  Marcel  Lavergne,  Needham  Public  Schools; 
Nancy  Kelly,  Quincy  High  School;  Mary  Ann  Stadtler-Chester,  Simmons  College; 
Claire  Jackson,  Newton  South  High  School;  and  Joy  Renjilian-Burgy,  Wellesley 
College,  in  collaboration  with  Needham  High  School. 

The  Department  continued  to  make  extensive  use  of  the  Sony  Language 
laboratory,  hosting  visitors  from  Stoughton,  Newton,  Cranston,  Rhode  Island, 
Gordon  College,  Sony  communications,  as  well  as  the  Norwood  School  Commit- 
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tee.  Cheryl  Brown  visited  similar  labs  at  Weston  High  School  and  Brown  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  she  and  Beth  Wheatley-Dyson  attended  a  Sony  User’s  Seminar  in  May. 

Our  High  School  students  participated  in  the  National  French,  Spanish,  and 
Latin  Contests  in  March.  Bridget  Canniff  placed  seventh  in  Eastern  Massachu¬ 
setts  on  the  National  Spanish  Exam,  and  Puneet  Tandon  and  Lisa  Sheehan 
received  cum  laude  certificates  in  Latin.  Several  students  participated  in  the 
Advanced  Placement  French  and  Spanish  Tests  in  May. 

The  following  students  won  Foreign  Language  Awards:  Graduation  Awards 
French,  Clare  Curley;  Spanish,  Laura  Akeke;  Academic  Achievement,  German, 
Mary  Shillue;  Latin,  Josephine  Chi;  French  3,  Jennifer  Sullivan;  French  4,  Sean 
Smith;  Spanish  3,  Bridget  Canniff,  and  Spanish  4,  Timothy  Coyle. 

Students  attended  the  following  field  trips:  a  production  of  Le  Medicin 
Malgre’  Lui  in  Concord,  Cyrano  de  Bergerac  in  Boston,  and  a  performance  of  the 
Ballet  Folkorico  Mexicano. 

ATter  two  teachers  attended  a  two-day  Social  Studies  and  Foreign  Language 
Institute  sponsored  by  TEC  at  Wellesley  College,  the  two  departments  held  a 
joint  meeting  to  discuss  possible  collaborative  projects,  such  as  student  exchange 
programs.  In  addition,  the  Foreign  Language  Department  hosted  a  speaker  from 
the  American  Field  Service,  with  the  result  that  three  students  will  be  spending 
the  summer  in  Venezuela,  Portugal,  or  Austria,  and  one  will  spend  her  junior 
year  in  Switzerland  with  AFS.  Another  student  will  spend  the  summer  in  France 
with  a  similar  program. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  bid  adieu  to  Delores  Staton,  who  is  retiring  this 
June.  A  member  of  the  Foreign  Language  Department  since  1958.  and  Depart¬ 
ment  Head  from  1972-1986,  Delores  has  been  admired  by  both  colleagues  and 
students  as  an  outstanding  teacher.  She  set  high  standards  for  herself  and  her  stu¬ 
dents  while  showing  personal  interest  and  genuine  warmth  to  each.  We  will  miss 
her  intelligence,  her  insight,  her  humor,  and  her  constant  dedication  to  improv¬ 
ing  education.  It  has  been  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  work  with  her. 

Science  Department 

Primary  focus  of  release  days  was  directed  toward  the  up-coming  school  evalua¬ 
tion  process.  Mr.  William  Neviackas  and  Mrs.  Joyce  Gleason  each  chaired  a  com¬ 
mittee  for  the  evaluation  process.  All  other  department  members  were  members 
of  self-evaluation  committees. 

Re-evaluation  of  the  science  curriculum  is  an  on-going  process.  Mid-year 
exams  were  administered  and  assessed.  Review  of  textbooks  was  also  under¬ 
taken.  Incorporation  of  the  ninth  grade  science  program  ran  very  smoothly. 

Workshops  and  conferences  were  attended  by  the  Science  Department  staff. 
Members  of  the  staff  which  attended  were  as  follows:  Paul  Frost,  Science 
Department  Head;  Andrew  Amster,  Joyce  Gleason,  and  William  Neviackas. 
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Mrs.  Joyce  Gleason  was  a  presenter  at  the  National  Science  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  annual  meeting  in  Portland,  Maine. 

Certificates  of  academic  excellence  and  merit  were  awarded  to  underclass¬ 
men.  The  1988-1989  Norwood  High  School  Science  Achievement  Award  was 
presented  to  John  Cofey  during  graduation  exercises. 

Business  Education  Department 

In  February,  students  who  were  enrolled  in  the  Marketing/Distributive  Educa¬ 
tion  Program  attended  the  DECA  District  IV  Career  Conference  which  was  held 
at  the  Hillcrest  in  Waltham.  Accompanying  the  students  were  Mr.  John  Sullivan, 
their  teacher-coordinator,  and  Mr.  William  Riley,  guidance  counselor.  The  five 
Norwood  High  School  students  who  won  awards  were  Heather  Merlin,  Laura 
Tansey,  Scott  Pearson,  Anthony  Otwell  and  Janet  O  Connor. 

For  the  first  time  at  Norwood  High  School,  students  who  were  enrolled  in 
major  and  minor  keyboarding  courses  received  their  instruction  on  the  Com¬ 
modore  64  computer  systems  utilizing  word  processing  software.  During  Term  3, 
approximately  32  students  who  were  enrolled  in  Mr.  Weber’s  Keyboarding  1 
classes  had  an  opportunity  to  use  the  IBM  computer  systems  in  the  experimental 
laboratory.  Using  the  IBM  Touch  Typing  software,  they  developed  their  key¬ 
boarding  skills  through  drills,  timed  writings  and  specially-developed  games. 
The  computer  laboratory  in  Room  105,  is  in  need  of  furniture  replacement 
designed  for  computer  systems. 

Miss  Hanks,  Mrs.  Hannafin,  Mr.  Sullivan,  and  Mr.  Weber  accompanied  their 
students  on  field  trips  to  the  Dedham  District  Court;  John  Hancock  Company 
(Boston);  Analog  Devices  (Westwood);  BayBank/Norfolk  County  Trust  (West- 
wood),;  and  Boston  Globe  (Boston). 

Arrangements  were  made  for  speakers  to  make  presentations  in  accounting, 
business  law,  and  marketing/ distributive  education  classes.  Representatives  from 
Analog  Devices,  BayBank/Norfolk  County  Trust,  Northrop  Corp.,  and  United 
Parcel  Service  made  these  presentations. 

A  Business  Advisory  Committee  meeting,  which  was  planned  and  organized 
by  Mr.  Sullivan,  was  held  in  November.  Business  and  industry  representatives 
were  invited  to  meet  with  the  business  education  staff  to  discuss  the  marketing/ 
distributive  education  program  and  to  make  recommendations  to  improve  the 
program’s  curriculum.  Each  school  year,  Mr.  Sullivan  seeks  business  people  who 
are  involved  in  the  work  experience  programs  to  serve  on  this  committee. 

The  Accounting  1  (standard  level)  curriculum  guidelines  was  written  by  Miss 
Hanks.  During  the  school  year,  there  was  assessment  for  the  courses  of  Account¬ 
ing  1  (college  level),  Keyboarding  1  (standard  level)  and  Marketing/Distributive 
Education  1  and  2  (standard  level).  The  business  education  staff  who  developed 
and/or  contributed  to  the  final  assessment  report  for  June,  1988,  and  the  mid- 
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year  assessment  report  for  January,  1989,  were  Miss  Hanks,  Mr.  Sullivan,  and  Mr. 
Weber. 

The  business  education  staff  was  involved  in  various  professional  and  school 
activities.  Some  of  these  activities  are  described  below. 

Miss  Hanks,  Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr.  Weber  attended  the  IBM  Microsoft  Word 
Processing  Workshop  which  was  held  at  the  high  school  in  April. 

Miss  Hanks  served  on  the  steering  committee  for  the  NEAS&C’s  self-evalua¬ 
tion  of  Norwood  High  School  for  the  fall  of  1989.  She  served  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Massachusetts  Business  Education  Directors’  Association  and 
attended  MBEDA  meetings.  She  was  a  participant  in  the  Publish  It!  Computer 
Workshop  which  was  held  at  the  Cleveland  Elementary  School. 

Mrs.  Hannafin  attended  the  New  England  Business  Educators’  Association 
Conference  which  was  held  in  November  at  Nashua,  New  Hampshire. 

Mr.  Sullivan  served  as  a  teacher-coordinator  on  the  DEC  A  District  IV  regional 
committee.  He  plans  to  attend  the  Professional  DEC  A  Division  Seminar  in  June, 
which  will  be  held  at  Bentley  College  in  Waltham. 

Mr.  Weber  served  as  chairperson  of  the  high  school’s  business  and  marketing 
education  learning  areas  subcommittee.  He  visitied  Brockton  High  School’s 
business  department  in  January  to  tour  the  department’s  facilties,  including  the 
IBM  computer  system  laboratories,  and  to  talk  with  the  business  education  staff 
about  their  computer  curriculum.  He  attended  the  MBEDA  meeting  which  was 
held  in  May  in  Danvers.  The  topics  were  the  Report  by  the  Business  and  Office 
Technology  Task  Force  of  Massachusetts  and  Classroom  Computing,  After  the 
Apple  II,  IBM  and  the  Macintosh— An  Update. 

Art  Department 

The  inclusion  of  the  ninth  grade  at  the  high  school  increased  both  the  enroll¬ 
ment  and  number  of  teachers  in  the  art  department.  Doris  Howard  and  Marianne 
Trede,  both  from  the  Junior  High  School  art  department,  travelled  to  the  High 
School  every  day  to  teach  crafts  design  and  introduction  to  art.  Another  major 
change  in  staffing  occurred  when  Deborah  Valeri  was  a  member  of  the  staff 
during  Margo  Mancinelli’s  sabbatical  leave.  Mrs.  Mancinelli  returned  in  January 
following  a  successful  course  of  study  at  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design.  Curri¬ 
culum  development  continued  with  the  completion  of  four  new  guides  written 
by  Mrs.  Mancinelli  and  Mrs.  Munroe. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  informative  and  interesting  films,  field  trips  and  pre¬ 
sentations  by  representatives  of  a  variety  of  art  schools,  the  department  was  for¬ 
tunate  to  host  Ms.  Lu  Stubbs,  a  sculptor  from  Sharon,  for  an  afternoon.  Students 
thoroughly  enjoyed  her  lecture  at  which  she  showed  slides  and  examples  of  her 
work.  The  presentation  was  funded  by  the  Norwood  Teachers’  Association  and 
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sponsored  by  the  Women’s  Committee  to  help  celebrate  Women’s  History 
Month.  Two  other  guest  lecturers  in  the  advanced  placement  class  were  Doris 
Howard  and  Thomas  MacDonough,  both  of  the  staff.  Showing  their  own  slides, 
they  discussed  Egyptian  and  Renaissance  art  with  the  students. 

The  Art  Honor  Society  enjoyed  a  particularly  active  and  successful  year 
under  the  leadership  of  Karin  Ait  on,  president.  Eight  new  members  were  in¬ 
ducted:  senior  Mary  Ann  Crowley;  sophomores,  Alicia  Calarese,  Elisa  Chun, 
Jason  Levesque,  Marybeth  O’Donnell;  freshmen,  Liza  Ann  Riolo  and  Mary 
Stadalnick.  The  annual  New  York  museum  trip  took  place  in  April  and  was 
partly  funded  by  a  variety  of  activities  including  the  selling  of  art  posters.  In 
May,  the  Society  helped  raise  money  to  donate  to  the  Kennedy  Statue  Fund. 

Students  who  were  particularly  honored  this  year  were  Christopher  DiMarzo 
and  Alicia  MacEachern  for  drawings  submitted  to  the  Scholastic  Art  Awards 
Competition.  After  submitting  portfolios  and  being  interviewed,  Christopher 
DiMarzo  and  Meghan  Kelleher  were  chosen  to  attent  Art  All-State  this  year.  Kim 
Gulla  was  chosen  as  an  alternate.  Seniors  Christine  Law,  who  will  be  attending 
Rhodes  Island  School  of  Design  in  the  fall,  Cynthia  Moore,  who  will  be  going  to 
the  Museum  School  in  Boston,  and  Stephanie  Scanned,  a  future  art  major  at 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  University,  received  scholarships  from  the  Norwood 
Art  Association.  The  recipients  of  the  1989  Art  Awards  were  Lisa  Andrews  and 
Louis  LaBissiere. 

Art  work  created  by  the  aforementioned  students  as  well  as  a  broad  cross 
section  of  other  grades  and  levels  in  the  department  was  seen  throughout  the 
year  in  many  displays:  in  the  school  corridor  and  front  offices,  in  the  school 
committee  room,  downtown  Norwood,  and  at  the  major  music  concerts.  In 
addition,  student  work  was  seen  in  a  variety  of  signs,  logos,  window  paintings 
and  posters  executed  by  members  of  the  department  throughout  the  year. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

Phyical  fitness  obviously  received  major  emphasis  in  the  department’s  curricular 
efforts.  Evaluation  and  instruction  are  the  two  components  of  the  fitness  pro¬ 
gram.  Evaluation  is  accomplished  through  the  administration  of  a  health  related 
fitness  test  which  provides  students  with  a  computerized  read-out  which  com¬ 
pares  them  with  other  students  throughout  the  nation.  In  addition,  it  also 
provides  them  with  a  plan  for  improvement.  This  year,  evaluation  took  on  an 
additional  aspect  when  the  Board  of  Health  performed  a  cardiovascular  risk 
assessment  on  all  the  seniors.  With  this  assessment,  there  was  also  the  option  of 
having  a  cholesterol  blood  level  taken. 

The  curricular  component  of  fitness  takes  place  during  the  winter  months 
with  all  the  students  spending  a  specified  amount  of  time  in  the  fitness  room 
through  strength  training  programs  with  weights  and  cardiovascular  programs 
on  the  exercycles.  This  is  augmented  in  the  health  classes  with  discussion  and 
determination  of  body  composition. 
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During  October  and  early  November  of  this  past  year,  the  physical  education 
teachers  of  the  system  and  certain  nurses  were  certified  in  CPR  at  the  instructor 
level.  This  was  sponsored  by  the  high  school  department.  This  project  allowed 
the  high  school  teachers,  with  the  help  of  certain  nurses  and  an  elementary 
school  P.E.  teacher,  to  certify  156  graduating  seniors  in  CPR. 

The  emphasis  on  drug  and  alcohol  education  has  intensified  over  the  past 
few  years.  The  department  has  reacted  to  this  emphasis  by  conducting  for  stu¬ 
dents  a  number  of  special  programs  and  projects  in  addition  to  teaching  the  up- 
to-date  material  in  the  curriculum.  These  special  programs/projects  were: 

1 .  Sgt.  Brooks,  Norwood  Police— drug  law  changes. 

2.  Cocaine’s  effect  on  the  central  nervous  system— conducted  prior  to  the 
senior  prom. 

3.  Peer  Education— trained  students  from  the  high  school  conducted  classes 
in  substance  abuse  for  all  fifth  and  sixth  graders. 

4.  Town-wide  Drug  and  Alcohol  Information  Night— conducted  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  high  school  staff  and  the  Norwood  Athletic  club  for  all 
students  and  parents  in  the  community. 

5 .  Observance  of  the  Great  American  Smokeout— done  on  all  health  classes 
with  the  use  of  a  machine  called  an  Ecolyzer  which  analyzes  the  amount 
of  carbon  monoxide  in  the  lungs. 

It  is  imperative  that  teachers  keep  abreast  of  trends  and  development  in  their 
discipline.  To  do  this,  it  is  helpful  to  attend  conferences.  Department  members 
attended  conferences  sponsored  by  the  following  organizations:  MIAA,  Athletic 
Injury  Conference;  C-Tape,  City  and  Town  Administrators  of  P.E.  Annual  Con¬ 
ference;  EMPEAA,  Easter  Mass.  P.E.  Administrators’  Association-monthly; 
NORCAP,  monthly  consortium  meeting;  TEC,  presentation  by  Joseph  Katch- 
pole  at  their  January  meeting;  and  Physical  fitness  assessment  conference,  hosted 
by  Norwood. 

Industrial  Arts  Department 

The  students  and  teachers  in  our  industrial  arts  program  have  been  very  active, 
both  in  their  required  projects  and  in  those  dealing  with  the  general  school  and 
community  needs. 

Under  Mr.  Simpson’s  and  Mrs.  Shelton’s  direction  our  metal  shop  students 
constructed  a  “Go  Kart”  (utilizing  a  chain  saw  engine),  an  auto  engine  hoist,  and 
an  auto  engine  stand.  The  engineering  and  detailed  machining  was  intricate  and 
precise.  The  power  mechanics  class  attended  a  field  trip  to  Foreign  Motors  of 
Framingham  for  an  inside  look  at  todays  auto  mechanic  procedures. 

The  wood  shop  students,  under  Mr.  Voolich’s  direction,  were  successful  in 
constructing  several  coffee  tables,  stereo  cabinets,  and  a  dry  sink.  These  were 
constructed  with  help  from  our  new  compressed  air  system  and  the  related  air 
tools  used  for  fastening  and  finishing.  This  has  been  an  “upgrade”  in  our  depart- 
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merit’s  program.  Mr.  Voolich  was  also  responsible  for  designing  and  building  two 
“United  Fund”  thermometer  sandwich  boards,  one  of  which  stood  in  front  of 
Town  Hall  to  record  contributions. 

Mr.  Smith  and  his  electronics  students  have  continued  to  repair  and  service 
the  school  systems  computers  and  Mr.  Shelton  acted  as  the  resource  person  and 
trouble  shooter  for  the  new  IBM  network  trial  computers.  In  addition  Mr. 
Smith’s  advanced  electronics  students  have  been  able  to  wire-up  all  classrooms  in 
the  high  school  for  closed  circuit  TV  broadcasts.  Our  electronics  classes  also 
attended  field  trips  to  GTE  of  Needham  and  Pease  Air  Force  Base  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire. 

Mr.  Rooney’s  graphic  arts  classes  have  continued  to  produce  many  cost-saving 
school  and  community  printing  projects.  Our  school  newsletter  stands  out  for 
fomat  and  eye-catching  graphics.  In  addition  we  have  also  printed  the  Bay  State 
League  Hockey  Program,  Norwood  High  School  Marching  Band  Competition 
Ad/Program  Book,  Norwood  Public  Schools  Evening  Program  leaflet,  Norfolk 
County  Conservation  Shrub/Tree  Sale  Book,  and  our  Norwood  High  School 
Program  of  Studies.  The  graphics  classes  attended  field  trips  to  Regal  Press  in 
Norwood  and  the  Architectural  Collaborative  in  Cambridge. 

Special  Education  Department 

There  were  one  hundred  fifty  students  who  received  special  education  services 
during  the  1988-89  school  year.  A  strong  majority  of  these  students  spent  the 
vast  majority  of  their  time  in  regular  education  classes  using  special  services  as 
a  support.  The  students  received  these  services  as  follows:  twenty-one  students 
with  substantial  special  needs  were  in  the  resource  classrooms;  a  total  of  one 
hundred  fourteen  students  used  the  services  of  the  learning  center  which  offer 
academic  assistance  for  work  done  in  the  regular  classroom;  approximately 
ninety-one  students  were  adjustment  counselors  during  the  year;  twenty-seven 
students  worked  with  a  speech  and  language  therapist;  thirteen  students  received 
services  from  the  adaptive  physical  education  teacher;  and  the  school  psy¬ 
chologist  tested  thirty-four  students.  Six  students  graduated  from  alternative 
schools  during  the  1988-89  school  year. 

Athletic  Department 

Norwood  High  School  athletes  have  long  been  known  for  their  fine  perform¬ 
ances  in  every  sport  in  the  Bay  State  League.  Little  known  to  everyone  however 
is  that  Norwood  High  has  produced  many  students  who  have  been  very  success¬ 
ful  above  and  beyond  the  Bay  State  League. 

The  Norwood  High  School  football  cheerleaders  represented  our  school  at 
the  National  High  School  Cheerleading  Championships  in  Orlando,  Florida, 
this  past  February.  Led  by  tri-captains  Suzanne  Nally,  Mary  Kelly  and  Michele 
Zuliani,  the  cheerleaders  impressed  a  crowd  filled  with  many  adoring  Norwood 
fans  with  their  all  time  best  performance  which  earned  them  a  spot  in  the  semi¬ 
finals.  This  competition  was  featured  on  ESPN  and  brought  our  school  National

recognition.  The  cheering  squad  performed  in  the  Lord  Mayors  New  Year’s 
Day  parade  in  London,  England  with  the  Universal  Dance  Stars. 

Paul  Fitzpatrick,  a  member  of  the  junior  class  was  an  all  star  wrestler  for  the 
Norwood  High  team.  He  went  on  to  win  the  state  meet  in  his  weight  class  and 
further  went  on  to  Fmish  fifth  in  New  England. 

Karen  Olsson,  a  junior,  and  Julie  DiMaggio,  a  sophomore  both  competed  on 
the  international  level  at  a  gymnastic  championship  meet  in  Australia  this  past 
summer.  Karen  was  also  featured  on  Evening  Magazine  last  year  for  her  gymnas¬ 
tic  accomplishments. 

Erin  McTernan  who  is  a  member  of  the  Hockomock  swim  team  in  North 
Attleboro  competed  in  the  summer  Bay  State  Games  for  swimming.  She  has 
also  successfully  competed  on  the  state  and  New  England  levels  and  is  going 
on  to  national  competition  in  Canton,  Ohio. 

Michel  Decareau,  an  oustanding  athlete  and  student  at  Norwood  High  com¬ 
peted  as  one  of  the  youngest  members  of  her  softball  team  in  the  junior  Olym¬ 
pics.  As  a  starting  left  fielder,  Michele  assisted  her  team  to  a  great  showing  in 
Texas. 

Lisa  McCarthy,  the  leading  scorer  for  the  Norwood  field  hockey  team  com¬ 
peted  in  the  Bay  State  Games  and  went  on  to  play  for  an  undefeated  National 
Championship  team  in  Irvine,  California,  where  she  was  also  the  leading  scorer. 

Barbara  Bushnell,  another  all  star  Norwood  field  hockey  star  also  competed 
in  the  National  Championships  in  California.  She  was  the  starting  goalie  for  an 
undefeated  team  and  went  unscored  upon. 

LaKisha  Downing  and  Kim  Brigham  both  all  star  members  of  the  Norwood 
High  School  girls  basketball  team  were  selected  to  play  for  the  Bay  State  Games 
women’s  basketball  team.  They  further  went  on  to  the  AAU  championship  game 
in  Florida. 

Hispanic  Scholar  Awards  Program 

Luisa  Fundora,  a  member  of  Norwood  High  School  Class  of  1989  and  daughter 
of  Carlos  and  Martha  Fundora,  was  a  semifmalist  in  the  1989  National  Hispanic 
Scholar  Awards  Program.  Thirty-one  hundred  students,  all  recognized  for  their 
academic  achievement  and  potential,  competed  for  five  hundred  scholarships. 
The  purpose  of  the  awards  program  is  to  identify  academically  well-prepared 
Hispanic  students  and  encourage  their  recruitment  by  postsecondary  insti¬ 
tutions. 

Christian  A.  Herter  Memorial  Scholarship 

Batriah  Cunningham,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1990,  is  the  winner  of 
a  Christian  A.  Herter  Memorial  Scholarship.  Batriah  is  thus  assured  a  state 
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scholarship  of  up  to  fifty  percent  of  her  annual  total  budget  for  study  at  a  col¬ 
lege  or  university  of  her  choice  following  successful  completion  of  her  second¬ 
ary  school  program.

Mr.  Maleiko  is  a  life  long  member  of  Norwood.  After  distinguished  service  in 
World  War  II,  Mr.  Maleiko  re-established  his  life  in  the  community  of  Norwood. 
In  1963,  he  was  employed  by  the  Norwood  Public  Library  as  a  custodian. 
Following  that  successful  employment,  he  applied  to  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools,  through  Civil  Service,  for  work  as  a  building  custodian  and  on  January 
4,  1954,  he  was  appointed  as  a  permanent  Junior  Building  Custodian  in  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Public  Schools.  During  the  next  several  years  he  served  the  Norwood  Pub¬ 
lic  Schools  in  outstanding  fashion,  and  following  his  demonstration  of  leadership 
qualities,  he  was  appointed  Supervisor  of  School  Custodians.  During  the  next 
twenty-five  years,  he  led  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  through  many  State  and 
Federal  law  changes,  building  construction,  and  building  closings.  Mr.  Maleiko 
became  the  most  knowledgeable  individual  regarding  all  school  buildings. 

In  1989,  following  the  arduous  chore  of  the  Senior  High  School  renovation 
project  and  asbestos  abatement,  he  decided  to  retire  and  spend  time  with  his 
wife  and  their  many  grandchildren. 

Mr.  Maleiko  has  left  his  mark  indelibly  printed  on  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools  and  his  presence  will  be  sorely  missed. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
NORWOOD  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  September,  1988,  we  welcomed  455  students  to  the  Norwood  Junior  High 
School.  From  the  viewpoint  of  the  students  and  staff,  it  has  again  been  another 
successful  academic  year. 

It  was  an  off  year  for  testing  as  the  Basic  Skills  Test  mandated  by  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  was  administered  to  the  ninth  grade  which  was 
transferred  to  the  Senior  High  School.  Also,  state  mandated  Curriculum  Assess¬ 
ment  Test  was  not  administered  this  year. 

The  results  of  the  previous  year’s  Curriculum  Assessment  Tests  were  received, 
and  we  scored  quite  well  especially  in  the  area  of  social  studies  where  we  ex¬ 
ceeded  all  expectations.  We  improved  significantly  over  the  previous  test  in  read¬ 
ing  as  well  as  in  math.  We  have  addressed  some  areas  that  concern  us,  and  we  are 
confident  that  these  areas  will  show  significant  gains  next  time. 

Our  School  Improvement  Council  funded  many  worthwhile  projects  includ¬ 
ing  the  OMNI  Exhibit  at  the  Museum  of  Science  for  all  seventh  graders  as  well  as 
a  four-day  theater  workshop  and  an  afternoon  theater  workshop  during  the 
academic  year.  Pirates  of  Penzance  (under  the  direction  of  Kenneth  Griffin  of 
our  Music  Department)  was  another  project  partially  funded  by  our  School  Im¬ 
provement  Council  and  was  a  complete  success. 

Our  intramural  program  completed  another  successful  year,  offering  a  wide 
variety  of  programs  ranging  from  floor  hockey  to  golf. 

The  high  school  orientation  was  continued  this  year  and  proved  to  be  success¬ 
ful  and  enjoyable  as  it  gave  our  eighth  graders  an  opportunity  to  tour  our  Senior 
High  and  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  faculty  and  building. 

Language  Arts 

The  Language  Arts  Department  at  Norwood  Junior  High  School  enjoyed  an 
active  and  successful  year.  The  curriculum  remains  sound,  as  the  results  of  the 
Massachusetts  Curriculum  Assessment  show.  The  areas  of  reading  and  study  skills 
showed  marked  improvement  in  most  areas.  In  addition,  efforts  were  undertaken 
to  re-test  certain  students  who  did  not  score  well  in  the  Gates-McGinitie  test  in 
the  fall.  The  importance  of  the  tests  was  stressed  to  these  students,  and,  as  a 
result,  their  scores  rose  dramatically.  This  indicates  that  student  attitude  going 
into  these  testing  situations  is  a  crucial  factor.  We  plan  to  share  these  thoughts 
with  the  rest  of  the  faculty  for  next  fall.  Also  in  the  area  of  curriculum,  a 
seventh  grade  curriculum  mode,  patterned  after  the  one  done  for  the  eighth 
grade,  was  developed  last  summer  by  Patricia  Follansbee,  Maureen  Harrington 
and  David  Jenkins.  As  of  this  moment,  we  are  awaiting  the  distribution  of  the 
final  printed  copies. 

The  English  Department  was  involved  in  a  number  of  successful  activities  this 
year.  There  were  field  trips  to  the  Trinity  Theater  in  Providence,  where  120 
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seventh  graders  saw  a  performance  of  Dickens’  A  Christmas  Carol;  to  Mark 
Twain’s  mansion  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  for  Ms.  Harrington’s  seventh  grade 
students;  and  to  the  Chamber  Theater  in  Boston,  where  Mr.  Smith’s  eighth  grade 
students  enjoyed  dramatizations  of  famous  short  stories. 

In  November  our  annual  Spelling  Bee  was  held  as  part  of  the  observance  of 
National  Education  Week.  Our  eighth  grade  winner,  Brian  Chisholm  then  repre¬ 
sented  our  school  in  the  Patriot  Ledger  Spelling  Bee  in  the  spring. 

Working  with  our  English  teachers,  Mrs.  Susan  Heckmann  conducted  a  highly 
successful  theater  workshop.  This  culminated  in  a  performance  of  a  one -act  play 
by  several  talented  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students.  Overall,  it  was  a  wonderful 
learning  experience  about  the  theater  for  our  students. 

This  year  our  students  and  teachers  participated  in  the  Advance  Systems 
Writing  Assessment  Program.  Approximately  ninety  students  wrote  narratives  on 
a  given  topic;  these,  in  turn,  were  scored  and  analyzed  by  Advanced  Systems. 
The  results  were  enlightening,  yet  positive.  The  teachers  will  be  discussing  how 
best  to  utilize  this  valuable  program  in  the  future.  Also,  in  the  area  of  writing, 
we  have  re-instituted  a  school- wide  Writing  Contest.  Cash  awards  were  donated 
by  the  Norwood  Lions’  Club.  At  this  time,  the  results  are  unavailable  since  the 
contest  is  ongoing. 

In  February  our  students,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Ms.  Wlodkoski,  enjoyed 
a  visit  by  the  well-known  humorous  author,  Gordon  Korman.  Mr.  Korman  spoke 
to  both  seventh  and  eighth  graders  separately,  and  then  spent  time  with  a  select 
group  of  students  who  had  written  their  own  humorous  stories  in  advance  of  his 
visit.  Mr.  Korman  was  able  to  analyze  and  critique  each  of  the  students’  writing, 
a  unique  and  wonderful  opportunity  for  them. 

This  year,  many  of  our  seventh  grade  students  had  the  opportunity  of  com¬ 
municating  by  letter  with  their  seventh  grade  counterparts  from  the  Norwood 
Middle  School  in  Norwood,  Ohio.  Several  letters  were  exchanged  throughout  the 
year,  and  each  school  sent  the  other  a  videocassette  featuring  the  classes  involved 
in  the  exchange  and  a  brief  tour  of  each  facility.  It  was  fun  and  educational  for 
all  involved. 

Library  Program 

The  librarian  worked  in  three  areas:  the  daily  duties  of  a  full-time  librarian,  the 
continuance  of  special  programs  repeated  annually,  and  the  introduction  of  new 
special  programs.  The  remainder  of  this  report  describes  these  three  areas  in 
some  detail. 

The  1988-89  school  team  required  introduction  and  orientation  to  the 
library  and  instruction  in  library  skills  (review  of  Dewey  Decimal  System,  card 
catalogue,  Reader’s  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature,  etc.).  These  were  presented 
to  seventh  graders.  The  usual  assistance  was  given  to  classroom  teachers  so  that 
children  could  use  reference  materials  in  writing  their  reports.  Encouragement  to 
book-reading  was  done  more  on  a  one-to-one  basis  this  year.  Scanning  new  ma- 
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terials  and  new  acquisitions  to  become  familiar  and  updated  was  also  an  aspect 
of  our  daily  activities. 

In  addition  to  the  daily  running  of  the  library,  we  started  special  programs  to 
enliven  the  library  environment  and  to  further  encourage  children  to  read.  One 
of  these  programs  is  the  Calendar  Clue  Contest  which  requires  students  to 
answer  weekly  questions  by  researching  in  encyclopedias  and  almanacs.  Each 
year  we  have  had  about  15  winners.  Another  ongoing  activity  is  a  special  book 
fair  which  promotes  paperback  sales,  adds  to  children’s  libraries,  and  provides 
reading  bases  for  authors’  visits.  Since  1984  we  have  sponsored  visits  by  authors 
of  books  in  various  genres:  The  Mazers  talked  about  their  fiction;  Lois  Lowry 
exemplified  writing  of  serial  novels;  William  Sleator  caught  the  children’s  imagi¬ 
nations  with  his  science  fiction;  John  Bellairs  introduced  mystery  writing;  and 
Gordon  Korman  instroduced  his  writing  of  humor  through  his  own  books  and 
through  a  master  class  for  our  students.  Funds  to  pay  these  authors  were  largely 
awards  to  applications  for  grants  from  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery.  Also  on¬ 
going  is  the  Student  Library  Volunteer  program.  In  1988  we  formed  a  liaison 
with  Wellesley  College  through  their  Slater  International  Institute  which  pro¬ 
vides  college  students  from  foreign  lands  to  visit  public  schools  and  talk  to 
children  about  their  lives  and  customs.  In  1986  we  initiated  the  field  trip  pro¬ 
gram  to  Trinity  Repertory  Company  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  so  that  about 
80  students  could  be  introduced  each  year  to  Dickens  through  a  play  called  “A 
Christmas  Carol.” 

This  year  we  have  introduced  a  dramatic  element  to  the  biography  genre. 
Through  Young  Audiences  of  Massachusetts,  we  contracted  Marcia  Perlmutter 
to  interact  with  our  students  as  she  played  the  part  of  Marie  Curie.  Students 
were  prepared  in  science  classes  for  this  visit  and  used  the  library  to  research 
her  life  and  her  contributions  to  science.  Young  Audiences  also  provided  the 
visit  of  Three  Mill  Girls  from  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  as  a  19th  century  historical 
reconstruction.  This  was  tied  into  the  social  studies  units.  The  School  Improve¬ 
ment  Council  funded  these  two  programs. 

Before  school  ends  this  term,  a  program  which  supplements  the  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  course  is  a  visit  by  a  Brookline  caterer,  Jacque  Kelley.  The  intention  of 
this  program  is  to  expose  the  children  to  the  IMC  Cookbook  collection. 

Throughout  this  year  we  have  attempted  to  promote  the  IMC  by  informing 
the  public  of  activities  by  submitting  pictures  and  articles  to  local  newspapers. 

Plans  for  next  year  include  the  incorporation  into  our  inventory  of  grade  six 
materials.  This  will  be  a  huge  inventory  project.  A  special  program  will  empha¬ 
size  the  poetry  genre  by  a  visit  from  Judith  Steinbergh,  poet.  (We  have  recently 
received  word  that  funding  for  this  visit  has  been  approved  by  the  Massachusetts 
Arts  Lottery).  New  machinery  has  been  installed  in  the  IMC  on  a  trial  basis  this 
year,  however,  its  cost  is  beyond  our  library  budget,  and  we  will  have  to  wait  for 
some  future  date  of  implementation.  Present  library  budget  is  $4,000,  which  is 
the  same  level  of  funding  for  these  past  three  years.  With  the  addition  of  grade 
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six  to  Norwood  Junior  High,  there  will  be  many  more  demands  on  the  library 
budget. 

Mathematics 

About  150  students  participated  in  the  Continental  Mathematics  League  com¬ 
petition  again  this  year.  This  year  we  rejoined  the  New  England  Math  League 
and  150  students  participated.  For  the  first  time  about  fifty  of  our  eighth  grade 
students  competed  in  the  American  Math  Competition. 

In  the  Continental  Math  League,  Matthew  Mallet  was  our  eighth  grade  winner 
and  Bert  Chi  was  our  seventh  grade  winner.  Kevin  Robinson  was  the  eighth  grade 
winner  in  the  New  England  Math  League  while  first  place  in  the  seventh  grade 
was  shared  by  Michael  McCarthy  and  Bert  Chi.  Also,  there  was  a  tie  for  first 
place  in  the  American  Math  Competition  between  Nimesh  Shah  and  Carmela 
Mazzotta.  Carmela  was  also  the  winner  of  the  Mathematics  Department  Award 
for  outstanding  achievement  this  year  in  mathematics. 

With  the  loss  of  the  ninth  grade  to  the  high  school,  our  computer  offerings 
were  Computers  1  and  Computers  2.  Nevertheless,  over  200  students  were 
enrolled  in  these  courses. 

Curriculum  projects  have  been,  or  are  being,  developed  in  Algebra  I,  Explora¬ 
tions  in  Mathematics,  and  levels  2  and  3  in  the  eighth  grade. 

A  new  textbook  was  in  use  in  our  Pre-Algebra  course.  This  book  was  selected 
over  a  year  ago  after  an  extensive  search  by  the  textbook  committee.  It  received 
excellent  reviews  by  the  teachers  and  seems  to  be  an  excellent  choice. 

Science 

This  year  for  the  first  time  since  the  early  sixties  the  school  had  just  grades  7  and 
8.  The  transfer  of  two  teachers  to  the  High  School  with  the  ninth  graders  and 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  Hottleman  was  a  major  loss  of  teaching  experience  for  the 
Science  Department. 

We  look  forward  to  the  sixth  grade  coming  up  in  September  of  1989.  This 
change  should  be  helpful  to  both  areas— elementary  and  secondary— giving  each 
group  more  direct  contact  with  curriculum  and  materials. 

This  year  the  curriculum  programs  that  had  been  developed  the  year  before 
received  their  first  full  year’s  test.  The  Life  Science  curriculum  proved  to  be  very 
successful,  and  with  some  refinement  by  Irene  Hill  and  Raymond  Lauzon,  our 
two  Life  Science  teachers,  it  will  be  even  more  effective. 

Kenneth  Dalzell  finished  the  I.P.S.  Curriculum  Model  during  the  late  winter, 
and  we  are  anxious  to  see  its  effectiveness  next  academic  year. 
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The  entire  seventh  grade  again  travelled  to  the  Museum  of  Science  and  its 
OMNI  Theater  for  another  enjoyable  and  educational  experience. 

Social  Studies 

During  the  past  school  year,  the  Social  Studies  Department  continued  to  stress 
the  basic  skills  required  for  achievement  of  success  in  both  World  Geography  and 
U.S.  History.  The  state-mandated  Curriculum  Assessment  Test  saw  the  Social 
Studies  program  exceeding  all  other  depatments  in  terms  of  success. 

We  do  not  intend  to  rest  on  our  laurels,  however,  and  will  continue  to  seek 
new  and  innovative  procedures  in  the  teaching  of  geography  and  American 
History.  There  will  be  some  minor  adjusments  in  the  area  of  textbooks,  and  we 
will  add  new  supplementary  material  each  year.  For  example,  we  are  currently  in 
the  third  year  of  our  program  of  replacing  out-dated  filmstrip  material  with 
videos,  as  well  as  adding  new  titles,  as  the  budget  allows. 

In  January  1989,  Norwood  Junior  High  Social  Studies  Department  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  first  annual  Geography  Bee  sponsored  by  the  National  Geographic 
Society.  All  seventh  and  eighth  Social  Studies  students  participated  in  the 
contest,  which  consisted  of  class  competitions  (in  both  geography  and  history 
classes),  semi-final  competitions  (among  the  class  finishers)  and  the  finals  (top 
10  qualifiers),  which  were  held  under  strict  guidelines  outlined  by  the  National 
Geographic  Society. 

The  winner  in  our  school  was  Jennifer  Rabbit,  an  exceptional  eighth  grade 
girl,  who  went  on  to  compete  in  the  state  finals.  The  state  finals  were  held  at 
Winchester  High  School  in  April  when  youngsters  from  grades  4-8  from  all  over 
the  state  met  to  compete.  Although  Jenny  did  not  make  the  finals,  she  did  a 
creditable  job  in  the  semi-finals,  and  all  enjoyed  the  tension  and  excitement  of 
the  finals. 

This  was  a  worthwhile  program,  emphasizing  geographic  skills  in  a  unique 
way,  and  the  Social  Studies  Department  intends  to  continue  the  program  next 
year. 

Foreign  Language  Department 

As  a  result  of  a  “proficiency  workshop”  held  in  the  summer  of  1989,  the 
Foreign  Language  Department  began  the  school  year  with  revised  course  objec¬ 
tives.  Language  teacher  Hellas  Assad,  Yvette  Parks  and  Mary  Splaine  met  with 
the  High  School  staff  on  a  monthly  basis  to  discuss  implementation  of  the 
revised  objectives.  Consultants,  funded  by  a  Commonwealth  In-service  Grant, 
were  also  brought  in  to  share  their  expertise  on  a  proficiency-based  curriculum. 

An  “International  Cafe”  featuring  croissants,  Mesican  tea  cakes,  Irish  bread, 
etc.,  was  sponsored  by  the  Language  Department  during  American  Education 
Week.  Students  dressed  in  sarapes,  sombreros  and  berets  welcomed  parents  in 
a  foreign  language,  while  serving  them  cafe  style. 
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The  Foreign  Language  Department  has  organized  various  cultural  activities  to 
enhance  its  program.  French  students  participated  in  a  performance  of  Cyrano 
de  Bergerac,  followed  by  lunch  at  a  creperie.  Spanish  classes  enjoyed  La  Tuna 
y  Como  Gitanos  and  lunch  at  Guadalaharry’s  in  Boston.  In  May,  forty-four 
eighth-grade  French  students  journeyed  to  Quebec  and  Montreal  for  four  days 
of  immersion  in  a  Canadian  culture. 

The  highlights  of  this  year’s  Foreign  Language  Week  activities  was  a  “Foreign 
Language  Trivia  Contest”  involving  all  homerooms.  The  Language  Department 
hosted  a  croissant  breakfast  for  the  winning  room. 

Norwood  Junior  High  School  is  proud  to  announce  a  national  winner  in  the 
National  French  Exam  this  year.  Olga  Donohue  placed  seventh  on  the  national 
level,  fourth  in  New  England  and  first  in  Eastern  Massachusetts.  Other  regional 
winners  were  Jennifer  Rabbitt,  fourth  place;  Agnes  Curley,  seventh;  and  Carmela 
Mazzotta,  eighth. 

Career  Education 

This  year  was  unique  in  that  we  lost  the  ninth  grade  classes  and  curriculum.  We 
saw  a  loss  of  personnel  from  four  to  two  teachers— one  retirement  and  one  staff 
member  reassigned  to  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  We  are  now  at  the  same 
level  of  personnel  as  when  I  started  28  years  ago,  only  we  now  offer  electricity 
as  a  seventh  grade  course. 

It  was  an  interesting  and  challenging  year  with  Patrick  Keleher  and  Gerard 
Lane  teaching  new  areas  in  the  curriculum.  More  and  more  girls  are  taking  the 
Industrial  Arts  courses  and  some  of  the  wood  and  metal  projects  that  were  made 
were  not  only  well  done  but  useful. 

Fine  Arts 

Posters  created  by  the  seventh  grade  classes  were  designed  to  cover  several  dif¬ 
ferent  town  or  statewide  events: 

Water  conservation  posters  from  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Author¬ 
ity  (notification  of  awards  by  6/1/89). 

“Community  Pride”  of  Norwood  posters  sponsored  byt  the  Norwood  Co-op 
Bank;  selected  drawings  to  be  incorporated  into  a  mural  for  the  bank  to  be 
painted  by  “Sidewalk  Sam,”  a  renowned  Boston-based  painter  of  sidewalk 
art.  We  will  choose  general  representative  drawings  to  be  painted  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  on  a  few  of  the  Junior  High’s  sidewalks. 

Channel  5  and  Bank  of  Boston  are  sponsoring  Great  Expectations— an  educa¬ 
tional  project  to  raise  public  consciousness  about  problems  and  progress  in 
education.  Students  are  designing  posters  based  on  this  theme  and  relating  it 
to  school  subjects. 
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Students  are  designing  their  own  postage  stamp  ideas  based  on  themes  of 

animal  welfare,  conservation,  current  events,  etc.  Upon  completion,  they  will 

be  displayed  in  the  Norwood  Post  Office  over  the  summer. 

In  March  we  took  a  field  trip  into  the  Transportation  Center  to  view  the 
Boston  Globe  1989  Scholastic  Art  Awards.  Two  of  Marianne  Trede’s  students 
won  both  Gold  Key  and  Blue  Ribbon  awards,  and  the  art  work  went  on  to  New 
York  for  national  competition. 

Also,  in  March,  Marcia  Sewall,  a  well  known  illustrator  of  children’s  books 
gave  a  presentation  in  the  IMC  to  a  selected  group  of  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
art  students.  Funding  for  this  program  was  secured  by  Doris  Howard  from  the 
Norwood  Arts  Lottery. 

The  after  school  art  classes  for  766  and  TEC  students  continued  this  year. 
The  program  called  Project  Enhance  gives  special  needs  children  an  opportunity 
to  further  creative  potential  that  can’t  be  covered  in  a  classroom  situation  on  a 
daily  basis. 

The  seventh  grade  art  curriculum  guide  has  been  edited  and  revised  and  is 
ready  for  final  printing. 

Our  Annual  K-12  Art  Exhibit  this  spring  represented  the  works  of  over  fifty 
students  at  the  Junior  High  level.  Projects  were  displayed  in  Poirier  Sales  &  Ser¬ 
vice  Corp.,  Howard  Insurance,  Foley  Travel  and  Hanlon  Shoes. 

The  Massachusetts  Alliance  for  Arts  Education  (MAAE)  selected  Doris 
Howard,  head  of  the  Fine  Arts  Department,  as  one  of  13  outstanding  art  educa¬ 
tors  in  the  state.  She  was  honored  at  an  awards  ceremony  May  8  at  the  Wor¬ 
cester  Art  Museum.  She  was  presented  with  a  special  citation  on  May  23  by  the 
Senate  and  Governor  Dukakis  at  the  State  House. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

The  Health  program  was  tailored  to  meet  the  needs  of  only  two  grades  this  past 
year  since  the  ninth  grade  moved  to  the  high  school. 

A  smooth  transition  took  place  with  the  incoming  sixth  graders  in  mind. 

Since  all  Health  teachers  were  certified  in  C.P.R.  this  past  September,  the 
Department  emphasized  first  aid  and  life  saving  techniques  more  than  any  of  the 
other  health  related  areas. 

However,  all  health  units  were  still  covered  in  a  shorter  time  period. 

The  Physical  Education  classes  worked  closely  with  the  after  school  intra¬ 
mural  programs  by  introducing  many  of  the  activities.  A  wide  variety  of  co¬ 
educational  units  were  the  norm,  rather  than  the  exception,  as  the  students 
became  acquainted  with  each  other  as  well  as  the  activity. 
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Students  and  teachers  alike  look  forward  to  another  enjoyable  year. 

Guidance 

The  Guidance  Department  continued  with  the  administration  of  the  standard¬ 
ized  testing  program.  This  included  the  California  Achievement  Test  and  the 
Cognitive  Skills  Index  for  all  eighth  grade  students,  and  the  Gates -MacGinitie 
Reading  Survey  for  all  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students.  Results  of  all  tests 
were  mailed  home  to  parents. 

Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School  and  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  Tech¬ 
nical  High  School  sent  representatives  to  explain  their  programs  of  study.  Tours 
to  these  vocational  schools  were  conducted  for  interested  students. 

Evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  of  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  graders, 
as  well  as  students  transferring  from  St.  Catherine’s  School,  where  curriculum 
offerings  were  explained.  Question  and  answer  periods  were  held  after  each  pre¬ 
sentation. 

An  intensive  counseling  program  was  carried  out  on  all  grade  levels.  Confer¬ 
ences  with  all  students  were  held  on  a  scheduled  basis.  These  were  also  held  at 
the  request  of  teachers,  parents  and/or  students.  When  needed,  referrals  were 
made  to  outside  agencies. 

Counselors  continue  to  be  student  advocates  for  all  children  getting  services 
under  Chapter  766. 

All  students  were  interviewed  and  scheduled  for  appropriate  courses  for  the 
next  academic  year.  Course  selections  for  incoming  sixth  and  seventh  graders 
were  reviewed  and  finalized. 

New  students  were  programmed  and  current  students  screened  to  determine 
whether  program  adjustments  were  necessary. 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  was  again  very  active  and  inducted  four¬ 
teen  new  members. 

The  Daily  Silent  Reading  Program  continued  this  year.  Every  morning  stu¬ 
dents  and  staff  read  for  twenty-five  minutes.  This  relaxing  and  enjoyable  pro¬ 
gram  sets  a  positive  tone  for  the  day  as  well  as  giving  students  and  staff  an 
opportunity  to  read  for  pleasure. 

Our  Gifted  and  Talented  Program,  S.E.A.R.C.H.,  through  the  diligent  efforts 
of  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Committee  under  the  direction  of  Mary  Splaine, 
i!  Margaret  Ransom  and  Mary  King  had  an  extremely  successful  year.  The  commit- 
'  tee  has  revised  several  aspects  of  the  program  including  the  guidelines  and 
criteria  for  acceptance,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  next  year  and  continued 
refining  of  the  program. 
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M.  Gertrude  Devlin,  Guidance  Department  Head  for  twenty-nine  years, 
retired  in  June.  We  wish  her  good  health  and  an  enjoyable  retirement. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Savage,  Dr.  Toran  and  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
HENRY  O.  PEABODY  SCHOOL 

The  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  is  scheduled  to  close  August  1989  after  47 
years  of  operation.  This  fact  is  one  that  brings  mixed  emotions  to  the  faculty, 
student  body,  alumni  and  community.  The  reality  of  declining  enrollment  and 
increased  expense  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  are  the  reasons  for  the  decision  by 
the  School  Committee. 

Regional  vocational  schools,  community  colleges  and  private  institutions  are 
all  vying  for  a  limited  number  of  students.  Cost  and  degree  offerings  are  also 
factors.  A  community  college  can  offer  a  culinary  program  for  $800  per  year 
while  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  was  charging  $2,250  ...  at  the  same  time 
the  community  college  was  providing  an  associate  degree  with  their  program. 
The  Department  of  Education  recently  informed  us  that  we  should  be  charging 
$5,100  a  year  tuition. 

Guidance  and  Financial  Aid  Department 

The  Henry  0.  Peabody  Guidance  Counselor  attended  several  Massachusetts 
Vocational  Guidance  Directors’  Meetings  including  the  annual  meeting  at  East- 
ham.  In  November  1988,  Mrs.  Pauline  H.  Gorman,  Guidance  Counselor  was 
assigned  two  days  per  week  as  transition  counselor  at  Blue  Hills  Regional  Tech¬ 
nical  School  in  Canton.  Presentations  were  given  at  a  number  of  schools,  as  well 
as  informational  sessions  for  counselors.  A  breakfast  and  tour  were  given  at  Blue 
Hills  for  twenty  five  counselors  to  familiarize  them  with  the  new  location  for 
the  Henry  0.  Peabody  programs.  Follow-up  work  and  incomplete  applications, 
applicant  appointments  for  financial  aid  assistance  and  interview/tours  for  appli¬ 
cants  have  been  carried  out  more  recently.  Letters  about  the  new  location  of 
the  Henry  0.  Peabody  programs  were  sent  to  all  Guidance  Departments  and  the 
Henry  0.  Peabody  mailing  list.  In  addition,  letters  were  sent  to  Home  Economics 
and  Art  Departments  in  these  schools  regarding  Fashion  Design  and  Culinary 
Arts  presentations  which  may  be  given  at  the  school,  upon  request.  Publicity 
about  all  programs,  including  the  Nursing  Examination  was  sent  to  area  news¬ 
papers  by  the  Blue  Hill  public  relations  office.

Business  Department 

On  February  1 ,  the  Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  Claudia  Browning,  Ann 
Buckingham,  and  Brian  Kaveney,  met  with  Diane  Regan,  Myrna  White  and 
Johannah  Brunelli.  Mrs.  Brunelli  was  introduced  as  the  replacement  for  Mrs. 
Regan  the  guidance  counselor.  The  Committee  discussed  the  possible  transfer 
of  the  business  program  to  Blue  Hills  Regional  in  Canton.  Mrs.  White  addressed 
the  current  trend  of  declining  enrollment  in  business  departments  throughout 
the  state.  Attention  was  focused  on  a  newspaper  article  reporting  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  task  force  to  investigate  the  declining  members  and  to  develop  ways  to 
promote  business  education  among  the  students.  The  Committee  cited  numerous 
entry-level  positions  in  the  local  area. 

This  fact  has  been  reemphasized  with  numerous  phone  calls  from  local 
businesses  looking  to  hire  personnel  on  a  full-and  part-time  basis.  Mrs.  White 
mentioned  that  the  response  would  increase  as  the  end  of  school  neared. 

The  students  had  an  opportunity  to  see  the  competition  awaiting  them  by 
attending  Aquinas  Junior  College’s  annual  typing  contest.  Though  none  of  the 
students  took  first  place,  one  student  was  awarded  a  certificate  of  proficiency. 

Starting  in  April,  Mr.  Steven  Woefel  of  Foley  Insurance  Agency  in  Norwood 
headed  the  list  of  professional  people  scheduled  to  speak  to  the  classes.  Mr. 
Woefel  spoke  of  the  insurance  field  and  the  day-to-day  operations  of  a  family- 
owned  business.  On  May  23,  Mr.  Alan  Sanderson  of  Sullivan  and  Cogliano  spoke 
on  the  place  of  an  employment  agency  in  the  job-search  process.  Mr.  Sanderson 
spoke  at  length  on  the  interview  process  and  what  each  student  should  expect. 
On  June  1 ,  Ms.  June  Kaplan  of  Career  Center  of  Needham  continued  the  theme 
of  the  interviewing  process  and  spoke  to  the  classes  regarding  their  own  ques¬ 
tions  and  concerns  in  finding  the  perfect  career.  The  finale  was  reached  on  June 
6  when  a  Job  Fair  sponsored  by  Metro  Southwest  presented  Carolyn  Campbell 
of  the  Department  of  Employment  Training.  Four  companies  arrived  to  inter¬ 
view  the  women  in  the  afternoon,  while  the  morning  session  was  geared  toward 
role  playing  of  the  interview  process  in  preparation  for  the  afternoon  interview. 

Cosmetology  Deparment 

The  Cosmetology  Department  has  both  high  school  seniors  and  post-graduate 
students  this  year. 

Mrs.  Maureen  Stober,  Mrs.  Genevieve  Crescenzi  and  Mrs.  Karen  Bonney  met 
at  Blue  Hills  on  a  Saturday  with  Mr.  John  Shakour  to  view  the  proposed  site  for 
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the  Cosmetology  Program.  After  several  meetings,  plans  were  drawn  up  to  assure 
a  housing  that  would  meet  the  needs  of  the  program. 

Two  advisory  members,  Ken  Tracy  and  Michael  Fitzhenry  with  Toni  Accolla 
accompanied  Mrs.  Stober  to  Blue  Hills  to  address  needs  and  curriculum  for  Sep¬ 
tember  1989. 

Field  trips  and  demonstrations  were  held  at  Shakour’s  Beauty  Supply  on 
color  and  hair  cutting  and  at  Michael  Henry’s  Beauty  Salon  on  hair  cutting  and 
spiral  permanent  waving. 

The  students  and  faculty  attended  a  Cosmetology  show  at  Venus  Di  Milo  in 
Swansee  and  a  workshop  at  Ace  Beauty  Supply  in  Cranston,  R.I. 

Graduates  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  spoke  to  students  on  being  a 
successful  Manager-Owner  of  a  salon  as  well  as  hair  stylists  and  sales  representa¬ 
tives  of  various  companies. 

Creativity  and  hard  work  were  demonstrated  through  a  mannequin  hair  style 
competition  held  the  night  of  Open  House— April  13th.  Over  600  people  at¬ 
tended  our  annual  open  house. 

Esthetics  Department 

The  Esthetician  students  were  given  demonstrations  by  Dorothy  Burgess,  and 
Apolonia  Marcille.  The  students  also  attended  the  Mass.  State  Hair,  Skin  and 
Nail  Convention  at  the  Boston  Park  Plaza. 

Other  Field  trips  taken,  to  view  salons  and  meet  estheticians  in  the  work 
place,  were  to  Patty’s  Skin  Care  in  Newton  and  to  “Skin  Care  by  Diane”.  Both 
of  these  are  operated  by  former  graduates.

Culinary  Arts 

The  Culinary  Arts  department  has  had  a  very  successful  year  in  student  compe¬ 
titions.  The  bakery  students  competed  in  the  Old  Colony  Cake  Decorator’s  Com¬ 
petition  at  the  Hanover  Mall.  One  student  won  a  honorable  mention  for  his  show 
piece.  The  Massachusetts  Retail  Bakers’  Association  held  a  cqmpetition  at  the 
Cottage  Crest  Restaurant  in  Waltham  in  which  two  students  win  the  President’s 
Award  and  1st  prize.  At  the  New  England  Hotel-Restaurant  Show  the  annual 
ACF  (American  Culinary  Federation)  Competition  two  second  year  students 
won  bronze  medals  for  their  cakes  and  art  pieces.  In  April  at  our  annual  open 
house  the  culinary  students  competed  against  themselves  for  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and 
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Grand  Prize.  Judges  from  the  foodservice  industry  volunteered  to  assist  in  the 
show.  The  students  had  been  planning  on  their  art  pieces  since  attending  the 
New  York  Hotel-Restaurant  Show  in  November. 

Other  field  trips  conducted  by  the  Culinary  Arts  Department  were  to  Hyannis 
to  tour  the  Cape  Cod  Potato  Chip  Co.  and  to  Ocean  Spray  Cranberry  World.  The 
first  year  students  attended  a  tour  of  HRI— meat  processing  plant  where  an 
extensive  meat  cutting  demonstration  was  held.  The  second  year  students  at¬ 
tended  two  field  trips  to  Hillard’s  Candies  in  Whitman  and  toured  Rudi’s  in 
Woburn  where  they  observed  “bake-off’  products. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  Culinary  Arts 
Department  was  awarded  th  “State  Award  of  Excellence”  which  is  conducted 
by  the  National  Restaurant  Association.  This  award  is  based  on  curriculum,  job 
placement,  continued  education,  and  the  faculty  qualifications  and  their  profes¬ 
sional  affiliations. 

Throughout  the  year  the  department  provided  catering  services  to  the  com¬ 
munity  and  the  school  system.  Afternoon  snacks  were  provided  to  the  weekly 
“Teaching  Methods”  class  which  was  held  in  the  schools’  cafeteria  on  Tuesdays. 
The  TEC  committee  held  several  luncheon  meetings  this  year.  The  special  needs 
program  from  Westwood  High  School  held  a  luncheon  in  the  dining  room. 
During  the  year  several  lunches  and  a  light  supper  was  transported  to  the  School 
Committee  Room  at  the  Willett  for  administration  meetings,  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Day  and  a  workshop  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  High  School  Athletics 
Department.  The  Norwood  High  School  Business  Department  Advisory  Commit¬ 
tee  had  a  lobster  dinner  for  guest  attorneys  in  the  dining  room.  The  Henry  0. 
Peabody  Word  Processing  Classes  enjoyed  coffee  and  fresh  breakfast  pastries 
during  their  certificate  awarding  ceremonies.  The  14  Sanford  Street  Corpora¬ 
tion  enlisted  the  services  of  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  Culinary  Art  Depart¬ 
ment  to  provide  an  extensive  Open  House  Reception  for  their  new  condominium 
complex  in  Medway. 

Fashion  Design 

Many  field  trips  are  planned  throughout  the  year  to  provide  on-site  observations 
and  activities  in  the  fashion  field.  The  Fashion  Department  participated  in 
several  workshops  at  Fabric  Place,  Framingham.  The  students  were  shown  mili¬ 
nary  techniques,  plaid  matching,  and  painting  on  silk. 

To  view  the  inner  workings  of  the  textile  industry  students  visited  Stanley 
Woolen  Mill  and  Anglo  Woolens  in  Uxbridge  in  October.  There,  the  students 
were  taken  to  a  tour  of  the  mill,  and  shown  how  raw  wool  is  transformed  from 
fiber  to  fabric.  At  the  mill  store,  students  were  able  to  purchase  the  same  fabric 
in  jewel  tones  that  New  York  designers  favor. 

Several  students  attended  the  Ebony  Fashion  Fair  at  The  John  Hancock  Hall, 
Boston,  to  experience  a  professional  fashion  show  featuring  top  models  from 
across  the  U.S.  modeling  French,  Italian  and  New  York  Couture  Collections. 
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The  fathion  students  participated  in  a  one  day  trip  to  New  York  with  the 
Culinary  Arts  Department.  The  fashion  students  toured  the  garment  district. 

On  Seventh  Avenue:  The  House  of  Bianchi  showroom,  where  the  head  sales¬ 
man  discussed  the  merchandisers  impact  on  product  development. 

The  students  continued  on  to  the  design  department  of  Healthtex  Children’s 
Wear,  where  designers,  patternmakers,  and  graphic  artists  were  viewed. 

To  complement  the  practical  and  technical  training,  a  tour  of  Polo,  Inc.  in 
Lawrence  permitted  the  students  to  see  computer  grading,  mass  production  cut¬ 
ting  and  stitching  of  fine  menswear. 

A  dye  lab  for  color  matching,  knit  design  room  and  computer  graphic  equip¬ 
ment  for  surface  design  was  viewed  on  a  tour  of  Mast,  Inc.,  in  Andover. 

Fashion  students  attended  the  W.A.C.N.E.  (Women’s  Apparel  Club  of  New 
England)  Show  during  Spring  Market  Week  in  January  as  an  introduction  to 
fashion  merchandising.  They  viewed  the  vendor’s  lines,  visited  showrooms  and 
observed  the  buyers  in  action. 

An  accessories  field  trip  to  Giovanna’s  Hat  Factory  in  South  Grafton  took 
place  to  acquaint  students  on  how  felt  and  straw  hats  are  fabricated  and  deco¬ 
rated.  Nearby  they  shopped  at  D.J’s  Trims  for  inexpensive  ribbons  and  flowers 
for  craft  items. 

In  March,  Mrs.  Howe  arranged  a  special  visit  to  the  costume  and  textile 
department  at  The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston.  The  students  viewed  17th  and 
18th  century  garments  which  the  public  rarely  sees,  as  well  as  their  extensive 
costume  and  textile  library. 

The  Fashion  Design  Department  visited  two  successful  business  women  with 
contrasting  styles  in  March.  Cabriole  in  Waltham  is  a  bodywear  manufacturer 
specializing  in  dance  and  aerobic  wear  and  Yolanda’s  in  Waltham,  whose  forte  is 
“special  occasion”  dressing. 

To  become  aware  of  the  competition  and  abilities  of  other  fashion  students, 
our  students  viewed  the  Framingham  State  College’s  exhibit  on  textiles  and 
design  at  Danforth  Museum  in  Framingham.  Students  also  attended  the  fashion 
show  presented  by  the  Class  of  ’89  at  The  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  in  May. 

The  production  involved  over  200  original  designs  in  all  areas  of  fashion.  This 
year  Mrs.  Sears  arranged  internships  for  the  Fashion  Group  (2nd  year  students) 
at  Yolanda’s,  Waltham  (special  occasion  dressing)  and  The  House  of  Bianchi, 
Boston  (Bridal  Manufacturer).  This  gives  the  students  a  unique  opportunity  to 
experience  working  in  the  field. 

Mrs.  Howe,  Mrs.  Sears  and  The  Fashion  Design  Class  of  ’89  presented  a 
fashion  show  on  May  25,  entitled  “Bon  Voyage”,  a  fashion  cruise.  The  show  in- 
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eluded  over  90  garments  designed  and/or  sewn  by  the  students.  They  were  assis¬ 
ted  in  modeling  by  model  Ann  O’Neil. 

All  of  the  above  activities  followed  the  advice  of  our  Advisory  Committee 
to  make  sure  students  know  the  basics  of  patternmaking  and  grading  even 
though  there  is  an  emphasis  on  computer  design  and  grading. 

Emphasis  on  stitching  should  be  on  “production”  stitching  even  though  stu¬ 
dents  were  making  “one  of  a  kind”  garments. 

The  Fashion  Design  Advisors  are:  Demittry  Taksery,  Helen  Gregory,  Deborah 
Shunney,  Ann  and  Carolyn  Smith,  Amy  Peters  and  Gayle  De  Avila. 

Practical  Nursing  Program 

This  has  been  an  exciting  year  with  many  firsts  despite  this  being  the  last  class  to 
graduate  from  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  Nursing  Program. 

Two  nursing  students  were  S.R.O.  officers:  Treasurer  and  Vice  President. 

Two  students  received  cash  awards  from  the  nursing  homes  where  they  work: 
Hollywell  and  Milton  Healthcare,  both  Flatley  Homes. 

Ten  students  took  advantage  of  the  New  England  Sinai  $1,500.00  cash 
awards  used  by  the  hospital  for  recruitment  of  nursing  staff. 

Six  students  applied  and  one  student  was  awarded  an  LPNMI  Scholarship 
from  statewide  competition. 

In  September,  29  students  entered  the  Practical  Nursing  Program.  In  Janu¬ 
ary,  two  students  from  last  year  returned  full-time  to  the  program  and  one  re¬ 
turned  to  complete  her  Maternal-Child  Health  clinical  rotation.  Thus,  twenty- 
seven  students  graduated  July  20, 1989. 

In  October,  the  graduates  from  the  1988  class  took  their  State  Boards  with 
100%  passage  which  ranks  our  school  number  one  in  Massachusetts. 

This  year,  students  received  geriatric  clinical  experience  at  Charlwell  House 
Nursing  Home,  medical-surgical  experience  at  Norwood  and  Southwood  Hos¬ 
pitals,  and  Maternal -Child  Health  experiences  at  Norwood  and  South  Shore  Hos¬ 
pitals.  Special  rotations  to  Chemotherapy  and  Radiation  were  added  to  South- 
wood.  Students  felt  these  experiences  gave  them  a  better  understanding  of 
therapies  available  to  cancer  clients.  Special  rotations  at  Norwood  included  the 
Operating  Room,  Day  Surgery,  and  Endoscopy.  Students  had  special  programs 
on  AIDS,  Gastrostomy  Tube  Feedings,  and  processing  sterile  equipment  given  by 
guest  lecturers . 

February  1,  the  Advisory  Board  had  lunch  at  Henry  O.  Peabody  with  a 
meeting  afterward.

The  biggest  concerns  expressed  were  the 
changes  in  requirements  for  employing  faculty  and  in  defining  observational 
experiences. 

May  3,  was  the  annual  trustees  dinner  and  our  second  Advisory  Board  Meet¬ 
ing. 

May  4,  the  Supervisor  of  Schools,  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing,  made  an 
informal  visit. 

On  May  24  and  25,  twenty -six  students  and  two  instructors  were  certified 
in  Community  CPR. 

Graduation  was  July  20  in  the  Norwood  Junior  High,  Charles  Sumner  Bird 
Auditorium,  Mrs.  Robertina  Blair  Cole,  LPN,  graduate  of  the  first  class  in  1962, 
was  speaker.  Mrs.  Constance  Ferri,  LPN,  Class  of  1974  and  Mrs.  Louise  Tedeschi 
LPN,  Class  of  1983,  were  class  marshalls.  Other  alumnae  were  ushers. 

The  first  Practical  Nursing  Alumnae  Reunion  will  be  held  September  17, 
1989  at  Bernardi’s  in  Walpole,  Massachusetts. 

Five  entrance  exams  were  given  at  Blue  Hills  Regional  High  School  and  forty 
were  accepted  for  the  September  1989  class.

It  is  my  pleasure  as  Principal  of  the  Balch  School  to  submit  my  eighteenth 
annual  report  for  the  period  July,  1988,  to  June  30, 1989. 

Personnel  and  Enrollment 

The  Balch  has  eighteen  regular  education  classroom  teachers,  a  Reading  Special¬ 
ist,  a  Learning  Center  teacher,  a  Speech/Language  therapist,  a  teacher  for  English 
as  a  Second  Language  (ESL)  and  a  Special  Needs  teacher  assisted  with  two  full 
time  aides.  Our  enrollment  for  the  school  year  was  366  pupils. 

The  staff  was  pleased  to  welcome  the  following  teachers:  Miss  Elizabeth 
Tecktonius,  grade  four,  Ms.  Evelyn  Holm,  grade  three,  Mrs.  Joan  Uliss,  grade 
two,  Mr.  Thomas  Dugan,  Vocal  Music,  Mrs.  Mary  Fiorenza,  Learning  Disabilities, 
Miss  Karyn  Lynch  and  Mr.  Thomas  O’Rourke,  Resource  Room  aides. 

In  the  custodial  department  we  welcomed  Mr.  John  Morrissey,  Mr.  Robert 
Binnall  and  Mr.  David  Lane. 

1 .  The  Balch  School  participated  in  the  newspaper  in  Education  Program 
sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Reading  Association  and  the  American 
Newspaper  Publishers  Foundation  Association.  This  program  provided 
pupils  the  opportunity  to  apply  their  reading  skills  to  real-life  materials. 

2.  School  Improvement  Fund  (Chapter  188) 

The  School  Improvement  Council,  consisting  of  the  building  principal, 
three  teachers,  three  parents  and  one  community  representative  were 
responsible  for  allocating  funds  for  innovative  programs,  instructional 
equipment,  or  any  other  purposes  to  improve  the  school’s  educational 
operation. 
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This  year  the  funds  were  used  to: 

a.  Sponsor  academic  and  cultural  programs 

b.  Purchase  science  and  reading  materials 

c.  Purchase  mobile  carts  to  contain  our  computers 

d.  Purchase  video  tapes  dealing  with  American  history 

e.  Purchased  software  to  enhance  the  mathematic  and  language  arts  curri¬ 
culum. 

Cooperative  Teaching  Program 

In  cooperation  with  Norwood  Senior  High  School’s  Cooperative  Teaching  Pro¬ 
gram,  the  following  students  volunteered  their  services  and  served  periodically  as 
mentors  to  our  K-3  children:

We  are  grateful  to  these  student  for  enabling  our  youngsters  to  share  mo¬ 
ments  of  peer  participation. 

The  South  Norwood  Beautification  Committee  has  expanded  its  project  on 
the  school  grounds  by  adding  additional  flowers  and  shrubs.  This  on-going  pro¬ 
ject  has  kindled  community  spirit  and  pride  in  the  school. 

Rinehart  Penmanship  Program— has  completed  its  fourth  year.  The  demonstra¬ 
tion  lessons,  the  diagnosis  of  formal  test  papers  and  evaluation  of  informal  hand¬ 
writing  lessons  culminated  in  excellent  results. 

The  Statewide  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program  was  conducted  in 
October,  1988  for  grades  3  and  6.  The  results  are  as  follows: 

Balch  Grade  3  Reading  —  96%  passed 
Math  —  90%  passed 
Writing  —  94%  passed 
Balch  Grade  6  Reading  —  85%  passed 
Math  —  95%  passed 
Writing  —  95%  passes 

In  grade  3,  one  child  failed  the  reading  portion,  five  failed  the  the  math  por¬ 
tion,  and  two  failied  the  writing  sample. 

In  grade  6,  six  pupils  failed  the  reading  portion,  two  failed  the  math  portion, 
and  one  failed  the  writing  sample. 

Parents  in  both  grades  were  notified  of  their  children’s  results.  Individual  re¬ 
mediation  plans  were  developed  for  those  students  who  failed. 
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The  Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Awards  established  by  President  Reagan’s 
Administration  in  1983  were  again  presented  to  honor  students  of  this  year’s 
grade  six  graduating  class.  I  am  proud  to  announce  that  thirteen  pupils  main¬ 
tained  a  B+  average  during  the  past  four  years. 

Seventeen  pupils  of  grade  6  volunteered  their  services  after  school  twice 
monthly  to  the  patients  of  the  Charlwell  Nursing  Home.  These  children  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  dedication  and  kindness  to  the  patients.  We  are  indebted 
to  Mr.  James  Fitzpatrick,  our  school  counselor,  for  his  leadership  role  and  to  the 
Women’s  Community  Committee  for  underwriting  the  transportation  expenses. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  had  another  successful  year.  The  PTA  activi¬ 
ties  this  year  were  the  annual  Pancake  Breakfast,  Spaghetti  Supper,  Book  Fair, 
Dance,  Family  Game  nights  and  field  Day.  Two  $350.00  scholarships  were 
awarded  to  two  high  school  graduating  seniors— Luisa  Fundora  and  Katherine 
Doe.  The  Principal’s  Award  was  presented  to  Molly  Donohue  and  Joseph  Rab- 
bitt,  present  grade  6  pupils,  for  their  contributions  of  citizenship  and  scholas¬ 
tic  honors. 

The  Balch  PTA  is  a  supportive,  diligent,  and  close  group,  who  continually 
serve  the  needs  of  the  school.  Each  succeeding  year  the  “PTA  baton”  is  passed 
along  and  the  goals  are  well  accomplished. 

Title  I  Program 

The  federally  funded  Title  I  Program  services  children  from  grades  one  through 
grade  six. 

The  Title  I  teachers  work  with  small  groups  of  students  in  the  areas  of  reme¬ 
dial  mathematics  and  reading.  The  children  are  pre-tested  in  September,  and 
post-tested  in  May  via  the  use  of  the  California  Achievement  Tests.  Extensive  use 
of  the  Apple  II  C  Computer  is  utilized  and  other  interesting  learning  devices  are 
incorporated  and  well  received  by  the  children  in  this  program.  The  annual 
awards  were  given  to  the  students  in  June.  Parents  and  friends  were  on  hand  to 
support  the  ceremonies. 

Gifted/Talented  Program 

This  year  the  Gifted/Talented  program  covered  a  variety  of  units  in  many  curri¬ 
culum  areas  including  history,  geography,  science,  economics,  literature  and  art. 
There  were  also  regularly  scheduled  visits  to  many  grades  for  whole  class  enrich¬ 
ment,  such  as  the  weekly  visits  the  entire  year  to  the  second  grade  working  on 
thinking  and  reasoning  skills,  as  well  as  science  and  geography.  Units  were  de¬ 
veloped  so  that  the  entire  class  could  benefit,  such  as  the  geography  unit  in  the 
first  grade  as  well. 

The  second  grade  pull-out  program  was  involved  in  a  special  unit  called 
Passports  in  Reading.  In  addition  to  thinking  skills,  they  worked  on  reading 
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literature  in  the  form  of  folk  tales  from  different  countries.  They  illustrated 
several  books  of  stories  they  learned  about. 

The  third  grade  started  the  year  with  an  indepth  study  of  the  research  process 
in  order  to  teach  them  how  to  research  an  animal.  These  projects  were  complete 
with  visual  presentations  in  the  form  of  posters,  mobiles  and  dioramas.  The 
second  research  topic  centered  around  a  country,  which  was  presented  at  an 
International  Fair,  both  at  Wellesley  College  and  for  their  classes.  They  also 
began  to  study  natural  wonders  of  the  world.  A  major  highlight  of  the  year  was 
their  study  of  Circus  History.  They  created  a  3-D  paper  circus  for  the  display 
case  and  visited  the  Good  Apple  Circus  for  a  field  trip. 

The  fifth  grade  studied  the  Mysteries  of  the  World  including  Stonehenge, 
Easter  Island  and  the  Bermuda  Triangle.  They  did  an  indepth  study  of  whales 
and  created  a  Whale  book  to  share  with  their  classes  as  well  as  a  Jeopardy  game. 
For  an  Egyptology  unit,  they  recreated  a  day  in  Egypt,  3000  years  before,  along 
with  a  feast  of  food,  a  mural  of  heiroglyphics,  and  many  artifacts. 

The  sixth  grade  started  their  year  with  the  study  of  law.  First  they  learned 
about  the  history  of  law,  and  then  they  related  it  to  literature  as  they  examined 
the  story  of  Hansel  and  Gretel  and  held  a  trial  in  the  regular  classroom  of  jurors. 
They  were  to  culminate  this  unit  with  a  visit  to  the  Dedham  Courts  for  Law 
Day,  where  they  could  observe  a  moot  court.  Subsequently,  they  studied  busi¬ 
ness  and  economics,  learned  about  advertising  and  marketing’  They  created  their 
own  cereals,  complete  with  taste  tests,  ad  campaigns,  slogans,  and  packaging. 
They  also  created  their  own  wonderful  flavors  of  ice  cream,  inspiring  the  ideas 
for  a  summer  vacation  enterprise.  Their  creativity  came  to  play  with  the  inven¬ 
tion  of  such  things  as  a  bedroom  pciker-upper  and  a  better  mousetrap.  The 
group  also  participated  in  a  computer  generated  academic  competition,  where 
the  Norwood  team  placed  second  in  the  state. 

Overall,  the  program  stressed  higher  level  thinking  skills,  logical  thinking  and 
reasoning,  and  creative  problem  solving.  Since  research  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
program,  these  skills  were  sharpened  as  well.  Materials  were  created,  not  only  for 
this  program,  but  for  teachers  who  requested  materials  on  a  variety  of  topics  and 
on  reasoning  skills.  The  program  had  a  far  reaching  effect  with  the  regular  class¬ 
room  enrichment  component  as  well  as  the  pull-out  G/T  classes. 

The  Modified  Kindergarten  and  Transitional  Programs  completed  their  thir¬ 
teenth  year.  Thirty-eight  pupils  were  enrolled  in  both  programs,  with  fourteen 
representing  out-of-district  areas.  Children  were  sleeted  by  a  criteria  list  and 
screening  process.  The  emphasis  is  to  have  children  develop  good  listening  skills, 
discriminate  consonant  sounds,  identify  rhyming  words  and  pictures,  sequenc¬ 
ing,  language  development,  auditory  memory,  gross  and  fine  motor  control,  and 
eye-hand  coordination. 

Kindergarten,  1989-1999— It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  fifty-nine  pupils 
entering  the  Balch  School  kindergarten  class,  seven  were  born  in  1983,  and  fifty- 
two  were  born  in  1984. 
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Several  classroon  teachers  visited  outside  school  systems  to  share  curriculum 
ideas.  It  is  a  worthwhile  experience  as  it  fosters  teaching  styles  and  techniques, 
highlights  unique  programs  and  improves  communications  among  the  various 
towns. 

We  experienced  our  seventeenth  consecutive  Grade  Six  International  Day. 

The  children  and  parents  prepared  and  provided  delicious  meals  common  to 
European,  Asian  and  Central  American  countries.  Each  child  reported  on  the 
country  of  his/her  family’s  origin.  These  written  reports  depicted  and  explained 
what  makes  up  a  nation.  The  program  concluded  with  the  children  providing 
entertainment  from  foreign  countries  in  the  form  of  dances,  solos,  duets,  etc. 
The  sixth  grade  teachers  and  pupils  are  to  be  commended  for  their  planning  and 
successful  implementation  of  this  educational  and  social  program,  as  is  the  PTA 
Executive  Board  who  assisted  in  so  many  ways. 

Some  hands-on-activities  performed  were: 

1 .  Castle  contest  by  grade  six  which  correlated  with  their  study  of  the  Middle 
Ages. 

2.  Grade  three  designed  projects  of  famous  sites  of  Norwood  as  part  of  their 
Social  Studies  activities. 

3.  Grades  five  and  six  science  projects  were  demonstrated  to  the  school 
during  the  Annual  Science  Fair.  Awards  were  presented  to  all  pupils  and 
special  awards  went  to  those  pupils  whose  projects  showed  creativity, 
clarity,  and  thorough  understanding. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  Central  Administration,  per¬ 
sonnel,  teachers,  ancilary  personnel  and  parents  for  the  cooperation  given  to  me 
this  past  year.

C.  M.  Callahan  School. 

Enrollment  and  Staff 

The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1989,  was  283  which 
represented  an  increase  of  1 1  students  as  compared  with  the  enrollment  at  the 
start  of  school  in  September,  1987. 

The  staff  was  pleased  to  welcome  Mrs.  Joan  Coakley,  second  grade  teacher, 
who  transferred  over  from  the  first  grade  at  the  Cleveland  School.  This  second 
grade  opening  was  made  available  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Mary  Burnell,  a 
classroom  teacher  at  Callahan  for  many  years,  as  Librarian  to  take  the  place  of 
Mrs.  Adrienne  Newell  who  retired  at  the  end  of  the  1987-88  school  year. 

We  also  welcomed  Mrs.  Leslie  McDaniel,  speech  clinician,  who  replaced  Mrs. 
Ellen  Manchester  on  the  staff. 

In  the  custodial  ranks,  we  welcomed  Mr.  David  Gately  as  a  junior  custodian 
who  took  the  place  of  Mr.  Robert  Carr;  we  thank  the  latter  for  his  efforts  at  the 
school. 

Long-Range  Planning 

The  students  of  Grade  Five,  as  voted  by  the  Norwood  Scool  Committee,  will  be 
attending  the  sixth  grade  at  the  Junior  High  School  in  September.  Our  best 
wishes  to  the  fifth  graders,  as  well  as  to  the  sixth  graders,  in  all  their  future 
endeavors  as  they  continue  their  education  at  the  secondary  level. 

Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Awards 

The  Presidential  Academic  Fitness  awards,  established  by  President  Reagan  in 
1983,  and  carried  on  by  President  Bush,  honor  Grade  Six  pupils  who  have 
achieved  excellence  in  their  studies  in  the  intermediate  grades.  I  am  pleased  to 
announce  that  eleven  students  of  the  Callahan  School  maintained  a  B+  average 
over  the  past  three  years.

Subsequently,  they  studied 
Greek  and  Roman  mythology,  with  many  fine  products  resulting  from  their 
unit,  including  a  Jeopardy  game.  They  ended  the  year  with  a  study  unit  of 
Chemistry. 

Once  again,  at  the  sixth  grade  level,  the  students  ran  the  school  store  and 
studied  Business  and  Economics.  There  was  an  emphasis  on  advertising,  stock 
market  and  IRS.  They  polished  their  inventing  skills  for  a  mini-invention  con¬ 
vention,  creating  items  from  the  automatic  bedroom  picker-upper  to  the  robot¬ 
like  political  candidate.  They  even  participated  in  a  book  writing  and  publishing 
contest,  and  a  computer  generated  academic  knowledge  competition,  where  the 
Norwood  team  placed  second  in  the  state. 

Overall,  the  program  stressed  higher  level  thinking  skills,  logical  thinking  and 
reasoning,  and  creative  problem  solving.  Since  research  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
program,  these  skills  were  sharpened  as  well.  Materials  were  created,  not  only  for 
this  program,  but  for  teachers  who  requested  materials  on  a  variety  of  topics  and 
on  reasoning  skills.  The  program  had  a  far  reaching  effect  with  the  regular 
classroom  enrichment  component  as  well  as  the  pull-out  G/T  classes. 

Speech  Language  Program 

Speech  and  language  services  are  offered  to  all  children  Grade  K-6  who  have 
communication  difficulties.  This  year  1988-1989,  41  students  were  enrolled  in 
Speech  and  Language.  Services  to  the  children  included  therapeutic  intervention 
for  voice  problems,  dysfluency,  articulation  errors  and  language  delays,  all  of 
which  would  interfere  with  school  performance  and  adjustment.  New  referrals 
came  from  teachers,  parents.  Kindergarten  and  first  grade  screenings,  as  well  as 
other  specialists.  Evaluation,  therapy  sessions  and  teacher  consultation  were 
provided. 

Following  a  referral,  written  permission  to  evaluate  the  child  was  obtained 
from  the  parents.  A  thorough  diagnostic  evaluation  was  then  conducted.  Since 
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Speech  or  Language  therapy  is  a  Chaper  766  services,  a  team  meeting  was  called 
to  hear  the  results  of  the  evaluation.  Parents,  classroom  teachers,  and  any  other 
specialists  working  with  the  child  and,  if  needed,  the  Chapter  766  Co-ordinator 
all  met  with  the  Speech/ Language  Pathologist.  The  results  of  the  evaluation  were 
presented  and,  if  needed,  suggestions  for  a  therapeutic  program  were  made  by 
the  Speech/ Language  Pathologist.  After  the  team  meeting,  if  services  were 
necessary,  and  Individual  Educational  Plan  was  written  and,  with  the  parents 
consent,  the  plan  was  implemented.  Children  were  seen  from  one  to  two  times 
per  week  in  groups  of  two  to  six. 

The  children  serviced  during  the  1988-1989  school  year  were  friendly  and 
cooperative,  and  they  worked  hard  to  make  progress.  Some  children  completed 
all  their  objectives.  When  this  happened,  parents  and  teachers  were  consulted  to 
determine  if  any  difficulties  remained  in  other  settings.  If  there  were  no  notic- 
able  difficulties,  then,  with  written  parental  agreement,  therapeutic  services  were 
terminated. 

Intensive  Reading  Program 

During  1988-1989  the  new  reading  program  was  expanded  into  grade  five.  Kinder¬ 
garten,  grades  one  and  two  supplemented  the  basal  reading  program  with  whole 
language  activities.  The  children  enjoyed  reading  and  writing  their  own  books. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  sustained  silent  reading  and  writing  to  reading 
achievement,  the  teachers  and  children  at  the  Callahan  School  participated  in  the 
following: 

The  DEAR  Program 

Drop  Everything  and  Read— the  Young  Authors  Program,  ’’The  Tree  Cheers 
for  Kids,”  poetry  contest  sponsored  by  the  Arnold  Arboretum  of  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity  and  the  Newspaper  and  Education  Program  sponsored  by  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Reading  Association  and  the  American  Newspaper  Publishers  Foundation 
Association.  These  programs  provide  the  children  opportunities  to  develop  their 
language  arts  skills  using  real  materials. 

Miss  Wall,  the  reading  specialist,  assists  the  teachers  in  organizing  and  imple¬ 
menting  the  classroom  reading/language  curriculum.  She  also  works  with  the 
teachers  in  diagnosing  and  evaluating  the  children’s  reading  skills,  in  placing  the 
children  in  reading  groups  and  in  selecting  and  ordering  basal  and  supplementary 
instructional  materials.  Miss  Wall  teaches  remedial  and  enrichment  classes. 

Chapter  I  Program 

Chapter  I,  known  as  Aspire,  is  a  program  subsidized  by  Federal  funds.  This  pro¬ 
gram  provides  additional  services  in  the  areas  of  Reading  and  Arithmetic. 

The  Chapter  I  teacher  works  with  small  groups  of  students  on  individual 
problems.  The  programs  must  have  the  approval  and  recommendation  of  the 
classroom  teacher  and  the  permission  of  the  parents. 
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Extensive  use  of  the  Apple  IIC  computer  is  done  and  other  appealing  learning 
devices  are  used. 

During  the  month  of  March,  the  Patriot  Ledger  Newspaper  was  used  as  a 
learning  device.  A  day  of  conference  was  held  for  all  parents  in  which  their 
child’s  progress  was  discussed. 

The  teachers  attended  a  convention  in  Hyannis,  Massachusetts  during  the 
month  of  May.  A  computer  workshop  in  Framingham  was  also  employed.  The 
Annual  Award  program  for  both  the  children  and  their  parents  is  a  highlight  of 
the  program. 

Learning  Center  Program 

The  Learning  Center  at  the  Callahan  provides  services  to  children  in  Grades 
K-6.  Mrs.  Bisconte  and  Mrs.  Mitchell  work  cooperatively  to  provide  diagnostic 
and  prescriptive  evaluations  through  testing,  developing  Individual  Educational 
Plans  (IEP),  serving  as  members  of  the  core  evaluation  teams,  providing  direct 
services  to  learning  disabled  developmentally  delayed  students,  consulting  with 
teachers,  and  screening  incoming  kindergarten  students. 

Diagnostic  and  prescriptive  evaluations  are  begun  as  a  result  of  a  referral  from 
a  parent,  teacher  or  specialist  that  is  involved  with  the  student.  Classroom  obser¬ 
vation,  formal  and  informal  testing  and  teacher  consultation  are  all  included  in 
the  diagnostic  process.  The  results  of  the  testing  process  provide  information  for 
developing  a  prescriptive  program  that  will  address  both  the  learning  style  and 
deficit  areas  of  the  student’s  academic  progress.  This  prescription  directs  the 
develoment  of  the  IEP  and  offers  suggestions  for  classroom  adaptation. 

Each  IEP  will  state  specifically  the  child’s  learning  style  and  goals  to  be 
accomplished  within  a  specific  time  frame.  The  IEP  covers  a  period  of  one  year 
with  provisions  for  review  at  any  time  and  reports  on  the  child’s  progress  at 
three  month  intervals.  The  goals  stated  in  the  Ed  plan  will  be  addressed  by  the 
appropriate  specialist.  The  amount  of  time  each  child  spends  in  the  Learning 
Center  is  stated  specifically  in  the  IEP. 

Each  spring  the  Learning  Center  teachers  participate  in  screening  the  incom¬ 
ing  kindergarten  students.  Each  incoming  student  is  evaluated  and  areas  of  con¬ 
cern  are  noted.  Students  may  be  recommended  for  the  modified  kindergarten 
program  or  referred  for  further  evaluation  as  a  result  of  the  screening.  Often 
developmental  lags  are  noted  for  monitoring  during  their  kindergarten  year. 

Mrs.  Bisconte  and  Mrs.  Mitchell  also  act  as  liaison  for  Callahan  students  in 
outside  placements.  This  year  a  student  from  the  Carroll  School  was  reevaluated 
and  recommendations  for  program  alterations  were  made. 

Library  Program 

This  was  Mrs.  Mary  Burnell’s  first  year  teaching  in  the  library  and  she  spent  the 
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year  getting  to  know  the  children  and  familiarizing  herself  with  the  collection  of 
books. 

The  older  children  did  a  lot  of  skills  work  such  as  becoming  familiar  with  the 
Dewey  Decimal  system,  using  the  card  catalog  and  using  various  reference  books 
such  as  geographic  and  biographic  dictionaries,  the  Thesaurus  and  the  World 
Almanac.  The  librarian  and  the  children  also  did  several  units  on  different  kinds 
of  fiction  such  as  mysteries,  historical  fiction  and  realistic  fiction.  Several 
teachers  co-ordinated  these  units  into  their  book  report  assignments. 

The  third  graders  worked  hard  on  becoming  acquainted  with  the  card  catalog 
and  how  to  find  both  fiction  and  non-fiction  books  in  the  library  so  that  they 
can  be  independent  library  users. 

In  second  grade  the  librarian  and  the  children  spent  a  long  time  reading,  dis¬ 
cussing  and  comparing  fairy  tales.  The  librarian  has  also  done  a  lot  with  the 
chapter  books  to  encourage  the  children  to  read  longer,  more  challenging  books. 

The  first  graders  became  familiar  with  the  library,  how  to  choose  a  good  book 
and  how  to  sign  it  out.  The  librarian  and  the  children  have  recently  been  discuss¬ 
ing  the  difference  between  fiction  and  non-fiction  books.  The  kindergarteners 
have  learned  what  an  author  and  an  illustrator  are  and  have  compared  books  by 
such  authors  as  Leo  Lionni. 

Mrs.  Burnell  reports  that  she  has  enjoyed  her  first  year  in  the  library.  One  of 
her  goals  for  next  year  is  to  become  more  involved  with  classroom  projects  so 
that  the  library  can  better  serve  the  children’s  needs. 

Sing-A-Long  Program 

In  the  fall  of  1987  a  new  after  school  vocal  program  began  at  the  Callahan 
School  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Gail  Leonard. 

Mrs.  Leonard  began  teaching  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  in  1980.  Her 
musical  ability  at  all  levels  led  her  to  develop  this  one  of  a  kind  prorgram,  “The 
Sing- A- Long-Group .” 

This  group  is  a  voluntary  effort  by  which  the  students  meet  after  school  for  a 
half  hour  each  week.  The  students  involved  in  this  program  range  from  Grade  1 
through  Grade  5.  Two  performances  yearly  take  place  at  various  nursing  homes 
in  December  and  in  April. 

In  just  one  year  the  growth  of  this  program  has  been  extraordinary.  Mrs. 
Leonard  reports  that  without  the  combined  support  of  the  students,  the  prin¬ 
cipal,  John  Monahan,  the  Director  of  Music,  Paul  Alberta,  and  the  Callahan 
P.T.A.,  this  program  would  not  be  what  it  is  today.

children,  parents,  teachers  and  administration  for  her  dedication  and  hard  work. 
Computer  Program 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  Computer  Program  for  the  1988-1989  school  year 
saw  a  great  many  published  materials  from  the  elementary  classrooms.  Word 
processing  and  graphics  programs  were  used  to  a  great  extent  throughout  grades 
1-6. 


MECC  software,  including  seven  programs  that  were  correlated  with  the  Silver 
Burdett  math  book  for  grades  one  through  five,  continued  to  be  a  tremendous 
help  in  integrating  software  into  the  curriculum.  The  MECC  conference  held  in 
Minneapolis  last  November  was  very  helpful  in  demonstrating  how  other  kinds 
of  MECC  software  could  be  used  in  the  classroom. 

In  October,  Norwood  (in  conjunction  with  TEC)  received  a  Commonwealth 
In-Service  Grant,  enabling  people  in  specific  areas  to  come  to  Norwood  and  hold 
workshops.  These  workshops  were  very  well  attended,  some  being  held  after 
school,  others  during  scheduled  In-Service  days.  None  of  the  workshops  had  less 
than  15  people  in  attendance,  one  even  had  close  to  30,  a  credit  to  the  Norwood 
staff.  Starting  in  November,  the  seven  workshops  were  held  throughout  the  year 
showing  how  computers  could  be  used  in  language  arts,  reading,  early  language 
development,  science,  utility  software  for  teachers,  and  research  papers  for 
secondary  students. 

Computers  were  used  in  many  special  projects  this  year.  Several  students 
from  the  Eureka  program  entered  a  contest  for  which  they  wrote  and  submitted 
stories  done  on  a  computer.  A  group  of  Eureka  students  representing  all  five 
elementary  schools  participated  in  a  nationwide  contest  where  the  questions 
and  answers  were  stored  on  a  diskette.  Based  on  scores  from  students  across  the 
country,  the  Norwood  students  scored  above  the  average. 

Special  Education  classes  used  computers  in  many  ways.  A  newspaper  was 
done  by  several  fifth  graders  and  one  was  done  by  several  Jr.  High  students. 
Special  Education  teachers  also  attended  a  half  day  workshop  on  word  process¬ 
ing,  which  their  students  use  in  class. 

Classroom  teachers  used  computers  much  more  this  year  than  last  in  prepar¬ 
ing  classroom  materials.  The  display  in  the  School  Committee  Room  in  February 
showed  just  how  much  teachers  were  using  computers  in  writing,  math,  social 
studies  and  reading.  The  second  grade  teachers,  after  attending  a  workshop  dur¬ 
ing  an  articulation  day,  were  very  enthusiastic  about  being  able  to  put  vocabu¬ 
lary  words  from  their  own  lessons  on  disks  and  use  them  for  study  sheets,  cross¬ 
words,  wordfinds  and  practice  games. 

Other  areas  that  saw  computer  use  were  remedial  reading,  database  programs 
(5th  grade  social  studies),  pen  pals,  Aspire,  parent  aides,  individualization,  and 
an  introduction  to  pre-schoolers. 
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The  computer  program  in  the  Elementary  Schools  would  not  be  enjoying  the 
success  it  is  enjoying  if  it  were  not  for  the  continued  support  and  enthusiasm 
from  the  staff  at  all  of  the  Elementary  Schools.  With  their  willingness  to  learn 
new  things,  the  program  will  continue  to  be  a  success. 

Parent  Teacher  Association 

Once  again  a  special  note  of  appreciation  is  in  order  for  the  Callahan  P.T.A.  The 
Association,  in  addition  to  being  most  helpful  in  providing  funds  for  field  trips, 
programs,  playground  equipment,  cab  fare  to  nursing  homes,  performances, 
library  books,  etc.  has  also  helped  out  with  lunchroom  supervision,  chaperoning 
children,  car  pools,  and  in  other  areas  too  numerous  to  mention  in  this  brief 
report. 

Also,  a  word  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Edward  Thomas,  fifth  grade  teacher,  who 
retired  in  June  after  seventeen  years  of  faithful  service  as  teacher  representative 
to  the  P.T.A.  Executive  Board.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  as  Principal  of  the 
F.  A.  Cleveland  School. 

Staff,  Enrollment  and  Plant 

Staff— This  year  there  were  no  staff  changes  in  the  regular  educational  staff  K-6. 
We  had  the  following  changes  within  the  supportive  staff. 

a.  Joan  Zwible  from  the  Prescott  School  replaced  Joan  Uliss  as  the  Gifted/ 
Talented  teacher. 

b.  Marlene  Bradbury  was  appointed  to  the  Resource  Room  to  replace  Mary 
Boiardi  who  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence. 

c.  Diane  McKenna  was  assigned  to  the  Chapter  I  Program  to  replace  Mary 
Brown  who  was  appointed  as  a  first  grade  teacher. 

d.  Helen  Paciorkowski,  our  secretary  for  23  years,  was  replaced  by  Margaret 
Flaherty  of  the  Peabody  School.

Again  this  year,  the  enrollment  was  very  consistent  with  the  last  two  years.  In 
1986  the  enrollment  was  458  students,  in  1987  it  was  457  students.  We  had  an 
additional  23  students  registered  in  our  pre-school  program  for  a  grand  total  of 
487  students.  The  pupil  teacher  ratio  grades  1-6  was  22.2/1. 

Plant— The  Cleveland  School  is  a  modern,  one  story,  practical  structure  that 
satisfies  all  the  requirements  of  the  handicap  program.  There  are  twenty  regular 
size  classrooms  and  two  larger  rooms  designated  for  Kindergarten,  and  three 
small  instruction  rooms.  Unfortunately  we  are  experiencing  a  space  problem  and 
many  of  our  special  programs  had  to  be  offered  in  areas  that  did  not  provide  a 
recommendable  educational  setting.  Certain  classes  had  to  be  programmed  in 
open  areas  or  corridors  through  which  other  students  had  to  file.  The  Computer 
and  Gifted  and  Talented  programs  did  not  have  a  definite  location.  Other  special 
programs  and  activities  as  O.T.,  P.T.,  School  Psychologist,  Testing,  Core  meet- 
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ings,  and  parent  conferences  had  to  be  shceduled  as  classrooms  became  avaiable 
when  studens  were  at  lunch,  at  the  library  or  in  the  gymnasium.  Next  year  this 
overcrowding  problem  should  be  alleviated,  if  not  eliminated,  as  the  sixth  grade 
students  will  be  relocated  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

We  had  extensive  work  done  on  the  roof.  The  three  pitched  areas,  the  gymna¬ 
sium,  cafeteria,  and  the  primary  wings  were  repaired  and  are  in  good  condition. 
There  are  no  other  extensive  repairs  necessary. 

The  School  Improvement  Act  —  Chapter  188 

The  School  Improvement  Act,  Chapter  188,  has  been  in  operation  for  three 
years.  This  legislative  act  provides  money  directly  to  teachers  and  school  systems 
in  an  effort  to  promote  excellence  in  education.  Some  of  the  provisions  that 
affected  the  Cleveland  School  are  as  follows: 

1.  Horace  Mann  Grants— Horace  Mann  Grants  are  financial  awards  to  teachers 
who  assume  extra  responsibility  such  as  curriculum  development  and  in- 
service  instruction.  The  Cleveland  faculty  had  one  award  recipient.  Mr. 
William  Jacobs,  teacher  Grade  5,  developed  a  Math  Handbook  to  be  used  by 
teachers  throughout  the  system  in  Grades  5  and  6. 

2.  School  Improvement  Fund— Under  this  section  of  the  law  the  state  provides 
money  directly  to  schools  to  be  used  for  innovative  programs,  curriculum 
development,  staff  training,  instructional  equipment,  or  any  other  purposes 
to  improve  the  school  operation.  A  School  Improvement  Council,  consisting 
of  the  building  principal,  three  teachers,  three  parents  and  one  community 
representative,  are  responsible  for  allocating  the  funds.  They  are:

b.  A  new  sound  system  for  th  auditorium. 

c.  Sponsored  field  trips  to  the  Higgins  Museum  in  Worcester  and  the  Bird 
Sanctuary  in  Manomet.

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d.  Art  enrichment  materials  and  recreational  equipment. 

e.  After  school  Drama  Program  (2nd  year). 

f.  Informative  and  interesting  Nutrition  Program. 

3.  Basic  Skills  Test— The  Basic  Skills  Test  was  administered  to  grades  three  and 
six  this  year.  The  focus  of  the  test  was  to  identify  students  who  had  not  mas¬ 
tered  basic  skills  in  the  areas  of  Reading,  Math  and  Writing. 

Summary  Grade  3— There  are  seventy-three  students  in  the  third  grade  of  whom 
sixty-six  took  the  test  and  seven  were  exempt  as  they  are  enrolled  in  the  Re¬ 
source  Program. 

The  report  of  the  Student  Performance  in  the  three  areas  is  summarized 
below:

The  passing  percentage  was  similar  to  last  year. 

Special  instructions  were  established  for  those  children  whose  scores  did  not 

meet  the  minimum  requirements.  The  instructional  activities  included  programs 
as  Remedial  Reading,  Aspire,  and  special  grouping  within  the  classroom 

The  parents  of  all  children  were  notified  of  their  child’s  test  score. 

Sixth  Grade  Summary— There  are  seventy  students  in  the  sixth  grade  of  whom 
sixty-six  took  the  test  and  four  were  exempt  as  they  were  enrolled  in  the 
Resource  Room  Program. 

The  Student  Performance  Report  of  the  three  areas  of  the  basic  skills  sum¬ 
marizes  the  results  as  follows:

The  summary  of  the  Student  Performance  Report  placed  the  Cleveland 
School  well  above  the  state  average  and  above  or  high  within  the  Comparison 
Score  Band.  Four  students  did  not  attain  the  minimum  competency  score  in 
reading,  and  all  students  passed  the  math  and  writing. 
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The  parents  of  all  children  were  notified  of  their  child’s  test  score.  Individual 
programs  have  been  established  for  those  children  whose  scores  did  not  meet  the 
minimum  requirements  in  reading. 

The  children  who  failed  reading  were  retested  in  April,  and  all  received  a  pass¬ 
ing  score. 

4.  Educational  Assessment  Program— The  Massachusetts  Educational  Program 
was  established: 

a.  to  provide  comparisons  of  performance  at  school,  district,  state  and  na¬ 
tional  levels,  when  possible. 

b.  to  provide  a  standard  for  curriculum  and  instruction. 

In  the  Spring  of  1988  the  fourth  grade  students  were  tested  in  Reading, 
Mathematics,  Science  and  Social  Studies  and  the  results  were  received  in  the  Fall 
of  1988. 

In  the  content  areas  of  Reading,  Mathematics  and  Social  Studies,  the  test 
scores  were  above  the  state  and  district  averages.  The  attained  scores  in  Science, 
however,  did  not  reach  this  level  of  achievement.  This  area  will  be  carefully 
examined  by  the  Curriculum  Committee  to  determine  the  reason  for  this  varia¬ 
tion  in  performance. 

Reading 

The  Reading  Program  includes  two  basic  instructional  areas:  classroom  and 
remedial.  The  primary  goal  for  the  classroom  teachers  and  the  reading  teacher  is 
to  assist  students  to  reach  their  present  reading  potential.  A  second  goal  is  to 
make  reading  a  life-long  interest. 

The  Economy  Reading  Series  is  the  basal  reading  system  for  grades  K-5.  The 
Harcourt,  Brace,  Jovanovich  Reading  Program  is  used  for  selective  instructional 
groups  in  grades  4  and  5.  Materials  from  Educators  Publishing  Service  are  used 
for  vocabulary  and  comprehension  instruction  in  the  upper  grades. 

Supplementary  literature  materials  are  used  at  various  grade  levels  in  small 
groups.  “Big  Books”  are  used  in  the  kindergarten  and  grade  1  classrooms.  Expan¬ 
sion  of  both  these  programs  is  planned  as  the  revised  reading  curriculum  is 
adopted. 

Math 

The  new  Math  Program,  Silver  Burdett  Mathematics,  was  introduced  in  kinder¬ 
garten,  1,  2,  and  3  last  year,  and  the  adoption  in  grades  4,  5,  and  6  was  imple¬ 
mented  this  year.  The  teacher  submitted  a  written  evaluation  of  the  series  in 
April  and  the  comments  were  extremely  favorable.  Some  of  the  comments 
follow: 
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“Provide  a  solid  core  curriculum  with  sufficient  resource  material  including 
manipulatives  to  reach  the  varying  ability  levels,”  and  “all  the  necessary  math 
skills  are  presented  in  a  proper  sequence  with  ample  practice  opportunities.” 

Gifted/Talented 

The  EUREKA  Program  at  the  Cleveland  School  is  comprised  of  enrichment, 
gifted  and  academic  advanced  placement  activities.  Selected  third,  fourth,  Fifth, 
and  sixth  graders  met  with  the  EUREKA  Teacher,  Mrs.  Joan  Zwible,  for  a  period 
of  45  to  60  minutes  per  week.  The  projects  included  creative  and  critical  think¬ 
ing  skills,  research  skills,  special  projects,  and  independent  studies.  Some  of  the 
units  of  study  were:  unexplained  mysteries,  whales,  foreign  culture,  and  the 
Seven  Wonders  of  the  World.  Special  projects  involved  the  National  Geographic 
Geography  Bee,  Adopt-a-Whale,  Knowledge  Master  Computer  Competition, 
Raintree  Publish-a-Book  Contest,  TEC  “Passports  into  Reading,”  The  Artifact 
Box  Exchange,  and  video  productions.  Whole  class  enrichment  took  place, 
mainly,  at  the  first  and  second  grade  levels.  Selected  second  grade  students  were 
added  to  the  EUREKA  Program  at  mid-year  for  small  group  instruction.  The 
EUREKA  teacher,  also  acts  as  a  resource  for  the  classroom  teacher. 

Kindergarten  Screening 

Kindergarten  screening  is  mandated  by  the  state.  The  purpose  of  this  screening  is 
to  identify  children  who  are  at  risk  for  school  failure.  Norwood  has,  in  the  past, 
used  a  locally  developed  instrument.  In  1987  a  committee  was  formed  to  ex¬ 
plore  the  need  for  a  new  test.  The  Batelle  Developmental  Inventory,  a  norm 
rerenced  assessment,  was  choesn. 

The  Battelle  is  designed  to  evaluate  children  from  birth  through  age  eight 
years.  It  has  a  component  specifically  designed  for  screening.  The  skill  areas  in¬ 
cluded  are:  Personal-Social,  Adaptive,  Motor  (Gross  and  Fine),  Communication 
(Receptive  and  Expressive)  and  Cognitive.  Test  results  are  reported  as  cutoff 
scores,  based  on  standard  deviation  from  the  mean,  and  the  age  of  equivalents. 

The  Screening  Team  was  favorably  impressed  with  this  new  instrument  and 
recommended  that  it  be  used  next  year. 

Field  Trips 

Field  trips  add  an  interesting  an  important  dimension  to  our  educational  pro¬ 
gram.  They  are  used  to  introduce  new  programs  or  as  culminating  activities  for 
selected  areas  of  the  Curriculum. 

One  trip  per  class  is  usually  planned  and  includes  scientific,  cultural,  or  his¬ 
torical  experiences.  A  schedule  of  this  years  trips  follows:

After  School  Programs 

Again  this  year  the  building  facilities  were  used  extensively  for  after  school  acti¬ 
vities.  The  School  Department  sponsored  programs  for  the  upper  elementary 
girls  and  boys  during  the  Fall,  Winter  and  Spring  seasons.  The  activities  included 
Touch  Football,  Soccer,  Basketball,  and  Volleyball.  The  Girl  Scouts  and  Camp 
Fire  Girls  had  a  total  of  six  different  programs  to  accommodate  the  various  age 
groups.  There  were  four  Cub  Scout  packs  that  also  met  at  the  school  on  a 
weekly  basis. 

Instrumental  Music  Program 

The  Instrumental  Music  Program  continues  to  flourish  at  the  Cleveland  School. 
This  year  there  were  119  children  in  the  Program.  Each  student  received  one 
instrumental  lesson  per  week  and  also  participated  in  one  of  the  three  perform¬ 
ing  groups,  namely:  the  Orchestra,  the  Beginners’  Band  or  the  Advanced  Band. 

Mr.  Troderman,  our  Music  Director,  reports  that  this  group  had  many  enthu¬ 
siastic  and  talented  musicians.  They  performed  for  the  Winter  Holiday  As¬ 
sembly,  the  Sixth  Grade  Musical,  grade  level  talent  shows,  and  the  Annual  Spring 
Concert.  In  June,  an  all-town  elementary  band  performed  at  the  Pops  Concert 
at  the  Junior  High  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
John  P.  Oldham  School. 

Personnel  and  Enrollment 

The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1988,  was  405  and  this 
represents  an  increase  in  student  population  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year.  With 
a  low  of  306  pupils  in  the  1983/1984  school  year,  the  present  405  represents  an 
increase  of  99  pupils  over  a  five-year  period. 

Our  projections  for  the  next  academic  year  calls  for  another  increase  in  pupil 
population  even  with  the  loss  of  the  sixth  grades  to  the  Junior  High  School. 

With  a  staff  of  1  SlA  teachers,  we  are  complemented  by  full-time  Speech, 
Reading,  and  Learning  Center  teachers.  In  addition,  we  house  a  Primary  Generic 
Class  in  which  placement  is  through  Chapter  766.  This  program  is  geared  to 
assist  children  with  special  needs,  and  where  possible,  mainstreaming  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  into  regular  classrooms  is  provided. 

Although  no  new  staff  was  added  this  year,  due  to  the  heavy  enrollment  of 
children  in  our  primary  grades,  we  anticipate  the  adding  of  a  second  and  a  third 
grade. 

Curriculum 

As  a  mater  of  practice,  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  are  being  reviewed  and 
refined.  With  the  implementation  of  the  State-mandated  competency  tests,  the 
meaning  of  “basics”  has  taken  on  great  siginificance.  It  should  be  noted  that  we 
have  always  stressed  the  basics,  and  the  State’s  mandate  (Chapter  188)  has  only 
reaffirmed  our  conviction  that  the  core  subjects  of  Arithmetic,  English,  Reading, 
and  Writing  should  always  have  priority  in  an  elementary  learning  environment. 

The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program  is  one  of  two  state  programs 
authorized  by  Chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1985  that  are  intended  to  improve 
curriculum  and  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  The  first  of  these,  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program,  focuses  on  program  improvement  in 
several  curriculum  areas.  It  is  a  survey  of  a  broad  range  of  student  attainments 
including  basic  as  well  as  higher  order  skills.  The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills 
Testing  Program,  in  contrast,  is  designed  to  identify  individual  students  needing 
assistance  in  mastering  basic  skills  in  reading,  writing,  and  mathematics. 

Assessment  Testing  —  Grade  4 

A  review  of  our  fourth  grade  assessment  scores  would  show  that  the  John  P. 
Oldham  School  did  quite  well.  In  reading,  science,  and  social  studies,  we  far 
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exceeded  the  district  and  state  averages,  also  exceeding  the  district  and  state  in 
Math. 

Basic  Skills  Testing  —  Grades  3  &  6 

“Basic  Skills”  are  defined  as  the  skills  in  those  three  subjects  that  allow  students 
to  participate  successfully  in  their  regular  grade  classwork.  The  tests,  adminis¬ 
tered  annually  to  students  in  grades  3,  6,  and  9,  consist  of  multiple-choice  ques¬ 
tions  in  reading  and  mathematics,  and  one  writing  assignment  used  to  evaluate 
student  writing  skills. 

Here  again  we  exceeded  both  district  and  state  averages  at  both  grade  levels. 
In  Grade  3,  100  per  cent  of  our  students  passed  all  three  tests.  District  91%;  and 
and  State,  87%.  In  Grade  6,  93%  passes  all  three  tests,  district  84%,  and  state 
83%. 


Generally  speaking,  in  all  areas  of  testing,  we  fared  rather  well.  From  basic 
skills  to  assessment  testing,  our  scores  show  that  we  are  meeting  our  goals  as  set 
forth. 

Other  Programming 

In  the  area  of  cultural  and  enrichment  programming,  we  have  a  diversity  of 
offerings.  An  example  would  be  our  Gifted  and  Talented  (EUREKA)  program. 

The  EUREKA  program  at  the  Oldham  School  involves  academic  advance¬ 
ment,  enrichment,  and  gifted  education.  The  selected  third,  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  graders  meet  with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Mrs.  Joan  Zwibie,  for  a  time 
period  of  about  45  minutes  per  week.  They  work  on  creative  and  critical  think¬ 
ing  skills,  research  skills,  unit  of  study,  special  projects,  and  independent  studies. 
Some  of  the  units  of  study  for  this  year  were:  Unexplained  Mysteries,  the  Scien¬ 
tific  Method  and  Chemistry,  Whales,  and  Countries.  Special  projects,  to  name 
several,  included:  Adopt-A- Whale,  Knowledge  Master  Computer  Competition, 
TEC  Passports  into  Reading,  and  video  productions.  While  class  enrichment  took 
place  mainly  at  the  first  and  second  grade  levels,  selected  second  grade  students 
were  added  to  the  EUREKA  program  at  mid-year  for  small  group  instruction. 
The  EUREKA  teacher  also  acts  as  a  resource  for  the  classroom  teachers. 

Another  example  of  cultutal  and  enrichment  programming  at  the  Oldham 
was  the  creating  and  designing  of  the  Bicentennial  Quilt.  As  part  of  the  Bicenten¬ 
nial  celebration,  a  creative  quilt  was  designed  and  made  by  our  4th  grade  stu¬ 
dents.  This  quilt  created  an  exceptional  backdrop  for  the  school’s  musical,  and 
since  last  summer  has  been  on  display  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Chapter  188  School  Improvement  Council 

The  Oldham  School,  through  its  School  Improvement  Council,  has  completed 
its  new  play  area.  The  playground  was  a  joint  venture  with  the  PTA  and  the 
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School  Improvement  Council.  This  unit  not  only  services  the  school  population, 
but  also  the  community  at  large.  Purchased  with  Chapter  188  and  PTA  funds, 
this  unit  has  been  a  source  of  pride  and  enjoyment  for  all. 

Home/School  Relations 

Home/School  relations  are  an  important  part  of  our  school  environment  and 
listed  below  are  a  few  of  the  major  activities  that  our  P.T.A.  either  sponsors  or 
assists  with  in  conjunction  with  the  school: 

1.  Annual  School  Fair— usually  held  in  October  and  attracts  hundreds  of 
people  town-wide. 

2.  Breakfast  with  Santa— held  on  a  Saturday  in  early  December. 

3.  Family  Night  at  Roll  Land— held  in  January. 

4.  A  PTA  Teacher/Staff  Appreciation  Day  was  held  in  May. 

5.  Oldham  School  newsletter  called  the  “Oldham  Update”  published  month¬ 
ly  covering  pertinent  school  information  and  the  monthly  menu. 

6.  Grandparents’  Day— under  the  direction  of  Miss  Jan  Baker,  this  special  day 
in  May  for  our  first  grades  has  become  an  annual  event  where  Grand¬ 
parents  or  a  special  friend  are  invited  to  spend  a  morning  in  the  first 
grades. 

Plant/Grounds 

The  John  P.  Oldham  School  was  opened  in  1964  with  14  regular  classrooms  and 
two  for  Kindergarten.  There  are  small  instruction  rooms  designed  for  speech, 
learning  center,  reading  adjustment  counselor,  and  a  nurse’s  room.  All  our  rooms 
are  utilized,  with  the  Chapter  I  activities  being  carried  out  in  the  lobby.  Our 
Library  still  houses  a  Kindergarten  for  half  a  session.  The  building  is  in  good 
condition  and  its  one-level  structure  satisfies  all  the  requirements  of  the  handi¬ 
cap  code. 

We  are  anticipating  some  major  changes  for  the  next  school  year.  Scheduled 
changes  are : 

—  new  boilers  for  our  school 

—  a  portable  classroom  to  help  with  our  serious  overcrowding  problem. 

These  scheduled  changes  should  help  alleviate  many  of  the  major  problems 
to  the  school  that  we  have  been  experiencing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
C.  J.  PRESCOTT  SCHOOL 


Enrollment  and  Staff 

The  September,  1988,  enrollment  of  283  represented  a  difference  of  only  two 
students  (285)  from  September,  1988. 

A  group  of  parents  of  fifth  grade  students  requested  that  two  sixth  grade 
classes  be  allowed  as  it  would  be  the  last  year  at  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  for  the 
children  and  many  difficult  situations  had  occurred  over  the  past  years  with  only 
one  class.  The  additional  teaching  position  was  approved,  Miss  McGuire  and 
Mr.  Putnam  remained  as  the  two  sixth  grade  teachers  and  Mr.  John  Willinski, 
junior  high  school  teacher,  and  former  elementary  teacher,  was  assigned  at  the 
fifth  grade  level. 

Nancy  Loftus,  English  Second  Langauge  (ESL)  teacher,  and  former  elemen¬ 
tary  classroom  teacher,  was  assigned  as  a  first  grade  teacher,  replacing  Nancy 
Lane  who  was  reassigned  to  the  fourth  grade. 

Joan  Zwible,  fourth  grade  teacher,  was  assigned  to  the  position  of  gifted  and 
talented  teacher,  making  her  the  second  teacher  in  this  program  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary  level  to  work  between  the  five  schools. 

School  Improvement  Council 

A  decrease  in  the  anticipated  revenue  expected  was  somewhat  disappointing, 
however  a  variety  of  activities  and  materials  certainly  helped  to  insure  an  en¬ 
riching  year. 

Dan  Cripps,  a  Native  American,  again  erected  a  flften  foot  high  tepee  and 
each  grade  level  advanced  to  the  next  topic  in  the  hierarchy  of  curriculum  es¬ 
tablished  two  years  ago. 

Field  trips  were  taken  to  Sturbridge  Village  and  Hale  Reservation,  a  printer 
for  a  computer  and  a  security  cabinet  were  purchased  and  several  video  tapes 
were  acquired  and  added  to  the  library. 

An  innovative  program  concerning  nutrition  was  arranged  by  Mary  Nagle, 
food  services  director.  The  program,  involving  live  actors,  stressed  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  good  food  and  eating  habits. 

Volunteer  Parents 

The  organization  of  parent  volunteers  in  the  library  continued  this  year  to  per¬ 
form  flawlessly.  The  dozen  parents  and  additional  substitutes  devoted  many, 
many  hours  of  time  primarily  for  book  circulation  and  shelving  of  return  books. 
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In  addition  to  the  library,  the  first  grade  teachers  took  time  again  this  year 
to  train  a  selected  group  of  parents  to  recopy  masters,  create  new  masters  and 
run  copies  on  the  duplicating  machine.  These  parents  also  assisted  with  a  variety 
of  activities  in  the  classroom  and  received  greater  insight  to  the  complexities  of  a 
dynamic  class  setting. 

The  first  grade  parent  volunteers  became  organized  to  the  point  where  sub¬ 
stitutes  were  called  in  by  any  individual  parent  who  had  an  emergency  situation 
and  could  not  attend  on  her  scheduled  day.  This  method  of  calling  substitutes, 
insured  continuity  in  the  program  and  increased  the  different  number  of  volun¬ 
teers  who  visited. 

Computer  Program 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  Computer  Program  for  the  1988-1989  school  year 
saw  a  great  many  published  materials  from  the  elementary  classrooms.  Word  pro¬ 
cessing  and  graphics  programs  were  used  to  a  great  extent  throughout  grades  1-6. 

MECC  software,  including  seven  programs  that  were  correlated  with  the  Silver 
Burdett  math  book  for  grades  one  through  five,  continued  to  be  a  tremendous 
help  in  integrating  software  into  the  curriculum.  The  MECC  conference  held  in 
Minneapolis  last  November  was  very  helpful  in  demonstrating  how  other  kinds 
of  MECC  software  could  be  used  in  the  classroom. 

In  October,  Norwood  (in  conjunction  with  TEC)  received  a  Commonwealth 
In-Service  Grant,  enabling  people  in  specific  areas  to  come  to  Norwood  and  hold 
workshops.  These  workshops  were  very  well  attended,  some  being  held  after 
school,  others  during  scheduled  In-Service  days.  None  of  the  workshops  had  less 
than  15  people  in  attendance,  one  even  had  close  to  30,  a  credit  to  the  Norwood 
staff.  Starting  in  November,  the  seven  workshops  were  held  throughout  the  year 
showing  how  computers  could  be  used  in  language  arts,  reading,  early  language 
development,  science,  utility  software  for  teachers,  and  research  papers  for 
secondary  students. 

Computers  were  used  in  many  special  projects  this  year.  Several  students 
from  the  EUREKA  program  entered  a  contest  for  which  they  wrote  and  sub¬ 
mitted  stories  done  on  a  computer.  A  group  of  EUREKA  students  representing 
all  five  elementary  schools  participated  in  a  nationwide  contest  where  the  ques¬ 
tions  and  answers  were  stored  on  a  diskette.  Based  on  scores  from  students 
across  the  country,  the  Norwood  students  scored  above  the  average. 

Special  Education  classes  used  computers  in  many  ways.  A  newspaper  was 
done  by  several  fifth  graders  and  one  was  done  by  serveral  Jr.  High  students. 
Special  Education  teachers  also  attended  a  half  day  workshop  on  word  process¬ 
ing,  which  their  students  use  in  class. 

Classroom  teachers  used  computers  much  more  this  year  than  last  in  prepar¬ 
ing  classroom  materials.  The  display  in  the  School  Committee  Room  in  February 
showed  just  h 
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showed  just  how  much  teachers  were  using  computers  in  writing,  math,  social 
studies,  and  reading.  The  second  grade  teachers,  after  attending  a  workshop 
during  an  articulation  day,  were  very  enthusiastic  about  being  able  to  put  vocab¬ 
ulary  words  from  their  own  lessons  on  disks  and  use  them  for  study  sheets, 
crosswords,  crossfinds,  and  practice  games. 

Other  areas  that  saw  computer  use  were  remedial  reading,  database  programs 
(5th  grade  social  studies),  pen  pals,  Aspire,  parent  aides,  individualization,  and 
an  introduction  to  pre-schoolers. 

The  computer  program  in  the  Elementary  Schools  would  not  be  enjoying  the 
success  it  is  enjoying  if  it  were  not  for  the  continued  support  and  enthusiasm 
from  the  staff  at  all  of  the  Elementary  Schools.  With  their  willingness  to  learn 
new  things,  the  program  will  continue  to  be  a  success. 

Intensive  and  Enrichment  Reading 

Fifty-four  children  have  been  serviced  on  a  weekly  basis  this  year  in  the  reading 
program.  Forty-six  of  these  children,  grades  one  to  six,  have  met  on  a  regular 
basis  several  times  weekly  for  intensive  reading.  Seven  children  from  kinder¬ 
garten  and  first  grade  have  met  for  enrichment/acceleration  once  each  week:  for 
20-30  minutes  in  kindergarten  and  for  an  hour  each  week  in  first  grade. 

All  the  participants  of  the  programs  were  tested  in  Februaryon  either  Stan¬ 
ford  Diagnostic  Tests  or  the  Gates-MacGinitie  Reading  Tests.  Also,  a  total  of 
thirty-five  students,  mostly  students  new  to  the  school,  were  tested  individually 
on  either  the  Woodcock  Reading  Mastery  Tests  or  the  Durrell  Analysis  of  Read¬ 
ing  Difficulty  or  both  of  these  tests. 

Materials  used  in  the  intensive  reading  programs  have  included  Practicing 
Vocabulary  in  Context— level  2-6  and  Practicing  Comprehension—  levels  2-6  by 
Random  House;  the  Durrell-Murphy  Vocabulary  Improvement  Program— levels 
3-6;  and  the  new  Focus  Program  by  Scott-Forsman— levels  primer,  grade  1,  and 
grade  2-1. 

Enrichment/acceleration  programs  have  included  work  on  shells  and  marine- 
life,  dinosaurs,  bees,  stamp  collecting,  and  Plays  for  Echs  Reading  by  Durrell  and 
DeMilia. 

Gifted  and  Talented 

This  year  the  Gifted/Talented  program  covered  a  variety  of  units  in  many  curri¬ 
culum  areas  including  history,  geography,  science,  economics,  literature  and  art. 
There  were  also  regularly  scheduled  visits  to  many  grades  for  whole  class  enrich¬ 
ment,  such  as  the  weekly  visits  the  entire  year  to  the  second  grade  working  on 
thinking  and  reasoning  skills,  as  well  as  science  and  geography.  Units  were  de¬ 
veloped  so  that  the  entire  class  could  benefit.  One  such  grade  project  was  a 
special  “Class  Flag”  for  one  second  grade. 
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The  second  grade  pull-out  program  was  involved  in  a  special  unit  called  Pass¬ 
ports  in  Reading.  In  addition  to  thinking  skills,  they  worked  on  reading  litera¬ 
ture  in  the  form  of  folk  tales  from  different  countries.  They  illustrated  several 
books  of  stories  they  learned  about. 

The  third  grade  started  the  year  with  an  indepth  study  of  the  research  process 
in  order  to  teach  them  how  to  research  an  animal.  These  projects  were  complete 
with  visual  presentations  in  the  form  of  posters,  mobiles  and  dioramas.  The 
second  research  topic  centered  around  a  country,  which  was  presented  at  an 
International  Fair,  both  at  Wellesley  College  and  for  their  classes.  A  major  in- 
depth  study  of  whales,  creating  both  a  Whale  book  for  their  classes  and  a  Jeo- 
party  game.  Following  this,  they  embarked  on  a  cartooning  unit  with  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  a  Figurative  Analogy  Cartoon  Book,  called  “Did  You  Mean  What  You 
Say?”  They  also  participated  in  a  recycling  poster  contest  for  the  town. 

The  fifth  grade  studies  the  Mysteries  of  the  World  including  Stonehenge,  the 
Mayan  civilization,  Loch  ness  and  E.S.P.  They  presented  their  information  to  the 
class  in  the  form  of  a  Rap  song  introduction.  They  did  an  indepth  study  of  car¬ 
tooning,  from  the  beginning  of  this  art  form  in  history.  They  also  developed  a 
portfolio  of  various  cartoons  that  were  displayed  for  the  school.  With  their  new 
found  skill,  they  worked  on  the  Recycling  poster  contest  as  well. 

Business  and  economics  was  the  main  focus  for  the  sixth  grade.  They  studied 
advertising,  the  stock  market  and  I.R.S.  and  then  went  on  to  work  on  their  crea¬ 
tivity  in  a  mini-invention  convention.  Their  special  creations  included  a  bedroom 
picker-upper  and  a  better  mouse  trap.  The  class  was  also  involved  in  the  recyc¬ 
ling  study  and  was  a  part  of  the  computer-generated  academic  knowledge  com¬ 
petition,  where  the  Norwood  team  placed  second  in  the  state. 

Overall,  the  program  stressed  higher  level  thinking  skills,  logical  thinking  and 
reasoning,  and  creative  problem  solving.  Since  research  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
program,  these  skills  were  sharpened  as  well.  Materials  were  created,  not  only  for 
this  program,  but  for  teachers  who  requested  materials  on  a  variety  of  topics  and 
on  reasoning  skills.  The  program  had  a  far  reaching  effect  with  the  regular  class¬ 
room  enrichment  component  as  well  as  the  pull-out  G/T  classes. 

Library 

The  goals  and  objectives  of  the  elementary  library  program  are:  (a)  to  make  each 
student  familiar  with  the  organization  of  the  library,  and  (b)  to  teach  students 
how  to  locate  library  materials  and  be  knowledgeable  about  what  a  library  has  to 
offer.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  a  great  deal  of  knowledge  that  the  children 
will  acquire  is  a  gradual  process  and  required  frequent  application  of  the  skills 
learned. 

The  major  part  of  an  elementary  school  library  program  is  to  promote  a  love 
of  an  appreciation  for  good  reading.  This  aspect  of  the  program  begins  in  the 
kindergarten  and  continues  through  the  sixth  grade  when  those  students  go  to 
the  junior  high  school. 
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The  first  step  in  accomplishing  this  goal  is  to  establish  a  pleasant,  friendly 
atmosphere.  Each  student  should  think  of  the  library  as  an  enjoyable  place.  This 
attitude  is  confirmed  in  the  earliest  grades  as  children  listen  to  stories.  By  the 
time  the  school  year  ends,  the  librarian  has  made  the  group  aware  of  a  large 
selection  of  good  stories  from  which  they  will  want  to  choose  books  to  borrow. 

During  the  first  and  second  grades,  the  librarian  becomes  acquainted  with 
each  child’s  reading  ability  and  interests.  This  is  a  continuing  process  through 
grade  6  as  both  ability  and  interest  grow  and  change.  Through  such  familiarity, 
coupled  with  a  deep  knowledge  of  the  collection,  it  is  possible  to  meet  each  stu¬ 
dent’s  needs  and  desires  in  reading,  and  to  assist  students  in  broadening  their 
choices.  The  read-aloud  program  will  serve  to  introduce  other  types  of  books 
such  as  folk  and  fairy  tales,  poetry,  biography,  and  history. 

In  the  middle  grades  the  librarian  will  make  students  aware  of  different  types 
of  fiction:  science  fiction,  and  historical  fiction.  This  can  be  accomplished 
through  book  talks  as  well  as  readings,  and  by  discussion  of  the  varying  qualities 
of  each  genre.

Chapter  1  —  Project  Aspire 


Federal  funding  was  available  for  the  first  time  this  year  for  a  Chapter  1  teacher 
and  Mrs.  Susan  Zeitz  was  hired  for  this  position. 


Mrs.  Zeitz  worked  diligently  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  school  gathering 
books  and  materials  and  organizing  this  new  program  with  minimum  supplies 
and  space  constraints.

When  not  otherwise  specified  by 
this  by-law  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator,  as  provided  by  law, 
to  regulate  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting. 

2.  NOTIFICATION:  The  town  clerk  shall,  after  election  of  town  meeting 
members  notify  the  newly  elected  members  of  their  election  and  the  need 
to  be  sworn. 

The  Clerk  shall  also  distribute  to  each  such  member  a  copy  of  the  following: 
Chapter  197,  Acts  of  1914  as  amended,  so  called  "Town  Charter". 

Chapter  541,  Acts  of  1947  as  amended.  Representative  Town  Meeting  Act. 

By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  as  amended. 

3.  MEETING  DATES  AND  TIMES:  The  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  called  by  the 
Selectmen  for  the  second  Monday  in  May  of  each  year.  All  subsequent  sessions 
of  the  Annual  and  all  Special  Meetings  shall  be  held  on  a  Monday  or  Thursday. 

No  session  of  a  town  meeting  shall  continue  past  the  hour  of  10:30  o'clock 
P.  M. ,  unless  in  the  Moderator's  judgement  it  appears  that  the  meeting  may 

be  able  to  complete  its  business  and  dissolve  the  same  evening  with  a 

reasonable  extension  of  time. 

4.  PHYSICAL  CONDITIONS:  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  designate 
the  date,  time,  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  therefore  to  provide 
adequate  space  and  equipment.  The  selectmen  shall  also  appoint  an 
appropriate  number  of  constables  or  police  officers  to  assist  the 
Moderator  in  preserving  decorum  and  to  see  that  only  town  meeting 
members  have  access  to  the  voting  area. 

The  Moderator  should  arrange  to  have  the  hall  divided  so  that  the  elected 
town  meeting  members  are  seated  in  a  separate  section  or  voting  area, 
as  well  as  for  the  seating  of  other  town  officials.  He  should  have 
in  mind  the  divisions  of  aisles  to  facilitate  counting  by  tellers, 
access  to  the  podium,  public  address  system,  projection  equipment,  etc. 

The  Town  Clerk  shall  appoint  checkers  to  record  the  attendance  of 
town  meeting  representatives  and  to  determine  the  presence  of  a  quorum. 

The  Town  Clerk  shall  provide  an  identification  badge  to  each  member. 

The  badge  will  contain  the  members  picture,  name,  and  district  number. 

Badges  shall  be  distributed  to  town  meeting  members  when  they  sign 
in  and  returned  at  the  end  of  each  session.  Badges  must  be  con¬ 
spicuously  displayed  by  the  town  meeting  members  in  order  to  be  seated 
and  vote. 

5.  QUORUM:  As  required  by  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  Act, 

Chapter  541,  Acts  of  1947,  a  majority  of  the  town  meeting  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business;  but  a  less  number 
may  organize  temporarily  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  If  a 
quorum  is  not  reached  within  thirty  minutes  of  the  time  for  which 
the  meeting  was  scheduled  to  convene  no  action  may  be  taken  other 
than  to  adjourn  to  a  time  certain. 

6.  DEBATE:  All  registered  voters  of  the  town  have  a  right  to  speak, 
whether  or  not  a  town  meeting  member.  Any  person  wishing  to  address 
the  town  meeting  must  have  permission  from  the  Moderator  which  is 
obtained  by  first  raising  ones  hand  to  be  recognized.  Only  town 
meeting  members  may  offer  motions  and  vote. 

Once  recognized  by  the  Moderator,  a  member  shall  identify  themselves 
by  name  and  district  number.  Other  speakers  shall  state  their  name 
and  residence. 

All  speakers  who  may  be  spokesman  (retained,  paid  or  otherwise)  for 
any  group  or  individual  affected  by  the  article,  must  so  state  when 
identifying  themselves. 

No  member  speaking  on  an  issue  may  close  by  making  a  motion  to  move 
the  question. 
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The  Moderator  shall  first  recognize  the  sponsor  of  an  article. 

The  Finance  Commission  shall  be  recognized  first  for  the  article 
in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  or  any  Special  Town  Meeting  calling  for  the 
appropriation  of  funds. 

The  Moderator  shall  recognize  the  chairman  of  any  board  or  com¬ 
mission  who  is  required  to  give  a  recommendation  on  any  matter 
immediately  following  the  presentation  by  the  sponsor  of  an  article. 

7.  LIMITS  ON  DEBATE:  The  sponsor  or  initial  proponent  of  a  motion 
shall  be  limited  in  time  to  ten  minutes.  Presentations  by  groups 
shall  be  co-ordinated  in  advance  with  the  Moderator  and  limited  to  a  total 
of  twenty  minutes.  Subsequent  speakers  shall  be  limited  to  five  minutes. 

Any  speaker  may  be  granted  an  extension  of  time  by  the  meeting, 
however  no  person  shall  receive  more  than  one  extension  on  any 
pending  motion.  The  extension  shall  be  for  whatever  length  of  time 
voted  by  the  meeting. 

The  Moderator  shall  make  a  conscious  effort  to  recognize  an  individual 
who  wishes  to  speak  for  the  first  time,  over  those  who  have  pre¬ 
viously  spoken  to  the  issue.  Procedural  motions  subject  to  debate 
and  motions  to  amend  are  considered  separate  issues. 

Nothing  herein  shall  restrict  the  sponsor  of  a  motion  or  any  other 
person  from  addressing  the- town  meeting  as  often  as  necessary  to 
answer  questions  addressed  to  them  by  other  speakers. 

8.  PRESENTATIONS:  Persons  or  groups  intending  to  refer  to  printed 
materials  during  debate  should  have  said  materials  mailed  to  each 
town  meeting  member  at  least  seven  (7)  days  before  the  meeting. 

The  Selectmen  or  any  other  Board  or  Commission  have  responsibility 

over  any  negotiated  contract  to  be  voted  upon,  or  for  which  money 

is  to  be  appropriated,  should,  if  at  all  possible,  mail  a  summary  of  said  contract  to 

each  town  meeting  member  at  least  seven  (7)  days  before  the  meeting 

at  which  the  action  will  be  requested. 

9.  METHOD  OF  TAKING  VOTES:  Unless  otherwise  voted  by  the  membership 
prior  to  the  taking  of  a  vote,  all  votes  requiring  a  majority  will 

be  by  voice,  i.e.:  "Aye"  or  "No";  or  by  a  non-counted  standing  vote 
as  decided  by  the  Moderator. 

The  Moderator’s  determination  of  the  vote  may  be  challenged  by  no 
less  than  seven  (7)  members,  and  such  a  challenge  requires  a  standing 
count  of  the  votes.  A  counted  vote  once  declared  by  the  Moderator 
may  not  be  challenged. 

If  a  two  thirds,  four  fifths  or  nine  tenths  vote  is  required  by 
statute,  a  count  shall  be  taken,  and  the  vote  recorded  by  the  clerk; 
but  if  the  vote  is  unanimous,  a  count  need  not  be  taken,  and  the 
clerk  shall  record  the  vote  as  unanimous. 

A  Roll  Call  vote  or  a  Secret  Ballot  vote  may  be  demanded  by  the 
meeting  in  the  following  manner: 

Roll  Call:  A  properly  made  and  seconded  motion  from  the  floor. 

Adoption  by  no  less  than  a  majority  vote. 

Secret  Ballot:  A  properly  made  and  seconded  motion  from  the 
floor.  Adoption  by  a  two-third  vote. 

Motions  for  either  a  Roll  Call  vote  or  Secret  Ballot  are  not  subject 
to  debate,  nor  may  such  a  motion  be  reconsidered.  There  is  no  appeal 
from  the  outcome  of  either  of  these  methods  of  voting. 

Negative  vs  Affirmative  Votes:  Defeat  of  a  negative  motion  is  not 
sufficient  to  establish  an  affirmative  action.  If  no  member  offers 
an  affirmative  motion  the  Moderator  shall  inform  the  body  that  unless 
an  affirmative  motion  is  made  the  meeting  shall  move  on  to  the  next 
action.  If  no  motion  is  offered  the  Moderator  will  move  to  the  next 
article  and  the  Clerk  shall  record  that  no  affirmative  action 
was  taken  on  the  article. 
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10.  MOTIONS:  The  Rules  of  Order  contained  in  this  by-law  have  been 
selected  from  recognized  manuals  of  Parliamentary  Procedure,  and 
amended  as  deemed  suitable  for  the  transaction  of  local  affairs  at 
town  meeting.

MAIN  MOTIONS:  The  motions  that  bring  the  business  outlined  in  a 
warrant  article  before  the  town  meeting.  Main  motions  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Moderator  in  writing.  A  main  motion  need  not  be 
the  same  wording  as  the  article,  however,  it  may  not  exceed  the  scope 
of  the  article.  Articles  are  intended  to  give  a  general  notice  of 
matters  to  be  considered.  They  should  be  interpreted  in  a  liberal 
manner.  They  may  be  made  only  when  no  other  business  is  pending. 

They  have  no  rank  and  therefore  yield  to  all  relevant  subsidiary 
and  incidental  motions.  They  also  yield  to  all  privileged  motions. 
The  vote  required  depends  on  substantive  law.  Generally  a  majority 
of  those  present  and  voting,  but  there  may  be  many  instances  in  which 
a  statute  requires  some  other  proportion,  such  as  two  thirds,  four 
fifths,  nine  tenths. 


Negative  Main  Motions:  At  times  it  may

RECONSIDERATION:  2/3  VOTE,  Second  is  required,  matter  is  Debatable, 

it  is  Not  amendable.  A  vote  to  reconsider  is  not  final  but  merely 
a  vote  to  give  further  deliberation,  and  renewed  attention  to  the 
action  to  be  reconsidered.  A  motion  for  reconsideration  may  be 
offered  at  anytime  when  no  other  business  is  pending. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  placed  on  the  table  and  a  vote  taken 
as  the  first  order  of  business  at  the  next  adjorned  session  of  the 
town  meeting.  If  no  adjourned  session  is  ordered,  pending  motions 
for  reconsideration  shall  be  placed  before  the  town  meeting  immed¬ 
iately  prior  to  acceptance  by  the  Moderator  of  a  motion  for  dis¬ 
solution.  When  motions  to  reconsider  more  than  one  action  are  made, 
they  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  offered. 

A  motion  for  reconsideration  of  a  subsection  of  a  passed  motion 
may  be  made,  when  the  original  motion  is  susceptible  to  division, 
without  first  reopening  the  main  motion  under  the  article. 

A  motion  to  reconsider,  if  carried,  may  not  be  raised  again  unless 
the  original  vote  is  amended- or  reversed.  (example:  the  original 
vote  was  in  favor;  the  vote  is  reconsidered  and  the  resulting  vote 
is  against;  the  vote  against  may  once  more  be  reconsidered). 

If  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  defeated,  it  may  not  be  made  again 
unless  the  Moderator  determines  that  the  circumstances  have  changed 
enough,  or  enough  time  has  elapsed  to  make  it  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  additional  facts  for  discussion  are  available. 

‘Postpone  To  A  Time  Certain:  This  motion  would  be  used  to  postpone 
one  article  until  after  some  other  article  has  been  acted  upon. 

The  subject  may  be  postponed  to  an  adjourned  session  of  the  same 
meeting,  but  may  not  be  postponed  to  a  different  meeting. 

‘Refer  to  committee:  When  the  meetings  wants  a  matter  to  be  given 
further  study  before  a  decision  is  made  it  may  refer  it  to  a  com¬ 
mittee.  The  committee  may  be  one  of  the  towns  permanent  boards  or 
a  special  committee.  If  a  special  committee  is  formed  the  motion 
should  state  whom  appoints  it  and  when  the  committee  should  make  a 
report,  i.e.,the  next  special  or  annual  town  meeting. 

‘Amend  (or  substitute) :  A  motion  to  amend  may  be  made  orally, 
however  when  required  by  the  Moderator  or  the  meeting,  it  shall  be 
made  in  written  form  before  a  vote  is  taken.  No  more  than  two 
amendments  may  be  entertained  by  the  Moderator  at  any  one  time. 

When  the  main  motion  and  amendments  differ  only  in  figures,  the 
Moderator  shall  arrange  them  in  order  and  take  the  votes  by  starting 
with  the  largest  sum.  Once  one  of  the  figures  receives  a  majority 
vote  the  other  figures  shall  be  dismissed. 

When  a  motion  to  amend  is  passed,  the  main  motion  as  amended,  is 
still  before  the  body  and  subject  to  debate,  further  amendment,  and 
a  new  vote.  A  motion  to  amend  requires  only  a  majority  vote,  but 
an  amended  main  motion  requires  the  same  quantum  of  vote  required 
by  the  original  main  motion. 

‘Indefinitely  Postpone:  As  a  Subsidiary  Motion.  After  a  main 
motion  is  made  the  only  way  to  suppress  it  is  to  indefinitely 
postpone  it.  If  a  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  is  lost,  there 
is  still  an  opportunity  for  defeating  the  main  motion.  As  the 
lowest  ranking  subsidiary  motion  it  may  only  be  made  while  the  main 
motion  is  pending.  It  may  be  made  after  an  amendment  has  been  acted 
upon,  and  the  main  motion,  as  amended,  is  still  before  the  meeting 
(see  negative  main  motion) . 

‘Appeal:  This  motion  recognizes  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Moderator 

to  first  decide  questions  concerning  enforcement  of  the  rules  and 
the  order  of  the  meeting,  but  that  is  the  privilege  of  any  member 
to  appeal  from  the  decision.  An  appeal  from  the  ruling  of  a  decision 
of  the  Moderator  must  be  preceded  by  a  point  of  order.  An  appeal  must 
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be  taken  at  the  time  the  decision  is  made.  If  the  appeal  is  seconded 
the  maker  states  the  basis  for  the  appeal.  The  Moderator  then 
explains  the  reason  for  the  decision  and  puts  the  question,  "Shall 
the  decision  of  the  Moderator  be  reversed?"  A  majority  is  needed 
to  reverse  the  ruling  of  the  Moderator,  a  tie  sustains  the  Moderator. 

•Division  of  a  Question:  If  a  motion  is  susceptible  of  division, 
meaning  that  each  part  makes  sense  and  can  stand  on  its  own,  then 
it  shall  be  divided  and  the  question  put  separately  upon  each  part 
by  vote  of  the  meeting. 

•Separate  Consideration:  A  motion  for  separate  consideration  may 
be  made  by  a  member,  or  in  the  judgement  of  the  Moderator,  when  the 
separate  parts  of  a  motion  will  not  stand  alone,  but  the  separation 
of  the  sections  will  promote  orderliness  to  the  debate.  After 
separate  considerations  of  the  sections,  the  entire  propostion  is 
open  to  amendment.  No  action  on  any  part  is  final  until  action 
is  taken  on  the  whole  proposition  at  the  end. 

11.  RULES  COMMITTEE:  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  TOWN  MEETING 
RULES  COMMITTEE  after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  each 
year.  Said  committee  shall  consist  of  one  member  from  each  town 
meeting  district  who  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
The  committee  shall  meet  on  its  own  initiative  or  on  petition  of 

any  town  meeting  member  or  town  official,  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law.  They  shall  make  recommendations 
for  changes  in  the  by-law  when  they  believe  said  changes  will  assist 
in  the  orderly  transaction  of  municipal  business  at  town  meeting. 

12.  SEVERABILITY:  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  severable,  if  any  such  provision  or  application  of  any  such 
provision  is  held  invalid,  illegal  or  unconstitutional,  such  in¬ 
validity,  illegality  or  constitutionality  shall  not  be  construed 

to  affect  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  of  said  by-law.

102  TOWN  OF  NORWOOD 

BASIC  REVISED  ZONING  BYLAW 


Norwood  Planning  Board 

May  25,  1990;  revised  June  14,  1990. 


Following  is  a  draft  of  a  Basic  Revised  Norwood  Zoning 
Bylaw.  It  reorganizes  and  in  many  areas  rewords  the  substance  of 
the  present  Zoning  Bylaw,  and  in  cases  where  it  is  judged  that 
doing  so  will  raise  no  controversy,  it  modifies  the  content  of 
the  Bylaw.  This  is  intended  as  a  consensus  revision,  broadly 
modernizing  the  Bylaw  for  the  first  time  in  many  years. 


ORGANIZATION 

Because  of  being  amended  bit  by  bit  over  the  years,  the 
organization  of  the  present  Bylaw  isn't  always  logical,  and 
frustrates  contemporary  change.  For  example,  the  substantive 
controls  for  flood  plains  and  Water  Resource  Districts  are  locat¬ 
ed  under  the  Major  (unnumbered)  heading  "Establishment  of  Dis¬ 
tricts",  more  specifically  under  Section  3.  Location  &  Bound¬ 
aries.  While  that  clearly  is  illogical,  the  authors  of  those 
amendments  had  little  choice,  since  there  is  no  section  with  a 
title  appropriate  for  containing  those  provisions.  Material  such 
as  "Shielding  of  Lights"  is  under  a  heading  "Special  Provisions 
in  Non-Residential  Districts",  but  clearly  should  apply  Town¬ 
wide.  There  is  no  section  which  could  easily  accommodate  that. 

In  response,  we  have  reorganized  all  of  the  materials  under 
seven  broad  headings.  Similar  organizational  structures  have 
been  successfully  used  for  a  generation,  and  have  been  able  to 
accommodate  enormous  change  through  amendment  without  losing 
coherence. 


COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAW 

In  a  number  of  places,  we  found  provisions  in  the  current 
Zoning  which  appear  inconsistent  with  current  statutory  provi¬ 
sions,  mandating  change.  Examples  include  the  provisions  for  how 
materials  are  to  be  filed  for  Board  of  Appeals  action  (current 
Section  20  B) ,  limitations  on  repetitive  actions  (current  20  E) , 
and  lack  of  certain  use  provisions  for  scientific  research 
(proposed  6150) . 


EXPLICITNESS 

There  are  an  unusually  large  number  of  places  where  the 
current  Bylaw  fails  to  give  direction,  so  applicants  are  forced 
to  rely  on  judgment  and  guesswork  as  to  what  the  Town  will  ac¬ 
cept.  For  example,  the  Bylaw  gives  no  clue  as  to  whether  "front- 
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age"  for  corner  lots  may  be  measured  using  both  streets  (most 
generous) ,  or  from  the  point  where  the  street  lines  would  inter¬ 
sect  if  there  were  no  corner  rounding,  or  half  way  around  the 
corner  radius  (usually  least  generous) .  This  draft  specifies  the 
radius  midpoint  as  the  place  of  measurement. 

The  term  "Planned  Shopping  Center"  is  repeatedly  used,  with 
certain  uses  disallowed  in  the  IX  district  unless  within  one,  but 
neither  the  Bylaw  nor  discussion  with  Town  officials  revealed  any 
idea  of  what  that  term  excluded.  This  draft  eliminates  the 
concept.  The  phrase  "primarily  serving  the  local  retail  business 
needs  of  the  residents  of  the  vicinity"  is  similarly  salient  in 
the  LB  district,  but  again  neither  Bylaw  nor  officials  could  make 
explicit  where  "local"  ends.  This  draft  uses  floor  area  and 
specific  use  categories,  instead. 

There  are  dozens  of  such  vague  terms  or  concepts  which  we 
have  tightened.  It  is  impossible  and  undesirable  to  remove  all 
administrative  discretion,  but  this  draft  hugely  reduces  it. 
There  is  more  to  come.  Department  heads  have  agreed  that  in  a 
number  of  areas,  such  as  parking  layout  and  construction  rules, 
standards  will  be  drafted  and  adopted  or  promulgated  by  various 
departments  and  boards,  making  the  exact  requirements  explicit 
and  available,  and  thus  predictable. 


8UB8TAMTIVS  CHANGE 

Some  areas  are  clear  candidates  for  substantive  change,  and 
need  not  be  acted  upon  separately.  For  example,  the  current 
parking  standards  are  hugely  out  of  line  with  what  is  happening 
in  1990.  We  reviewed  fifteen  recent  site  plans  submitted  to  the 
Town.  Collectively,  these  were  the  results  of  the  parking  re¬ 
view: 


Spaces  required  under  current  zoning:  1,761 

Spaces  required  under  proposed  zoning:  3,432 

Spaces  actually  proposed  by  owners:  3,651 

There  should  be  no  quarrel  with  replacing  such  clearly  obso¬ 
lete  standards.  Where  serious  objection  has  been  raised  to 
substantive  change  proposed  in  earlier  drafts,  those  changes  have 
been  removed  to  be  separately  voted  upon  if  placed  upon  a  war¬ 
rant. 


Below  in  more  detail  are  the  changes  proposed,  arranged 
section  by  section  using  the  new  Bylaw  organization. 
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SECTIONS  1000  AND  2000  -  ADMINISTRATION  AND  DISTRICTS 

Sections  1000  and  2000  of  the  new  Zoning  Bylaw  are  drawn 
largely  from  sections  1,  2,  3,  16,  19  and  21  of  the  present 
Zoning  Bylaw.  The  natters  covered  are  administrative  and  estab¬ 
lishment  of  districts,  often  considered  routine  and  standardized, 
but  in  fact  very  critical  to  the  effective  operation  of  the 
zoning  administrative  system. 

The  intention  in  the  rewriting  is  to  respond  to  the  consist¬ 
ent  message  we  have  heard:  to  make  the  Zoning  easier  for  ordinary 
citizens  to  understand  without  needing  lawyers,  to  make  it  less 
ambiguous,  and  to  make  it  less  subject  to  the  judgment  of  offi¬ 
cials.  Accomplishing  that  means  a  great  deal  of  attention  to 
subtle  changes  in  language  which  add  up  to  a  major  change. 

The  majority  of  the  proposed  language  comes  with  little  or 
no  change  from  the  current  Bylaw,  simply  reorganized  for  clarity. 
In  other  cases  we  have  introduced  new  language  either  taken  from 
other  communities  or  developed  just  for  this  application. 


1100.  Purpose.  Current  language  reflects  pre-1975  enabling  law. 

Proposal  is  simpler,  adds  reference  to  the  Home  Rule 
Amendment. 

1220.  Conformity.  Language  change  to  clarify  that  non-building 
development  proposals  (e.g.  a  parking  lot)  are  subject  to 
review. 

1240  -  1260.  Enforcement,  etc.  This  is  current  language,  almost 
verbatim.  It  seems  long  and  complex,  but  we  have  retained 
it  presuming  that  it  grows  out  of  Norwood's  particular 
experience. 

1270.  Penalty.  Increased  to  maximum  law  will  allow,  currently 
$300  per  violation. 

1310.  Establishment.  Retains  the  present  ZBA  composition. 

1320.  Powers.  This  was  specifically  requested  by  a  number  of 
folks.  Some  of  it  will  be  a  surprise  to  many.  Section 
1325  confers  an  authority  the  ZBA  now  does  not  have. 

1330.  Filing.  New  language  for  clarity  and  consistency  with 
current  chapter  40A. 

1350.  Repetitive  action.  New  words  for  clarity  and  consistency 
with  current  Chapter  40A. 

1410.  SPGA.  Added  for  clarity. 

1420.  Decision  criteria.  This  is  the  largest  substantive  inno¬ 
vation  of  these  sections.  At  present,  the  Bylaw  gives 
neither  applicants  nor  the  SPGA  much  guidance  regarding 
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what  the  Town  is  looking  for  in  proposals  requiring  spe¬ 
cial  permits.  It  has  proven  highly  valuable  elsewhere  to 
6pell  out  such  objectives. 

1428.  Process.  This  quiet  consideration  reflects  a  thought 
about  a  real  change  in  the  way  in  which  proposals  are 
developed. 

1430.  Procedure.  Revised  for  clarity. 

1440.  Special  permit  limitations.  Largely  new  substance. 

1500.  Applicability.  Hew  words  for  clarity. 

1600.  Non-conformance.  This  is  a  very  complex  area,  badly 
understood  by  most.  These  greatly  expanded  words  are 
intended  to  clarify,  but  they  also  change  substance  in 
complicated  ways. 

1700.  Amendment  and  Validity.  Changed  for  clarity  and  consist¬ 
ency  with  Ch.  40A,  to  expand  upon  notice  provisions,  and 
to  assure  notice  in  some  cases  beyond  statutory  require¬ 
ments. 

2100.  Types  of  Districts.  Reorganized  for  clarity.  Rural 
Residence  district  deleted. 

2200.  Location  6  Boundaries.  Virtually  verbatim  present  words 
except  as  follows. 

2231.  Flood  Plain  District.  Substantive  provisions  relocated  to 
Section  6400. 

2232.  Water  Resource  Protection  District.  Substantive  provi¬ 
sions  relocated  to  Section  6500. 

2240.  Split  lots.  As  adopted  in  January,  1990 


8ECTI0N  3000  -  USB  REGULATION 

The  redraft  of  the  present  Section  4  Use  Regulations  is 
intended  only  for  clarity  and  simple  substantive  change,  saving 
more  policy-related  and  possibly  controversial  changes  for 
"outside"  amendments. 

The  approach  has  been  to  reduce  the  bulk  of  the  use  regula¬ 
tions  table  (it  is  here  drafted  at  little  more  than  half  its 
present  official  length),  with  references  to  definitions  and 
other  section  s  of  the  Bylaw  providing  the  detail.  The  suggested 
definitions  are  included  in  Section  7000. 

In  a  few  places  we  are  making  substantive  change  of  wide 
significance.  These  are  changes  of  particular  note. 
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3200.  Interpretation.  New  material  regarding  category  interpre¬ 
tation. 

3310  B2 .  Day  care  center  (and  3320  B.  Family  day  care  and  C. 

Other  licensed  day  care)  made  allowable  on  special  permit 
or  outright  in  all  districts,  reflecting  current  views  on 
appropriate  locations,  and  legal  complexity  of  attempting 
to  deny  the  use. 

3310  B5 .  Hospital.  The  present  limitations  on  such  patients  as 
the  "feeble  minded"  have  been  dropped.  Those  limitations 
probably  are  indefensible  as  public  policy  in  1989. 

3310  D4.  Other  retail  stores.  This  suggests  shifting  the  basis 
for  limiting  uses  in  the  LB  district  from  a  list  of  speci¬ 
fied  uses,  many  of  which  are  no  longer  neighborhood- 
oriented,  and  omitting  many  which  are  (video  stores),  and 
shifting  to  a  floor  area  limitation. 

3310  13  t  14.  Light  and  other  manufacturing.  This  suggests 
shifting  from  long  lists  of  specific  manufacturing  catego¬ 
ries  to  more  performance-based  definitions.  There  is  no 
1990-valid  rationale  for  the  present  lists  of  permitted 
and  prohibited  manufacturers.  The  new  definitions  do 
better. 


SECTION  4000  -  DIMENSIONAL  REGULATIONS 

Section  4000  is  a  redraft  of  the  present  dimensional  regula¬ 
tion,  essentially  combining  present  Sections  11  through  15.  The 
current  rules  vary  from  district  to  district  in  unusually  complex 
ways  whose  rational  isn't  always  clear.  Unless  that  substantive 
complexity  is  reduced,  these  provisions  will  inevitably  be  com¬ 
plex.  We  have  largely  retained  those  variations,  presuming  that 
each  has  its  vocal  champions. 

The  following  are  among  the  revisions  being  suggested  for 
inclusion  without  separate  consideration. 

4110.  Lot  area  and  frontage  requirements  made  applicable  to 
all  lots,  not  just  those  developed  for  dwellings. 

4220.  Rear  yards  raised  from  5  to  10  feet,  as  requested  by  the 
Fire  Chief. 

4130.  The  "Group  Housing"  rules  (here  called  "Flexible  Residen¬ 
tial  Development")  were  made  a  bit  more  like  "cluster", 
allowing  use  of  reduced  amounts  of  frontage. 

4140.  Corner  visibility  has  been  reworded  with  little  substan¬ 
tive  change. 

4160.  The  control  over  the  shape  of  the  area  between  the  build¬ 
ing  and  the  street  has  been  removed  from  the  "frontage" 
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rules  and  made  a  separate  (but  equivalent)  "lot  width" 
rule. 

4200.  Footnotes  re  setbacks  have  been  made  consistent  with  the 
buffer  requirements. 


SECTION  5000  -  GENERAL  REGULATIONS- 

Section  5000  General  Regulations  contains  rules,  such  as 
parking  and  sign  controls,  which  generally  apply  to  all  uses  at 
all  locations.  Again,  only  those  changes  judged  likely  to  be 
easily  accepted  have  been  Included,  with  more  sweeping  change 
reserved  for  "outside"  articles. 

These  are  among  the  important  changes  made. 

5111.  Parking  Requirement.  Clarification  of  rules  regarding  how 
to  count  parking  spaces. 

5112 .  Parking  reductions.  Authorization  for  reduction  of  park¬ 
ing  requirements  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

5113.  Special  district  reductions.  Crediting  certain  on-street 
parking  spaces. 

5114.  Schedule  of  Minimum  Requirements.  Wholly  revised  parking 
standards,  generally  more  demanding. 

5121.  Off-site  parking  must  be  in  district  allowing  the  princi¬ 
pal  use  it  serves. 

5122.  Parking  layout  details  moved  to  a  Planning  Board  regula¬ 
tion. 

5125.  Loading  requirements  added. 

5200.  Sign  regulation  language  refinements  at  many  locations. 
5235.  Larger  real  estate  signs  allowed. 

5246.  Larger  signs  allowed  in  some  cases  in  the  M  and  LM  dis¬ 
tricts  where  not  abutting  Route  1. 

5248.  Incentive  system  to  allow  additional  sign  on  Special 
Permit. 

5310.  Wholly  new  lighting  standards. 


8ECTI0N  6000  -  8PECIAL  REGULATIONS 


The  new  Special  Regulations  section  of  the  rewritten  Zoning 
Bylaw  assembles  a  variety  of  controls  which  apply  either  to 
special  locations  (e.g.  flood  plains)  or  special  uses  (e.g.  home 
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occupations).  These  are  among  the  substantive  changes. 


6110.  Home  occupations  reorganized,  but  substantively  changed 
little,  if  at  all. 

6300.  Temporary  Uses  tightened  with  decisions  criteria  and 
definitions. 

6500.  Water  Resources  Protection  District  very  much  revised  in 
both  form  and  content.  In  many  cases  the  present  Bylaw  is 
less  restrictive  in  the  most  sensitive  locations  (Area  1) 
than  in  the  least  sensitive  locations  (Area  3).  We  ^iave 
generally  reversed  that.  In  addition,  we  have  coordinated 
these  provisions  with  those  of  related  State  and  Federal 
regulations,  and  made  the  determinations  less  judgmental. 


8ECTION  7000  -  DEFINITIONS 

The  number  of  defined  terms  has  tripled  from  25  in  the 
original  Section  22  to  over  70  in  this  draft,  and  many  current 
definitions  have  been  refined.  These  are  among  the  more  impor¬ 
tant  new  or  revised  definitions.

1100.  PURP08B  AMD  AUTHORITY  [Current  Section  1] 

This  Bylaw  is  adopted  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Norwood  through  guiding  the  development  of  land, 
as  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  the  Zoning  Act,  Chapter  40A, 
G.L.  as  amended,  and  by  Article  89  of  the  amendments  to  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution  ("The  Home  Rule  Amendment") . 


1200.  EXECUTION  &  ENFORCEMENT  [Current  Section  19] 

1210.  Inspector  of  Buildings.  [19A] 

The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  administer  and  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  Bylaw,  and  in  so  doing,  shall  have  all  of 
the  powers  as  are  provided  for  the  administration  and  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  Norwood  Zoning  Bylaw  and  the  State  Building 
Code. 


1220.  Conformity.  [19A] 

Buildings  or  structures  may  not  be  erected,  substantially 
altered,  moved,  or  changed  in  use  and  land  may  not  be  sub¬ 
stantially  changed  in  principal  use  without  certification  by 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  that  such  action  is  in  compliance 
with  then-applicable  requirements  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  or 
without  review  by  him  regarding  whether  all  necessary  per¬ 
mits  have  been  received  from  those  governmental  agencies 
from  which  approval  is  required  by  Federal,  State,  or  Town 
law.  Issuance  of  a  Building  Permit  or  Certification  of  Use 
and  Occupancy,  where  required  under  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  State  Building  Code,  may  serve  as  such  certi¬ 
fication. 


Where  a  special  permit  is  required  hereunder,  or  where  an 
appeal  or  petition  involving  a  variance  is  pending,  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  issue  no  building  permit  until 
the  Permit  Granting  or  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  has 
made  its  decision,  and  only  in  conformity  therewith.

1240.  Investigation.  [19D] 

If  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  be  informed,  or  have 
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reason  to  believe,  that  any  provision  of  this  Bylaw  or  any 
permit  or  decision  thereunder  has  been,  is  being,  or  is 
about  to  be  violated,  he  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  an 
investigation  of  the  facts,  including  the  inspection  of  the 
premises  where  the  violations  may  exist.  The  Inspector  of 
Buildings  shall  take  action  upon  written  complaint  and  shall 
report  such  action  or  refusal  to  act,  and  the  reasons  there¬ 
fore,  in  writing  to  the  complainant  within  fourteen  (14) 
days  of  receipt  thereof.  If  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
finds  no  violation  or  prospective  violation,  any  person 
aggrieved  by  his  decision,  or  any  officer  or  Board  of  the 
Town,  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  provided  by 
statute. 

1250.  Enforcement.  [19E] 

If  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  finds  a  violation  or  prospec¬ 
tive  violation,  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  in  writing  to 
the  owner  and  to  the  occupant  of  the  premises  and  shall 
order  him  to  cease  and  desist  and  refrain  from  such  viola¬ 
tion.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings' 
decision,  or  any  officer  or  Board  of  the  Town,  may  appeal  to 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  provided  by  statute.  If,  after  such 
order,  such  violation  continues  and  no  appeal  is  taken  to 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall 
forthwith  make  application  to  the  Superior  Court  for  an

1260.  Enforcement  Following  Appeal.  [19F] 

If,  after  action  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  appeal  is 
taken  to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  and,  after  a  public  hearing, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  finds  that  there  has  been  a  violation 
or  prospective  violation,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall 
forthwith  make  application  to  the  Superior  Court  for  an 
injunction  or  order  restraining  the  violation  and  shall  seek 
a  criminal  complaint  in  Dedham  District  Court  against  the 
person  or  persons  who  have  violated  the  law,  or  take  such 
other  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  this  Bylaw. 

1270.  Penalty.  [19C] 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw,  or  any 
of  the  conditions  under  which  a  building  permit  is  issued  by 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  or  a  special  permit  or  variance 
is  issued  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  or  the  terms  of  a  deci¬ 
sion  rendered  by  said  Board,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
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the  maximum  allowed  by  law  for  each  violation1.  Each  day 
that  said  violation  continues  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute 
a  separate  offense. 


1300.  BOARD  07  APPEALS  [Current  Section  20] 

1310.  Establishment.  [20A] 

There  6hall  be  a  Board  of  Appeals  consisting  of  three  mem¬ 
bers  and  three  associate  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  and  shall  act  in  all  matters  under  this  Bylaw 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Chapters  40A,  4 0B,  and  41  of  the 
General  Lavs. 

1320.  Powers.  [New] 

The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
granted  to  it  by  Chapters  40A,  4 0B,  and  41  of  the  General 
Lavs  and  by  this  Bylaw.  The  Board's  powers  are  as  follows: 

1321  Special  Permits.  To  hear  and  decide  applications 
for  Special  Permits  upon  which  the  Board  is  empow¬ 
ered  to  act  under  this  Bylaw,  in  accordance  with 
Section  1400  Special  Permits. 

1322  Variances.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  or  peti¬ 
tions  for  variances  from  the  terms  of  this  Bylaw 
with  respect  to  particular  land  or  structures. 
Variances  from  use  requirements,  however,  are 
prohibited. 

Variances  shall  be  granted  only  in  cases  where  the 
Board  of  Appeals  finds  all  of  the  following: 

a)  The  hardship  is  owing  to  circumstances  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  soil  conditions,  shape  or  topogra¬ 
phy  of  such  land  or  structures  and  especially 
affecting  such  land  or  structures  but  not 
affecting  generally  the  zoning  district  in 
which  it  is  located. 

b)  A  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Bylaw  would  involve  a  substantial  hard¬ 
ship,  financial  or  otherwise,  to  the  peti¬ 
tioner  or  appellant. 

c)  Desirable  relief  may  be  granted: 

1)  without  substantial  detriment  to  the 
public  good;  and 


1.  At  this  date,  §300  per  day  per  violation. 
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2)  without  nullifying  or  substantially 
derogating  from  the  intent  or  purpose  of 
this  Bylaw. 

1323  Other  Appeals.  To  hear  and  decide  other  appeals. 
Other  appeals  will  also  be  heard  and  decided  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals  when  taken  by: 

a)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  reason  of  his  inabil¬ 
ity  to  obtain  a  building  permit  or  enforce¬ 
ment  action  from  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
under  the  provisions  of  Ch.40A,  G.L. ;  or  by 

b)  The  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council;  or  by 

c)  Any  person  including  any  officer  or  Board  of 
the  Town  of  Norwood  or  of  any  abutting  town, 
if  aggrieved  by  any  order  or  decision  of  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings  or  other  administra¬ 
tive  official,  in  violation  of  any  provision 
of  Ch. 40A,  G.L. ;  or  this  Bylaw. 

1324  Comprehensive  Permits.  Comprehensive  Permits  may 
be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  construction 
of  low-  or  moderate-income  housing  by  a  public 
agency  or  limited  dividend  or  non-profit  corpora¬ 
tion,  upon  the  Board's  determination  that  such 
construction  would  be  consistent  with  local  needs, 
whether  or  not  consistent  with  local  zoning  or 
subdivision  requirements,  as  authorized  by  Sec. 
20-23,  Ch. 40B,  G.L. 

1325  Building  Permits  in  Subdivisions.  Building  Per¬ 
mits  withheld  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  acting 
under  Sec.SlY,  Ch.41,  G.L. ,  as  a  means  of  enforc¬ 
ing  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  may  be  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals  where  the  Board  finds  practi¬ 
cal  difficulty  or  unnecessary  hardship,  and  if  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  do  not  require  that  the 
building  be  related  to  a  way  shown  on  the  subdivi¬ 
sion  plan  in  question. 

1330.  Filing.  (20B  part] 

1331  Variances  and  Special  Permits.  A  petition  for  a 
variance  or  application  for  a  special  permit  shall 
be  filed  by  the  petitioner  with  the  Town  Clerk  and 
a  copy  of  said  petition  or  application,  including 
the  date  and  time  of  filing  certified  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  shall  be  filed  forthwith  by  the  petitioner 
with  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

1332  Appeals.  A  notice  of  appeal  from  a  decision  of 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  or  other  office  or 
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board  shall  specify  the  grounds  for  such  appeal 
and  shall  be  filed  by  the  petitioner  with  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  a  copy  of  said  notice  of  appeal,  in¬ 
cluding  the  date  and  time  of  filing  certified  by 
the  Town  Clerk,  shall  be  filed  forthwith  by  the 
petitioner  with  the  office  or  board  whose  order  or 
decision  is  being  appealed  and  with  the  Board  of 
Appeals. 

1340.  Notice.  [20C] 

The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  hold  public  hearings  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  General  Laws  on  all  applica¬ 
tions,  appeals,  and  petitions  brought  before  it. 

1350.  Repetitive  Actions.  [20E] 

No  appeal,  application  or  petition  which  has  been  unfavora¬ 
bly  and  finally  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be 
acted  upon  favorably  within  two  years  after  the  date  of 
final  unfavorable  action  unless: 

a)  at  least  four  members  of  the  Planning  Board  consent  to 
such  action  after  notice  is  given  to  parties  in  inter¬ 
est  (as  defined  in  MGL  Ch.  40A  Section  11)  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  proceedings  to  consider  consent,  and 

b)  the  Board  of  Appeals  finds  specific  and  material 
changes  in  the  conditions  upon  which  the  previous 
unfavorable  action  was  based,  describes  such  changes  in 
its  records  and  similarly  consents. 


1400.  8PECIAL  PERMITS  [New] 

1410.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 

The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  act  as  the  Special  Permit  Grant¬ 
ing  Authority  (SPGA) . 

1420.  Decision  Criteria 

The  following  shall  be  the  basis  for  decisions  on  special 
permits,  except  as  may  be  more  specifically  provided  else¬ 
where  in  this  Bylaw.  Special  permits  shall  be  granted  by 
the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  only  upon  its  written 
determination  that  the  proposed  use  will  not  have  adverse 
effects  which  over-balance  its  beneficial  effects  for  either 
the  neighborhood  or  the  Town,  in  view  of  the  particular 
characteristics  of  the  site  and  of  the  proposal  in  relation 
to  that  site.  The  determination  shall  indicate  considera¬ 
tion  of  each  of  the  following,  among  others: 

1421.  Social,  economic,  and  community  needs. 
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a)  Residential  use  is  nore  beneficial  if  it  serves 
housing  needs  of  local  residents,  or  broadens 
housing  diversity,  than  if  it  does  not. 

b)  Non-res idential  use  is  sore  beneficial  if  it 
serves  needs  and  interests  of  local  residents,  or 
provides  then  with  econonic  opportunity,  than  if 
it  does  not. 

1422.  Circulation. 

a)  Increases  in  average  daily  and  peak  hour  traffic 
are  adverse  effects,  even  if  coupled  with  capacity 
increases  maintaining  the  level  of  service. 

b)  To  avoid  adversity,  pedestrian  and  vehicular 
movement  to,  from,  and  within  the  site  should  be 
safe  and  convenient,  and  arranged  so  as  not  to 
disturb  abutting  properties. 

1423.  Utilities  and  other  public  services. 

Any  unusual  public  problem  in  providing  adequate 
water,  sewage  disposal,  drainage,  public  safety, 
or  other  public  services  for  this  use  would  be  an 
adverse  effect. 

1424.  Environmental  impacts. 

a)  Environmental  damage  due  to  wetland  loss,  habitat 
disturbance,  erosion,  or  damage  to  valuable  trees 
or  other  natural  assets  are  adverse  effects. 

b)  Damage  or  risk  to  air,  land,  or  water  resources 
because  of  planned  processes  or  unplanned  contin¬ 
gencies  are  adverse  effects. 

1425.  Land  use  compatibility. 

a)  Preempting  land  having  special  qualities  suiting 
it  for  other  uses,  such  as  land  having  rail  access 
being  preempted  from  use  by  a  rail-using  activity, 
is  an  adverse  effect. 

b)  Damaging  the  utility  and  enjoyment  of  nearby  land 
uses  through  off-site  impacts  is  an  adverse  ef¬ 
fect. 

1426.  Visual  compatibility. 

a)  Visibility  of  parking  and  service  areas  from 
nearby  public  streets  is  an  adverse  effect  which 
can  be  minimized  through  site  arrangement,  use  of 
tree  cover,  and  other  means. 
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b)  Departure  from  the  architectural  scale  of  build'* 
ings  on  abutting  and  nearby  premises  is  an  adverse 
effect,  except  where  the  departure  would  serve 
some  community  design  purpose. 

1427.  Fiscal  impacts. 

Positive  fiscal  impacts  are  a  benefit  to  the  Town. 

1428.  Process. 

a)  Discussion  in  advance  between  applicants  and  those 
whose  interests  are  likely  to  be  substantially 
impacted  by  it  is  a  benefit. 

b)  Compensatory  actions  providing  benefits,  such  as 
planting  additional  trees,  can  be  used  to  offset 
any  negative  consequences  for  other  parties  or  the 
Town. 

At  the  time  of  application,  the  applicant  shall  submit 
complete  documentation  regarding  each  of  the  above  consider¬ 
ations  which  are  applicable,  including  description  of  any 
discussion  efforts  made  with  neighborhood  groups  or  other 
affected  parties. 

1430.  Procedure 

1431  Filing.  Each  application  for  a  special  permit, 
together  with  copies  of  supporting  plans  and  other 
materials,  shall  be  filed  by  the  petitioner  with 
the  Town  Clerk.  Five  copies  of  said  application, 
including  one  having  the  date  and  time  of  filing 
certified  by  the  Town  Clerk,  shall  be  filed  forth¬ 
with  by  the  petitioner  with  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
together  with  five  copies  of  the  supporting  plans 
and  other  materials. 

1432  Referral.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  refer  notice 
of  all  applications  immediately  upon  receipt  to 
the  Town  Manager,  Inspector  of  Buildings,  Planning 
Board,  Town  Engineer,  DPW,  Board  of  Health, 
Conservation  Commission,  Police  Department,  Fire 
Department,  Municipal  Light  Department,  and  to  any 
other  involved  Town  official  or  agency. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  alBO  transmit  copies  of 
the  submitted  plans  and  support  documentation  to 
all  agencies  having  requested  such  documentation 
for  either  that  specific  project  or  for  such 
projects  generally,  and  to  any  other  authorities 
whose  review  is  judged  appropriate  by  the  Inspec¬ 
tor  of  Buildings,  for  technical  review  and  com¬ 
ment.  Failure  of  any  official  or  agency  to  make 
recommendation  within  thirty-five  days  of  receipt 
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of  the  application  and  support  documentation  shall 
be  deemed  lack  of  opposition  thereto. 

1433  Timing.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  within  65  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  application  and  shall  render  a 
decision  within  90  days  from  the  date  of  the  close 
of  the  public  hearing.  The  required  time  limits 
for  a  public  hearing  and  for  rendering  a  final 
decision  may  be  extended  by  written  agreement 
between  the  petitioner  and  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority.  A  copy  of  such  agreement 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

1440.  Special  Permit  Limitations 

A  special  permit,  if  granted,  shall  be  subject  to  any  gener¬ 
al  or  specific  rules  prescribed  herein,  and  it  may  be  made 
subject  to  appropriate  conditions,  safeguards,  and  limita¬ 
tions  on  time  or  use.  If  the  substantial  use  of  a  special 
permit  has  not  started  within  a  two-year  period,  or  a  short¬ 
er  period  if  so  specified  by  the  Board,  it  shall  lapse, 
unless  either: 

a)  additional  time  was  required  to  pursue  or  await  the 
determination  of  a  court  appeal  under  Section  17  of 
Chapter  40A,  H.G.L. ,  or 

b)  the  special  permit  granting  authority  determines  that 
the  delay  is  justified  by  good  cause. 


1500.  APPLICABILITY  [21C] 

Where  the  application  of  this  Bylaw  is  more  limiting  than  the 
restrictions  imposed  by  any  other  Town  bylaw  or  regulation  or  by 
any  permits  or  restrictions  issued  thereunder,  the  provisions  of 
this  Bylaw  shall  control. 


1600.  NON-CONFORMANCE  [16] 

1610.  Continuation  [16A] 

Section  6  of  Chapter  40A,  G.L.  provides  that  lawful  use  of 
land,  a  building,  or  a  part  thereof  which  was  existing  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Bylaw  (or  of  any  amendment 
to  which  it  doesn't  conform)  generally  may  be  continued, 
subject  to  certain  limitations,  as  described  in  the  follow¬ 
ing.  Nonconforming  signs  are  subject  to  Section  5237  of 
this  Bylaw. 

1620.  Discontinuance  [16A] 

A  nonconforming  use  (see  definition)  which  has  been  discon- 
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tinued  shall  not  thereafter  be  resumed.  A  nonconforming  use 
shall  be  considered  discontinued  when  the  premises  have  been 
devoted  to  a  conforming  use,  or  when  the  premises  have  been 
vacant  for  a  period  of  two  years,  or  when  the  characteristic 
equipment  and  the  furnishings  of  the  nonconforming  use  have 
been  removed  from  the  premises  and  have  not  been  replaced  by 
similar  equipment  within  two  years. 

1630.  Alteration  or  Extension  [16B] 

Any  nonconforming  structure  or  use  may  be  structurally 
altered  or  extended  provided  that  the  Board  of  Appeals 
grants  a  special  permit,  upon  its  determination  that  such 
alteration  or  extension  is  not  substantially  more  detrimen¬ 
tal  to  the  neighborhood  than  the  existing  condition. 

1640.  Change  of  Use  [16B] 

A  nonconforming  use  may  be  changed  to  a  permitted  use  with¬ 
out  need  of  a  special  permit.  A  nonconforming  use  may  be 
changed  to  a  different  nonconforming  use  only  if  the  Board 
of  Appeals  grants  a  special  permit,  upon  its  determination 
that  the  use  is  not  more  detrimental  to  the  character  of  the 
district  in  which  it  is  located  than  the  existing  use. 

A  nonconforming  structure  may  be  changed  in  use  subject  to 
the  same  requirements  applicable  to  uses  in  new  structures. 

1650.  Restoration  [16C] 

A  structure  which  has  been  damaged  by  fire  or  other  acciden¬ 
tal  or  natural  causes  to  an  extent  of  less  than  50%  of  the 
fair  market  value  of  the  structure  on  the  date  of  the  dam¬ 
age,  as  determined  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  may  be 
restored  to  its  original  condition,  regardless  of  any  non¬ 
conformity  of  the  structure  or  its  use. 

Structures  damaged  to  a  greater  extent,  if  dimensionally 
nonconforming  or  containing  a  nonconforming  use,  may  be 
restored  to  the  original  condition  only  provided  such  work 
is  started  within  two  years  of  the  damage  and  completed 
within  three  years  of  the  date  of  the  damages. 

For  these  purposes,  "original  condition"  means  conforming  to 
the  original  footprint,  no  more  than  a  10%  increase  above 
the  cubage  of  the  original  building,  and  no  increase  in 
nonconformance  with  yard  requirements. 

1660.  Other  Nonconformancies.  [New] 

Legally  preexisting  development  not  conforming  to  controls 
other  than  the  use  and  dimensional  requirements  (such  as 
controls  contained  in  Section  5000  General  Regulations)  may 
be  extended,  altered,  or  changed  in  use,  with  a  special 
permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  required  only  if  that 
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extension,  alteration,  or  change  would  result  in  an  increase 
in  nonconformance  with  those  controls  not  conformed  to. 


1700.  AMENDMENT  AMD  VALIDITY  [21] 

1710.  Initiation  [21A] 

This  Bylaw  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  at  an  Annual  or 
Special  Town  Meeting.  An  amendment  may  be  initiated  by  the 
submission  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  a  proposed  change  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Appeals,  an  individual 
owning  land  in  the  Town  to  be  affected  by  the  amendment,  ten 
registered  voters  of  the  Town  if  the  amendment  is  to  be 
acted  upon  at  the  annual  town  meeting  or  100  registered 
voters  of  the  Town  for  a  special  town  meeting,  the  Planning 
Board,  or  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council. 

1720.  Hearing  [21A] 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  submit  proposed  zoning  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  Planning  Board  within  14  days  of  receiving 
them.  A  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  Planning  Board 
within  65  days  after  the  proposed  change  is  submitted  to  the 
Board.  Notice  of  such  hearings  shall  be  mailed,  postage 
prepaid,  by  the  Planning  Board  to  non-resident  property 
owners  who  file  an  annual  request  not  later  than  January  1, 
prepaying  an  annual  fee  of  $25  .  The  Planning  Board  shall 
mail  notice  to  owners  of  affected  property,  to  their  abut¬ 
ters,  whether  residents  or  not,  and  to  others  judged  to  have 
important  interests  affected  by  the  proposal,  in  cases  where 
that  entails  notice  to  not  more  than  twenty  parties,  or  in 
other  cases  where  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board.

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SECTION 4000.  DIMENSIONAL  REGULATIONS 


4100.  REQUIREMENTS 

4110.  Applicability.  (11D  -t-  New] 

The  erection,  extension,  alteration,  or  moving  of  a  struc¬ 
ture  or  the  creation  of  a  lot  or  change  in  its  size  or  shape 
(except  through  a  public  taking)  must  meet  the  requirements 
set  forth  in  Section  4200,  Dimensional  Regulations  Sched¬ 
ules,  except  for  the  following: 

4111.  Nonconforming  Residential  Lots 

Any  increases  in  area,  frontage,  width,  yard  or  depth 
requirements  of  this  Bylaw  shall  not  apply  to  a  lot  to 
be  used  for  single  or  two-family  residential  use, 
provided  that  the  lot  was  not  held  in  common  ownership 
with  any  adjoining  land,  conformed  to  then  existing 
requirements,  and  had  less  than  the  proposed  require¬ 
ment  but  at  least  5000  square  feet  of  area  and  50  feet 
of  frontage. 

4112.  Inconsequential  Change. 

Lot  line  changes  to  nonconforming  lots  are  allowed 
provided  that  they  create  neither  additional  lots  nor 
increase  in  nonconformity. 

4113.  Statutory  Protection. 

In  certain  other  cases  current  regulations  are  made 
inapplicable  by  provisions  of  Section  6  of  Ch.40A, 
G.  L. . 

4120.  Two  or  More  Principal  Buildings.  (New) 

Not  more  than  one  dwelling  shall  be  erected  on  a  lot,  unless 
so  authorized  on  special  permit  under  Section  4130.  Two  or 
more  other  principal  buildings  may  be  erected  on  a  lot  only 
if  lot  area  requirements  can  be  met  for  each  such  building 
without  counting  any  land  area  twice.  In  addition,  each 
such  building  must  be  served  by  access,  drainage,  and  utili¬ 
ties  determined  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  to  be  func¬ 
tionally  equivalent  to  those  required  for  separate  lots  by 
the  Planning  Board  under  its  Subdivision  Regulations. 

4130.  Flexible  Residential  Development.  [14] 

Two  or  more  dwellings,  if  allowable  at  that  location,  may  be 
erected  on  a  single  lot  without  division  into  separate  lots, 
provided  that  such  use  is  authorized  on  special  permit  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  upon  its  determination  that: 
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(a)  the  number  of  dwelling  units  being  erected  does  not 
exceed  the  number  which  could  reasonably  be  expected 
through  development  on  separate  lots  meeting  lot  area 
and  frontage  requirements; 

(b)  access,  drainage,  and  utility  service  to  each  dwelling 
is  functionally  equivalent  to  that  required  for  sepa¬ 
rate  lots  under  the  Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Regu¬ 
lations;  and 

(c)  both  side  and  rear  yards  of  the  parcel  shall  meet  rear 
yard  requirements,  and  dwellings  on  the  same  lot  shall 
be  separated  by  no  less  than  twice  the  side  yard  re¬ 
quirement. 

4140  Corner  Visibility.  [12. B] 

At  all  street  intersections  in  Residential  or  Local  Business 
Districts,  a  triangular  sight  protection  area  is  hereby 
established,  bounded  by  the  exterior  lines  of  intersecting 
streets  and  a  line  joining  points  on  such  lines  which  are 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  from  their  point  of  intersection  (or 
in  the  case  of  a  rounded  corner,  from  the  point  of  intersec¬ 
tion  of  their  tangents) .  Within  that  area,  the  following 
restrictions  apply. 

(a)  No  buildings  or  portions  thereof  shall  be  located. 

(b)  No  non-building  structure  and  no  open  display,  storage, 
or  other  open  use  shall  be  located  unless  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  determines  that  there  will  be  no  interfer¬ 
ence  with  traffic  visibility  across  the  comer. 

(c)  Trees,  shrubs,  and  other  plantings  shall  similarly  be 
located  and  trimmed  to  avoid  interference  with  traffic 
visibility. 

4150.  Front  Setback. 

4151.  Comer  and  through  lots. 

Front  setbacks  must  be  maintained  from  each  street  on 
which  a  lot  abuts. 

4152.  Setback  Averaging.  [13.D] 

No  building  need  provide  a  front  setback  larger  than 
the  average  of  the  front  setbacks  on  lots  abutting  on 
either  side,  with  a  vacant  lot  (or  a  lot  having  no 
building  within  three  hundred  feet  from  the  building  in 
question) ,  or  a  lot  providing  a  setback  larger  than  the 
required  minimum,  or  an  intersecting  street  being 
counted  a6  though  occupied  by  a  building  providing  that 
required  minimum  setback. 
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4160.  Lot  width.  [11. B] 

Between  the  street  line  and  the  required  setback,  side  lot 
lines  shall  be  no  nearer  each  other  at  any  point  than  the 
distance  required  in  that  district  for  lot  frontage.

5100.  PARKING  REGULATIONS  [10] 

5110.  Number  of  Parking  Spaces. 

5111.  Requirement.  [New] 

Off-street  parking  must  be  provided  to  service  all 
increases  in  parking  demand  resulting  from  new  con¬ 
struction,  additions,  or  change  of  use  to  a  use  requir¬ 
ing  more  parking,  without  counting  any  existing  spaces 
needed  to  meet  requirements  for  the  existing  building 
and. use.  The  number  of  spaces  indicated  in  Section 
5114  shall  be  the  basis  for  determining  adequacy  of 
provisions.  Any  existing  spaces  removed  by  development 
shall  be  replaced  in  kind  unless  they  are  either  in 
excess  of  the  number  required  or  removed  at  the  request 
of  the  Town.  Parking  spaces  also  serving  as  loading 
areas  shall  not  be  credited  towards  meeting  these 
requirements . 

5112.  Reductions  Based  on  Demand.  [New] 

The  number  of  spaces  may  be  reduced  to  less  than  that 
stipulated  below  if  authorised  on  special  permit  by  the 
Board  of  Appeals,  to  be  granted  only  if,  following 
public  hearing  and  consultation  with  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings,  Town  Engineer  and  Town  Planner,  the  Board 
makes  written  determination  that  a  smaller  number  would 
be  adequate  for  all  parking  needs  because  of  such 
special  circumstances  as  shared  parking  for  uses  having 
peak  parking  demands  at  different  times,  unusual  age  or 
other  characteristics  of  site  users,  or  user-sponsored 
demand  reduction  devices  such  as  car-pooling. 

5113.  Special  District  Reductions.  (10. C) 

In  the  Central  Business  District  and  in  all  Local 
Business  Districts,  the  following  provisions  shall 
apply. 

a.  Off-street  parking  need  be  provided  to  serve  non- 
residential  uses  in  those  districts  only  if  the 
number  of  required  spaces  exceeds  twenty  tor  uses 
in  the  Central  Business  District  or  five  for  uses 
in  Local  Business  Districts. 

b.  Legal  on-street  parking  may  be  credited  towards 
meeting  these  requirements  if  located  between  the 
premises'  side  lot  lines  on  the  same  side  of  the 
street. 
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c.  In  the  Central  Business  District  only,  the  re¬ 
quired  number  of  spaces  for  non-residential  uses 
shall  be  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  number  indicat¬ 
ed  in  Section  5114. 


5114.  Schedule  of  Minimum  Requirements.  [10. A] 


a.  Dwellings:  Three  parking  spaces  per  dwelling  unit 
having  more  than  one  bedroom,  one  per  dwelling 
unit  for  all  other  dwelling  units. 

b.  Places  of  public  assembly:  one  parking  space  for 
each  three  persons  capacity  based  on  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  State  Building  Code. 

c.  Rooming  house:  one  and  one-half  spaces  per  rental 
room. 

d.  Hotel,  motel,  other  commercial  accommodations: 
one  parking  space  for  each  guest  unit,  plus  one 
parking  space  for  each  eight  units  or  fraction 
thereof.

Nursing  home:  one  parking  space  per  three  patient 
rooms. 

Hospital:  two  and  one-half  parking  spaces  per 

bed. 


g.  Restaurant:  one  parking  space  per  3  persons 
seating  capacity,  plus  three  spaces  per  take-out 
window  or  counter  position  dedicated  to  take-out 
service. 

h.  Commercial  recreation:  one  parking  space  per  two 
persons  participant  capacity,  plus  one  space  per 
three  persons  spectator  capacity. 

i.  Auto  service  station:  three  parking  spaces,  plus 
three  parking  spaces  (which  may  be  parked  in 
'tandem' , i.e.  bumper- to-bumper,  requiring  attend¬ 
ant  assistance)  per  service  bay. 


j.  Other  service  establishments,  retail  businesses, 
and  offices:  one  parking  space  per  250  square 
feet  of  gross  floor  area  on  the  ground  floor  plus 
one  space  per  400  square  feet  gross  floor  area  on 
other  floors,  but  not  fewer  than  three  spaces  per 
separate  enterprise. 


k.  Wholesale  and  industrial  establishments:  one 

parking  space  per  250  square  feet  of  office  area 
plus  one  space  per  500  square  feet  of  production 
area  plus  one  space  per  2,000  square  feet  of 
storage  area,  but  capable  of  expansion  to  not 
fewer  than  one  space  per  500  square  feet  gross 
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floor  area. 

1.  Other  uses:  a  number  of  spaces  to  be  determined 
by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  based  upon  evidence 
from  similar  uses  under  similar  circumstances. 

5120.  Parking  and  Loading  Area  Location  and  Design 

5121.  Location.  (10. D] 

Required  parking  for  non-residential  uses  shall  be 
either  on  the  same  premises  as  the  activity  it  serves, 
or  in  a  separate  parcel  if  the  parcel  is  located  within 
five  hundred  (500)  feet  (800  feet  for  employees)  walk¬ 
ing  distance  of  the  building  entrance  to  be  served,  is 
located  in  a  zoning  district  permitting  or  allowing  on 
special  permit  the  activity  it  serves,  and  is  perma¬ 
nently  committed  to  serving  the  use  involved. 

5122.  Configuration.  [New,  10. Ej 

a.  Dimensions  of  spaces  and  aisles  shall  adequately 
provide  for  clearance  and  movement,  and  shall 
accommodate  needs  of  the  handicapped  in  designated 
spaces.  The  Planning  Board  shall,  following 
consultation  with  the  Town  Engineer,  adopt,  and 
may  from  time  to  time  amend,  standards  for  such 
dimensions,  reflecting  current  vehicle  sizes,  and 
reflecting  the  distinction  between  the  functional 
needs  of  active  parking  spaces  and  of  spaces  for 
storage  or  display  of  vehicles  intended  for  sale. 

b.  All  parking  facilities  serving  new  buildings  and 
having  seven  or  more  parking  spaces  shall  be  so 
designed  that  no  vehicle  entering  or  exiting  a 
parking  space  is  required  to  back  onto  or  off  of  a 
public  way. 

5123.  Design  and  Construction.  [New] 

a.  Access  drives  are  subject  to  the  same  use  restric¬ 
tions  as  the  use  they  serve,  so  must  be  located  in 
a  district  allowing  that  use,  or  if  granted  a 
special  permit,  in  a  district  permitting  that  use 
of  special  permit. 

b.  Parking  area  egress  location  and  design  and  park¬ 
ing  area  construction  shall  be  consistent  with 
standards  and  specifications  to  be  established  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works. 

5124.  Parking  Structures.  [4.  Table  A  L.  1-3] 

Parking  shall  be  maintained  only  at  ground  level,  not 
either  elevated  above  grade  or  depressed  below  grade  in 
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structures. 


5125.  Loading  Requirements.  [New] 

a.  Except  in  the  Central  Business  District,  which  is 
exempt  from  this  requirement,  adequate  off-street 
loading  facilities  and  space  must  be  provided  to 
service  all  needs  created  by  construction  of  new 
structures. 

b.  Required  facilities  shall  be  so  sized  and  arranged 
that  no  trucks  need  back  onto  or  off  of  a  public 
way,  or  be  parked  on  a  public  way  while  loading, 
unloading,  or  waiting  to  do  so. 


5200.  SIGN  REGULATIONS [5] 

5210.  Purpose 

The  following  sign  regulations  are  intended  to  serve  these 
objectives: 

Paoilitate  efficient  communications  to  ensure  that  people 
are  able  to  receive  the  messages  they  need  or  want,  and 

Promote  good  relationships  between  signs  and  the  buildings 
and  environment  to  which  they  relate,  and 
• 

support  business  vitality  by  avoiding  burdensome  procedures 
and  restrictions. 

5220.  Permit  Procedures 

5221.  Permit  Required. 

No  sign  shall  be  erected,  placed  or  improved  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  a  sign  permit  issued  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings,  except  as  exempted  herein.  Application 
for  a  sign  permit  shall  be  made  in  writing  on  a  form 
furnished  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  and  shall 
include  plans  as  required  and  a  fee  as  established. 

5222.  Inspector's  Action. 

The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  act  upon  the  applica¬ 
tion  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  com¬ 
pleted  application.  If  the  proposed  sign  conforms  to 
this  Bylaw,  the  sign  permit  shall  be  issued.  If  the 
sign  permit  is  not  granted,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
shall  notify  the  applicant  in  writing,  citing  the 
reason(s)  for  denial.  The  applicant  may  reapply, 
complying  with  these  Bylaws  or  appeal  the  decision  of 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  to  the  Board  of  Appeals. 
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5223.  Permit  Duration. 

Any  sign  permit  duly  issued  shall  be  deemed  invalid 
unless  the  sign  authorized  by  it  has  been  commenced 
within  six  months  after  its  issuance.  The  Inspector  of 
Buildings  may  authorize  in  writing  a  single  six  month 
extension  upon  written  petition  of  the  applicant. 

5230.  General  Regulations. 

5231.  Location 

a.  Sign  Location.  No  sign  shall  extend  above  the 
wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  and  no  sign  shall  be 
located  on  the  roof  of  any  structure  in  any  dis¬ 
trict,  except  for  decorative  roof-like  structures 
(often  termed  "mansards")  with  pitch  no  less  than 
20  vertical  in  12  horizontal. 

b.  Projection.  No  sign  parallel  to  the  wall  to  which 
it  is  attached  shall  project  more  than  twelve  (12) 
inches  from  the  face  of  that  wall,  and  no  sign 
perpendicular  to  the  wall  shall  project  by  more 
than  six  (6)  feet  from  it.  Only  a  sign  whose  face 
is  parallel  with  the  wall  surface  to  which  it  is 
attached  may  extend  into,  on,  or  over  a  public 
sidewalk,  street,  or  way,  and  then  by  not  more 
than  six  inches  (6") . 

c.  Overhanging  signs.  Any  sign  which  projects  into, 
on,  or  over  a  public  sidewalk,  street,  or  way  is 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  14  of  the 
State  Building  Code  regulating  signs  projecting 
into,  on,  or  over  a  public  sidewalk,  street,  or 
way  (see  1403.2.3  and  1411.0)  and  shall  be  subject 
to  bonding  and/or  insurance  requirements  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (see  State  Build¬ 
ing  Code  Section  1406.1  and  Norwood  Town  By-  Laws, 
Police  Regulations,  Article  XII,  Section  4). 

5232.  Illumination 

a.  Lighting  type.  Signs  shall  be  illuminated  only  by 
steady,  stationary  light  either  internal  to  the 
sign  or  directed  solely  at  it  by  light  sources 
shielded  and  directed  away  from  any  abutting 
street  or  residential  district. 

b.  Hours  of  Illumination.  Signs  on  buildings  or  lots 
within  or  abutting  a  residential  district  shall 
not  be  lighted  between  11  p.m.  and  5  a.m.  unless 
the  premises  on  which  the  sign  is  located  are  in 
active  use  during  the  hours  the  sign  is  lighted. 
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5233.  Sign  Content 

a.  Standard  displays.  Standard  brand  names,  logos, 
symbols,  or  slogans  of  advertised  products  or 
services  shall  be  displayed  only  if  that  brand 
comprises  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of 
the  dollar  value  of  sales  on  the  premises,  as 
declared  by  affidavit  by  the  business  owner  or 
manager. 

b.  Political  signs.  On  order  of  the  Massachusetts 
Attorney  General,  these  Bylaws  may  not  be  enforced 
against  the  display  of  political  signs  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  First  Amendment  to  the  United  States 
Constitution. 

5234.  Sign  type 

a.  Moving  signs.  No  sign,  any  part  of  which  moves, 
or  is  designed  to  move  or  to  be  moved  by  any 
means,  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in  any 
district,  except  such  portions  of  a  sign  that 
consist  solely  of  indicators  of  time,  temperature 
and/or  measure,  gasoline  pumps,  "barber  poles"  not 
exceeding  two  feet  in  height,  and  excavating  and 
other  temporary  warning  signs  for  the  safety  of 
the  public. 

b.  Attachment.  No  sign  shall  be  painted  or  posted 
directly  on  the  exterior  surface  of  any  wall  but 
must  be  painted,  posted  or  otherwise  securely 
affixed  to  a  substantial  intermediary  removable 
surface  which  shall  be  securely  affixed  to  the 
building.  The  foregoing,  however,  shall  not 
prevent  installation  of  a  sign  consisting  of 
individual  letters  or  devices  securely  affixed  to 
the  exterior  wall  of  the  building.  The  material 
and  construction  of  any  sign  and  intermediary 
surface  and  the  manner  of  attachment  of  the  sign 
to  the  intermediary  surface  and  the  intermediary 
surface  to  the  wall  of  the  building  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  applicable  provisions  of  the  State 
Building  Code. 

5235.  Temporary  signs 

a.  Applicability.  Unless  specified  to  the  contrary 
in  this  Bylaw,  temporary  signs  must  comply  with 
all  applicable  requirements  for  permanent  signs, 
including  issuance  of  a  sign  permit. 

b.  Window  signs.  Temporary  signs  not  meeting  the 
requirements  for  permanent  signs  may  advertise 
sales,  special  events,  or  changes  in  the  nature  of 
an  operation  and  are  restricted  to  devices  made  of 
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paper,  posterboard,  cardboard,  cloth,  canvas, 
fabric,  cardboard,  or  other  light  material  placed 
in  or  on  display  windows  ,  or  markings  of  remova¬ 
ble  paint  or  marker  inscribed  directly  on  glass, 
if  such  devices  and  markings  cover  not  more  than 
30%  of  window  area,  are  not  permanently  mounted, 
and  are  illuminated  by  building  illumination  only, 
but  shall  not  otherwise  be  used  to  advertise  a 
continuing  or  recurrent  activity,  and  shall  be 
removed  within  seven  days  after  the  information 
they  display  is  out  of  date  or  no  longer  relevant. 

c.  Real  Estate  and  Construction  signs.  A  temporary 
sign  may  be  erected  during  sale,  lease,  rental,  or 
construction  of  a  building  or  subdivision.  Such 
sign  shall  not  exceed  forty  (40)  square  feet  in 
area  for  premises  having  frontage  on  Route  1,  and 
in  other  cases  6hall  not  exceed  six  (6)  square 
feet  in  area  in  residential  districts  and  ten  (10) 
square  feet  in  area  in  non-resident ial  districts. 
Construction  signs  shall  not  be  erected  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  a  building  permit,  or  prior  to 
commencement  of  work  if  said  work  does  not  require 
a  building  permit. 

d.  Transient  event  signs.  Temporary  signs  which 
indicate  garage  or  yard  sales,  bazaars,  dinners, 
or  other  non-profit  events  and  similar  occasional 
uses  shall  comply  with  the  Town  Bylaws1,  and  any 
conditions  imposed  in  granting  of  licenses  for 
such  events  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

e.  Banners.  A  temporary  banner  or  similar  sign,  if 
permitted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under  its 
authority  to  control  use  of  Town  ways  under  Nor¬ 
wood  Town  Bylaws  1  may  be  placed  above  or  across  a 
public  or  private  street  or  way  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Selectmen  shall  determine. 

f.  Vehicles.  A  truck,  trailer,  or  other  vehicle 
shall  be  construed  as  a  temporary  sign,  subject  to 
the, requirements  applicable  to  permanent  signs,  if 
placed  at  a  location  especially  prepared  for 
display  through  special  lighting  or  elevation,  or 
in  the  case  of  commercial  vehicles  having  letter¬ 
ing,  logos,  or  similar  devices,  if  such  vehicles 
are  placed  at  a  location  more  prominent  than  a 
feasible  alternative  on  the  site  for  a  cumulative 
total  of  ten  or  more  days  following  written  order 
not  to  do  so  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.

5236.  Construction  and  naintenance 

Signs  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe  and  legible  condi¬ 
tion  through  prompt  replacement  of  damaged,  deteriorat¬ 
ed,  or  missing  elements,  repainting,  and  structural 
replacement  as  necessary,  in  accordance  with  Sections 
1403.1  and  1405.0  of  the  State  Building  Code.  Any  sign 
that  is  not  properly  maintained  within  10  days  follow¬ 
ing  notification  from  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  to  do 
so,  or  would  require  expenditures*  for  improvement 
exceeding  the  limits  of  Section  5237c  below,  6hall  be 
ordered  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  to  be  removed. 

5237.  Nonconforming  signs 

Any  accessory  sign  made  nonconforming  as  a  result  of 
adoption  of  regulations  following  its  legal  erection 
may  remain,  except  as  qualified  below. 

a.  Maintenance.  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be 
deemed  to  prevent  keeping  in  good  repair  a  noncon¬ 
forming  sign,  including  sign  maintenance,  repaint¬ 
ing  (without  lettering  or  design  alteration),  and 
replacement  of  broken  or  deteriorated  parts  of  the 
sign  or  its  supporting  structure,  if  within  the 
limits  prescribed  below. 

b.  Revision.  No  nonconforming  sign  shall  have  its 
lettering  or  design  altered  unless  in  doing  so  the 
sign  is  brought  into  conformity. 

c.  Restoration  Limit.  Any  nonconforming  sign  which 
has  deteriorated  or  been  destroyed  or  damaged  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  cost  of  restoration  or 
maintenance  as  required  under  section  5236  above 
would  exceed  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  replacement 
cost  of  the  sign  at  the  time  of  the  destruction  or 
damage,  shall  be  brought  into  conformity  through 
being  repaired,  rebuilt,  or  altered  to  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  this  Bylaw,  or  it  shall  be 
removed.  Compliance  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
owner  of  the  sign,  and  shall  be  carried  out  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  order  by  the  Building  Inspec¬ 
tor  to  do  so. 

Nonconforming  non-accessory  signs  such  as  billboards 
shall  be  removed  upon  expiration  of  their  permit  from 
the  Outdoor  Advertising  Board  or,  if  not  under  such 
permit,  within  30  days  of  notification  of  violation  by 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 
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5238.  Removal 

The  removal  of  all  signs  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
business  occupant.  When  the  business  ceases  operation, 
the  occupant  shall  remove  the  sign  within  twenty  days 
of  the  cessation  of  business.  In  the  event  the  busi¬ 
ness  occupant  ceases  operation  and  fails  to  remove  the 
sign  within  sixty  days,  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
find  the  sign  has  been  abandoned  and  shall  order  the 
property  owner  to  remove  the  sign. 

An  otherwise  conforming  sign  will  be  made  nonconforming 
if  a  change  or  termination  in  activities  on  the  prem¬ 
ises  causes  its  message  to  no  longer  relate  to  the 
premises  or  activities  thereon.  In  such  cases  the  sign 
shall  be  removed,  except  that  if  the  sign  is  otherwise 
conforming,  the  sign  structure  may  be  retained  with  the 
message  portion  covered  with  a  single  color  permanent 
material . 

5239.  Non-accessory  signs 

Non-accessory  signs  are  not  allowed  in  any  district  in 
the  Town  of  Norwood. 

5240.  Distriot  Regulations. 

5241.  Signs  in  all  districts 

Churches,  schools,  and  municipal  buildings  may  erect  a 
single  sign  not  exceeding  twelve  square  feet  in  area. 
Such  sign  shall  either  be  a  wall  sign  or  a  standing 
sign  set  back  a  minimum  of  five  feet  from  the  nearest 
exterior  line  of  the  street. 

5242.  Signs  in  Residential  Districts. 

Signs  are  permitted  as  follows  in  General  Residence 
(G) ,  Single  Residence  (S) ,  Single  Residence  I  (SI), 
Single  Residence  II  (S2),  and  Multi-Family  (A)  Dis¬ 
tricts. 

a.  Number,  size  and  type.  There  may  be  one  sign  per 
lot,  set  back  a  minimum  of  five  feet  from  each 
property  line,  indicating  only  the  name  or  occu¬ 
pant,  the  street  name  and  number,  and  a  use  or 
occupation  permitted  under  this  Bylaw.  Such  sign 
may  be  a  standing  sign  or  a  wall  sign,  but  it 
shall  not  exceed  two  (2)  square  feet  or,  where  it 
indicates  a  permitted  use  or  occupation,  four  (4) 
square  feet  in  area. 

b.  Temporary  signs.  Temporary  signs  as  regulated 
under  Section  5235  above  may  be  used  but  shall  not 
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be  lighted. 

5243 .  Signs  in  all  non-residential  districts. 

a.  Temporary  signs.  Temporary  signs  may  be  used 
only  as  regulated  under  Section  5235  above. 

b.  Directory  sign.  In  addition  to  the  sign  or  signs 
allowed  below,  one  directory  of  the  occupants  of  a 
building  may  be  affixed  to  the  exterior  wall  at 
each  public  entrance  to  the  building.  Such  direc¬ 
tory  may  provide  up  to  one  square  foot  for  each 
separate  occupant  of  the  building,  but  in  no  event 
shall  the  directory  sign  area  total  exceed  six 
square  feet. 

c.  Window  6igns.  In  addition  to  the  6ign  or  signs 
allowed  below,  a  window  sign  may  be  painted, 
attached,  or  placed  on  the  premises.  The  area  of 
such  6ign  in  excess  of  two  square  feet  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  total  area  allowed  for  wall 
signs  below. 

d.  Sign  spaces.  Where  a  commercial  building  in 
existence  prior  to  January  1,  1990  has  a  wall 
surface  integrally  designed  and  articulated  for 
the  location  of  a  wall  sign,  that  sign  may  fill 
the  entire  articulated  area  regardless  of  size, 
provided  that  the  area  enclosing  all  letters, 
figures,  or  representations  on  the  sign  is  re¬ 
stricted  to  the  sign  area  allowed  below. 

5244.  Permanent  signs  in  all  non-residential  dis¬ 
tricts  for  premises  having  frontage  on  Route  One  from 

the  Westwood  to  the  Walpole  line. 

a.  Number.  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  princi¬ 
pal  wall  sign  per  separate  occupant  per  lot. 

b.  Size.  Each  principal  wall  sign  may  have  sign  area 
of  up  to  fifty  (50)  square  feet.  However,  the 
area  of  each  principal  wall  sign  may  be  up  to  five 
percent  (5%)  of  that  separate  occupant's  leased  or 
owned  portion  of  the  facade  to  which  the  sign  is 
affixed,  even  though  resulting  in  a  sign  larger 
than  fifty  (50)  square  feet. 

c.  Standing  Signs.  A  standing  sign  is  permitted,  but 
shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  feet  in  height  or 
width  or  one  hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area, 
and  shall  not  be  located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet 
of  any  property  boundary  line. 

d.  Secondary  Signs.  There  may  be  up  to  two  secondary 
wall  signs  on  a  lot,  each  relating  to  a  separate 
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building,  entrance,  or  frontage  on  a  street  or 
parking  area.  Each  such  sign  shall  have  area  of 
up  to  one  (l)  square  foot  for  each  foot  of  length 
of  that  separate  occupant's  leased  or  owned 
portion  of  the  facade  to  which  the  sign  is  af¬ 
fixed,  except  that  in  no  event  shall  any  secondary 
sign  exceed  thirty  (30)  square  feet. 

5245.  Permanent  signs  in  Business,  Local  Business, 
and  Office  Research  Districts  (except  for  premises 
having  frontage  on  Route  One  from  the  Westwood  to  the 
Walpole  line) . 

a.  Number.  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  wall 
sign  per  separate  occupant  per  lot. 

b.  Size.  Each  principal  wall  sign  may  have  area  of 
up  to  two  (2)  square  feet  for  each  foot  of  length 
of  that  separate  occupant's  leased  or  owned  por- 
tion  of  the  facade  to  which  the  6ign  is  affixed, 
except  that  in  no  event  shall  any  such  sign  exceed 
thirty  (30)  square  feet. 

c.  Standing  Signs.  In  addition  to  the  allowed  wall 
sign,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  special 
permit  for  a  standing  sign  containing  only  the 
name  or  other  identification  of  the  premises,  upon 
its  determination  that  such  sign  is  of  special 
importance  for  the  premises  because  of  visibility 
limitations  for  attached  signs,  such  as  on  sites 
occupied  by  two  or  more  buildings,  provided, 
however,  that: 

-  Any  such  standing  sign  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  (100)  square  feet  in  area  or  a  maxi¬ 
mum  of  twenty  (20)  feet  in  any  dimension; 
shall  not  be  higher  at  any  point  than  twenty 
(20)  feet  above  grade;  and  shall  not  be 
located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any 
property  boundary  line. 

-  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  impose  such  terms, 
restrictions,  and  conditions  as  it  may  deem 
to  be  appropriate  to  assure  consistency  with 
the  purposes  of  this  Section. 

d.  Secondary  Signs.  Secondary  signs  are  not  permit¬ 
ted. 

5246.  Permanent  signs  in  Limited  Manufacturing  and 
Manufacturing  Districts  (except  for  premises  having 
frontage  on  Route  One  from  the  Westwood  to  the  Walpole 
line) . 

a.  Number.  There  shall  be  not  more  than  one  princi- 
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pal  wall  sign  per  separate  occupant  per  lot. 

b.  Sire.  Each  principal  wall  sign  nay  have  sign  area 
of  up  to  fifty  (50)  square  feet.  However,  the 
area  of  a  principal  wall  sign  nay  be  up  to  five 
percent  (5%)  of  that  separate  occupant's  leased  or 
owned  portion  of  the  facade  to  which  the  sign  is 
affixed,  even  though  resulting  in  a  sign  larger 
than  fifty  (50)  square  feet. 

c.  Standing  Signs.  A  standing  sign  is  permitted,  but 
shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  feet  in  height  or  width 
or  fifty  (50)  square  feet  in  area,  and  shall  not 
be  located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  proper¬ 
ty  boundary  line. 

d.  Secondary  Signs.  There  nay  be  up  to  two  secondary 
wall  signs  on  a  lot,  each  relating  to  a  separate 
building,  entrance,  or  frontage  on  a  street  or 
parking  area.  Each  such  sign  nay  have  area  of  up 
to  one  (1)  square  foot  for  each  foot  of  length  of 
that  separate  occupant's  leased  or  owned  portion 
of  the  facade  to  which  it  is  affixed,  except  that 
in  no  event  shall  any  secondary  sign  exceed  thirty 
(30)  square  feet. 

5247.  Sign  Size  Incentive 

Any  sign  or  set  of  signs  on  the  6ame  premises  nay  have 

25%  more  sign  area  than  otherwise  allowed  if  at  least 

five  of  the  following  seven  criteria  are  satisfied. 

a.  The  sign  area  enclosing  all  letters,  figures,  or 
representation  equals  not  more  than  50%  of  the 
total  sign  area. 

b.  All  display  lettering  is  of  the  sane  color. 

c.  All  display  lettering  is  of  the  sane  style. 

d.  The  entire  6ign  background  is  uniform  in  color. 

e.  Not  more  than  four  words  or  sets  of  numbers  are 
displayed. 

f.  Sign  content  is  limited  to  identification  of  the 
principal  use  of  the  premises,  exclusive  of  adver¬ 
tising  or  other  information. 

g.  Sign  size,  shape  and  placement  result  in  no  inter¬ 
ruption  to  any  building  column,  wall  corner,  sill 
line,  cornice,  roof  edge,  or  similar  architectural 
feature. 
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5248.  Sign  Number  Incentive. 

The  zoning  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  special  permit 
authorizing  a  sign  in  addition  to  those  otherwise 
allowed,  with  or  without  conditions,  and  in  so  doing  to 
authorize  up  to  50%  more  sign  area  than  authorized  by 
Sections  5241  through  5246  above,  provided  that  it 
makes  the  following  determinations. 

a.  At  least  five  of  the  seven  criteria  of  Section 
5247  are  met. 

b.  Granting  the  increase  would  better  serve  the 
purposes  of  Sign  Regulations  (Section  5210)  than 
would  denial. 

c.  There  are  case-specific  circumstances  which  make 
the  increase  appropriate,  such  as  preexisting 
building  configuration  designed  for  more  signs 
than  are  now  allowed,  a  building  with  unusual 
multiple  exposures,  or  unusual  difficulty  in 
otherwise  identifying  the  premises. 

Sign  Review  Board. 

5251.  Establishment. 

A  Sign  Review  Board  shall  be  established  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  purposes: 

a.  To  periodically  review  the  existing  sign  bylaw  and 
advise  the  Planning  Board  as  to  desirable  modifi¬ 
cations. 

b.  To  bring  suspected  violations  of  the  sign  bylaw  to 
the  attention  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

5252.  Membership. 

The  Sign  Review  Board  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  6hall  consist  of  the  following: 

One  Planning  Board  member 
One  person  from  the  industrial  community 
One  member  from  a  community  civic  group 
Two  business  persons 

Two  citizens  from  the  Norwood  community. 
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S300.  DEVELOPMENT  STANDARDS 

5310.  Lighting.  [7] 

5311.  Applicability 

The  following  limitations  shall  be  observed  by  all  new 
development.  However,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a 
special  permit  for  departure  from  them,  upon  its  deter¬ 
mination  that  either  it  is  inherently  infeasible  for 
that  use  (e.g.  public  outdoor  recreation)  to  meet  these 
standards,  or  that  the  installation  serves  development 
in  existence  on  January  1,  1990  and  involves  no  more 
than  two  luminaires,  and  that  all  reasonable  efforts 
have  been  made  to  avoid  glare  or  light  overspill  onto 
residential  premises. 

5312.  Lighting  Installations. 

Exterior  area  lighting,  such  as  for  parking  lots  or 
recreation  areas,  and  building  floodlighting  shall 
employ  fixtures  of  a  type,  height,  location,  brightness 
and  direction  such  that  lighting  elements  are  not 
exposed  to  normal  view  by  motorists,  pedestrians,  or 
from  any  adjacent  dwellings.  Light  overspill  onto 
adjacent  premises  shall  not  exceed  0.5  footcandles 
measured  in  Residential  Districts  or  3  footcandles  in 
Non-residential  Districts,  except  that  if  the  ambient 
level  exceeds  that,  then  overspill  shall  not  be  such  as 
to  produce  shadows  observable  without  instruments. 

5313.  Flashing. 

No  flickering  or  flashing  lights  shall  be  permitted. 
Processes,  such  as  arc  welding,  which  create  light 
flashes  shall  be  confined  within  buildings  or  shielded 
to  prevent  either  direct  glare  or  flashing  reflected 
from  the  sky. 

5320.  Buffers.  [9A  and  9B] 

5321.  Office-Research  and  Limited  Manufacturing  Dis¬ 
tricts. 

In  an  Office-Research  District  and  in  a  Limited  Manu¬ 
facturing  District,  where  the  lot  abuts,  or  is  within 
one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  of  the  6ide  or  rear  bound¬ 
ary  line  of  any  Residential  District  (including  any 
Residential  District  in  an  adjacent  municipality) , 
there  shall  be  provided  on  all  portions  of  said  lot 
within  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  of  said  boundary 
line  a  buffer  strip  as  follows: 

a.  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  within  one  hun¬ 
dred  (100)  feet  of  the  district  or  property  bound- 
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ary  line  shall  be  used  for,  and  maintained  as,  a 
planting  area  for  lavns,  trees,  shrubs,  and  other 
landscape  materials  to  provide  a  park-like  area  of 
separation. 

b.  The  remaining  fifty  (50)  feet  of  space  may  be  used 
for  off-street  parking  or  other  permitted  open 
uses,  but  shall  not  contain  any  permanent  struc¬ 
tures  (whether  or  not  used  for  limited  manufactur¬ 
ing  purposes) . 

In  an  Office-Research  District  the  required  front  yard 
area  (between  the  building  and  the  line  of  the  street) 
shall  be  used  only  for,  and  maintained  as,  a  planting 
area  for  lawns,  shrubs  or  other  landscape  materials, 
excepting  only  walks  and  drives  essentially  perpendicu¬ 
lar  to  the  street,  in  order  to  provide  a  park-like 
setting  for  the  building. 

5322.  Manufacturing  District. 

In  a  Manufacturing  District,  where  the  lot  abuts  any 
Residential  District  (including  any  Residential  Dis¬ 
trict  in  an  adjacent  municipality) ,  there  shall  be 
provided  on  all  portions  of  said  lot  adjoining  the 
residentially  zoned  premises  a  buffer  strip  seventy- 
five  feet  wide,  as  follows: 

a.  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  fifty  feet  from 
the  district  or  property  boundary  line  or  the 
front  lot  line  (when  the  residential  premises  is 
located  across  the  street  from  the  manufacturing 
lot)  shall  be  used  for,  and  maintained  as,  a 
planting  area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs,  and  other 
landscape  materials  to  provide  a  park-like  area  of 
separation  between  the  districts. 

b.  The  remaining  twenty-five  (25)  feet  of  space  may 
be  used  for  any  accessory  use  other  than  build¬ 
ings. 

5330.  Landscaping  and  Screening.  (9C) 

5331.  Applicability. 

Street,  parking  area,  and  buffer  strip  landscaping  and 
screening  shall  be  provided  as  specified  below  when 
any  new  building,  addition,  or  change  of  use  requires  a 
parking  increase  of  seven  or  more  spaces. 

5332.  Plantings. 

Required  plantings  shall  include  both  trees  and  ever¬ 
green  6hrubs,  and  preferably  will  include  ones  existing 
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Bents,  trees  must  be  2  1/2"  caliper  four  feet  above 
grade,  be  of  a  species  common  to  the  area,  and  reach  an 
ultimate  height  of  least  thirty  feet.  Shrubs  must  be  at 
least  48"  in  height,  reach  an  ultimate  height  of  at 
least  six  feet,  and  be  of  an  evergreen  species  common 
in  the  area.  Plantings  shall  average  at  least  one  tree 
per  forty  linear  feet  of  planting  area  length  and  at 
least  one  shrub  per  three  feet.  Plantings  preferably 
will  be  grouped,  not  evenly  spaced,  and  shall  be  locat¬ 
ed  or  trimmed  to  avoid  blocking  egress  visibility. 
The  planting  area  shall  be  unpaved  except  for  access 
drives  and  walks  essentially  perpendicular  to  the  area 
and  shall  be  located  wholly  within  the  lot. 

5333.  Street  Plantings. 

Plantings  are  required  along  the  entire  street  frontage 
for  non-residential  uses,  except  at  drives,  and  except 
where  neither  a  street  setback  nor  a  buffer  zone  is 
required.  The  required  plantings  shall  be  located 
within  fifteen  feet  of  the  street  property  line. 

5334.  Parking  area  plantings. 

A  minimum  of  two  percent  (2%)  of  the  interior  area  of 
parking  lots  containing  thirty  (30)  or  more  spaces  must 
be  planted.  A  minimum  of  one  tree  and  four  shrubs 
exclusive  of  any  required  perimeter  plantings  must  be 
planted  for  every  1,500  square  feet  of  parking  lot. 
Planting  areas  must  each  contain  not  less  than  thirty 
square  feet  of  unpaved  soil  area.  Trees  and  soil  plots 
shall  be  so  located  as  to  provide  visual  relief  and 
wind  interruption  within  the  parking  area,  and  to 
assure  safe  patterns  of  internal  circulation. 

5335.  Buffer  Strip  Plantings. 

Buffer  strip  plantings  shall  be  provided  in  required 
buffer  strips  and  for  any  premises  along  the  full 
length  of  any  boundary  abutting  or  extending  into  a 
residential  district.  Required  plantings  shall  be 
located  within  ten  feet  of  the  boundary  line. 

5336.  Screening. 

a.  Applicability.  Screening  is  required  to  obscure 
visibility  from  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the 
premises  as  follows: 

(i)  for  open-lot  storage  of  worn  out  or  discarded 
materials,  inoperative  machinery  or  parts 
thereof,  or  materials  awaiting  further  proc¬ 
essing,  if  otherwise  visible  at  normal  eye 
level  less  than  five  hundred  (500)  feet 
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(ii)  in  Limited  Manufacturing  Districts  for  open- 
lot  storage  or  display  of  goods,  products, 
materials,  or  equipment,  if  otherwise  visible 
at  normal  eye  level  less  than  five  hundred 
(500)  feet  beyond  the  lot  line;  and 

(iii) in  Residential  Districts  for  parking  areas  of 
seven  or  more  spaces,  if  otherwise  visible  at 
normal  eye  level  within  a  Residential  Dis¬ 
trict  within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  the  lot  line. 


b.  Materials.  Screening  as  required  shall  consist  of 
plantings  as  specified  at  Section  5332  which, 
unless  of  species,  size  and  spacing  to  effectively 
obscure  vision  within  five  years  of  expected 
growth,  must  be  supplemented  by  an  opaque  fence  or 
wall  at  least  six  feet  tall. 

5337.  Existing  vegetation. 

Whenever  possible,  the  above  requirements  6hall  be  met 
by  retention  of  existing  plants.  If  located  within  25 
feet  of  a  street,  no  existing  tree  of  6M  caliper  or 
greater  (measured  four  feet  above  grade) ,  dense  hedge¬ 
row  of  four  or  more  feet  in  both  depth  and  height,  or 
existing  earth  berm  providing  similar  visual  screening 
shall  be  removed  or  have  grade  changed  more  than  one 
foot  unless  dictated  by  plant  health,  access  safety,  or 
identification  of  the  premises. 

5338.  Maintenance. 

All  plant  materials  required  by  this  Bylaw  shall  main¬ 
tained  in  a  healthful  condition.  Dead  limbs  shall  be 
promptly  removed  and  dead  plants  shall  promptly  re¬ 
placed  at  the  earliest  appropriate  season.  Any  fences 
required  for  screening  shall  be  properly  maintained. 

5339.  Nonconforming  landscaping  and  screening. 

a.  Continuation.  Any  improvement  along  the  property 
boundary,  including  landscaping,  screening,  and 
fencing,  legally  erected  and  conforming  to  the 
requirements  of  this  Bylaw  when  so  erected,  may 
continue  to  be  maintained,  even  though  as  a  result 
of  changes  to  this  Bylaw  the  boundary  improvements 
no  longer  conform  to  its  requirements. 

b.  Change.  Such  boundary  improvements  shall  not  be 
enlarged,  redesigned,  or  altered  except  60  as  to 
make  them  conform  to  said  requirements.  Any  such 
boundary  improvements  which  have  been  destroyed  or 
damaged  to  such  an  extent  that  the  cost  of  resto- 
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ration  would  exceed  50%  of  the  replacement  value 
of  the  boundary  improvements  at  the  time  of  de¬ 
struction  or  damage,  shall  not  be  repaired,  re¬ 
built,  or  altered,  except  to  conform  to  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  this  Bylaw. 

c.  The  exemption  for  nonconforming  landscaping  and 
screening  herein  granted  shall  terminate  with 
respect  to  any  boundary  improvements  which: 

(i)  shall  have  been  abandoned  or 

(ii)  shall  not  have  been  repaired  or  properly 
maintained  for  at  least  sixty  days  after 
notice  to  that  effect  has  been  given  by  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings. 
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SECTION 6000.  SPECIAL  REGULATIONS 


€100.  ACCE880RY  DSE8 

One  or  more  uses  customarily  accessory  to  a  permitted  or  author¬ 
ized  use  are  allowed,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3320 
Accessory  Uses  and  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

€110.  Some  Occupations  (5.B(5)  6  (6)] 

The  use  of  a  portion  of  a  dwelling  or  of  a  building  accesso¬ 
ry  thereto  by  a  resident  of  the  premises  as  an  office, 
studio  or  workroom  for  the  conduct  of  a  profession  or  cus¬ 
tomary  home  occupation  is  allowed  in  all  districts,  subject 
to  the  following  where  that  use  would  not  be  allowed  as  a 
principal  use. 

a.  Not  more  than  two  persons  other  than  residents  of  the 
premises  shall  be  regularly  employed  thereon  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  such  use. 

b.  No  stock  in  trade  shall  be  regularly  maintained  except 
for  products  of  the  occupation  itself,  or  for  goods  or 
materials  customarily  used  incidental  to  its  perform¬ 
ance. 

c.  Noise  or  other  effects  shall  not  be  produced  at  levels 
observable  at  the  lot  lines  in  amounts  exceeding  those 
normal  from  residential  use. 

d.  No  change  shall  be  made  which  alters  the  residential 
appearance  of  the  buildings  on  the  premises. 

e.  There  shall  be  no  exterior  display  or  other  outward 
evidence  that  the  premises  are  being  used  for  any  non- 
residential  purpose  (except  for  an  accessory  profes¬ 
sional  sign  as  hereinafter  permitted) . 

In  particular,  uses  permitted  hereunder  may  include,  but  are 
not  limited  to,  the  office  of  a  physician,  dentist,  lawyer, 
architect,  engineer,  real  estate  agent  or  insurance  agent; 
the  studio  of  an  artist,  musician  or  teacher;  the  workroom 
of  a  dressmaker,  photographer;  a  beautician;  a  family  day 
care  provider;  or  facilities  for  incidental  work  and  stor¬ 
age  in  connection  with  the  off-premises  occupation  of  a 
resident  builder,  carpenter,  painter,  plumber  or  other 
artisan,  or  a  resident  tree  surgeon  or  landscape  gardener. 

€120.  Swimming  Pools  [6-A] 

6121.  Enclosure 

Every  outdoor  swimming  pool  shall  be  completely  6ur- 
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rounded  at  all  tines,  whether  or  not  filled  with  water, 
by  a  fence  or  wall  not  less  than  five  feet  in  height. 
Each  such  fence  or  wall  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not 
to  have  openings,  holes,  or  gaps  larger  than  four 
inches  in  any  dimension  except  for  doors  and  gates  and 
except  for  picket  fences,  whose  gaps  between  pickets 
shall  not  exceed  four  inches.  Every  fence  shall  be 
anchored  to  posts  6et  in  the  ground  two  feet  or  more. 
A  building  may  be  used  as  part  of  such  enclosure. 

6122.  Gate 

All  gates  or  doors  opening  through  such  enclosure  shall 
be  of  not  less  than  the  same  height  as  the  fence  or 
wall  and  shall  be  equipped  with  a  self-closing  and 
self-latching  device  located  not  more  than  one  foot 
below  the  top  of  the  fence  or  wall  for  keeping  the  gate 
or  door  securely  closed  at  all  times  when  not  in  actual 
use,  except  that  the  door  of  any  dwelling  which  forms  a 
part  of  the  enclosure  need  not  be  so  equipped.  Each 
such  gate  or  door  shall  be  kept  locked  at  all  times 
when  the  swimming  pool  enclosure  is  not  in  use. 

6123.  Lighting 

All  lighting  of  an  outdoor  pool  or  its  enclosure  shall 
be  directed  at  the  pool  and  the  source  of  the  light 
shall  be  shielded  from  view  from  any  street  or  adjoin¬ 
ing  property.  Such  lighting  is  subject  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  Section  5310. 

6124.  Drainage. 

Provisions  shall  be  made  for  drainage  of  pool  water 
without  creation  of  hazard  or  nuisance  on  adjacent 
properties  or  within  public  ways.  Such  drainage  provi¬ 
sions  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

6125.  Setbacks 

Every  outdoor  swimming  pool  hereafter  constructed  shall 
be  set  back  not  less  than  seven  and  one-half  feet  from 
any  side  or  rear  lot  line  of  the  premises  on  which  it 
is  constructed  and  not  less  than  thirty  feet  from  any 
street  line.  The  setback  distance  shall  be  measured  to 
the  nearest  point  of  the  pool,  including  overflow 
gutters  but  exclusive  of  walk-ways  or  other  poolside 
areas.  No  existing  swimming  pool  shall  be  enlarged  so 
as  to  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  setback  require¬ 
ments. 

6126.  Occupancy  Permit. 

No  swimming  pool  6hall  be  used  until  an  occupancy 
permit  is  issued  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 
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6130.  Office  Research  District  Accessory  Retail  Sales  [5DJ 

In  Office  Research  District,  facilities  for  the  sale  of 
those  products  which  are  manufactured  or  stored  by  the  user 
of  the  premises  are  allowed  provided  that: 

a.  one  (1)  parking  space  for  each  five  hundred  (500) 
square  feet  of  floor  space  devoted  to  such  6ales  is 
maintained  in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  Section 
5114  of  this  By-Law; 

b.  sales  to  persons,  other  than  employees  of  the  user,  are 
limited  to  two  (2)  days  a  month; 

c.  the  gross  floor  space  of  such  facilities  are  limited  to

d.  no  products  are  to  be  brought  upon  the  premises  by  the 
user  solely  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  same  under 
the  provisions  hereof. 

6140.  Accessory  Manufacturing  [5.C] 

In  Local  Business  and  Business  Districts  light  manufacturing 
is  allowed  as  a  use  accessory  to  permitted  principal  uses, 
provided  that: 

a.  such  manufacturing  does  not  occupy  more  than  25%  of  the 
floor  area  on  the  premises;  and 

b.  off-premises  sale  of  the  manufactured  product  is  only 
incidental  to  on-premises  sales. 

6150.  Scientific  Research  and  Development 

Uses,  whether  or  not  on  the  same  premises  as  activities 
permitted  as  a  matter  of  right,  accessory  to  activities 
permitted  as  a  matter  of  right,  which  activities  are  neces¬ 
sary  in  connection  with  scientific  research  or  scientific 
development  or  related  production,  may  be  allowed  upon  the 
issuance  of  a  special  permit  provided  the  Board  of  Appeals 
finds  that  the  proposed  accessory  use  does  not  substantially 
derogate  from  the  public  good. 

6160.  Accessory  Trailers 

6161.  Residential  Districts.  [5.B(7)] 

A  non-commercial  trailer  may  be  stored  in  a  Residential 
District  only  on  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  the 
owner  of  the  trailer,  and  only  if  either  within  a 
building  or  to  the  rear  of  the  principal  building,  and 
not  within  any  required  yard.  Such  trailer  may  not  be 
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used  for  habitation,  storage  of  materials,  or  any 
business  purpose. 

6162.  Non-Residential  Districts.  [5.G] 

Trailers  may  be  stored  as  an  accessory  use  in  non- 
residential  districts,  provided  that  no  such  trailer 
shall  be  used  for  habitation  or  the  storage  of  goods  or 
merchandise. 

6163.  Emergency  Housing.  [Hew] 

A  mobile  home  may  be  placed  on  premises  of  a  residence 
destroyed  by  fire  or  other  holocaust  for  temporary 
residence  for  a  period  of  up  to  twelve  months. 

6164.  Construction  Office.  [5.H] 

A  trailer  may  be  used  for  a  temporary  office  incidental 
to  construction  or  development  on  the  premises  under 
then-current  building  permits. 


6200.  EARTH  REMOVAL  [17] 

<210.  Applicability. 

Soil,  top  soil,  loam,  peat  or  other  organic  materials,  sand, 
gravel,  stone  or  other  earth  products  shall  be  removed  from 
any  premises  within  the  Town  only  on  special  permit  by  the 
Board  of  Appeals,  except  for  the  following  exempt  opera¬ 
tions: 

a.  The  removal  of  less  than  ten  (10)  cubic  yards  of  mate¬ 
rial  in  the  aggregate  in  any  year  from  any  one  prem¬ 
ises. 

b.  The  transfer  of  material  from  one  part  of  a  premises  to 

another  part  of  the  same  premises  for  immediate  use  in 
such  other  part  of  the  premises  (but  not  including  the 
stockpiling  of  material,  except  for  temporary  storage 
in  connection  with  regrading  or  landscaping  of  the 
premises) . 

c.  The  removal  of  material  from  land  in  use  by  the  Town. 

d.  The  removal  of  material  necessarily  excavated  in  con¬ 

nection  with  the  lawful  construction  of  a  building  or 
structure,  or  of  a  driveway,  parking  area,  sidewalk  or 
path  incidental  to  any  such  building  or  structure, 
provided  that  the  quantity  of  material  removed  does  not 
exceed  that  actually  displaced  by  the  portion  of  the 
building,  structure,  driveway,  sidewalk  or  path  below 
finished  grade.

6164.  Construction  Office.  [5.H]

6200.  EARTH  REMOVAL  [17] 

6210.  Applicability. 

Soil,  top  soil,  loam,  peat  or  other  organic  materials,  ei 
gravel,  stone  or  other  earth  products  shall  be  removed  i 
any  premises  within  the  Town  only  on  special  permit  byl 
Board  of  Appeals,  except  for  the  following  exempt  op: 
tions: 

a.  The  removal  of  less  than  ten  (10)  cubic  yards  of  a: 
rial  in  the  aggregate  in  any  year  from  any  one  p: 
ises. 

b.  The  transfer  of  material  from  one  part  of  a  premise 

another  part  of  the  same  premises  for  immediate  us 
such  other  part  of  the  premises  (but  not  including 
stockpiling  of  material,  except  for  temporary  sto 
in  connection  with  regrading  or  landscaping  of 
premises) .

structure,  or  of  a  driveway,  parking  area,  sidewall 
path  incidental  to  any  such  building  or  struct*, 
provided  that  the  quantity  of  material  removed  does 
exceed  that  actually  displaced  by  the  portion  of 
building,  structure,  driveway,  sidewalk  or  path  b« 
finished  grade. 
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It  is  the  intention  of  this  By-Law  that  the  removal  of  earth 
materials  from  any  parcel  of  land  for  which  a  preliminary  or 
definitive  subdivision  plan  has  been  prepared  shall  be 
allowed  only  in  the  same  manner  as  removal  from  other  par¬ 
cels  of  land  in  the  Town.  Consequently,  tentative  or  final 
approval  of  a  subdivision  plan  by  the  Planning  Board  shall 
not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  removal  of  material  from 
the  premises,  even  though  in  connection  with  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  streets  shown  on  the  plan. 

6220.  Special  Permit  Determinations. 

Special  permits  for  earth  removal  (including  temporary 
structures  accessory  thereto)  shall  be  granted  only  if  the 
Board  of  Appeals  finds  that  operations  conducted  under  such 
permit,  subject  to  the  conditions  imposed  thereby,  will  not: 

a.  be  injurious  or  dangerous  to  the  public  health  or 
safety, 

b.  produce  noise,  dust,  or  other  effects  observable  at  the 
lot  lines  in  amounts  seriously  objectionable  or  detri¬ 
mental  to  the  normal  use  of  adjacent  property, 

c.  result  in  transportation  of  materials  on  ways  giving 
access  to  the  land  in  question  which  will  cause  traffic 
congestion  or  hazards, 

d.  result  in  transportation  which  will  cause  undue  injury 
to  the  roadway  surfaces, 

e.  result  in  change  in  topography  and  cover  which  will  be 
disadvantageous  to  the  most  appropriate  use  of  the  land 
on  which  the  operation  is  conducted,  or 

f.  have  a  material  adverse  effect  on  the  health  or  safety 
of  persons  living  in  the  neighborhood  or  on  the  use  or 
amenities  of  adjacent  land. 

6230.  Special  Permit  Conditions 

In  granting  a  permit  hereunder,  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall 
impose,  and  make  a  part  of  the  permit,  reasonable  conditions 
specially  designed  to  safeguard  persons  and  property  in  the 
vicinity  and  the  Town,  which  conditions  may  include,  among 
others : 

a.  method  of  removal; 

b.  type  and  location  of  temporary  structures; 

c.  hours  of  operation; 

d.  routes  for  transporting  the  material  through  the  Town; 
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e.  area  and  depth  of  excavation; 

f.  distance  from  excavation  to  street  and  lot  lines; 

g.  steepness  of  slopes  excavated; 

h.  reestablishment  of  ground  levels  and  grades; 

g.  provisions  for  temporary  and  permanent  drainage; 

h.  disposition  of  boulders  and  tree  stumps; 

i.  replacement  of  loam  over  the  area  of  removal,  and 

j.  planting  of  the  area  to  suitable  cover,  including 
trees. 


6300.  TEMPORARY  U8E8  [18] 

The  Board  of  Appeals  may  authorize  by  special  permit  a  temporary 
building,  structure,  or  use  not  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Bylaw,  provided  that  the  Board  makes  the  following  find¬ 
ings: 

a.  The  general  decision  criteria  of  Section  1420  are 
satisfied; 

b.  the  reasons  for  the  proposal  have  a  limited  duration, 
so  there  is  assurance  that  the  non-conformity  will  have 
no  reason  to  be  continued  for  more  than  three  years; 

c.  the  proposal  does  not  depart  from  the  apparent  intent 
of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  for  the  vicinity  in  question;  and 

d.  such  use  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  per¬ 
sons,  property  or  improvements  in  the  vicinity  or  the 
Town. 

The  term  of  the  special  permit,  if  granted,  shall  be  for  not  more 
than  one  year,  subject  to  renewal  for  a  total  of  not  more  than 
three  years,  whether  or  not  consecutive. 


6400.  FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT  [3.E] 

6410.  Establishment 

The  Flood  Plain  (FP)  District  is  herein  established  as  an 
overlay  district.  The  Flood  Plain  (FP)  District  includes 
all  special  flood  hazard  areas  designated  as  Zone  A,  AI-30 
on  the  Norwood  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps,  and  the  Flood 
Boundary  and  Floodway  Maps,  both  dated  February  1,  1980  and 
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on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Planning  Board  and  Inspec¬ 
tor  of  Buildings.  These  maps  as  well  as  the  accompanying 
Flood  Insurance  Study  are  incorporated  by  reference. 

6420.  Oae  Regulation 

The  underlying  permitted  uses  are  allowed  provided  that  they 
meet  the  following  additional  requirements  as  well  as  those 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code  dealing  with  con¬ 
struction  within  flood  plains. 

6430.  Flood  Plain  Requirements 

The  following  requirements  apply  in  the  Flood  Plain  (FP) 
District: 

6431.  Base  Flood  Information.  Within  Zone  A,  where  the 
base  flood  elevation  is  not  provided  on  the  Flood 
Insurance  Rate  Map,  the  applicant  shall  obtain  any 
existing  base  flood  elevation  data  and  it  shall  be 
reviewed  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  for  its  reasona¬ 
ble  utilization  toward  meeting  the  elevation  and/or 
floodproofing  requirements,  as  appropriate,  of  the 
State  Building  Code,  780  CMR  744.0. 

6432.  Floodways.  In  the  Floodway,  designated  on  the  Flood 
Boundary  and  Floodway  Maps,  the  following  provisions 
shall  apply: 

a.  All  encroachments,  including  fill,  and  construc¬ 
tion,  substantial  improvements  to  existing  struc¬ 
tures,  and  other  development  are  prohibited  unless 
certification  by  a  registered  professional  engi¬ 
neer  or  architect  is  provided  by  the  applicant 
demonstrating  that  such  encroachment  will  not 
result  in  any  increase  in  flood  levels  during  the 
occurrence  of  the  100-year  flood. 

b.  Any  encroachment  meeting  the  above  standard  shall 
comply  with  the  flood  plain  and  floodway  require¬ 
ments  of  the  State  Building  Code. 


6500.  WATER  RESOURCES  PROTECTION  DX8TRICT  [3.F] 

6510.  Intent. 

The  purposes  of  these  provisions  are  to  preserve  and  protect 
the  water  resources  of  the  Town  of  Norwood;  to  protect, 
preserve  and  maintain  the  existing  and  potential  groundwater 
supplies  for  present  and  future  residents  of  the  Town;  to 
prevent  pollution  of  ground  and  surface  water  and  water 
supplies;  to  assure  the  continued  availability  of  the  water 
supply  of  the  Town  and  of  the  region;  and  to  promote  and 
protect  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare. 
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6520.  Delineation  of  Districts. 

The  Water  Resources  Protection  District  includes  the  aquifer 
itself,  the  land  above  the  aquifer,  and  the  aquifer's  most 
significant  recharge  areas.  It  is  divided  into  three  sub¬ 
districts  as  delineated  on  the  Water  Resources  Protection 
District  Hap,  intending  to  include  areas  as  follows:

6530.  Use  Regulations 

The  Water  Resources  Protection  District  shall  be  considered 
to  be  superimposed  over  any  other  district  established  in 
this  Bylaw.  Land  in  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District 
may  be  used  for  any  use  otherwise  permitted  in  the  underly¬ 
ing  district,  subject  to  the  following  limitations.  Uses 
are  prohibited  where  indicated  by  "No"  in  the  following 
schedule,  and  require  a  special  permit  where  indicated  by 
"SP",  even  where  the  underlying  requirements  are  more  per¬ 
missive.

6532.  Change  of  Use. 

Change  in  activity  resulting  in  exceeding  any  limita¬ 
tions  established  in  a  special  permit,  or  crossing  the 
thresholds  of  Section  6531,  shall  constitute  change  of 
use  and  is  allowed  only  on  approval  of  a  special  per¬ 
mit,  regardless  of  how  classified  under  Section  6531. 

6540.  Design  and  Operation  Guidelines. 

Within  the  Water  Resource  District,  the  following  design  and 
operations  guidelines  shall  be  observed  in  ail  new  construc¬ 
tion  except  for  single-family  dwellings. 

6541.  Safeguards. 

Provisions  shall  be  made  to  protect  against  hazardous 
materials  discharge  or  loss  through  corrosion,  acciden¬ 
tal  damage,  spillage,  or  vandalism  through  such  meas- 
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ures  as  provision  for  spill  control  in  the  vicinity  of 
chemical  or  fuel  delivery  points,  secure  storage  areas 
for  hazardous  materials,  and  indoor  storage  provisions 
for  corrodible  or  dissolvable  materials. 

6542.  Location. 

Where  the  premises  are  partially  outside  of  the  Water 
Resources  Protection  District,  such  potential  pollution 
sources  as  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  shall,  to  the 
degree  feasible,  be  located  outside  the  District. 

6543.  Disposal. 

Provisions  shall  be  made  to  assure  that  any  waste 
disposed  on  the  site  shall  contain  no  hazardous  materi¬ 
als  in  quantities  exceeding  standards  for  "insignifi¬ 
cant  waste"  in  310  CMR  30.353. 

6544.  Drainage. 

Runoff  from  all  developed  surfaces  shall  be  captured  in 
a  closed  drainage  system.  There  shall  be  no  increase 
in  the  rate  of  stormwater  runoff  from  the  site  for 
rainfall  intensity  less  than  or  equal  to  the  twenty- 
five  year  storm.  Facilities  shall  be  provided  capable 
of  recharging  to  the  ground  0.3  inches  of  precipitation 
per  rainfall  event.  Where  feasible,  recharge  shall  be 
over  natural  vegetated  areas.  Dry  wells  shall  be  used 
only  where  other  methods  are  infeasible.  All  drainage 
systems  shall  employ  oil,  grease,  and  sediment  traps. 
Drainage  from  loading  areas  for  hazardous  materials 
shall  be  separately  collected  for  safe  disposal. 
Facilities  shall  be  constructed,  operated,  and  main¬ 
tained  in  accordance  with  standards  on  file  with  the 
Norwood  Department  of  Public  Works. 

6545.  Sewerage. 

Sewers  within  the  Water  Resources  Protection  District 
shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in  a  manner  such  that 
groundwater  levels,  flows,  and/or  recharge  will  not  be 
significantly  lowered,  diverted,  or  otherwise  altered 
by  such  construction,  and  that  risk  of  leakage  is 
minimized. 

6546.  Fertilizers  and  Pesticides. 

a)  Fertilizers,  pesticides  and  other  leachable  mate¬ 
rials  6hall  not  be  stored  outdoors  nor  used  in 
amounts  in  excess  of  USEPA  and  Massachusetts 
Pesticide  Board  standards  or  USDA  recommendations. 

b)  Where  the  direct  land  application  is  being  made  of 
fertilizers,  pesticides  or  other  potential  contam- 
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inants  to  an  area  of  greater  than  two  (2)  contigu¬ 
ous  acres,  groundwater  quality  monitoring  test 
wells  shall  be  installed  and  periodically  sampled 
and  tested  by  the  owner  and  at  the  owner's  ex¬ 
pense.  Test  wells  shall  be  located  by  a  profes¬ 
sional  geologist,  hydrologist  or  engineer  trained 
and  experienced  in  hydrogeology,  with  location 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Town  Engineer. 
Sampling  shall  be  conducted  by  an  agent  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

c)  If  it  is  determined  by  the  Board  of  Health  that 
the  concentration  of  a  potential  contaminant (s)  in 
the  groundwater  is  excessive  or  is  likely  to 
become  excessive  under  current  application  rates 
and  conditions,  6aid  activity  may  be  required  by 
the  Board  of  Health  to. be  terminated  or  practices 
altered. 

6550.  Special  Permits. 

6551.  Submittals. 

In  applying  for  a  Special  Permit  under  this  Section, 
the  information  listed  below  shall  be  submitted,  unless 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  prior  to  formal  application, 
determines  that  certain  of  these  items  are  not  germane: 

a)  A  complete  list  of  all  toxic  or  hazardous  materi¬ 
als  to  be  used  or  stored  on  the  premises,  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  description  of  the  measures  proposed  to 
protect  all  storage  containers  or  facilities  from 
vandalism,  corrosion,  and  leakage,  and  to  provide 
for  control  of  spills. 

b)  A  description  of  potentially  hazardous  wastes  to 
be  generated,  including  storage  and  disposal 
methods  as  in  (a)  above. 

c)  For  storage  of  hazardous  materials  or  wastes, 
evidence  of  qualified  professional  supervision  of 
design  and  installation  of  such  storage  facilities 
or  containers,  and  of  compliance  with  other  ap¬ 
plicable  Regulations,  such  as  those  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Prevention  Regulations. 

6552.  Special  Permit  Criteria. 

Special  Permits  under  Section  6500  shall  be  granted 
only  if  the  SPGA  determines  the  following. 

a)  that  groundwater  quality  resulting  from  on-site 
waste  disposal,  other  operations  on-site,  and 
natural  recharge  will  not  fall  below  federal  or 
state  standards  for  drinking  water,  measured  at 
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the  boundaries  of  the  site,  or,  if  existing 
groundwater  quality  is  already  below  those  stand** 
ards,  that  on-site  disposal  or  operations  will 
result  in  no  further  deterioration,  and 

b)  that  proposed  control  and  response  measures  ade¬ 
quately  and  reliably  mitigate  risk  to  groundwater 
quality  resulting  from  accident  or  system  failure. 

6553.  Decision. 

a)  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  retain 
qualified  experts  at  the  reasonable  expense  of  the 
applicant  if  necessary  in  order  to  evaluate  the 
application. 

b)  In  its  decision  the  SPGA  shall  explain  any  depar¬ 
tures  from  the  recommendations  of  other  Town 
agencies. 

6554.  Conditions. 

Special  permits  shall  be  granted  only  subject  to  such 

conditions  as  necessary  to  assure  adequate  safeguarding 

of  water  quality,  which  may  include  the  following, 

among  others: 

a)  Honitoring  wells  to  be  located  downgradient  of 
potential  pollution  sources,  with  periodic  sam¬ 
pling  to  be  provided  to  the  Board  of  Health  at  the 
owner's  expense. 

b)  Pollutant  source  reduction,  including  periodic 
cleaning  or  renovation  of  pollution  control  de¬ 
vices,  such  as  catchbasin  sumps.

SECTION  7000.  DEFINITIONS  (22) 


In  this  By-Law,  the  following  terms,  unless  a  contrary  meaning  is 

required  by  the  context  or  is  specifically  prescribed,  shall  have 

the  following  meanings: 

Accessory  building:  A  building  devoted  exclusively  to  an  accesso¬ 
ry  use  as  herein  defined,  and  not  attached  to  a  building 
containing  the  principal  use. 

Accessory  sign:  Any  sign  whose  subject  matter  relates  exclusively 
to  the  premises  on  which  it  is  located,  or  to  the  occupants 
or  activities  of  those  premises. 

Accessory  use:  An  activity  incidental  to  and  located  on  the  same 
premises  as  a  principal  use  conducted  by  the  same  person  or 
his  agent.  No  use  (other  than  parking)  shall  be  considered 
"accessory"  unless  functionally  dependent  on  and  occupying 
less  land  area  than  the  principal  use  to  which  it  is  related 
and  occupying  less  than  one  quarter  as  much  habitable  floor 
area  as  that  principal  use.

Agricultural  use:  Includes  horticulture,  floriculture,  and  viti¬ 
culture,  and  comprises  the  production  of  crops,  raising  of 
livestock,  raising  nursery  stock,  or  forestry,  including 
incidental  thereto  preparations  for  market,  storage,  and 
delivery,  but  not  the  sale  at  retail  of  the  products.

Agricultural  use,  extensive:  Agriculture  other  than  "intensive". 

Agricultural  use,  intensive:  Agriculture  on  parcels  of  less  than 
three  acres,  with  buildings  having  more  than  500  square  feet 
floor  area  or  5,000  cubic  feet  volume,  or  with  livestock 
raising. 

Arterial  street:  Any  State  or  Federal-numbered  highway,  or  any 
other  street  having  right-of-way  width  of  sixty  (60)  feet  or 
more. 

Board  of  Appeals:  The  Board  of  Appeals  established  under  this 
Zoning  By-Law  (in  contradistinction  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
established  under  the  Building  Code  or  under  any  other  town 
bylaw,  rule  or  regulation  or  other  provision  of  statute) . 

Building:  Any  structure  having  a  roof  for  the  shelter,  housing, 
or  enclosure  of  persons,  animals,  chattels,  or  property  of 
any  kind. 

Building,  attachment  of:  The  construction  of  a  building  adjacent 
to  an  existing  building,  or  to  another  building  being  con¬ 
structed  at  the  same  time,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  struc¬ 
turally  united  therewith  by  a  median  wall  or  walls  of  not 
less  than  twelve  (12)  feet  common  length,  provided  that 
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there  is  no  direct  communication  between  the  two  buildings 
except  for  possible  utilities. 

Building  height:  the  vertical  distance  from  the  average  of  the 
finished  ground  level  at  the  center  of  all  walls  of  a  build* 
ing  to  the  highest  point  of  the  roof  surface.  Not  included 
in  the  measurement  are  parapets  or  cornices  extending  no 
more  than  five  feet  above  their  intersection  with  the  roof, 
spires,  cupolas,  elevator  head-houses,  water  tanks,  chim¬ 
neys,  ventilators,  pipes  and  similar  apparatus  not  devoted 
to  human  occupancy  and  not  aggregating  more  than  25%  of  the 
ground  area  covered  by  the  building. 

Building  tradesman;  Office  and  interior  storage  and  preparation 
space  for  a  builder,  carpenter,  electrician,  mason,  painter, 
paper-hanger,  plumber,  roofer,  or  similar  building  trades. 

Cable  television  studio:  Facilities  for  television  production  and 
transmittal,  including  office  space,  studio  and  other  pro¬ 
duction  space,  earth  stations,  and  antennae,  but  not  includ¬ 
ing  tower  structures. 

Central  Business  District:  The  area  within  the  Business  District 
in  the  vicinity  of  Norwood  Common,  excluding  those  portions 
which  are  east  of  Washington  Street  and  south  of  Guild 
Street,  and  those  portions  which  are  west  of  Washington 
Street  and  south  of  Beacon  Street. 

Constructed:  The  word  "constructed"  shall  be  construed  to  include 
the  words  "built,"  , erected,"  "reconstructed,"  "altered," 
"enlarged,"  "moved,"  and  "placed." 

Day  care  center:  Any  facility  operated  on  a  regular  basis  whether 
known  as  a  day  nursery,  nursery  school,  kindergarten,  child 
play  school,  progressive  school,  child  development  center, 
or  preschool,  or  known  under  any  other  name,  which  receives 
children  not  of  common  parentage  under  6even  years  of  age, 
or  under  16  years  of  age  if  such  children  have  special 
needs,  for  nonresidential  custody  and  care  during  part  or 
all  of  the  day  separate  from  their  parents.  Day  care  center 
shall  not  include:  any  part  of  a  public  school  system;  any 
part  of  a  private,  organized  educational  system  unless  the 
services  of  such  system  are  primarily  limited  to  kindergar¬ 
ten,  nursery  or  related  preschool  services;  a  Sunday  School 
conducted  by  a  religious  institution;  a  facility  operated  by 
a  religious  organization  where  children  are  cared  for  during 
short  periods  of  time  while  persons  responsible  for  such 
children  are  attending  religious  services;  a  family  day  care 
home;  an  informal  cooperative  arrangement  among  neighbors  or 
relatives;  or  the  occasional  care  of  children  with  or  with¬ 
out  compensation  therefor  provided,  in  the  last  two  in¬ 
stances,  such  arrangement  or  care  shall  not  be  for  more  than 
five  children  including  participating  children  living  in  the 
residence.

Development:  Any  man-made  change  to  improved  or  unimproved  real 
estate,  including  but  not  limited  to  erection,  placement,  or 
demolition  of  buildings  or  structures,  mining,  dredging, 
filling,  grading,  paving,  excavation,  or  drilling  opera¬ 
tions. 

Dwelling:  A  building  or  part  of  a  building  used  exclusively  as 
the  living  quarters  for  one  or  more  families. 

Dwelling,  multifamily:  Three  or  more  dwelling  units  on  a  single 
lot,  irrespective  of  structure  type,  ownership  or  tenure. 

Dwelling,  single-family:  A  detached  residential  building  intended 
and  designed  to  be  occupied  exclusively  by  a  single  family. 

Dwelling,  two-family:  A  detached  residential  building  intended 
and  designed  to  be  occupied  exclusively  by  two  families. 

Dwelling  unit:  A  building  or  portion  of  a  building  intended  as 
living  quarters  for  a  single  family,  having  a  single  set  of 
kitchen  facilities  (a  stove  plus  either  or  both  a  refrigera¬ 
tor  and  sink)  not  shared  with  any  other  unit. 

Earth  removal:  Removal  from  any  premises  of  soil,  top  soil,  loam, 
peat  or  other  organic  materials,  sand,  gravel,  stone  or 
other  earth  products,  except  as  exempted  under  Section  6210. 

Family:  A  single  individual  doing  his  own  cooking  and  living  upon 
the  premises  as  a  separate  housekeeping  unit,  or  a  collec¬ 
tive  body  of  persons  doing  their  own  cooking  and  living 
together  upon  the  premises  as  a  separate  housekeeping  unit 
in  a  domestic  relationship  based  upon  birth,  marriage,  or 
other  domestic  bond,  including  not  more  than  three  boarders 
or  lodgers. 

Family  day  care  home:  Any  private  residence  which,  on  a  regular 
basis,  receives  for  temporary  custody  and  care  during  part 
or  all  of  the  day,  children  under  seven  years  of  age  or 
children  under  16  years  of  age  if  such  children  have  special 
needs;  provided  however,  in  either  case,  that  the  total 
number  of  children  under  16  in  a  family  day  care  home  shall 
not  exceed  six,  including  participating  children  living  in 
the  residence.  Family  day  care  home  shall  not  mean  a  pri¬ 
vate  residence  used  for  an  informal  cooperative  arrangement 
among  neighbors  or  relatives,  or  the  occasional  care  of 
children  with  or  without  compensation  therefor. 

Farm  stand:  Salesroom  or  stand  for  the  sale  of  nursery,  green¬ 
house,  garden  or  other  produce,  including  articles  of  home 
manufacture  from  such  produce,  provided  that  from  June 
through  September  the  majority  of  such  products  have  been 
raised  on  the  premises  or  made  from  the  products  60  raised. 

Floor  area,  gross:  The  sum  of  the  horizontal  areas  of  the  sever¬ 
al  floors  of  all  buildings  on  the  same  lot,  measured  from 
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the  exterior  face  of  exterior  walls  (or  from  the  centerline 
of  a  wall  separating  two  buildings) ,  including  elevator 
shafts  and  stairwells  at  each  floor  and  interior  balconies 
and  mezzanines,  but  not  including  interior  vehicle  parking 
or  loading  areas,  cellars  with  walls  more  than  50%  below 
grade,  and  areas  having  less  than  six  feet  floor  to  ceiling 
height. 

Floor  area,  net:  Gross  floor  area  minus  elevator  shafts,  stair¬ 
wells,  interior  balconies  and  mezzanines,  and  any  common 
public  areas. 

Floor  Area  Ratio:  The  ratio  of  gross  floor  area  to  the  lot  area 
of  the  premises. 

Home  occupation:  A  business,  profession,  or  trade  engaged  in 
within  an  existing  dwelling  or  building  accessory  thereto  by 
a  resident  thereof  as  a  use  accessory  thereto. 

Hotel,  motel,  rooming  house,  boarding  house  or  lodging  house:  a 
building  or  group  of  buildings  containing  guest  units  pro¬ 
viding  transient  accommodations  to  the  general  public  for 
compensation,  and  as  an  accessory  use  not  more  than  a  single 
dwelling  unit,  but  not  including  furnishing  of  room  and 
board  to  fewer  than  four  persons  as  an  accessory  use. 

Impervious:  impenetrable  by  surface  water,  or  having  a  percola¬ 
tion  rate  longer  than  30  minutes  per  inch. 

Junk:  any  worn  out,  cast  off,  or  discarded  article  or  material 
which  is  ready  for  destruction  or  has  been  collected  or 
stored  for  salvage  or  conversion  to  some  use  (but  not  in¬ 
cluding  any  article  of  material  which,  unaltered  or  un¬ 
changed  and  without  further  reconditioning  can  be  used  for 
its  original  purposes  as  readily  as  when  new) . 

Livestock  raising:  the  raising  or  harboring  of  cattle,  horses, 
sheep,  hogs,  goats,  rabbits,  poultry,  or  similar  farm  ani¬ 
mals. 

Logo:  A  salesmark,  trademark,  symbol,  word,  words,  or  other 
design  representing  a  product,  corporation,  company,  or 
organization. 

Lot:  A  single  continuous  parcel  of  land  held  in  identical  owner¬ 
ship  throughout,  and  defined  by  metes,  bounds  or  boundary 
lines  in  a  recorded  deed  or  on  a  recorded  plan. 

Lot  area:  The  horizontal  area  of  a  lot  exclusive  of  any  area  in 
a  street  or  recorded  way  open  to  public  use.  At  least  90% 
of  the  lot  area  required  for  compliance  with  lot  area  re¬ 
quirements  shall  also  be  exclusive  of  areas  subject  to 
protection  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  Section  40, 
Ch.  131,  G.L.,  for  reasons  other  than  being  subject  to 
flooding. 
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Lot  coverage:  The  percentage  of  lot  area  covered  by  structures. 

Lot  frontage:  The  boundary  of  a  lot  abutting  on  a  legally  and 
physically  accessible  street,  measured  continuously  along 
one  street  line  between  side  lot  lines.  In  the  case  of 
corner  lots,  lot  frontage  is  measured  between  the  side  lot 
line  and  the  mid-point  of  the  corner  radius,  measuring  on 
the  street  which  has  been  designated  as  the  frontage  street 
by  the  owner  or,  failing  that,  has  been  so  designated  by  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Manufacturing:  Mechanical  or  chemical  transformation  of  materials 
or  components  into  new  products,  including  fabrication, 
processing,  finishing,  or  packaging. 

Manufacturing,  light:  Manufacturing  such  products  as  electrical 
or  electronic  devices;  medical,  dental,  or  drafting  instru¬ 
ments;  films,  cameras,  or  other  photo  equipment;  provided 
that  the  facility: 

-  meets  all  requirements  of  Section  5300  without  necessi¬ 
ty  of  special  permits,  and 

-  is  not  categorized  as  a  Major  new  source  of  air  pollu¬ 
tion,  as  defined  by  U.S.E.P.A.  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
and 

is  not  required  to  obtain  a  license  from  DEP  under  310 
CMR  30.800  as  a  hazardous  waste  generator. 

Manufacturing,  other:  Manufacturing  which  does  not  qualify  as 
"light  manufacturing". 

Motor  Vehicle  Servioe  Station:  Premises  devoted  primarily  to 
retail  sale  of  fuels  and  lubricants,  with  any  repair  serv¬ 
ices  or  other  sales  or  services  of  secondary  importance. 

Mon-accessory  sign:  Any  sign  that  advertises  or  designates  a 
product  or  service  not  on  the  premises  on  which  the  sign  is 
located. 

Non-conforming  lot:  A  legally  created  lot  which  does  not  comply 
with  the  applicable  dimensional  regulations  (area,  frontage, 
or  width)  for  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located, 
but  which  complied  with  the  applicable  dimensional  regula¬ 
tions  when  the  structure  was  erected. 

Non-conforming  structure:  A  legally  erected  building  or  other 
structure  which,  in  conjunction  with  its  lot,  does  not 
comply  with  the  applicable  dimensional  regulations  (setback, 
yard,  height,  lot  coverage,  open  space,  or  floor  area  ratio) 
for  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located,  but  which 
complied  with  the  applicable  dimensional  regulations  when 
the  structure  was  erected. 
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Non-conforming  use:  A  lawfully  existing  use  or  activity  which 
does  not  comply  with  the  use  regulations  for  the  zoning 
district  in  which  it  is  located,  but  which  complied  with  the 
applicable  use  regulations  when  the  use  was  established. 

Open  Space:  Lot  area  not  covered  by  any  structure  other  than  a 
swimming  pool,  or  by  paving  other  than  that  limited  to 
recreational  use. 

Parking,  commercial:  For-profit  parking  facility  open  to  the 
public  for  a  fee. 

Parking  lot:  Three  or  more  parking  spaces  together  with  internal 
islands,  dividers,  walks,  and  landscaping,  plus  vehicular 
drives  which  abut  those  elements,  but  not  including  other 
portions  of  entrance  or  exit  drives. 

Parking  Space:  An  area  intended  for  parking  of  one  automobile, 
provided  that  the  area's  dimensions  and  access  meet  stand¬ 
ards  adopted  and  from  time  to  time  amended  by  the  Norwood 
Planning  Board.  Does  not  include  spaces  for  storage  or 
display  of  vehicles  intended  for  sale,  but  where  so  provided 
in  the  Planning  Board  standards,  may  include  spaces  requir¬ 
ing  attendant  assistance  for  auto  access. 

Person:  A  corporation,  company,  association,  society,  firm, 
partnership,  joint  stock  company,  cooperative,  or  condomini¬ 
um  association,  as  well  as  an  individual,  a  state,  and  all 
political  subdivisions  of  a  state  or  any  agency  or  instru¬ 
mentality  thereof. 

Personal  or  consumer  service:  Premises  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  services  involving  the  cere  of  a  person  or  his  or 
her  apparel  or  household  equipment,  including  barber  or 
beauty  shop,  tanning  studio,  laundry  or  dry  cleaning  collec¬ 
tion  or  self-service  facility,  shoe  or  hat  repair  shop, 
tailor,  dressmaker, . milliner,  photo  processing  or  studio, 
repair  shop  for  bicycles  or  household  appliances,  radio,  or 
TV  sets. 

Premises:  One  or  more  contiguous  lots  in  the  same  ownership  or 
use,  together  with  all  buildings  and  structures  thereon. 

Principal  building  or  use:  A  building  or  use  not  "accessory"  as 
herein  defined. 

Restaurant:  Establishment  where  as  the  principal  activity  food 
and  drink  is  prepared  and  served  ready  for  consumption 
without  further  processing,  whether  or  not  for  consumption 
on  the  premises,  including  lunch  room,  cafeteria,  cafe,  bar, 
refreshment  stand,  drive-in,  or  similar  establishment. 

Secondary  sign:  A  wall  sign  placed  on  a  wall  other  than  that 
designated  by  the  owner  as  the  "front  wall"  of  the  building, 
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located  in  relation  to  a  separate  building,  entrance,  or 
frontage  on  a  street  or  parking  area. 

Separate  occupant:  An  enterprise  or  other  activity  having  facil¬ 
ities  operated  and  secured  separately  from  any  other  occu¬ 
pant  within  the  same  building  or  complex. 

Setback:  The  distance  from  the  street  line  to  the  nearest  point 

of  any  structure  or  element  thereof  other  than  a  fence, 
wall,  other  customary  yard  accessory,  or  projection  allowed 
to  encroach  on  building  lines  by  the  State  Building  Code. 

Sign:  Any  letter,  word,  symbol,  drawing,  picture,  design,  device, 
article  or  object  designed  to  advertise,  inform,  or  attract 
the  attention  of  persons  not  on  the  premises  on  which  the 
device  is  located,  including  devices  on  awnings.  The  fol¬ 
lowing,  however,  shall  not  be  considered  signs  within  the 
context  of  this  Bylaw. 

a.  Historical  date  plaques  and  markers  approved  by  the 
Historical  Commission. 

b.  Flags  and  insignia  of  governmental  jurisdictions, 
except  when  displayed  for  the  purpose  of  commercial 
promotion. 

c.  Devices  limited  solely  to  directing  traffic  within  or 
setting  out  restrictions  on  the  use  of  parking  areas 
and  not  exceeding  three  square  feet  in  area  or  contain¬ 
ing  any  commercial  advertisement. 

d.  The  standard  type  of  gasoline  pump  bearing  thereon  in 
the  usual  6ize  and  form,  the  name  and  type  of  gasoline 
and  the  price  thereof. 

e.  Devices  identifying  a  building,  as  distinct  from  one  or 
more  of  its  occupants,  such  device  being  without  illu¬ 
mination  or  letter  color  contrasting  with  background, 
not  exceeding  three  square  feet  in  area,  attached  in 
such  a  way  as  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  building. 

f.  Address  identification  through  numerals  and  letters. 

g.  Devices  made  of  paper,  posterboard,  cardboard,  cloth, 
canvas,  fabric,  cardboard,  or  other  light  material 
placed  in  or  on  display  windows,  or  markings  unremova¬ 
ble  paint  or  marker  inscribed  directly  on  glass,  if 
such  devices  and  markings  cover  not  more  than  30%  of 
window  area,  are  not  permanently  mounted,  and  are 
illuminated  by  building  illumination  only. 

A  two-sided  sign  with  message  on  opposite  sides  (back-to- 
back)  will  be  deemed  to  be  one  sign;  a  sign  with  faces  at  an 
angle  to  each  other  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of  several 
signs,  one  for  each  direction  faced. 
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Sign  area:  the  area  of  the  smallest  rectangle  or  circle  within 
which  the  entire  sign  can  fit;  including  any  portion  of  the 
structural  supports  which  contribute  through  shape ,  color, 
or  otherwise  to  the  sign's  message;  and  including  any  sepa¬ 
rate  surface,  board,  frame  or  shape  on  or  within  which  the 
sign  is  displayed.  For  signs  the  components  of  which  are 
applied  directly  to  a  building  or  other  structure,  the  sign 
area  shall  include  any  background  of  a  different  color, 
material,  or  appearance  from  the  remainder  of  the  wall  or 
structure,  and  shall  in  any  event  enclose  all  letters, 
figures,  or  representations  related  to  the  sign. 

Sign  height;  measured  to  the  highest  point  of  the  sign,  including 
any  structural  or  ornamental  projections  above  the  sign 
proper;  from  the  grade  abutting  the  sign. 

Street:  Either  a  public  or  a  private  way,  provided  that  it  is 
either  shown  on  a  plan  approved  in  accordance  with  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law  or  has  been  determined  by  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  to  provide  adequate  access  under  the  terms  of  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law  and  the  Norwood  Subdivision  Regula¬ 
tions. 

Street  line:  The  right-of-way  line  of  a  street,  assumed  to  be  25 
feet  from  and  parallel  to  the  centerline  of  the  traveled 
roadway  where  no  such  right-of-way  line  has  been  established 
or  can  be  readily  determined,  or  where  the  street  right-of- 
way  is  less  than  50  feet  wide. 

Standing  sign:  Any  and  every  sign  erected  on  or  affixed  to  the 
land  and  any  and  every  exterior  sign  that  is  not  attached  to 
a  building. 

Structure:  A  combination  of  materials  assembled  at  a  fixed  loca¬ 
tion  to  give  support  or  shelter  or  for  other  purposes, 
including  buildings,  frameworks,  tents,  signs,  fences, 
antennae,  water  tanks  and  towers,  signs  and  the  like. 

Swimming  Pool:  A  body  of  water  contained  in  an  artificial  or 
semi-artificial  receptacle  whether  in  or  above  the  ground, 
or  created  by  artificial  means  from  a  natural  watercourse, 
and  all  appurtenances,  equipment,  appliances  and  other 
facilities  for  its  operation,  maintenance  or  use,  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  for  swimming,  wading  or  recreational 
bathing,  but  not  including  portable  pools  incapable  of 
containing  a  depth  of  water  exceeding  twenty-four  inches  at 
any  point. 

Temporary  building  or  structure:  A  tent,  construction  shanty,  or 
similarly  portable  or  demountable  structure  intended  for 
continuous  use  for  not  longer  than  one  year. 

Temporary  sign:  Any  sign,  regardless  of  construction,  whose 
message  has  a  limited  period  of  usefulness,  such  as  signs 
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related  to  sales  or  civic  events  or  real  estate  transac¬ 
tions. 

Temporary  use;  A  use  which,  by  its  inherent  nature,  is  of  limited 
duration,  such  as  an  on-site  real  estate  sales  office. 

Toxic  or  hazardous  materials:  Any  material,  waste,  product,  or 
substance,  or  combination  thereof  deemed  hazardous  under  the 
Massachusetts  Hazardous  Waste  Management  Act,  MGL  c.  21C, 
the  Massachusetts  Oil  and  Hazardous  Materials  Release  Pre¬ 
vention  and  Response  Act,  MGL  c.  2 IE,  the  Resource  Conserva¬ 
tion  and  Recovery  Act  (RCRA) ,  42  USC  6901  et  seq. ,  or  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation,  and 
Liability  Act  (CERCLA) ,  42  USC  9601  et  seq.,  as  these  may  be 
amended.  Hazardous  materials  shall  also  include  oil  and 
petroleum  derivatives,  including  waste  oils,  crude  or  fuel 
oils,  lube  oil  or  sludge,  and  fresh  asphalt.  In  determining 
applicability  of  this  definition,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
shall,  in  appropriate  cases,  consult  with  the  Fire  Chief, 
Hazardous  Materials  Coordinator,  or  other  officials. 

Trailer:  Any  of  the  various  types  of  vehicles  which  depend  for 
mobility  on  an  attached  vehicle  or  other  propelling  appara¬ 
tus,  and  which  are  used,  or  may  be  used,  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  or  for  business  purposes.  Any  trailer  which  by  removal 
of  wheels,  by  anchoring  to  a  foundation,  by  incorporation 
with  a  fixed  structure,  or  otherwise  has  its  mobility  re¬ 
duced,  shall  nevertheless  be  considered  as  a  "trailer" 
within  the  scope  of  this  bylaw,  except  trailers  having  a 
gross  weight  of  less  than  1000  pounds  and  whose  height  does 
not  exceed  four  feet. 

Truck  terminal:  Premises  principally  used  for  the  parking,  dis¬ 
patching,  and  maintenance  of  trucks  and/or  loading  or  un¬ 
loading  of  cargo  into  vehicles,  but  with  only  incidental 
storage  on  the  premises  and  not  including  such  activities  if 
accessory  to  a  principal  use,  &uch  as  a  warehouse  or  proc¬ 
essing  operation. 

Used:  The  word  "used"  shall  be  construed  to  include  the  words 
"arranged,"  "designed,"  "converted,"  "rented,"  or  "leased  to 
be  used." 

Wall  sign:  Refers  to  any  and  every  sign  affixed  to  a  building. 

Window  sign:  Any  6ign  either  attached  to  a  window  or  door,  or 
partially  or  wholly  located  within  12"  of  the  glass  and 
visible  through  it. 

Yard:  An  area  open  to  the  sky,  located  between  a  property  line 
and  any  structure  or  element  thereof  other  than  a  fence, 
wall,  other  customary  yard  accessory,  or  projection  allowed 
to  encroach  on  building  lines  by  the  State  Building  Code. 

Yard,  aide:  A  yard  abutting  a  side  property  line,  which  typically 
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Basic  Revised  Zoning  By-Law  continued: 

is  a  line  or  set  of  lines  which  intersect  a  street  line, 
separating  lots  whose  frontage  is  established  on  the  same 
street,  extending  between  the  front  setback  and  the  rear 
yard.  Corner  lots  commonly  have  two  side  yards  and  no  rear 
yard . 

Yard,  rear:  A  yard  abutting  a  rear  property  line,  which  typically 

is  a  line  or  set  of  lines  approximately  parallel  to  the  street 
frontage,  (or  within  45  degrees  of  being  parallel),  and 
separating  lots  whose  frontage  is  established  on  different 
streets.  Yards  on  irregularly  shaped  lots  where  'side*  versus  'rear' 
is  indeterminate  shall  be  construed  as  rear  yards.

Tha  following  propoaad  toning  aaandaant  would  provide  a 
procedure  for  improving  tha  coordination  of  review  under  the 
growing  body  of  envlronaental  controls,  importantly  including 
Zoning,  but  slso  including  such  things  es  the  Town's  Netlend's 
Bylew  and  the  State's  HE  PA  procedures.  It  would  sake  it  easier 
for  volunteer  end  elected  agencies  such  as  the  Conservation 
Coenlsslon  end  Board  of  Health  to  take  pert  in  coordlnatlva 
neetings,  end  would  assure  public  information  about  proposals 
before  they  era  acted  upon. 

This  amendment  would  Institutionalize  plan  review  under  the 
zoning,  providing  solid  Town  Nesting  confirmation  for  such  a 
process.

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DEVELOPMENT  FUJI  REVIEW  ARTICLE 

Amend  the  Norwood  Zoning  Bylaw  by  inserting  a  new  Section  1800, 
to  read  as  follows,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

“1800 •  DEVELOPMENT  FLAM  REVIEW 

"1810.  Purposes. 

The  intent  of  Development  Plan  Review  is  to  provide  guidance 
to  applicants  regarding  the  requirements  they  must  meet,  to 
coordinate  review  under  a  variety  of  regulatory  authorities, 
to  improve  inter-agency  communications,  and  to  provide  early 
public  information  on  proposals  being  made. 

“1820.  Applicability. 

Applications  for  building  permits  shall  be  approved  only 
following  Development  Plan  Review  if  they  propose  other  than 
a  single-  or  two-family  dwelling,  and  include  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

-  more  than  3,000  square  feet  gross  floor  area  in  either 
a  new  building  or  a  building  addition,  if  that  in¬ 
creases  gross  floor  area  on  the  premises  by  10%  or 
more)  or 

-  creation  of  or  changes  to  a  parking  facility  having  ten 
or  more  parking  spaces,  if  that  results  in  change  in 
the  number  of  parking  spaces  or  in  egress  locations;  or 

-  removal  of  existing  vegetative  ground  cover  from  more 
than  20,000  square  feet  of  site  area;  or 

-  unusual  conditions  of  water,  sewer,  drainage,  traffic 
which  are  determined  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  to 
make  Development  Plan  Review  appropriate  to  assure 
coordinated  review. 

Applicants  for  other  projects  may  use  the  Development  Plan 
Review  process  at  their  option.  A  proposal  which  has  been 
through  Development  Plan  Review  before  obtaining  a  special 
permit  need  not  again  go  through  that  process  before  obtain¬ 
ing  a  building  permit  provided  that  the  proposal  is  materi¬ 
ally  unchanged. 

“1830.  Procedure. 

“1831.  Preapplication  Conference. 

Applicants  are  urged  to  confer  with  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  regarding  the  materials  necessary  for  submit¬ 
tal  for  Development  Plan  Review,  and  regarding  the 
agency  approvals  which  are  likely  to  be  required. 
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”1832.  Submittal  and  Distribution. 

Required  materials  for  Development  Plan  Review  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  Within  four¬ 
teen  days  of  receipt ,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall 
make  a  determination  of  whether  those  materials  are 
complete,  and  so  notify  the  applicant.

-  existing  and  proposed  topography  and  vegetation, 
indicating  areas  of  retained  vegetation  and  iden¬ 
tifying  the  location  of  any  trees  exceeding  8" 
trunk  diameter  4  1/2  feet  above  grade  if  proposed 
for  removal,  and  identifying  location,  6ize,  and 
species  of  trees  and  Bhrubs  to  be  planted; 

-  indication  of  wetlands  and  other  areas  subject  to 
control  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  and  the 
100  foot  zone  surrounding  such  areas,  identified 
through  field  survey  acceptable  to  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission;  and  proposed  erosion  control 
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measures ; 

-  location  of  signs  and  exterior  lighting,  and 
accompanying  material#  to  describe  those  elements. 

"b.  Supporting  Studies. 

Such  additional  studies  as  may  reasonably  be  required 
by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  to  determine  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  5300  Development 
Standards  or  other  requirements  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 

*c.  Submittals  Documentation. 

Documentation  that  all  required  submittals  which  under 
law  can  be  made  have  been  made  to  other  agencies,  such 
as  the  Conservation  Commission  under  the  Wetlands  Act 
and  the  Norwood  Wetlands  Bylaw,  the  Norwood  DPW  for 
water  and  sewer  connections,  the  Norwood  or  Massachu¬

As  we  read  the  presently  proposed  Basic  Revised  Zoning 
Bylaw,  the  buffer  limitations  raise  these  difficulties  in  policy 
or  interpretation. 

1.  In  5)21,  it  is  unclear  what  a  "side  or  rear  boundary  line  of 
any  Residential  District"  scans.  We  judge  that  it  scans  any 
district  boundary  that  isn't  at  or  within  a  street.  The  effect 
of  that  is  that  paragraphs  a  and  b  thereunder  aren't  isposed 
adjacent  to  streets  in  OR  and  LM .  However,  that  is  tar  fros 
clear  in  the  Bylaw,  and  if  true,  is  dubious  policy,  given  that 
the  final  paragraph  of  the  Section  lsposes  a  buffer-like  front 
yard  rule  in  OR,  and  5)22  lsposes  a  front  yard  buffsr  in  M  dis¬ 
tricts,  saklng  LM  an  unjustified  exception. 

2.  In  5)22  it  appears  that  no  buffer  at  all  is  required  If  the 
premises  in  question  are  separated  fros  the  district  boundary  by 
even  a  one-foot  strip  in  a  different  lot. 

).  In  5)22  it  is  unclear  whether  a  buffer  is  required  adjacent 
to  a  street  if  the  Manufacturing  presiscs  era  separated  fros  the 
residential  district  by  all  or  even  half  of  the  street  right-of- 
way.  Later  (paragraph  a)  reference  to  "residential  presides" 
implies  that  the  street  doesn't  count,  but  doesn't  cure  the 
aabigulty .  Read  literally,  it  appears  that  if  the  district 
boundary  is  within  or  across  the  street  rather  than  on  the  M 
district  side  of  the  street,  there  is  no  buffer  requlresent. 

4.  in  5)22  when  the  buffer  does  epply  adjacent  to  the  street, 
there  is  no  language  allowing  drives  and  walks  to  cross  it. 

5.  In  5)22  when  the  buffer  does  apply  adjacent  to  the  street,  it 
requires  a  building  separation  of  75  fast,  but  the  present  Bylaw 
requires  only  50  feet  opposite  Residential  districts.  We  have 
chanqed  that  to  75  feat  in  the  current  version  of  the  Basic 
revised  Bylaw. 

«.  In  5)22  does  a  lot  which  straddles  a  district  boundary  "abut" 
it?  Hot  according  to  Webster,  so  read  literally,  5)22  creates  no 
buffer  requlresent  for  such  lots. 


7.  The  slae  and  rigidity  of  the  requlresent,  especlelly  in  LM, 
can  virtually  destroy  the  value  of  a  parcel  which  is  narrow 
relative  to  the  buffer  width. 

In  this  alternative  approach,  building  location  requirements 
are  United  to  Section  4220  for  simplicity.  Section  5)20  would 
then  deal  only  with  the  landscaped  buffer  requirement. 

Some  flexibility  would  be  Introduced  by  allowing  substitu¬ 
tion  of  extra  plantings  for  some  of  the  width  where  the  buffer 
would  qtherwlse  be  an  inordinate  proportion  of  the  lot  dimension 
perpendicular  to  the  boundary. 
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Substitute  the  following  for  the  present  Section  5320.

■3321.  Applicability.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  Massachusetts,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1990,  as  listed 
in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial 
statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  the  standards  for  financial  audits  contained  in  Government 
Auditing  Standards,  issued  by  the  U.S.  General  Accounting  Office.  Those 
standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used 
and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides 
a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  records  of  the  cost  of  its  general  fixed  assets 
and,  therefore,  a  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  presented  in  the 
accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  the  omission  of  a  general  fixed  asset  group  of 
accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  at  June  30,  1990, 

and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust 
funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  schedules  of  historical 
pension  information  on  pages  22  and  23  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  but  are  supplementary  information  required  by  the 
Government  Accounting  Standards  Board.  We  have  applied  certain  limited 
procedures,  which  consisted  principally  of  inquiries  of  management  regarding 
the  methods  of  measurement  and  presentation  of  the  supplementary  information. 
However,  we  did  not  audit  the  information  and  express  no  opinion  on  it.

( 1 )  Reporting  Entity 

The  Town's  general  purpose  financial  statements  include  the  operations  of 
all  organizations  for  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  exercises  oversight 
responsibility.  Oversight  responsibility  is  demonstrated  by  financial 
interdependency,  selection  of  governing  authority,  designation  of 
management,  ability  to  significantly  influence  operations,  and 
accountability  for  fiscal  matters. 

Based  on  the  aforementioned  oversight  criteria,  the  operations  of  the 
following  entity  have  been  excluded  from  the  accompanying  general 
purpose  financial  statements: 

•  Norwood  Housing  Authority.  Four  Board  members  are  elected  at  annual 
Town  elections  and  the  fifth  Board  member  is  appointed  by  the 
State.  The  Town  has  no  oversight  responsibility  for  the  Authority's 
operations  and  no  responsibility  for  the  Authority's  deficits  or 
debt . 


( 2 )  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 


(a)  Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  Town's  funds  are 
presented  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1990,  except  for  the 
Town's  Retirement  System  which  is  presented  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1989.  The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  conform 

with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  ("GAAP”),  except  that  the 
Town  does  not  maintain,  and  therefore  does  not  report,  a  general  fixed 
assets  account  group  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Such  a  departure  from  GAAP  is  permissible  under  the 
Massachusetts  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System. 


(b )  Fund  Accounting 

The  operations  of  the  Town  are  recorded  in  the  following  fund  types  and 
account  group: 


•  Governmental  Fund  Types 

Governmental  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  Town's  expendable 
financial  resources  and  related  liabilities  (except  those  accounted 
for  as  pension  trust  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds).  The 
measurement  focus  is  upon  determination  of  changes  in  financial 
position.  The  following  are  the  Town's  governmental  fund  types: 


General  Fund  -  The  general 
the  Town.

fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of 
account  for  all  financial  resources 
accounted  for  in  another  fund. 


Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  revenue  funds  are  used  to  account 
for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than 
expendable  trusts  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are  legally 
restricted  to  specified  purposes. 
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Capital  Project  Funds  -  Capital  project  funds  are  used  to  account 
for  financial  resources  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or 
construction  of  major  capital  facilities  (other  than  those 
financed  by  trust  funds). 

•  Fiduciary  Fund  Types 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  -  Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for 
assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent.  Trust 
funds  include  expendable  trust  funds,  nonexpendable  trust  funds,  and 
pension  trust  funds.  Expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for 
similar  to  governmental  funds.  Nonexpendable  trust  funds  and 
pension  trust  funds  are  accounted  for  similar  to  proprietary  funds. 
Agency  funds  are  custodial  in  nature  and  do  not  involve  measurement 
of  results  of  operations. 

•  Account  Group 

Account  groups  are  a  financial  reporting  device  designed  to  provide 
accountability  for  certain  assets  and  liabilities  that  are  not 
recorded  in  the  funds  because  they  do  not  affect  net  expendable 
available  financial  resources.  The  following  is  the  Town’s  account 
group. 

General  Long-term  Obligations  Account  Group  -  This  account  group 
is  used  to  account  for  all  long-term  obligations  of  the  Town. 

(c )  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  governmental 
funds,  expendable  trust  funds,  and  agency  funds.  Under  the  modified 
accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recorded  when  they  become 
measurable  and  available  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period. 
Revenues  not  considered  available  are  recorded  as  deferred  revenues. 
Expenditures  are  recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred  except  for 
(1)  interest  on  general  long-term  obligations,  which  is  recorded  when 
due,  and  (2)  the  noncurrent  portion  of  sick  leave  which  is  recorded  in 
the  general  long-term  obligations  account  group. 

In  applying  the  susceptible  to  accrual  concept  to  intergovernmental 
revenues,  there  are  essentially  two  types  of  revenues.  In  one,  moneys 
must  be  expended  on  the  specific  purpose  or  project  before  any  amounts 
will  be  paid  to  the  Town;  therefore,  revenues  are  recognized  based  upon 
the  expenditures  incurred.  In  the  other,  moneys  are  virtually 
unrestricted  and  are  usually  revocable  only  for  failure  to  comply  with 
prescribed  compliance  requirements.  These  resources  are  reflected  as 
revenues  at  the  time  of  receipt  or  earlier  if  the  susceptible  to 
accrual  criteria  are  met. 

Property  taxes  are  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  year  for  which  taxes  have 
been  levied,  provided  they  are  collected  within  60  days  after 
year-end.  Motor  vehicle  excise,  electric,  water  and  sewer,  licenses 
and  permits,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  miscellaneous  revenues  are 
recorded  as  revenues  when  received  in  cash  because  they  are  generally 
not  measurable  until  actually  received.  Investment  earnings  are 
recorded  as  earned. 
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The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  by  nonexpendable  trust  funds  and 
pension  trust  funds. 

(d )  Cash  Equivalents 

For  purposes  of  the  statement  of  cash  flows,  the  nonexpendable  trust  funds 
consider  amounts  due  from  other  funds  plus  investments  of  trust 
principal  as  cash  equivalents. 

(e )  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and  other 
commitments  for  the  expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  in  order  to 
reserve  that  portion  of  the  applicable  appropriation,  is  employed  in 
governmental  funds.  Open  encumbrances  at  year-end  are  reported  as 
reservations  of  fund  balances.  Encumbrances  do  not  constitute 
expenditures  or  liabilities. 

Certain  unexpended  and  unencumbered  appropriations  for  incomplete  projects 
are  carried  over  to  succeeding  years.  Such  continuing  appropriations 
are  accounted  for  similar  to  encumbrances. 

( f  )  Self-Insurance 

The  Town  has  established  a  self-insured  medical  program  which  is  accounted 
for  as  an  expendable  trust  fund.  Both  employees  and  the  Town 
contribute  to  the  fund  based  upon  a  55%  (Town)  and  45%  (employee) 
primary  care  premium  formula.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  pay 
medical  claims  of  the  Town's  employees  and  their  covered  dependents. 
The  Town  carries  insurance  on  individual  medical  claims  in  excess  of 
$40,000  per  occurrence.  The  Town's  policy  is  to  accrue  claims 
submitted  for  medical  services  rendered  prior  to  June  30,  1990. 

(g )  Accrued  Sick  and  Vacation 

Employee  vacation  leave  is  vested  annually  but  may  not  be  carried  forward 
to  succeeding  years.  Generally,  sick  leave  may  accumulate  to  a  maximum 
of  195  days.  Upon  retirement  or  termination,  employees  are  paid  25%  of 
a  day's  pay  for  each  day  accrued  above  the  100  days  required  to  be 
accumulated  before  the  unused  sick  leave  benefit  takes  effect.  The 
Town's  policy  is  to  recognize  vacation  costs  at  the  time  payments  are 
made . 

The  Town  recorded  as  a  liability  accumulated  unused  vested  sick  pay  in  the 
general  long-term  obligations  account  group.  The  amount  recorded  is 
the  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  at  termination  at  the  current  rate  of  pay. 
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(h )  Total  Columns 

Total  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  captioned 

"Memorandum  only"  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to 

facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do  not  present 
financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in  financial 

position  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Such  data  are  not  comparable  to  a  consolidation  since  interfund 

eliminations  have  not  been  made. 


( 3  )  Property  Taxes 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each 
January  1  and  are  normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  1  and  May  1. 
By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the  Commonwealth  must  be  assessed  at 
100%  of  fair  cash  value.  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  after  the  respective  due 
dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town  has  an  ultimate 
right  to  foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid. 
Property  taxes  levied  are  recorded  as  receivables  in  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  levy. 


A  statewide  tax  limitation  statute  known  as  "Proposition  2-1/2"  limits  the 
property  tax  levy  to  an  amount  equal  to  2-1/2%  of  the  value  of  all 
taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A  secondary  limitation  is  that  no  levy 
in  a  fiscal  year  may  exceed  the  preceding  year's  allowable  tax  levy  by 
more  than  2-1/2%,  plus  taxes  levied  on  certain  property  newly  added  to 
the  tax  rolls.  Certain  Proposition  2-1/2  taxing  limitations  can  be 
overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum  vote. 

(A )  Budgetary  Data 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town  are  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Original  and 
supplemental  appropriations  are  acted  upon  by  Town  meeting  vote. 


The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the 
resulting  property  tax  levy  will  comply  with  the  limits  required  by 
Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which  will  equal  the

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The  Town's  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  ("GAAP").  The  "actual"  results  column 
of  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures  -  Budgetary  Basis  is 
presented  on  a  "budget  basis"  to  provide  a  meaningful  comparison  with 
the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and  GAAP  bases 
are  that: 

(a)  Real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  are  recorded  as  revenue  when 
levied  (budget),  as  opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (GAAP). 

(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the 
equivalent  of  expenditures  (budget),  as  opposed  to  a  reservation  of 
fund  balance  (GAAP). 

(c)  Local  aid  provisions  made  in  accordance  with  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
rulings  are  accrued  (GAAP),  as  opposed  to  being  applied  to  the  1991 
(budget ) . 

In  addition,  there  are  certain  differences  in  classifications  between 
revenues,  expenditures  and  transfers.

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(5 )  Cash  and  Investments 


State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of 
deposits  and  investments  available  to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including 
demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of  deposit)  in  any  one 
financial  institution  may  not  exceed  certain  prescribed  levels  without 
collateralization  by  the  financial  institutions  involved.  Investments 
can  also  be  made  in  securities  issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed 
by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than 
one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by 
the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one 
year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by 
such  securities  with  maturity  dates  of  no  more  than  90  days  from  the 
date  of  purchase,  and  units  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Depository 
Trust  ("MMDT"). 

In  addition,  the  Town's  Pension  Trust  Fund  has  additional  investment 
powers,  most  notably  the  ability  to  invest  in  common  stocks,  corporate 
bonds  and  other  specified  investments.

(6  )  Pension  Plan 

(a )  Plan  Description 

The  Town  contributes  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  Employees'  Retirement  System 
("System"),  a  single-employer,  public  employee  retirement  system  that  acts 
as  the  investment  and  administrative  agent  for  the  Town  and  the  Norwood 
Housing  Authority.  The  Town's  payroll  for  employees  covered  by  the  System 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1989,  was  $11,867,959.  Public  school 
teachers  are  covered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Teachers' 
Retirement  System  (TRS)  to  which  the  Town  of  Norwood  does  not  contribute. 
The  Town's  payroll  covered  by  TRS  was  $9,122,389  in  calendar  1989.  Total 
payroll  for  the  Town  was  $22,587,056. 

The  System  and  the  TRS  are  contributory  defined  benefit  plans  covering  all 
Town  employees  and  teachers,  and  Norwood  Housing  Authority  employees  deemed 
eligible.  Certain  Town  employees  are  covered  by  the  Town's  noncontributory 
pension  plan. 

Instituted  in  1937,  the  System  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Contributory 
System  and  is  governed  by  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 
Membership  in  the.  System  is  mandatory  immediately  upon  the  commencement  of 
employment  for  all  permanent,  full-time  employees  other  than  school 
teachers.  Current  membership  of  the  System  on  the  latest  actuarial 
valuation  date  of  December  1,  1989  consists  of  the  following:

Both  systems  provide  for  retirement  allowance  benefits  up  to  a  maximum  of 
80%  of  a  member's  highest  three-year  average  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation.  Benefit  payments  are  based  upon  a  member's  age,  length 
of  creditable  service,  level  of  compensation  and  group  classification. 
Members  joining  the  System  after  January  1,  1979,  were  subject  to  a  cap 
of  $30,000  on  the  level  of  compensation  upon  which  their  benefit  is 
calculated.  This  cap  was  removed  effective  July  1,  1990. 


Members  of  both  systems  become  vested  after  10  years  of  creditable 
service.  A  retirement  allowance  may  be  received  upon  reaching  age  63 
or  upon  attaining  20  years  of  service.  The  systems  also  provide  for 
early  retirement  at  age  55  if  a  Participant  (1)  has  a  record  of  10 
years  of  creditable  service,  (2)  was  on  the  Town  payroll  on  January  1, 
1978,  (3)  voluntarily  left  Town  employment  on  or  after  that  date,  and 

(4)  left  accumulated  annuity  deductions  in  the  fund.  Active  members 
contribute  either  5,  7  or  8%  of  their  gross  regular  compensation 

depending  on  the  date  upon  which  their  membership  began.  Beginning 
July  1,  1990,  employees  hired  after  January  1,  1979  will  contribute  10% 
of  their  compensation  over  $30,000. 

The  systems  also  provide  death  and  disability  benefits. 

(b )  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  System  Assets 

The  accounting  records  of  the  System  are  maintained  on  a  calendar  year 
basis  in  accordance  with  the  standards  and  procedures  established  by 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration. 

The  investments  of  the  System  are  valued  as  follows:

(c )  Funding  Status  and  Progress 

The  amount  shown  below  as  the  "Pension  Benefit  Obligation"  is  a 

standardized  disclosure  measure  of  the  present  value  of  pension 
benefits,  adjusted  for  the  effects  of  projected  salary  increases  and 
step-rate  benefits,  estimated  to  be  payable  in  the  future  as  a  result 
of  employee  service  to  date.  The  measure  is  intended  to  help  users 
assess  the  funding  status  of  the  System  on  a  going-concern  basis, 
assess  progress  made  in  accumulating  sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits 
when  due,  and  make  comparisons  among  employers.  The  measure  is  the 

actuarial  present  value  of  credited  projected  benefits  and  is 
independent  of  the  funding  method  used  to  determine  contributions  to 
the  System. 

The  pension  benefit  obligation  was  computed  as  part  of  an  actuarial 
valuation  performed  as  of  December  1,  1989.  Significant  actuarial 

assumptions  used  in  the  valuation  include  (a)  a  rate  of  return  on  the 
investment  of  present  and  future  assets  of  8.5%  a  year  compounded 
annually,  (b)  projected  salary  increases  of  5.0%  a  year  compounded 

annually,  attributed  to  inflation  and  merit,  (c)  no  post-retirement 

benefit  increases  and  (d)  the  $30,000  salary  cap  has  been  removed.

(d )  Contribution  Requirements  and  Contribution  Made 

Based  on  the  actuarial  report  prepared  as  of  December  l,  1989,  the  Town 
contributes  to  the  System  at  levels  sufficient  to  amortize  the  unfunded 
actuarial  accrued  liability  (UAAL)  by  1997.  The  total  contribution  to 
the  System  for  fiscal  1990  of  $3,745,317  was  made  in  accordance  with 
the  funding  policy  described  above  and  was  funded  as  follows:  The  Town 
contributed  $2,936,534  (24.7%  of  current  covered  payroll);  employees 

contributed  $808,783  (6.8%  of  current  covered  payroll).  Approximately 

$2,600,000  of  the  Town's  contribution  was  attributed  to  amortization  of 
the  UAAL. 

(e )  Trend  Information 

Trend  information  gives  an  indication  of  the  progress  made  in  accumulating 
sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due.  Trend  information  may  be 
found  on  supplementary  schedules  I  and  II  of  the  Town's  general  purpose 
financial  statements.  On  the  actuarial  valuation  date  of  December  l, 
1989,  available  assets  were  sufficient  to  fund  $29,044,000  of  the 
pension  benefit  obligation.  For  the  two  years  ended  December  31,  1988 
and  1987,  available  assets  were  sufficient  to  fund  $18,911,000  of  the 
pension  benefit  obligation  for  both  years.  Unfunded  pension  benefit 
obligation  represented  54%,  137%  and  151%  of  the  annual  payroll  for 

employees  covered  by  the  System  for  1989,  1988  and  1987,  respectively. 

( f  )  Post-Retirement  Benefits 

All  retired  employees  eligible  for  pension  benefits  as  well  as  teachers 
covered  under  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Teachers  Retirement 
System  receive  certain  post-retirement  benefits  including  major  health, 
dental  and  life  insurance.  Benefits  received  and  costs  born  by 

retirees  are  consistent  with  those  of  active  employees.  The  Town's 
cost  of  these  post-retirement  benefits  for  fiscal  1990  was  $368,359, 
which  was  accounted  for  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis.

These  resources  are  subject  to  annual  appropriation  by  the  state 
legislature  and  the  Town's  compliance  with  certain  reporting 
requirements.  During  1990,  the  Town  received  $691,649  of  such 
assistance.  Assuming  satisfactory  audit  results  and  annual 
appropriations  by  the  state  legislature,  the  Town  will  receive  $670,618 
and  $1,611,834  in  fiscal  year  1991  and  1992  and  thereafter, 
respectively. 

The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the  normal  debt 
limit  and  the  double  debt  limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  5%  and  10%, 
respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  as  last 
equalized  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be 
authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval. 
Authorizations  under  the  double  debt  limit,  however,  require  the 
approval  of  the  Commonwealth's  Emergency  Finance  Board.  Additionally, 
there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  that  are  exempt 
from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations.

The  Town  pays  assessments  which  include  debt  service  payments  to  other 
local  governmental  units  providing  services  within  the  Town's 

boundaries  (commonly  referred  to  as  overlapping  debt).  The  primary 

overlapping  debt  relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority  (MBTA),  Norfolk  County,  and  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources 
Authority  (MWRA).  The  following  summary  sets  forth  the  long-term  debt 
of  each  entity  at  June  30,  1990,  the  estimated  share  of  such  debt  being 
serviced  by  the  Town,  and  the  total  of  its  share  of  estimated  indirect 
debt  (in  thousands).

Temporary  loans  are  general  obligations  of  the  Town  and  carry  maturity 
dates  which  are  limited  by  statute.  During  1990,  the  Town  borrowed 
$375,000  at  6.25%  to  cover  non-capital  construction  costs  of  the 
Norwood  Gardens  pumping  station  until  state  aid  is  received.  This  loan 
which  matures  in  March  1991,  is  reported  as  a  liability  of  the  general 
fund.

We  are  presenting,  for  your  consideration,  our  comments  and  recommendations 
regarding  internal  control  and  other  matters.  The  purpose  and  extent  of  our 
study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  internal  control  structure  is  described  in 
our  separate  report  issued  under  the  date  of  October  19,  1990,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984. 

The  comments  and  recommendations  presented  in  Exhibit  I  are  intended  to 
improve  the  internal  control  structure  or  result  in  other  operating 
efficiencies.  The  factual  accuracy  of  our  comments  has  been  discussed  with 
management  so  as  to  obtain  their  concurrence  prior  to  the  development  of  our 
recommendations  for  improvement.  Matters  commented  on  represent  findings 
during  the  audit  and  have  not  been  reviewed  subsequent  to  October  19,  1990. 

A  management  letter  is  critical  by  nature  because  its  purpose  is  to  identify 
areas  where  improvements  can  be  made.  Accordingly,  we  have  not  commented  on 
the  many  positive  attributes  of  the  Town's  financial  management  systems.  It 
is  also  important  to  understand  that  it  is  generally  not  practical  to  achieve 
ideal  internal  control  in  the  complex  governmental  accounting  environment. 


We  would  like  to  commend  management  and  other  departmental  personnel  for  their 
progress  in  implementing  many  of  the  recommendations  on  findings  presented  in 
the  prior  year.  Additionally,  we  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  and 
assistance  extended  to  us  by  Town  personnel  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

While  performing  our  payroll  testwork,  we  noted  that  the  payroll  department  is 
not  properly  reporting  total  taxable  employee  earnings  subject  to  withholding 
on  Form  9^1,  the  "Quarterly  Return  of  Withheld  Federal  Income  Tax  and  Hospital 
Insurance  Tax". 

To  comply  with  IRS  guidelines  and  avoid  tax  penalties  for  improper  reporting, 
the  Town  should  report  the  required  information  on  all  government  filings. 

We  understand  that  the  Town  is  currently  in  the  process  of  having  their 
payroll  computer  software  revised  so  as  to  comply  with  the  above  guidelines. 

Tax  Reporting 

The  Town  currently  provides  allowances  for  employee  expenses,  such  as  police 
and  fire  uniforms  and  cleaning.  This  information  is  tracked  separately  from 
payroll  data  and  only  when  such  payments  and  other  compensation  exceed  $600 
does  the  Town  issue  a  Form  1099  to  an  employee.  IRS  guidelines  stipulate  that 
all  employee  compensation,  including  taxable  fringe  benefits,  be  reported  on  a 
W-2  form.  Form  1099  should  be  used  for  reporting  payments  to  independent 
contractors  only. 

To  comply  with  IRS  guidelines  and  avoid  tax  penalties  for  improper  reporting, 
the  Town  should  implement  a  procedure  to  accumulate  and  summarize  all 
compensation  so  that  it  can  be  reported  on  each  employee's  W-2  form.  If 
necessary,  two  W-2  forms  can  be  issued  to  each  employee. 

We  understand  that  the  Town  is  currently  in  the  process  of  implementing  the 
above  recommendation,  effective  January  1,  1991. 

Water  and  Sewer  Interest  Penalties 

During  our  analysis  of  water  and  sewer  revenues,  we  noted  that  the  Town  had 
improperly  recorded  interest  penalties  paid  on  overdue  water  and  sewer  charges 
as  water  and  sewer  revenue.  In  fact,  these  receipts  represent  interest  income.1 

While  at  present  the  amounts  of  water  and  sewer  interest  penalties  are  minor 
in  comparison  to  total  water  and  sewer  charges,  we  recommend  that  the  water 
and  sewer  department  prepare  a  monthly  journal  entry  which  distinguishes 
interest  receipts  from  water  and  sewer  receipts.  This  information  should  be 
forwarded  to  both  the  Town  Accountant's  and  Treasurer's  offices  so  that  all 
Town  records  will  accurately  reflect  these  balances. 
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Health  Claims  Trust  Fundjng 

We  noted  that  the  Town's  appropriation  to  the  fund  was  less  than  employee 
contributions.  This  situation  is  not  in  conformance  with  the  Town's  funding 
policy  of  53%  based  on  a  primary  care  premium  formula.  In  addition,  it  was 
noted  that  the  Town  accounts  for  the  Health  Claims  Trust  fund  in  its 
withholding  group  of  accounts. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  consider  the  establishment  of  a  comprehensive  trust 
fund  to  manage  its  health  claims.  The  fund  should  be  designed  to  separately 
identify  and  report  each  element  of  the  trust,  including  employee  and  Town 
contributions  by  type  of  coverage  (i.e.,  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield,  HMOs ,  etc.) 
and  disbursements  by  napure  of  expense  (i.e.,  claims,  premiums  to  HMOs, 
reinsurance  payments,  etc.).  In  addition,  in  calculating  the  health  fund 
premium,  the  Town's  portion  should  be  based  on  actual  amounts  withheld  from 
employees.  This  procedure  will  insure  that  the  Town  pays  its  agreed  upon 
share  of  health  claims. 

Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System 

The  Town  has  been  successful  in  converting  and  automating  its  budgeting, 
payroll  and  receipts  functions  to  the  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System 
(UMAS).  As  this  process  continues,  the  Town  plans  to  also  convert  its  general 
ledger  to  UMAS. 

There  have  been  many  changes  to  UMAS  since  the  Town  embarked  on  its  automated 
systems  project  a  few  years  ago.  Before  converting  the  general  ledger  we 
recommend  the  Town  rethink  its  fund  structure  and  account  coding  so  that  it 
conforms  to  current  UMAS  requirements.

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure  used  in 
administering  federal  financial  assistance  programs.  In  fulfilling  that 
responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess 
the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives 
of  an  internal  control  structure  used  in  administering  federal  financial 
assistance  programs  is  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not 
absolute,  assurance  that,  with  respect  to  federal  financial  assistance 
programs,  resource  use  is  consistent  with  laws,  regulations,  and  policies; 
resources  are  safeguarded  against  waste,  loss,  and  misuse;  and  reliable  data 
are  obtained,  maintained,  and  fairly  disclosed  in  reports. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  and 
administrative  controls  used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance 
programs,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be 
detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  systems  to  future  periods 
is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  ot 
changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may 
deteriorate . 
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Our  study  included  ail  of  the  applicable  control  categories  listed  above. 
During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1990,  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  had 
no  major  federal  financial  assistance  programs  and  expended  5b  percent  of  its 
total  federal  financial  assistance  under  the  following  nonmajor  federal 
financial  assistance  programs:  Education  Consolidation  Improvement  Act  of 
1981,  Chapter  I;  and  Education  of  Handicapped  Children.  With  respect  to  the 
internal  control  structure  used  in  administering  these  nonmajor  federal 
financial  assistance  programs,  our  study  and  evaluation  included  considering 
the  types  of  errors  and  irregularities  that  could  occur,  determining  the 
internal  control  procedures  that  should  prevent  or  detect  such  errors  and 
irregularities,  determining  whether  the  necessary  procedures  are  prescribed 
and  are  being  followed  satisfactorily,  and  evaluating  any  weaknesses. 

With  respect  to  the  internal  control  structure  used  solely  in  administering 
the  other  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  Massachusetts,  our  study  and  evaluation  was  limited  to  a  preliminary 
review  of  the  structure  to  obtain  an  understanding  of  the  control  environment 
and  the  flow  of  transactions  through  the  accounting  system.  Our  study  and 
evaluation  of  the  internal  control  structure  used  solely  in  administering 
these  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
Massachusetts  did  not  extend  beyond  this  preliminary  review  phase. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to  express 
an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  structure  used  in  administering  the  federal 
financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts. 
Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  structure 
used  in  administering  the  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Also,  our  audit,  made  in  accordance  with  the  standards  mentioned  above,  would 
not  necessarily  disclose  material  weaknesses  in  the  internal  control 
structure,  for  which  our  study  and  evaluation  was  limited  to  a  preliminary 
review  of  the  systems,  as  discussed  in  the  fifth  paragraph  of  this  report. 

However,  our  study  and  evaluation  and  our  audit  disclosed  no  condition  that  we 
believe  to  be  a  material  weakness  in  relation  to  a  federal  financial 
assistance  program  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other 
management  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  This  restriction  is 
not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which,  upon  acceptance 
by  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

We  have  applied  procedures  to  test  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts', 
compliance  with  the  following  requirements  applicable  to  the  following 
nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs:  Education  Consolidation 
Improvement  Act  of  1981,  Chapter  I;  and  Education  of  Handicapped  Children,  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1990:  Political  activty;  Davis-Bacon  Act;  Civil 
rights;  Federal  financial  reports;  and  Drug-Free  Workplace  Act. 

Our  procedures  were  limited  to  the  applicable  procedures  described  in  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  "Compliance  Supplement  for  Single  Audits  of 
State  and  Local  Governments".  Our  procedures  were  substantially  less  in  scope 
than  an  audit,  the  objective  of  which  is  the  expression  of  an  opinion  on  Town 
of  Norwood,  Massachusetts'  compliance  with  the  requirements  listed  in  the 
preceding  paragraph.

IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  GOVERNMENT  AUDITING  STANDARDS 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts: 


We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  Town  of  Norwood, 
Massachusetts,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1990,  and  have  issued  our 
report  thereon  dated  October  19,  1990. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  Government  Auditing  Standards,  issued  by  the  U.S.  General 
Accounting  Office.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit 
to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial 

statements  of  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1990,  we  considered  its  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our 
auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal 

control  structure. 

The  management  of  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling 
this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to 
assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are 
to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets 
are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that 

transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  general  purpose  financial 

statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or 
irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection 
of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk 
that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that 
the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures  may 
deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal 
control  structure  policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories:  Types 
of  services  allowed  or  unallowed;  Eligibility,  Matching  level  of  effort; 
Reporting  and  Special  Requirements. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  included  all  of  the 
control  categories  listed  above.  The  purpose  of  our  consideration  of  the 
internal  control  structure  was  to  determine  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of 
the  auditing  procedures  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material 
weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which 
the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  specific  internal  control 
structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that 
errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the 
financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a 
timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned

functions.  We  noted  no  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and 
its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

However,  we  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and 
its  operation  that  we  have  reported  to  the  management  of  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
Massachusetts,  in  a  separate  letter  dated  October  19,  1990.

The  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  1990 
were  held  primarily  in  the  Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers,  Room 
34,  Norwood  Memorial  Municipal  Building,  on  Tuesday  evenings, 
or  on  Wednesday  evenings  following  a  Monday  holiday,  with 
some  meetings  being  conducted  in  other  locations  from  time  to 
time  as  required.  The  Annual  Municipal  Election  took  place  on 
Monday,  the  2nd  of  April,  1990. 

During  forty-four  regular  meetings  and  a  number  of  special  or 
emergency  meetings  in  calendar  year  1990,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  conducted  public  hearings  as  mandated  by  statute  or 
policy,  as  well  as  innumerable  public  meetings  and  conferences 
on  specific  problems  and  subjects  of  interest  and  concern  to  the 
community,  and  acted  on  all  requests  and  subjects  presented  on 
each  meeting’s  agenda  for  consideration. 

Meetings  were  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  with  certain  key 
department  heads  to  review  reports  and  activities  in  their 
respective  departments  and  to  discuss  problems,  policy,  and 
recommendations. 
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Selectmen  William  F.  Butters  continued  to  serve  as  the  Town  of 
Norwood’s  representative  on  the  Norfolk  County  Advisory  Board. 

Bernice  Staller  and  Bernard  S.  Cooper  were  reappointed  to  serve 
as  Norwood’s  Designee  and  Alternate,  respectively,  to  the 
MBTA’s  Advisory  Board. 

Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Joseph  Welch,  and  Alternate, 
Gary  Schorer,  were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
serve  as  Designees  to  the  Neponset  River  Watershed  Association. 

After  long  and  lengthy  litigation,  a  decision  was  reached  by  the 
Courts  in  favor  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  and  refunds  were  sent 
out  to  each  subscriber  who  was  overcharged  for  Supercable 
service  by  the  defendant  Adams-Russell  Co.,  Inc.  Checks  went 
out  to  those  overcharged  in  any  month  from  September  1,  1985, 
through  December  29,  1986,  in  the  amount  of  seven  dollars 
($7.00),  plus  interest  at  the  rate  of  12%  per  annum  for  each 
month  of  such  overcharge  and  overpayment.  Adams-Russell  was 
required  to  send  out  notices  to  all  current  and  former 
subscribers  entitled  to  payment,  and  to  publish  a  copy  of  said 
notice  at  least  once  in  area  newspapers.  At  the  end  of  a  one- 
year  period,  Adams-Russell  must  submit  to  the  Court  for 
approval  an  accounting  of  the  number  and  amount  of  refunds 
paid  and  those  funds  unclaimed.  After  a  one-year  period,  and 
best  efforts  to  locate  subscribers  entitled  to  a  refund,  Adams- 
Russell  shall  pay  over  all  unclaimed  funds,  with  interest,  to  the 
Town  of  Norwood  and  shall  no  longer  be  liable  to  any  unpaid 
claims.  The  Town  will  administer  the  fund,  using  same  for 
cable-related  education  programs  by  residents  of  the  town,  or  for 
other  charitable  purposes  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  deems 
appropriate.  The  funds  may  not,  however,  be  used  for  legal  or 
administrative  costs  in  pursuing  the  action  against  Adams- 
Russell,  or  for  the  operating  costs  of  municipal  services  within 
the  Town. 

On  January  9,  1990,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  contact 
Cablevision  and  inform  them  that  they  would  like  their  weekly 
meetings  televised  live,  as  part  of  their  contract  agreement. 

In  the  matter  of  Bird  &  Son  vs.  The  Town  of  Norwood,  the 
Court  found  that  through  no  fault  of  either  party,  Bird  did  make 
substantial  overpayments  to  the  Town  as  a  result  of  a  water 
meter  mistakenly  measuring  in  gallons  rather  than  cubic  feet, 
and  granted  summary  judgement  on  the  issue  of  liability,  ruling 
that,  as  a  matter  of  law,  the  Town  was  not  entitled  to  retain  the 
money  Bird  paid  by  mistake,  which  "in  equity  and  good 
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conscience"  belonged  to  Bird  &  Son.  The  Court  did  not  find  any 
wrongdoing  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  left  open  the  question 
of  the  amount  Bird  had  over  paid. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  with  Michael  Brennan  of  the  MBTA 
Real  Estate  Division  regarding  a  question  of  Town-owned  land, 
and  charging  of  parking  fees.  A  fee  of  $1.00  was  instituted  and 
a  lock-box  system  used  to  collect  fees  at  Norwood  Central  in 
June.  Paving  by  MBTA  was  dependent  on  whether  or  not  the 
Town  agreed  to  the  parking  fees  as  discussed.  Also  discussed 
was  the  use  of  the  Stop  and  Shop  Lot  as  a  temporary  parking 
area  until  work  is  completed.  On  August  11,  1990,  a  twenty- 
five  (25)  year  lease  was  signed  with  the  MBTA. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  received  all  permits  necessary  from  the 
DEP,  MWRA,  and  the  Corp.  of  Engineers  for  the  completion  of 
the  Norwood  Interceptor  Relief  Sewer  which  would  eliminate 
overflows,  and  serve  as  a  temporary  solution  until  the  MWRA 
implements  plans  for  the  New  Neponset  Valley  sewer  line.  Due 
to  the  State’s  fiscal  crisis,  and  in  order  to  be  assured  of  being  in 
a  position  to  make  timely  payments  to  the  contract,  the 
Selectmen  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of 
reimbursement  by  the  Commonwealth,  since  failure  to  take  this 
action  would  place  the  Town  in  danger  of  losing  a  favorable  bid 
for  this  important  project. 

The  New  Neponset  Valley  Relief  Sewer  will  correct  current 
system  deficiencies  and  provide  for  the  future  population  growth 
within  the  service  area.  The  existing  sewer,  built  in  the  late 
1930’s,  is  no  longer  large  enough  to  handle  wastewater  flows 
from  Walpole,  Stoughton,  Canton,  Norwood,  Westwood,  and  parts 
of  Dedham,  Hyde  Park,  and  Milton.  Construction  activities  will 
be  limited  to  portions  of  Milton,  Canton,  and  Norwood.  Included 
in  the  project  is  a  major  pumping  station  and  associated  force 
main,  and  gravity  relief  sewers  for  the  Walpole  and  Stoughton 
Extension  Sewers,  as  well  as  the  upstream  portion  of  the  New 
Neponset  Valley  Sewer.  This  will  involve  digging  of  trenches 
ranging  from  10  ft.  to  21  ft.  deep  for  the  installation  of  24"  to 
72"  diameter  pipe.  Construction  of  relief  facilities  should  begin 
in  the  summer  of  1991. 

Boch,  Inc.,  lost  a  celebrated  court  case  in  the  Town  of  Norwood 
in  late  December.  The  agency  sought  to  overturn  a  Selectmen- 
imposed  parking  ban  on  West  Border  Road.  Mr.  Boch  insists  he 
needs  the  street  to  run  his  Toyota  Dealership,  but  residents  of 
that  area  have  complained  for  years  that  Boch  employees  use 
the  street  as  a  private  parking  lot  and  speedway  for  testing 
cars.  A  Superior  Court  Judge  upheld  the  ban,  taking  away

temporary  parking  rights  to  one  side  of  the  street,  which  was 
granted  pending  a  decision  in  the  case.  Boch  is  now  appealing 
this  decision  and  is  seeking  immediate  reinstatement  of  parallel 
parking  rights  pending  a  ruling  from  the  Appeals  Court. 

As  owners  of  the  land  under  Buckmaster  Pond  in  Westwood,  the 
Town  of  Norwood  maintains  rights  to  the  water  from  the  aquifer 
below.  Well  operations  have  been  closed  down  for  7  to  8  years, 
due  to  the  presence  of  volatile  organic  compounds  in  small 
amounts.  A  study  was  done  by  Fay,  Spofford  and  Thorndike, 
funded  100%  by  a  grant  from  the  DEQE.  Additional  monies 
were  approved  by  the  Town  for  the  digging  of  3  or  4  test  wells, 
and  an  analysis  of  the  water  samples.  The  results  will  indicate 
treatment  requirement. 

When  requested  to  consider  a  one-month  trial  for  a  truck 
exclusion  on  East  Street  by  diverting  truck-traffic  to  a  portion 
of  Everett  Street,  the  Selectmen  declined.  A  letter  was  sent 
informing  the  Westwood  Board  of  Selectmen  that  due  to  very 
legitimate  concerns  for  the  safety  and  welfare  of  Norwood 
residents  in  that  area,  they  could  not  comply. 

Representatives  of  the  Board  met  with  officials  of  the  MBTA  to 
point  out  problems  at  Norwood  Central  Station.  Commuters  are 
squeezing  through  and  being  caught  between  the  fences  and  the 
train.  Disappointed  at  the  suggestions  of  MBTa  officials  to 
merely  erect  bigger  signs  and  to  place  an  MBTA  cop  there  as  a 
deterrent,  the  Selectmen  publicly  stated  that  this  is  a  potential 
tragedy  waiting  to  happen.  The  Manager  suggested  writing  to 
Mr.  Glynn,  with  copies  to  Representative  Sullivan  and  Senator 
Keating,  informing  him  that  this  Board  intends  to  discuss  the 
matter  with  the  new  Governor. 

The  MWRA  advised  of  a  revised  budget,  and  the  Selectmen 
voted  an  increase  of  8%  in  the  sewer  rates  instead  of  the 
anticipated  15%  projected  last  May.  This  is  the  smallest 
increase  in  five  years.  The  new  rate  became  effective  July  1st. 
In  a  separate  action,  the  Board  voted  to  charge  a  $20.00  fee  for 
the  testing  of  water  meters.  Fee  would  be  returned  if  the  meter 
proved  to  be  faulty. 

A  compromise  was  reached  between  residents  of  Irving  Street 
and  the  building,  Robert  Folsom,  regarding  construction  of 
duplexes  in  an  area  of  that  neighborhood  thought  to  have  been 
rezoned  "single  residence"  only.  After  many  meetings  with 
residents,  Mr.  Folsom  agreed  to  building  duplexes  with  one 
entrance  only  which  would  the  appearance  of  a  single-family 
home.  Although  perhaps  not  completely  satisfied,  the  neighbors 
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were  mollified. 

A  referendum  petition  to  overturn  Town  Meeting  action  to 
approve  a  6%  wage  increase  to  Town  employees,  and  a  second 
to  overturn  a  $30,000  pension  cap  were  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  After  discussions  with  Town  Counsel,  and 
clarification  under  Chapter  43,  Section  7  MGL  by  the  Secretary 
of  State’s  Office,  a  Special  Election  was  held  Monday,  August 
13th.  Both  measures  to  repeal  were  defeated. 

Due  to  the  opening  of  the  mall  at  Nahatan  Place,  comer  of 
Nahatan  and  Lenox  Streets,  traffic  lights  were  considered  at  that 
intersection.  Mr.  Carroll  cautioned  it  would  be  a  very  expensive 
proposition,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  turn  authorized  the 
Manager  to  look  into  possible  ways  to  fund  such  a  project, 
including  applying  for  an  Urban  Systems  Grant,  and/or  talking 
with  both  owners  of  the  properties  regarding  donations. 

Temporary  traffic  lights  at  Dean  and  Washington  Streets  have 
been  in  place  for  over  six  months,  and  the  experiment  has 
proved  to  be  somewhat  a  success.  Given  the  amounts  of  traffic 
at  that  intersection,  and  the  difficulties  with  land-takings,  it 
may  be  the  permanent  solution  to  a  problem.  The  Town  will 
continue  to  monitor  and  to  meet  with  the  South  Norwood  Study 
Committee. 

Town  Meeting  approved  the  acceptance  of  Youngs  Avenue,  as 
suggested  by  the  South  Norwood  Study  Committee.  The 
connection  will  be  made  between  Weld  Avenue  and  Atwood 
Avenue,  thereby  facilitating  traffic  and  allowing  motor  vehicles 
to  drive  through.  A  plus  factor  will  be  the  improvement  of  the 
water  pressure  and  supply  to  residences. 

The  completion  will  allow  for  adequate  access  and  egress  to  St. 
George’s  Church. 

A  court  order  necessitated  moving  the  Town  Dog  Pound  from 
Union  Street  to  the  site  of  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station.  Work  on 
the  building  was  done  by  employees  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  at  a  considerable  savings  to  the  Town.  Officer  Rodak 
asked  for,  and  received  permission  to  letter  a  granite  marker  to 
be  placed  at  the  site.  Dedication  will  take  place  in  the  spring 
of  1991. 
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A  six-month  trial  period  to  share  recreational  facilities  was 
initiated  between  the  Town  of  Westwood  and  the  Town  of 
Norwood.  This  would  give  Norwood  residents  access  to 
swimming  during  the  colder  months,  and  to  have  their  children 
join  a  recreation  swim  team. 

Final  design  of  the  Sculptor,  Robert  Shure,  was  approved  by  the 
Selectmen.  The  statue,  known  as  "Protectors  of  the  American 
Way"  will  be  located  on  the  Town  Common  at  the  intersection 
of  Nahatan  and  Washington  Streets,  and  is  being  donated  to 
the  Town  of  Norwood  through  the  generosity  of  Frank  Simoni. 
The  edifice  will  consist  of  three  octagonal  risers  with  the  names 
of  the  various  branches  of  the  services.  There  is  a  solid  granite 
center,  roughly  8  ft.  high  surrounded  by  three  figures.  Uniforms 
are  not  from  any  particular  war  or  era,  and  the  figures 
representing  the  family  are  of  a  mother  and  mother  holding  a 
child.  Along  the  side  is  the  Town  Seal.  A  diligent  committee 
discussed  and  viewed  the  statue  on  various  occasions  before 
submitting  the  designs  to  the  Selectmen  for  final  approval.  The 
making  of  the  statue  is  to  be  filmed  by  the  High  School,  and 
future  copies  given  to  the  Historical  Commission  and  the  library. 

At  the  request  of  Yellow  Cab,  the  Selectmen  designated  six  spots 
as  taxi  stands,  after  conferring  with  the  Uptown  Parking 
Committee,  and  the  South  Norwood  Committee.  The  Selectmen 
based  their  approval  on  the  needs  of  those  dependent  upon  taxi 
service  for  transportation. 

Representatives  of  the  MWRA  appeared  before  the  Board  to 
discuss  Operation  Watersense/Domestic  Device  Retrofit  Program. 
The  objective  is  to  decrease  residential  water  use  through  the 
direct  installation  of  water  saving  fixtures,  household  leak 
detection  surveys,  and  water  conservation  education  to  Norwood 
consumers.  There  will  be  no  charge  to  customers,  and  the 
residents  will  save  up  to  20%  of  household  water  use. 
Advertising  will  be  done  through  the  media,  school  programs  and 
by  advance  mailing  to  the  consumers.  Norwood  is  to  serve  as 
a  "model  town"  from  which  the  agency  will  launch  the  program. 

In  order  to  facilitate  fining  the  owners  of  unleashed  dogs,  the 
Board  instituted  a  policy  whereby  a  complainant  could  fill  out 
a  standard  Dog  Complaint  Form,  have  it  notarized,  and  then 
present  it  to  the  Dog  Officer.  Mr.  Rodak  is  authorized  to  issue 
a  fine  to  the  owner  of  the  animal.  If  the  fine  is  not  paid,  the 
owner  must  appear  in  court.  The  matter  would  be  heard  before 
a  court  magistrate. 
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On  April  28th,  Norwood  held  Glad-Bag-A-Thon  Day.  The  Glad 
Company  sponsored  100  grants,  Norwood  being  the  only  Town 
to  receive  one.  The  others  went  to  cities.  There  was  a 
tremendous  response,  and  quite  a  few  areas  of  the  Town  were 
literally  swept  clean.  Seven  private  contractors  donated  money 
and  equipment  to  do  the  large  areas,  and  residents  working  in 
teams  had  an  opportunity  to  get  to  know  one  another  as  they 
worked  side  by  side.  Tom  Doyle  served  as  Honorary  Chairman 
for  this  event,  and  the  Board  presented  him  with  a  plaque  to 
show  their  appreciation  for  his  efforts.  In  the  afternoon  a 
cookout  was  held  at  Fr.  Mac’s,  complete  with  food, 
entertainment,  and  games  for  children.  All  plans  were 
coordinated  through  a  committee  headed  up  by  personnel  of  the 
DPW,  and  the  entire  affair  was  a  tribute  to  their  initiative  and 
leadership. 

The  Balch  School  celebrated  its  75th  Anniversary  as  a  public 
school  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  on  Sunday,  April  29th,  by 
holding  an  open  house.  Students  past  and  present  were  able  to 
walk  through  the  building  and  greet  teachers  in  classrooms  and 
the  cafeteria.  The  children  of  the  Balch  School  made  up  a  time- 
capsule  to  be  opened  on  the  occasion  of  the  100th  Anniversary 
of  the  school.  The  original  structure  was  built  in  1913,  and 
wing  added  in  1923. 

Under  the  very  able  efforts  of  Francis  Hopcroft,  Chairman  of  the 
Recycling  Committee,  and  program  of  curbside  recycling  was 
initiated.  Mr.  Hopcroft  and  his  committee  worked  on  school 
programs,  and  flyers,  handouts  and  distribution  boxes  giving 
advance  notice  of  the  program.  The  collection  is  scheduled  to  be 
bi-weekly,  and  will  cover  many  items  not  originally  planned, 
including  high-density  polyethylene,  and  metals  such  as  pie 
plates,  aluminum  foil  and  tonic  cans.  Residents  will  be 
instructed  as  to  procedure  via  mail  and  an  informational  packet. 
Once  again,  everyone  is  encouraged  to  become  seriously 
concerned  about  their  environment  and  to  participate  in  this 
program. 

On  February  27th,  the  Selectmen  granted  the  first  license  to 
operate  a  Billiard  Parlor  to  James  Shane.  The  operation  is 
know  as  "Mad  Maggie’s",  and  located  at  38-44  Vanderbilt 
Avenue.  The  Board  approved  a  total  of  43  billiard  tables,  and 
5  video/5  pinball  machines,  plus  a  dart  room.

On  November  16th,  the  Selectmen  approved  a  license  to  operate 
an  indoor  golf  facility  for  Galleria  Sports,  Inc.,  dba  Players 
Indoor  Golf  and  Billiard  Parlor,  at  500  Boston-Providence 
Highway.  Along  with  the  indoor  golf  machines,  the  Selectmen 
approved  licensing  of  12  billiard  tables,  and  5  video/5  automatic 
amusement  devices.  The  owners  of  both  facilities  agreed  to 
enforce  the  billiard  rule  —  no  one  under  the  age  of  18  to  be 
allowed  unless  accompanied  by  parent  or  guardian. 

The  Selectmen  were  able  to  increase  the  number  of  summer  jobs 
filled  on  the  basis  of  a  lottery  selection,  to  21  people,  when  the 
Finance  Commission  agreed  to  transfer  additional  funds  for  that 
purpose.  The  recommendation  was  made  to  the  Board  due  to 
the  influx  of  applications  resulting  from  lack  of  available  work. 

Student  Government  Day  was  held  May  1st.  Selectman  Joseph 
F.  Curran  was  present  to  welcome  21  enthusiastic  students,  and 
to  explain  the  inner  workings  of  the  Board.  Departments  heads 
were  introduce,  and  a  student  assigned  to  each  for  hands-on 
experience.  The  morning  culminated  with  lunch.  The  following 
students  were  appointed  to  serve  as  acting  selectmen:  Tricia 
Coakley,  Timothy  Needham,  Katy  Kale,  Dan  Burton,  and  Karen 
Ingersoll. 

Traditional  Memorial  Day,  July  4th,  and  Veterans  Day  parades 
were  enthusiastically  greeted  by  residents  of  the  Town.  Many 
thanks  go  to  those  who  efficiently,  year  after  year,  devote  their 
time  and  energies  to  organizing  and  insuring  the  success  of 
these  events.  As  always,  special  thanks  go  to  the  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  to  George  Thomas,  Director  of 
Veterans  Affairs. 

The  annual  tree  lighting  ceremony  was  held  on  November  25th. 
Costumed  characters  entertained  on  Washington  Street,  and  a 
sing-a-long  of  traditional  Christmas  music  was  conducted  at 
Town  hall,  led  by  Penny  Carroll.  Refreshments  were  served  in 
Memorial  Hall.  Santa’s  procession  began  at  Guild  Square  and 
traveled  down  Washington  Street  using  a  Town  Fire  Truck,  and 
accompanied  musically  by  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
Mustang  Marching  Band. 

The  Norwood  Art  Association  held  a  pre-holiday  art  auction  on 
October  26th  in  the  gym  of  the  Civic  Center. 
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Special  holiday  greetings,  signed  by  residents  and  children,  wee 
sent  to  military  personnel  assigned  to  the  Persian  Gulf.  Prayers 
for  their  safe  return  accompanied  the  many  cards  and 
signatures. 

A  letter  of  commendation  was  issued  to  James  S.  Waterhouse, 
25  Garfield  Avenue,  who,  without  fear  for  his  personal  safety 
rushed  into  the  house  of  a  bed-ridden  elderly  neighbor  to  render 
assistance  during  a  fast  moving  fire.  In  doing  so,  he  was 
severely  burned.  The  Selectmen  praised  Mr.  Waterhouse  for  his 
act  of  valor  and  heroism,  and  asked  that  he  be  remembered  in 
the  prayers  of  the  people  of  Norwood. 

The  Selectmen  also  commended  Captain  Robert  Molloy  and  all 
Fire  Personnel  responding  to  the  fire  at  30  Garfield  Avenue. 
These  men  were  hampered  by  extreme  fire  conditions  and 
freezing  temperatures,  but  persevered  as  a  unit  against  blind 
smoke  and  heat  to  rescue  Nora  Curran  and  James  Waterhouse. 

Letters  of  special  recognition  were  sent  to  Philip  McManus, 
General  Foreman,  Cemetery  Division,  Walter  Preibis,  General 
Foreman,  DPW,  and  Gary  P.  Schorer,  Assistant  Superintendent, 
DPW,  who,  working  side-by-side  with  their  men,  managed  to 
keep  the  Town  of  Norwood  moving  on  a  near-normal  basis 
during  a  long  and  difficult  winter. 

Special  congratulations  were  sent  to  Brain  T.  Jasinski,  38  Anne 
Road,  upon  achieving  Scouting’s  highest  award,  that  of  "EAGLE 
SCOUT". 

Dispatch  Supervisor  James  Forrest  was  presented  with  a 
commendation  for  actions  on  May  8th,  when  he  responded  to  a 
telephone  call  on  the  emergency  line  at  the  Police  Station,  and 
instructed  a  young  mother  on  how  to  revive  her  baby  through 
CPR  and  back-taps. 

Special  recognition  was  given  to  Jim  Capaldo,  Plumbing 
Inspector,  Walter  Ryan,  Town  Engineer,  and  Joe  Welch, 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  for  their  quick  decisive  actions 
in  the  execution  of  their  duties  by  ordering  the  removal  of  an 
illegal  cross-connection  at  Simoni’s  Flowers  which  could  very 
well  have  contaminated  the  quality  of  Norwood’s  water  supply, 
along  with  other  communities  on  the  M.D.C.  line. 

Letters  of  commendation  were  presented  to  Officer  Robert 
Harkins,  NPD,  Officer  Richard  Giacoppo,  NPD,  and  Officer  Kevin 
Grasso,  NPD,  for  their  actions  on  October  26th,  when  responding 
to  a  call  of  an  armed  home  invasion.  This  particular  call  turned 
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into  a  life-threatening  matter,  with  one  victim  shot  and  a 
possible  hostage  situation.  As  responding  officers,  these  men 
disarmed  and  apprehended  the  assailant  before  others  could  be 
harmed. 

George  Collins,  DPW,  Steve  Costello,  DPW,  Frank  Campisano, 
DPW,  and  Robert  Clark,  DPW,  received  a  letter  of  appreciation 
for  the  time  and  professional  expertise  they  devoted  to  the 
completion  of  the  Dog  Pound  at  the  site  of  the  Ellis  Pumping 
Station. 

Ron  Smith,  317  Summit  Avenue,  Brookline,  received  a 
commendation  for  his  actions  on  December  1,  1990.  As  a 
passerby,  noting  a  fire  in  South  Norwood,  Mr.  Smith  entered  the 
burning  structure  twice  and  assisted  two  women  from  the 
building.

Norman  Herig,  R.N.,  Public  Health  Nurse,  retired  after  36  years 
of  dedicated  service  to  the  Town  of  Norwood,  and  in  a  letter  of 
congratulations  and  good  wishes,  the  Selectmen  thanked  her  for 
contributions  and  concerns  for  the  welfare  of  the  residents.

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1990  REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  SENIOR  CENTER 

The  Norwood  Senior  Center  continues  to  be  a  vital,  active 
meeting  place  for  Norwood  Seniors  to  participate  in  social, 
volunteer  and  educational  activities.  The  Center  is  open  full 
time,  excluding  holidays,  from  8:30  to  4:30. 

In  the  area  of  Health  and  Education  the  following  programs  are 
offered:  Blood  Pressure  Clinics,  Glaucoma  Screenings,  Exercise 
Classes,  Health  Insurance  Counseling,  Medication  Safety,  the 
Library  Program,  and  seminars  on  timely  subjects. 

Social  and  Recreational  programs  offered  include:  Holiday 
Bazaar,  Holiday  Parties,  Oil  Painting,  Bingo  and  Cribbage,  Line 
Dancing,  Crafts,  Monthly  Luncheons  and  Penny  Sales. 

Services  provided  include:  Income  Tax  Assistance  (February  to 
April),  MBTA  PASS  program,  the  Monthly  Newsletter,  Self-Help 
Surplus  Food  Distribution,  Legal  Services,  Senior  ID  Cards, 
Transportation  to  out  of  town  hospital  and  doctor’s  appointments, 
Telephone  Reassurance,  Advocacy  on  important  issues, 
Counseling  for  seniors  and  their  families. 

Our  Mini-bus  continued  to  provide  transportation  to  the  Senior 
Center,  Elderly  Housing  Complexes,  the  Nahatan  and  Peabody 
Meal  sites,  and  doctor  and  hospital  visits  within  Norwood. 
Seniors  were  also  taken  food  shopping  four  days  a  week  to  the 
Walpole  or  Dedham  Malls,  and  to  other  appointments.  The 
increase  in  gasoline  prices  forced  us  to  look  for  ways  to 
economize  bus  services  without  sacrificing  the  quality  of  service. 

The  Outreach  Program  continued  to  grow  with  referrals  from 
many  sources  including  HESSCO,  the  VNA,  the  Norwood 
Housing  Authority,  Norwood  Library  Outreach,  friends  and 
family  of  the  seniors.  Susan  assisted  clients  with  Fuel 
Assistance,  insurance  and  medical  forms,  information  in  many 
areas  pertinent  to  their  well-being,  and  made  hospital  and  home 
visits.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department, 
the  Alzheimer’s  Alert  Program  is  in  place. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  our  dedicated  volunteers  who  have  donated 
over  11,000  hours  of  service  valued  at  over  $97,000  in  1990. 
They  gave  unselfishly  of  their  time  and  talents.  In  this  time  of 
fiscal  constraints  their  services  were  especially  valuable  and  this 
find  group  of  people  contributed  greatly  to  the  success  of  the 
center.

1990  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  pride  that  I  hereby  respectfully 
submit  my  1990  Annual  Report  to  the  people  of  Norwood 
concerning  the  discharge  of  my  responsibilities  as  Town  Counsel. 

As  Town  Counsel  to  Norwood,  the  legal  services  provided  by 
myself  and  my  firm  are  generally  divided  into  three  categories. 
These  categories  are: 

1. Town  Counsel  Basic  Services.  These  services  include  all  day- 
to-day  services,  including  consultations  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  General  Manager,  Chiefs  of  Police  and  Fire,  the 
Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Building  Inspector,  Engineer,  Boards 
of  Health  and  Assessors,  Norwood  Airport  Commission, 
Municipal  Light  Department,  Finance  Committee,  School 
Committee,  Town  Planner  and  Planning  Board,  Conservation 
Commission,  and  other  municipal  boards,  committees  and 
officers.  Such  consultations  may  involve  informal  advise  and 
opinions,  review  of  contracts,  deeds  or  other  documents, 
drafting  formal  opinions,  etc.  Additionally,  these  services 
include  review  and  approval  of  all  Town  Meeting  warrant 
articles  and  attendance  at  Special  and  Norwood  Town 
Meetings. 

2.  Litigation  Services.  These  are  adversarial  proceedings  before 
a  court  or  administrative  agency.  During  1990,  such 
proceedings  took  place  before  the  Norfolk  Superior  Court, 
United  States  District  Court,  Massachusetts  Appeals  Court, 
U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  Appellate  Tax  Board, 
Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Land  Court.  Such  adversarial  proceedings 
generally  have  a  "winner"  and  a  "loser  when  consummated. 
I  am  pleased  to  say  that  during  1990,  in  the  great  majority  of 
cases,  an  outcome  favorable  to  the  Town  resulted.  A  good 
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many  matters  of  long  standing  were  decided  in  favor  of  the 
Town,  including  the  East  Border  Road  dispute.  The  latter 
case,  however,  was  appealed  by  the  opposing  litigant  and  is 
now  in  the  Appeals  Court.  A  good  many  litigation  matters  (as 
is  typical  in  most  towns)  involved  land  use  issued  of  one  kind 
or  another. 

3.  Labor  and  Employment  Matters.  These  matters  include  labor 
negotiations,  grievances,  arbitrations,  prohibited  practice 
charges  and  employee  discipline  matters.  Typically,  they  may 
involve  proceedings  before  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  Joint 
Labor  Management  Committee,  Massachusetts  Labor  Relations 
Commission,  and  American  Arbitration  Association.  Of  several 

arbitrations  in  1990,  none  were  decided  against  the  Town. 
Likewise,  several  Labor  Relations  Commission  proceedings  were 
ruled  in  favor  of  the  Town  or  withdrawn  by  the  charging 
party. 

Because  of  excellent  supervision  and  outstanding  rank  and  file 
employees,  disciplinary  matters  are  quite  uncommon.  Multi¬ 
year  labor  agreements  were  negotiated,  ratified  and  funded  in 
1990  Police,  Fire,  Town  Hall,  and  DPW  employees,  assuring 
continued  labor  peace  for  the  next  several  years. 


I  am  gratified  and  very  appreciative  of  the  excellent  and 
cooperative  relationship  which  I  have  enjoyed  with  all  officials 
and  employees  of  the  Town;  it  has  made  my  job  easier  and  more 
enjoyable  and  has  facilitated  cost-effective  and  high  quality  legal 
services  to  the  Town.  May  I  also  be  presumptuous  enough  to 
say  that  the  Town  Meeting  members  and  other  residents  of  the 
Town  have  been  generous  with  their  time  and  cooperation,  and 
most  gracious  in  all  their  dealings  with  me.  I  sincerely 
appreciate  it.  That  attitude  of  commitment  to  the  common  good 
is  one  major  reason  for  the  extraordinarily  high  quality  of 
municipal  government  and  services  in  the  Town,  and  it 
contributes  mightily  to  the  high  quality  of  life  in  Norwood. 

Thank  you  most  sincerely  for  the  opportunity  of  working  with 
and  for  the  Town  and  its  residents.

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1990  REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  role  of  the  Conservation  Commission  as  protector  of  our 
wetlands  continues  undiminished.  As  our  Town  approaches  a 
status  of  full  development  more  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  on 
land  bordering  or  including  wetlands.  It  follows  that  our 
decisions  become  increasingly  significant  as  we  balance  the  need 
to  protect  our  wetlands  and  the  rights  of  property  owners. 

The  year  1990  was  marked  by  the  loss  of  our  Chairman,  Faye 
Siegfriedt.  This  was  a  loss  not  only  to  the  Commission  and  the 
Town  but  to  our  environment  and  wetlands  which  she  protected 
passionately.  Her  contributions  were  many  and  her  memory  will 
endure. 

The  year  1990  was  a  particularly  busy  year  as  we  met  on  the 
first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each  month,  and  conducted  many 
hearings  and  site  inspections. 

We  worked  toward  organizing  our  efforts  and  paper  flow  and 
have  made  significant  progress. 

The  Conservation  Commissions  is  pleased  to  advise  that  our 
budget  permitted  the  planting  of  30  maple  trees  on  the  boundary 
of  Endean  which  will  enhance  the  scenic  beauty  of  this  lovely 
area.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Superintendent,  Joe 
Welch  and  his  DPW  associates  for  their  labor  and  skill  in  this 
planting.  All  thirty  trees  survived  the  first  critical  year., 

Recent  legislation  now  makes  it  possible  for  Conservation 
Commissioners  to  enter  upon  private  property  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  any  work  or  development  within  wetlands  or  buffer 
zone  without  permission  of  the  property  owner.  Such  authority 
will  be  used  in  a  responsible  manner. 

Your  Conservation  Commission  urges  all  of  you  to  enjoy  the 
natural  wonders  of  Conservation  Property  in  our  Town.  Of 
particular  enjoyment  are  the  Ellis  Pond  and  the  land  around  it. 
This  lovely  resource  can  be  entered  from  George  Willet  Parkway 
or  Walpole  Street.  Commission  property  including  an  18  acre 
site  located  on  University  Avenue  adjacent  to  the  Neponset  River 
(the  only  northerly  flowing  river  in  Massachusetts)  is  a  nature 
lover’s  dream  located  as  it  is  in  our  densely  populated  Town. 
This  property  is  particularly  valuable  as  a  natural  resource 
because  of  its  profuse  vegetation,  wildlife,  and  its  location  in  the 
flyway  for  geese  and  birds  during  migration. 

You  are  welcome  to  attend  our  meetings  which  are  held  on  the 
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first  and  third  Wednesday  each  month.  We  would  be  most 
appreciative  if  those  with  background  in  the  natural  sciences 
could  share  their  expertise  with  us.

The  Clinic  Dentist  examines  all  children  in  grades  one  through 
six  in  the  Norwood  Public  schools  and  ST.  Catherine’s  Parochial 
school.  With  parental  approval  the  children  needing  dental  care 
are  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic.  The  treatments,  up  until  June 
1990,  included  cleanings,  plaque  control,  dental  hygiene 
instruction,  fillings  and  emergency  treatments  for  special  needs. 
A  total  of  261  children  were  seen.  The  Dental  Clinic  also  offers 
a  sealant  program  for  children  in  grades  two,  three  and  six. 
Sealants  are  a  plastic  resin  that  prevents  tooth  decay  when 
applied  to  the  chewing  surface  of  molars.  Three  hundred  sixteen 
sealants  were  placed.  As  of  September  1990  the  treatments  in 
the  dental  clinic  include  cleaning,  plaque  control,  dental  hygiene 
instruction  and  sealant  placement.  From  September  1990  to 
January  1991  ninety-three  children  were  seen  in  the  clinic. 
Seventy-one  cleanings  were  done  and  one  hundred  four  sealants 
were  placed  on  permanent  molars. 


SCHOOL  NURSING  SERVICES  ST.  CATHERINE’S

In  accordance  with  the  school  immunization  laws,  booster  doses 
of  necessary  vaccines  are  given.  Parents  are  notified  of  necessary 
vaccines. 

All  children  are  given  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  every  year 
to  screen  them  for  visual  defects.  Children  that  fail  the  test  are 
referred  to  an  ophthalmologist  for  further  examination.  All 
children  are  given  an  audiometer  test.  Children  failing  this  test 
are  referred  to  an  ear  specialist  for  further  treatment.  A  scoliosis 
screening  was  held  for  children  in  grades  5-9.  This  is  not  a 
diagnostic  service  but  a  program  to  identify  young  people  who 
should  have  further  medical  evaluation.  If  any  unusual  findings 
are  detected  the  parent  is  asked  to  consult  their  family 
physician.

In  1990  the  Board  continued  its  program  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
cardiovascular  disease  by  sponsoring  cholesterol  screening  in 
conjunction  with  the  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks.  A  total  of  457  area 
residents  were  screened  during  April  and  September. 
Approximately  35%  of  those  screened  were  considered  to  be  at 
risk  for  cardiovascular  disease  due  to  elevated  cholesterol  and 
were  referred  for  medical  attention. 

A  Melanoma  and  Skin  Cancer  Screening  was  held  in  May.  The 
program  was  sponsored  by  the  American  Academy  of 
Dermatology,  the  American  Cancer  Society,  and  the  Board  of 
Health.  A  total  of  41  persons  were  examined  by  Dr.  Berliner. 
Every  clinic  participant  was  instructed  on  prevention  of  skin 
cancer  by  use  of  sun  blocks  and  by  reducing  exposure  to  the 
sun. 

A  total  of  30  employees  participated  in  an  educational  program 
to  reduce  skin  cancer. 

The  Board  again  sponsored  a  Cardiovascular  Risk  Screening 
Program  at  the  Norwood  High  School  for  senior  students  in 
which  244  students  participated. 

The  Department  of  Health  cooperated  with  the  School 
Department,  Nursery  Schools,  and  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health  to  control  an  outbreak  of  Pertussis.  A  total  of  27  cases 
were  reported  which  included:

Radon  test  kits  were  offered  for  sale.  A  total  of  146  kits  were 
purchased. 

A  swimming  pool  operation  and  maintenance  seminar  was  held 
for  the  owners  and  operators  of  public  and  semi-public  pools. 

A  food  service  seminar  was  held  in  April.  Ninety-seven 
restaurant  owners  and  employees  attended. 

The  Board  acted  upon  four  sub-divisions. 

The  Board  passed  a  regulation  to  provide  for  fees  for  the  hiring 
of  outside  consultants.  These  fees  are  to  be  paid  by  the 
applicant. 

The  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  and  two 
special  recycling  days  saw  990  gallons  of  waste  oil,  three 
truckloads  of  tires,  236  automotive  batteries  as  well  as  29  drums 
of  pesticides,  organic  solvents,  paints,  corrosives  and  flammable 
materials.

The  Authority’s  staff  is  comprised  of  one  Executive  Director,  one 
Deputy  Executive  Director,  one  Rental  Assistance  Program 
Coordinator,  One  Bookkeeper/Computer  Operator,  one 
Clerk/Typist,  One  Maintenance  Supervisor,  and  seven 
Maintenance  Laborers. 

The  duties  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  the  objective 
of  Public  Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  housing  to  families  and  elderly  persons  of  low  and 
moderate  incomes  at  rents  they  can  afford.  The  primary 
function  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  to  administer 
public  housing  programs  within  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  to 
recommend  and  apply  for  financial  assistance  to  State  and 
Federal  Agencies  for  new  developments,  when  they  are 
determined  to  be  needed. 

The  Authority  administers  a  662  housing  program  within  the 
Town.  Of  this  total,  481  units  are  located  in  buildings  and 
owned  and  leased  under  either  the  federal  Section  8  or  State 
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707  Rental  Assistance  programs.  Within  its  owned  united  the 
Authority  has  389  units  of  elderly,  17  units  specifically  designed 
for  the  handicapped  and  75  units  for  families. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Authority  continued  efforts  to  upgrade 
its  housing  stock.  Bids  were  opened  to  renovate  75  bathrooms, 
and  to  replace  all  entry  doors  at  the  Washington  Heights 
Veterans’  Development.  Planning  continued  for  the  installation 
of  an  elevator  at  the  Frank  L.  Walsh  Housing  for  the  Elderly 
complex. 

A  new  central  computer  system  was  put  into  place  integrating 
all  administrative  functions.  Office  renovations  were  started  to 
improve  administrative  functions  and  better  serve  the  public. 
The  Authority  agreed  to  serve  as  the  Certifying  Agent  for  the 
Town  of  Norwood’s  Home  Improvement  Loan  Program. 

For  the  eighth  straight  year  the  Authority’s  administrative  staff 
has  received  a  commendable  rating  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Communities  and  Development  under  its  Management  Incentive 
program.  The  Authority  is  proud  of  the  fine  job  being  done  by 
its  Executive  Director  and  his  staff. 

At  this  time,  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  its  sincere 
thanks  to  the  various  town  officials  and  others  who  have 
contributed  time  and  effort  to  assist  the  Authority  in  making 
this  past  year  a  successful  one.

Massachusetts  Historical  Commission.  The  Norwood  Historical 
Commission  has  engaged  a  professional  preservation  consultant 
to  research  and  register  these  sites  with  the  state  commission. 


It  is  the  goal  of  the  Commission  to  have  more  Norwood  sites 
placed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historical  Places  as  well  as 
erect  historical  signage  on  appropriate  sites.  At  the  present  time 
approximately  125  sites  are  registered. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Commission  sponsors  activities,  open 
to  the  public,  that  increase  awareness  of  local  history  among 
Norwood  citizens.  The  Commission’s  public  meetings  are  held 
the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.,  at  the  Morrill 
Memorial  Library.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  for  the  year  1990. 

In  1990  the  new  feeder  along  Pleasant  Street  from  Dean  Street 
to  Sumner  Street  was  cut-over  and  energized.  In  addition,  the 
aerial  spacer  cable  replacement  project  was  continued  with  the 
cracked  aerial  cable  along  the  Winter  street  and  Neponset  Street 
feeders  being  partially  replaced.  The  Department  is  also 
continuing  its  street  lighting  conversion  program  by  replacing 
incandescent 

and  mercury  street  lights  with  more  efficient  high  pressure 
sodium  lamps  to  increase  town  lighting  levels. 

Renovations  to  the  office  building  at  206  Central  Street  were 
completed.  A  consulting  Engineering  firm  was  selected  to 
perform  a  system  study  to  determine  the  Town’s  electric  needs 
for  the  future.

Through  its  partnership  with  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health 
Association,  the  Town  of  Norwood  is  able  to  guarantee  its 
residents  —  children,  youth  and  adults  --  access  to  an  integrated 
network  of  quality  outpatient  mental  health  services.  Town 
contribution  enables  Cutler  Counseling  Center,  a  comprehensive 
outpatient  clinic  sponsored  by  the  Association,  with  limited 
support  from  the  State  Department  of  Mental  Health, 
Department  of  Alcoholism,  and  Department  of  Social  Services,  to 
provide  a  wide  range  of  counseling  services  to  citizens  who  need 
them  at  fees  based  on  their  ability  to  pay. 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  is  a  private  non-profit 
corporation,  governed  by  a  citizen  Board  of  Directors  who 
represent  each  of  the  twelve  towns  in  its  service  area:  Canton, 
Dedham,  Foxboro,  Medfield,  Millis,  Norfolk,  Norwood,  Plainville, 
Sharon,  Walpole,  Westwood  and  Wrentham. 

The  major  programs  of  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association 
available  to  Norwood  residents  are:  CUTLER  COUNSELING 
CENTER,  with  offices  in  Norwood  and  Wrentham,  has  a  large 
multi-disciplinary  staff  serving  individuals,  couples  and  families. 
Services  include  evaluation,  referral,  treatment,  educational  and 
support  groups  (e.g.,  Widowed  Lifeline,  Gym  Program  for 
Children,  Social  Rehabilitation,  Divorce-Separation  Workshops, 
Stress  Management),  children  and  adolescent  groups,  as  well  as 
consultation  and  training  services  to  community  agencies,  schools 
and  local  industries;  PROJECT  HIRE,  a  sheltered  vocational 
rehabilitation  facility  for  people  with  emotional,  development  or 
physical  handicaps.  Programs  include  diagnostic  evaluations, 
electronic  skill  training,  work  adjustment  training  and 
counseling,  sheltered  long-term  employment,  and  transitional 
employment  and  job  placement;  PARENT-TODDLER  PROGRAM, 
an  educational  and  supportive  experience  for  parents  and  their 
children  from  birth  to  age  3;  PARENT-AIDE  PROGRAM,  offering 
trained  and  supervised  volunteer  aides  who  provide  one-to-one 
help  to  clients  in  the  community,  families  and  individuals  in

In  the  past  year  people  from 
Norwood  who  came  to  us  for  assistance  were  often  referred  by 
friends,  neighbors  or  family,  may  have  read  our  newsletter,  or 
were  referred  by  clergy,  school,  physicians,  or  community 
agencies.  The  most  common  requests  for  help  concerned  such 
problems  as  depression  and  anxiety,  difficulties  in  marriage  or 
family  relationships,  school  or  behavior-related  problems,  alcohol 
or  drug  abuse,  work-related  problems,  and  acute  or  chronic 
mental  illness.

"MINUTEMAN  IS  COMING"  was  the  theme  of  the  Morrill 
Memorial  Library  for  1990.  The  entire  staff  was  involved  in 
preparing  the  Library  to  become  an  active  participant  in  the 
automated  Minuteman  Library  Network.  The  collection  of 
95,000  books,  cassettes,  videos,  periodicals  and  other  material 
was  bar  coded  and  entered  into  the  Minuteman  database.  The 
project  was  exacting  and  time-consuming,  but  rewarding  as  the 
task  neared  completion  by  year’s  end.  The  Library  will  begin 
patron  registration  in  1991  and  expects  to  be  on-line  early  in 
May,  1991. 

When  Norwood  residents  receive  their  new  library  cards,  they 
will  have  access  to  the  more  than  two  million  volumes  owned  by 
the  24  Minuteman  libraries.  Automated  catalog  terminals  will 
be  available  for  Library  users  to  search  the  Minuteman 
database.  All  aspects  of  library  service  will  be  completed  more 
quickly,  efficiently  and  accurately.  Norwood  Library  users 
should  come  into  the  library  to  register  for  their  new  Minuteman 
library  cards. 

In  addition  to  preparation  for  Minuteman,  the  Library  was  very 
busy.  Circulation  was  up  almost  seven  percent.  4,987  cards 
were  issued  to  Library  users.  Space  in  the  Library  was  at  a 
premium  with  2,317  room  reservations.  Nearly  13,000  reference 
questions  were  answered.  Almost  3,000  people  gained  free  entry 
to  museums  using  Library  passes. 

A  varied  selection  of  programs  for  children  and  adults  was 
offered.  Story  hours  for  three-,  four-,  and  five-year-old  children 
continue  to  be  popular  as  do  the  monthly  adult  book  groups.  In 
addition  to  these  ongoing  programs,  special  events  included  talks 
by  Robert  Cormier,  a  popular  author  for  young  adults  and 
William  G.  Tapply,  whose  detective  Brady  Coyne  plies  his  trade 
in  the  Boston  area. 

Some  250  children  participated  in  a  program  for  Young  Authors 
and  heard  local  TV  newsman  Ted  Reinstein  encourage  them  in 
their  efforts.  Local  actress  Kay  Carter  Blaha  presented  her 
dramatic  show  about  the  life  of  Edna  St.  Vincent  Millay.  Other 
programs  for  young  and  old  were  presented  as  part  of  the

popular  Summerfare  series  and  the  Children’s  Summer  Reading 
Club,  Undercover  Investigators.  We  give  special  thanks  to  the 
Friends  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  their  assistance  in 
presenting  some  of  these  programs. 

This  (1990)  was  a  year  for  the  national  census  and  much  of  the 
activity  for  training  census  workers  and  coordinating  the 
activities  took  place  at  the  Library.  The  Library  also  continued 
to  be  the  most  complete  site  in  town  for  obtaining  Massachusetts 
and  federal  income  tax  forms.  Several  hardworking  volunteers 
spent  hours  at  the  Library  helping  people  find  the  right  forms 
and  keeping  the  library’s  collection  of  forms  in  order. 

No  major  repairs  were  done  on  the  Library  building,  although 
interior  painting  was  done  on  the  second  and  third  floor  walls, 
ceiling  and  stairwells,  and  changes  continue  to  be  made  to 
improve  the  Reading  Room.  The  next  major  project  for  Library 
repair  will  be  extensive  replacement  of  broken  roof  tiles  and 
exterior  painting  and  caulking  of  windows. 

The  Norwood  Community  Television  Corporation  increased  the 
Library’s  collection  of  locally  produced  videocassettes  and  donated 
a  video  viewing  carrel  so  that  these  cassettes  may  be  viewed  in 
the  library. 

The  Eleanor  H.  Monahan  Literacy  Volunteer  program  continues 
to  flourish,  with  four  tutor  training  programs  held  and 
approximately  150  active  pairs  of  students  and  tutors  working 
together.  Donations  to  this  program  came  from  the  United  Way 
of  Neponset  Valley,  Sun  Life  of  Canada,  The  Norwood  High 
School  Class  of  1945,  and  other  private  contributions  and 
memorials.  We  are  very  proud  of  this  program  and  extend  our 
continued  thanks  to  the  tutors  who  make  the  program  possible. 
Norwood  is  truly  a  leader  among  other  towns  in  providing  this 
valuable  service  to  area  residents. 

The  Early  Childhood  Resource  Center  (funded  by  Chapter  188) 
is  a  good  example  of  cooperation  between  the  Public  Library  and 
the  schools.  This  collection  of  educational  toys  and  specially 
selected  books  is  centered  at  the  Cleveland  School,  but  a  part  of 
it  is  made  available  to  the  public  in  the  Morrill  Memorial 
Library  Children’s  Department.  The  Library’s  long  hours  greatly 
expand  the  public’s  access  to  this  valuable  resource  for  young 
children  and  their  parents. 


Two  long  time  employees,  Josephine  Connell  and  Josephine 
Cullen  retired  during  1990.  The  Library  wishes  them  well  in

MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven 
technologies  into  a  system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational, 
safe,  effective,  and  economically  feasible. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  to  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated 
on  the  drainage  of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water,  and  the 
maintenance  of  existing  flow  systems  which  contribute  to 
mosquito  breeding  sources.

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1990  REPORT  OF  THE 

PERMANENT  BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 


This  is  the  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Permanent 
Building  Construction  Committee. 

The  seven  members  of  this  Committee  are  appointed  for  three- 
year  terms  by  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Town  Moderator, 
who  act  as  the  appointing  authority.  The  P.B.C.C.  meets  one 
night  a  week  or  as  often  as  necessary  in  order  to  review  current 
Town  construction  projects  or  to  study  plans  and  proposals  for 
future  projects.  This  past  year  the  Committee  completed  the 
renovation  of  the  Electric  Light  Department  Building  located  at 
206  Central  Street  and  completed  the  renovation  of  the  Norwood 
Senior  High  School  located  on  Nichols  Street.  The  repair  of  the 
roof  over  a  portion  of  the  Electric  Light  Department  Building 
was  started  this  year. 

The  status  of  the  Committee  changed  this  year  with  the  death 
of  our  long  standing  secretary  Catherine  A.  Tarpey.  Catherine 
did  an  outstanding  job  over  the  25  years  she  served  on  the 
Committee.  Catherine  A.  Mackey  was  appointed  P.B.C.C. 
secretary  in  October  1990. 

Summary  of  Projects 

1.  Completion  of  the  Senior  High  School  Renovation 

Last  year  the  P.B.C.C.  resolved  the  arbitration  hearings 
between  the  General  Contractor  and  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
This  year  the  Committee  completed  all  the  items  which  the 
contractor  had  left  undone  and  which  the  School  Department 
felt  wee  unresolved.  Funding  for  all  these  items  came  from 
unspent  funds  remaining  from  the  original  contract.  This 
project  has  been  ongoing  for  over  seven  years.  Even  though 
the  project  has  had  many  construction  and  business 
complexities  there  has  been  no  financial  overruns  and  all  the 
work  originally  contracted  has  been  successfully  completed. 
This  coming  year  a  complete  financial  audit  will  be  done  and 
the  project  will  be  closed  out  with  the  State  of 
Massachusetts. 
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2.  Renovation  of  the  Norwood  Electric  Light  Department 

On  April  27,  1989,  the  Committee  voted  to  award  the 
contract  for  the  renovation  of  the  Light  Department  to  Paul 
A.  Demusz,  Inc.,  for  the  sum  of  $426,960.00.  The  purpose  of 
this  renovation  was  to  modernize  the  interior  of  the  building 
as  well  as  the  environmental  systems,  to  improve  the 
functionality  of  the  interior  floor  plan  and  to  make  the 
building  accessible  to  the  handicapped.  These  tasks  were  all 
completed  and  the  building  was  voted  to  be  "Substantially 
Complete"  on  February  27,  1990.  All  items  associated  with 
the  project  were  completed  on  July  26,  1990.  The  renovation 
of  the  Light  Department  was  done  within  the  funding 
allocated  for  the  program. 


3.  Repair  of  the  Norwood  Electric  Light  Department  Roof 

During  the  renovation  of  the  Norwood  Electric  Light 
Department  Building  this  past  year,  it  became  apparent  to 
the  Architect  on  the  project,  Mr.  Robert  A.  Bastille,  that  a 
potential  structural  problem  may  exist  to  the  roof  of  the 
building.  The  existence  of  the  roof  load  problem  was  noticed 
in  November  1989  during  the  demolition  of  certain  non¬ 
bearing  partitions.  A  structural  engineering  firm,  Arthur 
Choo  Associates,  Inc.,  was  retained  to  review  the  situation 
and  make  recommendations.  A  preliminary  report  was  filed 
on  November  30,  1989,  and  a  final  report  in  January  1990, 
which  reported  that  the  roof  joists  wee  somewhat  deflected. 

The  structural  problem  with  the  roof  was  discussed  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  (as  Commissioners  of  the  Electric  Light 
Department)  and  a  sum  of  money  was  allocated  for  its  repair. 
After  soliciting  bids  from  three  architects,  the  firm  of 
Strekalovsky  and  Hoit,  Inc.,  was  selected  in  October  1990. 
Discussions  between  the  P.B.C.C.  and  the  Architect  were  held 
to  determine  the  best  approach  to  eliminate  the  over-stressing 
to  the  roof,  current  water  ponding  problem,  and  to  provide 
adequate  positive  drainage.  It  is  currently  planned  that  a 
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Contractor  will  be  selected  this  Spring  through  a  public 
bidding  process,  and  the  project  will  be  completed  in  the 
Summer  of  1991.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Norwood  Planning  Board 
submits  its  Annual  Report  for  1990. 

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  is  an  elected  five  member  board 
with  varied  and  complex  responsibilities  governed  by  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Chief  among  the 
mandatory  responsibilities  of  the  Planning  Board  is  the  making 
of  a  Master  Plan  of  the  Town.  The  Planning  Board  began  the 
Master  Plan  in  1988,  and  work  on  this  comprehensive  study  of 
the  Town  has  continued  non-stop  through  1989  and  into  1990. 

In  January  the  Planning  Board  sponsored  a  series  of  articles 
which  were  a  preliminary  effort  to  control  the  amount  of  growth 
that  could  be  constructed  in  the  Town.  Among  the  new  controls 
adopted  by  Town  Meeting  were:  a  new  definition  of  lot  area 
which  provides  for  a  "wetland"  exclusion  from  lot  area 
requirements;  the  creation  of  a  Floor  Area  Ratio  which  caps  the 
total  development  on  the  lot;  and  a  number  of  changes  to  the 
Zoning  Map  which  rezoned  many  districts  to  those  that  more 
accurately  reflected  the  actual  use  of  the  property  or  reduced  the 
potential  development  in  those  areas. 

In  June,  Town  Meeting  adopted  an  extensive  and  comprehensive 
Zoning  Bylaw  revision,  broadly  modernizing  the  Bylaw  for  the 
first  time  in  many  years.  The  Basic  Revised  Zoning  Bylaw  is  a 
clearer,  more  lucid  set  of  rules  so  everyone  involved  in  the 
development  of  land  in  Norwood  can  better  understand  the 
ground  rules.  A  substantial  change  was  made  to  the  decision 
criteria  to  be  employed  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  deciding  upon 
a  special  permit  request.  Previously,  neither  the  applicants  nor 
the  Board  of  Appeals  had  much  guidance  regarding  what  the 
Town  is  looking  for  in  proposals  requiring  special  permits.  The 
revised  Bylaw  laid  out  for  all  what  was  to  be  considered  when 
judging  a  proposed  development’s  beneficial  effects  to  the 
neighborhood  and  the  Town  versus  its  adverse  effects. 

In  July  the  Board  said  farewell  to  Norwood’s  first  Town  Planner, 
Sharon  Wason.  Sharon  worked  for  the  Planning  Board  for  over 
two  years  and  was  a  key  player  in  the  Master  Plan  study.  She 
was  replaced  by  Stephen  M.  Costello,  who  will  assume  her 
responsibilities  for  the  completion  of  the  Master  Plan  and  the 
operation  of  the  Board’s  office. 
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During  the  summer  months,  the  Board  began  a  series  of 
meetings  with  the  Town  Department  Heads  to  discuss  Master 
Plan  policy  issues.  Among  the  many  issues  discussed  was  setting 
a  cap  on  the  amount  of  commercial  square  footage  allowed  each 
year,  and  establishing  the  Planning  Board  as  a  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  for  "Major  Projects".  Discussion  concerning 
a  cap  on  development  came  about  as  a  result  of  an  extensive 
analysis  of  the  Route  1  and  1A  corridors.  This  study  revealed 
that  the  capacities  of  both  roadways  were  insufficient  to  serve 
more  than  a  measured  amount  of  additional  square  footage  per 
year.  Establishing  the  Planning  Board  as  the  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  for  "Major  Projects"  is  seen  by  many  as  a 
logical  requirement;  one  which  establishes  a  well- structured 
forum  to  consider  the  largest  projects  proposed  in  Town, 
regardless  of  their  location.  Through  these  meetings  a  refined 
package  of  "outside  zoning  articles"  was  developed  to  augment 
and  clarify  the  Basic  Revised  Zoning  Bylaw  passed  by  Town 
Meeting  in  June. 

In  the  Fall  and  early  Winter,  two  Zoning  Workshops  for  the 
public  were  held  to  gather  the  responses  of  neighborhood 
representatives,  businessmen  and  concerned  interest  groups  to 
the  "outside  zoning  articles".  The  turnout  for  these  two 
workshops  was  extremely  good.  The  debate  on  the  merits  of 
many  of  the  major  policy  issues  helped  the  Planning  Board  to 
formulate  further  revisions  and  refinements  to  the  "outside 
zoning  article"  package.  Final  action  on  this  package  of 
important  articles  will  be  taken  by  Town  Meeting  in  March, 
1991. 

In  addition  to  preparing  the  Master  Plan  of  the  Town,  the 
Planning  Board  is  also  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law.  The  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  protect 
the  safety,  convenience  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Norwood  by  regulating  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  ways 
in  subdivisions.  In  1990,  the  Planning  Board  reviewed  and 
endorsed  15  simple  lot  divisions  (ANR  plans);  reviewed  two 
preliminary  subdivision  plans  (Grandview  III  and  Upland  Park); 
and  held  public  hearings  and  acted  upon  four  definitive 
subdivision  plans  (Power  Lane,  Glacier  Park,  River  Ridge  II  and 
Hazelwood  Meadows).  The  Board  also  gave  full  or  partial 
compliance  certifications  to  several  older  subdivisions  including 
Anne  Road,  Garden  Parkway,  Edgewater  Drive,  and  Ledgeview 
Estates. 

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  is  also  an  active  participant  in 
Regional  Planning  issues  such  as  Metroplan  2000,  a  regional 
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planning  document  sponsored  by  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Commission,  and  the  Neponset  River  Basin  Plan.  These  issues 
and  many  others  of  significant,  long-range  planning  importance 
are  thoroughly  monitored  by  the  Planning  Board  for  their 
importance  and  impact  to  Norwood  and  the  region. 

The  Board’s  staff  are  Stephen  M.  Costello,  Planning  Director, 
and  Helen  Farinacci,  secretary.  Paul  Topping,  a  student  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  at  Madison  and  a  Norwood  resident, 
assisted  the  Board  as  student  intern.

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1990  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 


Please  accept  my  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1990. 

The  following  projects  have  been  completed  in  the  past  year: 

The  resurfacing  of  Dean  Street  as  a  result  of  the  asphalt  spill, 
and  the  paving  of  the  Lane  Drive  area  in  connection  with  the 
Phase  II  drainage  improvements. 

In  order  to  eliminate  the  discoloration  in  the  water  at  the 
nahatan  Street  and  Crestwood  Circle  areas,  a  contract  was 
awarded  for  the  cleaning  and  lining  of  approximately  2500  feet 
of  8"  pipe  and  1000  feet  of  6"  pipe  to  the  Biszko  Contracting 
Corporation  of  Fall  River,  Massachusetts.  This  contract  was 
completed  in  November  with  the  hope  that  the  addition  of  zinc 
polyphospate  to  our  water  system  can  be  eliminated 
permanently. 

The  Airport  Relief  Sewer  Contract  has  been  completed  by  the 
FED  Corp.  of  Dedham.  Over  4800  feet  of  18"  PVC  and  DI 
Sewer  Pipe  had  to  be  installed  in  order  to  relieve  the 
surcharging  in  the  Codman,  Cameron  Road  area.  A  small 
amount  of  drain  pipe  was  installed  also. 

The  three-bay  expansion  to  the  Cemetery  Office  was  completed 
by  Sciaba  Construction  Company.  All  landscaping  was  done  by 
our  Cemetery  forces. 

The  various  Public  Works  crews  have  completed  a  number  of 
town-wide  projects. 

The  Water  Division  installed  140  feet  of  6"  water  pipe  and  one 
hydrant  on  Jacobs  Road  to  eliminate  a  pressure  problem.  The 
Water  crew  also  installed  340  feet  of  6"  pipe  on  Youngs  Avenue 
between  Weld  and  Atwood  Avenues.  This  section  has  also  been 
paved.  In  addition  the  crew  completed  the  loop  on  Ridge  Road 
to  East  Cross  Street. 

The  Sewer  and  Drain  crews  repaired  the  21"  drain  line  on 
Brookfield  Road  between  Walpole  Street  and  Winslow  Avenue. 
They  also  cleaned  a  section  of  obstructed  drain  on  Deerfield 
Road. 
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The  Public  Works  Highway  and  Parks  crews  did  an  outstanding 
job  in  renovating  a  section  of  Ellis  Station,  adding  a  new  dog 
pound  and  office  for  the  Animal  Control  Officer.  The  men  were 
also  responsible  for  installing  additional  equipment  at  the  Bond 
Street  Playground. 

A  number  of  sources  of  infiltration  and  inflow  from  private 
sources  have  been  located  and  are  currently  being  removed  from 
our  Sewer  System. 

With  the  support  and  effort  of  the  residents  of  Norwood,  Town 
Manager,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Health  Department  and  unlimited 
assistance  from  our  School  Department,  the  Public  Works 
Department  initiated  a  town-wide  clean  up  program,  sponsored 
by  Glad  Bag  Corporation.  Literally  tons  of  trash  was  collected 
by  over  1200  volunteer  residents  and  contractors.  Following  the 
cleanup,  all  parties  involved  along  with  their  families  took  part 
in  a  cookout  which  featured  games,  entertainment  and  prizes. 
We  consider  this  day  a  great  success  as  it  gave  the  members  of 
the  community  the  opportunity  to  come  together  for  such  a 
worthwhile  project.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  this  massive  undertaking  was  done  successfully  and 
we  feel,  made  a  difference  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  this  department  for  the 
strong  effort  they  put  forth  into  making  Norwood  one  of  the 
finer  communities  in  the  Commonwealth.  Their  dedication  has 
not  gone  unnoticed. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Carroll  for  the  assistance  and 
support  he  has  given  me  in  the  past.  I  have  enjoyed  working 
with  all  of  the  Department  Heads  and  hope  that  their 
cooperation  will  continue  in  the  future.

HIGHWAY  DIVISIONS 


The  duties  of  the  Highway  Division  include  the  maintenance 
and  repair  of  all  roadway  shoulders,  streets,  and  sidewalks, 
traffic  islands  and  barriers,  and  handling  numerous  citizen  and 
departmental  complaints.  Other  areas  that  they  are  involved  in 
are:  street  sweeping  programs,  salt  and  sand  operations,  as  well 
as  plowing,  sidewalk  and  berm  installation,  cleaning  of  brooks 
and  culverts,  maintenance  of  pools  and  skating  areas,  and 
maintaining  all  roadside  containers. 

The  Highway  Asphalt  Crew  used  a  total  of  842  tons  of 
bituminous  concrete  in  caring  for  our  streets  and  sidewalks,  as 
well  as  berm  repairs  and  installation. 

The  Highway  Sign  Crew  made  up  and  installed  a  total  of  313 
streets  and  traffic  controls  signs,  and  specialty  signs  at  the 
request  of  other  departments.  This  crew  is  also  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  our  voting  booths,  Christmas  Mangers, 
opening  and  closing  of  our  pool  areas,  caring  for  our  bleachers 
and  players’  benches,  and  finally,  all  fence  repair  and 
installation.

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PARKS  DIVISION 


The  Parks  Crew  limed  and  fertilized  all  ballfields,  commons, 
and  park  areas  in  the  early  spring  and  again  in  the  fall.  Again, 
the  professional  manner  in  which  they  cared  for  our  Little 
League,  Babe  Ruth,  Soccer  and  Legion  fields  received  many 
favorable  comments  from  the  various  athletic  organizations 
throughout  the  Town. 

The  Parks  Crew  loamed  and  seeded  over  2,000  feet  of  newly 
installed  berm,  repaired  sod  damage  due  to  plowing,  and 
repaired  some  areas  that  had  been  dug  up  by  the  utility 
divisions. 

The  Park  division  maintains  the  old  Parish  Cemetery. 

All  Town-owned  bushes  and  shrubbery  in  the  Common  and 
Guild  Square  have  been  trimmed. 

Some  of  the  other  duties  of  the  Parks  Department  include 
maintaining  62  planters  throughout  the  Business  District,  and 
the  installation,  maintenance  and  removal  of  voting  booths, 
ballot  boxes,  Christmas  lights,  and  Mangers. 

The  Parks  Division  also  built  a  new  dog  pound  at  the  request 
of  the  Town  Manager,  specific  to  the  needs  of  the  Animal 
Control  Officer  and  the  Town  of  Norwood.  I  am  proud  to  say 
the  crew  did  a  professional  job  meeting  their  deadline  while 
coming  in  under  budget. 

The  Parks  and  Highway  Departments  worked  together  and 
planted  one  hundred  forty-one  trees  throughout  the  Town  and 
the  Cemetery.  Crews  root  fertilized,  mulched  and  pruned  per 
direction. 

In  addition  to  the  planting  of  trees,  37  Town  trees  and  34 
stumps  were  removed. 


CEMETERY  DIVISION 


The  Cemetery  staff  prepared  and  conducted  two  hundred  twenty- 
eight  internments.  There  were  two  transfers  within  the 
cemetery. 

There  were  fifty-five  "for  need"  lots  sold.  Sixty-seven  foundations 
were  poured.  Forty-five  flush  veterans  markers  were  installed. 
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The  building  addition  has  been  completed,  and  it  blends  in  so 
well  with  the  existing  building  it  is  hard  to  distinguish  the  old 
from  the  new. 

My  compliments  to  the  staff  for  maintaining  the  grounds 
meticulously.  Compliments  also  to  Phil  McManus  for  providing 
professional  and  understanding  service  to  families  and  funeral 
directors.

Norwood’s  population  participated  in  the  various  programs  of  the 
Recreation  Department  in  ever  increasing  numbers  in  1990; 
taxing  all  facilities  to  the  maximum  and  putting  additional 
strain  on  the  fine  staff  of  leadership  in  the  department.  It  is 
due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Recreation  Department  staff  that  the 
success  was  enjoyed  during  the  year.  Their  enthusiastic 
approach  to  their  work  provided  the  motivation  so  necessary  to 
stimulate  and  sustain  the  interest  of  participants  in  programs, 
without  this  the  finest  of  programs  cannot  succeed. 

The  Civic  Center  again  was  the  focus  of  both  programs  and 
meetings  for  the  Recreation  and  Town- sponsored  groups. 
Programs  and  activities  offered  at  the  center  are:  senior  exercise,

Art  Council,  Jaycee’s,  Republican  Town  Committee,  Hospital 
Cardiac  Program  and  various  Town  departments. 

The  Department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  many  varied 
and  interesting  programs.  The  activities  ranged  from  special 
events  like  Riverside  Park,  Nauset  Beach,  Water  Country, 
Worcester  Science  Center,  Red  Sox  Game,  New  England  Science 
Center,  Pirates  Fun  Park,  etc.  Play  camps  opened  on  Monday, 
June  25th  and  closed  on  Friday,  August  17th.  In  addition  to 
these  more  or  less  formal  programs  the  camps  conducted  many 
activities  on  an  individual  bases.  Flexibility  is  the  key  note  of 
our  general  program  rather  than  a  formal  rigid  program.  A 
popular  activity  at  one  camp  may  not  be  popular  at  another,  so 
the  day  activities  are  more  or  less  dictated  by  the  children 
attending  the  camp. 

The  day  camp  for  special  needs  children  is  conducted  at  South 
Junior  High,  with  about  40  children  involved  in  this  program. 
Their  daily  activities  rang  from  swimming,  arts  &  crafts,  games 
and  trips  to  various  locations  such  as  Capon  Park,  Riverside 
Park,  Horseneck  Beach,  and  Roger  Williams  Park.  The  day  camp 
has  grown  in  many  ways  since  it  was  started  sixteen  years  ago. 

The  two  outdoor  pools,  Fr.  McAleer  and  Hawes  Brook  opened 
on  Saturday,  June  23rd  for  public  swimming,  hours  for  general 
swim  were  12  Noon  to  8  P.M.  Fr.  McAleer  again  held  the  adult 
open  swim  from  12  Noon  to  1  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday. 
Swimming  lessons  started  on  Monday,  June  25th  to  Friday, 
August  17th  for  four  two-week  sessions.  Children  ages  5  to  13 
years  old  were  involved  in  these  classes.  Again  the  classes  for 
the  5  and  6  years  old  were  in  great  demand.  Both  pools  ended 
a  successful  season  on  Monday,  September  3rd.  The  season  was 
completed  without  any  serious  accidents  or  injuries  due  to  the 
diligence  and  competence  of  the  staff. 

Everyone  at  the  Recreation  Department  is  most  appreciative  of 
the  help  rendered  by  many  groups  and  individuals  during  the 
year  just  past.  A  special  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
General  Manager  and  his  staff,  Public  Works  and  Light 
Departments,  the  School  Department  and  the  other  Town 
departments  and  boards  with  whom  this  department  has  contact 
during  the  past  year. 

My  personal  thanks  go  to  the  seventy-five  individuals  who  were 
employed  by  the  Department  during  1990  for  their  continuing 
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loyalty,  enthusiasm  and  excellence  of  performance.  Finally,  and 
perhaps  the  most  important,  I  extend  my  warmest  thanks  for  all 
those  participants  who  shared  in  our  programs  during  the  year. 
The  Recreation  Department  will  continue  to  move  ahead  in  its 
quest  to  provide  interesting  and  worthwhile  programs  for  the 
citizenry  as  possible.  All  in  the  department  look  forward  to 
further  success.

3.  Vocational  Training  and  Supported  Employment 
Placement  through  Norfolk  Industrial  Services  for 
handicapped  persons  learning  new  skills  and  trades,  5 
days/week,  52  weeks/year. 

4.  Day  Habilitation  Services  and  Pre- Vocational  Training, 

for  individuals  with  multiple  or  severe  handicaps,  5 
days/week,  52  weeks/year. 

5.  Clinical  Services  to  those  handicapped  persons  who 
require  on-the-job  counselling. 

6.  Family  Support  and  Emergency  Services  to  all  families 
with  handicapped  members. 

7.  Fifteen  different  Social-Recreational  programs  (11  of 
which  meet  weekly),  ranging  from  Special  Olympics  to 
evening  arts  and  crafts  for  individuals  handicapped  by 
mental  retardation. 


8.  Advocacy  Services  on  behalf  of  handicapped  individuals 
and  their  families,  to  assure  that  these  citizens  of  Norwood 
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receive  the  state  and  federal  support  to  which  they  are 
entitled. 


Through  all  these  services,  the  Association  is  committed  to 
providing  opportunities  for  people  with  mental  retardation  to 
participate  fully  in  community  life,  and  to  live  as  independently 
as  possible.

Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton’s  and  Attleboro’s  anti-poverty 
agency  dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited- 
income  individuals  and  families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the 
community  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  limited-income, 
disadvantaged  and  minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1990,  Self  Help 
received  a  total  funding  of  $9.3M  and  provided  direct  services  to 
79,442  limited-income  households  in  the  area. 

2,310  Norwood  residents  received  direct  services  totaling

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/89  through  9/30/90  was  a 
successful  one  for  us  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited-income 
population.  We  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  town 
volunteers  for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

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1990  REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS’  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 


I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’ 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1990. 

Veterans’  Benefits  may  increase  as  a  result  of  prolonged  illness 
cases,  rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the 
customary  requests  for  financial  assistance  by  the  veteran 
community. 

For  the  last  13  years,  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  has 
taken  applications  for  the  fuel  program.  This  program  is  for  the 
benefit  of  all  Norwood  residents.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  last 
year  over  300  families  were  aided  by  this  program. 

Also,  we  administrate  a  Transfare  Program  for  the  elderly  and 
disabled.  At  the  end  of  1990,  we  had  1224  applicants.  This 
program  is  to  assist  people  with  their  transportation  problems. 

The  Department  also  is  involved  in  parking  violations. 

I  am  at  the  present  time  hearing  officer  for  the  parking  tickets. 
We  keep  a  file  of  all  parking  tickets  issued  by  the  Police 
Department  after  they  are  returned  from  the  computer  company. 
All  correspondence  is  handled  in  this  office.  Also  all  complaints, 
inquiries  and  records  of  payments. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans’  Administration  to 
Veterans  and  their  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the 
fiscal  year  1989  was  close  to  three  million  dollars.  These 
benefits  are  for  compensation  to  dependents  of  veterans  who  died 
in  the  service  or  of  service  connected  disabilities,  disability 
pensions,  disability  compensations,  burial  awards  and  special 
equipment  for  automobiles  for  veterans  with  service  connected 
disabilities,  vocational  rehabilitation  training  for  the  disabled, 
their  sons,  daughters,  wives,  or  widows,  education  readjustment 
training,  veterans’  insurance  and  indemnities. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  composed  as  it  is  in  two 
component  parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts 
of  1946,  for  the  purpose  of  administering  Veterans’  Benefits  and 
Services. 

All  assistance  cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures 
the  Town  of  Norwood  seventy-five  (75%)  percent  reimbursement 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
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The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist 
veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial 
assistance,  information  and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled 
relative  to  vocational  or  other  educational  opportunities.  G.  I. 
Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care,  compensation,  pensions,  on- 
the-job  and  apprenticeship  training,  insurance,  burial  allowance, 
grave  markers,  photostats  and  other  benefits  granted  under 
existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are 
invariably  granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans  and 
their  dependents  the  best  service  at  all  times  and  to  administer 
the  laws  and  regulations  affecting  them  impartially,  efficiently 
and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’ 
Administration  and  the  various  local  civic  and  veteran’s 
organizations  that  interest  themselves  in  veterans’  affairs  and 
exceptional  cooperation  extended  this  department  throughout  the 
year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans’  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  other  Town 
Departments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of 
Veterans’  Services  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  REPORT 


The  District  School  Committee  of  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical 
School  is  pleased  to  submit  our  24th  Annual  Report  to  the 
residents  of  Norwood. 

This  year  marks  the  25th  year  anniversary  for  Blue  Hills.  It  is 
a  time  for  celebration  and  reflection.  The  school  was  founded  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  quality  vocational  technical  programs 
to  secondary,  post  secondary  and  adult  students  in  our  nine 
town  district.  It  continues  to  serve  this  purpose  and  meet  the 
demands  and  challenges  of  the  increasingly  competitive  labor 
market  through  the  15  career  programs  that  Blue  Hills  offers  to 
students  to  prepare  for  the  future. 

The  total  secondary  enrollment  for  the  1989-90  academic  school 
year  801,  with  71  from  Norwood.  Eighteen  Norwood  students 
graduated  with  diplomas  and  technical  certificates  from  the  1990 
Senior  class. 

Thirty-two  percent  of  the  1990  graduating  class  at  Blue  Hills 
attend  college  and  post  secondary  institutes,  the  state  average 
for  vocational  schools  is  ten  percent.  Ninety-five  percent  of  all 
graduates  are  either  gainfully  employed  in  the  trades  or 
occupations  for  which  they  were  trained,  or  pursuing  further 
education.  This  remains  on  of  the  highest  placement  rates  in 
the  state. 

The  new  cosmetology  program  successfully  completed  its  first 
year.  The  program  was  fully  enrolled  and  graduated  45 
students, m  the  demand  for  the  program  exceeded  available  slots. 

The  post  secondary  LPN  Program  also  successfully  completed  its 
first  year  graduating  28  students.  The  demand  for  this  program 
exceeded  available  slots  and  a  waiting  list  was  established.  The 
demand  for  Blue  Hills’  LPN  graduates  by  local  hospitals  was 
overwhelming  as  the  health  services  field  is  currently 
experiencing  a  significant  personnel  shortage. 

All  faculty  were  involved  in  the  rewriting  of  the  entire 
curriculum  in  preparation  for  the  pending  accreditation  visit  by 
the  New  England  Association  of  School  and  Colleges  scheduled 
to  take  place  in  the  spring  of  1991. 

Curriculum  assessment  testing  was  conducted  by  the  State  in 
the  spring  of  1990  and  the  results  indicate  that  the  students  at 
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Blue  Hills  Regional  placed  among  the  top  technical  schools  in 
the  state.  They  also  indicate  that  those  students  pursuing 
academic  preparation  for  further  education  scored  comparably  to 
those  students  from  the  local  comprehensive  high  schools. 

Blue  Hills  students  successfully  completed  166  outside  projects 
for  towns,  municipalities,  and  private  citizens.  This  represents 
a  combined  savings  of  $286,326  to  the  nine-town  school  district 
as  a  result  of  work  performed  by  Blue  Hills  at  no  labor  cost. 

Over  $46,000  in  scholarship  monies  was  awarded  to  45 
graduating  seniors. 

Blue  Hills  athletic  program  boasts  an  undefeated  Cross  Country 
team  which  garnered  the  Mayflower  League  Championship. 
Strong  football,  soccer,  track  and  field,  volleyball  and  basketball 
teams  are  also  represented  at  Blue  Hills. 

One  thousand  six  hundred  forty-four  adults  enrolled  in  the 
continuing  education  program  for  the  1989-90  year.  A  diverse 
course  selection  included  something  for  both  the  hobbyist  and 
the  craftperson  seeking  to  fine  tune  skills.  The  courses  average 
$115.00  and  the  program  is  self-supporting. 


The  District  School  Committee  holds  regular  meetings  on  the 
first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Administrative 
Office,  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School,  800  Randolph 
Street,  Canton.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend.

Some  car  operator’s  failed  to  stop  engines  and  smoking  while 
pumping  gas.  However,  with  the  cooperation  of  our  Fire  Chief, 
the  gas  stations  have  placed  more  noticeable  eye-level  NO 
SMOKING  signs  on  their  pumps. 

I’m  concerned  about  requirements  for  reducing  gas  volatility 
with  vapor-trapping  devices  in  our  gas  station  tank  pumps,  some 
of  which  have  already  been  installed  and  approved  by  this 
department. 

An  unusual  weekend  complaint  was  received  stating  a  station 
posted  "empty"  signs  on  their  regular  grade  gas  pumps.  They 
were  accused  of  forcing  customers  to  purchase  higher  price 
products.  My  inspection  by  stick  testing  tanks  indicated  that 
the  tanks  were  empty. 

Another  complaint  was  received  against  the  same  station  that  a 
customer  was  credit  charged  more  than  the  posted  price  on 
pump.  The  station  acknowledged  an  error  due  to  management’s 
insufficient  training  and  improper  use  of  equipment.  Since  it 
appeared  to  me  that  there  was  no  willful  intention  of  fraud,  the 
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matter  was  taken  under  further  advisement.  The  corporate 
office  will  be  required  to  initiate  necessary  precautions  to 
prevent  similar  occurrences. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Town 
Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Selectmen,  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  local  industries  and  the  public  for  their  cooperation 
and  assistance.

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1990  REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COMMISSION 


When  the  position  of  Youth  Coordinator  was  created,  the 
emphasis  was  on  counseling,  crisis  intervention  and  out-reach  to 
the  "alienated"  segment  of  the  youth  population.  Persons  in 
these  positions  were  identified  as  "Youth  Workers"  or  "Street 
Workers",  because  they  spent  much  of  their  time  focusing  on 
young  people  who  spent  much  of  their  time  outside  the  home 
and  school  "hanging  out"  on  the  streets. 

Now  the  description  of  the  position  has  evolved  and  broadened. 
We  try  to  meet  the  needs  (social,  emotional,  education,  and 
recreational)  of  the  youth  population  in  Norwood  which  are 
currently  not  being  met.  This  may  be  either  because  a  service 
does  not  exist  or  because  it  does  not  perform  the  function  it  was 
meant  to. 

These  young  people  and  their  parents  often  "fall  between  the 
cracks"  of  existing  services.  For  example,  an  adolescent  who 
spends  much  of  the  time  running  away  is  not  available  to  school 
services  and  since  they  are  already  extremely  resistant,  they  will 
often  reject  attending  counseling  services  or  clinics. 

A  parent  and  child  engaging  in  verbal  and  physical  battles  can 
be  unsettling  or  even  dangerous  for  the  family.  However,  the 
agency  responsible  for  placement  outside  of  the  home, 
Department  of  Social  Services,  often  cannot  provide  the  services 
the  family  needs. 

There  are  very  few  foster  homes  in  this  area  and  one  emergency 
shelter  with  a  total  of  six  beds. 

Victims  of  abuse  or  neglect  suffer  with  a  particularly  frustrating 
set  of  circumstances.  The  abuse/neglect  may  be  discovered  and 
reported  by  if  D.S.S.  does  not  have  enough  specific  evidence, 
they  have  to  drop  the  case. 

These  are  just  some  of  the  circumstances  where  the  Youth 
Coordinator  can  provide  outreach,  counseling,  crisis  intervention, 
case  work,  resource  and  referral  service,  and  community  work. 

The  definition  of  these  services  as  provided  by  the  Youth 
Coordinator  are  listed  below: 
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OUTREACH  -  The  flexibility  and  mobility  to  go  to  the  family  as 
needed  when  dysfunction  and  resistance  makes  it  difficult  or 
impossible  for  them  to  come  to  us. 

COUNSELING  -  Twenty  years  of  experience  and  a  Master’s 
Degree  in  Counseling  enhance  the  ability  to  take  a  family 
history,  assess  the  dynamics  of  the  family  situation,  identify 
needs  and  develop  an  ongoing  rapport  with  the  client  and  their 
family. 

CASEWORK  -  Once  the  needs  of  the  client  and  their  family  are 
identified,  a  treatment  plan  is  formulated.  This  may  include 
concomitant  counseling  for  parents  and  other  family  members, 
subsidizing  housing,  foster  care  or  emergency  shelter  placement, 
CORE  evaluation  with  schools,  medical  referrals,  work  with  court 
probation  officials,  police,  lawyers,  etc. 

CRISIS  INTERVENTION  -  This  may  entail  mediation  in  a 
parent  and  child  confrontation,  child  placement  after  runaway  or 
abuse/neglect,  a  phone  discussion  with  a  parent  and/or  adolescent 
during  an  emotional  crisis,  a  hospital  visit,  transporting  an 
adolescent  from  jail  to  placement. 


There  is  a  twenty-four  hour  answering  service  and  the  Youth 
Coordinator  is  often  called  at  night  or  on  weekends. 

COMMUNITY  WORK  -  In  addition  to  the  individual  and  family 
work  the  Youth  Coordinator  is  also  involved  in  a  number  of 
community  activities,  for  example: 

1.  Member  on  an  ongoing  basis  with  the  DRUG  AND 
ALCOHOL  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE.  Their  primary 
activity  is  the  planning  and  implementation  of  the  Post- 
Prom  Party  which  runs  from  12:00  A.M.  to  6:00  A.M.  the 
night  of  the  Senior  Prom. 

2.  Occasionally  run  parent  groups. 

3.  Act  as  a  member  of  the  After  School  Day  CAre  Advisory 
Committee. 

4.  Occasionally  teach  classes  about  social  and  youth  issues  at 
Norwood  High  School. 
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5.  Work  on  school  projects  such  as  "the  Bill  of  Rights" 
assembly,  planned  and  written  with  Mrs.  Reilley,  Law 
Teacher. 

6.  Chair  the  Law  Related  Advisory  Board  and  attend  related 
conferences  as  a  presenter. 

7.  Speak  to  Youth  Groups,  for  example,  students  at  the  Willett 
Alternative  School  and  residents  at  the  Norwood  Cluster 
Program. 

8.  Volunteer  on  Town  projects  such  as  the  Norwood  Town 
Clean-Up  Day,  chaperoning  dances,  participating  in  the 
Celebrity  Reading  Program  at  the  Prescott  School. 

9.  Supervise  the  community  service  program  in  cooperation  with 
the  probation  department  of  the  Dedham  District  Court. 

Through  this  program  juvenile  offenders  make  reparation  for 
acts  such  as  vandalism,  theft  and  minor  possession  of  alcohol 
by  working  a  designated  number  of  hours  for  a  public 
agency.  This  affirms  that  thee  are  consequences  for  their 
actions  and  that  they  are  responsible  to  the  community. 

10.  Ongoing  members  of  the  Crisis  Intervention  Team  with 
Norwood  School  personnel. 


My  thanks  to  all  Town  departments  and  agencies  for  the 
constant  cooperation  and  support.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


(This  Report  was  presented  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee  on  the 
evening  of  September  26,  1990  at  a  regular  scheduled  meeting.) 


Dear  Mrs.  Me  McKenna: 

I  am  pleased  to  make  my  eighth  Annual  Report  to 
the  Norwood  School  Committee  on  the  activities  of  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  for  the  1989-90  academic  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  Report  will  reflect 
the  end  of  one  decade  and  the  beginning  of  another.  In 
that  context,  it  is  reasonable  to  pause,  look  back  and  review 
the  course  we  have  traveled  in  order  to  improve  our  vision 
for  the  future. 

The  overriding  concern  in  the  80's  was  the  quality 
of  American  education.  Study  after  study,  sparked  by  the 
landmark  report,  " A  Nation  at  Risk",  documented  the  poor 
performance  of  students  in  every  subject  area,  in 
comparison  both  with  those  of  the  past,  and  with  those  of 
other  countries.  A  common  thread,  in  all  of  these  Reports, 
warned  about  the  folly  of  failing  to  educate  poor  and 
minority  children. 

The  decade  of  the  "Eighties"  began  with  a  chorus  of 
demands  for  more  required  courses,  higher  standards  for 
graduation,  more  hours  in  school,  more  homework,  more 
testing  and  a  longer  school  year.  However,  after  much 
discussion,  it  was  soon  realized  that  "more  of  the  same"  does 
not  necessarily  add  up  to  excellence. 

Consequently,  schools  and  communities  pursued 
many  avenues  to  approach  the  sought  after  prize  of 
excellence.  As  educational  leadership  shifted  from  the 
federal  government  to  the  states,  communities  upgraded 
their  graduation  requirements,  increased  teacher  salaries, 
developed  career  ladders,  initiated  Early  Childhood 
Programs  and  Alternative  Classrooms.  Here,  in 
Massachusetts,  the  State  pursued  vigorous  funding 
programs,  developed  new  certification  models,  reformed 
teacher  education  systems  and  developed  and  implemented 
State  Testing.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  State  Testing 
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Program  was  implemented  to  improve  skills  and 
curriculum.  In  addition,  the  State  has  made  strong  efforts 
to  enhance  the  educational  opportunities  of  the  homeless 
as  well  as  establish  a  strong  partnership  between  local 
schools  and  higher  education  and  business  enterprises. 

During  this  turbulent  time,  we  should  not  forget 
that  the  State,  in  the  80's,  did  make  considerable  effort  to 
upgrade  the  Commonwealth's  schools  through  the 
enactment  of  Chapter  188.  The  budget  crisis  that  has 
enveloped  our  State  has  virtually  eliminated  the  funds  to 
continue  these  excellent  Legislative  Programs  --  much  to 
the  regret  of  the  educational  community  who  see  our 
children  as  the  primary  victims  of  the  State  budget  crisis. 

However,  we  should  record  the  opportunities  we 
seized  during  these  times.  Our  School  Committee  pursued 
excellence  for  our  students,  during  this  era,  by  approving 
and  implementing  such  Programs  as  the  following: 

(a)  Initiated  a  complete  school  system  Computer 
Education  Program; 

(b)  Implemented  higher  standards  for 

graduation; 

(c)  Defined  a  new  Homework  Policy; 

(d)  Updated  instructional  materials  and  new 
textbooks; 

(e)  Implemented  a  Writing  Skills  Program; 

(f)  Promoted  efforts  to  develop  thinking, 
creative  and  problem  solving  skills; 

(g)  Introduced  a  Gifted  and  Talented  Program; 

(h)  Supported  extensive  curriculum 
improvements  that  included  Health,  Law, 
Science,  and  Language  Programs;  and 

(i)  Exercised  leadership  in  establishing  an  Early 
Childhood  Program,  an  Alternative  Classroom, 
a  TV  Studio  and  a  Saturday  Morning 
Enrichment  Program  (Reach  Out). 
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This  list  could  be  longer  --  but  it  is  sufficient  to  give 
testimony  to  our  community  that  our  School  Committee  and 
our  professional  staff  were  working  hard  " at  the  helm"  to 
pursue  excellence.  Through  State  funding,  we  initiated 
our  Early  Childhood  Program,  produced  a  considerable 
number  of  curriculum  guides,  enhanced  teachers'  salaries 
through  the  Horace  Mann  Grants  and  improved  our 
opportunities  for  acquiring  equipment,  enrichment 
materials  and  Programs  through  the  Commonwealth's 
School  Improvement  Councils. 

In  our  review  of  the  80's,  it  is  obvious  that  many 
things  have  changed.  The  singular,  most  important,  factor 
for  us  in  the  educational  community  is  that  we  are  now  on 
the  "front  burner"  rather  than  somewhere  in  obscurity. 
And,  yes,  we  are  in  a  spotlight  that  creates  for  us  many 
"heated"  situations.  However,  it  has  also  created  for  us 
opportunities  to  improve  our  services  to  our  children.  It  is 
my  belief,  that  we  now  enjoy  more  support  than  we  have 
had  in  past  years.  Obviously,  we  must  have  done 
something  right  over  the  last  ten  years. 

On  October  1,  1989,  our  elementary  enrollment,  was 
1,582.  Last  year's  K  -  5  enrollment  was  1,572  or  ten  fewer 
students.  Consequently,  we  are  still  experiencing  modest 
increases  in  our  elementary  enrollment.  Our  average  class 
size  in  Grades  1  -  5  has  continued  to  be  21,  while  the 
average  size  of  our  Kindergarten  Classes  is  19. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  level,  enrollment  in 
Grades  6,  7  and  8  was  projected  to  be  725  and  finalized  at 
736. 


Enrollment  at  the  Senior  High  School  was  projected 
to  be  967  but  totaled  970. 

In  summary,  system-wide  enrollment  for  Grades  K  - 
12  as  of  October  1,  1989,  was  3,288  or  six  students  below  the 
3,294  projected  for  September,  1989.  However,  with  our 
Pre-School  Program  for  three  and  four  year  olds  at  the 
Cleveland  and  Willett  Schools,  enrollment  totaled  3,341 
students. 


This  past  September  we  welcomed  our  Sixth  Graders 
to  the  "world"  of  the  Junior  High  School.  As  a  result  of 
considerable  preparation  by  our  Elementary  and  Junior 
High  Staff  and  Administrators,  the  transfer  of  our  Sixth 
Graders  to  the  Junior  High  was  very  successful. 
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The  Sixth  Grade  curriculum,  in  addition  to  Physical 
Education,  Health,  Art,  Music,  Chapter  I  and  Computers 
have  all  been  integrated  into  a  master  schedule.  This 
strategy  will  allow  us,  in  the  future,  to  weave  varied 
learning  and  enriching  experiences  into  the  schedule  of 
the  students.  It  will  also  facilitate  our  introduction  of  a 
team  approach  to  students  of  this  Grade  level  in  1991-92. 

This  year,  Mr.  Cammarata,  our  Junior  High 

Principal,  formed  a  "Steering  C ommittee"  to  develop  an 
educational  direction  for  the  Junior  High  School.  Staff, 
parents  and  members  of  the  community  were  represented 
on  this  Committee  which  made  its  final  report  to  the  School 
Committee  in  February,  1990. 

The  major  recommendations  of  the  Steering 
Committee  consisted  of: 

(a)  Adopting  a  Middle  School  Philosophy; 

(b)  Changing  the  name  of  the  Junior  High  to  the 

Norwood  Middle  School  (TABLED); 

(c)  Scheduling  the  Seventh  Grade  in  a  team 

format  for  the  academic  year  1990-91;  and 

(d)  Planning  a  team  format  for  the  Sixth  and 

Eighth  Grade  for  1991-92. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  here  that  our  School 
Committee  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Junior 
High  Steering  Committee,  and  plans  are  completed  to 
implement  the  first  phase  of  a  team  format  for  Seventh 
Graders  this  September,  1990. 

In  my  Mid-Year  Report  to  you,  I  indicated  that  our 
students,  teachers  and  parents  have  enthusiastically 
responded  to  our  Elementary  Science  Resource  Center.  We 
feel  this  Program  has  been  overwhelmingly  successful  for 
two  reasons.  First,  our  traveling  Science  teachers  are 
meeting  and  fulfilling  a  critical  need  in  our  Elementary 
Science  curriculum.  Secondly,  the  dedication, 

commitment,  knowledge,  creativity  and  energy  of  our  two 
teachers  have  made  this  an  exciting  learning  experience 
for  our  students.  Our  elementary  children  thoroughly 
enjoyed  using  the  self-made  hands-on  material  and  the 
collection  of  small  animals  that  continually  visited  their 
classrooms. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  our  school  year,  the  students, 
depending  on  their  Grade  level,  had  the  opportunity  to 
work  with  magnifying  glass,  magnets,  comparison  charts, 
tuning  forks,  thermometers,  rulers,  simple  balance  scales, 
PH  indicators,  litmus  paper,  protractors,  compasses, 
microscopes,  electroscopes,  charts  and  graphs.  The  focus 
of  much  of  their  learning  was  in  the  Physical,  Life  and 
Earth  Science  categories. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  students  in  every  Grade 
(1  -  5)  recorded  observations,  made  diagrams  and  drew 

conclusions  from  their  work.  All  of  the  student  work  was 
based  upon  "hands-on  inquiry  based  problem  solving". 

At  the  completion  of  this  first  year  in  operation,  Mr. 
Czyryca  and  Mr.  Haffey  developed  a  teacher  focus 
evaluation  of  their  Program.  The  results  indicated  the 
enthusiastic  support  of  the  teachers  and  their  appreciation 
to  be  able  to  participate  in  such  an  exciting  curriculum 
effort.  In  addition,  the  teachers  noted  the  exciting 
response  and  interest  of  the  children  and  recommended 
that  the  format  used  this  first  year  continue.  Our  teachers 
did  suggest  that  the  format  follow  the  classroom  textbook 
sequence  in  order  to  enhance  the  teachers'  participation 
in  the  demonstration  and  classroom  activity.  According  to 
Mr.  Czyryca,  this  coordination  can  be  accomplished 
without  difficulty  during  our  next  school  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  I  believe  our  new 
science  effort  is  motivating  and  creating  an  awareness  and 
interest  in  science  on  the  part  of  our  students.  I  am  also 
confident  that  our  students  will  become  more 
knowledgeable  in  science  concepts  as  well  as  having 
improved  skills  in  solving  problems. 

As  we  recall  the  struggle  of  last  year,  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  your  courage  and  determination  to  initiate  this 
Program  on  behalf  of  our  children  was  well  placed.  You 
deserve  high  praise  and  commendation  in  making  this 
Program  a  reality  and  a  benefit  for  the  children  of 
Norwood. 

Early  Childhood  has  remained  an  area  of  focus  and 
growth  during  the  past  school  year  and  has  become  a 
critically  important  national  concern.  In  response,  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  has  taken  an  active  role  in 
examining  the  issues,  supporting  existing  programs  and 
looking  to  future  development. 
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The  critical  national  issues  include  the  demand  for 
programming,  the  increasing  needs  of  families  with 
young  children,  the  pressing  necessity  to  ensure 
successful  school  experiences  and  the  urgency  to  include 
parents  in  Early  Education  Programs.  Research  studies 
have  supported  the  notion  that  early,  successful  school 
experiences  are  critical  to  academic  achievement  and  later 
success.  In  addition,  effective  Early  Childhood 
Programming  has  demonstrated  that,  for  every  dollar 
invested,  a  later  cost  savings  of  $6  -  $34  is  realized,  since 
students  participating  in  Early  Childhood  Programs 
demonstrate  less  need  for  additional  special  services 
during  their  academic  careers. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  been  recognized  for 
its  strong  leadership  role  in  this  critical  area  of  education, 
particularly  in  the  area  of  program  development.  Often 
parents  and  professionals  will  contact  the  school  system 
for  consultation  regarding  the  needs  in  their  own 

communities.  Within  the  community,  the  school  system  is 
viewed  as  the  major  source  of  information  regarding  Early 
Childhood  issues  and  resources.  The  developmental  needs 
of  pre-school  children  within  the  community  vary 
greatly,  demonstrating  the  diversity  of  the  population. 
These  diverse  needs  present  a  great  educational  challenge, 
and  an  opportunity  for  the  school  system  to  play  a  critical 
and  meaningful  role  in  the  lives  of  young  children  and 

their  families. 

The  system's  role  in  Early  Childhood  was  recognized 

this  year  by  a  Department  of  Education  request  for  a 

program  presentation  at  a  recent  conference  entitled, 
"Every  Child  is  Special".  In  response,  Dr.  Toran,  Marcia 
Krasnow  and  Mary  Kilroy  presented  "Preparing  for  School 
Success  --  An  Early  Childhood  Program  in  a  Multi-Cultural 
Context"  which  was,  in  essence,  a  report  on  our  own 
successful  Program. 

During  the  past  year,  a  wide  range  of  programming 
was  offered  to  our  students  and  parents.  The  Pre-School 

Diagnostic  Center  at  the  Cleveland  School  continued  to 
offer  screening,  evaluation,  consultation  and  a  language- 
based  classroom  under  the  Chapter  766  Regulations. 
Referrals  came  from  a  variety  of  community  sources 
including  pediatricians,  day  care  centers,  parents  and 
Early  Intervention  Programs.  The  Pre-School  Evaluation 
Team  worked  closely  with  parents  and  other  Early 
Childhood  professionals  in  designing  and  implementing 
programming  for  many  young  children  with  a  wide  range 
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of  developmental  needs.  The  Norwood  Public  Schools  has 
also  been  recognized  for  its  early  and  vital  role  in  Early 
Childhood  Special  Education.  This  area  remains  a 
challenge  due  to  the  number  of  requests  for  testing  and 
the  broad  range  of  special  needs. 

Our  Title  I  (Aspire)  Pre-School  Class  was  also  in 
operation  this  year  at  the  Cleveland  School.  Students  met 
twice  a  week  for  a  Kindergarten  Readiness  Program.  Many 
parents  have  inquired  about  availability  of  this  Program 
for  the  next  school  year,  demonstrating  the  interest  and 
support  on  the  part  of  parents  for  Early  Childhood 
Programming. 

The  Chapter  188  Multi-Cultural  Pre-School 
continued  as  a  State  Model  Program  and  held  classes  for 
thirty  students  throughout  the  year  under  the  leadership 
of  Head  Teacher,  Mary  Kilroy.  The  Program  was 

supervised  by  Marcia  Krasnow,  Project  Director,  and 
Supervising  Principal,  Richard  Talanian.  This  Program 
has  received  a  great  deal  of  support  from  parents,  and 
requests  for  the  Program  have  exceeded  enrollment 
limitations.  Therefore,  there  is  a  need  to  expand  this 
Program  in  the  future  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  many 
pre-school  students  within  our  community.  Since  the 
classroom  opened  in  September,  1987,  the  cultural 
diversity  has  greatly  increased  and  this  is  expected  to 
continue.  The  following  cultures  have  been  represented: 
Arabic,  British,  Cambodian,  Egyptian,  German,  Greek, 
Haitian,  Irish,  Korean,  Laotian,  Italian,  Latin  American, 

Lebanese,  Philippians,  Polish,  Portuguese,  Spanish,  Syrian 
and  Vietnamese. 

Most  of  the  students  have  entered  the  Program 
under  the  limited  English  proficiency  eligibility  criteria. 
However,  other  students  have  met  the  additional  criteria  of 

either  low  income,  special  needs  or  at-risk  for 
developmental  difficulty. 

The  Program  is  already  demonstrating  that  students 
enrolled  have  a  much  better  chance  for  an  early 

successful  school  experience  and  that  the  need  for 

additional  school  services  is  greatly  reduced.  In  the  past, 
students  with  similar  profiles  would  not  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  attend  a  Pre-School  Program  and  would 
likely  have  entered  the  Modified  Kindergarten  Program. 
After  attending  the  Multicultural  Pre-School  Program  for 
two  years,  only  two  out  of  fifteen  students  needed  the 
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Modified  Kindergarten  Program  during  the  1989-90  school 
year. 


This  Program  has  continued  to  expand  upon  a  model 
of  developmentally  appropriate  curriculum  by 
incorporating  an  increased  emphasis  upon  literacy  during 
this  past  year.  Reading  and  Writing  Activity  Centers  were 
vital  areas  within  the  classroom  offering  positive 
experiences  with  pre-reading  and  pre-writing. 
Supporting  children's  development  of  self-esteem  and 
feelings  of  competence  also  continued  to  be  major  goals. 

The  Chapter  188  Grant  also  funded  the  Early 
Childhood  Resource  Center  which  now  has  a  satellite 
location  at  the  Norwood  Public  Library  offering  increased 
accessibility  for  the  entire  community.  This  has  been 

extremely  successful.  At  least  fifty  families  per  week  have 
been  borrowing  materials.  The  Resource  Center  has  also 
sponsored  several  workshops  for  parents.  Topics  this  year 

included  nutrition,  behavior  management  and 
understanding  early  childhood  development. 

In  looking  to  develop  expanded  services  for 
children,  Dr.  Toran  and  Mrs.  Krasnow  met  with  Head  Start 
Area  Director,  Pat  Foley,  to  discuss  the  Early  Childhood 
needs  within  the  Norwood  Community.  In  their 
discussions,  it  became  apparent  there  are  eighty-eight 
children  residing  in  Norwood  under  the  age  of  five  who 

are  eligible  for  a  Head  Start  Program.  Regretfully,  a  Head 
Start  Program  could  only  serve  twenty  students.  With  your 
approval,  our  Head  Start  Classroom  will  begin  this  coming 
September  and  it  will  be  a  great  help  to  disadvantaged  pre¬ 

schoolers  in  Norwood.  In  recognition  of  the  fiscal 
environment  we  are  presently  experiencing,  I  am  happy 
to  note  that  this  Program  will  have  no  direct  cost  to  the 
Town  of  Norwood  beyond  the  lights,  heat,  maintenance  and 
custodial  service  associated  with  the  use  of  one  classroom. 

A  Federal  Grant,  entitled  "Even  Start",  was  written 
by  Marcia  Krasnow,  Paul  Ciccotelli  and  Dr.  Toran  to  request 
$240,000  for  a  project  involving  Telecommunications,  Cable 
TV  and  the  Chapter  188  Classroom.  This  Project  would  allow 
parents,  students  and  Early  Childhood  Training  Programs 
to  access  the  Chapter  188  Classroom  Program  using  this 
unique  technology  system.  In  addition,  the  Project  targets 
adult  education  needs  in  the  area  of  literacy  while 
programming  for  the  parent/child  unit.  The  potential 
ramifications  of  the  Project  are  highly  significant.  Again, 
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the  development  of  a  Model  Program  would  be  offered  if 
funding  is  obtained. 

A  Continuation  Grant  for  our  Early  Childhood  Class 
under  Chapter  188  funds  was  also  submitted  in  the  amount 
of  $71,000.  It  is  anticipated  that  school  systems  will  be 
notified  in  August  pending  results  of  Legislative  Sessions, 
and  then  decisions  will  be  made  by  our  new  Department  of 
Education  regional  office  in  West  Boylston. 

Meetings  were  held  throughout  this  year  with 

kindergarten  teachers  to  focus  on  issues  related  to 

entrance  age  and  dcvelopmentally  appropriate 
curriculum.  These  meetings  are  expected  to  continue 
during  the  coming  school  year.  Efforts  will  be  made  to 
look  closely  at  the  entrance  age  issue  and  how  that  impacts 
curriculum,  expectations  and  community  needs.  These 
meetings  reflect  an  effort  to  support  staff  input  and 

development  in  various  areas  of  Early  Childhood  Education. 

In  summary,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  has 
demonstrated  a  strong  commitment  to  Early  Childhood 

Education.  By  continuing  to  keep  up  with  current  issues 
and  development  within  the  field,  the  system  has  been  able 

to  take  a  pro-active  approach  in  meeting  the  needs  of 
young  children  and  is  well-prepared  to  take  on  the  many 
challenges  currently  presented  within  our  community. 

As  you  are  aware,  our  budget  efforts  this  year  were 
thorough,  in-depth  and  consistent  with  the 
recommendations  of  our  Finance  Commission.  After 

reducing  our  proposed  budget  by  $650,000,  our  1990-91 
budget  of  $17,765,370,  which  reflected  a  2.39%  increase, 
was  supported  by  the  Finance  Commission  and  voted 
favorably  by  Town  Meeting. 

The  significance  of  this  year's  budget  activity  is  that 

after  two  years,  we  have  cut  our  budget  a  total  of 

$1,600,000.  Consequently,  all  of  our  budget  accounts  are 

down  to  a  minimum  level  which  means  we  are  operating 
on  a  very  fragile  scale.  Henceforth,  any  further  major 
"cuts"  will  reflect  serious  impact  on  staffing,  maintenance 

and  general  operations.  A  critical  example  of  this  situation 

is  reflected  in  staffing.  Our  professional  staff  complement 
for  the  1990-91  school  year  will  be  258.1.  This  represents 
7.6  professional  staff  positions  less  than  in  the  1989-90 

school  year,  and  16.8  professional  staff  reductions  during 
the  past  two  years.  Since  this  is  a  general  phenomena  in 
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most  school  systems  across  the  Commonwealth,  the  future 
of  school  reform,  or  school  improvements,  seems  to  be  in 
serious  jeopardy. 

We  have  just  concluded  our  fourth  year  of  operating 
our  Alternative  Classroom.  We  had  eighteen  students 

involved  in  this  excellent  Program,  with  five  graduating 

with  the  class  of  1990.  We  are  pleased  that  this  Program 
has  developed  into  a  model  for  keeping  students  in  school, 
as  well  as  meeting  their  educational  needs.  It  is  our 
estimate  that  this  Program  saved  the  School  Department  up 
to  $150,000  in  tuition. 

Our  Comprehensive  Testing  Program  consists  of 
Achievement  Testing,  Aptitude  Testing,  Reading 
Assessment,  Basic  Skills  and  Curriculum  Assessment.  The 
latter  two  Tests  comprise  the  State  Testing  Program. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  Third  Grade 
achievement  results  were  the  highest  ever,  and  reflect  the 

enormous  curriculum  work  directed  by  Dr.  Toran,  along 
with  a  seriousness  of  purpose  adopted  by  all  our  teachers 
and  administrators. 

The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program  was 
completed  in  the  Fall  for  Grades  3,  6  and  9.  The  results 

were  excellent  and  demonstrate  that  our  emphasis  on  basic 
skills  is  having  a  positive  impact  on  our  students. 

The  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program 
was  administered  during  the  Spring  in  Grades  4,  8  and  12 
and  results  will  be  available  in  November,  1990. 

During  the  past  two  years,  we  have  been  working  to 
establish  Crisis  Teams  in  our  Schools  for  the  purpose  of 

responding  to  critical  incidents.  Our  Senior  High  School, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Piccirilli  and  Miss  Alice 
Axelrod,  was  the  first  school  to  establish  a  Crisis  Team.  I 
should  note  here  that  this  Team  played  a  major  role  in 
responding  to  the  needs  of  our  students,  teachers  and 
parents  during  an  unfortunate  tragedy  to  one  of  our  High 
School  students  this  spring.  The  Junior  High  School 
implemented  the  model  of  our  Senior  High  School,  which 
was  followed  by  the  establishment  of  Crisis  Teams  in  each 
of  our  Elementary  Schools.  We  now  feel  confident  that  our 
"Teams"  will  be  able  to  manage  and  direct  any  unfortunate 
situations  that  develop  in  our  Schools  concerning  staff, 
pupils  and  parents. 
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The  Norwood  Public  Schools  continues  to  offer  a 
comprehensive  response  to  over  six  hundred  special  needs 
students,  between  the  ages  of  three  and  twenty-two,  by 
providing  programs  within  the  school  system  and,  at  times, 
in  collaborative  or  private  programs. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  Mr. 
Daniel  Needham  for  his  excellent  leadership  in  directing 
and  supervising  our  Special  Education  Programs.  Through 
Mr.  Needham's  diligence,  experience  and  management 
skills,  we  have  continued  to  be  in  compliance  with  the 
mandates  of  Chapter  766  and  Public  Laws  94-142  and  89- 
313.  I  assure  you  this  is  a  formidable  task  in  view  of  rising 
costs  and  demand  for  increased  services. 

Public  schools  legally  mandated  response  to  students 
with  special  needs  has  been  controversial  on  many 
"fronts"  due  to  funding.  Obviously,  this  situation  has  been 
magnified  as  a  result  of  poor  economic  times  and  the  fiscal 
woes  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  response  to  rising  special 
needs  costs,  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Needham  had  an  excellent 
information  meeting  with  the  Finance  Commission  and 
you,  our  School  Committee,  this  past  spring.  After  a 
detailed  presentation  on  Special  Education,  there  followed  a 
friendly  discussion  concerning  various  issues  that  were 
related  to  cost  containment  and  alternative  approaches  to 
student  services.  It  was  the  general  consensus  of 
everyone,  that  this  was  a  beneficial  meeting  for  all  in 
attendance. 

Over  the  past  year,  we  have  had  many  activities 
going  on  in  regard  to  curriculum  development, 
instructional  improvement,  staff  development  and 
program  development. 

As  regards  "curriculum  development ",  we  have  been 
able  to  keep  pace  with  our  long-range  goals  of  developing 
curriculum  guides  for  each  of  the  major  discipline  areas  at 
each  of  the  respective  levels  -  Elementary,  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Schools.  In  addition,  we  have  begun  the  first 
year  of  "vertical  articulation"  of  curriculum  where  teams 
of  teachers  across  several  grades  worked  during  the 
summer  to  look  critically  at: 

(a)  The  philosophy  and  goals  statement  for  the 
specific  discipline; 
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(b)  The  major  objectives  by  grade/course  and 
how  well  they  are  coordinated  across  grades 
and  courses;  and 

(c)  Plans  for  assessing  how  students  are 

developing  and  progressing  in  regard  to  the 
desired  learning  outcomes. 

These  plans  will  specify: 

(1)  How  assessment  information  is 

collected  (Student  Test  Data, 
Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment 
Data,  behavioral  checklists,  etc.); 

(2)  How  it  is  to  be  shared  among  teachers, 

principals  and  central  office  staff;  and 

(3)  What  recommendations  are  to  be  made 

for  student  remediation  and/or 
programmatic  modifications. 

These  curriculum  development  efforts  should 
ensure  that  all  teachers  pay  attention  to  important 
learning  outcomes  and  that,  where  appropriate,  specific 
methods  and  materials  are  used  to  achieve  the  learning 
outcomes  desired.  This  will  assure,  that  over  a  thirteen 
year  span,  students  will  partake  of  a  well-planned, 
educational  experience  that  addresses  their  specific  needs 
as  well  as  certain  common  learnings  expected  of  every 


student. 

The  following 

outlines  the  areas  in  which 

"vertical 

articulation" 

efforts  have  recently  been 

completed:

In  addition  to  these  curriculum  workshops,  other 
special  projects  have  been  conducted  to  address  specific 
needs  such  as: 
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(a)  Adapting  curricula  to  meet  needs  of  special 

students; 

(b)  T.V.  Communications;  and 

(c)  Early  Childhood  Education. 

Each  of  these  special  projects  is  still  in  process  with 
completion  expected  by  early  fall. 

We  have  undertaken  a  number  of  initiatives  to 
"improve  instruction" ,  including  school/business 

partnerships,  hosting  an  evaluation  visit  of  the  New 
England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges, 

acquiring  state  of  the  art  laser  disc  players  using  Federal 

Block  Grant  Funds,  adopting  a  new  Elementary  Social 
Studies  Text,  awarding  four  Horace  Mann  Teacher  Grants 
and  modifying  the  process  of  reporting  student  progress  to 
parents  at  the  elementary  level. 

"Project  Bridge"  made  a  Grant  in  the  amount  of 
$42,781  to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  thereby  providing 
Mr.  Robert  Grazado,  High  School  Guidance  Counselor,  with 
an  opportunity  to  work  at  Polaroid  (Norwood  site)  for  one 

year.  During  this  past  year,  Mr.  Grazado  has  worked  in  the 
Human  Resource  area  at  Polaroid,  looking  very  carefully  at 
specific  jobs  within  the  company,  and  what  skill  and 
knowledge  level  is  required  to  perform  various  tasks.  Mr. 
Grazado  also  conducted  Outreach  Programs  for  Guidance 

Counselors  from  other  school  districts  to  orient  them  to 
Polaroid's  interests  in  working  collaboratively  with 
schools  to  ensure  students  leaving  school  are  prepared  for 
the  workplace.  Mr.  Grazado's  experiences  this  year  should 
prove  to  be  very  valuable  when  counseling  students  and 
working  with  teachers  planning  their  courses  and,  in 

particular,  helping  teachers  establish  appropriate 
expectation  levels  so  that  students  are  better  prepared  to 

meet  the  challenges  of  the  workplace. 

In  response  to  our  efforts  with  the  Project  Bridge 

Program  and  our  interest  in  working  with  the  Town 
Meeting  Committee  on  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School,  Dr. 
Toran  explored  and  developed  the  concept  of  a  "Career  and 
Learning  Center".  The  Career  and  Learning  Center 
Concept  is  founded  in  the  needs  to: 

(a)  Better  serve  non-college  bound  youth  and 
adults  with  limited  career  awareness  and/or 
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the  need  for  retraining  for  new  job 
opportunities; 


(b)  Provide  training  which  assures  functional 

literacy  for  a  diverse  adult  population; 

(c)  Improve  the  quality  of  both  high  school  and 

post-secondary  instruction  through  the  use 
of  technology;  and 

(d)  Facilitate  collaboration  between  public  and 

private  institutions  so  that  resources  can 
better  be  shared. 


While  philosophically  these  purposes  and  needs  are 
sound,  practical  aspects  of  proceeding  with  new  program 
initiatives,  at  this  time,  are  not  feasible.  The  Henry  O. 
Peabody  Trustees  have  expressed  reservations  about 
assisting  in  the  establishment  of  the  Center,  and  recent 
shifts  in  the  economy  create  serious  questions  about  the 
prospects  of  available  placements  for  clients  leaving  the 
Center.  In  the  longer  term,  it  is  highly  probable  that  we 
will  revisit  this  concept. 


The  instructional  improvements  growing  out  of 
Chapter  188  -  "The  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1985"  -  have 
indeed  become  modest  in  scope.  The  funding  of  the 
Educational  Reform  Legislation  has  withered  to  the  point 
that  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  received  only  $4,100  in 
Horace  Mann  Teacher  Grants  which  was  awarded  to  four 
teachers.  These  funds  allowed  us  to: 


(a)  Develop  an  Ethnic  Studies  Kit  focusing  upon 
teaching  students  to  appreciate  and  respect 
differences; 


(b)  Establish  guidelines  for  elementary  teachers 
focusing  upon  the  teaching  of  thinking 
skills; 


(c)  Conduct  special  meetings  for  elementary 
parents  whose  students  were  having 
difficulty  in  school;  and 


(d)  Develop  a  Ninth  Grade  Curriculum  Guide  in 
American  Government. 


At  the  elementary  level,  another  major 
instructional  improvement  was  the  adoption  of  the 
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"MacMillan  Social  Studies  Program".  A  Textbook  Selection 
Committee  worked  over  several  months,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Talanian,  to  examine,  analyze  and  select  a 
text  which  was  up-to-date  and  addressed  our  interests  of 
providing  both  social  studies  facts  and  information,  while 
at  the  same  time  challenging  students'  thinking  and 
exploration.  The  Chapter  II  Block  Grant  Funds  also 
provided  us  an  opportunity  to  improve  our  teaching  of 
geography  and  science  through  the  acquisition  of  high 
quality  laser  discs.  Teachers  will  have  much  better 
instructional  materials  available  to  them  as  a  result  of  both 
of  these  initiatives. 

In  October,  1989,  a  visiting  committee  of  fourteen 
educators,  representing  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges,  evaluated  our  High  School 
Curriculum  and  all  of  its  Programs. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  the  visiting 
evaluation  team  awarded  our  High  School  continued 
accreditation,  indicating  many  commendations  and 
recommendations,  to  improve  the  quality  of  educational 
opportunities  for  all  our  students. 

With  your  indulgence,  I  would  like  to  extract  two 
sentences  from  the  general  observations  of  the  visiting 
team.  They  read  as  follows:  "The  visiting  Committee  was 
impressed  by  the  dedication  and  commitment  of  the  staff 
and  administration  both  to  the  school  and  to  the  education 
of  their  students.  The  Committee  sensed  a  genuine  feeling 
of  mutual  respect  and  caring  among  adults  and  students, 
and  in  particular  noted  the  attention  given  to  students  as 
individuals  through  the  comprehensive  and  effective 
student  services  program."  I  assure  you,  with  the 
aforementioned  as  the  foundation  of  our  resolve,  that  our 
High  School  staff  will  carry  out  a  completed  follow-up 
program  to  review  all  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Commissioner's  visiting  team. 

Ensuring  that  parents  are  involved  in  supporting 
the  work  of  their  child  in  school  has  been  an  on-going 
interest  of  our  teachers  and  principals.  With  this  in  mind, 
two  "Elementary  Report  Card  Study  Committees"  were 
established  to  review  the  reporting  of  student  progress  to 
parents.  One  Committee  reviewed  the  reporting  process  at 
Grades  1  and  2,  and  the  other  at  Grades  3,  4  and  5.  While 
work  of  these  Committees  is  yet  to  be  finalized  and  brought 
before  the  School  Committee  for  their  consideration  and 
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action,  several  changes  have  been  suggested  in  the  report 
cards  currently  in  use.  In  addition,  the  Grades  1  and  2 
Committee  has  yet  to  resolve  the  issue  of  how  to  best 
conduct  one-on-one  conferences  with  parents  to 
complement  the  information  on  the  report  card.  By 

creating  better  communication  and  understanding  with 
parents  about  their  child's  work  in  school,  we  feel 
significant  support  and  improved  learning  can  result. 

In  the  area  of  "staff  development" ,  three  programs 
requiring  extensive  time  commitments  were  actively 
subscribed  to  by  staff  members.  The  "Masters  Degree 
P rogram",  co-sponsored  by  Lesley  College  and  the  Norwood 
Public  Schools  over  the  past  two  years,  has  resulted  in 
eleven  Norwood  teachers  receiving  a  Masters  Degree  in 
Elementary  Curriculum  and  Instruction  with  a 
specialization  in  reading,  writing  and  language.  Teachers 
receiving  this  Degree  attended  classes  over  the  past  two 
years  and  earned  thirty-three  graduate  credits  as  well  as 
meeting  other  Degree  requirements. 

The  1989-90  school  year  was  the  third  consecutive 
year  that  the  Commonwealth  In-Service  Institute  awarded 
a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $4,086  to  conduct  a  course 
entitled,  "Understanding  Teaching ",  taught  by  Dr.  Louise 
Thompson. 

This  course  has  been  offered  to  staff  on  two  levels; 
an  Introductory  Course  of  eleven  -  three  hour  sessions  and 
a  Level  II  Course  of  six  -  three  hour  sessions.  Participants 
have  generally  completed  both  levels  of  the  Course  in  a 
two  year  period  of  time.  This  past  year,  twenty-five 
teachers  completed  the  Level  I  Course,  while  nineteen 
teachers  completed  the  Level  II  Course.  The  Course  has 

been  extremely  valuable  to  staff  members  as  a  means  of 
strengthening  their  abilities  to  use  new  techniques  and 

strategies  in  their  classrooms  as  well  as  creating  a  forum 
for  teachers  to  share  ideas  about  their  teaching  with 
follow  teachers. 

As  part  of  a  continuing  interest  among  our  teachers 
to  help  students  become  active,  independent  learners,  a 
course  was  developed  to  assist  elementary  teachers  to 
infuse  thinking  skills  into  their  daily  lessons.  A  six 
session  "Thinking  Skills  Program" ,  of  two  hours  per 

session,  was  conducted  for  sixteen  teachers  over  a  three 
month  period  by  Ms.  Mary  Ann  Haley,  a  Thinking  Skills 
Consultant.  Evaluations  of  the  Program  by  staff  members 
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indicate  that  they  enjoyed  and  profited  by  the  Course.  In 
addition,  participating  teachers  recommend  that  a  second 
level  course  be  developed  to  deal  in  more  depth  with  the 
teaching  of  thinking  skills.  Administration  is  currently 
planning  a  program  which  will  allow  a  new  group  of 
teachers  to  enroll  in  an  Introductory  Thinking  Skills 
Course  as  well  as  allowing  interested  teachers  to  proceed  to 
a  Level  II  Course  on  thinking  skills  during  the  upcoming 
year. 


These  special  Programs,  along  with  the  on-going 
activities  developed  for  In-Service  release  days  by  the 
"Personnel  Development  Committee",  have  provided  good 
opportunities  for  the  professional  staff  to  continue  to  grow 
and  strengthen  their  teaching  skills. 

Our  program  development  efforts  this  year  focused 
on  our  Elementary  Science  Resource  Center,  our  Early 
Childhood  Program  serving  the  needs  of  three  and  four 
year  old  children  from  low-income  families  and  the 
introduction  of  a  Head  Start  Program  this  fall.  In  addition, 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Rooney  and  Mr.  Sullivan,  an 
Occupational  Education  Grant  was  received  for 
implementing  a  Computer  Aided  Drawing  Program.  This 
Program  introduces  High  School  students  to  math 
applications  in  technical  drawing  as  well  as  to  the 
fundamentals  of  computer  assisted  design. 

Lastly,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  was  one  of 

approximately  fifty  schools  in  the  Commonwealth  of 

Massachusetts  to  become  a  charter  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Corporation  for  Educational 
Telecommunications  (MCET).  To  date,  a  satellite  receiver 
has  been  installed  at  Norwood  High  School  and  has  been 
linked  up  with  our  T.V.  Studio  as  well  as  the  local  Cable  T.V. 
System. 

During  the  upcoming  year,  we  will  be  able  to 

receive  and  broadcast  programs  on  local  Cable  T.V.  or  the 

Institutional  Loop  Programs  which  will  enrich  learning 
opportunities  for  staff,  students  and  citizens  alike. 
Specifically,  in  addition  to  staff  training,  there  is 
significant  potential  for  offering  Enrichment  Programs 
for  students,  Training  Programs  for  other  Town  employees 
and  Community  Program  broadcasts  from  our  High  School 
Studio.  We  feel  there  are  unlimited  opportunities  in  this 
new  technology  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  serving  all 
segments  of  our  community. 
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In  summary,  we  have  been  proceeding  with  many 
varied  activities  to  improve  the  quality  of  Programs 
available  to  students.  I  attribute  our  great  strides  in 
curriculum  to  the  tireless  effort,  energy,  knowledge  and 
management  skills  of  Dr.  Toran.  He  has  focused  on 
curriculum  development,  instructional  improvements, 
staff  development  and  program  development.  As  a  result 
of  Dr.  Toran’s  dedication  and  commitment,  we  are  much 
closer  to  our  goal  of  excellence  than  we  have  been  in  the 
past. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  to  the  Committee  that  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools'  Extended  Day  Program  had  a 
successful  first  year.  We  serviced  a  total  of  forty  children, 
averaging  twenty-nine  youngsters  per  day,  from  3:00  - 
6:00  P.M. 

As  you  are  aware,  this  Program  focuses  on 
recreational  and  educational  activities.  Our  student's 
Program  included  free-play;  physical  activity;  arts  and 
crafts;  homework  for  older  children;  and  reading  time  for 
pleasure  as  well  as  information.  A  special  feature  of  our 
Program  was  the  monthly  visit  of  the  Children's  Librarian 
from  the  Morrill  Library.  On  these  occasions,  the  children 
were  presented  a  special  program  as  well  as  different 
library  books  at  each  visit. 

Another  aspect  of  the  success  of  our  Extended  Day 
Program  is  that  our  " self-funding "  effort  finished  in  the 
"black".  As  in  any  new  venture  that  has  to  be  self- 

sustaining,  our  Program  was,  for  most  of  the  year, 
financially  fragile.  However,  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
Plumer,  our  Director,  continued  fundraising  from 
corporations,  community  organizations  and  PTA's  has 
strengthened  the  foundation  of  this  Program.  We  are  now 

looking  forward  to  our  second  season  with  the  expectation 
that  this  latchkey  service  will  continue  to  expand  to 
include  more  children  in  our  community. 

This  has  been  the  first  complete  school  year  that  Mr. 
Robert  Graham,  our  new  Director  of  Buildings,  Grounds 

and  Maintenance  has  been  with  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools.  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  we  are  most 

fortunate  in  having  this  talented  young  man  on  our  staff. 

During  Mr.  Graham's  first  year,  he  has  supervised 
and  directed  the  installation  of  new  fuel  oil  tanks  at  four 
different  schools;  replaced  outside  doors  in  many  of  our 
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buildings;  replaced  the  original  slate  roof  at  the  Callahan 
with  an  asphalt  shingle  which  successfully  copies  the  slate 
appearance;  installed  two  boilers  at  the  Oldham;  and 
supervised  the  construction  and  installation  of  a  modular 
classroom  at  the  Oldham  School.  In  addition,  Mr.  Graham 
directed  and  implemented  our  Radon  and  Lead  Testing 
Programs  as  well  as  overseeing  all  our  asbestos  efforts  that 
are  required  to  be  in  compliance  with  our  Management 
Plan  under  the  Asbestos  Hazard  Emergency  Response  Act 
(AHERA). 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  Mr. 
Graham  not  only  for  his  excellent  work  this  year,  but  also 
for  his  effort  and  vision  in  developing  long-range  plans. 
He  is  presently  working  to  convert  to  dual  fuel  capability 
in  our  buildings,  thereby  giving  us  some  control  of  our 
future  fuel  budgeting.  It  is  Mr.  Graham's  plan  to  continue 
to  revisit  the  subject  of  energy  and  its  management  as  the 
technologies  change  and  monies  tighten. 

Our  Personnel  Development  Steering  Committee  has 
continued  presenting  Programs  that  contribute  to  the 
professional  growth  of  our  staff.  This  year  our  Steering 
Committee,  in  response  to  the  concerns  of  our 
Superintendent,  did  present  many  sequential  Programs 
focused  on  multi-cultural  diversity  and  prejudice.  In 
addition,  our  presentations  included  such  topics  as  Self 

Esteem,  Drugs,  Nutrition,  Computers,  Special  Needs  and 
Science.  I  am  pleased  to  commend  Mr.  Daniel  Needham  and 
his  Committee  for  their  excellent  work  and  commitment  to 
the  teachers  of  Norwood. 

It  is  generally  acknowledged  that  technology  is 
improving  educational  opportunities  for  students.  Schools 
are  using  technology  to  introduce  robotics  to  allow  access 
to  video  in  all  classrooms,  to  improve  basic  skills,  to 
enhance  classroom  management,  to  teach  advanced 
placement  as  well  as  low-incident  courses  and  to  help 

students  learn  employable  skills. 

A  year  ago,  Business  Week  indicated  that  96%  of 

American  public  schools  have  computers,  although,  on 
average,  there  is  only  one  for  every  thirty  students.  This 

is  the  situation  we  found  ourselves  in  during  this  academic 
year.  In  fact,  our  situation  was  exacerbated  by  the 
increasing  number  of  computers  that  were  becoming 
obsolete. 
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I  am  happy  to  record  here,  in  our  Annual  Report, 
the  help  and  support  our  Town  Meeting  members  gave  to 

our  schools,  in  the  May  Special  Town  Meeting,  by 
favorably  voting  $50,000  for  new  computers.  Obviously, 
this  will  not  resolve  our  computer  problems,  but  it  does 

moderate  our  critical  need  for  the  present.  It  also 
highlights  the  need  for  the  School  Department  to  review 
our  future  capital  account  funding  in  a  different  context. 

Within  the  aforementioned  background,  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  to  you  that  we  continue  to  see  growth 
in  the  use  of  technology  in  our  discipline  areas.  This  year 
we  witnessed  extensive  use  of  computers  in  our  High 
School  English,  Industrial  Arts,  Business  and  Mathematics 
Departments.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  Analog  Devices 

made  a  substantial  contribution  to  our  High  School 

Computer  Lab  by  donating  a  $3,500  laser  printer.  This  gift 
has  allowed  us  to  produce  instructional  material  of  the 
highest  quality. 

Our  Elementary  Computer  Program  has  been  very 
active  this  year.  All  our  schools  participated  in  the  Stop 
and  Shop  and  Bradlees  Program  entitled  "Apples  for  the 
Students" .  This  effort  was  coordinated  through  our  PTA's 
and  resulted  in  our  schools  receiving  many  printers  and 
various  pieces  of  software. 

The  Elementary  Language  Arts  curriculum  was 
greatly  enhanced  this  year  with  two  new  Computer 
Programs.  The  Children's  Writing  and  Publishing  Center 
and  Super  Print  II  were  used  at  many  grade  levels  to  print 
reports,  newsletters,  paragraphs  and  "big  books". 

We  anticipate  that  our  geography  and  history 
disciplines  will  be  invigorated  with  the  addition  of  laser 
discs  (or  videodiscs).  Our  elementary  teachers  were 
trained  on  this  new  technology  this  year  and  they  are 
very  excited  about  introducing  this  new  instructional  tool. 

The  Apple  Lab  at  the  Junior  High  was  started  this 
year.  Our  Sixth  Grade  students  worked  on  keyboarding  and 
word  processing  skills  as  well  as  using  the  lab  in  subject 
areas  such  as  Math,  Science,  English  and  Social  Studies. 

Mr.  Louis  Buscone,  our  Director  of  Computer 
Services,  Instructions  and  Curriculum  has  skillfully  taken 
our  students  beyond  learning  about  computers  to  learning 
with  and  from  computers.  Through  his  effort  and  vision, 
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we  are  struggling  to  integrate  technology  into  our 
instructional  process  in  order  to  reap  the  maximum 
benefits  from  computers. 

Meeting  the  unique,  varied  and  complex  needs  of 
children  is  a  constant  challenge  to  the  classroom  teacher. 
In  this  effort,  we  devote  ourselves  to  helping  children 
realize  their  maximum  potential.  One  of  our  strategies  to 
attain  this  goal  is  our  Elementary  Gifted  and  Talented 

Program,  Eureka. 

This  Program,  structured  for  a  pull-out  of  students 
who  are  academically  capable  as  well  as  a  classroom 
component,  has  focused  this  year  on  creative  and  thinking 
skills  in  addition  to  problem  solving  activities.  Other  areas 
of  interests  included  the  National  Geography  Bee,  Animals, 

Wonders  of  the  World,  Flags  and  Countries,  Whales, 
Research  Skills,  to  name  a  few. 

Our  Junior  High  Gifted  and  Talented  Program 

(SEARCH)  has  had  a  successful  year  and  is  presently 

refining  its  efforts  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mary 
Splaine,  Margaret  Ransom  and  Mary  King.  These  three 
dedicated  teachers  have  continued  to  make  this  an  exciting 
Program  for  students. 

Mr.  McDonough,  your  Sub-Committee  Chairman  for 
leasing  North,  Mr.  Pentowski,  Mr.  Graham  and  Mr. 

Hcmman  have  had  a  very  busy  year  in  their  pursuit  to 

rent  space  at  Junior  High  North.  To  date,  we  will  have 

rented  approximately  15,000  square  feet  (or  12.8% 
occupancy).  We  are  presently  negotiating  several  other 
leases  which  will  enable  the  School  Department  to 
maintain  this  building  on  a  self-sustaining  basis.  We  are 

optimistic  that  we  will  have  the  entire  space  leased  by  the 
end  of  this  coming  academic  year. 

One  of  our  secondary  goals  this  year  was  to  continue 
our  efforts  to  maintain  data  for  long-range  planning 
projections  and  decisions.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Buscone,  we  have  developed  sufficient  projection  data 
utilizing  the  Cohort-Survival  Method  for  the  next  five 

years.  It  is  our  opinion,  based  on  our  projections,  that  we 
will  not  experience  any  major  changes  in  housing 

through  the  year  1994.  The  enrollment  growth  at  the 
Elementary  and  Senior  High  level  is  expected  to  be  about 

five  percent.  The  largest  gain  in  student  population  will 
occur  at  the  Junior  High. level.  We  anticipate  an  increase 
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of  approximately  twenty  percent  at  this  level  in  the  next 
five  years.  However,  we  feel  this  will  not  create  a  housing 
situation  due  to  the  size  and  flexibility  of  the  Junior  High 
building. 

It  should  be  noted  in  this  Report,  that  an  important 
tradition  will  come  to  an  end  this  year.  Our  well-known 
and  respected  Bay  State  League  will  now  be  called  the  Bay 
State  Conference  with  two  divisions  -  the  Carey  Division 
and  the  Herget  Division.  Each  of  these  Divisions  will 
comprise  six  teams,  with  two  new  entries  added  to  our  usual 
competitors  -  Brookline  and  Newton  North.  I  know  our 
community  wishes  success  and  best  wishes  to  this  new 
athletic  realignment. 

Many  events  and  individual  achievements  occur 
each  year  in  our  school  system,  with  little  fanfare  or 
notice.  In  a  way,  considering  the  number  of  adults, 
students  and  events  that  take  place  during  an  academic 
year,  it  is  impossible  to  record  everything.  In  that  context, 
realizing  the  ensuing  is  only  a  brief  summary  of 
acknowledgements,  I  am  pleased  to  bring  to  your  attention 
the  following: 

•  Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough,  a  High  School 
Social  Studies  teacher,  was  selected  as  Social 
Studies  Teacher  of  the  Year. 

•  Mr.  Giles  Parker,  from  our  High  School,  was 
nominated  by  the  Junior  Achievement 
Program  as  the  Teacher  of  the  Year  in 
Economics. 

•  Mrs.  Margaret  Reilley,  from  our  High  School, 
was  selected  as  a  finalist  for  a  Lucre  ti  a 
Crocker  Fellowship  for  1990-91. 

•  We  are  very  proud  of  Mrs.  Jean  Poce  who  was 
featured  on  Channel  5's  "Class  Act  Award". 

•  Sean  Smith  and  Sheila  Provencher,  members 
of  the  Class  of  1990,  achieved  finalists  ratings 
in  the  1990  National  Merit  Scholarships 
Program. 

•  Josephine  Chi,  Kimberly  Clark,  Bryan  Comite, 
Danielle  Forsman  and  Dennis  Keefe  received 
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Letters  of  Commendation  in  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Program.

We  had  four  academically  outstanding 
members  of  the  High  School  Class  of  1991 
designed  " High  Scorers"  in  the  1991  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Program  (James  Bedar, 
Bridget  Canniff,  Fiona  Immonan  and  Jason 
Levesque). 

Four  Norwood  High  School  students 
participated  in  an  Enrichment  Program 
sponsored  by  the  Bentley  College  Spotlight 
Program  (Jennifer  Marderosium,  Carmela 
Mazzotta,  Kevin  O'Brien  and  Lisa  Sheehan). 

Bridgett  Canniff,  a  member  of  the  Class  of 
1991,  placed  Third  in  the  American 
Association  of  Teachers  of  Spanish  and 
Portuguese.  Kane  Anderson  received  a 
Summa  Cum  Laude  Certificate  in  the  Latin 
Examination. 

Our  Academic  Decathlon  Team  competed  in 
Channel  Five's  "High  Q"  Programs  and  placed 
Eighth  out  of  one  hundred  schools. 

We  had  two  Scholastic  Globe  Art  Award 
winners  who  received  Gold  Key  Awards 
which  represents  the  "Best  of  the  State".  Our 
winners  were  Alice  MacEachern  and  Daniel 
Fellini. 

In  the  National  French/Spanish  Exams,  Dan

We  congratulate  our  championship 
cheerleaders  who  again  participated  in  the 
National  Championship  Competition. 

Our  art  students  displayed  their  excellent 
work  in  our  Annual 

K  -  12  Art  Exhibit.  We  were  able  to  display  our 
posters  through  the  courtesy  of  the  following 
businesses:  Howard  Insurance,  Hanlon  Shoes, 

Poirier's  Appliance,  Foley  Travel,  Dante's  III, 
Brighams,  Brenner's  Children  Shop, 
Beneficial  Finance,  Alighieri's  Barber  Shop, 
Curtain  Time  and  Fables. 

Our  High  School  Jazz  Ensemble  won  the  State 
Championship  for  the  fourteenth  time  out  of 
the  past  fifteen  years. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  Norwood  High 
School  musicians  for  winning  trophies  in  the 
National  Competition  in  Florida  this  year. 
Each  of  the  following  groups  were  winners: 
Marching  Band,  Symphony  Band,  String 

Orchestra,  Jazz  Ensemble,  Jazz  Combo,  Concert 
Chorale  and  the  Madrigals. 

Students  receiving  Outstanding  Musician 
Awards  included  Brian  Kane,  Wayne 

DeFlamines,  Glen  Pine,  Suzanne  Lary,  Bridgett 

Canniff,  Anh  Ly  and  Dan  Fellini. 

This  past  April  our  Balch  School  celebrated  its 
75th  year  as  an  operational  school  in  the 
Norwood  Public  School  system.  The 

celebration  included  ethnic  foods, 
entertainment  from  the  nationalities  that 
comprise  the  district,  visits  from  former 
teachers  and  administrators  and  classroom 
tours.  This  was  a  wonderful  opportunity  to 
share  "memories,  memorabilia  and  old 
friendships". 

The  Eighties  ended  on  an  unhappy  event  for 
the  members  of  the  Norwood  educational 
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community.  Mr.  John  Piccirilli,  Principal  of 
Norwood  Senior  High  School  for  fourteen 
years,  retired  after  thirty-two  years  of 
serving  students,  parents  and  teachers.  It  is 
fitting  to  note  here,  that  our  School 
Committee,  and  our  professional  staff,  in 
appreciation  for  his  outstanding  and 
dedicated  service,  extend  to  John  best  wishes 
for  good  health  and  much  happiness  in  his 
retirement. 

As  I  look  back  over  this  past  year,  I  am  proud  of  the 
accomplishments  of  our  teachers  and  administrators. 

Our  annual  goal  of  pursuing  excellence  seems  closer 
today  since  our  professional  team  has  made  substantial 

progress  this  year  in  such  areas  as  curriculum, 

instruction,  staff  improvement  and  program  development. 
The  aforementioned  Report  gives  ample  testimony  to  our 
efforts  and  our  accomplishments.  We  now  hope  and  pray 
that  the  Commonwealth's  fiscal  crisis  will  improve  so  we 
can  continue  to  pursue  the  best  education  possible  for  our 

children  in  the  future. 

I  do  want  to  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  our 
educational  community,  to  commend  you,  our  Committee, 
for  your  vision,  wisdom  and  dedication  to  the  children  of 
Norwood.  Your  commitment  these  past  years  to  early 
education,  substance  abuse,  drop  out  prevention  and 
curriculum  improvements  anticipated  the  President's 

national  goals  for  America's  children.  Certainly  our 
community,  and  our  students,  are  the  beneficiaries  of  your 
leadership. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith, 
Mr.  Hemman,  Mr.  Buscone  and  Mr.  Graham,  our  Central 
Administration  Team,  for  their  dedication  and  commitment 
to  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  I  also  want  to  thank  our 
school  administrators  and  teachers  who  serve  our  students 
and  parents  with  high  purpose  and  devotion.  This  report 
reflects  the  zeal,  achievement  and  teamwork  of  all  of  our 
professionals  who  serve  our  students  and  community  with 
pride  and  affection.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT 
SUPERINTENDENTS 


We  are  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  for  the 
year  1990.  Over  the  past  year,  the  offices  of  both  Assistant 
Superintendents  have  been  actively  involved  in  program 

development,  personnel  and  budgeting. 

The  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
outlines  many  of  the  program  development  issues  initiated 
and  directed  by  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  Dr.  Toran. 
This  report  will  focus  on  enrollment,  staffing,  and  other 
operations  involving  the  offices  of  the  Assistant 
Superintendents. 

Enrollment!  Staffing 

System-wide  (pre-school  through  Grade  12) 

enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1990  was  3,321  students. 

Elementary  enrollment  was  1,642  pupils.  This  figure 

includes  students  in  programs  from  preschool  age  through 
grade  5.  Junior  High  School  enrollment  was  726  students 
including  students  in  grades  6,  7  and  8.  High  School 

enrollment  was  953  students.  Basic  enrollment  trends 
indicate  a  slow  gradual  growth  in  the  elementary 
population  and  a  small  decline  in  the  secondary  population 
resulting  in  a  basically  stable  school  population.  In  the 
future,  we  will  see  a  slow  growth  in  system-wide 
population  with  current  projections  for  a  K-12  population 
in  1995  of  3,496  pupils 

The  Norwood  Public  School  system  continued  to 
reduce  it's  teaching  force  which  stands  at  258.1  teachers 
for  the  1990-91  school  year.  Elementary  staffing  totaled 
119.6  teachers  with  72  classroom  positions  and  47.6 

specialists  and  special  education  positions.  Secondary 
staffing  totaled  138.5  teachers  with  126  regular  education 

positions  and  12.5  special  education  positions. 

Table  I  provides  detailed  enrollment  and  staffing 
information  for  each  building  within  the  system  while 
Table  II  summarizes  system-wide  enrollment  for  boys  and 
girls. 
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In  summary,  both  enrollments  and  staffing  within 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  have  been  in  decline  over  most 
of  the  past  twenty  years.  While  we  expect  a  reversal  of  this 
trend  in  pupil  enrollments,  there  is  ambivalence  about 
future  increases  in  staffing  given  the  state  of  our 
economy. 

Personnel  and  Programs: 

The  1989-90  school  year  brought  with  it  the 
retirement  of  four  well-respected  professional  staff 
members:  Mr.  Wallace  Peck,  science  teacher.  Senior  High 

School,  Mr.  James  Phillips,  English  teacher  and  reading 
specialist,  Senior  High  School,  Mr.  Richard  Bonin,  social 
studies  department  head,  and  Mr.  John  Piccirilli,  Principal 
of  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  These  individuals  will  be 
sorely  missed,  and  they  leave  behind  a  touch  of 
immortality. 

One  of  the  significant  activities  was  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  George  Usevich  to  the  position  of  Principal  of 
Norwood  Senior  High  School.  The  process  took  four  months 
and  focused  on  the  major  thesis  of  selecting  the  best 
qualified  candidate  to  lead  Norwood  Senior  High  School 
through  the  90's.  I  believe  Mr.  Usevich  is  that  leader  and 
pledge  my  total  support  to  help  him  develop  the  best  high 
school  in  Massachusetts. 

• Alternative  Classroom 

The  fourth  year  of  the  Alternative  Classroom  has  just 
concluded,  and  I  must  say  that  the  success  of  the  program 
has  far  exceeded  our  wildest  expectations.  Eighteen 
students  were  involved  with  the  program  this  year.  Five 
graduated  with  the  Class  of  1990.  The  students  exhibited  a 
variety  of  needs  and  problems.  However,  the  major 
consistent  thread  that  all  share  is  a  lack  of  self-worth,  and 
all  that  accompanies  the  feelings  of  not  being  wanted.  Mr. 
Giardi  has  been  able  to  restore  a  semblance  of  feeling 
important  and  worthwhile.  His  skill  in  accomplishing  this 
remarkable  task  is  unprecedented  and  deserves  special 
accommodation.  It  is  important  to  note  that,  not  only  has 
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Mr.  Giardi  changed  the  lives  of  individual  students,  but  he 
has  also  altered  the  lives  of  the  families  of  these  students. 

• Guidance  Services 

The  Guidance  Departments  at  both  of  our  secondary 
schools  are  "safe  harbors"  for  our  staff  and  student  body. 
The  variety  of  services  provided  are  major  energy  sources 
that  has  helped  our  schools  to  reach  for  the  golden  ring  of 
excellence.  The  leadership  provided  by  Miss  Ciccarelli  and 
Mr.  Morris  has  been  extraordinary. 

The  Senior  High  School  has  presented  the  profile  for 
the  Class  of  1989  which  is  quite  impressive: 


College:  4  year  -  54% 

College:  2  year  -  21% 

Other  Post  Secondary  -  4% 

Total:  -  79% 


Guidance  information  is  shared  with  the  community 
via  newsletters  and  "special  guidance  information  nights". 
Orientation  programs  for  students  getting  ready  for  Junior 
High  School  were  outstanding.

The  results  were  excellent.  Our  third  grade 

achievement  results  were  the  highest  ever,  and  reflects 

the  enormous  curriculum  work  directed  by  Dr.  Toran, 

along  with  a  seriousness  of  purpose  adopted  by  all  our 

teachers  and  administrators. 
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The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  program  was 
completed  in  the  fall  for  grades  3,  6  and  9.  The  results  were 
excellent,  and  demonstrates  that  our  emphasis  on  basic 
skills  is  having  a  positive  impact  on  the  students. 

The  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program 
was  administered  during  the  Spring  in  grades  4,  8  and  12, 
and  results  will  be  available  in  November,  1990. 

Finally,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  was  picked  by 
random  to  participate  in  the  national  testing  program 
known  as  "The  Nation's  Report  Card".  This  report  is 
receiving  a  great  deal  of  attention  relative  to  an  analysis 
of  how  public  education  is  performing. 

• Crisis  Teams 

During  the  past  two  years,  our  staff  has  embarked 
on  developing  a  crisis  team  that  would  be  prepared  to 
respond  to  any  crisis  happening  in  our  schools.  The 
Senior  High  School  was  the  first  school  to  structure  the 
organization  of  a  crisis  team.  The  leadership  of  Mr.  John 
Picci  rilli  and  Miss  Alice  Axelrod  was  significant  in  the 
ultimate  product  and  success  of  a  crisis  team.  The  Junior 
High  School  used  the  model  established  by  the  Senior  High 
School.  In  March,  the  elementary  adjustment  counselors 
suggested  the  development  of  a  crisis  team  in  each 
elementary  school.  Several  meetings  were  held  regarding 
substance  and  structure.  I  communicated  with  each 

principal  relative  to  the  importance  of  the  crisis  team 
concept.  Everyone  was  very  cooperative,  and  a  final 
product  will  be  available  for  School  Committee  approval. 

We  close  this  annual  report  in  a  spirit  of  reserved 
optimism  and  with  the  hope  that  the  necessary  resources 
to  properly  operate  our  schools  will  remain  a  priority  of 
the  citizens  in  Norwood.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NORWOOD  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  Norwood  High  School  for  school  year  1989-1990. 

During  1988  and  1989,  the  staff  evaluated  the  curriculum  and 
all  of  our  programs  using  the  evaluation  materials  -  Evaluative 
Criteria,  Sixth  Edition,  published  by  the  National  Study  of 
Secondary  School  Evaluation.  An  evaluation  in  October  1989,  by 
a  committee  of  fourteen  educators  representing  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  awarded  our  High  School 
continued  accreditation.  The  report  includes  seventy 
commendations  and  one  hundred  fourteen  recommendations.  The 
recommendations  of  the  visiting  committee  are  providing 
directions  to  improve  the  quality  of  educational  opportunity  for 
all  students  served  by  Norwood  High  School. 

Each  Learning  Area/Standards  Committee  will  react  to  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  according  to  the  following: 

Priority  -  Assign  a  priority  of  "High,"  "Medium,"  "Low,"  or 
"Should  Be  Rejected"  for  each  recommendation.  Give  a  rationale 
for  rejected  items  in  the  "Suggested  Action"  column. 

Suggested  Action  -  Your  committee  should  suggest  the  method(s) 
by  which  the  recommendation  may  be  carried  out. 

Schedule  -  Indicate  the  approximate  length  of  time  needed  to 
implement  each  recommendation: 

1  -  Should  be  implemented  within  one  year 

2  -  Should  be  implemented  in  two-three  years 

3  -  Should  be  implemented  in  three-five  years 

Person(s)  Responsible  -  The  committee  should  determine  the 
person  or  group  that  can  best  carry  out  the  recommendation.

A  two-year  progress  report  must  be  made  in  September  1991  to 
the  Director  of  Evaluation  indicating  what  action  has  been  taken 
on  the  recommendations.  For  each  recommendation  categorized 
as  rejected  or  no  action,  specific  reasons  are  requested.  The 
report  will  then  be  reviewed  by  the  Commission  on  Public 
Schools,  with  continued  accreditation  being  contingent  upon 
satisfactory  progress  reports. 

The  staff  began  the  follow-up  phase  in  the  spring.  The  school 
committee  annually  approves  articulation  and  in-service  days. 
Structured  sessions  of  articulation  days  will  assure  a  continuous 
study  of  the  curriculum  and  of  the  evaluation  report.

During  this  school  year  one  hundred  fourteen  new  students 
enrolled,  forty-one  students  transferred  to  other  schools  and 
fifteen  students  withdrew  from  school. 


GUIDANCE 

The  Norwood  High  School  counseling  staff  has  six  full-time 
counselors.  Students  are  assigned  on  an  alphabetical  basis  to 
each  counselor  and  remain  with  that  counselor  for  four  years. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  counselors  that  a  growing  rapport  will 
develop  between  each  student  and  counselor  so  that  by  grade 
twelve  students  will  be  ready  to  make  career  choices  that  are 
challenging  and  productive. 

Various  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  and  students. 
To  assist  students  and  parents  in  good  post-high  school  planning, 
an  evening  meeting  was  held  in  October  for  grades  eleven  and 
twelve  families.  Also,  to  review  curriculum  offerings,  an  evening 
meeting  was  held  in  January  for  grades  eight  and  nine  parents. 
In  addition,  regionally  planned  Higher  Education  Nights  were 
held  at  Wayland  High  School  in  October  and  at  Waltham  High 
School  in  April.  A  financial  aid  information  night  was  held  at 
Norwood  High  School  in  December.  In  April  a  regionally 
planned  program  was  held  at  Natick  High  School.  A  specialist 
in  college  admissions  offered  a  presentation  called  "Playing  the 
Selection,  College  Admissions  Game."  In  May  a  program  was 
offered  for  parents  of  students  in  grade  Kindergarten  through 
grade  eight.  A  panel  of  investment  specialists  reviewed  ways  for 
parents  to  prepare  for  college  through  long-term  financial 
planning. 
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A  guidance  counselor  was  on  duty  twenty  nights  each  semester 
of  the  year  to  make  available  the  resources  in  the  department 
for  all  citizens  in  the  community.  Any  interested  person  could 
call  the  counseling  center  for  an  appointment. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  available  numerous  references 
describing  post-high  school  educational  opportunities  and 
occupational  information.  A  computer  information  system  is 
located  in  the  counseling  center,  and  students  are  able  to 
instantaneously  receive  computer-based  information  in  regard  to 
the  following:  relating  of  individual  interests  and  goals  with 
appropriate  careers;  descriptions,  bibliographies,  and  required 
preparation  for  some  three  hundred  occupations;  lists  of  schools 
which  offer  a  course  of  instruction  at  a  specific  level  in  a 
geographic  area;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specific  varsity 
sports;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specified  support  facilities  for 
handicapped  students;  and  information  concerning  financial  aid 
for  education  or  training  which  might  match  an  individual’s 
needs,  abilities,  and  preferences. 

A  TV/Video  Center  has  been  added  to  the  facilities  of  the 
Norwood  High  School  Guidance  Department.  College  videos  are 
available  for  viewing  by  parents  and  students  to  help  in  the 
college  selection  process. 

Between  second  semester  of  grade  eleven  and  first  semester  of 
grade  twelve  an  invitation  is  offered  to  parents  of  students  to 
participate  in  a  counselor/student  conference  which  reviews  post- 
high  school  planning. 

Employers  contacted  the  high  school  in  regard  to  part-time  and 
full-time  employment  opportunities.  Such  information  was 
available  to  all  students  and  was  posted  on  a  bulletin  board  in 
the  counseling  center. 

For  the  eighth  year,  the  Guidance  Department  at  Norwood  High 
School  sponsored  a  special  program  for  juniors  and  seniors  not 
planning  to  continue  their  formal  education  immediately  after 
high  school.  There  were  three  components  in  this  career 
awareness  developmental  program. 

During  the  fall  and  winter,  fourteen  on-site  visitations  were 
scheduled  to  various  businesses  and  industries  to  acquaint  the 
students  with  entry-level  career  opportunities. 
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In  April,  David  Mahn,  Executive  Director  of  the  Neponset  Valley 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  conducted  a  Job  Seeking  Skills  Seminar 
for  seniors  seeking  full-time  employment.  Included  in  his  topics 
were  proper  completion  of  application  forms,  preparation  of  a 
resume,  techniques  in  conducting  a  job  search,  and  tips  on 
interviewing.  Several  mock  interviews  were  critiqued  by  the 
group. 

On  May  9th,  Norwood  High  School  participated  in  a  regional  Job 
Bank  at  Norwood  High  School  where  twelve  employers 
interviewed  students  and  accepted  applications.  Norwood 
students  were  offered  a  minimum  of  three  interviews  each. 
Many  received  offers  of  second  interviews. 

Eighty-two  per  cent  of  the  class  of  1990  has  indicated  definite 
plans  to  continue  their  education  after  graduation.  The

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  summer  of  1989  a  workshop  was  held  to  revise  the 
Core  Composition  Curriculum  for  sophomores  and  juniors  and  to 
develop  a  curriculum  for  freshmen.  The  curriculum  now 
provides  a  sequential  program  for  high-school  students.  The 
mid-year  composition  testing  has  been  in  place  for  three  years 
and  has  proven  to  be  a  challenging  experience  for  students  and 
a  beneficial  one  for  teachers.  Both  students  and  teachers  receive 
information  regarding  areas  which  need  improvement  and  areas 
which  have  been  mastered.  The  interest  and  enthusiasm  of 
students  for  this  particular  test  is  remarkable. 

Although  the  morning  news  program,  produced  by  the  TV 
Communications  classes,  began  last  year,  this  year  the  program 
has  been  expanded  and  improved.  One  interesting  feature  has 
been  live  interviews,  called  School  Talk.  Some  of  those 
interviewed  have  been  Miss  Brady,  Miss  Brown,  Mrs.  Hehir,  Mr. 
Katchpole,  Mr.  Lyons,  Mr.  Parker,  Mr.  Piccirilli,  Mrs.  Reilley, 
Mrs.  Tilley,  and  Mr.  Usevich.  The  class  also  produced  the 
program  Election  1990,  which  allowed  students  who  won  primary 
elections  to  state  their  campaign  philosophies. 

The  Newspaper  class  continues  to  publish  a  bi-monthly  paper 
which  has  been  expanded.  Students  and  faculty  eagerly  await 
each  edition. 

This  year  we  were  fortunate  to  have  one  teacher  from  the 
Department  available  to  assist  students  and  teachers  on  the  use 
of  the  word  processor.  Mrs.  Tilley  would  present  an  introductory 
lesson  to  a  class  and  then  follow  up  on  the  progress  of  the  class. 
This  helped  those  teachers  who  were  less  familiar  with  the  word 
processor  to  have  their  students  use  the  processors  for 
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compositions.  Both  the  teachers  and  students  were  very 
enthusiastic  about  this  procedure.  Mrs.  Tilley  also  organized  a 
presentation  on  peer  tutoring  for  composition.  Mr.  Rob  Riordan, 
a  Lucretia  Crocker  fellow  from  Cambridge  Rindge  and  Latin 
School,  presented  his  ideas  to  a  group  of  four  teachers,  Miss 
Brady,  Miss  Hutchison,  Mr.  Lyons,  and  Mrs.  Tilley,  and  21 
students.  The  response  by  both  teachers  and  students  was  very 
positive.  The  Department  plans  to  institute  peer  tutoring  in  the 
fall. 

Several  teachers  took  advantage  of  conferences  during  the  year. 
Miss  Brady,  Miss  Hutchison,  Mrs.  Ingraham,  Mr.  Lyons,  and  Mr. 
Powell  attended  the  New  England  Association  of  Teachers  of 
English  Conference  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts.  Mrs.  Tilley 
attended  several  conferences  on  computers  for  English  classroom 
use.  Mr.  Flemer  and  Mr.  Voolich  attended  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers’  of  English  Conference  in  Braintree.  Miss  Hutchison 
met  with  area  English  Chairmen  several  times  during  the  year. 

Mrs.  Flemer  has  been  involved  with  many  activities  relating  to 
the  TV  Communications  classes.  She  helped  organize  NETT,  a 
group  of  teachers  of  TV  classes  from  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  and  New  Hampshire,  to  provide  assistance  and  share 
knowledge.  Her  TV  Communications  classes  have  attended  the 
People  Are  Talking  show,  toured  Channels  4  and  5,  and 
attended  a  video  jamboree,  which  she  was  instrumental  in 
organizing,  at  Newton  North  High  School. 

Field  trips  this  year  included  a  senior  class  trip  to  the  Dedham 
Showcase  Cinema  to  see  Lord  of  the  Flies.  Mr.  Voolich  took 
several  classes  to  see  A  Midsummer  Night’s  Dream  at  the  North 
Shore  Theatre.  Mr.  Phillip’s  junior  classes  went  to  Concord, 
Lexington,  and  Walden  Pond. 

This  year  Mr.  Phillips  retired.  He  will  indeed  be  missed  by  all. 
His  expertise  in  the  area  and  his  outstanding  classroom 
performance  made  Mr.  Phillips  a  tremendous  asset  to  the 
Department. 


FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

In  the  fall  we  welcomed  two  new  teachers:  Ms.  Linda  Rosen 
(French)  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Toomey  (Spanish).  We  have 
benefited  from  their  enthusiasm  and  dedication. 

We  implemented  our  new  French  1  curriculum,  with  proficiency- 
based  methods,  texts,  and  materials.  French  2  will  begin  using 
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new  materials  in  the  fall  of  1990,  and  we  hope  to  begin  a  new 
Spanish  1  course  in  the  fall  of  1991. 

Students  attended  several  field  trips  this  year.  Latin  classes 
attended  a  performance  of  Plautus’  The  Haunted  House;  Spanish 
classes  saw  a  bilingual  production  of  Don  Quiiote;  French  classes 
saw  Les  Trois  Mousquetaires.  In  addition,  some  advanced 
French  students  joined  the  Art  Department  trip  to  the  Monet 
exhibit,  saw  an  all-French  production  of  Ionesco’s  La  Lecon,  or 
had  dinner  at  Veronique  in  Brookline. 

Several  department  members  continued  their  professional 
development,  studying  Education  or  ESL,  attending  meetings  of 
the  Greater  Boston  Foreign  Language  Collaborative  or  the 
American  Association  of  Teachers  of  French,  or  attending  such 
conferences  as  the  combined  Massachusetts  Foreign  Language 
Association/American  Council  on  the  Teaching  of  Foreign 
Languages  Annual  Meeting,  held  this  year  in  Boston.  Two  staff 
members  gave  presentations  at  a  Language  Lab  users’  seminar 
sponsored  by  Sony,  and  one  attended  the  Northeast  Conference 
on  the  Teaching  of  Foreign  Languages  in  New  York  City. 

Several  students  participated  in  the  National  French,  Spanish, 
and  Latin  Contests.  Bridget  Canniff  was  third  in  Eastern 
Massachusetts  in  Level  4  of  the  National  Spanish  Exam,  and 
Kore  Anderson  received  a  summa  cum  laude  certificate  on  the 
Latin  exam.  Six  seniors  took  the  Advanced  Placement  French 
exam  in  May. 

Department  speakers  included  a  teacher  from  Lexamerica  who 
had  taught  in  Japan,  a  former  Peace  Corps  volunteer  who 
worked  in  Kenya,  and  three  Norwood  High  School  students  who 
described  their  summer  AFS  experiences:  Bill  Tripp  in  Portugal, 
Lisa  Boonstra  in  Austria,  and  Bridget  Canniff  in  Venezuela. 
Mary  Shillue  is  currently  completing  her  junior  year  in 
Switzerland  with  AFS,  and  Fiona  Immonen  will  spend  this 
summer  in  Japan. 

We  continued  to  make  effective  use  of  the  Sony  Language  Lab. 
Some  teachers  have  begun  using  the  automatic  testing  feature 
this  year.  Since  September,  we  have  welcomed  visitors  from 
Coventry,  Rhode  Island,  East  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and 
Seekonk,  Massachusetts  for  an  explanation  and  demonstration  of 
the  system.  In  addition,  teachers  from  Westford  Academy  and 
Acton-Boxborough  High  School,  as  well  as  a  textbook  editor  from 
D.C.  Heath,  visited  French  classes  to  see  the  new  proficiency 
program  in  action. 
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During  the  week  of  March  5-9,  the  high  school  celebrated 
Foreign  Language  Week  with  foreign  language  announcements 
on  the  morning  news,  a  poster  contest,  flag  displays,  costumes, 
listening  games  in  the  four  languages  taught,  "mystery  voices" 
of  teachers  speaking  other  languages,  and  a  photo  contest  to 
guess  which  teachers  were  in  which  foreign  countries.  In 
language  classes,  students  taped  skits,  presented  oral  projects  on 
countries  and  artists,  made  pinatas,  prepared  foreign  foods,  saw 
foreign  films,  and  created  a  scavenger  hunt  for  another  class. 

At  graduation,  the  following  seniors  received  language  awards: 
Danielle  Forsman  for  excellence  in  French,  5  years;  and 
Kimberly  Clark  for  excellence  in  Spanish,  5  years. 

Undergraduate  winners  were  as  follows:  Latin  2  -  Heather 
Curley  and  Eunice  Hong,  German  3  -  Satyam  Dave,  French  3  - 
Kate  McCann,  French  4  -  Fiona  Immonen  and  Jennifer  Sullivan, 
Spanish  3  -Kim  Fannoney,  and  Spanish  4  -  Bridget  Canniff.  We 
congratulate  these  students  on  their  achievement. 

We  regretfully  say  goodbye  to  Anthony  Lesniak,  who  has  taught 
Latin  and  Spanish  here  for  the  past  four  years.  Unfortunately, 
declining  enrollments  have  caused  the  cancelation  of  the  Latin 
program.  Mr.  Lesniak  has  been  loyal  and  a  well-liked  member 
of  the  staff.  We  will  miss  him,  and  we  wish  him  well. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

The  Spotlight  Program  began  in  October  at  Bentley  College. 
This  year’s  themes  were  "Life  Planning"  and  "The  Discovery  of 
Self  and  Its  Relationship  to  Work."  Once  again,  Mrs.  Reilley 
has  been  active  in  recruiting  and  planning,  participating  in  the 
program  and  arranging  transportation  for  Norwood  Senior  High 
School  students. 

In  October,  Mrs.  Reilley  made  a  presentation  to  the 
Massachusetts  Law  Related  Education  Conference  held  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts.  In  her  workshop,  she  outlined  the 
steps  necessary  to  set  up  a  Law-Related  Education  Board  similar 
to  the  one  established  in  Norwood.  Mrs.  Reilley  is  continuing  to 
serve  as  the  Vice-Chairperson  of  the  Massachusetts  Bar 
Association  Committee  for  Law  Related  Education.  In  November 
she  attended  a  three  day  conference  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri 
hosted  by  the  American  Bar  Association.

BUSINESS

IV  Career  Development  Conference  which  was  held  at  the 
Hillcrest  in  Waltham.  Accompanying  the  students  was  Mr.  John 
Sullivan,  their  teacher-coordinator. 

The  four  students  who  won  awards  were  Cathy  Doolan,  fourth 
place;  Kate  Pina,  third  place  in  the  apparel  and  accessories 
marketing/master  employee  competition;  Kathy  Parmenter,  third 
place  in  the  full  service  restaurant  management  competition;  and 
Ryan  Miller,  second  place  in  the  vehicles  and  petroleum 
marketing  competition.  Students  from  high  schools  in  Arlington, 
Dorchester,  Norwood,  Somerville,  Stoneham,  Waltham,  Wakefield, 
and  Watertown  as  well  as  the  Horace  Mann,  Humphrey  Center, 
and  Minuteman  schools  competed  for  awards.

He  is  also  in  the  process  of  writing  a  grant  for  two 
microcomputers  to  be  used  in  the  Marketing/Distributive 
Education  Laboratory  for  inventory  control  and  management. 

Mr.  Sullivan  served  as  the  D.E.C.A.  Advisor  for  the  District  IV 
regional  committee,  and  attended  the  monthly  meetings  held  at 
the  Minuteman  Regional  School  in  Lexington. 
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Mrs.  White  conducted  a  Word-Processing  class  in  which  Mrs. 
Page,  Mrs.  Thomas,  and  Mr.  Sullivan  participated. 

Mrs.  Thomas  and  Mrs.  White  attended  the  Apple  workshop  held 
by  Mr.  Buscone  in  October. 

The  business  department  offered  tours  of  the  computer 
keyboarding  labs  during  National  Education  Week  in  November. 

Mrs.  White  visited  Weymouth  North  and  South  High  Schools  to 
observe  and  report  on  the  banking  and  business  partnership 
programs  at  each  school. 

Mr.  Sullivan  attended  the  annual  meeting  held  at  the  Bay  State 
Junior  College  and  the  IBM  and  DeVary  Seminars  on 
Occupational  Education. 

Mrs.  White  attended  the  Macintosh  seminar  on  business 
education  in  Marlborough. 

ART 

Late  August  brought  the  tragic  news  of  Jacqueline  Munroe’s 
stroke,  and  we  started  the  year  almost  on  a  day-to-day  basis 
with  a  new  teacher,  Mrs.  Lois  Pisano.  Mrs.  Mancinelli  became 
the  Acting  Art  Department  Head.  Mrs.  Susan  Sears,  formerly 
a  fashion  teacher  at  the  H.O.  Peabody,  was  also  with  us  for  two 
classes  each  day.  Thus,  the  early  weeks  of  this  school  year  were 
spent  acclimating  our  staff  and  our  students  to  the  department. 

As  soon  as  the  students  had  completed  their  first  assignments, 
they  began  to  exhibit  in  the  School  Committee  Room  and  the 
front  showcase  in  the  high  school.  Throughout  the  school  year 
teachers  made  every  effort  to  show  our  students’  work  putting 
up  numerous  displays  which  culminated  in  our  16th  Annual  Art 
display  in  Kline’s  Department  Store.  PBS  ran  an  excellent  nine 
part  series  called  Art  of  the  Western  World,  which  we  taped  on 
video  cassette  for  the  department.  Another  ongoing  "outside" 
project  was  to  make  a  display  poster  each  month  for  the 
Norwood  Elks’  Student  of  the  Month. 

In  October  the  Art  Honor  Society  was  activated  for  the  year,  and 
we  had  five  returning  members  and  two  more  inducted  in  early 
January.  The  Art  Honor  Society  had  two  fund-raisers  this  year. 
One  was  a  poster,  sale  and  the  second  was  a  carnation  sale  for 
St.  Patrick’s  Day.  These  funds  were  then  used  to  help  the 
students  defray  the  cost  of  their  train  tickets  to  New  York  City 
on  our  annual  museum  tour. 
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In  an  effort  to  expose  our  students  to  as  many  art  experiences 
as  possible,  we  undertook  the  making  of  felt  banners  for  the 
Medieval  Banquet  and  a  15’  x  10’  mural  in  the  hallway  outside 
of  the  girls’  gym.  Also,  to  help  expose  our  students  to  the  art 
colleges  and  what  to  expect  after  high  school,  we  had 
representatives  from  Massachusetts  College  of  Art,  Maryland 
Institute  of  Art,  and  the  Art  Institute  of  Boston. 

As  always,  special  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  Scholastic  Globe 
Art  Awards.  We  sent  twenty  entries  and  had  two  Gold  Key 
Awards  (Best  of  the  State).  Our  winners  were  Alicia 
MacEachem  and  Daniel  Fellini,  both  seniors.  Scholarship 
monies  were  awarded  to  Chris  DiMarzo,  Alicia  MacEachem,  and 
Meghan  Kelleher  from  the  Norwood  Art  Association.  Mrs. 
Mancinelli  worked  with  Alicia  MacEachem  on  her  Advanced 
Placement  Portfolio  presentation,  which  required  forty-four  pieces 
of  artwork  (four  originals  and  40  slides)  to  be  sent  to  New 
Jersey  for  judging.  Alicia  will  receive  word  this  summer  on  how 
much  credit  they  will  award.  We  have  high  expectation  as  her 
portfolio  was  of  the  highest  caliber  and  the  Fashion  Institute 
accepted  her  unconditionally,  during  Portfolio  Day  in  the  Fall. 
Alicia  was  also  the  recipient  of  a  graduation  Art  award,  as  well 
as  Chris  DiMarzo,  Meghan  Kelleher,  and  Amy  Weinstein. 

Mrs.  Pisano  worked  with  our  Librarian,  Mrs.  Hehir,  and  Art  2 
students  on  entries  for  a  bookmark  contest  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Association  for  Educational  Media.  Senior  John 
Doulos,  designed  the  winning  entry.  Mrs.  Mancinelli  worked 
with  several  video  laboratory  classes  in  designing  a  station 
identification  logo  our  school  channel.  Miss  Paula  Sullivan,  who 
took  over  mid-year  for  Mrs.  Sears  when  she  left  on  a  leave  of 
absence,  took  on  an  extensive  project  of  kite  making  with  Glad 
Bags  as  our  "artistic  contribution"  to  the  Norwood  Clean-Up  Day. 
These  and  many  smaller  projects  were  handled  by  the  Art 
Department  throughout  the  school  year. 

The  "emotional  highlight"  of  the  year  was  the  making  of  450  tye- 
dyed  T-shirts  and  450  bandannas  for  the  Post-Prom  Party.  The 
art  teachers  worked  with  Mrs.  Paula  DeCoste,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
SanGiacomo,  Mrs.  Beth  Parlon,  and  Miss  Christine  Eppich  on 
this  project.  Overall,  there  wereapproximately  150  man  hours 
involved.  However,  we  are  extremely  gratified  that  we’re  seeing 
them  all  over  town  and  that  it  made  the  department  so  visible 
within  the  school  and  throughout  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
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HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Physical  fitness  obviously  receives  major  emphasis  in  the 
department’s  curricular  efforts.  Evaluation  and  instruction  are 
the  two  components  of  the  fitness  program.  Evaluation  is 
accomplished  through  the  administration  of  a  health  related 
fitness  test  which  provides  students  with  a  computerized  read¬ 
out  which  compares  them  with  other  students  throughout  the 
nation.  In  addition,  it  also  provides  them  with  a  plan  for 
improvement.  For  the  second  year,  evaluation  took  on  an 
additional  aspect  when  the  Board  of  health  performed  a 
cardiovascular  risk  assessment  on  all  the  seniors.  With  this 
assessment,  there  was  also  the  option  of  having  a  cholesterol 
blood  level  taken.  Approximately  25%  of  the  senior  class  took 
advantage  of  this  option. 

The  curricular  component  of  fitness  takes  place  during  the 
winter  months  with  all  the  students  spending  a  specified  amount 
of  time  in  the  fitness  room  going  through  strength  training 
programs  with  weights  and  cardiovascular  programs  on  the 
exercycles.  This  is  augmented  in  the  health  classes  with 
discussion  and  determination  of  body  composition. 

Also,  for  the  second  year  the  graduating  seniors  received  training 
in  CPR.  This  training  is  given  at  the  level  of  Adult  CPR  and 
constitutes  four  hours  of  intensive  training.  The  course  is 
taught  by  the  department  teachers  who  are  certified  at  the 
instructor’s  level.  This  year  187  seniors  were  certified. 

The  emphasis  on  drug  and  alcohol  education  has  intensified  over 
the  past  few  years.  The  department  has  reacted  to  this 
emphasis  by  conducting  for  students  a  number  of  special 
programs  and  projects  in  addition  to  teaching  the  up-to-date 
material  in  the  curriculum.  These  special  programs/projects 
were: 

1.  Cocaine’s  effect  on  the  central  nervous  system  —  conducted 
prior  to  the  senior  prom 

2.  Peer  Education  —  trained  students  from  the  high  school 
conducted  classes  in  substance  abuse  for  all  fifth  and  sixth 
graders 

3.  Observance  of  the  Great  American  Smokeout  —  done  in  all 
health  classes  by  showing  the  film  called  "A  Feminine 
Mistake". 
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It  is  imperative  that  teachers  keep  abreast  of  trends  and 
developments  in  their  discipline.  To  do  this,  it  is  helpful  to 
attend  conferences.  Department  members  attended  conferences 
sponsored  by  the  following  organizations: 

1.  MAHPERD  Conference 

2.  C-TAPE  —  City  and  Town  Administrators  of  P.E.  --  annual 
conference 

3.  EMPEAA  -  Easter  Massachusetts  P.E.  Administrators’

In  addition  to  the  above  statement,  it  is  important  to  note  that 
the  curriculum  is  constantly  undergoing  evaluation  and 
subsequent  revision  in  the  areas  where  it  is  needed. 


INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC) 
during  its  ten  year  evaluation  commended  the  department  for 
the  high  level  of  electronics  course  content  and  the 
extensive/comprehensive  curriculum  offerings  in  Mechanical 
Drawing.  We  are  very  pleased  with  this  conclusion  in  light  of 
recent  years’  state  goals. 

We  have  made  positive  steps  in  the  "Technology  Education" 
direction  this  year.  The  mechanical  drawing  classes  have  begun 
to  explore  the  use  of  computer  aided  drawing  design,  thanks  to 
our  pursuit  of  a  federal-funded  grant  to  purchase  computers, 
software,  and  a  plotter.  We  introduced  this  new  aspect  of  our 
program  in  the  entry  level  mechanical  drawing  classes,  and  it 
will  work  its  way  through  the  entire  drawing  program  over  the 
next  two  years.  This  is  exposing  students  to  current 
technological  processes  and  relating  them  to  math  and  geometric 
principles. 

Our  tradition  of  service  has  continued  this  year.  As  in  the  past 
we  supplied  the  school  system  with  immediate,  high  quality, 
moderate  cost  computer  repair  and  form  printing.  In  the 
computer  area,  in-addition  to  the  normal  repairs  and 
maintenance,  several  "memory  up-grades"  were  performed  and 
closer  ties  were  established  with  Apple  computers  for  parts 
procurement  and  technical  support.  In  the  printing  classes,  we 
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continued  to  print  the  Norwood  High  School  Newsletter, 
graduation  program,  Norwood  Scholarship  Foundations  materials, 
and  added  this  year,  "The  NEASC  Evaluation  Report,"  "Student 
Financial  Aid  Guide  for  Norwood  High  School  Parents"  booklet, 
and  "Response  to  a  Crisis"  handbook. 

As  next  year  approaches,  we  anticipate  the  implementation  of 
the  NEASC  recommendations  and  our  continued  advancement 
toward  the  new  "Technology  Education." 

LIBRARY 

The  librarian  responded  to  the  need  for  greater  communication 
within  the  school  by  producing  a  brochure  entitled  Guide  to 
Services  of  the  Norwood  High  School  Library,  and  a  bookmark 
designed  for  students,  which  answers  the  basic  questions  of 
library  hours,  how  to  sign  up  to  use  the  library,  etc. 

To  encourage  the  perception  of  the  library  as  a  central  resource 
within  the  school,  the  librarian  continued  the  practice  of 
producing  special  programs  for  specific  departments,  which  in 
the  past  had  involved  the  English  and  Social  Studies 
Departments.  This  year  the  librarian  arranged  an  Earth  Day 
program  and  invited  the  Science  Department  to  participate. 
Professor  John  Kricher  of  Wheaton  College  gave  a  thought- 
provoking  slide  talk  on  the  Perils  of  the  American  Rain  Forests. 
Funding  was  provided  by  the  School  Improvement  Council. 


The  librarian  also  coordinated  and  arranged,  in  conjunction  with 
other  departments,  the  following  programs:

REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS

At  the  request  of  the  librarian,  the  Art  Department  participated 
in  an  original  bookmark  contest  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Educational  Media.  A  winning  entry  was 
submitted  to  the  state-wide  contest. 

The  print  collection  was  weeded  extensively  of  many  older  books 
and  books  in  very  poor  condition.  However,  in  several  areas,  an 
older  copyright  date  does  not  necessarily  preclude  the  usefulness 
of  a  book;  for  example,  books  on  literary  criticism;  fiction  books; 
especially  classics;  art  and  music  books;  books  of  biography, 
history,  and  the  social  sciences,  if  of  valid  authority. 

The  librarian  was  involved  in  the  support  of  the  school 
curriculum  by  responding  to  specific  requests  by  three  teachers 
in  the  Social  Studies  Department.  Books  and  periodicals  on  Law 
and  the  Supreme  Court,  Psychology,  and  Russian  and  Middle 
Eastern  studies  were  purchased,  as  well  as  materials  for  use  by 
the  Academic  Decathlon  members. 

The  librarian  has  a  policy  and  practice  of  on-going  support  for 
many  aspects  of  the  curriculum.  The  librarian  made  additions 
to  the  Oxford  English  Dictionary  for  the  English  Department, 
and  to  Grove’s  Dictionary  of  Music  and  Musicians  for  the  Music 
Department.  She  also  purchased  a  well  illustrated  and  easy- 
to-read  Illustrated  Science  and  Technology  Encyclopedia  for  the 
Science  Department,  and  for  the  Art  Department,  The  Library 
of  the  World’s  Myths  and  Legends  and  the  Encyclopedia  of  the 
Animal  World  and  the  Amazing  World  of  Animals.  Of  course, 
the  last  three  research  sets  would  also  aid  other  departments. 
The  Art,  Music,  and  Science  Departments  have  made  good  use 
of  these  sources. 

NewsBank  on  microfiche  and  additions  to  the  New  York  Times 
School  Microfilm  Collection  supplement  the  Social  Studies 
curiculum,  as  do  additions  to  the  SIRS  Collection.  These 
resources  also  provide  extensive  research  materials  for  the 
English  Department  assignments. 

Many  English  and  Social  Studies  classes  were  brought  by  their 
teachers  to  the  library  for  orientation  and  the  teaching  of  library 
skills  in  conjunction  with  specific  assignments  which  enhanced 
their  curriculum. 

It  is  certainly  mandatory  to  keep  the  library  program  viable  by 
continuing  the  funding  for  the  purchase  of  new  and  replacement 
books  for  a  balanced  collection,  the  purchase  of  software  for  on¬ 
line  searching,  and  the  purchase  of  periodicals  to  supply  research 
materials.  Periodicals  are  valuable  in  providing  up-to-date 
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materials  in  all  areas,  but  especially  in  the  sciences.  It  is 
extremely  important  to  fund  the  Special  Library  Productions, 
which  have  been  a  means  of  involving  many  departments  and  of 
adding  to  the  perception  and  reality  of  the  library  as  a  central 
resource. 

SCIENCE 

Ongoing  review  of  the  science  curriculum  was  continued  and  the 
assessment  of  the  science  courses  was  performed. 

Mr.  Paul  Frost,  Head  of  the  Science  Department,  Mrs. 
Hardiman,  and  Messrs.  Burbridge  and  Neviackas  attended 
conferences  and  workshops.  Mrs.  Joyce  Gleason  was  on  a  leave 
of  absence,  participating  in  educational  supervision  of  student 
teachers  for  Brown  University. 

A  student  teacher,  Ms.  Tracy  Reynolds,  from  Boston  University 
School  of  Education,  trained  in  the  Science  Department  from 
January  to  May.  Her  mentor  teachers  were  Mrs.  Judith  Ross, 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Hardiman,  and  Mr.  Michael  Smeglin. 

MATHEMATICS 

At  the  annual  awards  assembly,  the  following  students  were 
presented  with  awards  in  mathematics:  Jason  Levesque  was 
awarded  the  Rensselaer  Medal  for  the  best  combined  average  in 
math/science;  Jason  Levesque  was  recognized  as  the  outstanding 
junior  in  mathematics;  Melissa  Flynn  was  recognized  as  the 
outstanding  sophomore  in  mathematics;  and  Katelyn  Reen  was 
recognized  as  the  outstanding  freshmen  in  mathematics. 

Significant  additions  to  departmental  software  included  Calculus 
and  Geometry  programs  as  well  as  graphing  software.  These 
programs  are  used  with  a  Macintosh  computer  and  overhead 
projection  panel.  The  electronic  blackboard  idea  is  an  easily 
adopted  teaching  technique  for  the  staff. 

The  computer  lab  continued  to  be  a  very  busy  and  productive 
environment.  More  and  more  teachers  use  the  lab  for  software 
demonstrations  and  as  a  writing  lab.  Every  member  of  the 
department  attended  at  least  one  conference  or  field  trip  ranging 
from  the  Computer  Museum  to  small-group  presentations  by 
publishers. 

Analog  Devices  donated  a  $3500  laser  printer  to  Norwood  High 
School.  This  printer  will  enhance  the  quality  of  both  student 
and  staff  computer  output. 
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The  Math  Department  has  responded  very  well  to  the  new 
"Curriculum  and  Evaluation  Standards"  of  the  National  Council 
of  Teachers  of  Mathematics.  Great  strides  have  already  been 
made  toward  the  implementation  of  these  guidelines. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

There  were  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  students  who  received 
special  education  services  during  the  1989-90  school  year.  Most 
of  these  students  spent  the  vast  majority  of  their  time  in  regular 
education  classes  using  special  services  as  a  support.  The 
students  received  these  servies  as  follows:  fifteen  students  with 
substantial  special  needs  were  in  the  resource  rooms;  a  total  of 
81  students  used  the  services  of  the  learning  center  teachers, 
who  offer  academic  assistance  for  work  done  in  the  regular 
classroom. 

Approximately  ninety-three  students  saw  an  adjustment 
counselor  during  the  year.  Twenty-four  students  worked  with 
the  speech  and  language  therapist.  Eight  students  received 
services  from  the  adaptive  physical  education  teacher.  The 
school  psychologist  worked  with  approximately  forty  students. 

Seven  students  graduated  from  alternative  schools  during  the 
1989-90  school  year. 

NATIONAL  MERIT  SCHOLARSHIP  COMPETITION 

Sean  P.  Smith  and  Sheila  Provencher,  members  of  the  Class  of 
1990,  achieved  finalist  ratings  in  the  1990  National  Merit 
Scholarship  Program.  Finalists  are  the  highest  scorers  in  each 
state,  and  this  is  a  distinction  that  places  them  in  a  group 
representing  less  than  one  half  of  one  percent  of  American  high 
school  seniors. 

Josephine  Chi,  Kimberly  Clark,  Bryan  Comite,  Danielle  Forsman, 
and  Dennis  Keefe  received  letters  of  commendation  in  the 
National  Merit  Scholarship  Program.  Their  test  performances 
placed  them  among  the  top  five  percent  of  participants  in  the 
country. 

CHANCELLOR’S  ACADEMIC  TALENT  AWARD 
COMPETITION 

Sean  Smith  and  Josephine  Chi  were  selected  winners  in  the 
1990  Chancellor’s  Talent  Award  for  Academic  Excellence 
Competition.  Each  student  was  offered  a  merit  scholarship  with 
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a  four-year  waiver  of  tuition  if  enrolled  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Amherst. 


ARMY-RESERVE  SCHOLAR/ATHLETE  AWARD 

Two  members  of  the  Class  of  1990  were  presented  the  Army 
Reserve  National  Scholar/Athlete  Award.  Karen  Olsson,  a 
nationally-recognized  gymnast,  won  1st  place  in  the  All-Around 
Gymnast  category  in  the  High  School  State  Championships  and 
was  awarded  the  same  honor  at  the  United  States  Gymnastics 
Federation  State  Competition.  Timothy  Coyle  was  Tri-captain  of 
the  football  team  and  a  member  of  the  basketball,  baseball,  and 
indoor  track  teams.  A  member  of  the  National  Honor  Society, 
Tim  also  coached  in  the  local  Babe  Ruth  League.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  Norwood  Junior  High  School 

In  September,  1989,  we  welcomed  734  students  to  the  Norwood 
Junior  High  School.  It  was  an  especially  exciting  opening  for  the 
professional  staff  as  the  long  awaited  and  much  anticipated  transfer 
of  the  sixth  grade  to  the  Junior  High  was  finally  a  reality. 

Many  staff  members  spent  a  considerable  amount  of  time 
preparing  for  the  sixth  grade,  and  although  there  were  a  few 
glitches,  the  transfer  went  well. 

It  should  be  noted  that  two-thirds  of  the  students  at  the  Junior 
High  were  new  to  the  building  in  1989. 

The  academic  year  started  off  at  a  hectic  pace  and  continued  at 
a  high  level  for  virtually  the  entire  year. 

In  September,  I  made  a  presentation  to  School  Committee 
outlining  my  plans  for  the  school  year.  Some  of  the  highlights  were 
the  establishment  of  a  Drug  and  Alcohol  Free  School  Program  in 
which  students  agree  not  to  use  alcohol  or  drugs  and,  in  exchange, 
receive  a  card  entitling  them  to  a  discount  from  merchants  in 
Norwood  who  are  participating  in  the  program.  The  success  of  this 
program  has  been  remarkable,  and  we  plan  to  continue  it  next  year. 

Also,  a  "Back  to  School  Night"  was  held  for  sixth  grade  parents 
and  students.  The  sixth  graders  accompanied  their  parents  on  a  tour 
of  the  building  and  gave  parents  an  opportunity  to  meet  their  new 
teachers. 

M.  L.  Carr,  former  Boston  Celtic  Star,  arrived  at  school  on 
September  26th  for  an  all-school  assembly  which  was  received  well 
by  students  and  staff.  We  appreciate  the  efforts  of  Bank  of  Boston, 
a  sponsor  of  the  program,  in  having  M.  L.  at  the  Junior  High. 

A  Steering  Committee  to  discuss  and  develop  plans  for  the 
educational  direction  of  the  Norwood  Junior  High  was  formed  in 
September.  Thirty  members  including  staff,  parents  and  community 
representatives  met  frequently  and  developed  a  report  for  the  School 
Committee  which  was  presented  in  February,  1990. 
Recommendations  from  this  Committee  included  formation  of  teams 
in  grade  7  with  a  fully  implemented  teaming  approach  in  all  grades 
in  1991-92.  Also,  some  adjustment  of  sixth  grade  teachers’  schedules 
was  recommended  and  approved  by  Committee  as  well  as  a  formal 
philosophy  and  goals  statement. 
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Internal  and  external  testing  continued  at  the  Junior  High.  Our 
internal  testing,  the  California  Achievement  Tests  (administered  to 
all  sixth  and  eighth  graders)  and  the  Gates  MacGinitie  Reading 
Survey  (administered  to  all  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  graders)  again 
showed  our  students  above  grade  level. 

Safety  programs  continued  this  year  included  Bus  Evacuation 
(mandated  by  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts)  and  Fire 
Prevention  as  well  as  Assault  Awareness  for  both  boys  and  girls  in 
grade  seven. 

Jean  Poce,  a  member  of  our  Reading  Department,  was  honored 
as  a  "Class  Act"  by  Channel  Five  and  Bank  of  Boston  as  part  of 
their  "Great  Expectations"  program. 

Language  Arts 

The  Language  Arts  Department  has  enjoyed  a  successful  school 
year.  Results  from  the  Gates-MacGinitie  Reading  Test  and  the 
California  Achievement  Test  indicate  that  the  Language  Arts 
curriculum  remains  sound,  with  students  scoring  at  or  above  national 
average  in  all  areas. 

In  September,  our  students  were  tested  on  their  summer  reading 
books.  This  program  has  been  successful  over  the  years,  as  the  test 
results  show.  Also,  only  a  handful  of  students  school-wide  fail  to  read 
an  assigned  book  over  the  summer. 

Last,  in  the  area  of  testing,  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum 
Assessment  Tests  were  administered  through  the  English 
Department  in  late  March  and  early  April.  Extra  attention  was  given 
to  the  area  of  inferential  comprehension,  drawing  conclusions,  etc., 
as  the  test  placed  heavy  emphasis  on  these  skills.  Clearly,  though, 
more  should  be  done;  we  would  recommend  a  workshop,  the  goal  of 
which  would  be  a  strategy  for  the  teaching  of  inferential 
comprehension  and  related  areas. 

Our  department  enjoyed  many  varied  activities  during  the  school 
year  1989-90.  In  November,  we  held  our  annual  Spelling  Bee,  part 
of  the  celebration  of  National  Education  Week.  This  year  the  contest 
was  expanded  to  include  the  sixth  grade  students.  The  Spelling  Bee 
produced  a  winner  in  each  grade;  the  eighth  grade  winner,  Theresa 
Thompson,  then  represented  our  school  in  the  annual  Patriot  Ledger 
Spelling  Bee  in  March.  In  January,  William  Tapply,  a  well-known 
author  of  mystery  stories,  visited  our  school.  Many  of  our  students 
benefited  from  his  ideas  on  how  to  create  mysteries,  characters, 
atmosphere,  etc.  Also,  in  May,  our  annual  Writing  Contest  was  held. 
Again,  the  invitation  to  participate  in  the  Contest  and  prize  money 
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(donated  by  the  Norwood  Lions  Club)  was  extended  to  our  sixth 
grade  students.  As  of  this  writing,  the  results  are  not  yet  available 
to  report. 

In  December,  the  English  Department,  with  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Massachusetts  PASS  Program  and  the  Norwood  Arts  Council, 
organized  a  trip  which  saw  the  entire  seventh  grade  attend  a 
performance  of  Dickens’  A  CHRISTMAS  CAROL  at  the  North  Shore 
Theater.  In  March,  eighty-five  of  our  eighth  grade  students  attended 
a  performance  of  famous  short  stories  presented  by  the  Chamber 
Theater  of  Boston  at  the  John  Hancock  Hall  in  Boston.  Both 
productions  were  of  outstanding  quality,  and  our  students  enjoyed 
them  very  much. 

Finally,  a  letter  was  sent  in  April  to  grade  five  and  six  teachers 
outlining  literary  titles  that  are  part  of  our  curriculum  in  grades 
seven  and  eight  in  the  hope  that  the  elementary  teachers  would 
consider  alternative  titles.  This  problem  of  unnecessary  duplication 
has  been  ongoing  for  several  years  now.  This  letter  is  seen  as  a 
temporary  measure;  a  workshop  or  articulation  session  on  this 
matter  is  recommended  to  effect  a  permanent  solution  satisfactory  to 
all. 


Mathematics 


Over  200  students  participated  in  the  Continental  Mathematics 
League  competition,  including  for  the  first  time  about  sixty  sixth 
grade  students.  We  again  participated  in  the  New  England  Math 
League.  This  involved  approximately  100  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
students.  In  addition,  50  of  our  eighth  grade  students  competed  in 
the  American  Math  Competition. 

In  the  Continental  Math  League  Bert  Chi  was  our  eighth  grade 
winner;  Burak  Alsan  was  our  seventh  grade  winner;  and  Erin  Myers 
and  Lisa  Reale  tied  for  the  sixth  grade  top  spot.  Our  New  England 
Math  League  eighth  grade  winner  was  Christopher  Stuart;  and,  in 
the  seventh  grade,  Joel  Hohmann  was  the  winner.  Bert  Chi  also 
topped  the  eighth  graders  in  the  American  Math  Competition. 

This  year  Mrs.  Heneberry  taught  two  periods  a  day  of  computers 
to  sixth  graders  in  cooperation  with  the  eighth  grade  teachers.  Also, 
Mr.  Whitty,  formerly  of  the  H.  O.  Peabody  School  staff,  joined  our 
department. 


Science 


This  has  been  another  year  of  major  change.  As  a  combination 
Middle/Junior  High  School,  we  have  gone  from  5  teachers  using

materials  to  16  sharing  the  same  materials  and  equipment.  This 
has  created  problems  that  require  a  system  for  strict  inventory 
control. 

As  in  the  past  the  problem  of  updating  the  curriculum  to  keep 
pace  with  the  technology  and  pollution  remains  a  challenge. 

Our  AV  materials  are  a  priority  item  to  update.  We  no  longer 
have  many  film  strips  being  offered.  This  means  we  have  to  buy 
video  tapes  that  are  more  expensive  and  require  VCR’s  and  monitors. 

Social  Studies 


In  keeping  with  the  avowed  theme  of  "racial  and  minority 
sensitivity"  this  year,  the  Junior  High  School  Social  Studies 
Department  has  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  discussing  issues  in 
Geography  and  History  which  relate  to  this  area.  For  example,  we 
did  a  project  in  grade  7  which  stressed  family  "roots",  and  each 
student  was  encouraged  to  relate  to  his  classmates  the  special 
qualities  of  his/her  ancestral  homeland.  This  was  particularly  helpful 
in  showing  all  our  students  how  people  may  be  different  in  cultural 
background,  but  very  similar  in  expectations  and  aspirations  for  their 
futures.  Although  grade  8  classes  discussed  these  same  issues,  their 
approach  was  more  historically  oriented.  Nevertheless,  we  have  urged 
our  students  to  read  newspaper  articles  and  view  television  programs 
(there  were  many  of  them)  which  dealt  with  the  issue  of  racial 
sensitivity.  We  believe  we  have  made  a  good  start  in  educating  our 
students  to  accept  the  basic  tenet  of  the  worthiness  of  all  men  and 
women  regardless  of  racial  or  ethnic  origins. 

In  addition,  our  students  were  faced  with  the  often  impossible 
task  of  understanding  (and  keeping  up  with)  the  rapid  changes  in 
Eastern  Europe,  as  well  as  other  parts  of  the  world.  Daily  newspaper 
accounts,  including  maps,  were  our  best  source  of  information,  along 
with  some  television  specials.  In  a  positive  way,  however,  these 
changes  in  our  world  served  to  emphasize  what  we  have  striven  to 
teach  for  many  years-namely,  that  it  is  important  for  all  of  us  to 
be  aware  of  what  is  happening  around  us  in  an  evershrinking  world. 

Foreign  Languages 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  highlighted  its  Foreign 
Language  Week  with  a  "Cafe’  International".  The  Cafe’  attracted  a 
crowd  of  over  500  people  who  tasted  a  variety  of  ethnic  foods  and 
joined  in  a  sing-a-long  jamboree  of  international  music.  During  the 
fiesta,  awards  were  presented  to  outstanding  Foreign  Language 
students.

French  and  Spanish  eighth  graders  attended  plays  in  their 
respective  languages  followed  by  lunch  at  a  French  and  Spanish 
restaurant. 

Sponsored  by  members  of  the  Foreign  Language  Department, 
trips  to  Canada,  Paris  and  Madrid  highlighted  the  year’s  activities. 

Norwood  Junior  High  is  proud  of  its  state  winners  in  the 
National  French  and  Spanish  exams.  In  Spanish,  Dan  Morales  placed 
eighth  in  the  state.  French  winners  include:  Bert  Chi,  sixth  place; 
Constantino  Nicolaou,  seventh;  Libbie  Smith,  tenth;  and  Ifcirine

Career  Education 


The  Junior  High  Industrial  Arts  Department  is  a  staff  of  two 
(2)  instructors  covering  four  subject  areas-woodworking,  metals, 
printing  and  electricity,  servicing  around  350  students. 

We  still  cover  all  the  stated  objectives  in  the  curriculum-that 
is  to  investigate  tools,  materials,  processes  of  industry  and  finishing 
methods  and  technology,  career  exploration  and  learning  through 
project  method  selection. 


Art 

The  Art  Department  successfully  implemented  the  sixth  graders 
into  the  program  this  year. 

This  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Art  Department.  The 
work  of  the  students  has  been  displayed  in  the  community  as  well 
as  in  the  school  so  that  many  could  enjoy  the  varied  talents  of  our 
students. 

Art  work  is  continually  on  display  at  the  School  Committee  Room 
at  the  Willett  School.  Although  work  of  Junior  High  students  was 
displayed  throughout  the  year  with  art  work  of  students  in  other 
grades,  the  Junior  High  was  totally  responsible  for  the  displays  in 
January  and  May. 

The  halls  of  the  Junior  High,  especially  the  foyer  and  office  area, 
are  used  as  an  Art  Gallery  where  many  different  projects  are 
exhibited. 

During  the  winter  holiday  season,  murals  for  the  winter  music 
concert  were  made  in  art  classes  depicting  the  "Twelve  Days  of 
Christmas".  Also,  during  Foreign  Language  Week  the  front  foyer 
was  decorated  with  banners  and  posters  celebrating  the  week. 
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In  the  month  of  February  the  students  attended  the  Globe 
Scholastic  Art  Awards  at  the  Transportation  Center.  Four  of  our 
students  received  Gold  Key  awards  at  the  Junior  High  level. 

April  is  the  month  of  the  Annual  K-12  Exhibit  in  downtown 
storefronts.  From  April  12-26  members  of  the  community  had  a 
chance  to  view  the  works  of  over  sixty  students  in  grades  6,  7  and 
8. 

Making  new  scenery  for  the  school  play,  "The  Mikado",  took  place 
during  the  month  of  May. 

Norwood  Junior  High  School  seventh  grader  Catherine  Hogan 
won  first  place  in  the  statewide  poster  contest  sponsored  by 
Massachusetts  Association  for  Educational  Media  to  celebrate  April 
as  School  Library  Media  Month.  Her  poster  will  be  used  next  year 
to  promote  school  library  media  month  in  Massachusetts.  Catherine 
won  a  $100  savings  bond  for  her  entry. 

"Great  Expectations,"  a  Channel  5  WCVB  T.V.  two-year  program 
to  promote  good  education,  held  a  statewide  school  art  contest  in  the 
spring  of  1989.  Out  of  14  drawings  chosen  for  their  published  1990 
calendar,  4  works  were  from  Norwood  Junior  High  School  including 
the  grand  prize-a  $1,000  savings  bond  for  Lauren  Healey,  an  eighth 
grader. 

This  past  fall  Norwood  Cooperative  Bank  unveiled  a  mural  by 
"Sidewalk  Sam,"  a  renowed  painter.  His  subject  matter  was  based 
on  art  work  submitted  by  elementary  and  junior  high  students  with 
the  theme  "I  feel  good  about  Norwood." 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

This  year’s  Health  Program  was  refined  to  accommodate  the 
incoming  sixth  graders. 

Four  new  teachers  helped  to  make  the  program  a  smooth 
transition  for  the  sixth  graders. 

First  aid,  drugs,  alcohol  and  AIDS  proved  to  be  the  highlighted 
units  of  this  year’s  program. 

Once  again,  the  Health  Program  covers  many  areas  but  remains 
flexible  enough  to  concentrate  on  current  health  situations. 


The  Physical  Education  classes  in  all  three  grades  were 
conducted  almost  exclusively  co-educationally.  Classes  were  well 
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attended  and  enthusiastic. 

The  Physical  Education  classes  work  closely  with  the  intramural 
program  introducing  many  activities  which  lead  to  a  successful  after 
school  sports  program. 

The  students  enjoyed  many  individual  and  team  activities  which 
hopefully  will  carry  on  during  their  school  years  and  later  life. 

Guidance 


Guidance  Department  this  year  was  comprised  of  four  counselors. 
Background  and  experience  of  these  counselors  are  quite  diverse,  and 
they  bring  to  the  Guidance  Department  the  following  work 
experience:  2  years  in  the  U.S.  Army,  1  1/2  years  in  hospital 
administration,  2  years  in  the  Peace  Corps,  3  years  in  the  trades,  16 
years  in  business  and  office  experience,  18  years  in  educational 
administration,  41  years  in  Guidance,  and  51  years  in  teaching. 
Using  information  and  resources  gleaned  from  this  broad-based 
experience,  we  feel  that  the  students  in  the  Junior  High  School  have 
been  effectively  and  efficiently  serviced. 

Since  this  was  the  first  year  that  Grade  6  students  were  in  our 
building,  members  of  the  Guidance  Department  made  a  concerted 
effort  to  help  them  to  make  a  smooth  transition  into  the  Junior  High 
School  by  meeting  them  in  their  homerooms  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  seeing  them  in  a  one-on-one  interview  in  the  Guidance  Office 
in  the  fall  to  insure  that  their  programs  were  comfortable  for  them 
and  acquainting  them  with  the  services  of  the  Guidance  Department, 
making  adjustments  in  their  programs  when  necessary,  sitting  in  on 
their  core  meetings,  and  individually  scheduling  them  for  next  year 
based  on  this  year’s  performance  and  teacher  recommendations. 

The  Guidance  staff  has  provided  a  variety  of  services  to  all  grade 
levels  this  year,  including  (but  not  limited  to):  homeroom  visits  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year;  testing  (Grade  6  took  the  Basic  Skills,  the 
Test  of  Cognitive  Skills  along  with  the  California  Achievement  Tests, 
and  the  Gates-MacGinitie  Reading  Test;  Grade  7  took  the  Gates- 
MacGinitie  Reading  Test;  and  Grade  8  took  the  test  of  Cognitive 
Skills  along  with  the  California  Achievement  Tests;  the  Gates- 
MacGinitie  Reading  Test,  and  the  Curriculum  Assessment  Test  for 
the  Commonwealth,  as  well  as  the  National  Assessment  of 
Educational  Progress  Test  (The  Nation’s  Report  Card)  which  was 
administered  to  125  thirteen-year-old  students  randomly  selected 
from  all  three  grades);  getting  homework  for  absentees;  screening 
progress  reports  and  report  cards  and  meeting  with  students  to 
discuss  performance;  making  in  excess  of  a  thousand  program 
changes  to  adjust  students’  schedules  when  necessary;  participating 
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in  core  meetings  for  their  respective  students;  setting  up  meetings 
between  parents  and  teachers  to  discuss  students’  progress  in  school; 
etc. 


This  year  we  began  sending  home  a  Guidance  Newsletter  to 
acquaint  parents  with  the  role  of  the  Guidance  Department  and  to 
acquaint  them  with  a  number  of  issues  and  services  the  members 
of  the  department  were  currently  working  on.  We  will  try  to  continue 
sending  this  Newsletter  next  year. 

A  member  of  the  Guidance  Department  was  on  the  Steering 
Committee  which  visited  middle  schools  in  the  area  and  made 
recommendations  for  modifications  for  next  year.  Members  of  the 
Guidance  Department  are  also  on  the  Faculty  Advisory  Committee, 
the  Crisis  Intervention  Team,  the  Substance/Abuse  Committee,  and 
a  number  of  interim  committees  which  focus  on  a  specific  issue 
during  the  year. 

The  Guidance  Department  this  year  will  run  an  orientation 
program  for  Grade  5  students  who  will  visit  the  Junior  High  School 
during  the  month  of  May.  The  orientation  program  consists  of  an 
assembly  in  the  auditorium,  a  slide  presentation  showing  some  of  the 
highlights  of  the  school  building  and  student  body  from  previous 
years,  a  tour  of  the  building  with  older  students  who  attended  the 
same  elementary  school,  a  visit  to  a  Grade  6  classroom  with  a  brief 
presentation  in  that  room  from  a  teacher  who  formerly  taught  in 
their  school,  and  a  chance  to  have  a  snack  in  the  Cafeteria  before 
returning  to  their  elementary  school.  This  visit  to  the  Junior  High 
School  will  be  followed  up  by  a  visit  to  each  elementary  school  in 
late  May  or  early  June  by  a  member  of  the  Guidance  staff  along 
with  two  Grade  6  students  from  that  school  district  who  will  give  the 
Grade  5  students  an  opportunity  to  ask  questions  about  the  school, 
and  to  learn  more  about  the  Guidance  services  which  will  be 
available  to  them  next  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  counselors  spend  a  great  deal  of  time 
checking  over  students’  schedules  to  make  certain  that  they  reflect 
the  final  version  of  that  student’s  requests  for  the  following  year. 
This  is  particularly  important  for  Grade  8  students  who  must  meet 
minimum  criteria  for  selecting  certain  Grade  9  courses  at  the  high 
school.  Records  for  these  students  are  finalized  and  transferred  to  the 
Senior  High  School  by  the  end  of  June.  Grade  5  records  come  up  to 
the  Junior  High  School  and  are  filed  for  the  beginning  of  the  next 
school  year.  Records  for  students  who  are  moving  or  who  are 
transferring  to  a  private  or  vocational  school  are  prepared  at  this 
time  and  sent  to  the  appropriate  school.  At  this  time  of  the  year, 
counselors  also  see  students  to  discuss  promotion  problems  (usually 
this  is  a  continuation  of  discussions  begun  after  the  second  report 
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card)  and  make  recommendations  for  summer  school.  Also  at  this 
time  there  is  an  influx  of  new  students  (some  who  are  transferring 
from  St.  Catherine’s  and  some  who  have  recently  moved  into  town) 
and  schedules  for  next  year  are  put  into  the  computer  so  that  this 
new  student  will  be  scheduled  for  the  first  day  of  school  in  the  Fall. 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  was  again  very  active  and 
inducted  five  members  as  only  eighth  graders  were  eligible  this  year. 

The  Daily  Silent  Reading  Program  continued  this  year.  Every 
morning  students  and  staff  read  for  twenty-five  minutes.  This 
relaxing  and  enjoyable  program  sets  a  positive  tone  for  the  day  as 
well  as  giving  students  and  staff  an  opportunity  to  read  for  pleasure. 

Our  Gifted  and  Talented  Program,  S.E.A.R.C.H.,  through  the 
diligent  efforts  of  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Committee  under  the 
direction  of  Mary  Splaine,  Margaret  Ransom  and  Mary  King  has 
had  an  extremely  successful  year.  The  Committee  has  revised  several 
aspects  of  the  program  including  the  guidelines  and  criteria  for 
acceptance,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  next  year  and  continued 
refining  of  the  program. 

M.  Gertrude  Devlin,  Guidance  Department  Head  for  twenty-nine 
years,  retired  in  June.  We  wish  her  good  health  and  an  enjoyable 
retirement. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Savage,  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith 
and  the  Norwood  School  Committee  for  their  support  during  the 
year.

As  principal  of  the  Balch  School,  I  submit  my  nineteenth  annual 
report  for  the  period  July  1,  1989,  to  June  30,  1990. 

PERSONNEL  AND  ENROLLMENT 


The  Balch  School  staff  consists  of  seventeen  regular  classroom 
teachers,  a  Reading  Specialist,  a  Learning  Center  Teacher,  a  Speech 
Teacher,  a  teacher  for  English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL)  and  a 
Special  Needs  Teacher,  assisted  by  two  full-time  resource  room  aides. 
The  enrollment  for  the  school  year  was  351  pupils. 

The  staff  welcomed  the  following  personnel: 

Andrea  Cieri  and  Brian  Petrie  -  Resource  Room  Aides.  In  the 
custodial  department  -  Phil  Michel,  Senior  Custodian,  assisted  by 
John  Morrissey  and  John  Smith. 

THE  SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  ACT  -  CHAPTER  188 


The  School  Improvement  Act,  Chapter  188,  has  been  in  operation 
for  four  years.  The  state  provides  money  directly  to  schools  for 
innovative  programs,  staff  development,  instructional  equipment,  or 
any  other  purpose  to  improve  the  operation  of  the  school.  This  year 
the  funds  were  used  to  sponsor  academic  and  cultural  programs,  as 
well  as  enhancing  the  library  services. 

PLANT  AND  GROUNDS 


The  South  Norwood  Beautification  Committee  has  again  been 
instrumental  by  providing  additional  flowers,  trees  and  shrubs  along 
with  another  bench  for  the  grounds.  We  are  also  grateful  to  the 
Norwood  Police  Association  for  providing  trees.  New  entrance  doors 
were  installed  this  year,  as  was  the  installation  of  new  oil  tanks. 
The  school  grounds  are  magnificent! 

TESTING  RESULTS 


The  Statewide  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program  was 
conducted  in  October  1989  for  grade  three  and  the  results  are  as 
follows:

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ACADEMIC  AND  SCHOLASTIC  ACHIEVEMENTS 

The  Presidential  Academic  Achievement  Awards  were  presented 
to  honor  students  of  this  year’s  grade  five  graduating  class.  I  am 
proud  to  announce  that  nineteen  pupils  maintained  a  B+  average 
during  the  past  three  years. 

The  Principal’s  Achievement  Award  was  presented  to  Jaclyn 
Levesque. 

The  PTA  presented  its  annual  scholarship  awards  of  $350.00 
each  to  Danielle  Forsman  and  Craig  Chisholm,  who  graduated  from 
Norwood  High  School  in  June,  1990. 

We  are  happy  to  announce  that  a  new  scholarship  was 
incorporated  this  year  by  the  Elias  family  in  memory  of  Carol  M. 
Elias,  a  graduate  of  the  Balch  School.  This  will  be  awarded  annually 
and  be  known  as  the  Carol  M.  Elias  Prize.  Our  recipient  for  this 
year  is  Doreen  Cummings,  class  of  1990  at  Norwood  High  School. 

BALCH  PARENT-TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 


Part  of  any  school’s  success  is  the  support  of  the  parents.  We 
are  fortunate  in  that  year-after-year  the  PTA  continues  to  hold 
successful  fund  raisers,  such  as  the  Pancake  Breakfast,  Spaghetti 
Supper,  Book  Fair,  Dance,  Family  Game  nights  and  Field  Day.  It 
is  a  unified,  well-organized  and  helpful  group  to  our  students  and 
faculty. 

EUREKA  PROGRAM  (GIFTED  AND  TALENTED) 

The  Eureka  Program  at  the  Balch  School  included  both  a  pull¬ 
out  component  for  academically  capable  students  as  well  as  a 
classroom  component  concentrating  on  thinking  skills.  Whole  class 
lessons  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  covered  Test  Awareness  skills 
at  the  third  and  fourth  grade  levels,  learning  styles  at  the  fourth 
and  fifth  grade  levels  and  second  grade  thinking  skills.  Pull-out 
classes  in  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grade  met  for  one  hour 
each  week  with  Mrs.  Selwyn.  The  classes  worked  on  developing 
creative  and  critical  thinking  skills,  problem-solving,  research  skills, 
special  units  of  study  and  special  projects.  The  special  projects 
included  Knowledge  Master  Competition,  Adopt-A-Whale,  Explorer 
Essay  Contest,  and  Young  Authors.  Grade  level  units  included:  How 
to  Use  the  Library  and  Do  Research,  Animals,  Flags  and  Countries, 
International  Festival,  Super  Sites  of  the  U.S.  and  Wonders  of  the 
World,  Whales,  Magic,  Independent  Studies,  Literature  -  Chris  Van 
Allsburg,  Donuts,  and  Hats.  Classroom  lessons  at  the  first  grade 
level  emphasized  both  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills.  Highlights 
of  the  program  included  the  creation  of  several  "Whale  Fact"  books, 
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a  Magic  Show  for  several  of  the  grades,  as  well  as  other  books  and 
board  games  and  displays. 

INTENSIVE  READING  PROGRAM 


Those  students  who  attend  classes  in  reading  remediation  are 
ones  who  usually  labor  diligently  over  the  curriculum. 
Acknowledgement,  praise,  and  encouragement  are  golden  keys  to 
reading  success  for  these  students.  These  stimuli  do  effect  learning, 
attitudes  and  progress.  They  are  practiced  daily  in  all  reading 
classes. 

PHONETIC  ABILITIES 


The  Fernald  and  Rebus  methods  are  used  simultaneously  by  the 
reading  specialist  in  the  teaching  of  phonetic  analysis,  (letter 
patterns  and  associated  sounds)  at  the  primary  levels.  These  methods 
promote  fluent  word  recognition. 

Fernald  is  based  on  VAKT  modalities  (visual-auditory  - 
kinesthetic  -  tactile  methods).  In  the  Fernald  method  the  student 
learns  a  word  as  a  total  pattern  by  seeing,  hearing,  sounding, 
touching  and  tracing  the  entire  word,  thereby  strengthening  his 
memory  and  visualization.  This  multi-sensory  approach  to  reading 
is  very  successful.  It  is  a  concrete  and  active  approach  rather  than 
an  abstract  and  passive  one. 

Rebus  is  based  on  pictures  that  suggests  the  words  it  represents. 
The  reading  specialist  draws  simple  pictures  which  give  clues  and 
meaning  to  the  printed  word.  ("A  picture  is  worth  a  thousand 
words.")  The  tracing  of  these  subjects  also  reinforces  the  vocabulary 
being  taught.  The  pictures  are  gradually  replaced  by  printed  words 
that  tell  a  story.  The  reading  teacher  has  had  great  success  with 
these  methods.  Readers  are  able  to  decode  words  quickly,  accurately 
and  meaningfully. 

COMPREHENSION  ABILITIES 


The  teaching  of  foundation  skills  and  the  higher  processes  of 
comprehension  were  taught  through  selective  works  of  literature  and 
texts  that  supplement  those  in  the  classroom.  The  structure  of  stories 
and  texts  encouraged  effective  habits  of  thinking  with  written 
language.  Students  also  integrated  their  experiences  and  previous 
knowledge  with  those  of  the  author. 

Poetry  was  used  in  reading  classes  to  stimulate  imagery  and 
imagination  through  the  use  of  descriptions  and  figures  of  speech. 
Recitations  are  excellent  for  memory  training-for  oral  expression- 
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and  for  confidence  building. 

Children  were  exposed  to  plays.  Role-playing  is  their  favorite 
reading  activity.  They  enjoy  creating  moods,  (happy,  funny,  sad)  and 
using  body  language  -  (gestures,  mannerisms).  Stories  come  alive 
when  characters  are  portrayed  by  students.  Acting  also  gives  them 
recognition  and  develops  high  self-esteem. 

ROLES 


The  reading  specialist  works  closely  with  classroom  teachers. 
Chapter  766  (CORE  Team),  Chapter  1  (ASPIRE)  and  E.S.L.  (English 
Second  Language)  and  parents.  Students  progress  and  achievements 
are  monitored  throughout  the  year. 

READING  RESOURCE  ROOM 


A  Reading  Resource  Room  has  been  created  for  teachers  who 
need  reading  materials  to  supplement  their  reading  programs,  e.g. 
Caldecott,  Newbery,  Regina  medals;  skill  builders  by  grade  level.  An 
inventory  is  on  hand. 

COMPUTER  PROGRAM 


The  Elementary  Computer  Program  was  very  active  this  year. 
In  conjunction  with  the  PTA’s  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  we 
joined  the  Stop  &  Shop/Bradlees  program  --  "Apples  for  the 
Students".  The  Balch  family’s  total  register  tapes  in  purchases  was 
$175,000,  which  enabled  us  to  receive  three  printers  and  software 
for  our  computers. 

The  Computer  Program  worked  closely  with  the  New  Elementary 
Science  Resource  Center.  The  Language  Arts  curriculum  benefited 
from  the  Children’s  Writing  and  Publishing  Center  and  Super  Print 
II.  Many  grade  levels  used  these  programs  to  print  reports, 
newsletters,  paragraphs,  and  big  books.  The  latest  innovation-laser 
discs  (or  videodiscs)  is  going  to  create  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  in 
the  classrooms  next  September,  particularly  in  the  areas  of 
geography  and  history. 

Special  thanks  to  Mr.  David  Shiro,  a  parent,  who  donated  a 
computer,  printer,  software,  programs,  and  supplies  to  the  Balch 
School.  We  sincerely  appreciate  his  thoughtfulness,  talents,  and  time. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 


English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL)  has  twelve  pupils,  with 
seven  residing  out-of-district.  These  seven  pupils  attend  Balch  full- 
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time.  The  ESL  program  reinforces  the  concepts  of  the  English 
language.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  improvement  these  children 
made  throughout  the  year. 

Modified  Kindergarten  and  Transitional  I  programs  are  in  their 
14th  year.  Forty-six  pupils  are  enrolled  in  both  programs  with 
seventeen  pupils  from  out-of-district.  Children  attending  Modified  K 
go  to  Transitional  I  the  following  year,  the  Transitional  I  to  regular 
grade  one  the  following  year.  All  out-of-district  pupils  return  to  their 
district  when  entering  regular  grade  one.  Emphasis  is  on  listening 
skills,  auditory  discrimination,  sequencing,  oral  language 
development,  gross  and  fine  motor  control  and  eye-hand  coordination. 

TEC  talents  unlimited  sponsored  a  math  program  from  grade  4 
pupils  in  the  TEC  (The  Education  Cooperative)  district  in  November 
1989  at  the  Avery  School  in  Dedham  three  evenings.  Our  school  was 
represented  by  four  talented  youngsters  who  gained  valuable 
experiences  in  the  math  field. 

Peer  Tutoring  -  our  Transitional  I  and  grade  five  pupils 
collaborated  in  a  Peer  Learning  program  called  "Reading  and  Writing 
Pals".  One  half-hour  weekly  students  pair  off,  share  ideas  about  a 
topic  and  then  together  with  assistance  from  the  teachers  write 
about  the  topic.  A  great  deal  of  listening,  speaking,  reading  and 
writing  occurs. 

Doug  Ross,  a  graduate  of  the  Balch  School,  holder  of  an 
engineering  degree,  and  former  Peace  Corps  member,  presented  a 
Social  Studies  unit  of  his  two-year  experiences  in  Africa  to  grades 
4  and  5.  Doug  demonstrated  the  typical  clothing  worn  and  showed 
slides  of  the  village  where  he  lived.  It  was  an  excellent  lesson  in 
understanding  different  cultures  and  traditions  of  the  African 
nations. 

In  a  joint  effort,  children  from  Elizabeth  Win’s  Resource  Room 
and  William  Pruyn’s  Fourth  Grade  participated  in  the  READATHON 
for  Multiple  Schlerosis.  Sixteen  students  read  a  total  of  365  books 
and  collected  $1,126  in  contributions. 

This  experiment,  combining  special  needs  students  and  regular 
fourth  graders,  served  three  major  purposes. 

1.  Self  esteem  was  enhanced  for  the  special  needs  child. 

2.  Regular  class  students  were  able  to  see  that  special  needs 
children  were  more  like  themselves  than  different. 

3.  The  special  needs  teacher  and  regular  class  teacher  were 
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able  to  team  and  share  teaching  skills. 

Joanne  Barrett,  grade  six  teacher  at  Norwood  Junior  High,  was 
instrumental  in  bringing  the  Real  Aloud  Books  Program  to  the  Balch 
School  one  morning  in  May,  1990.  Her  sixth  graders  selected 
appropriate  books  from  the  Norwood  Public  Library,  read  them,  and 
chose  five  new  vocabulary  words  to  introduce  to  a  group.  They  then 
wrote  five  comprehensive  questions,  illustrated  the  setting,  scene,  or 
character;  The  final  step  was  presenting  this  process  to  our  pupils 
in  Kindergarten  through  Grade  2,  who  immensely  enjoyed  the  sixth 
graders.

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  as 
Principal  of  the  C.  M.  Callahan  School. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 


The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1989  was 
252  which  represented  a  decrease  of  31  students  as  compared  with 
the  enrollment  at  the  start  of  school  in  September,  1988.  The 
decrease  to  252  from  283  was  caused  by  the  sixth  graders  in 
Norwood  being  transferred  to  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  staffing  at  the  school  is  comprised  of  a  secretary,  a  nurse, 
eleven  classroom  teachers,  a  reading  specialist,  two  teachers  of  the 
learning  disabled,  a  speech  therapist,  an  adjustment  counselor, 
teachers  of  art,  physical  education,  vocal  music,  instrumental  music, 
a  librarian,  two  lunch  aides,  and  two  custodians.  All  staff  are  part- 
time  with  the  exception  of  the  secretary,  the  classroom  teachers,  the 
reading  specialist,  the  learning  disabled  teachers  and  the  custodians. 

The  Callahan  School  bid  a  fond  farewell  to  Miss  Nancy  Roberts, 
Mr.  Stephen  Jacobs  and  Mr.  Edward  Thomas  who  opted  to  transfer 
to  teach  the  sixth  grade  at  the  Junior  High  -  they  will  be  sorely 
missed  and  we  wish  them  nothing  but  the  best  in  all  their 
endeavors. 

In  the  custodial  ranks,  we  welcomed  Mr.  Ted  Thomas  as  a  junior 
custodian  who  took  the  place  of  Mr.  David  Gately  who  transferred 
over  to  the  grounds  crew  -  best  wishes  also  to  David. 

PRESIDENTIAL  ACADEMIC  FITNESS  AWARDS 


The  Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Awards,  established  by 
President  Reagan  and  carried  on  by  President  Bush,  honor  Grade 
Five  pupils  who  have  achieved  excellence  in  their  studies  in  the 
intermediate  grades.  I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  twelve  students 
of  the  Callahan  School  maintained  a  B+  average  or  over  during  the 
past  three  years.

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  FUND

This  program  was  a  huge  success.  Tapes  totalling  $104,000  were 
collected  in  this  "Apples  for  Students"  program.  Two  printers  and 
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software  will  enhance  the  computer  program  at  the  school  and  we 
are  most  grateful  for  all  the  effort  that  was  put  into  this  endeavor. 

PARENT  TEACHER  ORGANIZATION 


The  P.T.O.  continues  to  be  the  strong  right  arm  of  the  school. 
We  enjoy  much  parent  participation  at  the  Callahan  School;  an 
example  of  this  participation  is  that  a  minimum  of  twenty  parents 
attend  all  of  our  monthly  Executive  Board  Meetings. 

Because  of  the  P.T.O.  fund  raisers,  in  conjunction  with  the  School 
Improvement  Council  many  things  were  done  for  the  children  -  live 
on-stage  presentations,  extra  field  trips,  an  "Appreciation  Day"  for 
the  teachers,  infusion  of  money  into  the  school  library,  roller  skating 
parties  at  Rolland,  an  "Italian  Festival"  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  in 
March  that  attracted  over  300  people,  a  bi-monthly  "Newsletter",  etc. 

A  special  thanks  to  all  P.T.O.  members  who  helped  make  the 
year  the  success  it  was. 

TESTING  PROGRAMS 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  of  the  Callahan  third  grade 
children  successfully  passed  the  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing 
that  was  administered  in  the  Fall. 

Testing  was  done  in  the  areas  of  Reading,  Mathematics  and 
Writing.  The  lowest  per  cent  correct  in  Reading  was  80%  and  only 
three  children  answered  less  than  80%  correct  in  Mathematics. 

INTENSIVE  READING 

The  Young  Authors’  program  sponsored  by  the  Greater  Boston 
Reading  Council  was  the  highlight  of  the  1989-1990  reading  program. 
The  children  in  grades  one  through  five  wrote  and  illustrated 
original  bound  books.  Gregory  Maguire  and  Jerry  Pallotta,  authors 
of  children’s  books,  visited  the  library  and  shared  with  the  children 
the  writing  experiences  that  enabled  them  to  become  published 
authors.  The  children  became  aware  of  the  importance  and  value  of 
rewriting  and  editing  as  steps  in  the  writing  process.  The  children 
were  proud  of  their  work.  The  books  authored  by  the  children  were 
on  display  at  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library.  The  children  received 
Great  Expectation  Awards  from  the  Norwood  Library  in  recognition 
of  their  accomplishment.  The  children  were  proud  of  their  work  and 
the  recognition  that  they  received  from  the  community. 

The  Callahan  children  participated  in  the  DEAR  Program  -  "Drop 
Everything  and  Read"  and  the  "Book  It"  Program.  These  programs 
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encourage  children  to  read  silently  from  books  of  their  choice  every 
day. 


The  teachers  use  big  books,  newspapers  and  multiple  copies  of 
trade  books  to  supplement  the  basal  reading  program.  These 
materials  provide  the  children  with  varied  and  enjoyable  reading 
experiences. 

Miss  Wall,  the  reading  specialist,  works  with  the  classroom 
teachers  to  organize  and  coordinate  these  programs  and  materials. 
She  also  works  with  the  teachers  to  diagnose  and  evaluate  the 
children’s  reading  skills  and  to  place  children  in  instructional  groups. 
Miss  Wall  provides  remedial  instruction  to  children  in  grades  one 
through  five.  She  teaches  an  enrichment  reading  class  to  the  fifth 
grade. 

LEARNING  CENTER  PROGRAM 


The  Learning  Center  at  the  Callahan  provides  services  to 
children  in  Grades  K-5.  Mrs.  Bisconte  and  Mrs.  Mitchell  work 
cooperatively  to  provide  diagnostic  and  prescriptive  evaluations 
through  testing,  developing  Individual  Educational  Plans  (IEP), 
serving  as  members  of  the  core  evaluation  teams,  providing  direct 
services  to  learning  disabled  or  developmentally  delayed  students, 
consulting  with  teachers,  and  screening  incoming  kindergarten 
students. 

Diagnostic  and  prescriptive  evaluations  are  begun  as  a  result  of 
a  referral  from  a  parent,  teacher  or  specialist  that  is  involved  with 
the  student.  Classroom  observation,  formal  and  informal  testing  and 
teacher  consultation  are  all  included  in  the  diagnostic  process.  The 
results  of  the  testing  process  provide  information  for  developing  a 
prescriptive  program  that  will  address  both  the  learning  style  and 
deficit  areas  of  the  student’s  academic  progress.  This  prescription 
directs  the  development  of  the  IEP  and  offers  suggestions  for 
classroom  adaptation. 

Each  IEP  will  state  specifically  the  child’s  learning  style  and 
goals  to  be  accomplished  within  a  specific  time  frame.  The  IEP 
covers  a  period  of  one  year  with  provisions  for  review  at  any  time 
and  reports  on  the  child’s  progress  at  three  month  intervals.  The 
goals  stated  in  the  Ed  plan  will  be  addressed  by  the  appropriate 
specialist.  The  amount  of  time  each  child  spends  in  the  Learning 
Center  is  stated  specifically  in  the  IEP. 

Each  spring  the  Learning  Center  teachers  participate  in 
screening  the  incoming  kindergarten  students.  Each  incoming  student 
is  evaluated  and  areas  of  concern  are  noted.  Students  may  be 
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recommended  for  the  modified  kindergarten  program  or  referred  for 
further  evaluation  as  a  result  of  the  screening.  Often  developmental 
lags  are  noted  for  monitoring  during  their  kindergarten  year. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  Julie  Rennie  as  an  aide  this  year. 
Having  Ms.  Rennie  has  allowed  ".3"  students  (those  who  may  have 
gone  to  a  Resource  Room)  to  be  maintained  in  their  regular 
classroom  and  to  flow  freely  back  and  forth  from  the  Learning 
Center  for  help  in  any  area.  This  system  has  worked  out  well  both 
for  the  students  and  the  classroom  teachers.  We  are  also  very 
fortunate  to  have  a  computer.  Children  who  have  difficulty  with 
handwriting  have  found  the  computer  to  be  a  valuable  aid. 

SING-A-LONG  PROGRAM 

Our  1989-90  (third  year)  of  the  Sing-A-Long  program,  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Gail  Leonard,  has  proven  again  to  be  most 
successful. 

The  voluntary  effort  of  64  students  (Grades  1-5)  who  met  each 
week  for  a  half  hour  after  school  produced  two  performances. 

The  Christmas  performance  took  place  at  the  Ellis  Nursing 
Home,  and  the  May  9th  performance  was  a  variety  show  held  at 
the  Norwood  Retirement  Home. 

Accolades  to  Mrs.  Leonard  for  working  with  these  children  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  after  school  on  her  own  time. 

Mrs.  Leonard  reports  that  without  the  combined  support  of  the 
students,  the  principal,  the  Director  of  Music  and  the  Callahan 
P.T.O.,  this  program  would  not  be  what  it  is  today. 

SPEECH  AND  LANGUAGE  PROGRAM 


Speech  and  Language  services  are  offered  to  all  children,  Grades 
K-5,  who  have  communication  difficulties.  This  school  year,  1989- 
1990,  47  students  were  enrolled  in  Speech  and  Language.  Services 
to  the  children  included  therapeutic  intervention  for  voice  disorders, 
dysfluency,  articulation  errors  and  language  delays,  all  of  which 
would  interfere  with  school  performance  and  adjustment.  Language 
delays  consist  of  low  receptive  and  expressive  vocabulary,  difficulties 
with  the  meaning  and/or  structure  of  language,  inability  to  follow 
directions,  both  verbal  and  written,  difficulties  interpreting  social 
conversations/situations  and  understanding  the  cause  and  effects  of 
their  behavior. 

New  referrals  this  year  came  from  teachers,  parents,  and 
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Kindergarten  screenings,  as  well  as  other  specialists.  Evaluations, 
therapy  sessions  and  teacher  consultations  were  provided. 

Students  in  the  third  grade  participated  in  the  Special  Needs 
Awareness  Program  (SNAP).  As  part  of  SNAP,  they  were  given  an 
in-service  on  Hearing  and  Hearing  Impairment.  They  were  shown 
a  model  of  the  ear  and  the  parts  and  function  were  discussed  briefly. 
Hearing  impairments  were  described,  then  the  students  were  asked 
to  follow  directions  presented  on  a  tape  recorder.  The  voice  on  the 
tape  recorder  simulated  low  speech  sounds  with  a  hearing 
impairment.  All  the  students  remarked  on  how  difficult  it  was  to 
hear  the  directions.  The  students  were  informed  of  other  ways  of 
communication  such  as  Sign  Language,  and  were  taught  a  few  signs. 
They  seemed  to  enjoy  learning  Sign  Language. 

The  children  serviced  during  the  1989-1990  school  year  were 
friendly  and  cooperative,  and  they  worked  hard  to  make  progress. 
Some  children  were  able  to  complete  all  their  objectives  on  their 
I.E.P.  When  this  happened,  parents  and  teachers  were  consulted  to 
determine  if  any  difficulties  in  communication  remained  in  other 
settings.  If  there  were  no  noticeable  difficulties,  then  with  written 
parental  agreement,  therapeutic  services  were  terminated. 

CHAPTER  I  PROGRAM 


This  program  known  as  Aspire  means  additional  services  which 
are  provided  in  Remedial  education  in  the  areas  of  Reading  and 
Arithmetic.  It  is  subsidized  by  Federal  Funds.  The  children  are  pre¬ 
tested  in  September,  and  post-tested  in  May  through  the  use  of  the 
California  Achievement  Testing  (C.A.T.’s). 

The  Chapter  I  teacher  works  with  small  groups  of  students  on 
individual  problems.  The  program  must  have  the  approval  and 
recommendation  of  the  classroom  teacher  and  the  permission  of  the 
parent. 

A  parent  meeting  was  held  in  January  at  which  Evelyn  Wall, 
Reading  Specialist,  explained  how  parents  can  help  their  children 
succeed  in  Reading. 

In  March,  the  Aspire  teachers,  Mrs.  Preskenis  and  Miss  Duffy, 
conducted  a  day  of  parent  conferences  in  which  their  child’s  progress 
was  discussed.  An  annual  meeting  of  the  Parent  Advisory  Council 
was  held  in  May,  and  the  teachers  attended  a  convention  in  Hyannis 
consisting  of  workshops  and  meetings. 

Extensive  use  of  the  Apple  IIC  Computer  is  done  and  other 
appealing  learning  devices.  The  Annual  Award  Program  held  in  June

is  a  highlight  of  the  program. 
LIBRARY  PROGRAM 


This  was  a  productive  year  in  the  Callahan  School  library.  First, 
a  new  aide,  Beverly  Callahan,  joined  the  staff;  she  has  been  a 
marvelous  assistant  who  has  developed  a  great  rapport  with  the 
children. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  graders  have  been  working  on  becoming 
proficient  users  of  the  card  catalog  so  they  can  be  self-sufficient 
users  of  the  library.  The  third  graders  have  been  introduced  to  the 
card  catalog  and  its  purpose.  Mrs.  Burnell  has  been  working  with 
the  second  graders  on  expanding  their  reading  interest  including 
such  areas  as  fairy  tales,  non-fiction  and  chapter  books.  First  graders 
have  become  familiar  with  the  process  of  signing  out  books,  taking 
good  care  of  them  and  returning  them  on  time. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  librarian  for  this  year  was  to  become 
more  familiar  with  student’s  individual  reading  tastes.  Since  this  is 
Mrs.  Burnell’s  second  year  she  feels  she  knows  the  students  better 
and  can  direct  them  to  books  they  would  enjoy.  Mrs.  Burnell  had 
also  hoped  to  become  more  aware  of  the  teachers’  needs  and  to  help 
those  teachers  better  use  of  this  resource.  She  found  that  this  goal 
was  harder  to  achieve  but  plans  to  work  on  this  area  more  next 
year. 

EUREKA  PROGRAM 


The  Eureka  Program  at  the  Callahan  School  included  both  a 
pull-out  component  for  academically  capable  students  as  well  as  a 
classroom  component  concentrating  on  thinking  skills.  Whole  class 
lessons  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  covered  Test  Awareness  skills 
at  the  third  and  fourth  grade  levels,  learning  styles  at  the  fourth 
and  fifth  grade  levels  and  second  grade  thinking  skills. 

Pull-out  classes  in  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grades  met 
for  one  hour  each  week  with  Mrs.  Selwyn.  The  classes  worked  on 
developing  creative  and  critical  thinking  skills,  problem-solving, 
research  skills,  special  units  of  study  and  special  projects.  The 
special  projects  included  Knowledge  Competition,  Adopt- A- Whale, 
and  Young  Authors.  Grade  level  units  included:  How  to  Use  the 
Library  and  do  Research,  Flags  and  Countries,  Architecture,  Whales, 
Medieval  History,  Independent  Studies,  Literature  -  Chris  Van 
Allsburg,  Donuts  and  Hats. 

Classroom  lessons  at  the  first  grade  level  emphasized  both 
critical  and  creative  thinking  skills.  Highlights  of  the  program 
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included  the  creation  of  several  "Whale  Fact"  books,  and  Architecture 
coloring  book  entitled,  "From  Aqueduct  to  Ziggurat,"  a  Medieval 
Faire  Presentation  for  the  fifth  grades  as  well  as  other  books  and 
games. 

COMPUTER  PROGRAM 


The  Elementary  Computer  Program  was  very  active  this  year, 
in  the  classroom  as  well  as  out  of  the  classrooms. 

In  conjunction  with  the  schools’  PTA/PTO’s,  Norwood  Public 
Schools  joined  the  Stop  &  Shop  and  Bradlees  program  "Apples  for 
the  Students."  This  was  a  great  success  with  schools  receiving  many 
printers  and  various  pieces  of  software. 

The  Computer  Program  worked  very  closely  with  the  new 
Elementary  Science  Resource  Center  program.  Software  that  was 
already  in  the  schools  was  given  to  the  appropriate  grade  level  and 
new  software,  such  as  Explor-A-Science  (Dinosaurs,  Whales),  was 
ordered  and  used  at  appropriate  levels. 

The  Language  Arts  curriculum  was  greatly  enhanced  with  two 
new  programs  being  used,  The  Children’s  Writing  and  Publishing 
Center  and  SuperPrint  II.  These  were  used  at  many  grade  levels  to 
print  reports,  newsletters,  paragraphs,  and  big  books. 

Workshops  were  presented  in  a  different  format  this  year. 
Because  there  are  many  more  experienced  computer  users,  a  series 
of  workshops  on  one  topic  was  not  necessary.  Teachers  signed  up 
for  one  2-hour  workshop  or  several  2-hour  workshops.  A  very 
successful  all  day  workshop  on  desktop  publishing  was  held  at  the 
Senior  High  School  lab.  In  attendance  were  one  classroom  teacher 
from  each  elementary  school,  several  special  education  teachers,  and 
several  Junior  High  teachers. 

Elementary  teachers  were  also  introduced  to  laserdiscs  (or 
videodiscs).  Because  it  was  late  in  the  year,  most  teachers  were  only 
able  to  use  this  on  a  preview  basis,  but  seemed  very  enthusiastic 
about  this  new  technology.  More  use  is  projected  (especially  at  the 
fifth  grade  level)  with  the  addition  of  the  videodisc  from  National 
Geographic  dealing  with  geography  and  history. 

SCIENCE  PROGRAM 


The  Science  Program  which  this  year  includes  the  Science  Center 
teachers  Mr.  Charles  Haffey  and  Mr.  Michael  Czyryca,  has  enjoyed 
a  great  deal  of  success.  Supplemented  by  the  Merrill  Science  book  as 
the  basal,  the  Science  Center  staff  has  made  the  subject  of  Science 
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a  wonderful  experience  for  the  children. 

Space  does  not  allow  me  to  go  into  a  list  of  all  the  lessons  taught 
but  a  brief  synopsis  follows: 

Grade  One  -  Matter,  animals,  dinosaurs  and  magnets 

Grade  Two  -  Animals,  sound,  dinosaurs  and  weather 

Grade  Three  -  Simple  machines,  kitchen  chemistry,  solar  system, 
animals 

Grade  Four  -  Seeds,  rocks,  magnets,  static  charge 

Grade  Five  -  Matter,  weather,  invertebrates,  microscopes

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  as  Principal 
of  the  F.  A.  Cleveland  School. 

STAFF  ENROLLMENT  AND  PLANT 

STAFF  -  This  year  we  experienced  significant  changes  in  staff  when 
the  grade  structure  at  the  elementary  school  level  was  reorganized 
from  a  Kindergarten  through  Grade  6  plan  to  Kindergarten  through 
Grade  5  plan.  Three  excellent  experienced  teachers  left  our  staff.  Mr. 
Michael  Czyryca  assumed  the  duties  of  Elementary  Science 
Coordinator,  and  Mrs.  Paula  Clifford  and  Mrs.  Joanna  Barrett  were 
re-assigned  to  the  Junior  High  School.  Other  staff  changes  were: 

1.  Mary  Boyle,  Kindergarten  Teacher  from  the  Prescott  School, 
replaced  Patricia  Galligan,  who  retired  in  June,  1989. 

2.  Mary  Boiardi  returned  as  teacher  in  charge  of  the  Resource 
Room  and  replaced  Marlene  Bradbury. 

3.  Amy  Selig  was  appointed  to  the  Pre-School  Program  in  place 
of  Donna  Brown  who  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence. 

4.  Gail  Williams  was  assigned  to  the  Chapter  I  Program  to 
replace  Muriel  Quaglieri,  who  resigned  in  June,  1989. 

We  are  extremely  proud  of  our  conscientious  and  professional  team 
at  the  Cleveland  School.  There  are  21  faculty  members  -  17  are 
regular  education  teachers  and  four  are  specialists.  Twelve  teachers 
have  earned  Masters  Degrees,  and  two  are  completing  graduate 
programs  this  year.  As  a  group,  they  have  actively  participated  with 
curriculum  planning  and  development,  are  well  represented  as 
Horace  Mann  recipients,  and  two  have  completed  Sabbatical  graduate 
study.  Recently,  two  members  left  our  staff  to  assume  system  wide 
positions,  Miss  Barbara  Lanzoni  as  coordinator  of  the  Elementary 
Computer  Program,  and  Mr.  Michael  Czyryca  as  Elementary  Science 
Coordinator.  Mrs.  Doris  Ashapa  and  Miss  Virginia  Stout  continue  to 
serve  in  curriculum  leadership  roles  in  the  areas  of  Reading  and 
Library  Science  respectively.

Because  of  the  non-fluctuating  enrollment  pattern,  it  appears  that 
a  straight  line  method  of  projection  is  advisable  for  future  planning. 

PLANT  -  There  are  22  rooms  in  the  Cleveland  School.  This  year  17 
are  used  for  regular  education  and  5  are  utilized  for  special  activities 
such  as  Pre-School,  Chapter  I,  Resource  Room  Program,  School 
Psychologist,  Core  Facilitator,  and  Counseling.  One  of  these  rooms  is 
also  used  to  accommodate  the  Extended  Day  Program.  We  find  the 
housing  situation  very  satisfactory  this  year. 

The  building  has  had  extensive  work  done  on  the  roof,  and  is  in 
satisfactory  condition.  A  large  area  was  recently  blacktopped  and 
provides  a  very  suitable  plan  area  for  the  young  children.  A  program 
of  continual  maintenance  has  been  established.  The  repairing  of 
outside  doors,  painting  indoor  walls  and  ceilings,  and  replacing 
classroom  tiles  is  in  process. 

BASIC  PROGRAMS 


For  the  past  few  years,  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  has 
directed  a  review  and  evaluation  of  the  elementary  curriculum.  The 
Basic  Skills  Program  has  been  of  primary  importance.  Study 
Committees  have  made  recommendations  to  update  textbooks, 
develop  curriculum  guides,  and  in-service  courses  have  been  offered 
to  staff  members. 

READING 


The  most  important  subject  taught  at  the  elementary  level  is 
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Reading.  The  importance  of  a  good  foundation  in  reading  and  the 
continuance  of  reading  skills  for  success  in  schools  cannot  be 
overemphasized.  The  Economy  Reading  Series  is  used  in  all  grades 
K  -  5.  This  is  a  comprehensive  reading  series  that  includes  material 
for  reinforcement,  supplementing  and  testing.  The  program  has  a 
heavy  emphasis  on  phonics  in  the  primary  grades.  The  more  capable 
students  use  the  Harcourt,  Brace,  Jovanovich  series  in  grades  4  and 
5. 

MATHEMATICS 

All  children  in  K-5  use  the  Silver  Burdett  Math  Program.  The 
teachers  report  that  it  is  a  comprehensive  program  and  the  content, 
sequence  and  testing  is  constantly  developed.  It  provides  a  variety 
of  components  that  includes  practice  exercises,  enrichment  activities, 
testing  materials  and  critical  thinking  situations.  Calculators  and 
computer  activities  are  also  available. 

LANGUAGE 

We  are  very  pleased  with  our  language  program,  Building  English 
Skills,  published  by  McDougal,  Littel  &  Co.  It  is  a  total  program 
that  includes  a  writing  process,  grammar,  and  related  language  arts 
activities.  Composition  is  heavily  emphasized  with  a  continuous 
program  of  developmental  skills  and  procedures  for  writing. 
Grammar,  word  usage  and  mechanics  are  introduced  and  stressed  at 
each  level.  Vocabulary  enrichment  for  speaking  and  listening  skills 
are  developed  through  a  range  of  creative  and  functional  language 
experiences.  Other  related  language  skills  that  are  systematically 
developed  include  literary  appreciation,  handwriting,  letter  writing, 
and  the  use  of  library  and  reference  materials. 

SCIENCE 

The  Science  Program  consists  of  the  study  of  Life,  Earth,  and 
Physical  Sciences.  Each  conceptual  theme  is  introduced  in 
Kindergarten  and  is  expanded  in  a  spiral  pattern  at  succeeding 
grade  levels. 

The  content  of  the  Life  Science  includes  plants,  animals  and  people. 
It  investigates  the  needs,  habitats,  adaption  and  behavior  of  living 
things.  The  major  topics,  of  Earth  Science  are  land,  air  and  water. 
Weather,  the  solar  system,  changes  in  land  and  weather  formations, 
and  conservation  are  some  of  the  units  of  the  program. 

The  Physical  Sciences  deal  with  the  relationship  between  matter 
and  energy,  heat  and  light  energy,  magnets  and  electricity,  motion 
and  force,  and  work  and  machines  are  concepts  studied  under  this 
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heading.  The  textbook  is  a  Merrill  Publication,  Accent  on  Science. 
SOCIAL  STUDIES 


The  Social  Studies  Program  is  concerned  with  people  and  their 
interaction  with  their  social,  economic,  and  physical  environment. 
The  kindergarten-Grade  1  programs  include  the  immediate 
environment  of  the  children;  that  is,  the  home,  the  school  and  the 
neighborhood.  The  development  of  a  positive  self  image  is 
emphasized. 

In  grades  two  and  three,  the  program  introduces  concepts  of  basic 
needs  and  economic  choices.  The  democratic  process  is  discussed  and 
the  reasons  we  have  leaders  and  rules.  Understanding  about  the 
growth  and  function  of  cities,  how  they  are  founded,  and  how  people 
live  and  work  are  also  introduced  at  this  level. 

In  grades  four  and  five,  geographic,  climatic  and  economic  factors 
are  presented  and  developed.  Continents,  oceans  and  other  main 
geographic  features  are  studied  in  grade  four.  Regions  around  the 
world  that  are  similar  to  regions  within  the  United  States  are 
compared  according  to  climate,  land  forms,  culture  and  occupations. 
In  grade  five,  the  geographic  and  historical  development  of  the 
United  States  is  studied  from  colonial  to  present  times. 

GROUPING 

All  classes  at  the  Cleveland  School  are  initially  grouped 
heterogeneously.  An  attempt  is  made  to  create  a  "balance"  within 
and  among  the  classes  by  assigning  children  after  certain  identifiable 
characteristics  are  assessed.  Differences  are  recognized  as  normal 
among  children,  and  it  is  also  recognized  that  these  differences 
contribute  to  the  appeal  as  well  as  the  difficulty  of  teaching.  The 
physical,  emotional  and  mental  potential  of  a  group  as  well  as  the 
social  attitude,  the  varied  interest  and  special  talents  of  the  children 
are  important  factors  to  be  taken  into  account.  All  teachers  are 
encouraged  to  individualize  or  personalize  instruction  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  students.  It  is  expected  that  all  children  will  be  treated 
as  individuals. 

GRADES  1  AND  2 


In  the  primary  grades  of  1  and  2,  the  method  of  dealing  with 
individual  differences  is  attempted  in  the  classroom. 

Ability  grouping,  usually  three  groups,  is  utilized  to  provide 
instruction  with  developmental  skills  in  reading  and  arithmetic. 
Individual  differences  remain  within  the  groups.  It  is  not  assumed, 
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however,  that  the  differences  have  been  cared  for  by  the  mere  fact 
that  the  three-level  plan  is  in  operation.  No  technique  of  instruction 
is  considered  superior  to  another.  A  combination  of  strategies  is 
desirable. 

GRADE  3 


In  Grade  3  this  year,  we  modified  our  program  to  provide  for  the 
large  number  of  students  and  for  the  wide  range  of  abilities  in  the 
group.  With  the  assistance  of  a  teacher  aide,  Mrs.  Carole  Aiton,  we 
were  able  to  provide  an  interesting  and  challenging  instructional 
program. 

Changes  incorporated  this  year  at  the  third  grade  level  were: 

1.  The  three  classes  were  divided  for  reading  into  four  ability 
groups  with  Mrs.  Ashapa,  our  Reading  Specialist,  responsible 
for  the  more  capable  students. 

2.  Scheduling  was  given  special  preference  -  as  one  example 
reading  classes  were  scheduled,  the  first  period,  four  days  a 
week. 

3.  The  time  allotted  for  the  Gifted  &  Talented  Program  was 
doubled. 

4.  All  special  teaching  materials  that  were  requested  were 
purchased. 

5.  The  support  programs  from  the  Resource  Room,  Learning 
Center,  Reading  Specialist,  Aspire  Program  and  Counseling 
were  in  full  operation. 

GRADE  4  AND  5 


Classes  were  grouped  heterogeneously  and  the  children  were  grouped 
in  reading  and  math  according  to  ability.  In  September,  the 
homeroom  teachers  realigned  the  groups.  The  cumulative  record, 
standardized  test  scores,  and  the  previous  teacher’s  recommendations 
were  considered.  Teacher-made  and  commercially  prepared  tests  are 
administered  to  assist  with  the  evaluation.  The  grade  level  team 
then  conferred  with  the  reading  teacher,  speech  therapist,  learning 
center  specialist  and  the  school  adjustment  counselor,  for  their 
recommendations.  A  child  was  then  assigned  to  a  group  that 
appeared  to  be  best  suited  to  meet  his  academic  and  social  needs. 
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THE  SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  ACT  -  CHAPTER  188 

Chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1985  established  two  state  wide  testing 
programs  -  the  Basic  Skills  Program  and  the  Educational  Assessment 
Program. 

BASIC  SKILLS  PROGRAM 

The  Basic  Skills  Program  was  designed  to  identify  and  assist 
students  who  are  deficient  in  mastering  basic  skills  in  the  areas  of 
reading,  math  and  writing.  It  is  administered  at  the  elementary 
school  level  in  Grade  3.  A  summary  of  the  test  results  follows: 

There  are  77  students  in  the  third  grade.  Seventy-two  students 
took  the  test,  four  were  exempt  as  they  are  enrolled  in  the 
Resource  Room  Program,  and  one  other  student  was  not  in 
attendance  during  the  testing  period,  (the  child  has  a  home  tutor 
for  the  school  year). 

The  report  of  the  Student  Performance  in  the  three  areas  is 
summarized  below:

As  the  scores  indicate,  all  children  passed  reading  and  math, 
and  two  failed  the  writing  sample.  The  composite  score  of  the 
three  testing  categories  is  high  when  compared  with  similar 
records  throughout  the  state.  This  year  the  percentage  of  children 
passing  the  three  tests  was  the  highest  in  four  years. 

The  passing  grade  established  by  the  State  Department  for 
Reading  and  Math  was  65%  of  the  answers  correct.  Special 
programs  were  established  for  those  children  who  failed  writing, 
and  special  attention  was  given  to  students  who  did  not  achieve 
80%  of  the  correct  answers.  The  instructional  activities  included 
in  the  remediation  programs  were  Remedial  Reading,  Chapter  1, 
and  special  grouping  within  the  classroom.  The  parents  of  all 
children  were  notified  of  their  child’s  test  results. 


EDUCATIONAL  ASSESSMENT  PROGRAM 


The  purpose  of  the  Educational  Assessment  Program  is  to  improve 
curriculum  and  instruction.  The  program  is  designed  to  produce 
reliable  results  at  the  school,  district  and  state  level  and  to  promote 
comparisons  of  state  and  national  achievement  levels.  It  is  not 
intended  to  yield  scores  for  individual  students. 
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This  year  the  test  was  conducted  in  March  at  the  fourth  grade  level, 
and  the  results  will  not  be  available  until  the  Fall  of  1990.  A 
summary  of  recommendations  of  the  test  will  be  included  in  next 
year’s  annual  report. 

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  COUNCIL 


Another  provision  under  the  Chapter  188  Law  is  the  School 
Improvement  Council.  Under  this  section  of  the  law,  money  is  sent 
directly  to  the  schools  for  curriculum  improvement.  This  program 
over  the  last  few  years  has  been  extremely  helpful  in  promoting 
curriculum  development  and  new  programs,  as  well  as  money  for 
instructional  equipment.

This  year  the  funds  were  used  for  the  following: 

a.  To  purchase  a  25"  Laminating  Machine.  This  machine  was 
purchased  at  the  request  of  the  staff  in  order  to  preserve  the 
"hands  on"  material  that  teachers  construct  to  promote 
individual  and  small  group  instruction. 

b.  Funds  were  also  used  to  support  an  after  school  drama  group 
for  the  students  in  the  upper  grades.  This  was  a  most 
successful  and  rewarding  experience  for  the  children. 

ANCILLARY  PROGRAMS  AND  ACTIVITIES 
GIFTED  &  TALENTED  PROGRAM 


The  Eureka  Program  has  two  components,  one  a  "pull  out"  program 
for  academically  capable  students,  and  the  other  a  classroom 
presentation  concentrating  on  thinking  skills.  Selected  students  from 
the  upper  grades  met  with  the  Eureka  teacher,  Mrs.  Joan  Zwible,  for 
a  period  between  45  minutes  and  one  hour  per  week.  They  worked 
on  developing  creative  and  critical  thinking  skills,  research  skills, 
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units  of  study,  special  projects,  and  independent  studies.  Some  of  the 
units  of  study  included:  "Donuts",  "Hats",  "Learning  how  to  use  the 
Library  to  Research",  "Animals",  "Flags",  "Whales",  "Detectives", 
"Magic  Tricks",  and  "A  Gifted  Sampler".  Special  projects  included  the 
National  Geography  Bee  for  Grade  5,  Adopt-A-Whale,  Knowledge 
Master  Computer  Competition,  Young  Author’s  Program,  and  an 
Independent  Study/Young  Author  Fair. 

Classroom  lessons  at  the  first  and  second  grade  emphasized  both 
critical  and  creative  thinking  skills.  Test  awareness  lessons  were 
taught  at  the  third  and  fourth  grade  levels. 

CHAPTER  I  -  ASPIRE 


Aspire  is  an  acronym  for  Additional  Services  Provided  In  Remedial 
Education. 

At  the  Cleveland  School  supportive  help  is  provided  for  pre-school 
children  through  grade  5  in  the  areas  of  readiness,  reading,  and 
math.  The  primary  goal  is  to  encourage  a  positive  self  image  and 
promote  good  study  habits. 

Individual  academic  programs  are  established  and  children  progress 
at  their  own  learning  rate.  There  were  50  children  enrolled  in  the 
program  throughout  the  year. 

LIBRARY  PROGRAM 


The  Cleveland  School  Library  Program  enjoyed  another  excellent 
year  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Virginia  Stout,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Marion  Foley,  the  Library  Aide. 

Library  skills  were  taught  at  all  grade  levels.  Parent  volunteers  were 
primarily  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  approximately  225  books 
per  week. 

We  would  acknowledge  Ms.  Hope  Anderson  for  her  assistance  in 
promoting  a  number  of  reading  incentive  programs. 

ART  ENRICHMENT  CLASSES 


This  year  with  the  initial  support  from  School  Improvement  funds, 
we  expanded  our  Art  Enrichment  Program.  Instruction  at  each  grade 
level  was  organized  around  three  inter-related  themes:  Creating  Art, 
Looking  at  Art,  and  Living  with  Art. 

The  Program  was  designed  to  develop  perceptual  awareness,  provide 
creative  art  activities,  promote  art  appreciation,  and  encourage 
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awareness  of  art  in  every  day  life.  The  children  and  the  Art  Teacher, 
Mrs.  Maryann  Berger,  thoroughly  enjoy  this  experience. 

ELEMENTARY  SCIENCE  CENTER  PROGRAM 


Our  assessment  of  the  new  supportive  Elementary  Science  Program 
was  an  overwhelming  success  with  students,  teachers  and  parents. 
The  program  consisted  of  weekly  "hands-on"  lessons  in  each 
classroom.  The  content  was  developed  from  units  introduced  in  the 
Merrill  Basic  Science  Textbook  Program.  It  included  life,  earth  and 
physical  concepts.  The  primary  success  of  the  program  is  attributed 
to  the  capable  and  enthusiastic  attitude  of  the  presenters,  Mr. 
Michael  Czyryca  and  Mr.  Charles  Haffey. 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  PROGRAM 


The  Instrumental  Music  Program  has  established  a  proud  tradition 
at  the  Cleveland  School.  This  year  there  were  73  children  in  the 
Program.  Each  student  received  one  instrumental  lesson  per  week 
and  also  participated  in  one  of  the  three  performing  groups,  namely, 
the  Orchestra,  the  Beginners’  and  Intermediate  Band. 

Mr.  Daniel  Troderman,  our  Music  Teacher,  reports  that  this  group 
had  many  enthusiastic  and  talented  musicians.  They  performed  for 
the  Winter  Holiday  Assembly,  the  Fifth  Grade  Musical,  grade  level 
talent  shows,  Memorial  Day  Exercises  and  the  Annual  Spring 
Concert.  On  May  30th,  an  all-town  elementary  band  performed  at 
the  Pops  Concert  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

FIELD  TRIPS 


Field  trips  add  an  interesting  and  important  dimension  to  our 
educational  program.  They  are  used  to  introduce  new  programs  or 
as  culminating  activities  for  selected  areas  of  the  Curriculum. 

One  trip  per  class  is  usually  planned  and  includes  scientific,  cultural, 
or  historical  experiences.  A  schedule  of  this  year’s  trips  follows:

EXTENDED  DAY  PROGRAM 

We  would  acknowledge  and  thank  Mrs.  Barsha  Plumer  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  the  after-school  day  care,  Norwood 
Extended  Day  Program. 

The  Cleveland  School  was  the  site  for  the  program  with  children 
being  bused  from  the  other  public  elementary  schools  as  well  as  St. 
Catherine’s.  There  were  approximately  40  children  registered,  and 
the  average  attendance  was  about  30  children  per  day.  We  were  very 
pleased  with  the  total  operation,  and  hope  that  it  will  be  continued, 
if  not  expanded,  next  year. 

PARENT  TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 


Communication  is  a  necessary  ingredient  of  a  quality  educational 
program.  The  Parent  Teacher  Association  is  an  active,  dedicated 
group  of  parents  who  meet  once  a  month  to  promote  understanding 
between  the  home  and  school,  and  to  plan  activities  to  support  our 
curriculum. 

As  in  the  past,  they  have  assisted  in  the  library,  operated  a  school 
store,  offered  financial  and  physical  support  for  field  trips,  conducted 
a  book  fair  and  awarded  scholarships  to  two  graduating  seniors.  In 
addition,  they  have  sponsored  several  enrichment  programs  such  as 
a  Pancake  Breakfast,  a  presentation  of  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  two 
Science  Programs.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  President  of  the 
P.T.A.,  Mrs.  Donna  Diggin,  and  the  Executive  Board  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 

JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

1989/1990 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School. 

PERSONNEL  AND  ENROLLMENT 


This  year  360  students  were  enrolled  at  the  opening  of  school 
in  September  of  1989.  Even  with  the  6th  grades  being  moved  up  to 
the  Junior  High  School,  our  projected  enrollment  figures  show  an 
increase  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

A  fourth  2nd  and  third  3rd  grades  were  added  this  year,  and  in 
essence,  our  loss  of  two  sixth  grade  classes  was  nullified  with  these 
two  additions. 

Our  regular  classroom  staff  numbers  15  1/2,  being  complimented 
by  full-time  Speech,  Reading,  and  Learning  Center  teachers.  In 
addition,  we  house  a  primary  generic  class  in  which  placement  is 
through  Chapter  766.  This  program  is  geared  to  assist  children  with 
special  needs,  and  where  possible,  mainstreaming  of  the  students 
into  regular  classrooms  is  provided. 

CURRICULUM 


The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program  is  one  of  two 
state  programs  authorized  by  Chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1985  that 
are  intended  to  improve  curriculum  and  instruction  in  the  public 
schools.  The  first  of  these,  the  Massachusetts  Educational 
Assessment  Program,  focuses  on  program  improvement  in  several 
curriculum  areas.  It  is  a  survey  of  a  broad  range  of  student 
attainments  including  basic  as  well  as  higher  order  skills.  The 
Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program,  in  contrast,  is  designed 
to  identify  individual  students  needing  assistance  in  mastering  basic 
skills  in  reading,  writing,  and  mathematics. 

BASIC  SKILLS  TESTING  -  GRADE  3 


"Basic  Skills"  are  defined  as  the  skills  in  those  three  subjects 
that  allow  students  to  participate  successfully  in  their  regular 
classroom  work.  The  tests,  administered  annually  to  students  in 
grades  3,  6,  &  9,  consist  of  multiple  choice  questions  in  reading  and 
mathematics  and  one  writing  assignment  used  to  evaluate  student 
writing  skills. 

A  summary  of  the  past  three  years  would  show  that  our  third 
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grades  have  done  exceptionally  well.  In  1987,  98  per  cent  passed  all 
three  tests.  In  1988,  100  per  cent  passed  all  three  tests.  This  year, 
1989,  96  per  cent  passed  all  three  tests.  A  closer  look  would  show 
that  in  Reading,  85  per  cent  achieved  80  per  cent  or  better  and  98 
per  cent  over  70  per  cent.  In  mathematics,  98  per  cent  scored  over 
80  per  cent  compared  to  district  scores  of  92  per  cent  and  state  81 
per  cent. 

Arithmetic  showed  our  greatest  gains  with  reading  and  writing 
maintaining  their  positions.  In  writing,  the  Oldham  School  has  had 
100  per  cent  these  past  three  years. 

It  is  worthy  to  note  that  with  the  usual  updating  of  curriculum 
in  the  area  of  basic  skills,  we  had  many  other  activities  in  the  school 
relating  to  curriculum  matters.  These  offerings  were  in  the  area  of 
cultural  and  enrichment  programming. 

1.  The  third  grades  have  had  their  unit  on  Town  Government  with 
town  department  heads  visiting  the  school  and  giving  a  personal 
insight  into  the  workings  of  our  town  government. 

2.  For  the  eighth  consecutive  year,  our  first  grades  held  our  annual 
Grandparents’  Day,  in  May.  This  special  day  has  always  been  the 
highlight  of  our  Spring  and  was  initiated  by  Miss  Janice  Baker, 
one  of  our  first  grade  teachers. 

3.  Continuing  with  our  Bicentennial  celebration,  much  of  our 
curriculum  offerings  are  related  to  our  Constitution.  In  daily 
classroom  work,  creative  writing,  music,  poetry,^  stories,  research 
assignments,  filmstrips,  word  searches,  drawings,  etc.,  are  some 
examples  of  typical  classroom  work. 

4.  During  this  time  period,  a  Bicentennial  Quilt  was  researched 
and  designed  by  our  fourth  grades  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Ball  and  Mrs.  Bryant,  our  fourth  grade  teachers,  Miss 
Malachowski,  our  Art  Coordinator,  and  Mrs.  Bonnie  Falcone,  an 
Oldham  parent.  The  Quilt  will  hang  in  our  school  lobby  area  as 
a  lasting  memorial  to  the  Bicentennial. 

PLANT/GROUNDS 


Because  of  our  always  growing  school  population  and  cooperation 
between  the  School  Department  and  P.T.A.,  a  portable  classroom  was 
added  to  the  Oldham  School  for  the  1989/1990  school  year. 

This  addition  gave  us  immediate  relief  by  allowing  us  to  move 
the  Kindergarten  from  the  Library  to  the  portable  and  thus  letting 
us  utilize  the  library  as  a  full-time  facility.  The  addition  also  allowed 
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us  to  move  our  Chapter  1  classes  to  the  portable,  which  has  two 
small  rooms  added  to  accommodate  the  Chapter  1  classes.  These 
classes  were  held  in  the  school  lobby  for  years. 

Besides  the  addition  of  our  portable  classroom,  new  boilers  were 
installed  to  replace  the  original  ones  which  were  over  twenty-five 
years  old. 

These  improvements  have  alleviated  all  our  major  concerns  for 
the  present. 


HOME/SCHOOL  RELATIONS 


Home/School  relations  are  an  important  part  of  our  school 
environment,  and  we  would  like  to  acknowledge  our  appreciation  for 
the  continued  support  and  work  the  P.T.A.  has  done  for  the  school. 

The  driving  force  for  our  portable  classroom  and  new  play  area 
are  but  two  of  the  many  community  inspired  projects  they  have  been 
involved  in. 

Listed  below  are  but  some  of  the  activities  our  P.T.A.  either 
sponsors  or  assists  in  conjunction  with  the  school: 

1.  Annual  School  Fair  -  usually  held  in  the  Fall  and  attracts  people 
town-wide. 

2.  Breakfast  with  Santa  -  held  on  a  Saturday  in  early  December. 

3.  Family  Night  at  Roll  Land  held  in  January. 

4.  Oldham  School  newsletter  "Oldham  Update"  published  monthly 
covering  pertinent  school  information  and  the  school  menu. 

5.  Grandparents’  Day  -  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Jan  Baker.  This 
special  day  in  May  for  our  first  grades  has  become  an  annual 
event  where  Grandparents  or  a  special  friend  are  invited  to 
spend  a  morning  in  the  first  grades. 

6.  The  P.T.A.  has  also  sponsored  a  series  of  enrichment  programs 
for  the  children  during  the  school  year. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE

1989  -  1990 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 


The  September,  1989  enrollment  of  238  represented  a  difference 
of  45  students  from  the  September,  1988  enrollment  of  283.  All  sixth 
grade  students  were  transferred  to  the  Junior  High  School  which 
created  a  kindergarten  through  grade  five  organization  at  the 
elementary  level. 

Two  classroom  teachers,  Nancy  Lane  and  Richard  Esper, 
transferred  to  the  Junior  High  School  and  Mary  Boyle,  kindergarten 
teacher  transferred  to  the  F.  A.  Cleveland  School. 

Internal  changes  within  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  were  as  follows: 
Elaine  Perry  from  first  grade  to  kindergarten,  Susan  Zeitz  from 
Chapter  I  to  grade  one,  Patricia  McGuire  from  grade  six  to  grade 
four,  John  Willinski  from  grade  five  to  grade  four,  and  George 
Putnam  from  grade  six  to  grade  five.  Karen  Pelletier  was  hired  to 
fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Chapter  I  program  and  Dorothy  Druker  was 
hired  as  an  additional  Chapter  I  teacher  part  time  at  the  C.  J. 
Prescott  School  and  part  time  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  COUNCIL 


Once  again  this  year  the  School  Improvement  Council  funds  were 
decreased  to  $691.00.  The  members  were  elected  and  a  decision  was 
made  to  use  the  funds  to  enhance  the  "Literary  Arts  Week"  which 
was  held  during  the  week  of  April  30th  to  May  4th. 

Two  parents,  Susan  McQuaid  and  Janet  Hesselschwerdt,  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  extraordinary  efforts  in  organizing  and 
coordinating  the  numerous  activities  which  made  the  program  a 
tremendous  success. 

The  fifth  grade  students,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Bell- 
Sandler,  art  teacher,  designed  book  marks  which  were  laminated  in 
plastic  and  donated  to  the  public  library  for  distribution  early  in 
April  to  bring  attention  to  the  "Literary  Arts  Week". 

A  calendar  listing  activities  for  the  week  was  distributed  to 
everyone,  banners  created  by  Barbara  Lanzoni,  elementary  computer 
specialist,  were  printed  and  hung  in  the  main  lobby  each  day  to 
welcome  each  visitor,  and  a  video  tape  was  used  to  document  all 
activities. 
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On  Monday,  author/illustrator  Gregory  Maquire  made  three 
presentations  (Kindergarten  &  grade  one,  grades  two  and  three, 
grades  four  and  five)  discussing  how  he  became  interested  in  writing 
children’s  books  and  including  2x2"  slides  to  emphasize  his  talk.  The 
question  and  answer  period  following  each  session  evoked  many 
interesting  and  amusing  questions. 

A  special  luncheon  was  also  organized  and  held  in  the  library 
for  teachers  as  a  "thank  you"  for  "Teacher  Appreciation  Week". 
Gregory  Maguire  joined  the  teachers  for  lunch  and  the  excess  food 
was  enjoyed  the  following  day  as  well. 

On  Tuesday,  guest  readers  from  the  community  talked  with 
students  about  the  importance  of  reading  in  their  occupations  and 
also  took  time  to  read  a  story  to  the  class.  A  letter  was  written  to 
each  "celebrity"  and  a  grade  level  and  classroom  as  assigned  when 
they  volunteered  to  participate.  Each  "celebrity  reader"  was  also 
handed  an  invitation  to  attend  the  "Literary  Arts  Week  Celebration" 
held  on  Friday,  and  several  attended.  The  guest  readers  and  grade 
assignments  were  as  follows:

On  Wednesday,  Mrs.  McQuaid  and  Mrs.  Hesselschwerdt,  with 
the  help  of  their  children,  arrived  at  school  at  7:00  a.m.  for  the 
purpose  of  distributing  a  place  mat,  donut  and  newspaper  to  every 
child  and  adult  in  the  school,  to  tie  in  with  "Newspaper  Day".  The 
task  was  completed  in  time  and  everyone  had  a  newspaper  on  their 
desk  upon  arrival.  The  donuts  were  donated  by  Dunkin  Donuts  as 
requested  by  Mrs.  McQuaid  and  Mrs.  Hesselschwerdt. 

Mr.  Richard  Stewart,  public  relations  coordinator  for  the  Boston 
Globe  was  the  speaker  for  grades  four  and  five.  Mr.  Stewart’s 
presentation  involved  a  brief  video  tape  about  the  Globe,  a  talk 
about  the  newspaper  business  in  general  and  question  and  answer 
period. 

On  Thursday,  poet  X.J.  Kennedy  made  two  presentations, 
Kindergarten-grade  two  and  grades  three  to  five.  He  had  copies  of 
his  books,  read  several  selections  and  answered  several  questions 
from  students. 

The  celebration  concluded  on  Friday  with  an  assembly  and 
parade  in  which  each  grade  level  participated.  The  kindergarten 
students  sang  a  song,  the  first  graders  recited  poetry,  the  second 
grade  classes  sang  a  song  to  accompany  a  favorite  story,  the  third 
grade  children  shared  reproductions  of  the  covers  of  their  favorite 
book,  and  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade  students  astounded  everyone 
with  their  fantastic  costumes  as  they  portrayed  their  favorite  literary 
characters. 

Following  the  assembly  the  students  were  treated  to  juice  and 
cakes  which  were  shaped  like  books  and  which  said  "Take  a  Bite 
Out  of  a  Good  Book".  This  was  truly  a  week  filled  with  excitement. 
All  grades  took  part  in  every  activity  and  the  students  acquired  an 
even  greater  appreciation  for  the  written  word.

The  Elementary  Computer  Program  was  very  active  this  year, 
in  the  classrooms  as  well  as  out  of  the  classrooms.

TOWN  OF  NORWOOD 


In  conjunction  with  the  schools’  PTA/PTO’s,  Norwood  Public 
Schools  joined  the  Stop  &  Shop  and  Bradlees  program  "Apples  for 
the  Students".  This  was  a  great  success  with  schools  receiving  many 
printers  and  various  pieces  of  software. 

The  Computer  Program  worked  very  closely  with  the  new 
Elementary  Science  Resource  Center  Program.  Software  that  was 
already  in  the  schools  was  given  to  the  appropriate  grade  level  and 
new  software,  such  as  Explore-A-Science  (Dinosaurs,  Whales),  was 
ordered  and  used  at  appropriate  levels. 

The  Language  Arts  curriculum  was  greatly  enhanced  with  two 
new  programs  being  used,  the  Children’s  Writing  and  Publishing 
Center  and  SuperPrint  II.  These  were  used  at  many  grade  levels  to 
print  reports,  newsletters,  paragraphs,  and  big  books. 

Workshops  were  presented  in  a  different  format  this  year. 
Because  there  are  many  more  experienced  computer  users,  a  series 
of  workshops  on  one  topic  was  not  necessary.  Teachers  signed  up 
for  one  2-hour  workshop  or  several  2-hour  workshops.  A  very 
successful  all  day  workshop  on  desktop  publishing  was  held  at  the 
Senior  High  School  lab.  In  attendance  were  one  classroom  teacher 
from  each  elementary  school,  several  special  education  teachers,  and 
several  Junior  High  teachers. 

The  Apple  Lab  at  the  Junior  High  was  also  started  this  year. 
Sixth  grade  students  worked  on  keyboarding  skills  and  word 
processing  skills  as  well  as  being  able  to  use  the  lab  in  subject  areas 
such  as  math,  science,  English,  and  social  studies. 

Elementary  teachers  were  also  introduced  to  laserdiscs  (or 
videodiscs).  Because  it  was  late  in  the  year,  most  teachers  were  only 
able  to  use  this  on  a  preview  basis,  but  seemed  very  enthusiastic 
about  this  new  technology.  More  use  is  projected  (especially  at  the 
fifth  grade  level)  with  the  addition  of  the  videodisc  from  National 
Geographic  dealing  with  geography  and  history. 

EUREKA  PROGRAM  (GIFTED  AND  TALENTED) 

The  Eureka  Program  at  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  included  both 
a  pull-out  component  for  academically  capable  students  as  well  as 
classroom  component  concentrating  on  thinking  skills.  Whole  class 
lessons  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  covered  Test  Awareness  skills 
at  the  third  and  fourth  grade  levels,  learning  styles  at  the  fourth 
and  fifth  grade  levels  and  second  grade  thinking  skills.  Pull-out 
classes  in  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grades  met  for  one  hour 
each  week  with  Mrs.  Selwyn.  The  classes  worked  on  developing 
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creative  and  critical  thinking  skills,  problem-solving,  research  skills, 
special  units  of  study  and  special  projects.  The  special  projects 
included  Knowledge  Master  Competition,  Adopt-A-Whale,  Explorers 
Essay  Contest,  and  Young  Authors.  Grade  level  units  included:  How 
to  Use  the  Library  and  do  Research,  Animals,  Flags  and  Countries, 
International  Festival,  Create-A-Country,  Cartooning,  Whales,  Magic, 
Independent  Studies,  Literature  -  Chris  Van  Allsburg,  Aerodynamics 
and  Flying  Machines,  Operation  Egg  Drop,  Medieval  History,  Donuts, 
and  Hats.  Classroom  lessons  at  the  first  grade  level  emphasized  both 
critical  and  creative  thinking  skills.  Highlights  of  the  program 
included  the  creation  of  several  'Whale  Fact"  books,  a  Magic  Show, 
Kite  Making,  Medieval  Shields,  Coats  of  Arms  and  Stained  glass 
windows  as  well  as  other  books  and  board  games  and  displays. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS  AWARENESS  PROGRAM  (SNAP) 

As  a  follow-up  to  the  Special  Needs  Awareness  Program,  at  the 
third  grade  level,  the  Junior  High  SEARCH  students  developed  a 
puppet  show  using  "Kids  on  the  Block"  puppets.  The  puppets  were 
characters  that  were  illustrated  in  the  TWentv-First  Century  Books 
circulated  through  the  library. 

The  puppets  in  the  performance  presented  disabilities  such  as 
cerebral  palsy,  learning  disabilities,  blindness  and  mental 
retardations.  They  also  presented  some  of  the  emotional  issues 
associated  with  divorce.
